Radio  System  Coming 

On  a  low  bid  of  $81,415,  the  General 
Electric  Company  agreed  to  install  an 
extensive  radio  network  for  the  Highway 
Commission. 

The  network  will  be  operated  in  co- 
operation with  the  State  Civil  Defense 
during  emergencies,  e.  g.  hurricanes. 

The  contract  calls  for  the  installation 
of  16  transmitting  stations.  Three  big 
250-watt  transmitting  stations  will  be 
built  at  Raleigh,  Burgaw,  and  Mann's 
Harbor.  There  will  be  60-watt  stations  at 
Ahoskie,  Plymouth,  Elizabeth  City,  Green- 
ville, Washington,  New  Bern,  Kinston, 
Wilmington,  Clinton,  Wilson,  Weldom 
Nashville    and    Goldsboro.    The  First!

Second,  Third  and  Fourth  Highway  Di- 
visions will  each  have  15  mobile  units. 
The  equipment  for  the  network  will  in- 
clude antennas  and  towers. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  radio  network  can 
be  in  operation  by  August  1. 


The  bulk  of  the  recently-passed  big  Federal  Road  Bill  will 
go  toward  renovating  and  modernizing  the  Interstate  High- 
way System. 

In  1944,  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  in  cooperation 
with  the  various  State  Highway  Departments  designated  a 
40,000  mile  national  network  of  important  roads  which 
connect  42  state  capitols  and  are  vital  for  defense. 

In  North  Carolina  there  are  717  miles  of  the  Interstate 
Highway  System.  What  are  the  design  characteristics  of 
an  Interstate  highway?  First,  the  State  must  acquire  enough 
right  of  way — usually  260  to  300  feet — to  provide  two  broad 
24-foot  wide  one-way  traffic  lanes  separated  by  a  grassed 
median  strip  varying  from  30-40  "eet  in  rural  areas  to  a 
4-foot  wide  raised  and  paved  median  in  cities.  Second,  the 
state  applies  "limited  access"  which  controls  all  entrances 
from  abutting  private  homes  and  businesses  to  paved  service 
roads  which  parallel  the  main  highway.  It  has  been  proved 
that  allowing  private  driveways  to  enter  the  main  highway 
soon  clogs  and  congests  the  road.  But  by  requiring  all 
abutting  property  development  to  be  set  back  on  service 
roads,  the  safety  and  permanency  of  the  main  highway  is 
preserved.  "Limited  Access"  eliminates  the  necessity  of 
eternally  "building  another  road"  to  get  away  from  the 
fringe  roadside  development  which  has  slowly  hemmed  in 


the  highway.  With  "limited  access"  all  intersecting  county 
roads  and  other  highways  are  carried  either  or  under  the 
main  highway  on  grades  separations  or  bridges.  Another 
feature  is  no  cross-overs  between  opposing  lanes  of  traffic. 

The  Interstate  System  in  North  Carolina  consists  of  five 
segments  as  outlined  on  the  map  above: 

1.  US  301  in  its  entire  north-south  length  across  Eastern 
Carolina. 

2.  US  1  from  "Virginia  to  near  Henderson,  US  158  from 
near  Henderson  to  near  Oxford;  US  15  from  near  Oxford  to 
near  Durham,  and  US  70  past  Durham  and  Burlington  to 
near  Greensboro. 

?>.  US  421  from  near  Greensboro  to  Winston-Salem;  US 
158  from  Winston-Salem  to  near  Mocksville,  US  64  from 
near  Mocksville  to  near  Statesville,  and  US  64  and  70  past 
Hickory,  Morganton,  Marion,  Old  Fort,  and  Ridgecrest  to 
Asheville. 

4.  US  2  9  and  70  from  Greensboro  past  High  Point, 
Thomasville,  Lexington,  Salisbury,  Kannapolis,  Concord, 
and  Charlotte;  US  2  9-74  from  Charlotte  by  way  of  Gastonia 
and  Kings  Mountain  into  South  Carolina. 

5.  US  176  from  the  South  Carolina  line  to  Henderson- 
ville,  US  25  to  Asheville;  from  Asheville  past  Canton,  Clyde, 
and  along  the  Pigeon  River  route  into  Tennessee. 


Limited  Access  Faces 
Supreme  Court  Test 

In  two  recent  but  separate  court 
rulings,  the  Highway  Commission's 
right  to  condemn  land  for  use  as  a  con- 
trolled access  project  was  upheld. 

Superior  Court  Judge  Walter  E. 
Johnston,  Jr.,  of  Winston-Salem  ruled 
in  the  two  cases  that  the  broad  powers 
given  the  Commission  by  the  Legislature 
include  the  power  to  condemn  right  of 
access  to  a  highway  along  with  the  land 
on  which  the  highway  is  to  be  built. 

Judge  Johnston  handed  down  one  of 
his  rulings  in  Superior  Court  at  Lexing- 
ton June  4,  and  in  Superior  Court  at 
Statesville  the  week  before.  In  both 
cases,  he  sided  with  the  Commission  in 
cases  in  which  property-owners  ques- 
tioned the  Commission's  right  to  con- 


demn land  for  highways  in  which  access 
would  be  limited.  In  the  Lexington 
case,  property-owner  W.  A.  Hedrick 
served  notice  of  appeal  to  the  State 
Supreme  Court.  If  the  Supreme  Court 
upholds  the  judge,  the  Commission  will 
be  less  subject  to  suits  in  the  future, 
but  neither  Judge  Johnston's  ruling  nor 
a  Supreme  Court  decision  affirming  it 
will  settle  the  question  permanently. 

The  final  solution  will  require  either 
a  clear  and  strong  opinion  by  the  State 
Supreme  Court  flatly  stating  that  the 
Commission's  power  to  acquire  land  by 
condemnation  can  be  applied  to  gain 
control  of  access  or  a  legislative  act 
specifically  authorizing  condemnation 
proceedings  to  gain  control  of  access. 

Hedrick   contended  the  Commission 
did  not  have  authority  under  existing 
statutes    to    establish    limited  access 
highways. 
The  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  re- 


quires control  of  access  and  a  2  60-foot 
right  of  way  on  all  Interstate  highway- 
system  routes. 

Highway  Chairman  A.  H.  Graham 
said  he  felt  that  the  Commission  has 
had  this  authority  all  along  in  its 
general  powers  but  control  of  access 
has  become  such  an  important  phase  of 
modern  highway  design  that  the  Legisla- 
ture should  express  in  very  simple  and 
strong  language  the  fact  that  the  Com- 
mission has  the  specific  power  of  con- 
trolling access. 

But  what  is  a  limited  or  controlled 
access  highway?  Graham  has  cited  it 
as  one  of  the  greatest  single  engineer- 
ing improvements  in  highway  planning 
and  design  of  the  last  3  5  years.  He  said 
"the  controlled  access  highway  is  the 
highway  of  the  future.  It  is  in  the  public 
interest  and  in  high  public  demand. 
Common  sense  has  convinced  us  that

it  is  no  longer  a  luxury  but  a  life-pre- 
serving necessity." 

Entrances  Limited 

A  limited  access  highway  is  one  whose 
side  entrances  and  exits  are  limited  to 
predetermined  safe  points.  The  safety 
of  a  highway  depends  as  much  on  the 
roadside  conditions  as  on  the  design, 
alignment  and  sight  distance  of  the 
pavement  itself. 

Limited  access  is  a  means  of  building 
safety  and  permanence  into  modern, 
high-speed  highways.  It  is  a  way  of  pre- 
venting uncontrolled  roadside  develop- 
ment from  strangling  highway  routes, 
and  of  protecting  motorists  from  the

hazard  of  unexpected  traffic  darting  in 
from  side  roads. 

Reduces  Accidents 

A  recent  survey  showed  that  in  North 
Carolina  the  four-lane  divided  highway 
with  limited  access  is  34  per  cent  safer 
than  the  same  highway  without  con- 
trol of  access.  This  has  also  been  con- 
firmed on  a  national  scale  through  a 
survey  made  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Public  Roads  which  showed  that  limited 
access  roads  (rural)  had  only  one-third 
the  rate  of  fatal  accidents  and  only 
one-half  the  rate  of  other  accidents  as 
compared  to  open  access  highways — 
proving  that  controlled  entrances  and 
exits  are  important  safety  factors. 

The  greatest  benefit  to  be  derived 
from  any  highway  improvement  is  the

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saving  of  lives.  Limited  access  roads 
contribute  favorably  toward  this  goal. 

Limited  access  does  not  mean  "no 
access"  nor  does  it  mean  "no  develop- 
ment". It  does  not  abridge  the  historic 
right  of  property-owners  of  free  access 
to  highways — it  merely  changes  the 
concept. 

The  principal  design  features  of  a 
limited  access  highway  are:  few  inter- 
sections at  grade;  parallel  frontage 
roads  (service  roads)  for  local,  low- 
speed  traffic;  improved  sight  distances; 
and  safe  entrances  and  exits.  These 
features  serve  to  produce  a  steady,  un- 
interrupted traffic  flow  to  protect  the 
lives  and  property  of  adjacent  owners, 
and  to  facilitate  local  community  traffic- 
movement. 

The  standard  24-foot  wide  pavement 
of  modern  grade  and  alignment  (curve), 
without  limited  access,  can  accommodate 
as  many  as  4,000  vehicles  per  day — 
safely  and  conveniently.  A  dual-laned 
highway  of  24-foot  wide  pavement  can 
move  12,000  vehicles  per  day  in  safety. 
However,  when  limited  access  is  added 
to  this  dual-laned  highway,  the  carry- 
ing capacity  is  increased  from  20,000  to 
40,000  vehicles  per  day. 

Adds  Route  Permanency 

Besides  providing  for  the  safe  move- 
ment of  large  volumes  of  traffic,  a 
limited  access  route  adds  permanency  to 
road  location  and  consequently  increases 
the  economic  value  of  surrounding 
business  communities.  The  open-access 
highway  invites  traffic  strangulation 
and  necessitates  the  relocation  of  the 
road  and  important  businesses. 

A  good  example  of  a  limited  access 
highway  which  performs  the  above 
functions  well  is  the  dual-laned  stretch 
of  US  29  and  70  through  the  populous 
and  heavily-industrialized  Piedmont 
from  Lexington  to  Greensboro — bypass- 
ing "Thomasville  and  High  Point.  The 
application  of  limited  access  on  this 
route  has  eliminated  haphazard  traffic 
patterns,  driver  fatigue,  needless  con- 
gestion, and  has  reduced  accidents. 

In  turn,  it  has  added  efficient  traffic 
movement,  permanency  of  highway 
location,  orderly  distribution  of  business 
centers,  and  a  high  degree  of  operating 
safety  to  local  and  through  vehicular 
traffic. 

Travel  Survey  Underway 
In  Great  Smokies  Area 

In  June,  the  Highway  Commission 
began  a  three-month  long  travel  survey 
of  the  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National 
Park  to  evaluate  the  future  demands  for 
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both  needed  highway  improvements  and 
tourist  accommodations  within  a  50-75 
mile  radius  outside  the  park.  The  new 
route  of  the  Interstate  Highway  via 
Pigeon  River  is  expected  to  influence 
future  traffic  patterns. 

Except  for  some  minor  camp-sites, 
there  are  no  tourist  accommodations, 
filling  stations,  or  restaurants  within 
the  park  itself.  Instead,  tourists  must 
depend  on  private  enterprise  outside  the 
park  to  provide  food,  fuel  and  lodging. 

The  survey  data  will  give  an  up-to- 
date  picture  of  the  average  Park  visitor 
— where  he  comes  from,  how  long  he 
stays,  how  much  he  spends  for  lodging, 
food,  gas  and  entertainment,  and  what 
he  enjoys  most  about  his  park  visit. 

Attracts  Many  Visitors 

The  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National 
Park,  situated  between  Western  North 
Carolina  and  East  Tennessee,  encom- 
passes some  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
highest  mountains  in  eastern  America. 
It  attracts  more  visitors  yearly  than 
any  of  the  other  National  Parks  since 
it  is  within  a  day's  drive  from  many  o, 
the  large  population  centers  in  North 
Carolina,  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Ohio 
and  Georgia.  Travel  to  the  park  has 
more  than  doubled  in  the  past  nine 
years. 

A  similar  travel  survey  was  made  in 
1947  by  the  Tennessee  Department  of 
Highways.  This  summer's  survey  is  be- 
ing made  by  the  Division  of  Statistics 
and  Planning  under  the  direction  of 
James  S.  Burch.  The  survey  is  being 
made  for  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads,  the  Tennessee  and  North  Caro- 
lina Highway  Departments  and  the 
National  Park  Service.  The  North  Caro>- 
lina     National     Park,     Parkway  and

Forests  Development  Commission  which 
is  headed  by  William  Medford  of 
Waynesville  and  includes  William  P. 
Saunders,  Director  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Conservation  and  Development, 
is  assisting  on  the  survey  in  an  advisory 
capacity. 

Some  25,000  interviews  of  motorists 
as  they  leave  the  Park  will  be  made  by 
Ave  interviewers  under  the  direction  of 
a  party  chief.  The  six-man  team  will 
operate  for  five  eight-hour  days  each 
week  during  the  three  busy  tourist 
months  in  the  mountains — June,  July, 
and  August — to  gather  the  information. 

Interviews  At  Park  Exits 

The  team  will  rotate  its  interviewing 
between  the  three  exit  points  of  the 
Park — at  Smokemont,  North  Carolina; 
and  Gatlinburg  and  Townsend,  Ten- 
nessee. Special  emphasis  will  be  put  on 
Saturday  and  Sunday  interviews  when 
tourist  traffic  is  at  its  peak. 

At  the  same  time,  full-time  portable 
recorders  at  each  of  the  three  interview 
stations  will  make  traffic  counts.  The

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National  Park  Service  will  post  Rangers 
at  each  interview  station  to  handle 
traffic  and  maintain  order. 

The  survey  will  cost  about  $17,000. 
The  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  will 
pay  one-half  the  cost  while  the  Ten- 
nessee and  North  Carolina  State  High- 
way Departments  will  each  pay  one- 
fourth.  The  National  Park  Service  will 
aid  in  many  ways. 

The  survey  data  will  be  tabulated  on 
IBM  punch  cards  in  the  Raleigh  high- 
way office,  analyzed  and  summarized  for 
publication  in  a  report.  The  copies  of 
the  published  reports  will  be  available 
by  December,  1956,  for  free  distribution. 

Ford  Road  Film 
Is  Now  Available 

The  Highway  Commission  has  a  copy 
of  the  Ford  Foundation  film,  "Freedom 
of  the  American  Road",  which  is 
available  for  showing  to  civic  groups, 
Highway  Chairman  Graham  reports. 

He  said  the  25  minute  film  gives  a 
vivid  and  graphic  account  of  how  across 
the  country  groups  of  enterprising, 
civic-minded  citizens  have  cooperated 
effectively  with  their  public  officials  in 
tackling  the  highway,  traffic,  and  safety 
problem.  The  State's  secondary  farm-to- 
market  system  of  roads  is  prominently 
featured  in  the  movie.  Mention  is  also 
made  of  the  progress  on  the  State's 
primary  roads. 

He  urged  highway  employees  across 
the  State  to  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  see  the  film  during  the 
limited  time  it  is  available.  The  film 
may  be  booked  for  showings  to  groups 
by  contacting  Pete  Bourke,  Highway 
Photographer,  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion, Raleigh,  N.  C. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  ROADWAYS 


The  above  scene  on  the  dual-laning  of  US  301,  north  of  Fayetteville,  is  very 
similar  to  a  view  on  the  Lumberton  bypass. 

The  5.5-mile  long  Lumberton  bypass  on  US  301  which  was  recently  opened  to 
traffic  is  the  most  modern  in  design  and  construction  to  carry  large  volumes  of 
fast-moving  traffic  in  safety.  Built  to  the  high  standards  of  the  Interstate  System  of 
which  301  is  a  part,  it  features  two  broad  one-way  traffic  lanes,  separated  by  a 
grassed  median  strip.  Note  the  paved  parallel  service  roads,  for  local  low-speed 
traffic,  which  flank  the  main  highway.  With  the  limited  access  feature,  required  by 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  on  the  heavily-travelled  Interstate  system,  all 
businesses  and  private  homes  front  on  the  service  road  rather  than  the  main  high- 
way. The  service  road  in  turn  enters  the  main  thoroughfare  only  at  predetermined 
safe  points.

Road  Bill  Passed 

June  25,  Congress  passed  a  33-billion- 
dollar  highway  construction  bill,  the  big- 
gest nondefense  spending  program  ever 
passed. 

The  bill  provides  for  the  federal  ex- 
penditure of  approximately  $25  billion  on 
the  national  Interstate  system  over  a 
13-year  period,  from  1956  to  1969.  This 
major  feature  of  the  road  bill  calls  for 
a  41,000-mile  national  network  of  super- 
highways to  cost  some  $27.5-billion.  The 
federal  government  will  pay  90  per  cent 
of  the  cost  while  the  states  will  put  up 
ten  per  cent.  The  Interstate  system  will 
connect  42  state  capitals  and  90  per  cent 
of  all  cities  over  50,000  population.  The 
apportionment  of  the  Interstate  funds 
during  the  first  three  years  of  the  13- 
year  construction  program  will  be  on  the 
basis  of  the  present  formula  —  two- 
thirds  on  population,  one-sixth  on  area, 
and  one-sixth  on  rural  route  mileage. 
During  this  three-year  period,  a  re-study 
will  be  made  of  the  actual  costs  estimated 
to  complete  the  Interstate  system  in  each 
state,  and  the  funds  would  be  apportioned 
in  the  remaining  ten  years  of  the  pro- 
gram on  this  basis. 

Congress  authorized  the  extension  of 
the  Interstate  system  from  40,000  to 
41,000   miles.   The   Bacon-Davis  federal 


wage-fixing  act  will  apply  only  to  work 
on  the  Interstate.  Federal  funds  author- 
ized for  the  federal-aid  primary,  second- 
ary and  urban  roads  across  the  nation 
for  the  next  three  years  are:  $125  million 
additional  for  1957  (total  of  $825  mil- 
lion); $850  million  for  1958;  and  $875 
million  for  1959.  During  the  next  three 


years,  these  three  road  systems  will  bene- 
fit from  a  total  of  $5,100,000,000  in  fed- 
eral-state outlays  with  the  federal  govern- 
ment and  the  states  splitting  the  cost 
50-50. 

Of  the  $21,252,000  federal  funds  already 
allocated  to  North  Carolina  under  the 
1954  Highway  Act  for  fiscal  year  1957 
(beginning  July  1,  1956),  a  total  of 
$16,848,243  goes  for  work  on  the  primary, 
secondary  and  urban  federal-aid  systems. 
The  funds  are  apportioned  on  a  50-50 
basis  with  the  government  and  the  states 
sharing  the  costs. 

The  other  $4,403,745  of  federal  funds 
goes  for  work  on  North  Carolina's  717- 
mile  Interstate  system.  This  money  is 
disbursed  on  a  60-40  basis  with  the  fed- 
eral government  putting  up  60  per  cent 
and  the  state  putting  up  40  per  cent.  To 
receive  the  $4,403,745  Interstate  funds, 
North  Carolina  must  put  up  $1,761,498. 

Under  the  new  highway  bill,  North 
Carolina  will  receive  —  in  addition  to  the 
$21,252,000  already  available  under  the 
1954  highway  act  —  a  total  of  $28,506,300 
in  federal  funds  for  the  first  year  of  the 
three-year  construction  program. 

Out  of  the  $28,506,300  in  new  federal 
funds  for  the  first  year's  authorization, 
$3,006,300  is  earmarked  for  work  on  the 
primary,  secondary  and  urban  federal- 
aid  road  links.  These  federal  funds  will 
continue  to  be  matched  by  the  State  on 
a  50-50  basis. 

The  bulk  of  the  first  year's  new  federal 
appropriation  —  $25.5  million  —  will  go 
for  work  on  North  Carolina's  portion  of 
the  Interstate  system.  This  fund  is  on 
a  90-10  basis,  requiring  the  State  to  put 
up  only  $2.5  million.

The  Location  Department  is  easily 
able  to  transport  its  newest  and  biggest 
bushwhacker  thanks  to  a  trailer  which 
was  built  by  the  machine  shop  under 
the  supervision  of  H.  C.  Gillis  at  the 
Raleigh  Equipment  Depot. 

The  powerful  bushwhacker  can  be 
safely  operated  to  cut  down  small 
timber,  brush,  and  heavy  vines  which 
would  be  tedious  and  hard  to  cut  by 
hand  with  a  bushaxe.  The  machine  is 
self-propelled  and  can  clear  about  one 
mile  of  line  per  hour.  The  trailer  can  be 
pulled  by  a  carryall  or  pick-up  truck  to 
transport  the  bushwhacker  from  one 
job  to  another. 

It  only  requires  one  man  to  operate 
the  bushwhacker  which  is  shielded  from 
falling  timber  by  a  bonnet.

Maintenance  Supervisor  Harry

Pridgen  was  born  in  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  April  17,  189  6;  he  is  the  son 
of  the  late  J.  I.  and  Lillie  Bailey  Pridgen 
of  Elm  City,  Wilson  County.  He  was 
educated  in  the  Elm  City  High  School 
and  graduated  with  a  B.  E.  in  Civil 
Engineering  from  N.  C.  State  College  in 
1916.

NEW  RETIREMENT  POLICIES 
ADOPTED  BY  THE  HIGHWAY  COM- 
MISSION: in  a  regular  meeting  on  May 
31,  1956,  the  following  resolution  was 
offered  by  Commissioner  Gray,  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Scarborough,  and  be- 
ing put  to  vote,  was  duly  carried: 

"Those  employees  who  have  reached 
age  70  or  over  as  of  June  30,  19  56, 
will  be  retired  automatically  as  of  that 
date,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  their  re- 
tirement papers  can  be  processed. 

"The  Commission  will  request  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Retirement 
System  to  allow  those  employees  who 
have  attained  the  age  of  65  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1956,  to 
continue  as  employees  until  the  Retire- 
ment Advisory  Committee  can  review 
each  case  on  an  individual  basis. 

"After  this  group  has  been  reviewed, 
the  Retirement  Advisory  Committee  will 
review  the  cases  of  those  individuals 
who  had  attained  the  age  of  65  prior  to 
the  current  fiscal  year,  starting  with 
the  oldest  employees  and  working 
down. 

"Except  for  those  to  be  retained  for 
another  year,  employees  who  had  reach- 
ed age  65  on  or  before  June  30,  19  56, 


will  be  retired  as  soon  as  their  retire- 
ment papers  can  be  processed. 

"In  order  to  determine  the  physical 
fitness  of  those  considered  for  retention 
beyond  age  65,  a  thorough,  annual 
physical  examination  will  be  required 
of  each  employee  after  he  passes  the 
age  of  6  5.  These  examinations  will  be 
strictly  supervised,  and  care  will  be 
taken  to  see  that  uniform  standards  are 
observed  for  all  employees  regardless 
of  their  places  of  residence.  The  cost 
of  these  examinations  will  be  borne  by 
the  Commission. 

"This  policy  shall  apply  to  women 
employees,  as  well  as  to  men  employees 
and  wherever  the  pronouns  'he,'  'him'  or 
'his'  are  used,  it  is  understood  that 
they  mean  'she,'  'her'  or  'hers'  as  well. 

The  retirement  policy  will  be  im- 
plemented as  follows: 

"An  employee  reaching  age  65  dur- 
ing any  fiscal  year  will  be  retired  auto- 
matically at  the  end  of  that  fiscal  year, 
unless  his  superiors  request  that  he 
be  retained,  his  job  is  considered  essen- 
tial, his  work  is  outstanding,  and  his 
health  is  considered  good  enough  to 
permit  his  continued  employment  for 
another  year. 

"The  case  of  each  employee  whose 
retention  after  65  is  requested  by  his 
superiors  will  be  reviewed  by  a  Retire- 
ment Advisory  Committee  consisting  of 
seven  members  as  follows:  The  Chair- 
man, and  two  other  members  of  the 
Commission;  the  Chief  Engineer;  the 
State  Highway  Personnel  Director;  the 
Compensation-Insurance  Officer;  and  an 
employee  of  the  Highway  Department 
to  be  chosen  by  the  State  Highway  Em- 
ployees Association. 

"The  recommendation  of  the  Retire- 
ment Advisory  Committee  will  be  sub- 
ject to  review  and  approval  by  the  full 
Commission,  whose  decisions  as  the  em- 
ployer will  be  final.  The  decision  to  re- 
tain an  employee  beyond  age  65  will 
be  for  one  year  only. 

"The  case  of  each  employee  retained 
after  age  6  5  will  be  reviewed  each  year, 
in  the  manner  described  above  until  he 
reaches  age  70. 

"Any  employee  reaching  age  70  dur- 
ing any  fiscal  year  will  retire  auto- 
matically at  the  end  of  that  fiscal  year. 

"The  Commission,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Chairman  and  the 
Chief  Engineer,  will  reserve  the  right 
to   re-employ,    after    their  retirement.

certain  highly-skilled  individuals  on  a 
consulting  basis,  regardless  of  age." 

This  resolution  follows  careful  study 
and  planning  by  a  special  committee  from 
the  Commission  consisting  of  Commis- 
sioners Gray,  Lockey  and  Snipes.  It  is 
actually  the  first  real  approach  to  the 
problem  of  retirement  made  by  the 
Commission  since  the  System  started  in 
1941,  since  we  have  in  the  past  years 
more  or  less  followed  the  policy  of  ex- 
tension of  time  after  age  65  as  desired 
in  each  Division  or  Department.  Some 
employees  are  not  too  happy  over  this 
at  present,  but  we  believe  they  all  will 
be  eventually.  We  must  face  the  situa- 
tion, and  knowing  in  advance  what  we 
might  be  faced  with  allows  us  time  to 
make  our  plans  accordingly.  This  policy 
does  not  shut  the  door  at  age  65,  but  in- 
stead allows  for  a  uniform  practice 
State-wide,  with  every  employee  having 
the  benefit  of  the  same  consideration, 
which  is  proper.  Younger  employees  can 
look  forward  to  possible  advancement 
to  higher  positions,  older  employees 
will  live  longer  if  they  do  retire  and 
make  their  plans  to  live  happy,  normal 
and  contented  lives  in  retirement.  We 
are  now  in  position  to  have  more  month- 
ly pensions  than  ever  before  with  the 
advent  of  Social  Security  in  addition  to 
our  own  retirement,  and  an  employee 
does  not  have  to  continue  to  fight  the 
snow,  rain  and  sun  day  after  day  beyond 
age  6  5  just  because  he  does  not  receive 
sufficient  pension  to  retire.  We  are  glad 
that  the  Association  has  the  authority 
to  elect  an  employee-representative  to 
the  Retirement  Advisory  Committee,  to 
sit  in  on  the  meetings  in  reviewing  the 
cases  as  they  are  presented.  Complete 
details  as  to  recommendations,  examina- 
tions, etc.  are  to  be  furnished  the  proper 
authorities  in  the  field  so  the  work  may 
begin  almost  immediately.  We  believe 
this  is  a  fair  policy  as  adopted  by  the 
Commission,  and  certainly  uniform.  The 
tentative  draft  was  reviewed  by  your 
Secretary,  with  the  Chairman,  prior  to 
presentation.

The  little  two-ear  wooden  ferry,  long  in  operation  across 
the  Cape  Fear  River  at  Tarheel,  makes  a  striking  contrast 
to  the  new  steel  truss  concrete  bridge  which  is  nearing 
completion.  The  big  bridge  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  Bladen 
County  since  there  has  been  no  crossing  the  Cape  Fear,  other 
than  the  little  ferry,  for  many  years  between  Fayetteville 
and  Elizabeth  town. 

The  fixed  span,  above,  over  the  main  channel  is  300  feet 
long  and  has  a  55  foot  vertical  clearance  for  navigation 
traffic.  With  a  28-foot  clear  roadway  width,  the  bridge,  in 
addition  to  the  300-foot  long  span,  consists  of  14  spans  at 


45  feet  and  nine  spans  at  60  feet  for  a  total  length  of  1,472 
feet.  In  addition  to  the  big  bridge,  there  is  a  280-foot  long 
overflow  bridge.  The  bridges  are  located  on  a  county  road 
from  NC  87  at  Tarheel  which  runs  northeast  to  another 
paved  road  in  Bladen  County,  a  part  of  the  Sixth  Division 
where  C.  A.  Hasty  is  Commissioner  and  L.  E.  Whitfield 
is  Division  Engineer.  R.  L.  Wicker  is  highway  resident  on 
the  work.  Bowers  Construction  Company  built  the  bridges 
while  Grannis  and  Sloan,  Inc.,  is  doing  the  grading  and 
paving  for  the  roadway  approaches.  Estimated  cost  of  the

Governor  Allocates 
Road  Surplus  Funds 

Governor  Hodges  announced  the 
allocation  of  $640,000  in  highway 
surplus  funds  June  7.  This  leaves 
$4,343,129  unallocated  from  the  sur- 
plus left  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year 
1954-55. 


The  Governor  allocated  $100,000  for 
the  Outer  Banks  highway  on  Ocracoke 
Island-  $400,000  as  the  Highway  Com- 
mission's share  for  a  new  state  build- 
ing in  Raleigh  to  house  the  Motor 
Vehicles  Department,  The  State  Bank- 
ing Commission,  and  the  Wildlife  Re- 
sources Commission;  $60,000  for  a 
Transylvania  County  road  to  a  YMCA 
camp  tying  in  with  South  Carolina; 
$50,000  for  asphalt  groins  and  a  seawall 


already  built  at  Kitty  Hawk  in  Dare 
County  to  protect  a  portion  of  US  158; 
$15,000  for  construction  of  brush  panels 
for  sand  fences  along  the  Outer  Banks 
of  Dare  and  Hyde;  and  $15,000  for  a 
parking  lot  at  Fort  Macon  State  Park. 

The  $100,000  allocation  to  the  Ocra- 
coke road  brings  the  total  funds  avail- 
able for  the  road  to  $460,000.  Of  this, 
$300,000  will  come  from  the  surplus 
and  $160,000  from  First  Division  funds.

central  office  in  Raleigh  to  succeed  Haw- 
kins as  State  Construction  Engineer. 

Earl  Crump,  Highway  Personnel  Direc- 
tor for  the  past  three  years,  was  returned 
to  highway  work  in  the  field  to  replace 
Irving  as  Fifth  Division  Engineer  at 
Durham. 

Crump's  assistant  for  the  past  three 
years  —  Sam  Badgett  —  was  promoted  to 
the  position  of  Director  of  Highway  Per- 
sonnel to  succeed  Crump. 

Both  Chairman  Graham  and  Chief  En- 
gineer Rogers  commended  Hawkins  on 
his  many  years  of  public  service.  His 
valuable  service  is  deeply  appreciated  by 
the  Commission. 

A  native  of  Baltimore,  Hawkins  came 
to  North  Carolina  in  1921  when  the 
State's  first  major  roadbuilding  program 
was  getting  underway.

from  Roxboro  to  the  Virginia  line. 

A  native  of  Rockingham  County,  Irving 
is  a  graduate  of  Wentworth  High  School. 
He  dates  his  highway  service  from  1921. 

Earl  Crump 

Earl  Crump  came  with  the  Commission 
as  a  rodman  on  construction  back  in  1926 
and  has  been  in  State  service  ever  since. 
During  his  30  years  of  public  service, 
Crump  has  had  a  well-rounded  experience 
on  all  phases  of  highway  work  from  lo- 
cation and  right  of  way  to  construction 
and  maintenance. 


By  transferring  from  personnel  work 
to  work  in  the  field,  Crump  returns  to  his 
first  interest  —  road  construction. 

His  early  experience  includes  being 
Junior  Resident  Engineer  on  jobs  in  Wil- 
son, Wayne,  Pitt  and  Greene  Counties. 
Later  he  was  a  Resident  Engineer  on 
projects  in  Craven,  Onslow,  and  Carteret 
Counties.  For  several  years,  he  was 
Claims  Engineer  for  the  old  Sixth  Di- 
vision at  Asheboro. 

From  1941  to  1953,  Crump  was  As- 
sistant Division  Engineer  of  the  old 
Fourth  Division  at  Wilson  and  guided  the 
construction  of  numerous  road  jobs  dur- 
ing the  bond  program.  Three  of  the  big 
jobs  he  oversaw  were  the  dual-laning  of 
Western  Boulevard  in  Raleigh,  the  re- 
building of  US  70  from  Raleigh  to  Smith- 
field,  and  the  modernization  of  US  117  to 
bypass  Goldsboro. 

He  studied  civil  engineering  at  Tri- 
State  College  of  Engineering  in  Angola. 
Indiana,  and  N.  C.  State  College. 

Sam  Badgett 
The  newly-appointed  Director  of  High- 
way Personnel  —  Sam  Badgett  —  is 
amply  qualified  by  background  and  ex- 
perience to  assume  his  new  responsibili- 
ties. 

In  1953  when  the  first  Highway  Per- 
sonnel Department  was  established,  Bad- 
gett transferred  from  the  State  Personnel 
Department  to  assist  Earl  Crump,  the 
first  Director,  in  setting  up  an  effective 
personnel  department  for  the  9,500  per- 
manent highway  employees.

Big  Interstate  Funds 
Allocated  by  Graham 

Chairman  Graham  allocated  $28.2  mil- 
lion in  federal  and  state  funds  to  17 
projects  on  the  State's  717-mile  part  of 
the  nation  Interstate  highway  system, 
July  26. 

The  $28.2-million  allocation  is  the 
largest  earmarking  of  highway  funds 
ever  made  at  one  time  in  the  history  of 
the  State. 

The  1956-57  fiscal  year  Interstate  funds 
were  made  available  by  the  big  new 
national  road  bill  together  with  State 
funds.  Under  the  new  road  bill,  North 
Carolina  will  receive  an  additional  $25.5 
million  for  the  current  year  on  its  part 
of  the  Interstate  system. 

Congress  authorized  construction  funds 
for  the  first  three  years  of  a  projected 
13-year  highway  program. 

The  matching  basis  on  Interstate  funds 
was  also  changed  from  60-40  (60  per 
cent  federal  funds  plus  40  per  cent  State 
funds)  to  90-10  with  the  federal  govern- 
ment putting  up  90  per  cent  and  the  State 
only  putting  up  ten  per  cent.  Governor 
Hodges  made  the  State's  matching  ten 
per  cent,  $2.8  million,  available  out  of 
highway  surplus  funds. 

Out  of  a  total  of  $28,325,730  available 
from  federal-state  Interstate  funds,  the 
federal  allocation  is  $25,493,157  while 
the  State  matching  funds  are  $2,832,573. 

Graham  allocated  $28.2  million  to  17 
specific  Interstate  projects,  leaving  a 
reserve  or  balance  of  $125,730  for  emerg- 
encies and  contingencies. 

He  emphasized  that  the  jobs  were  se- 
lected on  statewide  need  for  the  most 


obsolete  and  heavily-travelled  sections 
of  the  Interstate  system. 

During  the  second  and  third  years  of 
the  new  road  program,  North  Carolina 
will  receive  a  total  of  $94.3  million  in 
federal-aid  for  the  Interstate  system. 

The  national  Interstate  highway  sys- 
tem was  first  envisioned  by  State  and 
Federal  highway  officials  over  ten  years 
ago  as  a  regional  network  of  superhigh- 
ways tying  together  the  nation's  cities, 
her  industrial  centers,  her  seaports,  her 
international  borders,  and  her  military 
bases.  Since  then,  with  the  exception 
of  1,000  miles,  the  routes  for  the  entire 
projected  41,000-mile  national  defense 
Interstate  system  have  been  designated 
by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads. 
North  Carolina  has  717  miles  of  the 
vital  road  system. 

The  construction  of  the  Interstate  sys- 
tem will  be  the  country's  first  completely 
planned  and  coordinated  system  of  roads.

Two-Year  Primary  Plan  Approved 


At  the  August  2,  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mission, a  two-year  primary  highway 
construction  program  totalling  an  esti- 
mated $41,644,000  in  federal  and  State 
matching  funds  was  approved  for  83 
projects. 

The  first  year's  program  for  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year  on  40  primary  road  pro- 
jects is  estimated  to  cost  $20,632,000.  For 
the  1957-58  fiscal  year,  another  43  road 
jobs  are  scheduled  with  an  estimated 
cost  of  $21,012,000. 

T'he  two-year  program  represents  all 
federal  and  state  funds,  on  a  50-50  match- 
ing basis,  which  will  be  available  for  pri- 
mary roads  during  the  period. 

A  third  year's  primary  program  for 
fiscal  1958-59  is  being  drawn  up  and  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Advisory  Budget 
Commission  when  the  requested  high- 
way budget  for  the  next  biennium,  1957- 
59,  is  presented. 

In  February,  1955,  the  Commission 
drew  up  a  list  of  primary  highway  pro- 
jects for  the  1955-56  and  1956-57  fiscal 
years.  The  new  two-year  program  is  a 
revision  of  the  earlier  list  and  includes 
some  projects  brought  over  from  the 
previous  year.  These  were  jobs  which  the 
Commission  was  unable  to  let  to  contract. 

Chairman  Graham  said  the  projects 
were  determined  on  Statewide  need 
rather  than  division  allocations.  The 
Commission  is  trying  to  relieve  the  most 
acute  and  pressing  primary  highway 
needs. 

He  added  that  "final  construction  costs 
will  vary  from  our  engineering  estimates 
due  to  variation  in  final  quantities,  bid 
prices  on  work,  and  right  of  way  costs. 
Progress  of  construction  will  also  ma- 
terially affect  our  ability  to  place  all  of 
the  proposed  work  under  contract  on  the 
exact  schedule." 

The  two-year  $41,644,000  primary  con- 
struction program  is  in  addition  to  the 
one-year  Interstate   program   for  $28.2- 


million  in  federal  and  State  funds  which 
Graham  recently  announced.  The  in- 
creased federal-aid  for  the  State's  717- 
mile  portion  of  the  national  Interstate 
system  is  the  result  of  the  expanded 
federal  road  bill.

The  piers  of  the  old  old-way  bridge  were  rein- 
forced by  driving  20  or  22  14-inch  steel  H  piles  around  each  base.  The  old  cap  was 
remoied  and  a  new  cap  built.  Since  water  at  the  bridge  site  has  a  maximum  depth 
of  46  feet  below  the  spillway  of  the  dam,  extra  long  piles  with  a  maximum  length 
of  80  feet  were  used.

73'0'  '  spans.  The  73'6'  span  units  are  continuous  I-beams  while  the  203'9"  spans 
are  continuous  deck  plate  girders.  The  new  Rozzells  Ferry  bridge  has  a  26-foot  clear 
roadway  width  with  concrete  floor  and  rails.  It  replaces  the  old  steel  truss  span 
bridge.  Andrew  Little  was  Resident  Engineer  on  the  work.

National  Interstate 
Standards  Adopted 

(Standards  for  construction  of  the  Na- 
tional System  of  Interstate  and  Defense 
Highways  have  now  been  adopted  by 
the  Bureau  of.  Public  Roads,  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce,  and  sent  to  the 
various  state  highway  departments.  The 
following  standards,  as  adopted,  super- 
sede those  adopted  in  1945.) 

Tlie  National  System  of  Interstate  and 
Defense  Highways  is  the  most  important 
in  the  United  States.  It  carries  more 
traffic  per  mile  than  any  other  cam- 
parable  national  system  and  includes  the 
roads  of  greatest  significance  to  the 
economic  welfare  and  defense  of  the 
Nation.  The  highways  of  this  system  must 
be  designed  in  keeping  with  their  import- 
ance as  the  backbone  of  the  Nation's 
highway  systems.  To  this  end  they  must 
be  designed  with  control  of  access  to  in- 
sure their  safety,  permanance  and  ut.lity 
and  with  flexibility  to  provide  for  pos- 
sible future  expansion.  Two-lane  high- 
ways should  be  designed  so  that  passing 
of  slower  moving  vehicles  can  be  ac- 
complished with  ease  and  safety  at  prac- 
tically all  times.  Divided  highways  should 
be  designed  as  two  separate  one-way 
roads  to  take  advantage  of  terrain  and 
other  conditions  for  safe  and  relaxed 
driving,  economy,  and  pleasing  appear- 
ance. All  known  features  of  safety  and 
utility  should  be  incorporated  in  each 
design  to  result  in  a  National  System  of 
Interstate  and  Defense  Highways  which 
will  be  a  credit  to  the  Nation. 

These  objectives  can  be  realized  by 
conscious  attention  in  design  to  their 
attainment.  All  Interstate  highways  shall 
meet  the  following  minimum  standards. 
Higher  values  which  represent  desirable 
minimum  values,  a  device  used  in  prev- 
ious Interstate  standards,  are  not  shown 
because  it  is  expected  that  designs  will 
generally  be  made  to  values  as  high  as  are 
commensurate  with  conditions,  and  values 
near  the  minimum  herein  will  be  used  in 
design  only  where  the  use  of  higher 
values  will  result  in  excessive  cost.  In 
determination  of  all  geometric  features, 
including  right  of  way,  a  generous  factor 
of  safety  should  be  employed  and  un- 
questioned adequacy  should  be  the  cri- 
terion. All  design  features  required  to 
accommodate  the  traffic  of  the  year  1975 
shall  be  provided  in  the  initial  design; 
however,  where  justifiable,  the  construc- 
tion may  be  accomplished  in  stages. 

The  Association  Policy  on  Geometric 
Design  of  Rural  Highways,  the  Policy  on 


Arterial  Highways  in  Urban  Areas,  when 
adopted,  and  the  Standard  Specifications 
for  Highway  Bridges  shall  be  used  as 
design  guides  where  they  do  not  conflict 
with  these  Standards. 


Traffic  Basis 

Interstate  highways  shall  be  designed 
to  serve  safely  and  efficiently  the  volumes 
of  passenger  vehicles,  buses,  and  trucks, 
including  tractor-trailer  and  semitrailer 
combinations  and  corresponding  military 
equipment,  estimated  to  be  that  which 
will  exist  in  1975,  including  attracted, 
generated,  and  development  traffic  on  the 
basis  that  the  entire  system  is  com- 
pleted. 

The  peak-hour  traffic  used  as  a  basis 
for  design  shall  be  as  high  as  the  30th 
highest  hourly  volume  of  the  year  1975, 
hereafter  referred  to  as  the  design  hourly 
volume,  "DHV(1975)."  Unless  otherwise

specified,  DVH  is  the  total,  two-direction 
volume  of  mixed  traffic. 

Control  of  Access 

On  all  sections  of  the  Interstate  System, 
access  shall  be  controlled  by  acquiring  ac- 
cess rights  outright  prior  to  construction 
or  by  the  construction  of  frontage  roads, 
or  both.  Control  of  access  is  required  for 
all  sections  of  the  Interstate  System.  Un- 
der all  of  the  following  conditions,  inter- 
sections at  grade  may  be  permitted  in 
sparsely  settled  rural  areas  which  are 
a  sufficient  distance  from  municipalities 
or  other  traffic-generating  areas  to  be 
outside  their  influence,  and  where  no 
appreciable  hazard  is  created  thereby. 

(a)  The  Interstate  highway  is  a  two- 
lane  highway  having  a  DHV  (1975) 
of  less  than  500. 

(b)  Each  intersection  at  grade  is  with 
a  public  road  or  private  driveway 
with  little  potential  for  traffic  in- 
crease and  on  which  the  current 
ADT  does  not  exceed  50  vehicles. 

(c)  Such  intersections  do  not  exceed 
two  per  side  of  the  Interstate  high- 
way per  mile. 

(d)  Sufficient  additional  corner  right 
of  way  at  each  intersection  at 
grade  is  acquired  to  insure  that  ac- 
cess connections  on  the  crossroad 
are  sufficiently  removed  to  mini- 
mize interference  with  the  Inter- 
state highway. 

(e)  The  right  to  eliminate,  terminate, 
or  reroute  each  such  public  road 
or  private  driveway  is  vested  in  the 
appropriate  public  authority  at  the 
time  of  initial  construction. 

Where  a  grade  separation  is  called  for 
under  these  standards  and  extra-ordinary

conditions  exist  under  which  a  grade 
separation  would  not  be  in  the  public 
interest,  an  intersection  at  grade  may  be 
permitted  through  agreement  between 
the  State  highway  department  and  the 
Secretary  of  Commerce. 

Railroad  Crossings 
Railroad  grade  crossings  shall  be  elimi- 
nated for  all  through  traffic  lanes. 

Intersections 
AH  at-grade  intersections  of  public 
highways  and  private  driveways  shall  be 
eliminated,  or  the  connecting  road  termi- 
nated, rerouted,  or  intercepted  by  front- 
age roads,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
under  Control  of  Access. 

Design  Speed 
The  design  speed  of  all  highways  on 
the  system  shall  be  at  least  70,  60,  and  50 
miles  per  hour  for  flat,  rolling,  and  moun- 
tainous topography,  respectively,  and  de- 
pending upon  the  nature  of  terrain  and 
development.  The  design  speed  in  urban 
areas  should  be  at  least  50  miles  per 
hour. 

Curvature,  Superelevation,  and 
Sight  Distance 

These  elements  and  allied  features, 
such  as  transition  curves,  should  be  cor- 
related with  the  design  speed  in  accord- 
ance with  A  Policy  on  Geometric  Design 
of  Rural  Highways. 

On  two-lane  highways,  sections  with 
sufficient  sight  distance  for  safe  passing 
should  be  frequent  enough  and  the  total 
length  of  such  sections  be  a  sufficient 
percentage  of  the  highway  length 
to    accommodate    the    DHV.    Where  it 


is  not  feasible  to  provide  enough  passing 
opportunities,  a  divided  highway  should 
be  provided  instead. 

Gradients 

For  design  speeds  of  70,  60,  and  50 
miles  per  hour,  gradients  generally  shall 
be  not  steeper  than  three,  four,  and  five 
per  cent,  respectively.  Gradients  two  per 
cent  steeper  may  be  provided  in  rugged 
terrain. 

Width  and  Number  of  Lanes 
Traffic  lanes  shall  not  be  less  than  12 
feet  wide. 

Where  the  DVH  (1975)  exceeds  700  or 
exceeds  a  lower  two-lane  design  capa- 
city applicable  for  the  conditions  on  a 
particular  section,  the  highway  shall  be  a 
divided  highway.  For  lower  volumes,  the 
highway  shall  be  a  two-lane  highway  so 
designed  and  located  on  the  right  of  way 
that  an  additional  two-lane  pavement 
can  be  added  in  the  future  to  form  a 
divided  highway. 

Efficiency  and  capacity  of  two-lane 
highways  may  be  increased  by  providing 
added  climbing  lanes  on  upgrades  where 
critical  lengths  of  grade  are  exceeded 
or  by  providing  more  frequent  and  longer 
sections  safe  for  passing. 

Medians 

Medians  in  rural  areas  in  flat  and  roll- 
ing topography  shall  be  at  least  36  feet 
wide.  Medians  in  urban  and  mountainous 
areas  shall  be  at  least  16  feet  wide.  Nar- 
rower medians  may  be  provided  in  urban 
areas  of  high  right-of-way  cost,  on  long 
and  costly  bridges,  and  in  rugged  moun- 
tainous terrain,  but  no  median  shall  be 
less  than  four  feet  wide. 

Curbs  or  other  devices  may  be  used 
where  necessary  to  prevent  traffic  from 
crossing  the  median. 

Where   continuous   barrier   curbs  are

used  on  narrow  medians,  such  curbs  shall 
be  offset  at  least  one  foot  from  the  edge 
of  the  through-traffic  lane.  Where  verti- 
cal elements  more  than  12  inches  high, 
other  than  abutments,  piers,  or  walls, 
are  located  in  a  median,  there  shall  be 
a  lateral  clearance  of  at  least  three  and 
one-half  feet  from  the  edge  of  through 
traffic  lane  to  the  face  of  such  element. 

Shoulders 

Shoulders  usable  by  all  classes  of 
vehicles  in  all  weather  shall  be  provided 
on  the  right  of  traffic.  The  usable  width 
of  shoulder  shall  not  be  less  than  10  feet. 
In  mountainous  terrain  involving  high 
cost  for  additional  width,  the  usable 
width  of  shoulder  may  be  less  but  at 
least  six  feet.  Usable  width  of  shoulder 
is  measured  from  edge  of  through-traffic 
lane  to  intersection  of  shoulder  and  fill  or 
ditch  slope  except  where  such  slope  is 
steeper  than  4:1  where  it  is  measured 
to  beginning  of  rounding. 

Slopes 

Side  slopes  should  be  4:1  or  flatter 
where  feasible  and  not  steeper  than  2:1 
except  in  rock  excavation  or  other  special 
conditions. 

Right  of  Way 

Fixed  minimum  widths  of  right  of  way 
are  not  given  because  wide  widths  are 
desirable,  conditions  may  make  narrow 
widths  necessary,  and  right  of  way  need 
not  be  of  constant  width.  The  following 
minimum  widths  are  given  as  guides. 

In  rural  areas  right-of-way  widths 
should  be  not  less  than  the  following, 
plus  additional  widths  needed  for  heavy 
cuts  and  fills: 

Minimum  Width  in  Feet 


Without  With 
Type  of  Highway  Frontage  Roads  Frontage  Roads 

2— lane  150  250 

4 —  lane  divided  150  250 
6 — lane  divided  175  275 

5 —  lane  divided  200  300 


In  urban  areas  right-of-way  widths 
shall  be  not  less  than  that  required  for 
the  necessary  cross  section  elements,  in- 
cluding median,  pavements,  shoulders, 
outer  separations,  ramps,  frontage  roads, 
slopes,  walls,  border  areas,  and  other  re- 
quisite appurtenances. 

Culverts 

All  culverts  shall  be  of  sufficient  length 
to  accommodate  the  pavements,  median 
and  shoulders. 

Bridges  and  Other  Structures 

The  following  standards  apply  to  In- 
terstate highway  bridges,  overpasses,  and 
underpasses.  Standards  for  crossroad 
overpasses  and  underpasses  are  to  be 
those  for  the  crossroad.

NORTH  CAROLINA  ROADWAYS 


Division  Engineer  T.  G.  Poindexter  of 
Aberdeen  reports  that  a  new  type  of 
cage  is  being  used  by  the  Maintenance 
Department  in  Randolph  County  in 
transporting  prisoners  to  and  from 
work. 

He  says,  "The  use  of  this  type  of  en- 
closure for  prisoners  eliminates  the 
necessity  for  the  two-wheel  guard  trailer 
which  has  been  in  use  by  the  Highway 
Commission  since  1931.  We  have  found 
that  the  two-wheel  trailer  is  very 
dangerous.  It  was  becoming  more 
hazardous  with  the  increase  in  traffic 
on  our  highways. 

"Several  narrow  escapes  from  injury 
to  personnel  showed  that  some  type  of 
transportation  eliminating  the  use  of 
the  conventional  guard  trailer  was  a 
must.  Considerable  time  and  effort  went 
into  the  development  of  the  cage  by 
John  G.  Hall,  District  Engineer  at  Ashe- 
boro  and  W.  A.  Carter,  Maintenance 
Supervisor  in  Randolph  County.  Division 
Equipment  Superintendent  J.  E.  Gregson 
and  Gang  Foreman  Clarence  Harvell 
gave  splendid  cooperation  in  making 
the  improvement  possible. 

"The  new  type  cage  will  carry  13 
prisoners,  one  guard,  hand  tools,  and 
the  dinner  container.  The  light  weight 
cage  can  be  easily  loaded  and  unloaded 
from  the  body  of  the  truck.  This  permits 
the  use  of  the  truck  for  hauling  after 
the  prisoners  have  been  delivered  to  the 
work  area,"  Poindexter  explained. 

"Seats  for  the  prisoners  are  provided 
down  each  side  of  the  cage.  Hand  tools 
are  stored  underneath  the  seats.  There's 
a  wire  partition  between  the  guard's 
seat  and  the  prisoners'  seats.  This  way 
the  guard  can  see  the  prisoners  at  all 
times. 

"The  ladder  on  the  back  of  the  truck 
is  removable  and  is  used  only  in  load- 
ing and  unloading. 

"We  hope  to  replace  all  two-wheel 
guard  trailers,  now  in  use  in  Division 
Eight,  with  the  new  type  of  cage  as  fast 
as  they  can  be  made  at  our  shops,"  he 
added.

August  1,  R.  Getty  Browning,  long- 
time Chief  Locating  Engineer,  brought 
to  a  close  one  phase  of  his  outstanding 
engineering  career  when  he  turned  over 
the  reins  of  his  office  to  Lloyd  H.  Cook, 
veteran  Senior  Locating  Engineer,  of 
Warrcnton. 

Browning  is  the  man  who  is  responsi- 
ble, more  than  any  other  man,  for  the 
location  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway  in 
North  Carolina  instead  of  Tennessee. 
Since  he  has  bandied  the  engineering 
and  right  of  way  acquisition  for  the 
250-mile  section  of  the  parkway  in  the 
State  for  the  last  22  years,  he  has  been 
made  "Parkway  Engineer"  to  push 
completion  of  the  parkway. 

Although  the  parkway  was  scheduled 
to  be  located  through  the  Tennessee 
mountains.  Browning  spearheaded  the 
tight  that  induced  Secretary  of  Interior 
Harold  Ickes  to  adopt  a  route  through 
the  mountains  of  western  North  Caro- 
lina. 

As  a  Tar  Heel  engineer  since  1921, 
Browning  has  tramped  over  as  much 
North  Carolina  wilderness  as  any  man 
living.  He  follows  the  pioneering  tradi- 
tion of  his  hardy  forefathers  who  were 
great  hunters  and  gunsmiths  of  the 
American  frontier. 

Chairman  Graham  and  Chief  Engi- 
neer Rogers  cited  Browning  for  his 
"conscientious,  industrious,  sacrificial 
service  to  the  State."  They  said  "no  one 
who  has  lived  in  the  past  50  years  leaves 
more  lasting  monuments  to  his  work 
than  Browning." 

Cook  has  more  than  30  years  of 
service  on  highway  location  work  and 
is  well-qualified  to  coordinate  and  direct 
the  work  of  the  location  department. 
A  Senior  Party  Chief  for  20  years,  he 
has  been  in  charge  since  1949  of  all 
surveys  in  a  52-county  area  east  to  the 
coast. 

Cook's  special  forte  is  advance  plan- 
ning and  design  so  that  new  road 
facilities  will  correctly  tie  in  with  the 
existing  road  systems  and  meet  the 
needs  of  nearby  cities  and  towns.

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The  last  of  May,  a  dust  control  program  was  begun  in  Randolph  County.  Since 
then,  a  total  of  23.5  miles  of  urban  roads  in  vicinity  of  Asheboro  has  been  treated 
with  emulsified  asphalt  (AE-5)  in  the  ratio  of  one  part  asphalt  to  four  parts 
water. 

Prior  to  the  first  application,  the  roads  were  shaped  by  machining  and  the 
addition  of  water  where  dust  was  excessive.  In  some  cases,  it  was  necessary  to  add 
about  two  inches  of  crusher-run  stone. 

After  the  road  had  been  properly  shaped  and  contained  sufficient  moisture  to 
bond  all  loose  material,  an  application  of  0.25  gallon  of  diluted  AE-5  was  applied 
per  square  yard. 

The  entire  23.5  miles  was  covered  with  the  first  application  at  a  cost  of  about 
$74  per  mile.  All  the  roads  were  treated  16  feet  wide.  The  asphalt  was  applied  with 
1,000  gallon  distributor. 

As  soon  as  the  first  application  was  completed,  the  second  application  was  placed 
on  the  first  roads  treated.  The  cost  of  applying  the  second  application  was  $58 
per  mile.  The  same  amount  of  asphalt  was  used  in  each  application. 

The  third  application  was  completed  June  30 — almost  a  month  from  the  time 
the  first  application  was  applied.  The  third  application  cost  $58  per  mile,  making 
the  total  cost  of  dust  control  $190  per  mile. 

This  method  of  controlling  dust  was  used  extensively  in  Randolph  during  1955. 
By  improving  the  method  of  application,  the  expense  this  year  was  considerably 
reduced  from  last  year. 

The  dust  control  work  was  under  the  supervision  of  Randolph  County  Super- 
visor W.  A.  Carter.  He  was  ably  assisted  by  W.  T.  Alcon,  Gang  Foreman;  B.  N. 
Cox,  Section  Foreman;  and  Roy  Ledwell,  Section  Foreman. 
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When  the  men  of  the  Iredell 
County  maintenance  department  re- 
turned to  camp  the  afternoon  of 
June  28,  they  found  their  families 
waiting  with  baskets  of  fried  chicken, 
country  ham,  cakes  and  pies.

Badgett  Promoted

Together,  Badgett  and  Crump  set  up  a 
more  uniform  personnel  recordkeeping 
system.  In  cooperation  with  the  State 
Personnel  Department,  they  surveyed  the 
jobs  and  the  classifications  of  the  5,000 
maintenance  employees  —  the  largest 
group  of  highway  workers.  They  set  in 
motion  a  pilot  plan  of  organization  for 
maintenance  employees  in  three  highway- 
divisions  which  proved  so  workable  and 
efficient  that  it  may  be  extended  to  the 
other  11  highway  divisions. 

A  major  accomplishment  of  the  fledg- 
ling highway  personnel  department  was 
the  increased  pay  scale  approved  for  be- 
ginning highway  engineers.  The  higher 
pay  rating  was  a  bid  by  the  Commission 
to  attract  and  hold  qualified  engineers  in 
competition  with  the  lure  of  private  in- 
dustry. Since  the  new  pay  scale  has  been 
in  effect  since  April,  1956,  the  Commis- 
sion has  already  been  able  to  hire  11 
graduate  civil  engineers. 

A  workable  employee  staffing  pattern 
with  definite  lines  of  authority  and  clear- 
cut  duties  was  established  in  certain 
phases  of  highway  work. 

A  Winston-Salem  native,  Badgett  serv- 
ed with  the  83rd  Infantry  and  saw  action 
in  Europe  during  World  War  II.  He  was 
honorably  discharged  as  a  First  Sergeant. 

He  graduated  in  1949  from  U.N.C.  with 
a  B.S.  degree  in  Commerce  by  majoring 
in  personnel  management  and  industrial 
relations. 

In  1950,  he  joined  the  newly-created 
State  Personnel  Department  as  a  classifi- 
cation analyst.  He  participated  in  the 
first  State-wide  survey  of  State  jobs 
and  assisted  in  setting  up  a  uniform 
classification  and  pay  scale  for  State 
employees.

deck  construction,  should  be  located  to 
fit  the  over-all  alinement  and  profile  of 
the  highway. 

The  clear  height  of  structures  shall  be 
not  less  than  14  feet  over  the  entire 
roadway  width,  including  the  usable 
width  of  shoulders.  Allowance  should  be 
made  for  any  contemplated  resurfacing. 

The  width  of  all  bridges,  including 
grade  separation  structures,  of  a  length 
of  150  feet  or  less  between  abutments 
or  end  supporting  piers  shall  equal  the 
full  roadway  width  on  the  approaches, 
including  the  usable  width  of  shoulders. 


The  Commission  lost  a  good  and 
trusted  employee  when  Gang  Foreman 
George  W.  Reepe  of  Asheville  was  killed 
in  an  on-the-job  accident,  June  25. 


While  standing  on  the  bank  of  US  25. 
a  large  truck  ran  off  the  road  and 
crushed  him  between  the  truck  and  the 
highway  bank.  Only  52,  Foreman  Reepe 
had  been  with  the  Commission  since 
March,  1926. 

A  (Tarksville,  Georgia,  native,  he 
came  to  Buncombe  County  30  years  ago 
and  had  been  employed  with  the  State 
ever  since.  In  recent  years,  he  was  a 
Foreman  for  the  Maintenance  Depart- 
ment of  Craggy  Prison  Camp. 

He  was  a  deacon  of  Reed  Memorial 
Baptist  Church,  a  past  president  of  the 
Brotherhood,  a  member  of  the  Woodmen 
of  the  World  and  the  N.  C.  State  High- 
way Employees  Association.

Barrier  curbs  on  bridges  longer  than 
150  feet  between  abutments  or  end  sup- 
porting piers  and  curbs  on  approach 
highways  if  used  shall  be  offset  at  least 
two  feet.  Offsets  to  face  of  parapet  or 
rail  shall  be  at  least  three  and  one-half 
feet  measured  from  edge  of  through- 
traffic  lane  and  apply  on  right  and  left. 

The  lateral  clearance  from  the  edge 
of  through-traffic  lanes  to  the  face  of 
walls  or  abutments  and  piers  at  under- 
passes shall  be  the  usable  shoulder  width 
but  not  less  than  eight  feet  on  the  right 
and  four  and  one-half  feet  on  the  left. 

A  safety  walk  shall  be  provided  in  tun- 
nels and  on  long-span  structures  on 
which  the  full  approach  roadway  width, 
including   shoulders,    is    not  continued.

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NCSHEA  Highlights 

Highway  Chairman  Graham  made  a 
stirring  talk  to  the  delegates  of  the 
NCSHEA  convention  in  Asheville  by  re- 
minding them  of  their  rich  heritage  of 
unselfish  public  service  —  often  beyond 
the  actual  call  of  duty.  The  group  pre- 
sented Graham  with  an  honorary  lifetime 
membership  in  the  NCSHEA,  in  apprecia- 
tion for  his  long-time  sympathetic  under- 
standing of  and  cooperation  in  solving 
their  problems. 

Plaques  for  outstanding  service  were 
presented  to  Frank  Bryson  of  Unit  14 
for  having  sold  68  new  memberships  in 
NCSHEA,  to  Unit  Six  for  being  the  first 
unit  to  report  100%  membership  this 
year,  to  the  Person  County  Chapter  for 
making  the  most  progress  and  maintain- 
ing a  100%  membership  over  the  years, 
to  the  Pender  County  Chapter  for  con- 
sistently having  a  100%  membership 
since  the  NCSHEA  was  started,  to  the 
Road  Oil  Chapter  of  Unit  Six  for  being 
the  first  individual  chapter  to  report 
100%  membership,  and  to  the  old  Con- 
struction Chapter  of  old  Division  Ten 
(now  split  into  Divisions  13  and  14)  for 
being  originators  of  the  NCSHEA  and  for 
giving  continued  leadership  through  the 
years. 

Graham  presented  a  special  safety 
plaque  to  Division  Six  for  being  the 
Division  with  the  least  accidents  in  1955. 

Safety  Director  Tarvia  Jones  gave  an 
inspiring  talk  on  "Safety  Being  Every- 
one's Job." 

Rogers,  Badgett  Talk 

Chief  Engineer  Bill  Rogers  told  the 
delegates  to  the  annual  convention  of  the 
NCSHEA  in  Asheville  to  "have  no  fears 
for  the  years  ahead.  No  matter  what  the 
composition  of  the  Highway  Commission, 
you  will  be  expected  to  carry  on  your 
work  just  as  you  have  in  the  past  by 
operating  and  maintaining  the  highways. 

"We  have  a  big  job  ahead  of  us  in  the 
increased  federal-aid  road  program. 
However,  we  have  faced  every  job  with 
optimism.  The  new  road  program  pre- 
sents a  challenge  which  will  take  the 
cooperative   effort  of   everyone.  During 


the  bond  program,  our  critics  said  it 
couldn't  be  done  —  but  it  was  and  we'll 
get  this  new  program  completed  too." 

He  added  that  "we  still  need  a  sympa- 
thetic understanding  by  the  the  public  of 
what  we  are  trying  to  do.  We  also  need 
adequate  funds  for  personnel  so  that  we 
have  a  fair  wage  scale  in  line  with  pri- 
vate industry." 

He  urged  the  group  to  continue  to  do 
a  fine  job  so  that  they  would  retain  the 
respect  of  the  public.  He  also  urged  them 
to  be  safety  conscious  —  especially  with 
State  equipment.  He  told  them  to  watch 
out  for  overloaded  trucks,  following  too 
closely,  and  speeding.  The  group  was 
cautioned  to  guard  against  petty  thievery 
in  payrolls  and  State  equipment.  "Remind 
your  men  that  it  is  not  worth  the  price 
of  bad  publicity,"  he  added. 

He  said  that  "last  year  more  of  our 
employees  were  killed  in  avoidable  on- 
the-job  accidents  than  ever  before."  He 
cited  the  case  of  the  highway  truck 
driver  who  passed  on  a  hill  in  Madison 
County  and  killed  himself  and  six  other 
people  when  he  hit  a  car  head-on,  and 
the  two  employees  who  were  killed  while 
unloading  tractors. 

Highway  Personnel  Director  Sam  Bad- 
gett told  the  group  that  the  recommenda- 
tions concerning  personnel  policy  and 
regulations  should  provide  fair  and  equit- 
able treatment  for  the  majority  of  em- 
ployees. In  turn,  he  said  the  supervisory 
personnel  should  see  that  personnel  poli- 
cies were  fairly  administered.  He  urged 
each  to  perform  the  best  possible  day's 
work  in  return  for  the  across-the-board, 
uniform  pay  increase  "we  have  asked  of 
our  employer  —  the  public  of  North 
Carolina.  It's  our  responsibility  to  look 
for  new  and  improved  methods  of  doing 
our  jobs." 

He  said  there  was  a  "need  for  a  salary 
increase  commensurate  with  the  rise  in 
the  cost  of  living  and  commensurate  with 
the  type  of  work  now  performed  by  high- 
way employees  in  other  states.  The  pay 
increase  should  also  be  in  line  with 
salaries  in  private  industry." 

He  spoke  of  the  formal  college  training 
program  for  on-the-job  highway  em- 
ployees which  the  Highway  Personnel 
Department  is  developing  with  the  State 


College  Extension.  "We  must  conserve 
our  engineering  manpower  by  having 
engineers  perform  only  engineering  serv- 
ices and  technicians  all  technical  sub- 
engineering  work.  If  we  observe  these 
policies,  we'll  meet  the  challenge  ahead 
and  continue  to  improve  our  status  as 
public  servants  of  the  State." 

Road  Men  Save  a  Life 

A  Jonesville  mechanic  recently  offer- 
ed to  pay  five  highway  centerline 
painters — Walter  Lawson,  Billy  Snow, 
Bob  Whicker,  Glen  Wall  and  Chester 
Leon  White — for  his  life  after  they 
hauled  him  out  of  an  abandoned  well 
shaft  at  the  Maple  Springs  Methodist 
Church  on  Reynolda  Road  in  Winston- 
Salem. 

J.  R.  Guy  had  gone  into  the  well  to 
remove  a  pump  which  he  had  bought 
from  the  church.  When  he  was  ready 
to  come  up,  his  assistant,  Jim  Marsh, 
found  he  was  unable  to  lift  Guy  out  with 
the  rope  they  were  using. 

Marsh  tied  the  rope  to  a  car  bumper 
and  ran  to  a  nearby  store  for  help.  Sign 
Supervisor  O.  K.  Stephens  was  at  the 
store  and  sent  S.  M.  Pressley  to  get  a 
sign  crew  who  were  painting  traffic  lines 
at  the  intersection  of  Reynolda  Road 
and  Polo  Road. 

In  the  meantime,  the  rope  around 
Guy's  waist  came  loose  and  he  was 
hanging  on  to  a  pipe  while  dangling  in 
the  water.  The  road  crew  arrived  and 
soon  had  the  situation  well  in  hand.  He 
was  quickly  retrieved  and  escaped  with 
nothing  more  serious  than  a  skinned 
elbow.

Insurance  Renewed 
For  Three  Years

Since  September,  19  29,  the  Con- 
necticut General  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany has  administered,  as  Carriers,  the 
Group  Insurance  Contract  for  employees 
of  the  State  Highway  and  Public  Works 
Commission.  They  were  granted  the 
original  contract  at  a  time  when  the 
employees  needed  the  protection,  and 
when  another  company  had  failed  in  the 
fulfillment  of  its  contract;  this  being 
granted  by  the  Commission  of  that  year. 

We  have  enjoyed  27  years  of  success- 
ful administration  of  this  contract.  This 
company  has  indicated  in  every  possi- 
ble and  legal  way  its  intent  and  desire 
to  work  with  the  employees  and  the 
Commission. 

There  have  been  several  waivers,  or 
"free  rides",  of  premiums,  based  on 
good  experience;  only  one  upward  ad- 
justment (5%)  of  premiums;  and  re- 
serves built  up  for  our  use.  We  have 
been  able  consistently  to  secure  addi- 
tional benefits  for  the  employees  and 
their  dependents. 

We  are  happy  to  announce  that  the 
contract  has  been  renewed  again  with 
Connecticut  General — this  time  for  a 
period  of  three  years  on  a  guaranteed 
return  basis  of  at  least  90.5%  of  paid 
premiums,  returned  either  in  claims,  or 
in  waivers,  or  in  reserves. 

This  renewal  followed  unanimous 
assent  by  the  various  NCSHEA  Units 
during   their   annual   meetings,   and  a 


resolution  adopted  by  the  19  55  NCSHEA 
Convention. 

The  State  Commissioner  of  Insurance 
was  given  full  details  of  renewal  plans, 
and  the  type  of  contract.  He  fully  ap- 
proved our  renewal  and  advised  that 
we  should  not  "shop  around"  annually 
for  group  insurance  when  we  had  a  good 
contract  and  were  satisfied  with  pre- 
miums paid  and  services  rendered.  This 
information  was  given  to  the  Chair- 
man and  the  full  Highway  Commission 
along  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
Highway  Employees'  Association. 

We  have  had  requests  from  other 
companies  for  the  privilege  of  bidding 
on  this  contract — which  was  granted  at 
one  time.  In  many  cases,  when  the  other 
insurance  companies  saw  the  size  of  the 
contract  and  the  experience  over  the 
years,  they  hesitated  to  take  on  such  a 
sizeable  contract. 

There  have  been  times  when  we  have 
been  confronted  with  accusations  and 
claims  that  we  were  keeping  other  com- 
panies from  the  privilege  of  participa- 
tion. In  every  case,  the  interest  of  the 
employees — who  pay  the  entire  premium 
— has  been  considered  along  with  the 
ability  of  other  companies  to  administer 
the  contract,  plus  previous  experience 
with  the  present  carrier. 

In  every  instance,  the  present  carrier 
was  considered  better  able  to  continue 
this  coverage.  We  always  considered, 
also,  those  employees  who  had  retired 
and  expected  continuation  of  their  Life 
Portion,  the  reserves  built  up  over  the 
years,  and  the  possibility  of  beginning 
again  from  the  "ground  up"  in  a  new 
contract.  We  considered  that  with  a 
new  company  we  might  get  increased 
premiums  at  the  end  of  a  year  or  we 
might  need  to  "shop  around"  again 
with  renewed  possibilities  of  no  guaran- 
teed coverage  from  year  to  year. 

We  now  have  approximately  $27,000,- 
000  coverage  in  LIFE — which  is  more 


than  some  companies  have  in  force  in 
this  type  of  contract.  In  the  2  7  years 
of  experience,  we  have  a  shown  return 
of  90.2%  of  premiums;  it's  now  guaran- 
teed at  90.5%.  The  policy  year 
ending  September  30,  1956,  shows  the 
following  experience; 

HIGHWAY  GROUP,  total  88.5  per 
cent  return. 

PRISON  GROUP,  total  129.5  per  cent 
return. 

COMBINED  contract  total  91.3  per 
cent  return  (0.9  per  cent  over  guaran- 
tee). 

This  is  based  on  a  total  premium  paid 
of  $927,717.03,  and  a  total  return  to 
us  of  $847,318.64.  The  Highway  Group 
in  every  case  (Life,  A&S,  Hospitaliza- 
tion) was  in  line.  However,  the  Prison 
Group  in  every  case  was  over  100%  re- 
turn which  reduced  the  total  per- 
centages. 

Premium  rates  are  given  us  at  a  re- 
duced or  "advanced  rate  reduction"  rate. 
This  keeps  present  premiums  on  par 
with  original  premiums.  The  rates  now 
paid  are  reduced  from  standard  rates 
about  33%  per  cent. 

In  the  past,  it  has  been  the  policy  that 
employees  who  RETIRED  could  retain 
a  portion  of  the  LIFE  based  on  years 
of  continuous  coverage.  Those  em- 
ployees who  retired  and  withdrew  their 
funds  from  the  Retirement  System,  or 
who  were  non-members  of  the  system, 
were  not  considered  as  retiring  and  were 
not  allowed  to  continue  the  insurance. 

At  our  request,  this  policy  has  been 
changed,  effective  July  1,  1956.  Now, 
all  employees  separating  due  to  retire- 
ment from  service  who  either  elect  to 
withdraw  their  retirement  contributions 
or  elect  to  receive  a  monthly  pension  or 
who  were  non-members  of  the  Retire- 
ment System  are  now  allowed  to  con- 
tinue the  LIFE  PORTION  on  the  basis 
of  percentage  according  to  continuous 
years  of  insurance  coverage.  This  is  a 
very  definite  advantage  to  all  employees 
of  the  Commission. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  retired 
liability  is  now  more  than  $1,000,000 
and  continues  to  grow  each  year. 

As  a  matter  of  policy,  it  has  been 
customary  not  to  allow  separate  hospital 
charges  for  babies  confined  with  the 
mother  for  the  first  14  days.  In  some 
cases,  hospitals  have  rendered  separate 
charges  for  nursery  charges  for  babies 
while  in  the  hospital  with  the  mother. 
In  some  cases,  the  entire  costs  have  been

rendered  in  one  bill  to  the  mother.  As 
a  concession  to  us,  the  Company  has 
agreed  to  administer  this  in  such  a 
manner  that  payment  will  be  made  for 
nursery  charges  for  babies  while  in  the 
hospital  with  the  mother  whether  or  not 
the  hospital  renders  a  separate  bill  for 
such  charges,  provided  the  costs  do  not 
total  more  than  the  maternity  allow- 
ances for  dependents.  This  is  another 
definite  advantage  for  the  employees — 
granted  by  the  company  at  our  request. 

There  is  still  no  specific  coverage  for 
children  for  the  first  14  days  for  separate 
hospitalization  as  dependents. 

We  appreciate  the  Highway  Commis- 
sion administering  this  contract  over  the 
years.  We  are  glad  that  the  Commission 
has  approved  the  recommendations 
made  by  the  employees  for  the  continua- 
tion of  the  coverage  with  Connecticut 
General  Life  Insurance  Company. 

We  feel  that  the  employees  have  the 
best  contract  possible  at  present  and  at 
present  premiums.  We  also  believe  that 
it  is  very  definitely  to  the  advantage  of 
the  employees  to  continue  with  this 
company  without  "shopping  around" 
every  year  and  running  the  risk  of  losing 
the  contract  for  higher  premium  rates. 
We  still  have  our  bargaining  power  and 
can  exercise  it,  if  necessary,  at  any  time. 

Engineers  Attend 
SASHO  Convention 

Chairman  A.  H.  Graham  and  Chief 
Highway  Engineer  W.  H.  Rogers,  Jr. 
headed  a  delegation  of  the  State's  high- 
way engineers  and  Commissioners  who 
attended  the  annual  convention  of  the 
Southeastern  Association  of  State  High- 
way Officials  in  Roanoke,  Virginia, 
September  5-7. 

The  North  Carolina  group  took  an 
active  part  in  leading  panel  discussions 
on  road  problems  with  their  fellow  high- 
way officials.  The  Tar  Heel  group  pre- 
sented several  technical  fact-finding 
papers. 

Graham  said  that  this  year's  meeting 
was  especially  timely  and  worthwhile 
since  the  passage  of  the  biggest  public 
roads  bill  in  the  history  of  the  nation. 
"All  highway  officials  are  vitally  con- 
cerned with  the  best  and  most  efficient 
methods  of  implementing  this  tremen- 
dous public  works  program,"  he  added. 
Needless  to  say,  the  main  topic  of  con- 
versation was  the  national  Interstate 
Highway  System  since  the  lion's  share 
of  the  increased  federal  funds  will  be 
spent  on  this  one  road  system. 

SASHO  composed  of  12  southeastern 
states  —  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Florida, 


Georgia,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Miss- 
issippi, North  Carolina,  South  Carolina, 
Tennessee,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia 
— is  a  regional  body  of  highway  engi- 
neers, officials,  contractors,  and  ma- 
terial suppliers  of  the  national  body — 
the  American  Association  of  State  High- 
way Officials. 

The  group  swapped  information  this 
year  on  topics  ranging  from  Chief  High- 
way Engineer  Rogers'  discussion  of 
"Access  Roads  to  Industrial  Plants"  to 
"Administration  of  the  Enlarged 
Federal-Aid  Program  at  the  State 
Level." 

State  Maintenance  Engineer  B.  W. 
Davis  and  L.  E.  Whitfield,  Sixth  Division 
Engineer  at  Fayetteville,  lead  a  discus- 
sion on  "Special  Construction  Items  of 
Economic  Importance  to  (Road)  Main- 
tenance Operations." 

C.  E.  Proudley,  Engineer  of  Tests, 
presented  a  paper  on  the  consumers' 
viewpoint  in  the  "Problems  in  Produc- 
tion and  Control  of  the  Quality  of 
Ready-Mixed  Concrete." 

Research  Engineer  A.  Duke  Morgan  V 
paper,  "Determination  of  Density  of 
Bituminous  Concrete  Pavements",  based 
on  a  three-year  detailed  study  was 
presented. 

Traffic  Engineer  Robert  A  Burch  wa« 
a  panel  member  on  discussion  of  high- 
way signs  and  markings.  He  talked  on 
the  materials  used  in  signs. 

A  paper  on  "Patterns  of  Truck  Move- 
ment in  North  Carolina"  by  James  S. 
Burch,  Engineer  of  Statistics  and 
Planning,  was  presented. 

Chief  Right  of  Way  Engineer  T.  B. 
Wilson  participated  in  a  panel  on 
"Negotiating  for  Right  of  Way  on  Con- 
trolled Access  Highway  Projects." 


State  Construction  Engineer  Hunter 
Irving  and  Roadway  Design  Engineer 
Tom  Park  took  part  in  a  discussion  of 
design  standards  for  the  Interstate 
Highway  System  and  the  use  of  aerial 
mapping,  photogrammetry,  and  elec- 
tronic computers  in  engineering  calcula- 
tions. 

Commission  Hears 

Western  Group 

At  its  September  meeting,  the  High- 
way Commission  told  a  Bryson  City 
delegation  that  it  will  carry  out  its  part 
of  an  agreement  to  provide  a  road  near 
Fontana  Lake  if  the  federal  government 
will  do  likewise. 

Back  in  194  3,  when  Fontana  Lake 
was  built,  NC  2  88  was  submerged.  At 
that  time,  the  State  and  federal  govern- 
ment entered  an  agreement.  In  place  of 
NC  288,  the  federal  government  agreed 
to  build  a  road  around  the  north  side 
of  Fontana  Lake  if  and  when  funds  were 
available  provided  the  State  would  build 
an  access  road  from  US  19  to  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  Great  Smoky  Mountains 
National  Park  near  the  lake. 

The  access  road  would  be  about  3.5 
miles  long  and  cost  the  State  about 
half  a  million  dollars.  The  road  around 
the  north  side  of  the  lake  would  be  20 
or  more  miles  long  and  would  cost  some 
$12  million. 

The  Commission  took  no  action  on 
the  five-member  Bryson  City  delega- 
tion's two  other  requests:  1.)  that  NC 
2  8  from  Franklin  to  Bryson  City  via 
Lauada  be  designated  US  4  41-W  and 
the  present  441  be  designated  4  41-E;  2.) 
that  US  19  from  Cherokee  to  Bryson 
City  be  improved  without  relocating  it. 
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Mountain  Division  Headed  by  Lee,  Dupre 

One  of  the  Commission's  youngest  and  best  engineering 
teams  is  composed  of  C.  W.  Lee,  at  left,  and  Paul  Dupre,  the 
Division  and  Assistant  Division  Engineer,  respectively  of  the 
mountainous  14th. 

Upon  the  death  of  Division  Engineer  G.  G.  Page  in  Octo- 
ber, 19  55,  his  Assistant,  Lee,  was  promoted  and  Dupre, 
District  Engineer  at  Hendersonville  at  the  time,  moved  up 
as  Lee's  Assistant. 

Major  jobs  let  to  contract  in  their  division  since  last 
fall  include  11  miles  of  grading,  structures,  and  paving  in  the 
relocation  of  US  6  4  in  Henderson  and  Transylvania  Counties 
from  Horseshoe  to  Pisgah  Forest;  about  nine  miles  of 
grading,  structures,  and  paving  in  the  relocation  of  US  64 
from  Peachtree  to  Hayesville;  about  12  miles  of  grading, 
structures  and  paving  in  the  relocation  of  US  23  and  441 
from  Franklin  to  the  Georgia  line;  and  the  structures  and 
house  moving  for  future  dual-laning  for  three  miles  from 
the  junction  of  NC  2  80  and  US  276  southwest  to  Brevard.

taxation  on  highway  users  and  other 
beneficiaries. 

He  said  he  was  pleased  that  construc- 
tion standards  had  been  adopted  and 
that  location  of  the  routes  of  the  Inter- 
state system  was  going  ahead  at  a  rapid 
pace.  He  stressed  the  importance  of  the 
cost  estimates  that  highway  depart- 
ments will  present  to  the  BPR  since  the 
figures  wil  be  used  as  a  basis  of  alloca- 
tion after  the  first  years  of  the  new 
program. 

He  said  that  the  19  5  6  Highway  Act 
declares  that  early  completion  of  the 
Interstate  system  is  essential  to  the 
National  interest.  To  accomplish  this, 
he  said,  that  each  State  should  acquire 
rights-of-way  in  advance  of  construction. 
He  cited  advantages  to  be  gained: 
"Advance  right  of  way  acquisition  in- 
sures a  more  orderly  development  of 
property  adjacent  to  a  highway.  It  keeps 
to  a  minimum  the  number  of  persons 
who  will  be  adversely  affected  and 
minimizes  the  payment  of  increased 
prices  for  property.  As  you  know,  in 
most   instances   this   enhancement  (of 


property)  is  created  by  construction  of 
the  highway  itself.  I  would  urge  States 
to  take  advantage  of  the  new  provision 
in  the  1956  Act  which  encourages  the 
advance  acquisition  of  right-of-way  by 
making  Federal  funds  available  for  such 
purposes  providing  construction  follows 
within  five  years.  I  believe  many  millions 
of  dollars  can  be  saved  under  this  plan. 

"I  realize  that  in  those  States  where 
practically  all  available  highway  funds 
are  needed  for  current  construction  ii 
may  be  difficult  for  a  highway  depart- 
ment to  justify  spending  funds  for  ad- 
vance acquisition  of  rights-of-way. 
Public  demand  for  early  highway  con- 
struction is  a  force  to  reckon  with.  The 
highway  department  must  carefully 
weigh  the  benefits  gained  by  advance 
acquisition  against  the  immediate  losses 
to  the  traveling  public  when  current 
projects  are  deferred — not  an  easy  de- 
cision. To  me,  the  great  savings  possible 
justify  any  State's  setting  up  a  special 
revolving  fund  for  the  definite  purpose 
of  advance  acquisition  whenever  the 
State  highway  department  determines 


When  the  Southeastern  Association  of 
State  Highway  Officials  recently  met  in 
Roanoke,  Virginia,  Commissioner  C.  D. 
Curtiss  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads  told  the  group  that  the  big  road 
program  presents  the  greatest  challenge 
ever  faced  by  highway  officials.  How- 
ever, he  said,  "We  are  well  prepared  in 
that  the  plan  of  operation  continues  the 
long  established  policy  of  cooperation 
between  the  States  and  the  Federal 
Government  which  began  in  1916  and 
strengthened  as  the  years  passed." 

He  outlined  the  live  major  studies 
that  the  BPR  and  State  officials  will 
conduct  under  provisions  of  the  act: 
1.)  estimating  the  cost  of  completing 
the  Interstate  system  2.)  determination 
of  desirable  sizes  and  weights  of  vehicles 
3.)  determining  a  policy  for  reimburse- 
ment for  highways  included  in  the 
Interstate  system  4.)  a  study  of  high- 
way safety  5 J  an  "incremental  study" 
to  determine  an  "equitable"  method  of

that  immediate  acquisition  will  prevent 
much  higher  future  costs. 

"Where  special  funds  are  set  aside 
for  advance  acquisition  of  right-of-way, 
certain  conditions  must  be  met  in  order 
to  make  the  program  a  success.  The 
highway  department  must  have  com- 
prehensive and  approved  plans  of  future 
highways  in  sufficient  detail  to  deter- 
mine the  right  of  way  needed,  together 
with  adequate  descriptions  for  deeds. 
Adequate  personnel  must  be  available  to 
appraise  and  negotiate  for  the  right  of 
way,  and  provision  must  be  made  to 
safeguard  the  acquired  right  of  way 
pending  actual  construction." 

Curtiss  cited  the  conference  on  "In- 
creasing Engineering  Productivity" 
which  was  held  in  Atlanta  in  July  with 
268  delegates  and  21  State  highway 
organizations  being  represented.  Photo- 
grammetric  survey  methods,  shortcut 
methods  of  reproducing  and  consolidat- 
ing blueprints,  were  stressed  at  the 
meeting. 

He  said,  "The  Atlanta  meeting  further 
accentuated  the  potentialities  that  exist 
for  economy  and  timesaving  in  the  use 
of  electronic  computers.  Earthwork 
quantities  can  be  computed  without  go- 
ing through  the  longstanding  but  labori- 
ous and  time-consuming  process  of 
drawing  cross  sections,  planimetering 
and  computing.  Many  of  you  saw  this 
operation  performed  in  1/30  of  the  time 
required  by  manual  methods.  You  heard 
how  the  data  for  this  computation  can 
be  obtained  directly  from  the  photo- 
grammetric  instrument  without  spend- 
ing days  in  the  field  with  level  and  rod, 
how  these  data  can  be  recorded  on  card 
or  tape  for  computer  input  and  how 
the  data  can  be  reproduced  electronical- 
ly in  the  form  of  tables,  and,  if  neces- 
sary, even  .in  the  form  of  cross  section 
drawings." 

He  said  the  computer  could  be  used 
in  analyzing  traffic  data  and  traffic  flow 
could  be  simulated  in  the  computer. 
Such  uses  are  particularly  important, 
he  added,  in  urban  areas  where  these 
operations  must  be  completed  before 
the  actual  location  and  design  of  the 
highway  can  start. 

The  electronic  computer  can  be  used 
in  the  design  of  a  bridge,  he  said.  To 
date,  ten  minutes  of  computer  time  is 
equivalent  to  one  manweek  of  a  de- 
signer's time.  One  state  estimated  that 
a  year's  backlog  of  this  type  of  work 
could  be  completed  in  two  weeks  on  an 
electronic  computer. 

Curtis  spoke  of  standardization  of 
bridge  types,  skews,  and  precast 
structures.  He  mentioned  that  contrac- 
tors and  materials  suppliers  spoke  of 


the  greater  construction  economy  that 
would  result  from  certain  revisions  in 
specifications,  construction  planning, 
letting,  payment  procedures,  and  the 
size  of  highway  construction  projects. 

Curtiss  concluded,  "Despite  the 
magnitude  and  urgency  of  the  program, 
much  can  be  done  to  insure  eye-pleasing 
results.  Bridges  cost  no  more  when 
attention  is  paid  to  line  and  form, 
making  them  architecturally  right. 
Roadways  with  streamlined  cross- 
sections  and  judiciously  planted  road- 
sides reduce  erosion  and  maintenance 
costs.  Divided  highways  designed  as 
separate  one-way  roads  may  better  fit 
the  landscape  and  so  reduce  construc- 
tion cost.  More  important,  they  reduce 
headlight  glare,  drivers  feel  greater 
ease  and  relaxation,  and  such  roads  are 
very  pleasing  in  appearance. 

"In  the  final  analysis,  we  will  be 
judged  not  by  the  speed  of  construction 
or  the  difficulties  overcome  but  by  what 
the  driving  public  sees  and  feels  as  they 
use  the  Nation's  most  important  high- 
ways— the  Interstate  system." 

Radio  Network  Installed 

An  extensive  radio  network  for  the 
four  coastal  highways  divisions  was  in- 
stalled and  in  operation  by  October  15. 

The  radio  network  will  be  used  for 
efficiently  dispatching  men  and  materials 
for  road  maintenance.  However,  in  the 
event  of  a  hurricane  or  national  dis- 
aster, the  radio  network  would  be  at 
the  disposal  of  the  State  Civil  Defense 
to  rush  supplies  to  stricken  areas. 

The  radio   installations  in  highway 


cars  and  pick-ups  has  already  proved 
highly  effective  for  administrative  pur- 
poses. The  new  means  of  communication 
between  the  mobile  units  has  already 
accelerated  the  dispatch  of  instructions 
for  needed  road  maintenance. 

Chairman  Graham  commented,  "The 
system  has  already  saved  us  time  and 
money.  Time,  since  our  engineers  can 
readily  confer  while  on  the  site  of  re- 
pair work  rather  than  driving  miles  for 
face-to-face  instructions.  Money — since 
long  distance  telephone  calls  between 
central  headquarters  and  the  field 
offices  can  be  materially  reduced  by 
using  the  radio  system." 

Should  another  hurricane  strike 
coastal  Carolina,  the  radio  network 
would  immediately  be  used  to  dispatch 
men,  machinery  and  supplies  of  the 
Commission  to  disaster  areas.  Since  the 
State  Civil  Defense  is  sharing  half  the 
cost  of  the  system,  it  will  be  at  their 
disposal  during  emergencies. 

"To  date,  the  radio  system  has 
proved  highly  satisfactory.  If  it  con- 
tinues to  be  of  such  great  help  in  our 
farflung  road  operations,  we  may  extend 
the  system  from  the  four  coastal  high- 
way divisions  to  the  other  highway  di- 
visions in  the  State,"  Graham  said. 

In  the  central  highway  office  in 
Raleigh,  receiving-transmitting  sets 
were  installed  in  the  offices  of  Chief 
Highway  Engineer  W.  H.  Rogers,  Jr.,  and 
Chief  Equipment  Engineer  Ivan  Hard- 
esty.  This  gives  the  central  Raleigh  office 
a  direct  line  to  field  operations. 

The  radio  network  will  enable  the 
Commission  to  more  effectively  use  its 
limited  engineering  personnel.

Roadbuilder  Retires 

William  Turner  Smith,  7  8,  of  Siler 
City,  one  of  the  State's  most  valuable 
Resident  Engineers  retired  recently 
after  3  5  years  of  highway  service. 

He  has  the  highest  respect  of  all  em- 
ployees who  ever  worked  with  him.  His 
Division  Engineer,  T.  G.  Poindexter, 
says  that  "he  is  one  of  the  most  loyal 
highway  employees  we  have  ever  had 
in  this  division.  He  places  his  responsi- 
bility to  the  Commission  over  and  above 
his  personal  feelings.  Most  dependable, 
he  can  always  be  relied  upon  to  use 
good  judgment  in  making  decisions 
about  his  work.  We  have  made  a 
practice,  in  recent  years,  of  sending  our 
young  engineers  to  Mr.  Smith  for  train- 
ing. He  is  often  referred  to  as  'Pro- 
fessor'. 

"Mr.  Smith  has  the  ability  to  issue 
clear,  concise  instructions  and  to  see 
that  they  are  properly  carried  out  by 
his  assistants.  His  engineering  ability  is 
evident  on  every  project  which  he  super- 
vised the  construction.  He  delighted  in 
assisting,  in  every  way  possible,  all  who 
were  connected  with  projects  under  his 
supervision. 

"In  recent  years,  we  have  depended 
on  Mr.  Smith  for  sound  advice  in  regard 
to  drainage  and  other  problems  which 
arise  during  construction.

He  came  with  the  Commission  in 
1921  as  an  Inspector.  One  of  his  early 
jobs  was  the  bridge  across  the  Haw 
River  at  Bynum.  Now  out  of  date  and 
replaced  by  a  wider,  more  modern 
structure,  the  bridge  was  considered  the 
last  word  when  it  was  built  back  in 
the  twenties. 

In  1931,  he  was  made  a  Resident 
Engineer  and  worked  on  many  projects 
including  construction  of  bridges  at  Tar- 
boro,  Weldon,  Henderson,  and  More- 
head  City.  In  1947,  he  went  to  Siler 
City  as  District  Engineer.  One  of  his 
first  projects  in  the  area  was  construc- 
tion of  the  Siler  City  bypass  on  US  64 
which  is  one  of  the  best-built  jobs  in 
the  highway  system. 

Born  on  a  farm  near  Dunn,  he  was 
educated  in  private  schools.  In  1897,  he 
won  a  competitive  examination  for  a 
scholarship  to  N.  C.  State  College  to 
study  civil  engineering.  He  took  further 
examinations  and  was  allowed  to  skip 
the  freshman  year  and  enter  State  as  a 
sophomore.  He  completed  college  in 
three  years,  graduating  in  1900.  He 
worked  for  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  rail- 
road in  Wilmington  as  a  draftsman  for 
several  years  and  then  on  construction 
in  Georgia. 

In  1905,  he  was  married  to  Emma 
Love  Rowe.  She  died  last  year  just  a 
few  months  before  their  50th  wedding 
anniversary.  They  have  three  children: 
W.  G.  Smith  of  Dunn,  J.  L.  Smith  of 
Whiteville,  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Ander- 
son of  Marion,  Virginia. 

A  Presbyterian  all  his  life,  Mr.  Smith 
has  been  an  elder  in  various  Presby- 
terian churches  for  more  than  50  years. 
Since  the  death  of  his  wife,  he  has  had 
his  brother,  Ike  Smith  of  Dunn,  to  come 
and  live  with  him.

Surplus  Allocated  by 
Governor  Hodges 

Governor  Hodges  allocated  $4,975,000 
to  seven  road  projects  and  to  purchase  of 
three  new  ferry  boats  for  the  Outer 
Banks,  September  27. 

The  funds  came  from  the  nearly 
$13  %  million  which  has  accumulated 
in  highway  surplus  funds  during  the 
past  fiscal  year.  After  the  allocation  of 
$4,975,000,  a  balance  of  $8,257,916  was 
still  left  in  surplus  funds  which  the 
Governor  can  allocate. 

The  largest  single  amount,  $1  million, 
will  be  spent  on  a  ten-mile  long  bypass 
around  Marshall  for  US  25  and  70.  The 
Governor  pointed  out  that  he  had  per- 
sonally inspected  road  needs  in  Madison 
County  and  that  the  area  was  "by- 
passed" when  the  Pigeon  River  route 
was  selected  for  the  Interstate  route  into 
Tennessee. 

A  major  relocation  of  US  1  between 
Western  Boulevard  on  the  outskirts  of 


Raleigh  toward  the  Chatham  County 
line,  $800,000. 

Relocation  of  NC  27  from  Albemarle 
to  the  Cabarrus  County  line,  $800,000. 

Widening  US  70  from  Conover  to 
Hickory,  $750,000. 

Repair  of  damages  to  state  and  county 
roads  by  heavy  frost  last  winter  in  Cald- 
well, Wilkes,  Ashe  and  Surry  Counties, 
$560,000. 

Widening  and  relocation  on  Black 
Swamp  Road  from  Maysville  to  NC  24 
in  Carteret  County  for  a  new  route  to 
Morehead  City,  $505,000. 

Widening  US  15  from  Stovall  in 
Granville  County  to  the  Virginia  line, 
$60,000. 

Purchase  of  three  modern  specially- 
designed  ferry  boats  for  use  at  Oregon 
Inlet,  $420,000.  Another  $80,000  was 
allocated  for  repairs  on  four  old  ferry 
boats. 

The  new  route  to  Morehead  City  along 
the  Black  Swamp  Road  would  take  some 
traffic  off  heavily-travelled  US  70  which 
runs  from  New  Bern  by  the  Cherry 
Point  Marine  Air  Station. 


October  5,  Governor  Hodges  an- 
nounced the  allocation  of  $1,674,000  in 
highway  surplus  funds,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $6,583,908  yet  to  be  allocated. 

The  largest  allocation,  $816,000,  will 
be  used  to  pave  and  improve  94.4  miles 
of  county  roads  in  Brunswick,  Duplin, 
Onslow,  Pender  and  Sampson  Counties  I 
which  were  hard  hit  by  hurricanes  last! 
year. 

The  Governor  allocated  $616,000  as! 
the  first  installment  toward  the  cost  of  I 
a  dual-lane  highway  linking  Wakel 
Forest  College  and  the  East- West  Ex- 1 
pressway  in  Winston-Salem.  | 

An  allocation  of  $12,000  was  made 
for  the  construction  of  two  asphalt 
groins  at  Carolina  Beach  to  protect  US 
421.  The  work  will  supplement  the  con- 
struction of  ten  locally-financed  groins 
being  built  to  stabilize  the  beach  against 
storms. 

An  allocation  of  $121,680  was  made 
for  the  purchase  by  the  Highway  Com- 
mission of  the  John  W.  Evans'  Son 
garage  property  on  the  Raleigh  block 
now  occupied  by  the  Highway  Building. 

Another  $9,460  was  allocated  for 
right  of  way  improvements  on  the  road 
leading  to  Mount  Mitchell. 

The    Governor    also  earmarked 
$99,8  63   for  four  Prisons  Department 
projects.  The  prison  projects  are:  1.) 
$33,000    for    remodeling   the  laundry 
building  at  Woman's  Prison  to  provide 
20  four-unit  cells  and  a  separate  six- 
cell  segregation  unit.  2.)   $23,168  for 
additions  to  the  prison  staff  for  workB 
in  the  improvement  of  prison  industrialB 
enterprises  and   more   greater  controlB 
over  the  financial  affairs  of  the  depart-B 
ment.  3.)   $15,000  for  laundry  equip-1 
ment  for  expanding  the  prison  laundrieslj 
at  Asheville,  Salisbury  and  Caledonia 
Prison  Farm.  4.)  $2  8,70  0  for  paving  a 
driveway  and  parking  lot,  landscaping 
and  air  conditioning  at  the  new  Prison 
Administrative  Building.

SAM  N.  SMITH 

Sam  N.  Smith,  veteran  Chief  Auditor 
for  the  Commission,  retired  January  1. 
Highway  Chairman  A.  H.  Graham  ex- 
pressed the  sentiments  of  all  employees 
when  he  commented,  that  "during  his 
many  years  of  service,  Mr.  Smith  showed 
an  almost  abiding  love  in  his  dedication 
to  advancing  the  interest  of  the  Com- 
mission. His  services  have  been  efficient 
and  conscientious  to  the  extent  they  have 
often  far  exceeded  the  call  of  duty. 

"Since  joining  the  Commission  in  1921, 
Sam  Smith  has  been  responsible  for  the 
overall  handling  of  more  than  $2  billion 
of  highway  and  prison  funds.  His  in- 
tegrity and  accuracy  have  resulted  in  a 
consistently  proper  accounting  of  all 
funds  —  at  all  times. 

"Many  are  the  courtesies  and  services 
he  has  rendered  on  a  professional  and 
personal  basis  to  the  citizens  of  North 
Carolina.  He  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the 
most  beloved  highway  officials  in  the 
State.

The  Eighth  Division  feels  fortunate  in 
having  a  retired  Civil  Engineering  pro- 
fessor, John  M.  Montz  of  Southern  Pines, 
on  its  division  staff. 

Recently,  he  has  been  holding  a  class 
in  the  division  office  every  Thursday 
night  to  teach  12  construction  employees 
the  fundamentals  and  methods  of  high- 
way engineering.

ERVIN  DIXON 

A  34-year  old  certified  public  ac- 
countant, Ervin  Dixon,  was  recently  em- 
ployed as  the  Highway  Commission's 
first  controller.  He  replaces  the  long-time 
chief  auditor,  Sam  N.  Smith,  who  retired 
January  1. 

Dixon  is  a  native  of  Robersonville  and 
a  1951  business  administration  graduate 
of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  where 
he  was  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
honorary  scholastic  fraternity.  In  Texas 
he  was  licensed  as  a  C.  P.  A.  in  1953.  He 
was  the  highway  budget  analyst  for  the 
Budget  Bureau  and  helped  in  the  Haskins 
and  Sells  study  of  highway  administra- 
tive and  accounting  procedures. 

While  in  Texas,  he  was  associated  with 
a  firm  of  certified  public  accountants  in 
Midland,  and  later  was  comptroller  for  a 
group  of  affiliates  of  Malco  Refineries,  Inc. 
He  served  two  years  in  the  Army.  His 
wife  is  the  former  Billie  Walker  of  Jack- 
son, Mississippi.  They  have  two  children, 
a  son  and  daughter.

With  the  passage  of  the  largest  public 
works  program  in  the  history  of  the 
United  States  last  June,  national  atten- 
tion has  been  focused  on  the  Interstate 
highway  system  since  it  will  receive  the 
lion's  share  of  the  increased  federal-aid 
funds. 

What  is  the  Interstate  system?  It  is  a 
projected  41,000-mile  network  of  super- 
highways to  connect  the  nation's  seaports, 
principal  cities,  agricultural  areas,  mili- 
tary bases  and  industrial  areas.  The  com- 
pletion of  such  a  vital  road  network  will 
bolster  the  nation's  economy  by  uncork- 
ing the  traffic  bottlenecks.  It  will  be 
essential  to  the  nation's  defense  in  time 
of  emergency  for  movement  of  military 
supplies  or  for  evacuation  of  dense  popu- 
lation areas. 

Out  of  the  41, 000-mile  national  system, 
717  miles  have  been  designated  in  North 
Carolina  as  a  part  of  the  Interstate  sys- 
tem. Of  this  717  miles,  350  miles  have 
been  definitely  located.  Of  the  350  miles, 
a  total  of  175  miles  are  in  various  stages 
of  construction. 

The  new  highways  must  be  built  to  the 
highest  engineering  standards  for  safety 
and  movement  of  large  volumes  of  fast- 
moving  traffic.  The  design  standards 
have  been  formulated  by  the  American 
Association  of  State  Highway  Officials, 
cooperating  with  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Public  Roads,  to  be  adequate  for  traffic  in 
1975. 

One  of  the  main  features  of  the  Inter- 
state system  is  the  strict  control  of  access 
or  entrance  to  the  new  highways.  Grade 
separations  must  be  provided  to  carry  all 
crossing  roads  either  over  or  under  the 
new  highways.  There  will  be  no  railroad 
grade  crossings,  no  traffic  signals,  no 
delay  points. 

The  Interstate  system  has  been  con- 
ceived as  four  to  eight  laned  traffic 
corridors.  The  network  is  not  being  de- 
signed as  a  school  bus  or  mail  route 
which  require  frequent  stopping  and 
starting  of  vehicles. 

For  protection  of  traffic,  the  new  con- 
struction standards  require  broad  rights 
of  way.  Minimum  widths  required  in 
rural  areas  will  range  up  to  300  feet,

or  more  where  conditions  require,  for  a 
four-lane  divided  highway. 

In  recent  years,  the  State  has  been 
building  limited  access  highways  on  its 
Interstate  mileage  with  a  260-foot  wide 
right  of  way  which  provided  room  for  two 
one-way  24-foot  wide  traffic  lanes,  a  30- 
foot  wide  grassed  center  strip,  and 
parallel  service  or  frontage  roads  as 
needed. 

Instead  of  a  260-foot  wide  right  of  way, 
highway  designers  estimate  an  average 
of  300  feet  will  be  necessary  to  provide 
for  the  two  24-foot  wide  roadways,  the 
broader  36  foot  center  strip  in  rural 
areas,  and  the  ten-foot  wide  right  outside 
shoulders  which  must  now  be  stabilized 
for  all-weather  use,  plus  flatter  more 
gradual  slopes. 

Formerly,  service  or  frontage  roads,  as 
required,  for  local,  slow-moving  traffic 
were  allowed  parallel  to  the  Interstate 
routes.  Under  the  new  construction 
standards,  the  service  roads  have  been 
generally  ruled  out.  They  will  be  pro- 
vided on  new  construction  sites  only  in 
unusual  cases  where  traffic  conditions 
from  existing  developments  require  them. 

In  the  future,  the  strictest  access  con- 
trol must  be  applied  to  the  Interstate 
routes.  No  private  or  public  roads  will  be 
permitted  to  connect  with  the  big  high- 
ways except  where  interchanges  are  pro- 
vided. 

Because  of  the  new  strict  limited 
access  requirements,  the  State  must  now 
re-negotiate  with  many  property-owners, 
not  only  for  the  additional  footage  to 
make  the  required  new  right  of  way 
width,  but  also  for  the  complete  control 
of  all  access. 

Adjustments  will  have  to  be  made 
eventually  to  close  all  local  road  con- 
nections at  grade,  including  the  farm 
roads  which  have  been  permitted  tem- 
porarily to  enter  the  highway.  The  State 
is  having  to  go  back  to  many  sections 


along  the  Interstate  routes  and  plan 
either  to  eliminate  the  crossing  or  to 
provide  an  overpass  or  interchange. 

In  the  future,  the  only  permitted  con- 
nections with  the  Interstate  routes  will 
lie  by  grade  separations  at  county  road 
and  State  highway  crossings.  Where 
enough  traffic  justifies  it,  interchanges 
with  ascending  and  descending  ramps — 
highway  cloverleafs — will  be  provided  to 
connect  all  public  roads  with  the  express- 
way. 

Why  do  the  new  superhighways  require 
such  strict  control  of  access?  To  preserve 
the  tremendous  federal  and  State  invest- 
ment in  rights  of  way  and  to  protect 
motorists  from  the  hazards  of  roadside 
congestion  and  entering  side  road  traffic. 

The  last  State  survey  showed  that  in 
North  Carolina  the  limited  access  dual- 
laned  highway  is  34  per  cent  safer  than 
the  same  design  of  highway  with  no  con- 
trol of  access. 

Without  control  of  access,  a  primary 
route  soon  loses  its  safety  and  traffic 
capacity.  A  sure  sign  of  a  highway's 
obsolescence  is  the  posting  of  reduced 
speed  limits.  As  the  roadside  ribbon  de- 
velopment grows,  traffic  congestion  in- 
creases. Eventually  the  highway  location 
must  be  abandoned  as  a  part  of  the  main- 
line, primary  road  system. 

The  limited  access  feature  protects  the 
highway  route  and  reduces  the  need  to 
be  continually  "building  another  road." 

Pending  the  outcome  of  a  law  suit 
questioning  the  Highway  Commission's 
authority  to  acquire  control  of  access, 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  put 
the  brakes  on  new  Interstate  construction 
in  the  State  for  several  months.  Recently, 
however,  upon  the  assurance  that  the 
Commission  would  have  its  authority 
soon  spelled  out  either  by  the  Supreme 
Court's  ruling  or  by  an  act  of  the 
Legislature,  the  federal  administrator  of

public  roads  relented  and  allowed  the 
Commission  to  advertise  two  Interstate 
jobs  in  the  January  22,  letting. 

For  a  ready  understanding  of  the 
status  of  each  section  on  the  Interstate 
system  in  North  Carolina,  the  routes 
have  been  marked  off  into  12  sections 
with  a  brief  bring-up  on  the  progress  of 
work  and  planning  in  each  section. 

1. 

(From  near  Waterville  at  the  Tennes- 
see State  line  southeast  to  near  Clyde 
and  east  past  Canton  near  US  19  and  23 
to  the  vicinity  of  Asheville). 

a.)  6.8  miles  of  grading  and  struc- 
tures, including  a  tunnel,  for  a  24-foot 
wide  traffic  lane  have  been  completed 
from  the  Tennessee  State  line  along  the 
Pigeon  River  to  Cold  Spring  Creek. 

b.  )  Detailed,  field  surveys  have  been 
completed  from  Cold  Spring  Creek  to 
Cove  Creek.  Construction  plans  are  now 
being  prepared  for  letting  to  contract 
within  the  next  six  months  the  link  from 
Cold  Spring  Creek  to  the  Walter's  Dam. 
Out  of  the  first  year's  increased  federal- 
aid  Interstate  construction  funds,  $2,200,- 
000  has  been  tentatively  allocated  to  Hay- 
wood County  for  the  grading  and  struc- 
tures for  dual-laning  the  Pigeon  River 
Road  from  Cold  Spring  Creek  to  the  dam. 

c.  )  The  location  surveys  have  been 
finished  from  the  dam  to  the  mouth  of 
Jonathan  Creek. 

d.  )  Detailed  surveys  have  not  as  yet 
been  made  from  the  mouth  of  Jonathan 
Creek  and  the  Pigeon  River  east  past 
Clyde  and  Canton  to  Asheville.  However, 
intensive  preparatory  studies  are  being 
made. 
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2. 

(From  Biltmore,  south  of  Asheville,  to 
the  South  Carolina  line). 

a.)  The  exact  route  for  the  Interstate 
system  in  this  section  has  not  yet  been 
determined.  Aerial  photography  will  be 
required  for  final  location  of  the  route.

(From  Asheville  east  near  US  70  to 
Morganton) . 

a.  )  From  Asheville  east  to  Ridgecrest, 
the  exact  route  for  the  Interstate  system 
has  not  been  determined. 

b.  )  From  Ridgecrest  east  to  Old  Fort, 
the  big  four-laned  mountain  highway 
has  been  completed  and  in  use  for  several 
years.  However,  right  of  way  details  must 
be  worked  out  to  bring  this  six-mile  link 
up  to  the  strict  control  of  access  required 
on  the  Interstate  route. 

c.  )  From  Old  Fort  bypassing  Marion, 
on  the  south,  to  NC  18,  south  of  Morgan- 
ton,  detailed  field  surveys  have  been 
completed.  Additional  survey  may  be  re- 
quired to  meet  the  latest  requirements  for 
Interstate  standards. 

d.  )  The  10.76-mile  link  in  Burke 
County  from  0.5  mile  south  of  present 
US  70,  and  one  mile  east  of  the  McDowell 
County,  running  east  to  NC  18,  two  miles 
southeast  of  Morganton,  is  included  in 
the  January  22,  letting.  The  work  in- 
volves grading  and  culverts. 

4. 

(From  NC  18,  south  of  Morganton, 
east  to  Statesville) . 

a.)  A  15-mile  stretch  from  NC  18,  south 
of  Morganton,  is  being  constructed  to  by- 
pass Valdese  and  Hildebran.  Grading  and 
structures  for  one  lane  on  this  link 
should  be  completed  by  next  summer. 
However,  right  of  way  for  complete  con- 
trol of  access  will  have  to  be  acquired 
before  the  new  highway  can  be  paved.  A 
total  of  $1,200,000  has  been  allocated  for 
this  paving. 
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b.  )  The  survey  is  underway  for  the 
location  of  the  Interstate  route  from 
Hildebran  east  to  Conover. 

c.  )  The  field  surveys  have  been  com- 
pleted from  Conover  to  the  Catawba  River 
and  plans  are  being  prepared  for  ac- 
quisition of  right  of  way  and  construc- 
tion. 

d.  )  A  contract  for  a  new  912-foot  long 
bridge  over  the  Catawba  River  between 
Iredell  and  Catawba  Counties  recently 
has  been  let. 

e.  )  Grading  for  one  lane  on  the  ten- 
mile  link  from  Catawba  River  east  to 
the  west  end  of  the  Statesville  bypass 
has  been  completed.  A  total  of  $600,000 
has  been  allocated  toward  paving  on  this 
construction.  This  section  will  require 
additional  right  of  way  negotiations  to 
acquire  full  control  of  access. 

5. 

(From  east  end  of  Statesville  bypass 
east  past  Mocksville  to  Greensboro). 

a.  )  Detailed  field  surveys  have  just 
begun  on  the  location  of  the  Interstate 
system  from  the  east  end  of  the  States- 
ville bypass  passing  Mocksville  and  end- 
ing on  US  158  at  the  Yadkin  River. 

b.  )  From  the  Yadkin  River  east  near 
US  158  to  the  west  end  of  the  Winston- 
Salem  Expressway,  the  location  field 
survey  has  been  completed. 

c.  )  In  Winston-Salem  proper,  the 
grading  and  structures  for  1.6  miles  of 
the  big  expressway  have  been  completed 
from  southwest  of  the  intersection  of 
Cloverdale  and  West  First  Street  east  to 
the  intersection  of  Liberty  Street.  In 
November,  a  contract  was  let  for  1.2  miles 
of  portland  cement  concrete  paving  on 
the  link. 

d.  )  Construction  is  also  underway  on 
1.5  miles  of  grading  and  structures  in 
building  a  second  section  of  the  express- 
way from  the  west  city  limits  of 
Winston-Salem  east  to  the  intersection 
of  Cloverdale  and  West  First  Street.

e.  )  The  survey  for  the  third  express- 
way section  from  Main  Street  east  to 
intersection  of  US  158  and  US  421  has 
been  completed  and  work  on  plans  for 
this  section  will  start  in  the  near  future. 

The  expressway  has  been  so  designed 
into  three  sections  that  each  can  operate 
independently  of  the  other  two.  When 
one  section  is  completed,  it  can  im- 
mediately be  used  without  waiting  for 
completion  of  the  other  two  sections. 

f.  )  A  single  24-foot  wide  traffic  lane 
has  been  completed  on  a  new  location 
from  the  east  city  limits  of  Winston- 
Salem  east  near  US  421  to  the  Kerners- 
ville  bypass. 

g.  )  Contruction  is  Hearing  completion 
for  16.5  miles  on  the  grading  and  struc- 
tures for  a  dual-lane  section  of  the  Inter- 
state system  from  the  Kernersville  by- 
pass southeast  across  country  to  the 
intersection  of  US  220,  29,  and  70,  south- 
west of  Greensboro.

(From  the  South  Carolina  line  near 
Grover  to  the  Cabarrus-Rowan  County 
line  near  Kannapolis.) 

a.  )  A  detailed,  field  location  survey 
has  just  been  started  from  near  Grover, 
at  the  South  Carolina  line,  eastward  near 
US  29  to  the  west  end  of  the  Charlotte 
bypass  at  the  Little  Rock  Road. 

b.  )  The  11.6-mile  relocation  of  US  29 
around  the  north  side  of  Charlotte  is 
well  along  and  should  be  completed  by 
the  end  of  1957.  The  new  location  of  the 
Interstate  system  is  being  graded  for  a 
dual-laned  highway  facility  and  includes 
more  than  ten  major  grade  separations 
and  interchanges.  A  total  of  $2,100,000 
has  been  allocated  for  dual-lane  paving 
of  this  section. 

c.  )  Aerial  mapping  will  be  used  in 
planning  the  location  of  the  Interstate 
route  from  the  east  end  of  the  Charlotte 
bypass  northeast  to  China  Grove. 

7. 

(From  Cabarrus-Rowan  County  line 
near  Kannapolis  northeast  to  a  junction 
with  the  western  prong  of  the  Interstate 
route  at  the  intersection  of  US  29,  70, 
and  220,  south  of  Greensboro). 

a.  )  A  15.2-mile  stretch  of  US  29  and 
70  is  being  built  on  a  new  location  to 
Interstate  standards  from  China  Grove 
northeast  bypassing  Salisbury  to  David- 
son County.  The  work  includes  a  big  new 
bridge  over  the  Yadkin  River.  This  phase 
of  the  construction  should  be  complete  by 
March,  1957.  A  total  of  $1,300,000  has 
been  allocated  for  dual-lane  paving  of  this 
section. 

b.  )  US  29  and  70  from  the  Yadkin 
River  east  to  Greensboro  is  already  dual- 
laned  and  has  parallel  service  roads  at 
some    sections.    However,  considerable 


right  of  way  revisions  and  re-negotiations 
with  property-owners  will  be  required  to 
bring  this  section  up  to  the  strict  limited 
access  standards  of  the  Interstate  sys- 
tem. A  total  of  $1,800,000  has  been 
allocated  for  the  final,  high-type  sur- 
facing and  shoulders  on  US  29  and  70 
from  near  Thomasville  to  NC  49  in 
Alamance  County. 

8. 

( From  Greensboro  near  US  70  east  to 
Durham.) 

a.  )  A  new  single  traffic  lane,  24  feet 
wide,  has  been  built  on  a  260-foot  wide 
right  of  way  from  south  of  Greensboro 
east  to  Efland.  Although  the  new  highway 
has  been  open  to  traffic  about  a  year, 
it  will  require  extensive  right  of  way 
negotiations  to  acquire  full  control  of 
access  and  terminate  all  entrances  at 
grade.  All  local  roads  which  now  enter 
the  main  highway  at  grade  must  either 
be  sealed  off  or  tied  into  service  roads. 
Additional  grade  separations  and  inter- 
changes will  have  to  be  built  to  bring  this 
section  up  to  proper  standards.  A  total  of 
$2,500,000  has  been  allocated  for  the 
grading  and  structures  for  dual-laning  of 
US  70  from  Greensboro  to  Efland. 

b.  )  A  detailed  field  survey  is  now  being 
made  for  the  location  of  the  Interstate 
route  from  Efland  east  to  the  west  end  of 
the  Durham  bypass.  A  total  of  $2,100,000 
has  been  allocated  for  the  grading,  right 
of  way  and  structures  for  a  dual-laned 
highway  from  Efland  east  to  near  Eno 
Station. 

c.  )  The  single-laned  Durham  bypass  on 
US  70  has  been  open  to  traffic  for  several 
years  but  will  require  extensive  right  of 
way  adjustments  before  the  second  lane 
can  be  built.  A  total  of  $1,500,000  has 
been  allocated  for  the  grading  and  struc- 
tures for  the  second  lane  of  the  bypass 
from  the  junction  of  US  70  and  70-A, 
west  of  Durham,  which  runs  east  to  the 
junction  of  US  70  and  15,  northeast  of 
Durham. 

9. 

(From  Durham  northeast  near  US  15, 
158,  and  1  to  the  Virginia  line). 

a.)  US  15  is  being  graded  for  4.7  miles 
on  a  new  location  to  Interstate  standards 
from  Durham  to  the  Neuse  River.  The 
grading  should  be  complete  soon.  A  total

of  $500,000  has  been  allocated  for  single 
lane  paving  of  this  link  which  runs  from 
the  junction  of  US  15  and  70,  east  of 
Durham,  northeast  to  the  Neuse  River. 

b.  )  Field  surveys  are  underway  for  the 
section  from  the  Neuse  River  near  US 
15  northeast  to  the  Oxford  bypass.  Exten- 
sive re-negotiation  for  necessary  right  of 
way  for  additional  lanes  for  both  Oxford 
and  Henderson  bypasses  will  be  required. 
Additional  grade  separations  and  inter- 
changes will  have  to  be  built;  control  of 
access  will  have  to  be  acquired. 

c.  )  The  detailed  field  surveys  have 
been  completed  from  Henderson  north- 
east near  US  1  to  the  Virginia  line.  A 
total  of  $2,600,000  has  been  allotted  for 
dual-lane  grading  and  structures  for 
this  section  which  runs  from  Middleburg 
(just  north  of  Henderson)  on  a  new 
location  to  the  Virginia  line. 

10. 

(From  near  Rowland  at  the  South 
Carolina  line  northeast  near  US  301  to 
Fayetteville) . 

a.  )  The  field  survey  has  been  largely 
completed  from  the  South  Carolina  line 
to  the  south  end  of  the  Lumberton  by- 
pass. However,  a  tentative  selection  of 
the  location  of  the  Interstate  route  at 
the  South  Carolina  line  has  been  made. 
Negotiations  are  underway  for  formal 
approval  by  both  the  North  and  South 
Carolina  highway  authorities. 

b.  )  Although  the  dual-laned  Lumberton 
bypass  was  recently  opened  to  traffic, 
some  revision  of  its  right  of  way  will  be 
required  to  bring  it  up  to  the  strict  limit- 
ed access  standards  of  the  Interstate 
system.  This  may  require  additional 
grade  separations  and  interchanges. 

c.  )  Some  field  surveys  have  been  made 
from  the  north  end  of  the  Lumberton 
bypass  to  the  Cumberland-Robeson 
County  line,  about  six  miles  south  of 
Fayetteville.  Additional  surveys  will  be 
required.

(From  Fayetteville  near  US  301  to 
Wilson) . 

a.  )  The  detailed,  field  survey  has  been 
completed  from  one  mile  north  of  the 
Cape  Fear  River  north  near  US  301  to 
the  Harnett  County  line.  A  total  of  $2,- 
600,000  has  been  allocated  for  dual-lane 
grading  and  structures  for  this  section. 

Included  in  the  January  22,  letting  is 
a  Cumberland  County  job  involving  3.53 
miles  of  grading  and  structures  in  the 
relocation  of  US  301  to  Interstate 
standards  from  about  two  miles  north  of 
Fayetteville  running  northeast. 

b.  )  In  Harnett  County,  nine  miles  of 
grading  and  structures  for  single-lane 
paving  have  been  completed  on  a  location 
to  Interstate  standards  from  one  mile

Geologists  Play 
Vital  Role  in 
Highway  Work

Since  its  inception  in  the  Division 
of  Materials  and  Tests  nearly  six  years 
ago,  the  Geology  Department,  under  the 
direction  of  Chief  Materials  Engineer 
C.  E.  Proudley  has  grown  from  one 
fledgling  geologist  to  five  full-time 
staff  geogolists  and  one  materials 
technician. 

Nearly  every  highway  organization 
in  the  country  now  employs  the  serv- 
ices of  geologists  in  some  important 
phase  of  highway  construction.  The 
problems  to  be  solved  vary  greatly  in 
different  localities,  but  for  the  most 
part  they  consist  of  some  type  of  sub- 
surface exploration.  Kansas;  according  to 
the  latest  available  information,  employs 
21  geologists  — ■  presumably  the  largest 
number  in  any  State  highway  depart- 
ment. 

In  North  Carolina,  90  per  cent  of  all 
geological  problems  involve  subsurface 
exploration.  In  addition  to  the  subsur- 
face work,  the  geology  department  is 
training  one  of  its  members  in  petro- 
graphic  analysis  of  rocks  at  N.  C.  State 
College.  In  time,  studies  and  selection 
of  aggregates  for  use  in  highway  con- 
struction can  be  made  with  a  special 
microscope  designed  for  examination  of 
rocks  and  minerals. 

In  conjunction  with  this  study,  the 
department  is  compiling  a  geological 
map  and  index  of  all  aggregates  used  by 
the  Highway  Commission.  They  have 
developed  a  huge  topographic  map  of  the 
State  by  using  U.  S.  Geological  Survey 
maps  on  the  scale  of  one  to  250,000.  The 


map  proper  measures  4xl0-feet  and  is 
probably  the  largest  topographic  map 
in  the  State. 

The  department  maintains  a  sizeable 
mineral  collection  and  museum  which 
contain  samples  of  the  many  aggregates 
used  in  highway  construction. 

Their  chief  contribution  to  the  Com- 
mission, so  far,  has  been  in  subsurface 
exploration.  The  problems  are  many  and 
varied  but  can  be  generally  classified  in 
three  groups:  quarry  location,  borrow 
investigation,  and  excavation  investiga- 
tion. Their  most  frequently-used  equip- 
ment for  conducting  these  surveys  are 
the  core  and  augar  drill  and  the  electri- 
cal sounding  equipment.  In  addition, 
various  hand  tools  are  sometimes  uti- 
lized. The  work  of  the  department  is 
reviewed  by  Proudley  as  well  as  the 
engineer  in  whose  division  or  district  the 
work  is  performed. 

Some  of  the  important  road  jobs  in 
which  the  geologists  have  participated 
include  the  new  location  of  a  road 
through  the  Croatan  National  Forest  in 
Division  Two;  the  new  location  of 
US  301  in  the  Fourth  Division;  the  West 
Durham  Bypass  and  US  1  in  the  Fifth 
Division;  US  52  and  601  work  in  the 
Tenth  Division;  and  the  relocation  of 
US  421  in  the  Eleventh  Division. 

The  geologists  have  also  done  ex- 
tensive land-slide  and  fill-slide  investi- 
gative work  in  the  13th  ond  14th  Divis- 
ions. They  have  made  clay  investiga- 
tions in  Nash  County,  done  marine  re- 
search in  the  Albemarle  Sound  region, 
and  even  investigated  the  subsurface  of 
the  proposed  Wake  County  hospital  site. 

Future  projects  for  the  geologists  in- 
clude a  tunnel  investigation  on  the 
Pigeon  River  Interstate  route  and  a 
study  of  the  subsurface  in  the  proposed 
Interstate  route  in  the  Fifth  Division. 

The  importance  and  effectiveness  of 
geology  in  highway  engineering  was  ably 


demonstrated  by  the  successful  meeting 
of  geologists  and  engineers  at  the 
"Seventh  Annual  Symposium  on  Geo- 
logy as  Applied  to  Highway  Engineer- 
ing." The  conference  was  jointly  spon- 
sored by  the  Highway  Commission  and 
N.  C.  State  College  last  February.  Nine 
states  as  well  as  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia and  one  foreign  country  were  repre- 
sented at  the  meeting. 

North  Carolina  was  one  of  the  first 
states  to  utilize  the  services  of  a  pro- 
fessional geologist  in  connection  with 
highway  construction.  Back  in  1846,  the 
State  employed  Dr.  Elisha  Mitchell,  a 
Yale  man,  to  study  routes  between  Fay- 
etteville  and  Salisbury.  Dr.  Mitchell  was 
a  chemistry  professor  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  for  many  years.  He 
later  lost  his  life  while  exploring  the 
mountain  in  western  North  Carolina 
which  now  bears  his  name. 

The  succeeding  heads  of  the  North 
Carolina  Geological  Survey  wielded  tre- 
mendous influence  on  roadbuilding  in 
the  State.  The  first  of  these  was  J.  A. 
Holmes  who  was  for  many  years  a  driv- 
ing force  behind  the  good  roads  move- 
ment in  the  State.  He  became  the  first 
secretary  of  the  "Good  Roads  Associa- 
tion," and  later  became  chief  of  the 
U.  S.  Bureau  of  Mines. 

Colonel  Joseph  Hyde  Pratt,  State 
Geologist,  was  the  next  secretary  of  the 
"Good  Roads  Association"  and  held  this 
position  until  the  success  of  the  As- 
sociation no  longer  made  it  necessary. 
Colonel  Pratt  was  chairman  of  the  1915 
State  Highway  Commission  organized 
by  Governor  Locke  Craig  of  Asheville 
and  continued  to  exert  influence  until 
the  reorganization  of  the  Commission 
in  1919  by  Governor  Bickett. 

With  such  an  illustrious  heritage,  the 
geology  department  hopes  to  make  a 
worthwhile  contribution  to  highway 
engineering  by  serving  with  even  great- 
er efficiency  and  merit. 
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Modern  Highway  Management  Proposed 

By  Study  Group  and  Haskins  &  Sells 


The  seven-man  highway  study  com- 
mission, created  by  the  1955  Legislature 
at  the  Governors  request,  made  its 
formal  report,  December  20.  The  group 
made  11  recommendations: 

1.  "That  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion be  composed  of  seven  members,  ap- 
pointed for  staggered  four-year  terms  by 
the  Governor  in  such  manner  to  repre- 
sent all  interests  of  the  State,  both  geo- 
graphic and  economic.  We  further  recom- 
mend that  the  chairman  be  designated  by 
the  Governor  for  a  two-year  term,  at  the 
time  of  each  biennial  group  of  appoint- 
ments." 

2.  "That  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion, with  the  approval  and  consent  of 
the  Governor,  appoint  a  Director  of  High- 
ways, who  shall  be  the  executive  head  of 
the  Highway  Department.  We  further 
recommend  that  this  individual  be  select- 
ed for  his  overall  administrative 
capacity  and  that  he  be  a  career  official 
appointed  for  a  four-year  term  over- 
lapping the  term  of  the  Governor." 

3.  "The  creation  of  an  operations 
branch,  under  a  chief  engineer,  with 
responsibilities  for  construction,  main- 
tenance, equipment  and  laboratory  work." 
The  organisation  of  this  branch  would 
be  determined  by  the  Highway  Commis- 
sion and  Director  of  Highways  "as  from 
time  to  time  in  their  discretion  they 
deem  it  best  for  the  control  of  activities." 

4.  "The  Creation  of  a  program  branch, 
directly  responsible  to  the  Director  of 
Highways,  charged  with  developing  a 
long-range  financial  plan  and  a  long- 
range  program  and  we  recommend  that 
information  developed  by  this  branch 
be  utilized  more  fully  by  the  Commission 
and  the  Director  of  Highways  in  the 
developing  of  plans  and  policies." 

5.  "The  creation  of  an  accounting 
branch,  headed  by  a  controller  appointed 
by  the  Director  of  Highways  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Highway  Commission 
and  the  Governor.  We  recommend  that 
this  branch  be  responsible  for  develop- 
ing adequate  accounting  and  cost  systems 
to  provide  a  basis  for  proper  financial 
management  of  the  States  highway 
operations."  Further,  that  the  Highway 
Department  be  subject  to  "an  annual 
business-type  audit." 

6.  "That  serious  study  be  given  to  im- 
proving the  personnel  policies  which  con- 
cern highway  employees.  We  believe  that 
an  improved  organization,  together  with 
other  specific  changes,  will  improve 
morale  at  all  levels  and  that  this  in  turn 
will  improve  performances  at  all  levels." 


7.  "That  restrictions  be  placed  on  the 
political  activity  of  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  the  Highway  Department,  in 
order  that  highway  operations  be  re- 
moved from  politics." 

8.  "We  recommend  the  creation  of  a 
legal  branch  headed  by  an  assistant  at- 
torney general." 

9.  "That  the  Highway  Department 
periodically  prepare  plans  for  the  addi- 
tion, maintenance  and  construction  of 
secondary  roads  in  each  county,  in  ac- 
cordance with  standards  and  criteria 
established  by  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission, and  that  in  the  process  of 
preparation  they  consult  with  the  board 
of  commissioners  in  each  county,  giving 
such  boards  the  opportunity  to  make 
written  recommendations  to  the  depart- 
ment." 

10.  "That  an  expanded  public  informa- 
tion program  be  inaugurated  in  order 
that  the  public  may  be  informed  of  the 
work  of  the  Highway  Commission.  It 
is  our  opinion  that  if  the  public  were 
informed,  they  would  have  a  fuller  under- 
standing of  our  road  and  highway  prob- 
lems, and  they  would  be  ready  and  more 
willing  to  support  it." 

11.  "That  highway  funds  support 
prison  operations  only  to  the  extent  that 
prison  labor  performs  a  real  service  to 
the  roads  and  highways  of  the  State,  and 
that  prison  operations  in  excess  of  the 


fair  value  received  by  support  from  the 
General  Fund." 

The  study  group  observed  that  the 
present  arrangement  tends  to  result  in 
14  highway  commissions,  each  with  its 
own  standards  and  policies.  The  report 
does  not  say  what  would  be  done  about 
the  present  14  divisions,  their  shops  and 
division  engineers. 

The  group  further  recommended  that 
'The  name  of  the  Commission  be  shorten- 
ed to  'State  Highway  Commission'  in 
order  to  emphasize  the  highway  aspect 
of  its  activity."  The  "State  Highway 
Commission"  would  be  used  only  to  refer 
to  the  proposed  new  seven-member  State 
highway  policy  board  while  the  highway 
organization  itself  would  be  called  the 
"State  Highway  Department." 

The  present  chief  administrative 
official,  the  State  Highway  Chairman, 
would  become  known  as  "Director  of 
Highways"  and  would  not  serve  on  the 
Commission  while  the  proposed  new  com- 
mission chairman  would  have  no  ad- 
ministrative functions  other  than  to  pre- 
side over  meetings  of  the  board. 

The  study  commission  was  headed  by 
State  Sen.  Claude  Currie  of  Durham.  The 
ather  members  were  State  Sen.  Clarence 
Stone  of  Stoneville;  Reps.  B.  T.  Falls, 
Jr.,  of  Shelby;  James  G.  Stikeleather, 
Jr.,  of  Asheville  and  Carroll  R.  Holmes 
of  Hertford;  Mayor  Harold  Makepeace 
of  Sanford;  and  John  G.  Clark  of  Green- 
ville, a  former  State  highway  commis- 
sioner. Several  of  their  recommendations 
would  be  subject  to  Legislative  action.

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NEW  AMENDMENTS  TO  SOCIAL  SE- 
CURITY ACT  OF  VITAL  IMPORTANCE 
TO  ALL  EMPLOYEES.  I  am  quoting 
herein  certain  things  for  your  informa- 
tion, pertinent  to  the  subject: 

TAX  ADVANCE— effective  January  1, 
1957,  the  Social  Security  Tax  advances 
Vt%  for  employer,  or  a  total  deduction 
for  Social  Security  of  2Vi%  for  the 
employee,  this  being  matched  by  the 
State.  This  increase  is  only  25c  on  $100 
salary,  or  a  total  increase  of  only  $10.50 
per  year  on  the  maximum  salary  of 
$4200.  The  benefits  to  be  derived  are 
so  much  greater  that  this  increase  is 
not  noticeable. 

DISABILITY— If  you  are  disabled  and 
are  50  years  of  age  or  older,  you  may 
be  eligible  for  disability  insurance  pay- 
ments after  June,  1957;  if  you  are  dis- 
abled and  your  disability  began  while 
you  were  under  18  years  of  age,  you  may 
be  eligible  after  1956  to  receive  child's 
insurance  benefits  even  after  reaching 
a,ge  18  if  either  your  father  or  your 
mother  is  receiving  old-age  insurance 
payments  or  if  you  have  lost  the  sup- 
port of  a  parent  through  death;  if  you 
are  disabled  and  have  not  yet  reached 
50  years  of  age,  you  may  be  eligible 
to  have  your  social  security  earnings 
record  "frozen"  to  protect  your  own  and 
your  family's  rights  to  future  benefit 
payments  because  of  old  age,  disability, 
or  death. 

To  qualify  for  disability  insurance 
payments  at  age  50  or  to  have  your  earn- 
ings records  frozen  while  you  are  dis- 
abled, you  must  have  social  security 
credit  for  5  years  of  work  in  the  10 
years  before  the  established  beginning 
date  of  your  disability  AND  1%  years 
of  work  in  the  3  years  before  that  date. 
Active  military  service  at  any  time 
after  September  15,  1940,  and  work  in 
the  railroad  industry  after  1936  may 
count  toward  the  disability  freeze  but 
can  count  toward  disability  insurance 
payments  only  under  more  limited  con- 
ditions. You  must  be  so  severely  dis- 
abled that  you  are  not  able  to  engage  in 
any  substantial  work  and  if  your  disa- 
bility is  expected  to  continue  indefinite- 
ly. If  you  are  temporarily  disabled,  or  if 
you  are  only  partly  disabled,  you  are  not 
eligible. 

If  you  meet  all  requirements  for  disa- 
bility insurance  payments  and  make  your 
application  for  the  payments  no  later 
than  December,  1957,  you  will  get  pay- 
ments beginning  with  July;  if  applica- 
tion is  made  after  December,  1957,  no 
payments  can  be  made  for  any  month 


before  the  application  was  made.  You 
may  file  an  application  on  or  after  Oc- 
tober 1,  1956. 

Disability  insurance  payments  are  not 
made  in  addition  to  old-age  or  survivor 
benefits.  The  amount  of  payments  de- 
pend on  average  earnings;  it  is  the 
same  amount  as  you  would  be  entitled  to 
under  old-age  insurance  if  you  were 
age  65. 

NEW  BENEFITS  FOR  WOMEN— If 
you  are  a  working  woman,  you  may  be- 
come entitled  to  social  security  payments 
after  you  reach  age  62  instead  of  having 
to  wait  until  65;  however,  if  you  choose 
to  take  the  payments  before  age  65,  the 
amount  of  the  monthly  benefit  you  will 
receive  will  be  permanently  reduced.  If 
you  are  the  wife  of  a  man  who  is  get- 
ting social  security  retirement  payments, 
you  may  become  entitled  to  a  wife's  in- 
surance benefits  after  reaching  age  62 
instead  of  waiting  until  65;  if  you 
choose  the  earlier  payments,  the  amount 
of  the  monthly  benefit  will  be  reduced 
permanently.  If  your  husband  dies,  you 
may  become  entitled  to  social  security 
benefits  as  a  widow  when  you  reach  age 
62  instead  of  having  to  wait  until  65, 
and  your  benefits  are  not  reduced. 

If  you  choose  as  a  working  woman 
to  take  monthly  benefits  as  soon  as  you 
reach  62,  the  amount  of  each  month's 
payment  will  be  80%  of  what  you  would 
get  if  you  were  65.  The  amount  would  be 
86  2/3%  if  you  waited  until  age  63  to 
begin  receiving  payments,  and  if  you  wait 
until  age  64  to  begin,  the  amount  would 
be  93 1/3%.  If  you  elect  the  earlier  or 
reduced  benefits,  the  monthly  amount 
will  continue  the  same  after  you  reach 
age  65. 

If  you  are  the  wife  of  a  man  entitled 
to  old-age   insurance  benefits,   you  can

begin  receiving  payments  as  soon  as  you 
reach  age  62.  The  amount  of  your  pay- 
ment each  month,  if  you  begin  receiving 
payment  at  age  62,  will  be  only  75%  of 
what  it  would  be  if  you  wait  until  age 
65.  If  you  wait  until  age  63  to  begin  re- 
ceiving payments,  the  amount  will  be 
83  1/3%;  if  you  wait  until  age  64,  the 
amount  will  be  912/3%.  The  reduced 
amount  is  continued  after  you  reach  age 
65,  also. 

If  a  working  woman  chooses  the  earl- 
ier payments,  at  the  reduced  rate,  the 
payments  to  her  dependents  (children 
or  dependent  husband  or  dependent,  par- 
ents) will  not  be  reduced..  The  amount 
of  work  required  to  make  payments  pos- 
sible on  your  social  security  account 
depends  on  the  date  you  reach  age  62  or 
the  date  of  your  death.  At  least  1%  years 
of  work  are  required  but  never  more 
than  10  years. 

MILITARY  SERVICE— If  you  are  a 
member  of  the  uniformed  services  of 
the  United  States,  you  will  get  social 
security  credit  for  the  base  pay  you  re- 
ceive for  active  duty  or  active  duty  for 
training  after  1956;  your  military  serv- 
ice after  1956  can  count  toward  both 
military  retirement  pay  and  social  se- 
curity payments;  your  share  of  the 
social  security  tax  to  pay  for  this  pro- 
tection will  be  deducted  from  your  pay. 
If  you  were  on  active  duty  in  the  mili- 
tary or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States 
between  September  15,  1940,  and  Jan- 
uary 1,  1957,  you  will  get  social  security 
wage  credits  of  $160  per  month  for  this 
service  unless  certain  other  Federal 
benefits  are  payable;  payments  from  the 
Veterans'  Administration  do  not  affect 
your  right  to  old-age  and  survivors  in- 
surance payments;  no  tax  deductions 
are  made  from  your  pay  for  this  protec- 
tion. 

For  the  active  duty  credits  between 
September  15,  1940,  and  January  1,  1957, 
your  discharge  or  release  must  have 
been  under  conditions  other  than  dis- 
honorable and  you  either  had  as  much 
as  90  days  of  service  or  were  discharged 
or  released  due  to  disability  or  injury  in- 
curred or  aggravated  in  the  line  of  duty. 

THESE  CHANGES  are  beneficial  to 
you,  as  employees,  or  to  your  dependents. 
It,  is  suggested  that  you  keep  these  new 
benefits  in  mind,  and  if  you  find  it  nec- 
essary to  avail  yourself  of  any  of  them, 
contact  the  local  representative  or  office 
of  Social  Security.

the  Chairman  and  the  14  Commissioners 
had  already  approved  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Haskins  and  Sells  account- 
ing firm  which  had  made  a  detailed  study 
of  the  organizational  structure  of  the 
Highway  Commission. 

Haskins  and  Sells  recommended: 

1.  A  general  reorganization  of  the 
Raleigh  headquarters  staff  and  its  engi- 
neering departments. 

2.  Centralization  of  accounting,  record- 
keeping, payroll,  inventory  and  budg- 
etary affairs. 

3.  A  new  planning  department  to  put 
planning  on  a  statewide  basis  and  an 
arrangement  to  put  construction  opera- 
tions on  a  statewide  basis. 

4.  A  new  controller's  department  in 
which  the  present  auditor's  department 
would  be  one  of  several  divisions. 


5.  Complete  liaison  with  the  State 
Budget  Bureau  so  that  every  fiscal  opera- 
tion of  the  Highway  Department  would 
be  known  to  and  subject  to  control  by 
the  Budget  Bureau. 

The  firm  said  they  sought  to  bring  the 
Commission's  fiscal  controls  up  to  date, 
outline  an  effective  system  of  manage- 
ment controls,  to  consolidate  similar  but 
separated  operations  and  to  fix  duties 
and  responsibilities. 

The  new  planning  department  would 
deal  with  long-range  planning  for 
ten  years  ahead  and  short-term  planning 
for  two  years,  all  in  terms  of  state-wide 
needs,  "rather  than  on  regional  or  geo- 
graphic considerations  alone." 

The  changes  would  mean  that  field 
personnel,  particularly  engineers,  could 
be  freed  from  some  of  the  tedious  paper- 
work they  now  must  handle.  Construction 
and  maintenance  expenditures  would  be 
controlled  by  a  work  order  method.  The 
work  orders  would  contain  information 
for  both  engineering  and  budget  pur- 
poses and  would  give  the  Budget  Bureau 
a  picture  of  what  is  involved. 

Under  the  new  plan,  several  depart- 
ments with  similar  phases  of  work  would 
be  consolidated  so  that  the  number  of 
department  heads  reporting  directly  to 
the  Chairman  and  Chief  Engineer  would 
be  reduced,  e.g.,  consolidating  the  com- 
pensation, personnel,  and  safety  depart- 
ments under  one  head;  placing  the  right 
of  way  department  under  the  legal  de- 
partment. A  new  staff  section,  the  Stores 
Department  would  be  created  to  take 
care  of  all  supplies,  paints  and  materials. 

Both  reports  emphasized  that  any 
changes  would  be  made  gradually  with 
existing  personnel  who  would  be  allowed 
time  to  adjust  to  the  new  methods.

Winston-Salem  Host 
To  Commissioners 

Winston-Salem  was  host  to  the  High- 
way Commissioners  in  their  regular 
monthly  meeting,  November  2.  The 
Commission  approved  12  contracts  in- 
cluding a  $490,000  paving  job  for  the 
first  section  of  the  Winston-Salem  East- 
West  Expressway. 

Plans  were  also  outlined  for  comple- 
tion of  the  expressway  which  will  carry 
US  421  and  US  158  through  the  city. 
Commissioner  Emmett  Winslow  of  Hert- 
ford reported  on  heavy  flood  damage 
along  a  six-mile  stretch  of  US  158 
through  the  village  of  Nags  Head.  The 
group  discussed  but  took  no  action  on 
a  request  for  some  $100,000  in  funds  for 
flood  control  measures  to  prevent  simi- 
lar damage  in  the  future. 

The  Commission  sided  with  Hugh 
Morton,  owner  of  Grandfather  Mountain, 
in  voting  against  federal  plans  to  move 
the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway  route  about  a 
mile  higher  up  the  mountain.  Morton  had 
contended  the  federally  proposed  route 
would  do  heavy  damage  to  the  mountain 
and  its  scenery.  Chairman  Graham  said 
the  high  route  would  mean  a  1,700-foot 
tunnel  while  the  lower  route  would  pro- 


vide equally  fine  scenery,  Morton  had 
agreed  previously  to  donate  the  needed 
property  if  the  parkway  were  built  along 
the  lower  route. 

After  the  meeting,  the  Commissioners, 
the  Division  Engineers,  and  their  wives 
toured  the  Old  Salem  restoration  and 
were  guests  of  Salem  College  for  a  lunch- 
eon. That  afternoon,  the  group  toured 
the  expressway.  The  Commissioners 
were  guests  at  a  dinner  at  the  Forsyth 
Country  Club  that  night.  Commissioner 
James  A.  Gray  of  Winston-Salem  was 
toastmaster. 

Among  those  who  made  short  talks 
were  E.  G.  Lackey,  chairman  of  the 
highway,  street  and  traffic  committee  of 
the  Winston-Salem  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce; Fred  Linton,  executive  vice 
president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce; 
R.  M.  Hanes,  honorary  chairman  of  the 
board  of  Wachovia  Bank  and  Trust 
Company;  and  Highway  Chairman 
Graham. 

Saturday,  the  group  toured  Wake 
Forest  College  and  the  out-of-town  guests 
were  guests  of  Commissioner  and  Mrs. 
James  Gray  for  a  luncheon  at  the  Gray 
home  at  2700  Reynolds  Road.  Most  of 
the  Commissioners  stayed  over  in  Win- 
ston-Salem to  see  the  Wake  Forest-N.  C. 
State  College  football  game. 


Material  Men  Confer 

The  Washington,  D.  C,  District  Coun- 
cil of  the  American  Society  for  Testing 
Materials  held  its  annual  dinner  meet- 
ing at  the  Sir  Walter  Hotel,  December 
14.  Chief  Materials  Engineer  C.  E. 
Proudley,  a  Vice-President  of  the  Dis- 
trict Council,  was  in  charge  of  the 
arrangements. 

More  than  100  society  members  from 
North  Carolina,  Virginia,  West  Virginia, 
Maryland  and  the  district  of  Columbia 
attended  the  meeting.  Dr.  R.  A.  Schatzel 
of  Rome,  New  York,  President  of  the

Road  Bill  Approved 

Regarding  the  recently  passed  high- 
way reorganization  bill,  the  WINSTON- 
SALEM  JOURNAL  commented:  "Gov- 
ernor Hodges  got  nearly  all  he  sought 
in  the  highway  reorganization  bill  which 
has  now  become  law.  T'he  measure  ap- 
proved by  the  General  Assembly  last 
week  reduces  the  size  of  the  State  High- 
way Commission  from  15  to  7  and,  in 
effect,  abolishes  the  district  representa- 
tion plan.  It  places  the  active  administra- 
tion of  the  highway  department  in  the 
hands  of  a  career  executive  and  confines 
the  functions  of  the  commission  chair- 
man to  that  of  a  presiding  officer  over 
meetings  of  that  body. 

"But  the  legislators  made  a  few 
changes,  some  of  them  fairly  important, 
in  the  original  proposal.  The  new  law 
provides  that  the  seven  members  of  the 
new  commission,  while  directed  to  repre- 
sent the  whole  state,  are  to  come  from 
different  areas  of  the  state.  The  state 
is  to  be  divided  into  different  geographic 
sections  with  one  or  more  commissioners 
coming  from  each.  The  law  also  requires 
the  commission  to  hold  public  meetings 
in  different  sections  of  the  state  each 
year  in  order  that  the  people  can  main- 
tain convenient  contact  with  the  high- 
way authorities  and  discuss  their  road 
needs.  Furthermore,  it  is  specified  that 
the  commission,  rather  than  the  highway 
director,  shall  have  final  say  on  second- 
ary road  matters.  The  'no  politics'  sec- 
tion of  the  original  measure  also  was  cut 
out. 

"Except  for  the  omission  of  the  'no 
politics'  section,  the  legislative  changes 
were  largely  designed  to  prevent  the  new 
centralized  administrative  system  for 
the  highway  department  from  becoming 
too  far  removed  from  the  people. 


"The  announced  aim  of  the  centralized 
system  is  to  eliminate  the  conditions 
under  which  individual  commissioners 
could  act  as  more  or  less  independent 
bosses  in  their  districts  and  build  up  the 
roads  of  those  districts  without  proper 
regard  for  the  needs  of  the  state  as  a 
whole.  But  legislators  feared  that  the 
proposed  new  program  might  swing  too 
far  toward  the  other  extreme  by  cen- 
tralizing all  the  controls  in  Raleigh.  The 
area  representation  plan  apparently  is 
not  aimed  at  obstructing  the  statewide 
planning  policy  desired  by  the  Governor, 
but  to  guarantee  every  important  geo- 
graphical area  will  have  a  commissioner 
to  whom  it  can  take  its  problems. 

"The  section  prohibiting  political  ac- 
tivity on  the  part  of  highway  personnel 
ostensibly  was  deleted  on  the  assump- 
tion that  any  'no  politics'  provision  of 
this  sort  should  apply  to  all  state  de- 
partments. But  other  considerations,  pos- 
sibly of  a  political  nature,  may  have  had 
their  influence  in  the  decision  to  de- 
lete. 

"However,  that  may  be,  the  new  high- 
way program,  as  finally  shaped  and 
approved,  appears  to  establish  the  frame- 
work for  a  more  closely-knit  and  effec- 
tively directed  state  highway  program. 
Rut  it  will  lie  some  time,  of  course,  before 
the  state  finds  out  if  the  fulfillment 
equals  the  promise."

New  Manual  Released 

A  1957  Truck  Drivers  Guide  has  been 
sent  recently  to  the  more  than  2,000 
truck  drivers  employed  by  the  Com- 
mission. 

It  is  recommended  reading,  however, 
to  all  highway  employees  who  use  and 
drive  State  equipment,  both  cars  and 
trucks. 

Various  sections  in  the  40-page  printed 
booklet  deal  with  general  truck  mainten- 
ance, lubrication  and  tightening,  clean- 
ing and  repair  of  tools  and  tires,  battery, 
duties  during  scheduled  maintenance 
and  inspections,  maximum  speeds,  road 
rules  and  traffic  regulations,  accident 
preventions,  proper  signals,  fire  precau- 
tions, and  fire  fighting. 

The  booklet  reminds  the  State  truck 


driver  that  he  is  employed  by  a  State 
agency  —  the  Highway  Commission  — 
and  hence  working  for  the  citizens  of 
the  State.  Drivers  are  urged  to  extend 
every  right  and  courtesy  practicable  to 
other  drivers  on  the  road.  Truck  drivers 
are  reminded  that  "The  Highway  De- 
partment and  State  will  be  judged  by 
your  conduct  on  the  road,  so  continue 
to  maintain  our  reputation  for  courtesy, 
service  and  efficiency." 

Defensive  driving  is  stressed.  The 
"defensive  driver"  is  careful  to  commit 
no  driving  errors  himself,  makes  allow- 
ances for  lack  of  skill  or  improper  at- 
titudes of  other  drivers,  and  doesn't  al- 
low hazards  of  weather  or  road  condi- 
tions or  the  actions  of  pedestrians  and 
other  drivers  to  involve  him  in  an  acci- 
dent. 

It.  is  pointed  out  that  "for  'official  use 
only',  stamped  on  the  truck  door,  means 
just  what  it  says.  State  equipment  must 
not  be  used  for  personal  advantage  or 
benefit." 

Preventive  maintenance  is  also  stress- 
ed. In  non-technical  language,  the  func- 
tions of  the  component  parts  of  a  truck 
are  explained.  The  booklet  should  make 
the  average  truck  driver  not  only  better 
qualified  to  intelligently  handle  any 
trouble  when  it  occurs  but  also  to  inflict 
less  abuse  on  the  complicated  and  ex-j 
pensive  motor  truck  which  is  entrusted 
to  his  care  every  time  he  gets  behind 
the  wheel. 

The  truck  drivers  guide  was  prepared 
by  State  Maintenance  Engineer  B.  W. 
Davis  with  the  aid  of  material  from  the 
N.  C.  State  College,  Division  of  Ex- 
tension —  Truck  Driver  Training  School; 
United  States  Service  Manuals;  and  the

Commission  Announces  Big 

Road  Program  for  the  State 


An  ambitious  $71,615,000  construc- 
tion program  for  19  57  was  recently 
outlined  by  the  Commission.  The  $71,- 
615,000  figure  includes  right  of  way. 
engineering',  contingencies  and  land- 
scaping and  is  a  rough  estimation  of  the 
final  cost. 

The  actual  starting  of  many  jobs  will 
depend  on  progress  in  acquiring  right 
of  way,  availability  of  materials,  and 
progress  of  contractors  in  completing 
current  jobs. 

Some  of  the  major  projects,  having  a 
contract  estimate  of  $200,000  or  more, 
which  the  Commission  plans  to  start 
in  1957  include: 

Dare,  grading  and  structures  for  a 
new  inland  route  of  US  158  from  Wright 
Memorial  Bridge  to  Whalebone  on 
Roanoke  Island. 

Bertie,  the  bypass  on  US  13  and 
paving  the  relocation  of  US  17  at 
Windsor. 

Martin,  widening  and  resurfacing  US 
17  from  Williamston  south  for  16  miles. 

Pasquotank,  acquire  right  of  way  and 
start  grading  and  structure  work  in 
widening  US  17  to  four  lanes  from 
Elizabeth  City  for  ten  miles  north. 

("raven,  10.5  miles  of  paving  the  addi- 
tional lane  of  US  70  from  one  mile 
north  of  Riverdale,  south  to  intersection 
of   NC    101.    near    the    Cherry  Point 


Marine  Air  Base.  This  job  was  included 
in  the  February  letting. 

Pitt,  1.3  5  miles  of  paving  XC  11  on 
the  west  side  Greenville  bypass  and  a 
connection  with  US  264.

Prestressed  Girders 
For  Cape  Fear  Bridge 

The  new  Cape  Fear  River  Bridge  at 
Elizabethtown  is  one  of  the  first  major 
bridges  to  be  built  with  pre-stressed 
concrete  girders.  An  11-ton  pre-stressed 
concrete  beam,  cast  in  the  Durham  plant 
of  the  N.  C.  Products  Corporation  in 
Raleigh,  is  shown  above.  It  is  loaded 
and  ready  for  delivery  to  the  Elizabeth- 
town  bridge  construction  site. 

The  big  new  bridge  will  have  an  over- 
all length  of  one-fifth  of  a  mile.  It  will 
have  seven  concrete  approach  spans  at 
either  end  and  two  steel  spans  in  the 
middle. 

The  52-foot  long  girders,  each  weigh- 
ing 11  tons,  are  being  delivered  at  the 
rate  of  one  a  day  on  a  specially-designed

Vance,  grading  and  structures  in  a 
major  relocation  of  US  1  to  Interstate, 
standards  from  Middleburg  to  the 
Virginia  State  line. 

Harnett,  a  new  bridge  is  to  be  built 
on  a  new  location  over  the  Cape  Fear 
River  on  US  401  (old  15-A),  north  of 
Lillington.  Regrading,  new  structures 
and  resurfacing  is  planned  on  US  401 
from  south  of  Lillington  to  Cumberland 
County  line,  a  distance  of  about  nine 
miles.

Wake,  grading  and  structures  on  a 
new  location  of  US  1,  south  of  Raleigh, 
from  near  Meredith  College  to  east  of 
Apex.  This  is  to  be  a  four-lane  express- 


trailer-truck.  The  massive  I-beams  have 
been  cast  to  the  specifications  of  the 
highway  engineering  staff. 

Each  of  the  14  approach  spans  will 
contain  seven  pre-stressed  concrete 
girders  which  will  support  a  reinforced 
concrete  floor.  There  will  be  9  8  concrete 
girders  in  all,  themselves  totalling  near- 
ly a  mile  in  aggregate  length. 

Each  concrete  girder  contains  2  6 
steel  cables  seven-sixteenths  of  an  inch 
in  diameter.  The  cables  are  four  or  five 
times  stronger  than  ordinary  reinforcing 
steel. 

Before  the  concrete  is  poured,  the  2  6 
cables  are  stretched  34  inches  by  jacks 
exerting  a  force  of  243  tons.  Then  the 
concrete  is  poured  in  steel  forms  around 
the  cables  while  they  are  stretched. 

When  tension  is  released  by  cutting 
the  cables  at  either  end  of  the  beam,  the 

way  by-passing  Cary  and  eliminating  an 
obsolete  section  of  US  1. 

Caswell,  paving  the  newly-graded  re- 
location of  NC  86  from  Yancey ville  to 
the  Virginia  State  line. 

Guilford-Forsyth,  paving  for  a  four- 
lane  expressway  on  a  just-graded  sec- 
tion of  Interstate  US  421  from  Kerners- 
ville  to  Greensboro.

cables  contract  in  length  and  expand 
somewhat  in  diameter  which  strength- 
ens the  concrete  by  forcing  it  together 
tightly.  That  prevents  any  likelihood  of 
the  beam  ever  cracking  or  sagging. 

The  contract  for  the  New  Elizabeth- 
town  bridge  was  let  last  August  to 
Wannamaker  &  Wells,  Inc.,  of  Orange- 
burg, S.  C,  on  a  bid  of  $701,689.  R.  L. 
Wicker  is  resident  engineer.  The  job  is 
slated  for  completion  by  January,  1958. 

The  new-type  piles  are  also  being 
used  in  construction  of  the  new  bridge 
between  Morehead  City  and  Beaufort  by 
McMeekin  Construction  Company  of 
Cheraw,  S.  C. 

A  total  of  200  pre-stressed  concrete 
piles,  each  49  feet  long,  are  being  cast 
at  the  Raleigh  plant  of  N.  C.  Products 
for  the  Gallants  Channel  bridge,  which 
has  a  contract  estimate  on  a  low  bid  of

Surry,  grading  and  structures  in  a 
partial  relocation  of  US  52  from  the 
Virginia  State  line  to  north  end  of  Mt. 
Airy  bypass. 

Wilkes-Yadkin,  paving  a  14-mile  sec- 
tion of  US  421  to  the  east  and  west  of 
Brooks  Cross  Roads. 

Iredell,  8.69  miles  of  grading  and 
structures  in  building  the  eastside  by- 
pass on  US  21  of  Statesville.  This  work 
was  included  in  the  January  letting. 

Iredell,  grading  and  structures  in  a 
nine-mile  modernization  of  US  21  from 
Statesville  south  toward  Charlotte. 

Catawba,  a  nine-mile  relocation  of 
US  70  to  Interstate  standards  for  a  four- 
laned  limited  access  expressway  from 
Conover  east  to  the  Catawba  River. 

Catawba,  9.22  miles  of  grading  in 
widening  to  four  lanes  the  present  two- 
laned  US  7  0  between  Conover  and 
Hickory.  The  work  was  included  in  the 
February  letting. 

Burke,  10.76  miles  of  grading,  cul- 
verts, structures  and  house  moving  in 
the  relocation  of  US  7  0  from  one  mile 
east  of  the  McDowell  County  line  run- 
ning east  to  the  bridge  over  NC  18,  two 
miles  southeast  of  Morganton.  The  work 
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One  of  the  bis  structures  on  the  15- 
mile  widening  and  relocation  of  US  23 
in  Macon  County  from  Franklin  to  the 
Georgia  line  is  shown  above.  The  150- 
foot  long  I-beam  bridge  is  over  the  Car- 
toogechaye  Creek.  S.  T.  Dsry  was  resi- 
dent engineer  on  the  work.

Buncombe,  a  major  urban  expressway 
will  be  started  in  Asheville.  It  will  run 
from  the  Beaucatcher  Tunnel  to  the 
West  Asheville  Bridge  approach.  Heavy, 
complex  grading  and  structures  are  in- 
volved in  this  limited  access  expressway 
to  relieve  traffic  congestion  in  down- 
town Asheville. 

Yancey-Mitchell,  grading,  structures 
and  paving  on  a  partial  relocation  of 
US  19-E  from  Burnsville  to  Spruce  Pine. 

Madison,  a  section  of  the  old,  crooked 
obsolete  US  70  is  to  be  relocated  from 
the  Ivy  River  toward  Walnut,  bypassing 
Marshall. 

Haywood,  construction  will  be  started 
on  the  structures  for  a  new  expressway 


Hickory  Bypass 

Resident  Engineer  D.  L.  Rink  reports 
the  new  2.6-mile  long  Hickory  bypass 
on  US  321  should  be  completed  this 
summer.  The  job  is  a  long-needed 
north-south  relocation  of  US'  321  from 
the  Caldwell  County  line  through  the 
western  edge  of  Hickory  to  US  6  4  and 
70. 

The  work  consists  of  grading,  drain- 
age, base  course,  paving,  two  reinforced 
concrete  box  culverts,  one  railroad  un- 
derpass, one  underpass  at  First  Avenue 
Southwest,  and  a  second  underpass  at 
Second  Avenue  and  Fourteenth  Street 
Southwest. 

The  picture,  at  left,  shows  the  com- 
pleted Southern  Railroad  underpass 
while  the  one,  at  right,  shows  the  First 
Avenue  Southwest  underpass  which  was 
complete  except  for  handrail.  The  third 
major  structure  is  still  under  construc- 
tion. 

There  is  about.  3,500  linear  feet  of 
storm  drain,  ranging  in  size  from  15  to 
7  2  inches  in  diameter.  All  of  the  project 
from  the  north  city  limits  of  Hickory 
to  US  64  and  70  is  dual-laned.  About 


on  US  19-23  through  Canton — now  one 
of  the  worst  delay  points  on  the  whole 
highway  system. 

Haywood,  heavy  mountain  grading 
and  structures  in  building  the  Interstate 
Pigeon  River  route  from  Cold  Spring 
Creek  via  Walters  Dam  to  Cove  Creek. 
The  expressway  will  connect  with  a 
similar  Interstate  highway  at  the  State 
line  leading  to  Knoxville,  Tennessee. 

Haywood-Jackson,  grading,  structures 
and  paving  in  modernization  of  an  obso- 
lete section  of  US  19-A — 23  from 
Balsam  Gap  west  to  Willets  through 
heavy  mountain  terrain.  The  contract 
was  let  in  the  winter. 

Jackson,  grading,  structures  and  pav- 
ing in  a  relocation  of  US  19-A  and  441 
for  some  nine  miles  west  of  Dillsboro. 


2,000  linear  feet  is  divided  highway 
while  about  3,500  linear  feet  has  con- 
crete curb  and  gutter  along  both  sides 
as  well  as  along  the  four  to  nine-foot 
wide  median  strip. 

The  job  was  started  in  September, 
1955.  Clement  Brothers  of  Lenoir  are 
the  general  contractors.  Kerr  Sand  Com- 
pany of  Hickory  is  doing  the  grading 
and  drainage  work  while  Dickerson, 
Inc.,  of  Monroe  is  building  the  struc- 
tures. The  Lee  Meeks  Company  of  Bel- 
ton,  S.  C,  is  building  curb,  gutter,  and 
sidewalks.  Clement  Brothers  are  placing 
the  stabilized  aggregate  base  course 
while  Midstate  Contractors  of  Hickory 
are  doing  the  bituminous  surface  treat- 
ment. 

The  contract  estimate  was  $50  2,517 
with  an  overrun  of  about  .$75,000  due 
to  revising  part  of  the  storm  drains  and 
adding  a  portion  to  the  Second  Avenue 
Bridge. 

Rink's  construction  party  includes 
T.  A.  Winkler,  Jr.,  Instrumentman : 
F.  P.  Poovey,  Structure  Inspector;  G.  I. 
Pearce  and  C.  L.  Rector,  Inspectors  on 
roadway  items;  and  E.  P.  Jones,  In- 
spector at  the  concrete  plant. 
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LEGISLATURE  just  beginning  its 
session  at  the  time  this  is  being  written 
— main  committees  not  appointed,  but 
expected  in  few  days.  It  is  anticipated 
that  hearings  before  the  Appropriations 
Committee  will  begin  at  least  by  March 
1.  It  will  be  our  plan  to  sit  in  on  as 
many  of  those  as  possible,  and  to  appear 
in  behalf  of  State  Highway  Employees 
during  the  hearings  on  salary  increases. 

GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE  —  with 
which  you  are  all  familiar  now  from 
newspaper  and  radio  publicity  —  was 
very  forceful,  straight  to  the  point,  and 
well  planned  from  the  view  of  a  long- 
range  program  for  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  to  follow  in  continued  pro- 
gress. Governor  did  not  mention  specific 
percentages  on  salary  increases,  but  the 
budget  as  presented  is  in  amounts  of 
approximately  8  %  for  regular  em- 
ployees and  about  10%  for  school  teach- 
ers. You  are,  I  am  sure,  familiar  with 
fights  that  are  developing  in  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  increase  these  amounts. 
There  is  some  thinking  that  terms  of  3 
increments  in  each  salary  range  would 
be  equitable,  which  would  run  about 
8  % .  There  is  some  thinking  that  t  hose 
at  the  maximums  or  above  for  their 
particular  ranges  should  not  be  in- 
creased, with  the  thought  they  are  be- 
ing paid  more  than  their  job  calls  for 
now.  Our  thinking  is  not  that  at  all,  be- 
cause cost  of  living  increases  do  not 
recognize  any  particular  group,  but 
affects  all  people.  Such  a  plan  as  this 
would  affect  our  key  employees  over  the 
State,  with  a  large  percentage  of  con- 
struction personnel  in  that  category,  as 
well  as  others  in  skilled  classes.  How 
can  they  continue  to  talk  about  the 
shortage  of  skilled  and  trained  em- 
ployees, engineers  and  others,  the  in- 
ability to  secure  replacements  in  com- 
petition with  other  p  a  ying  higher 
salaries,  and  then  have  such  an  idea 
as  saying  no  salary  increases  should  be 
granted  to  those  now  at  or  above  maxi- 
mums. These  maximums  were  reached 
due  to  long  years  of  service,  and  the  em- 
ployee therein  has  no  place  to  go  except 
for  promotions  (which  are  limited)  and 
nothing  to  look  forward  to  except  a  gen- 
eral increase  from  legislation.  We  are 
going  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  block  all 
such  moves  as  this,  and  to  certainly  try 
to  increase  the  percentage  increase. 

LEGISLATIVE  PROGRAM — Salaries 
— an  increase  of  at  least  15%  straight 
across  the  board,  retroactive  as  far  as 
practicable  in  view  of  funds  on  hand  and 


in  reasonable  prospect.  This  Association 
took  unprecedented  action  in  the  19  55 
Session  by  publicly  stating  we  were  not 
asking  for  increases  due  to  economic 
picture  at  the  time.  We  now  realize  the 
changes,  have  suffered  long  and  patient- 
ly, and  feel  justified  in  this  request.  Em- 
ployment Security  Commission  survey 
on  jobs  comparable  to  ours  in  North 
Carolina  shows  a  total  wage  increase  of 
17.8%  since  1952,  the  date  of  our  last 
increase.  Also,  firms  in  North  Carolina, 
covered  by  ESC  Law  had  a  total  wages 
increase  of  14.6%  last  year. 

Any  funds  necessary  for  wage  classi- 
iication  adjustments  should  be  appro- 
priated separate  and  apart  from  straight 
salary  increases. 

Retirement  —  certain  clarifying 
amendments  to  be  introduced  and 
sponsored  by  the  Retirement  System 
Board  of  Trustees.  Information  will  be 
furnished  at  the  proper  time  on  these. 

Longevity  —  to  grant  periodic  in- 
creases to  those  who  have  reached  the 
maximum  of  their  salary  ranges,  to  be 
granted  on  basis  of  continued  good 
service  in  the  same  classification.  We 
are  asking  the  Legislature  to  establish  a 
study  commission  to  survey  this  situa- 
tion, gather  data,  and  report  to  the 
Governor  prior  to  the  19  59  General  As- 
sembly.

Division  Engineer  Stewart  recently 
completed  35  years  of  service  with  the 
Commission.  July  1.  19  53,  he  moved 
from  North  Wilkesboro  to  Winston- 
Salem  where  he  took  charge  of  the 
newly-created  Ninth  Division  comprised 
of  Davidson,  Davie,  Forsyth,  Rowan  and 
Stokes  Counties.

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Engineers  Confer 

Chief  Engineer  Bill  Rogers  presided 
over  an  all-day  meeting  of  the  14  Division 
Engineers  and  the  Raleigh  Department 
heads  in  Raleigh,  March  1. 

Discussion  ranged  from  the  new  in- 
service  engineering  training  program  to 
the  revised  construction  standards  for 
the  Interstate  system. 

Rogers  stressed  that  full  control  of  ac- 
cess must  be  acquired  before  construction 
begins  and  before  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads  will  pay  its  share  of  constructing 
the  new  superhighways.  No  fences  and 
no  crops  will  be  allowed  on  the  right  of 
way  of  Interstate  highways.  All  points 
of  entry  or  access  must  be  nailed  down 
in  the  field  inspections  and  on  the  plans 
before  construction  begins.  Instead  of  260 
or  300  feet  for  the  Interstate  roads,  the 
federal  standards  now  specify  "sufficient" 
right  of  way  for  the  highway  design 
plus  an  additional  15  feet  outside  the 
slopes.  Roughly,  traffic  interchanges 
should  be  spaced  no  closer  together  than 
three  miles  in  rural  areas. 

When  making  new  locations,  the  field 
men  were  urged  to  stay  clear  of  en- 
croaching on  railroad,  utility  and  tele- 
phone rights  of  way,  TVA  property,  and 
of  small  cities  or  towns  which  can't 
afford  to  pay  their  1  ,/3  share  of  right 
of  way  costs. 

The  Highway  Commission  cannot  hold 
up  final  payment  to  a  contractor  even 
though  he  leaves  unpaid  bills  in  a  com- 
munity. However,  the  Commission's  legal 
department  can  forward  such  unpaid  bills 
and  claims  to  the  prime  contractor  and 
the  bonding  company. 

Rogers  reminded  the  field  men  that 
any  encroachment  agreement  must  first 
be  approved  in  the  Raleigh  office  before 
the  actual  encroachment  or  construction 
starts. 

Chairman  Graham  cited  the  critical 
years  ahead  and  said  "we  must  fully 
utilize  our  federal  funds  which  have  been 
allocated  during  the  first  three  con- 
struction years  of  the  big  road  program." 

Asphalt  Schools  Held 

The  annual  asphalt  plant-mix  con- 
struction conference  was  held  at  six 
different  locations  across  the  State  dur- 
ing January  and  February. 

Resident  engineers,  inspectors  and 
construction  men  attended  and  partici- 
pated in  the  conference. 

Materials  Engineer  C.  E,  Proudley 
explained  the  conversion  to  total  per 
cent  passing,  the  new  method  of  com- 
puting extraction  tests,  and  new 
sampling  requirements. 

H.    Fred    Waller,    Jr..  Laboratory 


Supervisor  of  the  Bituminous  Research 
Department,  discussed  the  inspector's 
reports  and  laboratory  test  reports. 

Research  Engineer  A.  Duke  Morgan 
talked  on  sampling  and  testing  bitumi- 
nous pavements  for  compliance  with 
density  requirements. 

Bituminous  Engineer  T.  V.  Fahne- 
stock  discussed  and  explained  the  new 
specifications. 

Plant  inspection  and  operation  was 
explained  by  Bill  Ellis,  John  Walton,  and 
Ed  Gill,  engineers  with  the  Bituminous 
Department. 

Graham  Egerton  spoke  on  roadway 
inspection.  Fahnestock  lead  the  general 
discussion  which  closed  the  meeting. 

The  same  refresher  course  was  held 
for  the  field  personnel  at  each  of  the 
following  locations:  Greenville,  Fayette- 
ville,  Raleigh,  Albemarle,  Winston- 
Salem,  and  Asheville. 

Central  Prison  Gets 
Supervisory  Training 

A  supervisory  training  program  in 
self-improvement  is  in  progress  at  Cen- 
tral Prison,  Warden  K.  B.  Bailey  re- 
ports. 

The  training  is  unique.  There  are  no 
text  books,  no  outside  reading.  It's  not 
a  lecture  course  but  an  action  and  group 
participation  course  in  self-improvement 
under  the  direction  of  Bob  Whitfield. 

Since  January,  two  groups  of  14-1") 
men  each  have  been  meeting  for  a  two- 
hour  session  each  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
night. 

The  first  sessions  were  spent  in  de- 
veloping self-confidence  and.  overcoming 
fear  of  speaking  before  the  group.  Later 
sessions  dealt  with  basic  grammar, 
organization  of  thoughts  and  material, 
conference  leadership  and  participation, 
procedures  for  handling  problems,  and 
human  relations. 

Bailey  said  the  course  had  been  en- 
thusiastically received  by  his  men  and 
the  interest  of  the  group  had  been  main- 
tained throughout.  He  was  agreeably 
surprised  at  the  rapid  progress  and  the 
active  participation  of  the  g  r  o  u  p. 
Already,  he's  noticed  a  definite  improve- 
ment of  the  men  in  their  day-to-day 
work,  e.g.,  giving  and  receiving  instruc- 
tions, making  themselves  more  easily 
understood,  and  participating  in  staff 
meetings.  The  course  has  given  the  men 
more  ease  and  self-confidence,  he  added. 

After  an  initial  class  got  underway, 
enthusiasm  was  so  high  that  more  men 
wanted  the  training  than  was  room  in 
the  class.  A  second  class  was  organized. 

The  course  is  strictly  voluntary.  The 


men  attend  on  their  own,  not  State  i 
time.  Whitfield  has  done  an  excellent  jot 
of  leading  the  group  and  the  men  ap-i 
preciate  his  giving  up  personal  time  tc 
be  with  them,  Bailey  said. 

Whitfield,  Assistant  Personal  Directoi 
with  the  Highway  Commission  since 
September,  1956,  was  in  the  textile  and 
chemical  industry  field  for  a  number  ot 
years.  He  specialized  in  public  and  in- 
dustrial relations.  From  actual  experi- 
ence, he  knows  the  value  of  training.

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Tourist  Map  Out 

The  new  1957  four-color  State  Highway 
map  is  now  off  the  press  and  being  dis- 
tributed. Chairman  A.  H.  Graham  re- 
ports. 

The  handsome  new  colored  (red,  blue, 
breen  and  yellow)  map  is  one  of  the  finest 
the  highway  Commission  has  ever  pro- 
duced, Graham  added. 
|  One  major  route  change  on  the  map 
is  the  elimination  of  US  15-A  in  its 
[entirety  between  Creedmoor  and  the 
South  Carolina  line  via  Raleigh,  Fayette- 
ville  and  Laurinburg.  NC  59  has  also 
been  eliminated  from  Warrenton  to 
Raleigh  via  Louisburg.  A  new  US  high- 
way number,  US  401,  beginning  at  Nor- 
lina  has  been  established  in  place  of  15-A 
and  NC  59.  The  new  US  401  markers, 
Graham  said,  have  now  been  placed 
from  Norlina  via  Louisburg,  Raleigh, 
Fayetteville,  and  Laurinburg.  US  401 
continues  to  its  southern  terminus  at 
Sumter,  South  Carolina. 

NC  50  has  been  extended  from  Garner 
north  through  Raleigh  to  Creedmoor  to 
replace  15-A  through  this  stretch. 

Three  other  route  changes  on  the  map 
show  the  extension  of: 

US  13,  from  its  present  terminus  at 
Windsor  southwest  via  Williamston, 
Bethel,  Greenville,  and  Snow  Hill  to 
Goldsboro. 

NC  50,  from  Faison  southeast  to  War- 
saw, Kenansville,  Chinaquipin,  Maple 
Hill  and  Surf  City  south  to  New  Topsail 
Beach. 

NC  210,  from  Rocky  Point  via  Surf 
City  north  to  New  River  Inlet. 

In  the  west,  NC  105  has  been  design- 
ated for  the  new  scenic  mountain  high- 
way from  Linville  to  Boone.  The  new 
highway  extends  for  17  miles  on  a  new 
location  through  the  mountains. 

To  facilitate  the  movement  of  through 
traffic,  all  primary  US  highways  and 
bypasses  are  shown  in  red.  For  the  first 
time,  all  the  State's  four-laned  highways 
have  been  designated  by  a  black  band 
along  the  red  primary  routes. 

Another  map  first  is  the  link  across 
the  Croatan  Sound  marking  the  new 
William  B.  Umstead  Bridge  between 
Mann's  Harbor  and  Roanoke  Island.  The 
fine  three-mile  long  bridge  replaces  the 
long-time  ferry  service  at  that  point  and 
opens  up  the  Outer  Banks  to  mainland 
traffic.  It  will  be  formally  dedicated  April 
25. 

For  easier  reference,  schedules  for  the 
State-operated  Alligator  River  and  Ore- 
gon Inlet  ferries  have  been  moved  from 
the  back  to  the  face  of  the  map  near 
actual  location  of  the  ferries. 

For  the  first  time  in  response  to  popu- 
lar demand  and  usage,  the  15  roadside 
parks,  built  and  maintained  by  the  High-

way  Commission  for  the  convenience  of 
the  motoring  public,  are  listed  with  their 
respective  locations  keyed  to  the  map. 
The  roadside  parks  feature  off-road  park- 
ing, protected  drinking  water  supply, 
modern  restrooms,  picnic  tables,  and 
fireplaces.  There  is  no  charge  for  use  of 
the  parks.  However,  Graham  urged  park 
users  to  cooperate  in  keeping  the  areas 
clean. 

Since  the  1956  map,  two  towns  have 
grown  enough  population-wise  to  be 
shown  as  cities.  Chapel  Hill  and  Lumber- 
ton  now  qualify  with  10,000  or  more  year- 
round  residents  and  are  shown  as  "cities" 
on  the  map. 

The  face  of  the  map  has  a  highway  log 
showing  the  approximate  mileage  be- 
tween North  Carolina  towns  via  num- 
bered highways.  For  easy  location,  an 
index  to  cities,  towns,  county  seats  and 
points  of  interest  is  keyed  to  the  map. 

The  back  of  the  map  gives  the  out  of 
State  tourist,  as  well  as  the  Tar  Heel 
motorist,  a  representative  view  of  the 
State  by  featuring  16  full-color  pictures 
of  typical  scenes  in  North  Carolina.  Also 
shown  are  the  State  Flag,  the  State  Bird 
(Cardinal),  the  State  Flower  (Dogwood), 
and  the  State  Seal.  The  pictures  show 
Grandfather  Mountain,  Biltmore  House, 
Bridal  Veil  Falls,  Duke  University 
Chapel,  Pinehurst  Golf  Course,  Wright 
Brothers  Memorial,  an  xVtlantic  Beach 
scene,  Cherokee  Indian  Reservation. 
Rhododendron  on  Roan  Mountain,  Blue 
Ridge  Parkway,  horseback  riding  in 
eastern  Carolina,  Arlie  Gardens  at  Wil- 
mington, and  Hatteras  Lighthouse.  In 
addition  .three  pictures  —  the  Old  Salem 
Restoration  in  Winston-Salem,  the  Tryon 
Palace  Restoration  at  New  Bern,  and  the 
new  William  B.  Umstead  Bridge  con- 
necting Roanoke  Island  to  the  mainland 
— ■  appear  for  the  first  time  on  the  map. 

Graham  said  that  50,000  of  the  new 
maps  are  available  for  free  distribution. 
As  in  years  past,  the  map  was  drawn  by 
C.  M.  Sawyer,  cartographer,  under  the 
supervision  of  W.  W.  Hampton,  research 


and  cartographic  editor.  The  maps  were 
printed  by  the  Winston  Printing  Com- 
pany in  Winston-Salem. 

Graves  Cover  Road 

The  Highway  Commission  is  called 
upon  to  cope  with  many  problems.  One 
of  the  strangest  was  the  removal  of  16 
graves  which  had  sprawled  across  an 
Ashe  County  Road  in  the  Sutherland 
Community  after  heavy  rains  loosened  a 
bank  below  a  cemetery. 

Under  the  direction  of  District  Engi- 
neer C.  A.  Hayworth  of  Boone  and  Road 
Maintenance  Supervisor  J.  T.  Winkler 
of  West  Jefferson,  highway  workers 
cleared  the  blocked  road  of  more  than 
12,000  yards  of  dirt.  A  West  Jefferson 
Funeral  Home  moved  some  of  the  graves 
to  the  upper  part  of  the  cemetery,  higher 
up  on  the  hill.  Other  graves  were  re- 
moved to  the  cemetery  of  the  Rock 
Creek  Methodist  Church  and  the  Osborne 
cemetery  back  of  the  Robinson  home. 

Scene  of  the  cemetery  slide  was  high  on 
a  hill  in  the  Sutherland  Community,  over- 
looking the  New  River  where  members 
of  the  Cornett  family  and  others  had 
been  laid  to  rest  in  a  peaceful  cemetery 
for  nearly  a  century. 

The  rest  of  some  of  the  dead  was  dis- 
turbed when  the  earth  literally  opened 
up.  A  crevice  which  started  at  the  foot 
of  the  hill  on  the  road  far  below  climbed 
until  it  reached  the  cemetery  and  then 
spread  across,  leaving  a  crack  which 
divided  some  of  the  older  graves,  taking 
some  of  them  clown  the  hill  a  short  dis- 
tance. 

Most  of  the  graves  which  slid  into 
the  road  had  been  there  for  many,  many 
years,  with  the  exception  of  a  soldier, 
Cornett,  who  was  buried  there  in  1948. 


Mallison  Dies 

The  Second  Division  was  saddened  by 
the  death  of  Paul  Edward  Mallison,  57, 
from  a  heart  condition,  February  28. 

He  had  been  with  the  State  for  many 
years  and  at  the  time  of  death  was  Di- 
vision Prisons  Supervisor  for  the  Second. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Englewood 
Methodist  Church,  a  World  War  I  vet- 
eran, a  member  of  the  American  Legion, 
and  the  Forty  and  Eight.  He  was  edu- 
cated in  the  public  schools  of  Craven 
County,  Elon  College,  and  Old  Trinity 
College. 

Survivors  include  his  wife,  the  former 
Bera  Jackson;  and  three  brothers,  Earl 
M.  of  Spring  Hope;  Clyde  T.  of  Green- 
ville; and  Robert  D.  of  Warwick,  Va. 
The  deceased  had  been  a  resident  of 
Rocky  Mount  for  26  years.

First  In-Service  Training  Program  Started 


The  Highway  Commission's  first  in- 
service  training  program  for  young  en- 
gineers got  underway  March  11,  Chair- 
man A.  H.  Graham  recently  announced. 

A  key  construction  engineer  from  each 
of  the  14  highway  divisions  across  the 
State  completed  a  one-week  refresher 
course  at  State  College  in  Raleigh  March 
11-15,  on  teaching  engineering  fundamen- 
tals. 

The  14-man  group  under  the  guidance 
of  three  State  College  civil  engineering- 
professors  brushed  up  their  elementary 
engineering  and   teaching  techniques. 

Graham  pointed  out  that  the  14  engi- 
neers were  carefully  chosen  as  instructors 
from  the  Commission's  most  outstanding 
and  efficient  field  engineers.  Because  the 
brunt  of  the  in-service  training  program 
will  be  on  their  shoulders,  Graham  said, 
the  14  instructor-engineers  were  selected 
on  the  basis  of  their  engineering  back- 
ground and  their  teaching  ability. 

Small  Groups  To  Be  Trained 

"These  14  key  engineers  are  now  set- 
ting up  classes  of  10-12  young  highway 
engineers  in  their  respective  areas.  A 
large  percentage  of  our  capable  construc- 
tion and  location  employees  in  the  En- 
gineering Aide  I  and  II  and  Highway 
Enineer  I  classification  are  not  college 
trained.  These  young  construction  em- 
ployees do  have  tremendous  potential, 
however,  if  they  are  properly  trained. 

"We  hope  to  give  them  at  least  a  work- 
ing knowledge  of  engineering  funda- 
mentals that  our  college-trained  engi- 
neers get  in  their  regular  courses.  Al- 
though most  of  the  younger  men  have 
had  some  field  experience  with  us,  there 
is  a  definite  need  for  organized  training 
so  that  they  can  assume  greater  respon- 
sibilities and  more  effectively  carry  out 
their  work. 

"With  the  big  federal  road  program 


shifting  into  high  gear,  we  must  make 
the  most  of  our  available  engineering- 
talent.  It  is  imperative  that  an  adequate 
staff  of  well-trained  personnel  be  main- 
tained to  successfully  carry  out  this  ex- 
panded road  program. 

"The  instructor-engineer  may  conduct 
classes  in  more  than  one  location  within 
his  division,  depending  on  the  number 
and  location  of  the  employees.  For  the 
best  results,  the  classes  will  be  limited  to 
10-12  men,"  Graham  said. 

"The  men  who  will  be  trained  in  the 
field  must  have  a  minimum  of  six  months 
highway  service.  They  will  be  selected 
by  the  division  engineer  in  cooperation 
with  the  Resident  Engineer,  on  the 
basis  of  ability  and  potential  for  devel- 
opment. 

Class  and  Field  Instruction 

"The  course  will  require  about  four 
hours  of  classroom  and  field  instruction 
per  week  for  a  period  of  24  weeks. 
Classes  may  be  held  one  morning  each 
week,  probably  in  the  division  or  district 
office. 

"Midway  through  the  course,"  Graham 
continued,  "the  14  instructor-engineers 
will  return  to  Raleigh  for  another  brief- 
ing session  at  State  College  to  review 
material  to  be  taught  the  remainder  of 
the  course  and  to  iron  out  any  problems 
that  have  arisen." 

Graham  explained  that  the  training- 
program  is  to  be  taught  in  the  field, 
rather  than  in  Raleigh,  since  the  trainee 
can  best  be  stimulated  by  a  course  that 
is  one-half  classroom  theory  and  one-half 
supervised  field  instruction. 

The  first  course  will  deal  with  the 
fundamentals  of  surveying,  e.g.,  measur- 
ing differences  of  earth  elevation,  using 
a  transit,  lettering,  note  keeping,  cross 
sections  by  computing  the  area  and  vol- 
ume of  earthwork,  spiral,  transition,  and 
vertical  curves,  and  drafting.

Graduate  Engineers  Also  Trained 

Graham  said  the  highway  personne 
department  is  currently  developing  a: 
in-service  training  program  for  youn 
graduate  engineers.  In  an  effort  to  at 
tract  and  hold  competent  engineerin 
graduates,  the  Commission  will  put  th 
young  graduate  engineers  through  a  27 
months  long  on-the-job  course.  Durin 
that  period,  each  trainee  will  spend  sev 
eral  months  in  nine  key  highway  depart 
ments  learning  the  various  phases  ofl 
highway  work. 

Graham  stressed  that  the  current  in 
service  training  program  is  just  a  starte 
or  pilot  operation  and  it  is  his  hope  tha 
in-service  training  will  be  a  continuini 
operation  and  can  be  expanded  into  othe 
phases  of  highway  work. 
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Wilson  Retires 

Webb  Promoted 

After  31  years  of  highway  service, 
Chief  Right  of  Way  Engineer  T.  B. 
Wilson  of  Raleigh  retired  April  1. 

Wilson's  long-time  assistant,  W.  H. 
Webb,  Jr.,  has  been  promoted  to 
Wilson's  position. 

The  Commission  praised  Wilson  for 
his  many  years  of  "conscientious,  unself- 
ish public  service  to  the  State"  in  direct- 
ing acquisition  of  land  for  new  highways 
across  the  State. 

By  training  and  experience,  Webb  is 
amply  qualified  to  carry  on  this  vital, 
all-important  work  for  the  Highway 
Commission. 

Wilson,  64,  a  native  of  Ellenton, 
S.  C,  is  a  graduate  civil  engineer  from 
Clemson  College.  Prior  to  coming  with 
the  Highway  Commission  in  1921,  he 
worked  briefly  with  the  Erie  and  Penn- 
sylvania Railroads.  During  World  War 
I,  he  served  as  a  Private  First  Class  in 
an  observation  balloon  company  which 
did  front-line  map  work. 

His  highway  service  includes  work  as 
an  instrumentman  and  then  resident 
engineer  on  road  construction  for  six 
years.  From  1927  to  1932,  he  left  State 
service  to  be  a  partner  in  the  W.  L. 
Jones  Construction  Company. 

With  the  dissolvement  of  the  partner- 
ship in  1932,  he  returned  to  highway 
work  as  a  resident  engineer.  In  1936,  he 
was  transferred  from  construction  to 
right  of  way  work.  In  1942,  he  became 
acting  Chief  Right  of  Way  Engineer  and 
the  following  year,  his  promotion  was 
made  permanent. 

Wilson's  wife  is  the  former  Lillian 
Swain.  He  is  a  Presbyterian,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  N.  C.  Society  of  Engineers  and 
the  Raleigh  Exchange  Club. 

Right  of  Way  is  a  Big  Job 

Main  duties  of  the  right  of  way  de- 
partment include  acquiring  necessary 
land  for  all  highways,  securing  suitable 
road  materials  along  the  routes  for  con- 
struction and  maintenance,  and  handling 
all  damage  claims,  except  contractors', 
on  construction. 


Under  the  expanded  highway  pro- 
gram, the  importance  of  land  acquisition 
has  grown  to  such  proportions  that  the 
right  of  way  department  maintains  a 
seven-man  Raleigh  staff  as  well  as  a 
Senior  and  two  Junior  Right  of  Way 
Engineers  in  each  of  the  14  highway 
divisions  across  the  State. 

Webb  is  a  Civil  Engineer 

W.  H.  Webb,  Jr.,  49,  the  new  Chief 
Right  of  Way  Engineer,  is  a  native  of 
Hillsboro.  In  19  29,  he  graduated  with 
a  B.S.  degree  in  civil  engineering  from 
the  University  of  North  Carolina. 

He  then  worked  with  the  construction 
department  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road for  1 V2  years  before  coming  with 
the  Highway  Commission  in  1931  as  an 
instrumentman  on  construction.  A  year 
later,  he  was  transferred  to  the  location 
department  where  he  worked  as  in- 
strumentman, party  chief,  and  drafts- 
man on  the  location  of  many  roads,  e.g., 
from  Mann's  Harbor  to  Stumpy  Point, 
from  Soco  Gap  to  Cherokee,  and  the 
Blue  Ridge  Parkway. 

When  the  right  of  way  department 
was  separated  from  the  location  depart- 
ment in  1942,  he  became  Senior  Right  of 
Way  Engineer  in  the  Raleigh  office.

Shepherd  Episcopal  Church.  He's  also  a 
member  of  the  N.  C.  Society  of  Engi- 
neers. His  wife  is  the  former  Margaret 
Ward.  They  have  one  son,  ten-year  old 
W.  H.  Webb,  III. 

The  new  Chief  Right  of  Way  Engi- 
neer is  the  son  of  Freda  T.  and  the  late 
W.  H.  Webb. 

Paving  Progresses 

Paving  on  the  first  link  of  the 
Winston-Salem  Expressway  got  under- 
way in  April.  The  new  highway  will 
ultimately  carry  US  421  and  US  158 
through  the  city. 

The  contractor,  Wright  Contracting 
Company  of  Columbus,  Georgia,  is  cur- 
rently placing  four  inches  of  subgrade 
reinforcement. 

When  completed,  the  expressway  will 
be  one  of  the  most  complete  facilities  for 
moving  traffic  in  the  south.  It  will  have 
four  traffic  lanes  divided  by  a  median 
strip  with  extra  lanes  for  acceleration 
and  deceleration  lanes  at  interchanges. 

In  addition,  there  will  be  a  seven-foot 
wide  strip  adjacent  to  each  right-hand 
lane  for  emergency  stops.  The  strip  will 
be  colored  with  iron  oxide  to  contrast 
with  the  regular  traffic  lanes. 

The  entire  project  will  be  curbed  and 
guttered  with  no  business  establish- 
ments, driveways  or  other  entrances  or 
crossings  at  grade.  With  normal  weather 
conditions,  the  project  will  be  open  to 
traffic  about  the  middle  of  July. 


Likes  Courtesy 

Written  expressions  of  appreciation 
for  a  job  well-done  are  few  and  far  be- 
tween. However,  the  highway  personnel 
department  recently  received  the  follow- 
ing letter  from  the  personnel  supervisor 
of  the  Ramseur  Worsted  Mills  Corpora- 
tion : 

"I  would  like  to  bring  to  your  atten- 
tion an  incident  which  occurred 
recently.  I  was  traveling  in  Randolph 
County  on  Highway  902  between  Cole- 
ridge and  Highfalls,  when  I  encountered 
a  section  restricted  to  one-lane  traffic 
due  to  road  work.  The  two  flagmen  were 
John  Culverson  and  George  Callahan.  I 
wish  to  commend  their  unusually  polite 
and  helpful  attitude,  which  enabled  me 
to  pass  quickly  and  easily  over  this 
stretch  of  road  to  be  on  time  for  an  im- 
portant appointment,  for  which  I  would 
have  been  late  had  not  these  two  men 
been  so  alert  and  courteous.  As  I  am 
a  personnel  supervisor,  I  particularly 
noticed  this  fine  attitude;  and  I  would 
like  to  say  that  never  in  all  my  travels  in 
this  state  or  other  states  have  I  en- 
countered anyone  in  this  type  of  work 
who  showed  more  politeness.  If  your  de- 
partment continues  to  employ  such  per- 
sonnel, I  believe  that  you  will  be  sub- 
jected to  much  less  criticism  from  the 
general  public." 

Cover  Picture 

Cover  Picture  shows  the  new  Cape 
Fear  River  Bridge  being  built  at  Eliza- 
bethtown.  It  is  one  of  the  first  to  be 
built  by  the  State  with  pre-stressed  con- 
crete girders.  The  job  is  slated  for  com- 
pletion by  January,  1958.  The  big  new 
bridge  will  have  an  overall  length  of 
one-fifth  of  a  mile.  It  will  have  seven 
concrete  approach  spans  at  either  end 
and  two  steel  spans  in  the  middle.

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With  the  expanded  federal-aid  high- 
way program  swinging  into  high  gear, 
the  State  Highway  Commission  is  hard- 
pressed  to  make  the  most  of  its  available 
engineering  personnel.  One  way  it  lias 
found  to  conserve  its  engineering  man- 
power is  aerial  mapping. 

"Aerial  photogrammetry  has  literally 
extended  the  highway  engineer's  hori- 
zon. In  a  few  hours  flying  time,  an 
aerial  photographer  can  record  more  in- 
formation than  an  average  five-to-seven 
man  location  party  on  the  ground  can 
in  months  or  even  years,"  Chief  Locating 
Engineer  Lloyd  Cook  commented. 

From  the  experience  of  more  than  2  5 
years  of  actual  highway  survey  work, 
he  knows  the  value  of  aerial  mapping  in 
saving  not  only  time  and  money  but 
more  important — conserving  engineer- 
ing manpower.  He  is  directly  responsible 
for  the  operation  of  the  Commission's 
22  field  survey  parties  in  various  parts 
of  the  State. 

"Aerial  photography  also  records 
many  details  of  topography  (elevations 
of  the  earth,  buildings,  rivers,  roads, 
railroads,  etc.)  that  might  be  missed  by 
a  man  on  the  ground  since  he  is  limited 
to  the  range  of  his  own  vision,"  he  con- 
tinued. 

"Aerial  photos  can  be  used  through- 
out the  whole  process  of  planning  a 
highway  project.  The  right  of  way  man 
can  see  at  a  glance  the  effect  of  the  pro- 
posed highway  on  farms  and  businesses. 
The  bridge  engineer  can  measure  large 
drainage  areas  to  determine  the  location, 
size,  type  and  design  of  structures.  The 
roadway  design  engineer  can  get  a 
clearer  idea  of  how  much  earth  must  be 
moved  in  fitting  the  highway  into  the 
terrain.  The  location  engineer  can  plan 
the  integration  of  the  new  highway  into 
the  existing  road  network. 

"With  aerial  photos,"  Cook  says, 
"road  planning  can  be  completed  at  the 
highest  engineering  level  and  differ- 
ences ironed  out  before  survey  lines  are 
actually  staked  out  on  the  ground,  As 
a  rule,  it  eliminates  running  several 
different  trial  lines,  required  by  the 
old  time  and  manpower-consuming 
chain-and-transit  methods. 
Aerial  Surveys  Save  Time  and  Money 

"Aerial  surveying  pays  for  itself 
many  times  over  and  over  again  by 
conserving  our  engineers'  time  and 
energy.  In  many  cases,  the  aerial  survey 
reduces  the  actual  cost  of  location,  plan- 
ning and  design  of  a  highway. 

"In  addition,  aerial  photos  can  be 
more  readily  understood  by  the  layman 
than  an  engineer's  straight  line  drawing. 
Nearly  everyone  can  understand  an 
aerial  map.  A  drawing  of  a  proposed 
highway  location  which  may  be  perfect- 
ly clear  to  the  engineer  is  usually  Greek 


Three  experts  in  using'  aerial  mapping  to  speed  up  highway  locations — John 
Iiirdsall,  Chief  Locating  Engineer  Lloyd  Cook,  and  C.  E.  Kistler — study  a  contour 
map  which  shows  in  detail  the  exact  ground  shape.  A  narrow  hand  of  aerial  photos, 
usually  showing  a  4, OOO-foot  wide  area,  is  scaled  one  inch  to  200  feet  with  contour 
intervals  of  rive  feet,  showing  the  various  elevations  of  the  earth. 


Aerial  Surveys  Accelerate 

Location  for  New  Highways 


to  the  layman.  With  aerial  photos,  the 
engineer  can  quickly  and  efficiently  ex- 
plain any  planned  changes  in  the  high- 
way system.  It  especially  simplifies  the 
right  of  way  engineer's  job  of  explaining 
a  proposed  highway  since  the  property- 
owner  can  readily  see  what  readjust- 
ment of  land  usage,  buildings,  farms, 
ponds,  etc.,  must  be  made,"  Cook  states. 

The  use  of  aerial  photogrammetry  for 
highway  location  work  is  not  new.  In 
North  Carolina,  the  Highway  Commis- 
sion has  had  577  miles  of  Tar  Heel 
terrain  photographed  from  the  air  by 
commercial  photographers.  The  aerial 
photos  are  the  basis  of  much  of  the  ex- 
tensive highway  relocation  under  way 
and  planned  in  the  State. 

Interstate  Links  Photographed 

At  present,  three  vital  sections  of  the 
national  Interstate  highway  system  in 
the  State  which  are  scheduled  for  major 
improvement  are  being  photographed 
from  the  air  and  will  be  topographically 
mapped.  The  three  areas  are  1.)  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  Pigeon  River  Road  in 
the  mountainous  west  from  Fine's  Creek 
via  Canton  and  Asheville  to  Ridegcrest 
2.)  from  Asheville  southeast  to  the 
South  Carolina  line  toward  Spartanburg, 


S.  C.  3.)  from  Kenly  on  US  301  in  the 
coastal  plain  north  via  Weldon  to  the 
Virginia  line.  The  State  has  retained  the 
Air  Survey  Corporation  of  Arlington, 
Va.,  to  supply  the  aerial  photography 
and  the  topographic  mapping  of  these 
areas  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $180,000. 

When  an  aerial  survey  is  to  be  made, 
the  Commission's  locating  department 
outlines  on  a  large  county  map  the  gen- 
eral route  to  be  flown  and  photograped. 
Next,  an  aerial-mapping  company  is  re- 
tained by  the  State  to  do  the  work. 

The  air  survey  contract  is  usually  di- 
vided into  two  parts:  photos  and  topo- 
graphic mapping.  Aerial  photography, 
with  certain  ground  controls  for  engi- 
neering uses,  may  cost  as  much  as  $25 
per  square  mile.  The  cost  varies  with 
the  roughness  of  the  terrain  and  the 
number  of  buildings,  roads,  utilities, 
streams,  etc.,  that  must  be  shown.  Both 
the  photos  and  the  topographic  map- 
ping are  more  expensive  in  mountain 
areas  than  on  the  coastal  plain.  Both  are 
also  more  expensive  in  urban  than  in 
rural  areas. 

Development  of  the  topographic  maps 
from  the  aerial  photos  gives  the  earth's

The  new  bridge  is  one  of  the  first  structures  to  be  built  with  pre-stressed  concrete 
girders.  Big  52-foot  long  pre-stressed  girders,  each  weighing  11  tons,  are  cast  in 
a  Durham  casting  yard  and  then  delivered  at  the  rate  of  one  a  day  on  a  specially- 
designed  trailer-truck.  The  New  Elizabethtown  Bridge  will  span  the  Cape  Fear. 

Each  concrete  girder  contains  26  steel  cables  seven-sixteenths  of  an  inch  in 
diameter.  Before  the  concrete  is  poured,  the  26  cables  are  stretched  34  inches  by 
iacks  exerting  a  force  of  243  tons.  Then  the  concrete  is  poured  in  steel  forms  around 
the  cables  while  they  are  stretched. 

When  tension  is  released  by  cutting  the  eaiMes  at  either  end  of  the  beam,  the 
cables  contract  in  length  and  expand  somewhat  in  diameter  which  strengthens  the 
concrete  by  forcing  it  together  tightly  and  prevents  any  likelihood  of  the  beam 
ever  cracking  or  sagging.

Smoky  Park  Travel 
Survey  Completed 

Attractive  opportunities  exist  for 
private  development  of  tourist  accom- 
modations adjacent  to  the  Great  Smoky 
Mountains  National  Park. 

This  conclusion  resulted  from  a  spe- 
cial three-month  long  travel  survey 
which  was  conducted  last  summer  by  the 
State  Highway  Commission's  Division  of 
Statistics  and  Planning. 

The  project  was  jointly  financed  by 
the  Tennessee  Highway  Department,  the 
U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  and  the 
North  Carolina  Highway  Department. 

Future  demands  for  needed  highway 
improvements  and  tourist  accommoda- 
tions within  a  50-70  mile  radius  outside 
the  park  were  evaluated. 

Except  for  some  minor  camp-sites, 
there  are  no  tourist  accommodations, 
filling  stations,  or  restaurants  within  the 
park  itself.  Instead,  tourists  must  de- 
pend on  private  enterprise  outside  the 
park  to  provide  food,  fuel  and  lodging. 
Most  Visited  Park 

The  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National 
Park,  as  shown  by  the  survey,  is  by  far 
the  most  popular  national  park  in  the 
nation,  being  visited  each  year  by  more 
people    than    Yellowstone,  Yosemite, 


Grand  Canyon,  Glacier  or  any  of  the 
other  national  parks. 

Tourists  themselves  said  more  accom- 
modations are  needed  and  desired. 
Though  not  asked,  many  of  the  29,928 
motorists  who  were  interviewed  volun- 
teered that  there  is  a  need  for  more 
restaurants,  more  rest  rooms  outside  the 
park,  more  lodges  and  tourist  accom- 
modations, more  lodging  for  whole 
families,  more  lodging  with  two  or  more 
beds  in  a  room,  more  camping  areas,  and 
trails,  more  picnic  areas,  especially  for 
week-ends,  more  roads  to  disperse 
traffic,  more  grocery  stores  and  conces- 
sion stands,  more  water,  electricity, 
sewer  hookup  for  trailers,  more  road 
markers,  and  more  rest  rooms  and 
drinking  fountains  in  the  park. 

Motels  Preferred 

What  kind  of  lodging  do  they  prefer? 
85  per  cent  said  motels. 

What  park  features  do  they  most  en- 
joy? First  choice  was  scenery;  second, 
wild  life,  e.g.,  the  wild  bears  which  are 
often  seen  along  the  park  roads  and  at 
picnic  spots;  and  third,  climate. 

Currently,  about  2%  million  tourists 
annually  visit  the  park  and  spend  over 
$28  million  within  a  50-75  mile  radius 
of  the  park.  The  park,  itself,  is  one  of 
the  major  "industries"  in  a  wide  area 
in  which  relatievly  little  other  agricul- 
tural or  industrial  income  is  produced. 


It  is  not  only  "big  business"  in  the  area 
but  also  one  of  the  major  recreational 
spots  in  the  nation. 

Lying  astride  the  crest  of  the  high 
mountainous  divide  which  forms  the 
boundary  between  North  Carolina  and 
Tennessee,  the  park's  507,000  acres  of 
mountainous  woodland  beauty  cover  an 
area  larger  than  Buncombe,  Mecklen- 
burg or  Guilford  Counties  in  North  Caro- 
lina; or  Hamilton,  Davidson  or  Shelby 
Counties  in  Tennessee.  Located  almost!- 
due  south  of  Detroit  and  north  of  At- 
lanta, it  is  easily  accessible  to  almost  all 
of  the  eastern  central  and  southern 
states.  Its  unspoiled  natural  beauty  has 
been  carefully  preserved  which,  com-i 
bined  with  its  climate,  accounts  for  its 
great  and  increasing  popularity. 

Half  the  population  of  the  nation  lives; 
within  500  miles  of  the  borders  of  the 
park. 

Since  the  last  travel  survey  was  made 
in  1947  by  the  Tennessee  State  Highway  I 
Department,  the  number  of  annual  park! 
visitors  has  more  than  doubled.  Thel 
rate  of  increase  was  even  greater  thanl 
the  normal  State-wide  traffic  in  Ten-] 
nessee  and  North  Caorlina.  While  high-l 
way  traffic  in  North  Carolina  increased! 
by  88  per  cent  during  this  period,  park] 
traffic  shot  up  by  140  per  cent. 

Traffic  and  Visitors  Will  Increase 

Statisticians  estimate  that  both  Ten- 
nessee and  North  Carolina  state-wide 
traffic  will  increase  by  7  5-80  per  cent 
by  1975.  During  the  same  20  year 
period,  park  visitors  are  expected  to  in- 
crease to  4,580,000. 

In  recent  summer  seasons,  all  nearby 
tourist  facilities  have  been  "sold  out" 
almost  every  week-end  and  on  many 
other  days.  Should  private  enterprise 
not  provide  enough  additional  tourist 
facilities,  the  National  Park  Service  may 
have  to  build  such  facilities  within  the 
park  itself  so  that  they  may  be  available 
for  the  growing  demands  of  tourists. 

The  interviewed  motorists  occasional- 
ly commented  that  Gatlinburg-Cherokee 
were  too  commercialized;  that  prices  on 
lodging  and  food  were  too  high;  that  a 
lookout  tower  was  needed  on  Cling- 
man's  Dome,  that  more  trees  should  be 
cleared  out  for  better  viewing  of  the 
mountains;  that  more  pull-offs  and 
wider  roads  were  needed;  and  that  more 
frequent  clean-up  of  picnic  areas  was 
needed. 

The  survey  was  made  during  the  peak 
summer  travel  months  of  June,  July  and 
August  when  a  total  of  621,400  vehicles 
entered  the  park  at  the  three  major 
entrance  points:  Gatlinburg,  Tennessee, 
302,000;  Smokemont,  North  Carolina, 
224,200;  and  Townsend,  Tennessee, 
95,200.

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Radio  Network  To  be  Extended 


Overhauled  ferries 
Back  in  Operation 

All  four  of  the  State's  ferries  that 
were  being  overhauled  in  the  Norfolk 
shipyard  have  recently  been  completed 
and  are  now  back  in  service  on  the 
Oregon  Inlet  run,  District  Engineer 
George  K.  Mack  of  Elizabeth  City  reports. 

The  ferries,  Navy  Landing  Craft,  were 
renovated  so  they  would  meet  the  safety 
requirements  and  inspection  of  the  Coast 
Guard.  They  have  a  speed  of  only  seven 
miles  an  hour.  Before  the  overhauling, 
the  boats  carried  18-20  cars.  Now  their 
capacities  have  been  cut  to  16  cars  each. 
The  missing  space  is  being  used  for  life 
boats  required  by  the  Coast  Guard, 
lations. 

Mack  also  reports  that  work  is  well 
along  on  construction  of  three  new  ferry 
boats  at  the  Barbour  Boat  Works  in  New 
Bern.  Two  of  the  big  boats  will  cost  the 
State  $145,000  each  while  the  third  will 
cost  $139,000. 

Two  New  Boats  By  July 

The  first  two  new  boats  should  be  com- 
pleted and  ready  for  ferry  service  no 
later  than  June  30,  while  the  third  will 
be  finished  no  later  than  August  15. 
Under  a  contract  with  the  Barbour  Boat 
Works  in  New  Bern,  the  new  specially- 
designed  ferries  are  being  built. 

The  new  boats  will  be  christened  the 
"Sandy  Graham",  the  "Emmett  Winslow" 
and  the  "Governor  Cherry".  They  will 
have  a  capacity  of  around  2'4  cars  each,  a 
speed  of  12  miles  per  hour  and  will  be 
able  to  go  as  fast  backward  as  forward. 
Mack  pointed  out  this  will  be  quite  an 
advantage  in  speeding  up  the  landing 
and  loading  of  cars. 

The  three  oldest  ferries — the  "Governor 
Cherry",  the  "Governor  Scott",  and  the 
"Sandy  Graham" — will  be  junked  when 
the  three  new  boats  are  completed. 

Under  a  separate  contract,  the  Norfolk 
Shipbuilding  and  Drydock  Company  for 
$117,430  has  completed  the  overhauling 
of  the  four  LCU's  which  are  now  in  serv- 
ice ready  for  the  early  summer  travel. 

Better  Ferry  Service 
With  the  four  renovated  ferries  and  the 
three  new  ferries  under  construction, 
the  "Navy  of  Dare"  is  taking  on  quite  a 
new  look.  The  renovated  ferries  and  the 
three  new  ferries  will  surely  mean  better 
facilities  for  out  of  state  tourists  and 
inland  Tar  Heels  who  visit  the  Dare 
Beaches  during  the  coming  vacation  sea- 
son. Dare  County  home  folks  with  the 
new  William  B.  Umstead  Memorial  Bridge 
and  the  improved  ferry  service  also 
should  have  an  easier  time  traveling. 


The  highway  radio  network  in  the 
four  coastal  highway  divisions  has 
proved  so  effective  that  it  is  soon  going 
to  be  extended  from  Raleigh  through 
Divisions  Five,  Nine,  Eleven  and  14  to 
Sylva,  Chief  Equipment  Engineer  Ivan 
Hardesty  reports. 

The  radio  network  has  been  used 
for  quickly  and  efficiently  dispatching 
men  and  materials  for  road  mainte- 
nance. Its  installation  was  prompted  by 
the  disastrous  hurricanes  of  19  54-5  5. 

The  radio  installations  in  highway 
cars,  pick-ups,  and  district  offices  has 
proved  most  effective  for  administrative 
purposes.  The  new  means  of  communica- 
tion has  accelerated  the  dispatch  of  in- 
structions for  needed  road  maintenance. 

Highway  Chairman  Graham  com- 
mented that  "the  system  has  saved  us 
time  and  money.  Time,  since  our  engi- 
neers can  readily  confer  while  on  the 
site  of  repair  work  rather  than  drive 
miles  for  face-to-face  instructions. 
Money,  since  long  distance  telephone 
calls  between  central  headquarters  and 
field  offices  has  been  reduced:" 

More  Efficient  Maintenance 

Division  Engineer  E.  P.  Koonce  of 
Wilson  said  that  "we  get  better,  quicker, 
and  more  efficient  maintenance.  Now 
we  can  perform  routine  and  emergency 
maintenance  operations  by  the  time  we 
formerly  could  have  gotten  word  to  a 
local  work  crew.  Hundreds  of  miles  of 
travel  are  saved  each  month.  Division- 
wide,  we  cut  our  telephone  bill  by  25 
per  cent  and  expect  to  reduce  it  by  35 
per  cent.  We  can  get  our  equipment  in 
operation  faster  after  breakdowns  and 
save  many  manhours  of  work.  Formerly, 
there  was  no  way  to  contact  a  mechanic 
except  by  miles  of  driving  to  a  telephone 
or  maintenance  garage.  Now  the  me- 
chanic can  be  contacted  in  the  field  and 
go    directly    from    one    emergency  to 


another  without  driving  to  headquarters 
for  his  next  assignment." 

Hardesty  said  that  installing  the 
radio  network  in  Divisions  One,  Two, 
Three  and  Four  had  cost  about  $110,- 
000.  It  will  cost  an  additional  $100,000 
to  extend  the  network  to  the  western 
part  of  the  State. 

When  completed  this  fall,  there  will 
be  a  radio  connection  all  the  way  from 
Manns  Harbor  to  Sylva. 

Can  Be  Used  For  Civil  Defense 

During  an  emergency,  e.  g.,  flood, 
hurricane  or  snow  storm,  the  network 
will  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  State 
Civil  Defense  to  rush  supplies. 

The  present  radio  network  was  in- 
stalled and  in  operation  by  October  15, 
19  56.  Three  big  2  5-watt  transmitting 
stations  were  built  at  Raleigh,  Burgaw, 
and  Manns  Harbor.  There  were  60-watt 
stations  constructed  at  Ahoskie,  Ply- 
mouth, Elizabeth  City,  Greenville, 
Wilmington,  New  Bern,  Kinston,  Wash- 
ington, Clinton,  Wilson,  Weldon,  Nash- 
ville and  Goldsboro.  In  addition,  each 
of  the  four  divisions  has  30  mobile  units 
in  cars  and  pickup  trucks. 

The  same  sort  of  set-up  will  be  in 
operation  by  this  fall  in  the  Durham, 
Winston-Salem,  Boone,  and  Henderson- 
ville  Divisions.  Large  transmitters  will 
be  installed  at  Sauertown  Mountain 
near  (Winston-Salem),  Wayah  Bald 
Mountain  (near  Bryson  City),  Mt. 
Mitchell,  and  at  Biltmore  division  shop 
near  Asheville.  There  will  be  22  mobile 
units  in  cars  and  pick-ups  in  each  of 
the  divisions. 

Portable  generators  for  operations  in 
case  of  power  failures  will  be  available 
at  strategic  spots  for  a  tie-in  with  Civil 
Defense. 

In  the  Raleigh  headquarters,  trans- 
mitting sets  are  located  in  Chief  Engineer 
Rogers  and  Hardesty's  offices. 
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The  "Herbert  C.  Bonner"  has  been  rebuilt  to  Coast  Guard  Specifications  by  the 
Norfolk  Shipbuilding  and  Drydock  Company  and  is  now  in  operation  at  Oregon 
Inlet.  Note  lifeboat  at  right.

The  621,400  vehicles  contained  some 
2,204,378  people,  including  drivers  and 
other  occupants. 

The  average  vehicle  occupancy  show- 
ed 3.69  passengers  entering  the  park  for 
the  first  time  on  pleasure,  3.66  passen- 
gers for  re-entry  pleasure,  and  1.64  pas- 
sengers for  non-pleasure  or  business. 

Many  tourists  spend  one  day,  but  not 
the  night,  in  the  park  for  pleasure, 
especially  on  week-ends,  holidays  or 
very  hot  days.  Most  came  to  swim, 
picnic,  fish,  paint,  do  nature  study, 
attend  dramas  ( CHUCK  Y  JACK  in 
Gatlinburg  and  UNTO  THESE  HILLS  in 
Cherokee)  or  just  to  sightsee.  This  type 
of  visit  contributes  little  to  business 
ventures  in  the  park  vicinity  but  is  an 
important  recreational  service  of  the 
park. 

During  the  summer  alone,  tourists 
spent  $16,631,961  within  the  "vicinity", 
including  Maryville,  Knoxville  and 
Morristown,  Tennessee;  and  Asheville, 
Hendersonville,  Highlands,  Haysville, 
and  Murphy  in  North  Carolina. 

Of  this  $16%  million  summer  expendi- 
ture, tourists  said  they  spent  3  5  per  cent 
on  food  and  meals,  2  7  per  cent  on 
lodging,  14  per  cent  on  gas,  oil,  and  car 
expense  while  the  other  24  per  cent  went 
for  entertainment  and  miscellaneous 
purchases. 

Average  summer  expenditures  in  the 
park  "vicinity"  for  one  day,  or  less,  no- 
lodging  trips  per  car  party  were  $7.40 
weekdays;  $7.62,  Saturdays;  and  $7.73, 
Sundays. 


For  more  than  one  day  no-lodging 
pleasure  trips,  the  average  car  party  per 
trip  spent  $21.29. 

All  pleasure  trips  involving  lodging  in 
park  or  "vicinity"  per  trip  per  car  party 
was  $59.73. 

The  average  stay  at  each  lodging 
place  was  1.69  days. 

Of  the  $4,525,517  spent  by  pleasure 
motorists  for  lodging  alone,  55  per  cent 
or  $2,467,654  was  spent  in  one  town — 
Gatlinburg. 

Where  do  the  tourists  come  from?  As 
in  194  7,  Tennessee  still  furnishes  the 
largest  group  of  motoring  tourists. 
North  Carolina's  summer  park  visitation 
ranked  second. 

Since  the  last  survey  in  1947,  a  rela- 
tive increase  in  park  tourists  was  noted 
from  the  states  more  remote  from  the 
park,  e.g.,  Florida,  Illinois,  Kentucky, 
Michigan,  and  Virginia. 

Many  Out  of  State  Tourists 

Tourists  from  Ohio,  Illinois,  Indiana. 
Michigan  and  Kentucky  accounted  for 
41  per  cent  of  the  total  polled  motorists 
from  non-adjacent  states.  Alabama, 
Georgia,  Florida,  and  South  Carolina 
contributed  another  3  3  per  cent  of  the 
tourists. 

What  does  the  future  hold?  The  Park 
Service  is  planning  to  build  a  new  high- 
way on  new  location  from  Newfound 
Gap  at  the  State  border  to  Kephart 
Prong,  about  four  miles  northwest  of 
Smokemont.  Although  the  present 
narrow  lS-foot  wide  paved  main  high- 
way, US  441,  through  the  park  is  very 
inadequate  with  heavy  Sunday  and  holi- 
day traffic  meaning  bumper-to-bumper 
congestion,  no  plans  have  been  made  to 


convert  it  into  a  four-lane  traffic  artery 
since  a  wide  high-speed  expressway 
might  not  be  suitable. 

Major  improvements,  however,  are 
planned  on  the  Little  River  Road  in 
Tennessee;  and  a  new  park  road  is  to  be 
built  from  Fontana  to  Hazel  Creek. 

The  Foot  Hills  highway  in  Tennessee 
is  expected  to  be  built  within  the  next 
ten  years  on  the  northwest  side  of  park 
from  near  Calderwood  to  Cosby. 

Despite  these  planned  highway  im- 
provements, they  still  fall  far  short  of 
the  need  to  relieve  present  and  antici- 
pated traffic  congestion. 

New  Facilities  Planned 
Several  hundred  new  camp  ground 
sites  are  scheduled  for  development  by 
the  Park  Service  and  scores  of  existing 
picnic  areas  will  be  improved.  An  obser- 
vation tower  on  Clingman's  Dome  (el. 
6,643  feet)  is  also  planned.  These 
planned  facilities  will  not  add  to  traffic 
capacity,  but  will,  instead,  increase 
traffic  demands. 

Further  development  of  "traffic  de- 
livery arteries"  to  the  park  area,  e.g., 
the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway  and  the  Inter- 
state highway  from  Knoxville  to  Ashe- 
ville via  the  Pigeon  River  area  will  also 
add  to  park  traffic  congestion,  not  re- 
lieve it. 

With  completion  of  the  Blue  Ridge 
Parkway,  except  for  the  Asheville  area, 
in  the  near  future,  and  the  eventual 
completion  of  the  Interstate  route  via 
the  Pigeon  River,  the  major  summer 
tourist  visitation  of  the  Smoky  Park 
would  be  prolonged  from  three  to  6-7 
months. 

The  Pigeon  River  route  being  built  on 
southern  slopes  with  the  highest  eleva- 
tion at  only  2,800  feet  promises  to  be- 
come the  most  popular  year-round  tour- 
ist route  between  the  midwest  and  the 
Atlantic  seaboard. 

Interviews  Made  At  Exits 
The  survey  data  was  collected  by  five 
specially-trained  and  uniformed  young 
men  and  a  supervisor  working  full-time 
from  June  6  to  August  8,  1956.  Since 
motorists  could  more  logically  make 
factual  replies  upon  leaving  the  park 
than  when  entering,  all  interviews  were 
made  upon  exit  from  the  park.  An  inter- 
view usually  required  about  four  min- 
utes. A  park  ranger  was  on  duty  at  each 
station  during  all  operating  periods.  At 
the  same  time,  full-time  portable  record-l 
ers  at  each  of  the  the  three  interview 
stations  made  traffic  counts. 

The  North  Carolina  National  Park, 
Parkway  and  Forests  Development  Com- 
mission assisted  on  the  survey  in  an 
advisory  capacity.  The  National  Park 
Service  also  assisted  in  many  ways. 
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Aerial  Surveys

contours  and  the  various  elevations  of 
the  earth.  This  phase  of  the  work  costs 
about  $1,000  or  more  per  square  mile. 
These  contour  maps  have  been  especially 
valuable  in  surveying  hilly  or  mountain- 
ous areas  since  they  allow  comparisons 
of  several  proposed  highway  locations 
without  tedious  and  time-consuming 
field  trips. 

The  ideal  season  for  aerial  photos  is 
short,  usually  February  through  April, 
during  the  deciduous  season  while  trees 
are  leafless  and  the  atmosphere  is  clear 
and  free  of  dust.  Ideal  weather  condi- 
tions are  mandatory  in  photographing 
mountainous  and  densely-wooded  sec- 
tions. Level  open  terrain  can  be  photo- 
graphed from  the  air  in  almost  any 
season. 

Photographed  From  6,000  Feet 
The  State  has  been  requiring  the 
aerial  photographer  to  use  a  camera 
with  a  six-inch  focal  length,  fly  at  an 
elevation  of  about  6,000  feet,  and  take 
pictures  at  2,700  to  3,200-foot  intervals. 
This  results  in  contact  prints  to  the 
scale  of  one  inch  to  1,000  feet.  A  wide 
area,  as  much  as  ten  miles  wide,  can  be 
photographed  on  consecutive,  parallel 
flights. 

Midday  from  10  to  2  is  the  best  time 
of  day,  for  less  shadow  distortion,  in 
aerial  photographing.  After  each  flight, 
the  photographer  develops  index  sheets 
showing  the  order  and  position  of  the 
pictures. 

In  turn,  the  9x9-inch  contact  prints 
are  then  examined  by  highway  engineers 
with  the  powerful  lenses  of  a  stereo- 
scope which  gives  third  dimension  to  the 
pictures  by  showing  the  hills  and  valleys 
of  the  land.  Based  on  aerial  photos,  a 
tentative  highway  location  can  be  made. 

After  the  general  route  of  the  high- 
way has  been  tentatively  selected,  a 
narrow  band  or  area  of  the  photos  may 
then  be  mapped  by  the  photographer  to 
a  larger  scale  for  contour  outlines.  Gen- 
erally, a  band  4,000  feet  wide  is  scaled 
one  inch  to  200  feet  with  contour  in- 
tervals of  five  feet,  showing  the  various 
elevations  of  the  earth.  The  contour 
maps  show  in  detail  the  exact  ground 
shape. 

Using  photogrammetry  and  contour 
mapping  requires  advance  planning.  The 
location  of  a  proposed  road  improvement 
must  be  anticipated  six  to  18  months 
ahead  of  actual  construction  to  allow 
time  for  aerial  mapping. 

After  a  tentative  location,  based  on 
the  aerial  pictures,  is  made,  a  field 
location  party  then  makes  an  on-the- 
spot  check  to  insure  that  all  serious

obstacles  have  been  avoided.  They  note 
whether  streams,  railroads  and  existing 
roads  will  be  crossed  at  the  most  ad- 
vantageous points  by  the  new  highway. 
They  note  whether  conflicts  with  expen- 
sive urban  and  rural  property  have  been 
avoided  as  far  as  possible. 

First  Survey  Made  In  1950 
Aerial  surveying  in  North  Carolina 
dates  from  1950  when  a  52-mile  stretch 
of  US  70  and  part  of  29  were  topo- 
graphically mapped  from  Thomasville 
to  Hillsboro.  The  aerial  pictures  and 


I'hotogrammetric  Engineer  C.  E.

contour  maps  greatly  speeded  up  the 
location  and  construction  of  the  Super- 
highway which  now  runs  through  the 
populous  Piedmont  area. 

The  second  aerial  survey  in  19  51  was 
made  of  the  7  5-mile  rugged  terrain  be- 
tween Old  Fort  and  Hickory  and  of  the 
15-mile  stretch  from  Conover  to  States- 
ville. 

In  19  52,  heavily-travelled  north- 
south  US  301,  a  part  of  the  vital  Inter- 
state system,  was  photographed  from 
the  air  across  the  State  from  Rowland 
at  the  South  Carolina  line  to  Weldon  at 
the  Virginia  line.  The  photographed  area 
covered  about  180  miles  in  the  fertile 
coastal  plain. 

In  1955,  210  miles  were  photographed 
from  the  air  and  contours  mapped  at 
the  following  locations:  US  70,  from 
Hildebran  to  Claremont;  US  29,  from 
Grover  to  Salisbury;  US  220,  in  the  Ashe- 
boro  area  from  the  Montgomery  County 
line  to  Guilford  County  line;  US  64; 
from  Asheboro  to  Siler  City;  US  220, 
from  Madison  to  the  Virginia  line;  and 
US  1,  from  Sanford  to  Raleigh. 

Cook  concludes,  "In  determining  the 
proper  location  of  interchanges,  river 
crossings  and  railroad  separations,  we 
have  found  aerial  photos  are  invaluable. 
By  supplementing  these  pictures  with 
contour  maps,  we  can  quickly  examine 
large  land  areas  which  would  be  trouble- 
some and  tedious  to  examine  on  foot. 
Aerial  photos  are  far  more  accurate 
than  ground  reconnaissance  alone,  no 
matter  how  carefully  it's  done." 
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INSURANCE  COMMITTEE  met  in  Raleigh  on  April  10,  with 
officials  of  the  Connecticut  General  Life  Insurance  Company, 
the  Compensation  Officer,  the  Auditor,  and  others  including 
visitor  (retired  auditor)  Sam  Smith.  Complete  review  of 
experience  of  current  policy  year  to  date;  thorough  discussion 
of  possible  improvements  in  the  contract.  Main  topic  of  dis- 
cussion was  separation  of  Prisons  from  Highway  and  affect 
on  the  contract;  they  can  legally  remain  under  the  contract 
with  certain  provisions,  and  this  is  to  be  decided  by  later 
meeting,  allowing  them  time  to  study  and  discuss  the  problem 
as  to  whether  or  not  they  desire  to  administer  their  own  and 
separate  contract.  They  will  remain  under  the  present  con- 
tract for  balance  of  this  policy  year,  or  until  September  30, 
and  administration  after  July  1  will  be  worked  out  administra- 
tively.

SOME  IMPROVEMENT  being  shown  in  our  contract,  ac- 
cording to  the  above  fact  figures.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  not- 
too-distant  future  we  will  have  sufficient  reserves  built  up  to 
safeguard  our  premiums  and  be  in  position  to  giant  a  "free 
ride"  one  month  as  has  been  done  in  the  past. 

SOME  MISUNDERSTANDING  on  payment  of  some  claims— 
to  clear  the  record :  ( 1 )  If  pregnancy  occurs  alter  date  begin- 
ning of  coverage,  and  miscarriage  occurs  before  end  of  the 
9-months  waiting  period,  insurance  will  pay  the  claim.  (2) 
If  Pregnancy  occurs  before  date  of  beginning  of  coverage, 


and  miscarriage  occurs  during  the  9-month  waiting  period,  in- 
surance will  not  pay  the  claim.  (3)  The  doctor  must  specify 
the  duration  of  the  pregnancy.  As  to  payment  for  hospital 
rooms  on  regular  claims:  (1)  Payment  for  hospital  confine- 
ment for  the  employee  is  $7.50  a  day  up  to  a  maximum  of  31 
days  regardless  of  the  cost  of  the  room  to  the  employee.  (2) 
Payment  for  hospital  confinement  for  the  dependent  is  up  to 
$7.50  a  day,  reimbursible  for  actual  charges.  The  maximum 
payment  under  this  is  $232.50,  and  if  charge  for  room  is  less 
than  $7.50  per  day,  the  payments  can  be  for  more  than  31 
days  so  long  as  total  room  rent  paid  by  insurance  is  not 
more  than  $232.50.  (3)  Maternity  claims  carry  certain  speci- 
fied limitations. 

LEGISLATURE  —  as  of  this  deadline  (4/26),  the  picture 
is  not  too  bright  as  to  our  salary  increases.  We  are  still  being 
promised  by  our  friends  in  the  Legislature  that  we  will  be 
allowed  to  appear  before  the  Joint  Appropriations  Sub-Com- 
mittee, in  which  our  entire  future  rests  now,  to  give  our  side 
of  the  story  as  to  the  "yardstick"  plan.  We  have  officially  ap- 
peared before  the  full  Committee,  but  that  was  before  this 
formula  was  presented.  We  are  —  as  of  now  —  still  working 
hard  for  a  straight  increase,  with  the  feeling  it  is  fairest 
treatment  for  all,  and  that  we  are  not  yet  sold  that  the  other 
plan  will  do  all  it  says  it  will.  There  are  too  many  factors 
involved,  too  many  "ifs  and  ands"  in  it,  and  we  don't  believe 
— yet — that  it  is  best  for  any  particular  group,  low  salaries 
or  high  salaries.  WHEN  YOU  READ  THIS,  it  may  well  he 
that  the  entire  picture  has  changed — the  story  may  be  com- 
pleted—you may  know  the  final  results.  LET'S  HOPE  FOR 
THE  BEST —  and  remember,  the  long  hours  of  hard  work 
put  into  this  scrap  has  at  least  resulted  in  increasing  original 
recommendations  from  2  increments  (fi.6%)  to  3  and  1/3  in- 
crements or  11%. 

MEMBERSHIP  DRIVE  will  soon  be  underway— don't  forget 
to  renew — don't  forget  to  become  a  member  if  you  have  not 
been  formerly  or  if  you  are  a  new  employee,  or  if  you  failed 
to  renew  last  year.

Bridge  Dedicated 

Highlight  of  the  Third  Annual  Dare 
Coast  Pirates'  Jamboree,  April  2  6-2  8, 
was  formal  dedication  ceremonies  for 
the  new  three-mile  long  Croatan  Sound 
Bridge  between  Mann's  Harbor  and 
Manteo. 

The  bridge  ceremony  dedicating  the 
new  bridge  to  the  late  Governor  William 
B.  Umstead  was  sponsored  by  the  South- 
ern Albemarle  Association.  The  dedica- 
tion was  held  April  25. 

No  small  engineering  feat,  the  state's 
third  longest  bridge  was  under  construc- 
tion for  over  two  years.  The  location  for 
the  bridge  was  made  under  the  direction 
of  Hydrographic  Engineer  W.  S.  Win- 
slow  during  the  winter  of  1953-54.  After 
the  location  had  been  decided  upon,  the 
Bridge  Department  under  Chief  Bridge 
Engineer  T.  B.  Gunter,  Jr.,  and  his  as- 
sistants, L.  B.  Dillard  and  George 
Parkin,  prepared  the  construction  plans. 

The  job  was  advertised  for  bids  in 
the  highway  letting  of  September  7, 
1954.  T.  A.  Loving  and  Company  of 
Goldsboro  was  the  low  bidder.  Construc- 
tion started  September  2  8. 

A  veteran  bridge-builder,  E.  H. 
Baggs  of  Manteo,  along  with  a  12-man 
construction  party  was  assigned  as  resi- 
dent engineer  on  the  project.  Loving's 
personnel  included  G.  B.  Trimble  and 
Larry  McDade,  Superintendents,  plus  six 
foremen. 

Concrete  piles,  ranging  in  length  from 
32  to  8  7  feet,  were  pre-cast  in  a  casting 
yard  near  Manteo.  The  pre-cast  piles 
were  then  ferried  out  to  the  construction 
site  where  they  were  driven  and  then 
topped  by  concrete  caps. 

Building  the  14,265-foot  long  bridge 
required  two  40-foot  long  spans;  278  of 
the  42y2-foot  spans,  32  of  the  70-foot 


spans;  and  the  130-foot  long  naviga- 
tion span  which  has  a  4  5-foot  high 
vertical  clearance  and  an  8  0-foot  wide 
horizontal  clearance  for  passage  of 
boats. 

Quantities  for  the  bridge  included 
14,657  cubic  yards  of  concrete;  5,887,- 
780  pounds  of  reinforcing  steel;  6,735,- 
700  pounds  of  structural  steel;  66,146 
lineal  feet  of  20-foot  octagonal  precast 
concrete  piles;  and  2  2,998  feet  of  2  2- 
foot  octagonal  precast  concrete  piles. 
Fenders  were  built  to  protect  the  foun- 
dation caps  of  the  channel  navigational 
span. 

The  bridge  has  a  24-foot  wide  clear 
concrete  roadway  with  concrete  rails. 

In  May,  1956,  while  the  bridge  was 
still  under  construction,  a  fire  of  un- 
known origin  broke  out  early  one  morn- 
ing on  the  concrete  deck  and  damaged 
the  concrete.  At  that  time,  26  areas  of 
concrete,  ranging  in  size  from  six  inches 
to  37  x  9-feet,  had  to  be  removed  and 
patched. 

As  if  that  weren't  enough,  in  August, 
19  56,  lightning  struck  the  portable  field 
office  for  engineering  personnel  and 
slightly  injured  two  of  the  highway 
engineers  and  two  of  the  contractor's 
men,  as  well  as  destroying  two  levels 
and  two  transits,  which  were  used  in 
surveying. 

Boat  Rams  Bridge 

Work  was  completed  February  22, 
1957,  just  one  day  short  of  the  450-day 
working  limit.  Just  six  days  after  the 
bridge  was  officially  accepted  from  the 
contractor  by  the  State  for  maintenance 
under  Chief  Bridge  Maintenance  Engi- 
neer C.  B.  Taylor,  a  14  7-foot  long 
freight  boat  rammed  the  new  bridge  on 
the  north  side  during  a  heavy  rain 
storm. 

High  winds  and  tide  held  the  boat 
against  the  bridge  where  it  thrashed 


back  and  forth  damaging  the  substrui 
ture  of  the  bridge.  After  struggling  fc 
more  than  three  hours,  the  boat  captai 
was  finally  able  to  pass  the  boat  und* 
the  bridge — but  several  spans  away  froi 
the  higher-clearing  channel  navigation! 
span. 

A  special  letting  to  repair  the  bai 
damage  was  held  April  9. 

The  project  calls  for  rebuilding  on 
pile  section,  repairing  three  cracked  coi 
crete  caps,  and  repairing  17  scuff e 
footings.  T.  A.  Loving  with  a  bid  c 
$44,552.85  was  awarded  the  job. 

Traffic  is  still  using  the  bridge  i 
safety    despite   the    extensive  damag 
Through  the  damaged  section,  traffic 
one-way. 

Umstead  Allocated  Funds 

Before  the  freight  boat  damage,  th 
Croatan  Sound  Bridge  cost  $2,649,12:3 
.88,  including  the  contract  cost  and  th 
engineering  fees.  The  bridge  was  f 
nanced  by  a  special  $750,000  allocatio 
by  Governor  Umstead  in  October,  1953 
and  a  $2  million  allocation  in  Novembe 
1954,  by  Umstead. 

The  fine  new  bridge  is  located  in  th 
First  Highway  Division  where  Emmel 
Winslow  of  Hertford  is  Commissions 
and  W.  N.  Spruill  is  Division  Engineer.

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Chief  Highway  Engineer  Bill  Rogers 
acted  as  spokesman  for  the  Raleigh 
department  heads  when  they  presented 
retiring  Chairman  and  Mrs.  Graham 
with  a  portable  TV  set. 

That  same  day,  the  Grahams  were 
again  honored  by  the  outgoing  Highway 
Commissioners  and  the  N.  C.  State  High- 
way Employees  Association  at  a  testi- 
monial dinner  at  the  Sir  Walter.  More 
than  300  prominent  Tar  Heel  civic  and 
political  leaders  were  on  hand  to  pay 
tribute  to  Sandy  Graham's  long  and  dis- 
tinguished career  in  public  service.  The 
Commissioners  presented  the  Grahams 
with  a  covered  sterling  silver  vegetable 
dish  while  the  Association  gave  Mr. 
Graham  a  handsome  pocket  watch  with 
an  appropriate  inscription  on  the  back. 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  Stag 
Ballentine  served  as  toastmaster  for  the 
testimonial  dinner. 


Graham  Retires 

July  1,  A.  H.  (Sandy)  Graham  of  Hills- 
boro  stepped  down  as  Highway  Chairman 
and  turned  over  the  reins  of  the  big 
highway  program  to  Bill  Babcock. 

Graham's  departure  from  State  govern- 
ment brings  to  a  close  a  distinguished 
public  career  dating  from  1921  when  as 
a  freshman  legislator  he  fought  for  pas- 
sage of  the  $50  million  road  bond  issue 
that  made  possible  our  present  highway 
system. 

When  he  was  featured  as  the  "Tar 
Heel  of  the  Week"  in  the  NEWS  AND 
OBSERVER  in  March,  the  paper  com- 
mented that  "his  achievements  as  a  high- 
way administrator  are  many.  He  has 
headed  the  largest  business  organization 
in  State  government.  He  has  developed 
the  present  program  for  the  primary 
highway  system  and  he  has  instigated 
at  least  two  major  studies  of  the  highway 
operations — the  Parsons  Report  and  the 
more  recent  Haskins  and  Sells  study. 


"He  has  been  held  successful  in  build- 
ing and  maintaining  good  morale  among 
highway  employees  and  in  carrying  for- 
ward his  program  despite  shortages  of 
engineers  and  technical  personnel.  He 
may  be  best  remembered  perhaps  as  a 
crusader  for  the  limited  access  highway 
policy  in  North  Carolina. 

"He  served  five  successive  terms  in 
the  General  Assembly  and  participated  in 
debates  and  financial  problems  which 
legislative  historians  constantly  recall. 
In  1929,  his  fifth  and  final  session  as  a 
member  of  the  House,  he  presided  as 
Speaker. 

"In  1932,  he  was  elected  Lieutenant- 
Governor." 

In  May,  Graham  was  featured  on  the 
cover  of  the  STATE  magazine.  In  a  story, 
"Memo  to  Alexander  Hawkins  Graham, 
Thanks  for  a  Good  Job!",  the  magazine 
said,  "As  he  returns  to  his  law  office  in 
Hillsboro,  he  will  carry  under  his  hat 
more  knowledge  about  North  Carolina's 
highways  than  any  other  Tar  Heel. 

"It  has  been  said  that  Sandy  is  a 
stern  man,  strong-willed  and  frequently 
stubborn.  It  also  should  be  said  that  he 
has  exercised  these  traits  most  often  on 
behalf  of  better  roads  in  the  State. 

".  .  .  Although  he  is  a  little  stiff  by 
about  highways.  Indeed,  he  gets  emo- 
tional, and  his  strong  voice  gets  even 
stronger  as  he  makes  his  points. 

"Sandy  Graham  will  quit  his  office 
with  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  he  has 
presided  over  the  greatest  roadbuilding 
program  in  the  State's  history  during  his 
two  terms  as  chairman. 

"For  the  statistic-minded,  in  1955,  he 
and  the  Commission  let  road  contracts 
amounting  to  $51,314,196  and  no  sooner 
had  that  record  been  established  than  it 
was  exceeded  by  1956  totals  of  $53,287,148. 

"It  is  a  record  that  soon  will  be 
eclipsed,  because  of  the  millions  that  are 
being  poured  into  the  Interstate  system 
in  North  Carolina  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment. 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,  Sandy  will  give 
the  new  head  of  the  Commission  a  leg 
up  on  a  new  mark. 

Since  the  first  of  the  year  and  just 
in  six  months  period,  the  Commission  has 
let  more  than  $54  million  worth  of  work 
to  contract. 

".  .  .  All  of  the  federal  money  will  go 
for  limited-access,  superhighways  on 
which  entrances  and  exits  will  be  rigidly 
controlled.  It's  appropriate  that  Sandy 
stayed  around  long  enough  to  launch  such 
projects  because  he  has  been  the  State's 
leading  advocate  of  limited  access. 

"Only  with  such  highways,  he  firmly 
believes,  can  the  heavy  volume  of  traffic 
and  high-powered  cars  be  accommodated.

"Limited  access  irks  many  property 
owners,  who  believe  they  should  be  allow- 
ed to  enter  the  highway  from  any  point 
they  choose.  But  their  barbs  fail  to  pene- 
trate Sandy's  hide,  toughened  by  more 
than  30  years  in  politics." 

Graham  was  first  named  Highway 
Chairman  in  1945  by  Governor  Greg 
Cherry  and  served  a  four-year  term  dur- 
ing the  difficult  post-war  years  when 
weather  had  taken  no  holiday  and  the 
roads  had  been  neglected  by  a  shortage 
of  men  and  materials. 

Continuing,  the  STATE  said,  "When 
Sandy  was  again  appointed  commission 
chairman  in  1953  by  the  late  Governor 
William  B.  Umstead,  he  took  over  his 
chores  with  the  calmness  of  a  man  who 
had  only  been  away  a  few  minutes. 

"He  has  a  phenomenal  memory,  a  poli- 
tical asset  and  an  accomplishment  which 
baffles  his  secretary.  His  bearing  is  still 
that  of  a  soldier,  straight  of  back  and 
level  of  eye. 

".  .  .  With  his  cronies,  Sandy  can  re- 
lax. But  even  with  his  pals,  he  is  deadly 
serious  when  the  subjects  turns  to  North 
Carolina  highways.  His  record,  as  spelled 
out  in  the  highway  system,  indicates  the 
State  has  cause  to  be  grateful  for  such 
a  personality."

The  new  commissioners  represent  a  geographical  cross- 
section  of  North  Carolina,  coining  from  different  points 
across  the  State,  and  will  be  assigned  specific  areas  for 
public  relations  purposes  under  the  revamped  Highway 
Commission. 

Hodges,  North  Carolina's  "businessman  Governor"  said 
that  he  expects  the  group  to  function  like  a  board  of  direc- 
tors with  a  statewide  viewpoint. 

Colonel  Joyner  will  serve  as  chairman  of  the  roads  body. 
An  outstanding  lawyer,  he  has  long  been  active  in  State 
affairs  and  was  a  member  of  the  Pearsall  Committee.  He  was 
named  to  a  four-year  term. 


Moore  is  a  businessman-fanner  who  resigned  his  seat  in 
the  State  Senate  to  accept  his  two-year  appointment  on  the 
commission. 

E.  L.  White,  former  mayor  of  Wilmington  and  a  retired 
businessman,  resigned  from  his  post  on  the  State  Board  of 
Higher  Education.  His  appointment  to  the  commission  is 
for  four  years. 

Gregory,  vice-president  of  the  Bank  of  Halifax  at  Weldon 
and  chairman  of  the  school  board  there,  also  was  named  to 
a  four-year  term. 

Lee  White  was  chairman  of  the  Cabarrus  County  Board 
of  Commissioners  and  is  a  farmer-businessman,  and  along 
with  Bunnelle,  was  chosen  for  a  two-year  term. 

Bunnelle  was  a  veteran  Associated  Press  newsman  when 
he  came  to  Asheville  two  years  ago  as  publisher  of  the 
ASHEVILLE  CITIZEN-TIMES. 

Howland,  also  worked  for  the  AP  for  a  number  of  years 
and  later  was  Raleigh  correspondent  for  the  CHARLOTTE 
OBSERVER  before  taking  his  job  with  Chatham  Manu- 
facturing Company  as  public  relations  and  information 
director.  His  term  is  four  years. 


W.  F.  Babcock  Named 
Director  of  Highways

of  Highways,  Willard  Farrington  Bab- 
cock, is  a  40-year  old  transportation  en- 
ijgineer  who  was  both  a  member  of  the 
i  State  College  faculty  and  a  consulting  en- 
I  gineer  with  a  national  practice  in  his 
field. 

In  announcing  his  appointment,  Gover- 
[nor  Hodges  said,  "This  is  one  of  those 
rare    occasions    when    the   job  actually 
r  did  seek  the  man.  His  acceptance  is  evi- 


dence of  his  real  interest  in  North  Caro- 
lina, for  in  giving  up  both  his  college 
career  and  his  private  engineering  prac- 
tice he  is  making  a  sacrifice." 

Babcock  is  a  native  of  Boston,  but  he 
has  spent  practically  all  his  adult  life 
in  North  Carolina.  He  came  to  State  Col- 
lege as  a  22-year  old  instructor  and  has 
been  with  the  college  faculty  from  that 
day  until  his  recent  appointment — rising 
steadily  both  in  his  career  as  a  teacher 
and  his  career  as  a  consulting  engineer, 
specializing  in  transportation  practices 
and  planning. 

He  is  the  son  of  John  D.  Babcock  III, 
who  retired  recently  as  Professor  of 
Transportation  at  the  Massachusetts  In- 


stitute of  Technology,  from  which  Bill 
Babcock  graduated  and  at  which  he  re- 
ceived his  graduate  degree. 

Bill  Babcock  was  born  in  Watertown, 
Massachusetts,  March  14,  1917.  Twenty- 
four  years  and  one  day  later  he  married 
Jane  Sweet  of  Massachusetts.  They  have 
three  children:  Susan  Forbee,  John  Braz- 
er  II,  and  Sarah  Farrington.  They  are 
members  of  the  Carolina  Country  Club 
and  the  White  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Raleigh. 

Babcock  started  at  State  College  as  an 
instructor  in  1940.  He  rose  to  the  position 
of  assistant  professor  in  1942,  associate

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Summary  of  1957  Legislation 
Affecting  Highway  Commission

The  Highway  Commission  was  re- 
organized by  the  1957  Legislature.  The 
name  was  changed  from  the  "State  High- 
way and  Public  Works  Commission"  to 
"State  Highway  Commission."  The  new 
Commission  is  composed  of  seven  mem- 
bers appointed  by  the  Governor  from 
different  areas  of  the  State:  four  are  ap- 
pointed for  four-year  terms  and  three 
for  two-year  terms,  after  which  their 
successors  will  be  appointed  for  four 
jyear  terms.  One  of  these  commissioners 
is  designated  by  the  Governor  to  serve 
as  Chairman  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

The  Commission  is  a  policy  making 
body.  It  is  to  formulate  general  policies 
and  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
it  may  deem  necessary  governing  the 
construction,  improvement  and  main- 
tenance of  the  roads  and  highways  of  the 
State.  The  intent  and  purpose  of  the  new 
Act  is  that  there  shall  be  maintained  and 
developed  a  State-wide  System  of  roads 
and  highways  commensurate  with  the 
needs  of  the  State  as  a  whole  and  not  to 
sacrifice  the  general  State-wide  interest 
to  purely  local  desires  of  any  particular 
area.  It  is  required  to  hold  at  least  three 
meetings  a  year  out  of  Raleigh  at  which 
the  public  may  be  heard  regarding  high- 
way matters. 

Director  Is  Chief  Executive  Officer 

The  new  law  provides  for  a  Director 
of  Highways  who  shall  be  a  full-time  of- 
ficer, a  career  official,  and  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  Com- 
mission, subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Governor.  His  first  term  runs 
to  July  1,  1962,  and  thereafter  his 
successor  is  appointed  for  a  four-year 
term.  It  provides  that  the  Director  shall 
have  such  powers  and  perform  such  du- 
ties as  the  Commission  shall  prescribe. 
He  is  given  the  authority  to  employ  and 
terminate  the  employment  of  subordinate 
officers  and  employees,  who  shall  per- 
form such  duties  and  have  such  responsi- 
bilities as  may  be  assigned  to  them  by 
the  Director. 

The  new  law  provides  for  a  Controller, 
who  shall  be  the  financial  officer  of  the 
Commission.  He  is  appointed  by  the  Di- 
rector, subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Commission  and  the  Governor.  His  first 
term  runs  to  July  1,  1962,  thereafter  his 
successor   is   appointed   for   a  four-year 


term.  The  Controller,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Director  and  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  executive  bud- 
get Act,  is  to  develop  formulized  pro- 
cedures, budgets,  internal  audits,  systems 
and  reports  covering  all  financial  phases 
of  highway  activity. 

The  new  law  provides  for  a  Chief 
Engineer,  instead  of  a  "State  Highway 
Engineer,"  —  who  is  a  career  official. 
The  Chief  Engineer  is  appointed  by  the 
Director,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Commission,  and  is  to  have  such  duties 
and  such  responsibilities  as  the  Director 
shall  assign  to  him. 

The  new  law  provides  that  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  Commission  shall  be 
audited  at  least  once  a  year  by  the  State 
Auditor,  or  by  a  certified  public  accoun- 
tant designated  by  the  State  Auditor, 
which  audit  shall  be  of  a  business  type 
and  shall  follow  generally  accepted  au- 
diting practices  and  procedure.  This  au- 
dit report  shall  be  made  a  part  of  the 
report  of  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion as  required  under  GS  136-12. 

14  Divisions  Continued 

T'he  fourteen  Highway  engineering  di- 
visions will  be  continued.  Each  division 
will  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  di- 
vision engineer,  appointed  by  the  Direc- 
tor in  accordance  with  the  State  Per- 
sonnel Act. 

New  Secondary  Road  Policy 

A  change  is  made  in  the  policy  con- 
cerning secondary  roads.  The  new  law 
specifically  provides  that  plans  for  ad- 
ditions, construction,  and  maintenance 
of  secondary  roads  shall  be  developed 
in  accordance  with  the  following: 

(a)  The  Commission  shall  establish 
standards  and  criteria  for  additions  to 
the  secondary  system,  and  for  mainten- 
ance and  construction  of  secondary  roads. 
These  standards  ayid  criteria  shall  be 
based  on  the  service  rendered  by  the 
road  and  shall  be  a  matter  of  public 
record. 

(b)  On  the  basis  of  these  standards 
and  criteria,  and  of  appropriations  made 
by  the  General  Assembly,  the  Commis- 
sion shall  annually,  in  advance  of  the  be- 
ginning of  the  fiscal  year,  allocate  funds 
for  expenditure  in   the  several  counties

Working  directly  under  Director  of 
Highways  Bill  Babcock,  Makepeace  will 
devote  his  full  time  to  secondary  road 
matters  in  the  State.

His  civic  honors  include  past  presi- 
dency of  the  Sanford  Rotary  Club,  past 
district  governship  of  Rotary  Interna- 
tional, and  receipt  of  the  highest  Boy 
Scout  award,  the  Silver  Beaver  Award. 

Makepeace  served  on  the  Sanford 
city  school  board  for  six  years,  from 
1945  to  1951. 

He's  a  director  of  the  Central  Bank 
and  Trust  Company,  the  Sanford 
Savings  and  Loan  Association,  and  the 
Black  Panther,  Inc. 

He  makes  his  living  in  lumber,  mill- 
work,  and  real  estate. 

Son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  O.  P.  Makepeace. 
Harold  T.  Makepeace  was  born  July  11, 
1905,  in  Sanford.  He  graduated  from  the 
Trinity  Park  prep  school  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina. 

October  15,  1032,  he  was  married  to 
Helen  Sherrill.  They  are  Methodists  and 
have  one  son,  22-year  old  Richard  A. 
Makepeace,  who  will  be  married  to  Betsy

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A  new  machine,  Spread-Master  of  the  Flaherty  Manu- 
facturing Company,  was  used  for  the  first  time  in  North 
Carolina  in  April  to  apply  aggregate  on  a  bituminous  surface 
treatment  in  Catawba  County.  The  machine  was  used  on  the 
job  of  building  approaches  to  the  bridge  across  the  Catawba 
River  on  US  321,  two  miles  northwest  of  Hickory. 

It  was  first  used  for  about  700  feet  in  building  the 
connection  of  old  US  321  and  the  bridge.  The  operation  was 
satisfactory  on  this  short  distance.  The  aggregate  was 
spread  so  uniformly  that  only  a  small  amount  of  spotting 
was  necessary  to  get  the  complete  coverage  required. 


Resident  Engineer  D.  L.  Rink  reports  that  if  the  machine 
were  operated  on  a  job  with  several  miles  of  B.  S.  T.,  it 
should  give  complete  coverage  without  any  spotting  what- 
soever. 

The  spreader  hopper  used  was  12  feet  wide  but  there  are 
gates  of  six  and  12-inch  widths  which  could  be  closed  to  any 
required  width  below  12  feet.  The  treatment  on  this  job  was 
applied  in  12-foot  lanes,  making  a  total  width  of  24  feet. 

The  machine  was  used  by  Midstate  Contractors  while 
Clement  Brothers  had  the  general  contract.

Legislation 
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for  the  secondary  roads  of  each  county, 
making  provisions  for  addition  to  the 
system,  maintenance,  and  construction. 
During  this  preparation  representatives 
shall  meet  and  consult  with  the  boards  of 
the  county  commissioners  of  the  several 
counties.  Following  the  meeting,  the 
board  of  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  affected  may  make  such  written 
recommendations  concerning  the  plans 
as  the  board  deems  advisable.  These  rec- 
ommendations shall  be  followed  insofar 
as  they  are  compatible  with  the  stand- 
ards and  criteria  and  as  available  funds 
will  permit.  Should  it  become  necessary 
to  depart  from  a  written  recommendation 
of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  the 
representative  of  the  Highway  Commis- 
sion shall  transmit  to  the  board  the 
reasons  therefor  in  writing.  The  final 
decisions  in  all  such  cases  shall  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  Commission,  except 
that  no  roads  shall  be  added  to  the  sys- 
tem unless  it  has  been  recommended  for 
addition  by  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners: Provided,  that  if  the  Commis- 
sion finds  it  necessary  to  the  adequate 
development  of  the  secondary  system  to 
so  add  a  road  without  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  board  of  county  commission- 
ers, it  may  do  so,  but  the  costs  incurred 
shall  not  be  charged  against  the  county's 
annual  allocation  of  secondary  road  funds 
nor  shall  that  road  be  charged  against 
the  county  in  any  way. 


(d)  When  the  secondary  road  plan 
for  each  county  has  finally  been  com- 
pleted by  the  representatives  of  the  Com- 
mission and  approved  by  the  Director, 
a  copy  of  the  plan  shall  be  filed  with  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  affected.  The  plan  shall  thereafter 
be  followed  unless  timely  notice  of 
change  is  given  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners with  opportunity  for  the 
board  to  make  written  recommendations 
concerning  the  change.  At  the  close  of 
each  fiscal  year,  a  report  on  expendi- 
tures on  the  secondary  roads  shall  be 
made  by  the  Director  of  Highways  to  the 
board  of  county  commissioners. 

The  new  law  provides  that  the  citizens 
of  the  State  shall  have  the  right  to  pre- 
sent petitions  to  the  board  of  county 
commissioners,  and  through  the  board  to 
the  Director  of  Highways,  concerning 
additions  to  the  system  and  improve- 
ment of  roads,  providing  the  procedure 
for  such  petition.  It  also  provides  that 
citizens  pf  the  State  shall  at  all  times 
have  opportunities  to  discuss  any  aspect 
of  secondary  road  additions,  maintenance, 
and  construction,  with  representatives 
of  the  Commission  in  charge  of  the 
preparation  of  the  secondary  road  plan, 
and  if  not  then  satisfied,  with  the  Di- 
vision Engineer,  the  Director  of  High- 
ways, and  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion in  turn. 

Right  of  Petition 

The  new  law  provides  that  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  of  any  county 


may,  on  their  own  motion  or  on  petition 
of  a  group  of  citizens,  request  the  Di 
rector  of  Highways  to  change  or  aban- 
don any  road  in  the  secondary  system 
when  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  the 
best  interest  of  the  people  of  the  county 
will  be  served  thereby;  and,  if  not  satis- 
fied with  the  decision  of  the  Director,  | 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  have ! 
an  opportunity  to  discuss  the  matter  with  i 
the  State  Highway  Commission.  It  fur- 
ther provides  that  any  request  refused 
by  the  Director  may  be  presented  again 
after  twelve  months  have  passed.  (SB  28) 

Aerial  Survey  Contract  Clarified 

The  authority  of  the  Commission  to 
contract  for  services  has  been  clarified. 
New  contracts  for  engineering  or  other 
kinds  of  professional  or  specialized  serv- 
ices may  be  let,  without  public  adver- 
tisement, after  taking  and  considering 
bids  from  not  less  than  three  responsible 
bidders.  (SB  491) 

While  the  1957  Legislature  made  cer- 
tain sweeping  changes  with  regard  to  the 
acquisition,  management  and  disposition 
of  real  property  by  State  agencies,  the 
acquisition  of  Highway  rights  of  way, 
or  other  interests  or  estates  in  land  ac- 
quired for  the  same  or  similar  purposes, 
by  the  Commission  were  exempted.  (SB 
39  &  SB  44) 

The  Commission  shall  not  cause  any 
seed  to  be  planted  on  or  along  any  high- 
way or  road  right  of  way  unless  and 
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A  great  deal  of  reinforced  concrete  pipe  is  being  used  on  the  project  4950,  dual- 
lane  grading  and  structures  for  the  relocation  of  US  1  to  Interstate  standards  from 
Middleburg  north  for  10  miles  to  the  Virginia  line. 

The  pipe  ranges  in  size  from  15"  R.  C.  AASHO  C-76,  table  1,  up  to  72"  R.  C. 
Above  pictures  by  Harold  Powell  show  the  54"  R.  C.  pipe  which  was  built  with 
extra  strength  steel  according  to  AASHO  specifications  C-70,  table  2. 

The  54"  pipe  is  built  in  four-foot  long  sections  with  a  5%"  wall.  There  is  a  4" 
coupling  on  each  end.  When  the  strength  of  the  pipe  was  tested  in  the  rack,  it 
withstood  30, (tOO  lbs.  p.s.i.  under  hydraulic  jack  pressure.  Only  a  fine  hair  crack 
appeared. 

The  pipe  reached  its  ultimate  load  and  complete  destruction  at  50,000  lbs,  p.s.i. 
when  it  cracked  in  two  places.  The  testing  was  conducted  under  the  supervision  of 
C.  G.  Phillips,  engineer  of  pipe  research  for  the  highway  department.  N.  C.  Products 
is  making  the  pipe  in  its  Raleigh  plant. 


until  it  has  been  approved  by  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture  as  provided 
for  in  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Department  for  such  seed.  (HR  635) 

It  made  it  unlawful  for  any  person, 
with  certain  exceptions,  to  enter  upon 
the  watershed  of  an  unfiltered  public 
water  supply  of  Graham  and  Swain 
Counties.  Engineers  of  the  Commission 
under  proper  authorization,  are  exempt- 
ed. (HB  887) 

It  passed  an  Act  which  provides  thti.t 
the  petitioner  in  condemnation  proceed- 
ings who  submits  to  a  voluntary  non- 
suit or  otherwise  abandons  the  proceed- 
ings be  taxed  with  a  reasonable  fee  for 
the  respondent's  attorney.  (SB  145) 

Gas  Refund  Increased 

It  passed  certain  Acts  relating  to  re- 
bates on  gasoline.  One  provides  that  th(; 
rebates  for  non-highway  uses  shall  be 
six  cents  a  gallon  instead  of  five  cents 
per  gallon  as  heretofore.  (HB  762) 

Another  provides  that  the  State  High- 
way Commission,  counties,  and  municipal 
corporations  shall  be  entitled  to  be  re 
imbursed  at  the  rate  of  six  cents  per 
gallon  of  the  gasoline  tax  purchased  by 
them  upon  the  filing  of  a  statement  with 
the  Commissioner  of  Revenue.  All  claims 
for  refunds  shall  be  filed  on  forms  pre- 
scribed by  the  Commissioner  on  or  be- 
fore the  last  day  of  January,  April,  July 
and  October  of  each  year  and  at  such 
periods  only,  and  cover  only  the  motor 
fuel  so  used  during  the  quarterly  period 
immediately  preceding  the  month  in 
which  such  application  is  filed.  (HB  424) 

The  boards  of  county  commissioners 
are  authorized  to  name  any  street,  road, 
highway,  or  other  thoroughfare  open  to 
the  public  outside  the  corporate  limits  of 
any  incorporated  city  or  town.  They  are 
not  authorized  to  change  the  number 
assigned  to  any  street,  road,  highway, 
or  other  thoroughfare  by  the  Highway 
Commission,  however,  they  are  author- 
ized to  give  such  street,  road  or  highway 
a  name  in  addition  to  the  number.  After 
naming  such  street,  road,  highway,  or 
thoroughfare,  the  county  commissioners 
are  required  to  notify  the  local  post- 
master, the  Highway  Commission,  and 
any  nearby  city  or  town  of  its  action. 
(HB  1033) 

Controlled  Access  Clarified 

This  new  law  spells  out  the  declaration 
of  policy  for  the  construction  of  con- 
trolled-access  facilities  as  necessary  for 
the  preservation  and  protection  of  public 
peace,  health  and  safety,  the  promotion 
of  the  general  welfare,  the  improvement 
and  development  of  transportation  facili- 


ties, the  elimination  of  hazards  at  grade 
intersections  and  other  related  purposes, 
and  it  specifically  defines  the  meaning 
of  the  terms  "controlled-access  facility," 
"frontage  road,"  the  "Commission,  etc. 

It  gives  the  Commission  authority  to 
designate,   establish,   abandon,  improve, 


construct,  maintain  and  regulate  con- 
trolled-access facilities.  It  authorizes  the 
Commission  to  design  controlled-access 
facilities  and  to  so  regulate,  restrict,  or 
prohibit  access  as  best  to  serve  the  traf- 
fic for  which  the  facility  is  intended.  The

Commission  is  authorized  to  divide  and 
separate  any  controlled-access  facility 
into  separate  roadways  by  the  construc- 
tion of  raised  eurbings,  central  dividing 
sections,  or  other  physical  separations, 
or  by  designating  such  separate  roadways 
by  signs,  markers,  stripes,  etc.,  an-1 
denies  any  right  of  ingress  or  egress  to, 
from  or  across  controlled-access  facili- 
ties except  at  such  designated  points  as 
may  be  permitted. 

It  authorizes  the  Commission  to  ac- 
quire private  or  public  property  and 
property  rights  for  controlled-access 
facilities,  providing  that  the  property 
rights  acquired  may  be  in  fee  simple  or 
an  appropriate  easement  of  right  of  way 
in  perpetuity. 

It  authorizes  the  Commission  to 
establish  controlled-access  highways  as 
new  and  additional  facilities  or  to 
designate  an  existing  street  or  highway 
as  such;  providing  that  when  an  existing 
street  or  highway  shall  be  so  designated 
the  owners  of  land  abutting  such  exist- 
ing street  or  highway  shall  be  entitled 
to  compensation  for  the  taking  of  or 
injury  to  their  easement  of  access.  The 
Commission  is  authorized  to  provide 
for  the  elimination  of  intersections  at 
grade  of  controlled-access  facilities  with 
existing  State  highways,  county  roads, 
and  city  and  town  streets,  by  grade 
separations,  frontage  roads,  or  by  clos- 
ing off  such  roads  and  streets.  The  law 
further  provides  that  no  street  of  any 
city  or  town,  nor  a  State  highway, 
county  road,  or  other  public  way  which 
has  been  closed  off  shall  be  opened  into 


or  connected  with  any  such  controlled- 
access  facility  without  the  consent  and 
approval  of  the  Commission. 

The  new  law  authorizes  the  governing 
body  of  any  county,  city  or  town,  after 
public  hearing,  to  enter  into  agreements 
with  each  other  and  with  the  Commis- 
sion, and  the  Commission  with  the 
Federal  Government,  respecting  the 
planning,  establishment,  etc.,  of  con- 
trolled-access facilities. 

Frontage  Roads  and  Service  Areas 

It  provides  for  the  construction  of 
local  service  or  frontage  roads  and  pro- 
vides that  no  commercial  enterprises  or 
activities  shall  be  authorized  or  con- 
ducted by  the  Commission,  or  the 
governing  body  of  any  city  or  town, 
within  or  on  the  property  acquired  for 
and  designated  as  a  controlled-access 
facility.  In  order  to  permit  the  establish- 
ment of  adequate  fuel  and  other  service 
facilities  by  private  owners,  the  Com- 
mission is  authorized  to  permit  access  to 
service  or  frontage  roads  at  points 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission, 
will  best  serve  the  public  interest. 

The  Act  closes  with  provisions  making 
unlawful  the  use  of  limited-access  facili- 
ties in  certain  ways  therein  specified. 
(HB  123) 

Property  Owners  To  Be  Notified 

From  and  after  January  1,  19  58,  the 
Commission  is  required  to  notify  by 
certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested.

or  personal  delivery,  all  known  property 
owners  whose  property  will  be  affected 
by  the  construction  of  any  highway  im- 
provement project.  The  Commission  is 
also  required  to  publish  a  notice  setting 
forth  the  proposed  change,  alteration  or 
abandonment,  calling  attention  to  the 
map  posted  at  the  courthouse  door.  The 
notice  must  be  published  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  county  involved  once  a 
week  for  four  successive  weeks.  If  no 
newspaper  is  published  in  the  county, 
the  notice  is  to  be  posted  at  the  court- 
house door  and  four  other  public  places 
for  thirty  days.  Compliance  with  these 
provisions  will  constitute  notice  to  all 
property  owners  affected.  iHB  952  ) 

City  Right  of  Way  Cost  Reduced 

The  requirement  as  to  the  percentage 
of  participation  required  of  municipali- 
ties in  right-of-way  cost  was  reduced  to 
20%.  A  further  provision  was  added 
whereby  municipalities  are  not  required 
to  participate  in  right-of-way  cost  for 
construction  of  a  section  of  the  Inter- 
state System  or  other  highway  in  which 
the  Federal  Government  participates  as 
much  as  90%.  Any  municipality  con- 
tributing any  part  of  right-of-way  cost 
for  any  highway  shall  be  a  proper  party 
in  any  court  proceeding  relating  to  the 
acquisition  of  such  right  of  way.  (SB 
430) 

Outer  Banks  To  Be  Built  Up 

By  resolution  the  Legislature  de- 
clared the  State's  policy  with  respect  to 
certain  portions  of  the  outer  banks. 
Under  this  resolution  it  is  to  be  an 
essential  part  of  the  State  policy  to  ac- 
quire a  highway  right  of  way  along  the 
outer  banks  consisting  of  Portsmouth 
Island,  Core  Banks  and  Shackleford 
Banks,  the  same  being  that  portion  of 
the  banks  lying  between  Ocracoke  Inlet 
and  Beaufort  Inlet;  that  the  same  be 
developed  so  as  to  protect  said  right  of 
way  as  much  as  practicable  from  the 
ravages  of  the  sea,  particularly  on  Ports- 
mouth Island  and  parts  of  Core  Banks; 
and  that  prison  labor  may  be  used  in 
carrying  out  such  project.  (SB  455) 

Certain  changes  were  made  in  the 
Motor  Vehicle  Laws.  Among  them  are: 

(I)  Under  certain  condition  a  the 
Highway  Commission  is  authorized  to  set 
higher  maximum  speeds  than  //5  MPH 
for  trucks  and  55  MPH  for  passenger 
cars,  not  to  exceed  60  MPH.  to  apply  only 
on  designated  portions  of  highways  upon 
the  erection  of  appropriate  signs.  (HB 
71)

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Budget  Explained 

Though  lie  probably  has  more  new  re- 
sponsibilities than  any  man  in  North 
Carolina's  state  government,  Director  of 
Highways  Bill  Babcock  spends  a  good 
part  of  every  day  explaining  to  the 
public  just  where  his  responsibility  and 
authority  end. 

"I  don't  speak  on  policy  matters," 
said  Babcock  recently  at  his  first  "brief- 
ing" of  Raleigh  press  and  radio  report- 
ers. "I  can  recommend  only  to  the  full, 
seven-man  Highway  Commission.  My 
job  is  much  like  that  of  a  city  or  county 
manager.  I  gather  facts  and  make  en- 
gineering recommendations;  but  it  is 
up  to  the  Commission  to  set  policies.  I 
really  need  you  people's  help  in  getting 
that  across  to  the  public." 

The  prime  purpose  of  the  meeting  was 
to  explain  the  huge  and  somewhat  com- 
plicated highway  budget.  "It's  big  but 
not  as  big  as  some  people  think,"  said 
the  director. 

Out  of  an  overall  $413  million  budget 
for  the  next  biennium,  almost  $82 
million  must  be  taken  out  for  operation 
of  the  Motor  Vehicles  Department,  the 
bus  inspections  of  the  Utilities  Commis- 
sion, the  Prison  Department,  the  Pro- 
bation Commission,  the  Board  of 
Paroles,  retirements  and  pensions,  State 
aid  to  municipalities  and  debt  service, 
Babcock  said.  This  leaves  a  balance  of 
$331,620,680  for  actual  highway  opera- 
tions during  the  next  two  years. 

Over  $331  Million 
Available  for  Highways 

Actions  of  the  past  Legislature  may 
further  reduce  highway  tax  collections  by 
$3  million  dollars  over  the  next  two 
years  rather  than  the  $880,000  per 
year  loss  estimated  by  the  lawmakers, 
said  Chief  Engineer  W.  H.  Rogers,  Jr. 

But  whether  the  revenue  loss  is  $3 
million  or  $1,760,000,  it  will  be  relative- 
ly unimportant  in  the  overall  $332 
million  highway  budget,  he  added. 

It  was  figured  that  the  highway  fund 
would  be  reduced  $180,000  per  year  by 
a  cut  from  six  to  three  per  cent  in 
franchise  tax  of  inter-city  bus  com- 
panies. Another  $350,000  would  be  lost, 


it  is  estimated  from  refunding  6c  per 
gallon  gasoline  tax  paid  on  motor  fuel 
used  by  the  local  governments,  and 
another  $350,000  by  raising  from  five  to 
six  cents  per  gallon  the  refund  to  non- 
highway  fuel  users. 

The  estimate  on  refunds  to  non-high- 
way users,  chiefly  farmers,  should  be 
raised  to  $700,000  per  year  because  of 
provisions  making  it  easier  to  obtain  the 
refunds. 

Highway  officials  also  estimated  a 
loss  of  $300,000  from  a  law  which  re- 
duced from  one-third  to  one-fifth  the 
amount  cities  must  pay  on  acquiring 
rights  of  way  for  highways  through 
municipalities. 

Sources  of  Highway  Fund 

Gasoline  taxes  are  expected  to  bring 
$188,464,535  into  the  highway  till;  and 
$62,528,403  from  motor  vehicle  regis- 
tration; and  $1,007,062  from  title  regis- 
tration. 

Federal-aid  f  u  n  d  s  of  $136,149,992 
plus  an  estimated  credit  balance  as  of 
July  1,  of  $25,235,373  places  the  avail- 
able total  at  $413,385,365. 

This  total,  however,  is  clipped  for  a 
total  of  $81,764,685,  to  leave  a  balance 
of  $331,620,680  for  highway  work  dur- 
ing the  next  two  years. 

Funds  Allocated 

How  was  the  money  allocated?  The 
largest  item,  $192,649,992  was  appro- 
priated for  construction  on  the  State 
primary  and  secondary  roads  on  the 
federal-aid  system;  $51,400,000  for 
maintenance  of  the  58,000-mile  second- 
ary road  system;  $44,400,000  for  better- 
ments and  retreatments  of  primary  and 
secondary  roads;  $2  2  million  for  main- 
tenance of  the  primary  or  numbered 
highway  system;  and  $10,596,822  for 
the  merit  and  general  salary  increases 
approved  by  the  Legislature  (this  figure 
includes  salary  increases  not  only  for 
highway  employees,  but  also  for  em- 
ployees of  Motor  Vehicles  Department, 
Utilities  Commission,  Prison  Depart- 
ment, Probation  Commission,  and 
Board  of  Paroles).  A  total  of  $5  million 
was  allocated  for  maintenance  and  im- 
provements of  highways  in  cities  and 
towns,  such  as,  county  road  connections 


and  State  routes  within  municipalities 
Another  $4  million  was  set  up  for 
betterments  of  State  secondary  and  or 
county  roads.  A  total  of  $200,000  was 
allotted  for  scenic  highways,  mostly  for 
purchase  of  land  for  the  Blue  Ridge 
Parkway.  Only  $150,000  was  held  in 
reserve  for  contingencies. 

Babcock  pointed  out  that  "better- 
ments" mean  improvement  of  an 
existing  highway  facility  to  higher  en- 
gineering standards  or  higher  traffic 
capacity  while  "maintenance"  means  re- 
storing the  highway  facility  to  its 
original  condition. 

Equipment  Loaned 
To  Gaston  Tech 

The  State  Highway  Department  has 
made  approximately  $15,000  worth  of 
equipment  available  to  the  Gaston  Techni- 
cal Institute  in  Gastonia  for  the  opening 
of  its  newly-organized,  two-year  civil 
technology  course  which  begins  this  fall. 

The  institute  is  operated  by  North 
Carolina  State  College. 

Faced  with  a  shortage  of  engineering 
technicians  as  it  embarks  on  an  expand- 
ing road  construction  program,  the  High- 
way Department  appropriated  funds  for 
the  purchase  of  surveying  equipment 
such  as  transits,  levels,  and  other  instru- 
ments as  well  as  laboratory  testing  ap- 
paratus for  concrete,  soils,  and  bitu- 
minous materials. 

In  addition  to  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment's needs,  the  civil  technology  course 
will  provide  trained  personnel  for  the 
construction  and  steel  fabrication  in- 
dustries of  the  State. 

Among  the  topics  covered  in  the  civil 
curriclum  will  be  estimates,  cost,  stand- 
ard methods  of  testing  and  control,  con- 
tracts and  specifications,  performance 
characteristics  of  construction  equip- 
ment, and  construction  methods. 

The  course  curriculum  was  set  up  by 
the  North  Carolina  State  College  Civil 
Engineering  Department  as  one  of  the 
four  two-year  courses  to  be  offered  by 
the  Gaston  Technical  Institute. 

The  new  Gaston  Technical  Institute 
program,  operated  by  the  State  College 
School  of  Engineering  as  a  part  of  the 
College  Extension  Program,  offers  an 
academic  program  to  prepare  high  school 
graduates  for  positions  as  engineering 
technicians  in  the  State's  growing  in- 
dustries. 

In  addition  to  the  civil  program,  the 
technical  institute  will  provide  training 
in  the  fields  of  electricity,  electronics, 
and  mechanical  and  production  techno- 
logy. 
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SALARIES  AND  WAGES:  The  final 
results  of  the  long  and  hard  struggle  for 
salary  increases  is  now  Law,  as  shown 
in  Section  21  of  the  Budget  Appropria- 
tions Act  for  the  Biennium  1957-1959, 
ratified  in  June,  as  follows: 

"Sec.  21.  The  appropriations  included 
in  Section  one  and  two  of  this  Act  shall 
be  transferred  by  the  Director  of  the 
Budget  to  departments,  institutions  and 
agencies  as  may  be  required  to  increase 
salaries  for  full-time  employees,  includ- 
ing full-time  employees  paid  on  an  hourly 
basis,  in  accordance  with  the  following 
schedule,  except  as  modified  by  certain 
provisions  in  this  Section,  such  salary  in- 
creases to  become  effective  July  1,  1957. 
The  salary  increase  for  an  individual 
full-time  employee  shall  be  determined  by 
the  amount  of  the  employee's  annual 
salary  on  June  30,  1957. 

Each  full-time  employee  receiving  an 
annual  salary  in  an  amount  up  to  and 
including  $1,919.99  shall  receive  an  an- 
nual salary  increase  of  $240. 

Each  full-time  employee  receiving  an 
salary  in  an  amount  between  $1,920  and 
$2,459.99  inclusive  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  increase  of  $280. 

Each  full-time  employee  receiving  an 
annual  salary  in  an  amount  between 
$2,832  and  $3,587.99  inclusive  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  increase  of  $320. 

Each  full-time  employee  receiving  an 
annual  salary  in  an  amount  between 
$2,832  and  $3,587.99  incisive  shaull  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  increase  of  $360. 

Each  full-time  employee  receiving  an 
annual  salary  in  an  amount  between 
$3,588  and  $4,139.99  inclusive  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  increase  of  $400. 

Each  full-time  employee  receiving  an 
annual  salary  in  an  amount  between 
$4,140  and  $5,603.99  inclusive  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  increase  of  $480. 

Each  full-time  employee  receiving  an 
annual  salary  in  an  amount  between 
$5,604  and  $6,887.99  inclusive  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  increase  of  $560. 

Each  full-time  employee  receiving  an 
annual  salary  in  an  amount  between 
$6,888  and  $8,003.99  inclusive  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  increase  of  $640. 

Each  full-time  employee  receiving  an 
annual  salary  in  an  amount  between 
$8,004  and  $9,311.99  inclusive  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  increase  of  $720. 

Each  full-time  employee  receiving  an 
annual  salary  in  an  amount  between 
$9,312  and  $10,427.99  inclusive  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  increase  of  $800. 


PJach  full-time  employee  receiving  an 
annual  salary  in  the  amount  of  $10,428 
and  above  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
increase  of  $920. 

Part-time  employees  occupying  posi- 
tions having  annual  rates  of  pay  shall 
receive  proportionate  salary  increases 
in  accordance  with  the  above  salary 
schedule.  The  salary  increase  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  line 
item  salaries  of  positions  not  subject  to 
the  Personnel  Act  (General  Statutes, 
Article  2,  143:35147)  as  certifed  by  the 
Director  of  the  Budget. 

As  of  July  1,  1957,  the  maximum  rate 
of  pay  applicable  to  each  job  classified  by 
the  State  Personnel  Department  shall  be 
increased  by  an  amount  not  less  than  the 
combined  amount  of  three  and  one-third 
annual  salary  increments  applicable  to 
such  jobs,  and  any  employee  employed  in 
a  job  classified  by  the  State  Personnel 
Department  whose  annual  rate  of  pay  as 
of  June  30,  1957,  is  equal  to  or  in  ex- 
cess of  the  maximum  rate  to  be  estab- 
lished as  of  July  1,  1957,  shall,  notwith- 
standing the  above  schedule  of  increases, 
receive  a  salary  increase  in  an  amount 
equal  to  one-third,  to  the  closest  dollar 
of  the  applicable  salary  increase  shown 
in  the  schedule  of  increases.  Any  em- 
ployee employed  in  a  job  classified  by 
the  State  Personnel  Department  whose 
annual  salary  is  equal  to  or  above  the 
maximum  rate  of  pay  applicable  to  his 
job  as  of  June  30,  1957,  but  whose  annual 
salary  is  not  equal  to  or  above  the  maxi- 
mum rate  of  pay  applicable  to  his  job 
as  of  July  1,  1957,  shall  receive  as  much 
of  the  applicable  salary  increase  shown 
in  the  schedule  of  increases  as  will  raise 
his  salary  to  an  amount  equal  to  the 
maximum  rate  of  pay  applicable  to  his 
job  as  of  July  1,  1957,  but  in  no  event 
shall  such  an  employee  receive  less  than

one-third  to  the  closest  dollar  of  the  ap- 
plicable salary  increase  shown  in  the 
schedule  of  increases. 

The  State  Personnel  Department  is  di- 
rected to  establish  temporary  job  classi- 
fications to  he  used  as  the  basis  for  the' 
equitable  distribution  of  salary  increase 
funds  in  those  cases  where  State  em- 
ployees who  are  subject  to  the  Personnel 
Act  have  not  been  given  a  job  classifi- 
cation by  the  State  Personnel  Depart- 
ment as  of  June  30,  1957." 

Other  provisions  in  this  and  other 
Sections  following  pertain  to  teachers 
and  others.  The  actual  amounts  of  reve- 
nue and  expenditures  are  spelled  out 
before  the  contingency  increase  (addi- 
tional to  regular  increase)  may  be  grant- 
ed teachers  at  the  end  of  each  year  of 
the  Biennium. 

The  salary  schedule  as  finally  included 
into  Law  is  much  more  liberal  than  was 
originally  proposed  by  the  Advisory 
Budget  Commission  and  others.  We  feel 
a  major  victory  was  accomplished  by 
this  Association  in  having  included  cer- 
tain provisions  to  protect  frozen  em- 
ployees; use  of  June  30  salaries  for  in- 
creases prior  to  making  adjustments; 
and  the  increase  of  the  original  offer 
of  6.6%  to  the  average  of  11%  finally 
adopted.  The  Personnel  Department,  in 
addition,  has  used  new  salary  bases  for 
granting  of  increments  due  July  1  and 
after,  which  means  more  to  many  em- 
ployees than  use  of  the  old  schedule. 
They  have  put  into  effect  a  new  salary 
range  schedule  that  increases  the  amount 
of  the  monthly  increments.  All  these 
things  are  to  our  advantage,  but  we  must 
feel  that  the  work  of  this  organization  is 
responsible  for  a  great  deal  of  these 
gains  —  without  concentrated  work  and 
effort  we  would  not  have  had  what  we 
now  do  have.  It  is  difficult  for  many  to 
realize  the  work  of  the  Association,  its 
officers  and  committees  —  we  owe  our 
thanks  to  all  of  them  in  the  organiza- 
tion for  carrying  out  the  program,  for  the 
planning  and  detailed  work  necessary  for 
winning  of  these  gains;  your  officers 
and  committeemen  gave  unselfishly  of 
their  time  FOR  YOU.  Let's  look  to  the 
future  with  pride  in  our  achievements, 
with  faith  in  our  objectives,  with  confi- 
dence in  ourselves.  Let  us  pledge  our 
continued  loyalty  to  the  Commission,  to 
the  State,  to  carry  on  our  work  faith- 
fully for  the  taxpayers  of  this  State.

(2)  The  permissible  total  length  of  a 
combination  of  motor  vehicles  was  in- 
creased from  1,8  feet  to  50  feet,  exclusive 
of  front  and  rear  bumpers.  (SB  311) 

(3)  The  permissible  total  length  of  a 
combination  of  a  house  trailer  and  its 
towing  vehicle  ivas  increased  from  50  feet 
to  55  feet,  exclusive  of  front  and  rear 
bumpers.  (SB  1,67) 

It  gave  special  permission  to  move 
overwidth  vehicles  or  loads  on  certain 
highways,  for  instance: 

( a)  Seven  named  individuals  were 
authorized  to  move  their  overwidth 
dwellings  for  a  distance  of  approxi- 
mately three  miles  on  US  Highway  70 
in  Craven  County,  for  a  period  of  90  days 
from  and  after  the  27th  day  of  April. 
(HB  .',22 ) 

(b)  The  residents  of  Yeopim  Com- 
munity, Chowan  County,  who  had  convey- 
ed their  lands  to  the  United  States  were 
given  permission  to  move  their  buildings 
on  NC  Highway  32,  and  other  highways 
of  Chowan  County,  for  distances  not  to 
exceed  five  miles,  under  certain  condi- 
tions spelled  out  under  the  law  and  pro- 
vided that  each  movement  be  under  the 
direction  of  a  member  of  the  Highway 
Patrol.  (HB  691) 

(c)  One  property  owner  in  Onsloio 
County  ivas  given  permission  to  move  a 
store  house  along  a  certain  road.  This 
permission  ivas  for  a  period  of  only 
thirty  days  from  and  after  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  bill,  which  period  expired 
July  7th.  (HB  1262) 


15}2  -Foot  Wide  Combines  To  Be 
Permitted 

Permits  self-propelled  grain  com- 
bines or  other  farm  equipment,  self- 
propelled  or  otherwise,  not  exceeding 
15%  feet  in  width  to  be  operated  on 
secondary  highways  of  the  State,  and  on 
Federal  and  State  numbered  highways, 
under  permits,  but  not,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, upon  any  portions  of  the 
Interstate  System;  provided,  that  they 
should  be  operated  ( 1 )  only  during  day- 
light hours;  (2)  not  on  Saturdays,  Sun- 
days or  holidays;  (3)  must  be  preceded 
and  followed  by  flagmen  and  display 
flags;  (4)  must  carry  a  red  flag,  and 
(5)  must  be  operated  on  the  right  side 
of  the  highway.  (SB  383  )

Graduate  Training 
Program  Started 

The  Highway  Department  launched 
its  first  on-the-job  training  program  for 
young  graduate  civil  engineers  in  June. 

Five  recent  civil  engineering  graduates 
of  N.  C.  State  College  were  recruited  to 
take  the  specialized  two-year  program. 
They  will  receive  a  wellrounded  course 
in  nine  of  the  key  departments  by  work- 
ing about  three  months  each  in  the  fol- 
lowing: statistics  and  planning,  roadway, 
location,  bridge  location,  roadway  de- 
sign, bridge  design,  materials  and  tests, 
right  of  way,  construction  and  mainten- 
ance. 

The  highway  personnel  department 
pointed  out  that  the  new  course  was  es- 
pecially designed  to  supplement  the  for- 
mal academic  training  of  the  young 
engineering  graduates  and  to  provide  an 
effective  transition  from  college  work 
into  the  practice  of  highway  or  bridge 
engineering.  The  men  will  get  a  sound 
foundation  in  the  various  highway  func- 
tions on  which  to  build  their  careers  with 
the  department. 

The  graduate  training  program  in  high- 
way engineering  is  a  part  of  the  depart- 
ment's efforts  to  attract  and  hold  quali- 
fied young  civil  engineers. 

The  two-year  training  program  will 
give  the  men  practical  on-the-job  work 
experience,  as  well  as  a  fundamental 
knowledge  of  highway  operations.  Upon 
completion    of    the    training,    the  men 


should  qualify  as  capable  highway  engi- 
neers and  will  be  placed  in  regular  posi- 
tions within  the  highway  organization. 

During  the  training,  the  men  will  be 
rated  on  individual  ability,  job  intelli- 
gence, and  on  the  quantity,  quality,  atti- 
tudes and  habits  of  their  work. 

The  trainees  themselves  agreed  that 
the  on-the-job  training  program  was  a 
major  factor  in  their  choosing  highway 
work.  Another  persuasion  for  the  four 
native  Tar  Heels  was  the  fact  that  they 
could  continue  to  live  in  North  Carolina. 
A  third  factor  was  the  job  security  of 
State  employment. 

The  trainees  in  the  intial  program  in- 
clude James  Davis  of  Raleigh,  Cohen  O. 
White  of  Windsor,  William  Caddell,  Jr., 
of  Raleigh,  William  Dudley  of  Roxboro, 
and  Clarence  Elam  of  Mocksville.  All 
graduated  from  State  College  with  civil 
engineering  degrees  this  June,  with  the 
exception  of  Caddell  who  graduated  in 
1953. 

Six  other  June  engineering  graduates 
from  State  College  have  just  started  to 
work  with  the  department  and  will  take 
the  training  program  later.  This  group 
includes  Paul  Wicker  of  Cameron,  Bill 
Odin  of  Wilmington,  Robert  Jobe  of  Elm 
City,  Robert  Mullen  of  Winston-Salem, 
John  Smith  of  Concord,  George  Lathrop 
of  Asheville,  and  Gerald  White  of  Pitts- 
boro. 

The  11  graduate  engineers  are  a  wel- 
come addition  to  the  highway  engineer- 
ing staff  and  are  especially  needed  for 
the  accelerated  and  expanded  road 
construction  program  underway  in  the 
State.

The  33-year  old  registered  Professional 
Engineer  graduated  with  a  B.  S.  degree 
in  civil  engineering  from  N.  C.  State 
College  in  1950.  He  did  graduate  work 
in  transportation  engineering  at  the  col- 
lege and  was  awarded  a  Master  o' 
Science  in  Civil  Engineering  in  1951. 

He  was  employed  by  Greensboro  as 
Traffic  Engineer  in  the  City  Planning 
Department.  In  consultation  with  W.  F. 
Babcock,  he  helped  develop  the  major 
thoroughfare  plan  for  Greensboro.  As  a 
result  of  this  intensive  study,  the  de- 
sign of  the  streets  and  interchanges  in 
Greensboro  were  evolved. 

When  a  separate  Traffic  Engineering 
Division  was  established  in  Greensboro,

Governor  Talks 
To  Road  Men 

At  the  August  5.  meeting  in  Raleigh 
of  the  Highway  Commission  with  High- 
way Director  Babcock  and  key  per- 
sonnel from  all  over  the  State,  Governor 
Luther  H.  Hodges  said: 

"I  should  like  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  to  all  highway  employees, 
and  especially  to  the  engineers,  for  their 
loyal  and  devoted  service.  Since  the 
earliest  days  of  public  highways  in  our 
State,  highway  employees  have  estab- 
lished an  outstanding  record  for  their 
willingness  to  work  long  and  hard  under 
all  kinds  of  trying  conditions  to  keep 
our  roads  open  and  to  keep  traffic 
moving.  High  morale  has  been  a  trade- 
mark among  highway  employees  and 
this  has  been  reflected  in  the  stability  of 
the  organization.  As  you  know,  we  have 
approximately  500  engineers.  Of  these 
500  engineers  over  20%  have  been  with 
the  Commission  for  more  than  30  years. 
At  least  60%  of  these  engineers  have 
served  more  than  10  years.  I  mention 
these  facts  because  I  want  everyone  to 
know  that  we  who  have  had  a  part  in 
the  reorganization  of  the  Highway  Com- 
mission fully  appreciate  the  contribu- 
tions which  have  been  made  by  highway 
personnel  at  all  levels.  We  have  no 
desire  to  belittle  or  overlook  any 
progress  which  has  been  made  in  previ- 
ous highway  administrations.  At  the 
same  time,  we  hope  that  all  of  you  will 
take  hold  with  renewed  interest  in  the 
great  problems  and  opportunities  ahead. 

Purpose  of  Reorganization 

".  .  .  The  changes  in  the  organization 
of  the  Highway  Commission  were  not  in- 
tended as  reflection  on  any  Commission, 
either  present  or  past,  or  any  Commis- 


sioners who  are  serving  or  have  served. 
What  we  were  striving  to  change  was  a 
system  of  long-standing  which  appeared 
to  the  Highway  Study  Commission,  the 
1957  General  Assembly  and  many  other 
citizens  as  outmoded  in  many  respects 
since  road  building,  organizations  and 
structure  had  not  kept  pace  with 
modern  demands  and  developments.  As 
early  as  my  talk  to  the  General  As- 
sembly in  1955,  I  referred  to  the  need 
for  state-wide  organization  and  state- 
wide planning  in  the  Highway  Commis- 
sion and  also  pointed  out  that  the  Com- 
mission was  virtually  not  under  the 
Executive  Budget  Act  but  had  grown 
into  an  independent  empire. 

Highway  Budget 

".  .  .  When  I  first  met  with  the  Ad- 
visory Budget  Commission  after  taking 
office  in  November  1954,  I  found  that 
this  hardworking  group  of  men  had 
spent  many  weeks  in  study  and  con- 
sideration of  the  huge  budget  supported 
by  the  General  Fund.  Since  no  mention 
had  been  made  about  the  equally  huge 
budget  of  the  Highway  Commission, 
which  is  supported  by  the  Highway 
Fund,  I  asked  about  it  and  found  that 
it  had  already  been  considered.  'How 
much  time  did  you  give  to  studying 
and  considering  the  Highway  Budget 
before  you  approved  it?'  I  asked.  After 
some  hesitation,  these  men — all  recog- 
nized for  their  ability  and  diligence — 
and  the  same  can  be  said  for  Mr. 
Coltrans,  the  Assistant  Budget  Director, 
admitted  that  10  minutes  probably  was 
a  good  guess.  .  .  .  This  simply  was  a 
situation  in  which  years  of  independent 
action  and  lack  of  coordination  with  the 
rest  of  the  State  Government  had  given 
us  an  inheritance  which  was  not  good, 
and  about  which  the  public  was  not 
generally  aware. 


".  .  .  North  Carolina  has  a  long  and 
progressive  background  in  public  high- 
ways and  I  hope  that  our  new  Commis- 
sion can  maintain  that  tradition  while 
meeting  the  increasingly  complex  needs 
of  the  present  day. 

".  .  .  It  has  been  estimated  that  since 
our  present-day  highway  system  was  set 
up  in  1921,  highway  fund  expenditures 
have  amounted  to  over  1.6  billion 
dollars.  It  is  estimated  that  the  Highway 
Commission  will  spend  $331,620,680  for 
highway  operations  during  the  next  two 
years  and  its  total  budget  will  be  up- 
wards of  $400,000,000.  Construction  of 
State  primary  and  secondary  roads  in 
the  Federal  system  will  take  approxi- 
mately $192,649,000  dollars  of  this  total 
— not  to  mention  maintenance  of  pri- 
mary and  secondary  roads  as  well  as 
betterment  of  secondary  or  county 
roads. 

Public  Trust 

"As  we  all  know  highways  are  a  pub- 
lic undertaking  provided  by  the  people, 
acting  through  the  instrumentality  of 
the  State,  to  create  necessary  trans- 
portation facilities.  The  invested  capital 
comes  from  the  people  themselves, 
through  systems  of  taxation;  and  facili- 
ties are  developed  on  the  basis  of  the 
public's  willingness  and  ability  to  pay 
the  cost.  Much  of  this  willingness  to  pay 
depends  largely  upon  the  understanding 
that  the  public  has  about  the  operations 
of  the  Highway  Commission  and  the  use 
of  its  tax  funds.  We  must  never  forget 
that  our  highways  as  well  as  our  other 
public  institutions  and  services  belong 
to  all  the  people.  For  my  own  part,  I 
accept  this  and  will  do  all  I  can  to  see 
that  the  people  get  the  most  for  their 
money.  I  don't  have  any  pet  highway 
projects,  and  I  hope  the  individual 
Commissioners  are  of  the  same  mind.

Governor  Talks 

(Continued  from  page  1) 

".  .  .  While  the  Highway  Commission 
has  generally  done  a  good  job  in  con- 
structing and  maintaining  roads,  it  has 
done  a  relatively  poor  job  in  public  rela- 
tions and  has  lost  a  great  deal  of  the 
support  of  the  taxpaying  public  because 
people  have  not  understood  what  was 
going  on  or  were  not  satisfied  with  what 
was  going  on.  In  contacts  with  the 
organization  throughout  our  100  coun- 
ties, citizens  having  road  business  to  dis- 
cuss have  often  been  handled  in  such  a 
way  that  they  were  convinced  rightly  or 
wrongly  that  in  many  cases  that  the 
Commission  was  not  a  public  agency 
supported  by  tax  monies.  This  points  up 
the  importance  of  contacts  with  the 
public  and  with  taxpaying  citizens, 
whatever  the  circumstances.  This  means 
every  highway  employee  must  remain 
aware  of  the  fact  that  he  is  a  servant 
of  the  people  and  that  his  job  basically 
is  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  all  the 
people  as  set  forth  by  the  policies  of  the 
Commission. 

"Many  years  ago,  business  and  in- 
dustry suffered  great  setbacks  in  public 
opinion  and  public  support  because  of 
the  attitude  generally  described  as,  'The 


Public  be  Damned.'  From  these  early 
years,  and  especially  since  the  Great 
Depression,  business  and  industry,  as 
well  as  other  groups,  including  many 
levels  of  government  have  come  to 
realize  that  this  should  be  changed  to 
an  attitude  of  'The  Public  be  Informed.' 
Private  business  strives  to  identify  its 
aims  and  objectives  with  the  public 
interest.  We  in  State  Government  have 
no  other  purpose  than  serving  the  peo- 
ple of  North  Carolina  as  efficiently  and 
economically  as  possible,  with  our  total 
purpose  being  'in  the  public  interest.' 

Dealing  with  Public 

"Public  relations  is  not  merely  a 
matter  of  trying  to  get  something  in  the 
newspapers.  It  is  a  matter  of  working 
with  people  in  an  honest,  friendly  and 
effective  manner.  This  means  individual 
contacts  on  a  daily  basis  through  which 
the  people  in  each  division  or  district 
or  county  are  dealt  with  fairly  and 
honestly.  This  means  countless  and 
patient  explanations  on  road  improve- 
ment problems  and  careful  follow-up  on 
road  requests.  It  means  absorbing  as 
best  you  can  some  unfair  and  unjustified 
criticisms  from  individuals  and  the  press 
at  times.  There  is  never  enough  money 
to  pave  every  road  or  build  every  bridge 
in  the  highway  system.  I  believe  that 


the  new  standards  which  will  be  adopted! 
will  help  a  great  deal  in  dealing  with  the! 
public  on  road  problems.  People  arel 
always  more  understanding  when  theyi 
realize  that  road  work  is  being  done  on 
the  basis  of  a  uniform  and  carefully  ad- 
ministered system  of  rules  and  regula-j 
tions  and  standards.  Every  employee 
should  acquaint  himself  with  these  new' 
standards  so  the  questions  of  the  public 
can  be  answered  promptly. 

"To  help  gain  public  understanding 
in  our  daily  work,  let's  use  the  Golden 
Rule  as  much  as  possible.  We  must  try 
to  put  ourselves  in  the  other  man's 
place.  How  would  you  like  the  State  to 
take  a  portion  of  your  property  with 
only  perhaps  20  days'  notice  and  little 
or  no  explanation?  The  right  to  own 
and  hold  property  is  very  precious  and 
all  highway  employees  should  treat  this 
right  as  judiciously  as  possible.  We  have 
a  very  strong  law  of  condemnation  in 
this  State  and  we  must  bend  over  back- 
wards to  make  sure  that  we  are  using  it 
fairly. 

Transportation  Service 
"Some  engineers  tend  to  feel  that 
highways  are  end  products  in  them- 
selves. Actually,  highways,  good  or  bad, 
are  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  service 
to  the  traveling  public,  a  service  to 
abutting  property  owners  and  a  service 
to  the  life  and  economy  of  a  community, 
county  and  State. 

"In  building  a  road  the  fundamental 
objective  is  not  necessarily  to  build  the 
most  inexpensive  road.  Quite  often  it 
may  be  desirable  to  spend  more  money 
on  a  revised  location  of  a  facility  so 
that  the  land  or  a  community  may  be 
better  served.  Similarly,  the  location  of 
a  highway  facility  should  be  based  upon 
the  growth  characteristics  of  the  com- 
munity that  it  serves  or  that  is  bypasses 
so  that  the  highway  will  never  become 
a  barrier  to  the  economy  and  efficient 
use  of  our  lands.  Too  often,  the  design 
of  road  facilities  has  taken  the  best 
lands  for  highway  purposes  and  has  left 
only  poor  land  for  residential  and  other 
uses.  This  points  up  the  need  for  long- 
range  planning. 

Added  Responsibilities 

"It  was  suggested  that  our  division 
and  district  engineers  were  not  capable 
of  dealing  with  the  public  on  road  com- 
plaints, etc.  This  criticism  came  about 
through  the  proposed  elimination  of  the 
division  commissioners  who  had  much 
autonomy  and  used  much  authority.  It 
must  be  realized  that  the  division  and 
district  engineers  will  be  playing  a  far 
more  important  role  in  highway  ad- 
ministration because  there  will  be  no 
division  commissioner  as  such  with 
which  to  confer  on  many  daily  prob- 
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One  of  the  largest  dual-lane  concrete  paving  jobs  under- 
way on  the  vital  Interstate  highway  system  is  the  16-mile 
long  Salisbury  Bypass  from  Davidson  County  southwest  to 
China  Grove.  Clinchfleld  Concrete  Company  of  King-sport, 
Tennessee,  has  the  paving  contract  which  involves  pouring 


nine  inches  of  portland  cement  concrete  on  top  of  a  four- 
inch  subgrade  reinforcement.  Each  of  the  one-way  lanes 
is  24  feet  wide  and  they  will  be  separated  by  a  grassed 
median  strip. 


lems.  There  will  be  seven  State  Com- 
missioners and  a  dedicated  highway 
group  anxious  and  willing  to  help.  The 
engineer  will  have  to  spend  more  of  his 
time  working  with  the  public  and  in 
seeing  that  new  policies  and  standards 
are  carried  out.  This  is  going  to  require 
more  leadership  than  has  normally  been 
required  of  our  engineers  and  also  more 
initiative  and  executive  management  of 
division  and  district  affairs. 

"...  I  have  faith  in  our  engineers  and 
I  know  they  will  be  able  to  do  the  job 
as  it  should  be  done.  I  am  sure  they  will 
accept  the  new  concept  of  highway  ad- 
ministration in  good  faith  and  will  set 
out  to  direct  the  affairs  under  their 
control  and  to  deal  effectively  and 
properly  with  the  public.  I  know  also 
that  our  engineers  can  resolve,  without 
too  much  difficulty,  conflicts  on  deci- 
sions that  involve  someone's  personal 
interest  or  personal  feelings  and  the 
welfare  of  the  State  as  a  whole.  This  is 
a  choice  which  every  public  official  must 
face  when  he  attempts  to  carry  out  the 
responsibilities  of  his  job  or  his  office, 
and  I  am  sure  you  will  accept  and  as- 
sume the  leadership  that  is  needed  and 
at  the  same  time  realize  that  referring 
matters  beyond  your  jurisdiction  to 
someone  higher  is  not  'passing  the 
buck.' 

Importance  of  County  Roads 
"One  of  the  most  important  problems 
to  face  the  Highway  Commission  is  the 
matter  of  secondary  roads,  which  pro- 
vides transportation  of  so  many  of  our 
people.  .  .  .  The  idea  is  to  give  the  100 
Boards  of  County  Commissioners  a 
greater  voice  with  regard  to  secondary 
county  roads,  and — above  all — to  give 
the  average  citizen  an  equal  chance  with 
anyone  else  to  get  his  road  improved  or 
paved  if  it  meets  state-wide  standards, 


and  the  money  is  available.  Frankly,  this 
is  a  new  approach  which  some  people 
view  with  alarm  and  dismay  because 
they  do  not  believe  that  County  Com- 
missioners will  accept  the  responsibility 
of  selecting  roads  under  the  new  stand- 
ards. In  other  words,  they  believe  that 
the  County  Commissioners,  in  some 
cases,  would  prefer  to  'pass  the  buck.' 
I  am  not  too  concerned  about  this 
criticism  because  I  believe  that  when  the 
County  Commissioners  are  fully  inform- 
ed on  the  intent  of  the  law  and  the  clear 
policy  of  the  Highway  Commission  to 
carry  it  out,  they  will  respond  and  make 
a  real  contribution. 

"Another  continuing  problem  in  high- 
way administration  involves  the  acquisi- 
tion of  rights-of-way  for  new  highways. 
This  is  a  source  of  probably  more  letters 
of  complaint  to  my  office  than  any 
other  single  thing.  In  many  cases,  these 
citizens  point  out  that  they  did  not 
understand  what  the  Highway  Commis- 
sion was  doing  when  the  bulldozers 
arrived  and  began  tearing  up  their  front 
lawn,  destroying  the  driveway  or  knock- 
ing down  shrubs  or  trees.  Too  often  the 
taking  of  right-of-way  is  done  under 
such  conditions  and  this  can  only  result 
in  building  a  reservoir  of  ill  will  and 
misunderstanding  which  will  rise  up  to 
haunt  the  Commission  for  years  to  come. 
Taking  a  home  or  piece  of  property  is 
a  serious  matter  and  we  must  make 
every  effort  to  plan  ahead,  consult  with 
each  property  owner  and  to  give  ample 
notice  of  condemnation,  when  it  is 
necessary. 

Clean  Up  Roadsides 

"Within  existing  laws,  I  hope  the 
Commission  will  do  everything  possible 
to  improve  and  beautify  our  highways 
and  to  reduce  or  eliminate  excessive  and 
unsightly    advertising    'auto  grave- 


yards,' etc.  Also  that  it  will  do 
everything  possible  to  cut  down  on 
'litterbugging'  by  making  available 
trash  and  debris  containers  and  having 
signs  directing  motorists  to  where  these 
containers  are  located. 

"The  Interstate  System  is  a  newcomer 
to  North  Carolina  where  we  are  sched- 
uled now  to  have  677  miles  of  these 
'super  highways.'  ...  It  is  estimated  that 
it  will  serve  approximately  63%  of  our 
population;  and  65%  of  North  Caro- 
lina's registered  motor  vehicles  are 
within  15  miles  of  the  system.  It  should 
be  remembered  that  the  Interstate 
System  is  designed  to  serve  adequately 
the  estimated  traffic  volume  of  1975. 
Strict  control  of  access  or  entrance  is 
one  of  the  most  important  requirements 
of  the  system.  This  is  a  great  problem  in 
public  relations  because  those  who  live 
and  do  business  along  the  Interstate 
highways  are  going  to  protest,  in  most 
cases.  This  is  also  true  of  our  'limited 
access'  policy  which  has  been  of  great 
value  in  planning  our  primary  highways 
throughout  North  Carolina. 

Road  Problems 

"Any  expanded  highway  program  will 
bring  new  pressures,  new  legal  difficul- 
ties and  serious  material  and  manpower 
shortages. 

"We  are  faced  with  serious  problems 
in  the  lack  of  trained  manpower.  I  tried 
to  encourage  several  years  ago  the  be- 
ginning of  an  on-the-job  training  pro- 
gram here  in  the  Highway  Commission. 
Such  a  program  is  now  under  way  and 
there  will  be  continued  interest  and  de- 
velopment in  such  a  program.  We  must 
do  the  best  with  what  we  have  and  I 
believe  that  we  can  find  and  develop 
even  more  talent  among  our  many  em- 
ployees. Modern  machinery  and  tech-

Cameron  Lee  Named 
Assistant  Director 

In  August,  Cameron  Waddell  Lee  of 
Sylva  was  named  Assistant  Director  of 
Highways.  The  $12,000  per  year  position 
was  created  by  the  Legislature  and  the 
Advisory  Budget  Commission. 

Highway  Director  W.  F.  Babcock  said 
he  felt  most  fortunate  in  promoting  Lee 
from  a  field  position  to  an  administrative 
position  in  Raleigh.  His  background  of 
both  highway  construction  and  mainten- 
ance work  amply  qualify  him  for  his 
new  position,  Babcock  added. 

Lee,  a  42-year  old  Asheville  native, 
was  Division  Engineer  of  the  14th  High- 
way Division  at  Sylva.  He  has  more  than 
16  years  of  highway  service  to  his  credit, 
dating  from  1935  when  he  graduated  from 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  with 
a  B.  S.  degree  in  civil  engineering. 

He  started  with  the  Highway  Com- 
mission in  October,  1935,  as  a  rodman 
on  construction  out  of  the  Waynesville  of- 
fice. He  was  subsequently  promoted  to 
instrumentman  the  following  year,  junior 
resident  engineer  on  construction  in  1939. 
and  maintenance  supervisor  in  1941. 

Served  As  District  Engineer 

He  was  then  promoted  to  District  En- 
gineer and  served  in  this  capacity  at 
Andrews  till  he  volunteered  for  duty 
in  the  civil  engineering  corps  of  the 
Navy  in  1942.  He  was  commissioned  an 
Ensign  and  served  as  the  Ass'stant 
Transportation  Officer  at  the  Charleston 
Naval  Yard.  He  was  subsequently  pro- 
moted to  Lieutenant  Commander  and  was 
in  charge  for  one  year  of  maintenance 
and  operation  of  all  transportation  equip- 
ment at  the  Charleston  naval  yard. 

From  1946  to  1951,  Lee  was  a  Senior 
Resident  Engineer  on  road  construction 
in  western  North  Carolina,  working  out 
of  Asheville  highway  office. 


In  1951,  he  was  recalled  by  the  Navy 
and  served  one  year  in  Korea  where  he 
was  in  charge  of  a  Naval  construction 
battalion  unit  in  support  of  the  First 
Marine  Air  Wing  in  their  combat  opera- 
tions. Lee  won  the  Legion  of  Merit  for 
his  work.  For  one  year,  he  was  resident 
officer  in  charge  of  construction  of  a 
naval  guided  missile  plant  at  Bristol, 
Tennessee. 

In  1953,  Lee  returned  from  the  Navy 
and  was  promoted  to  Assistant  Division 
Engineer  of  the  14th  Division  when  the 
Commission  enlarged  from  ten  to  14  di- 
visions that  year. 

Promoted  To  Division  Engineer 

Upon  the  death  of  Division  Engineer 
G.  G.  Page  in  October,  1955,  Lee  was 
promoted  to  Division  Engineer  at  Sylva 
in  charge  of  maintenance  and  construc- 
tion operations  in  ten  mountainous  coun- 
ties: Haywood,  Henderson,  Polk,  Transy- 
lvania, Cherokee,  Clay,  Graham,  Jackson. 
Macon  and  Swain  Counties. 

Major  construction  recently  completed 
in  the  14th  includes  the  new  highway 
from  Franklin  to  the  Georgia  line  while 
current  work  includes  the  relocation  of 
US  23  from  Sylva  to  Balsam  Gap,  two 
links  of  NC  28  from  Fontana  to  Bryson 
City,  dual-laning  of  NC  280,  US  64  and 
276  from  Pisgah  Forest  to  Brevard,  and 
building  an  access  road  through  heavy 
rock  from  Pinhook  Gap  north  to  Beech 
Gap  and  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway. 

January  1,  1956.  Lee  was  promoted  to 
Commander  in  the  Naval  Reserve. 

His  wife  is  the  former  Helen  Lawhon. 
They  have  four  sons:  Cameron  W.  Lee, 
Jr.,  Richard  H.  Lee,  David  L.  Lee,  and 
Edwin  J.  Lee. 

The  new  Assistant  Highway  Director 
is  a  director  of  the  Jackson  County 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  a  trustee  of  the 
C.  J.  Harris  Community  Hospital  in 
Sylva,  and  a  member  of  the  N.  C.  Society 
of  Engineers. 

Lee  is  a  Presbyterian  and  an  Elder  and 
the  Clerk  of  the  Session  of  the  Sylva 
Presbyterian  Church. 


Babcock  Speaks  to 
Road  Employees 

Highway  Director  W.  F.  Babcock  told 
a  group  of  more  than  250  highway  en- 
gineers from  all  over  North  Carolina  that 
"my  office  will  help  you  in  every  possible 
manner  to  build  the  roads  that  will  be 
of  lasting  benefit  to  the  public  and  a 
source  of  pride  to  all  of  you  who  will 
have  a  part  in  their  building." 


Babcock's  talk  concluded  a  get-ac 
quainted  meeting  in  Raleigh  of  the  new 
seven-man  State  Highway  Commission 
and  Governor  Hodges  with  the  highway 
engineers.

Plan  For  Future 

Babcock  said,  "I  will  do  my  best  to 
make  sure  that  the  roads  we  build  will  be 
designed  to  serve  the  best  interests  of 
North  Carolina  in  terms  of  traffic  service 
service  to  the  land,  and  service  to  our 
economy.

these  concepts  are  never  subordinated  to 
the  urgency  of  merely  spending  money 
or  building  roads  to  satisfy  some  local 
interest. 

"I  hope  to  provide  you  with  an  organi- 
zational framework  that  sets  the  lines 
of  responsibility  and  authority  to  better 
enable  you  to  carry  on  your  work  and 
make  logical  decisions.  It  is  necessary  to 
provide  you  with  the  manpower  neces- 
sary to  do  the  job  with  full  realization 
of  the  engineering  manpower  shortage  in 
this  country. 

Cost  Accounting 

"We  are  developing  a  system  of  cost 
accounting  and  fiscal  policy  to  provide 
you  with  the  best  possible  factual  data 
and  to  aid  you  in  making  sound  decis- 
ions. It  is  up  to  us  to  provide  the  High- 
way Commission,  the  General  Assembly, 
and  the  people  of  North  Carolina  complete 
information  concerning  how  their  public 
funds  are  spent  and  what  measure  of 
efficiency  they  are  obtaining  from  their 
tax  dollar. 

"I  will  try  to  keep  you  informed  of 
the  policies  of  the  Commission  and  to 
provide  you  with  homework  now  and 
then  concerning  recent  techniques  and 
improvements  in  the  highway  engineering 
profession  with  the  knowledge  that  the 
engineer  who  does  not  continue  to  study 
and  keep  abreast  of  the  rapidly  chang- 
ing field  of  highway  design  and  construc- 
tion loses  his  status  as  a  professional 
and  becomes  a  technician. 

"I  will  do  my  best  to  work  with  you  in 
matters  of  public  relations  and  to  insist 
that  each  and  everyone  of  you  do  your 
utmost  to  deal  fairly  with  the  people  with 
the  full  realization  that  it  is  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  to  satisfy  everyone. 
To  this  end,  my  consulting  experience 
has  taught  me  that  there  are  as  many 
traffic  engineers  as  citizens.  It  has  been 
my  conclusion,  however,  that  patient 
and  honest  discussion  with  the  public  will 
resolve  many  questions  and  that  an  in- 
formed public  will  be  helpful  and  co- 
operative. Nevertheless,  I  am  not  aca- 
demic to  the  point  that  I  think  you  can 
make  a  person  happy  when  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  public  you  are  forced  to 
take  his  property. 

Uphold  Good  Engineering 

"I  insist  that  our  office  and  field  per- 
sonnel always  strive  to  preserve  the  in- 
tegrity of  private  property,  the  land,  and 
our  communities.  To  do  so,  we  must 
make  certain  that  we  are  not  abritrary 
with  engineering  standards  when  we 
could  be  more  flexible  in  design  and 
conversely  that  we  are  not  'wishy-washy' 
and  flexible  when  certain  standards  must 


be  maintained  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  public. 

"We  must  make  sure  that  we  are  honest 
and  realistic  with  the  people  and  not

promise  things  that  we  cannot  deliver. 
We  should  inform  the  people  that  to 
pave  every  road,  eliminate  all  dust,  and 
to  solve  every  traffic  problem  would  re- 
quire sums  of  money  that  at  the  present 
time  are  beyond  the  reaches  of  our 
economy. 

"I  assure  you  that  I  want  no  'yes  men' 
in  my  organization.  I  hope  that  you  will 
give  me  the  benefit  of  your  training  and 
experience,  even  though  we  may  dis- 
agree; that  once  a  decision  has  been 
reached  that  you  will  carry  it  out  to  the 
best  of  your  ability,  even  though  you 
may  have  reservations  as  to  the  wise- 
ness  of  the  decision.  T'o  do  less  would, 
in  my  opinion,  be  a  serious  breach  of 
engineering  ethics. 

City  or  County  Manager  Concept 

"Finally  to  the  people  of  North  Caro- 
lina, to  the  Governor,  and  to  the  State 
Highway  Commission:  I  visualize  my 
job  as  a  coordinator  between  you,  the 
policy  makers,  and  our  engineers,  the 
road  builders.  At  all  times,  I  shall  do  my 
best  to  be  honest  and  candid  with  you 
and  give  you  full  measure  of  dedication 
of  purpose  and  intergrity  of  office."

Commission  Approves 

Interim  Road  Plan 

An  interim  plan  for  the  improve- 
ment of  secondary  roads  was  approved 
by  the  Commission  at  its  September 
meeting. 

While  detailed  individual  county 
road  plans  are  being  prepared,  the 
interim  plan  will  be  used  till  July  1, 
1958. 

Maintenance  allotments  will  continue 
to  be  made  to  the  divisions  on  the  basis 
of  existing  area,  population,  vehicle 
registration,  and  secondary  road  mile- 
age. The  Division  Engineer,  in  turn, 
will  allot  these  maintenance  funds  to 
the  various  counties  in  his  division. 

A  special  $2  million  allotment,  recom- 
mended by  Governor  Hodges  and  ap- 
proved by  the  1957  General  Assembly, 
will  be  apportioned  to  each  county  on 
the  basis  of  its  relative  needs.  These 
needs  and  the  resulting  percentage  of 
funds  for  each  county  will  be  determined 
by  a  formula  which  compares  the  mile- 
age of  unpaved  rural  roads  in  each 
county  with  the  total  State-wide  mile- 
age of  unpaved  rural  roads. 

This  $2  million  allotment  will  be  used 
for  paving  rural  roads  on  a  points 
priority  system  based  on  three  factors: 
land-use,  public  service  characteristics, 
and  traffic  characteristics.  Land  use 
characteristics  would  include  houses, 
schools,  churches,  stores,  and  com- 
munity centers.  Public  service  charac- 
teristics would  include  school  bus  and 
mail  routes,  commercial  routes,  and  ad- 
jacent public  lands. 


Traffic  characteristics  would  be  de- 
termined by  the  average  2  4-hour  daily 
traffic  count. 

Using  the  points  priority  rating 
sheet,  Division  Engineers  will  prepare 
plans  for  paving  in  each  county  and  sub- 
mit these  plans  to  the  County  Boards  of 
Commissioners  for  recommendation  and 
approval. 

Some  Division  Engineers  and  County 
Boards  of  Commissioners  may  determine 
that  funds  allocated  for  paving  might  be 
better  used  for  other  county  road  im- 
provements. If  so,  they  may  so  recom- 
mend and  the  work  may  proceed  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Department 
of  Secondary  Roads  and  the  Director  of 
Highways. 

Improvements  of  this  nature  would 
be  based  on  "the  minimum  level  of 
service"  standard  approved  by  the  Com- 
mission. This  minimum  level  of  service 
includes  such  standards  as  at  least  a  12- 
foot  wide  traveled  road  in  the  mountains 
with  the  road  surface  consisting  of  4-6 
inches  of  granular  material.  In  all  other 
areas  of  the  State,  a  minimum  traveled 
way  of  at  least  18  feet  will  be  required 
while  the  surfacing  must  be  at  least 
two-inches  of  granular  material,  except 
in  those  areas  where  natural  soil  will 
provide  an  all-weather  road. 

All-weather  Road  Denned 

In  the  extreme  east,  an  all-weather 
road  will  be  generally  defined  as  a  road 
with  a  surface  of  beach  sand  stabilized 
with  suitable  minimum  aggregate  or 
artificial  stabilizing  agent.  The  mini- 
mum level  of  service  also  requires  ade- 
quate drainage  structures  for  all  but 
abnormal  conditions. 

Funds  may  also  be  used  for  widening 
bridges  and  improving  load  capacities. 
Under  the  interim  secondary  road  de- 
velopment plan,  betterment  funds  will 
be  allocated  to  the  State's  14  highway 
divisions  on  the  basis  of  a  long-estab- 
lished area,  population  and  mileage 
formula.  The  Division  Engineers  will 
recommend  to  the  Chief  Highway  Engi- 
neer the  percentage  of  betterment  funds 
to  be  used  on  the  primary  system  as  well 
as  the  percentage  to  be  used  on  the  sec- 
ondary system,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Department  of  Secondary  Roads 
and  the  Director  of  Highways. 

Division  Engineers  will  develop 
county  by  county  plans  for  use  of 
secondary  road  betterment  funds  and 
submit  these  plans  to  the  appropriate 
County  Board  of  Commissioners  for 
recommendation  and  approval. 

A  15  per  cent  reserve  of  State-wide 
Betterment  Funds  will  be  held  by  the 
Highway    Commission    to    cover  con- 


tingencies and  such  emergencies  a 
storm  and  hurricane  damage. 

Subdivision  Roads 

The  proposed  Statewide  county  roa. 
plan  spells  out  how  subdivision  roads 
used  "primarily  for  service  to  abutting 
property  owners",  will  be  handled  ami 
sets  out  the  standards  they  must  meet 
to  be  added  to  the  system. 

As  formerly  practiced,  subdivision 
roads  will  be  paved  only  if  the  propert; 
owners  to  be  served  pay  the  equivalenj 
of  $1  a  square  yard. 

Criteria  for  adding  subdivision  road} 
are  the  right  of  way  agreement;  2  5  pe 
cent  of  the  lots  must  be  individual!' 
owned;  and  a  minimum  of  three  resii' 
dences  per  tenth  of  a  mile. 

Minimum  construction  standards  re! 
quired  are: 

1 )  Grade  to  a  minimum  width  of  2 
feet,  exclusive  of  side  ditches. 

2)  Minimum  paved  width  of  20  feei 

3)  A  minimum  base  of  six  inches  o 
top  soil,  gravel,  crushed  stone  o 
equivalent  base  material. 

4)  Adequate  and  satisfactory  ston 
drainage. 

5 )  Grades  and  alignment  should  mee' 
suitable  engineering  standards  based  oJ 
area  and  site  conditions. 

6 )  Roadway  must  be  paved  to  a  mini' 
mum  width  with  a  plant-mix  pavemen1 
or  bituminous  surface  treatment  to  mee 
State  Highway  Commission  specifica 
tions.

The  Interstate  Highway  System  is  a 
projected  41.000-mile  national  network  of 
superhighways  of  four-lane  construction 
with  strict  control  of  access  or  entrances. 

Under  Babcock's  schedule,  over  $!» 
million  would  be  spent  on  north-south 
US  301  during  1958.  Of  this,  $200,000 
would  be  set  up  for  acquiring  additional 
right  of  way  and  complete  control  of  ac- 
cess on  the  Lumberton  Bypass;  $2  million 
for  paving  from  Eastover  to  NC  82; 
$2.5  million  for  paving  from  Benson  to 
Selma;  $1.6  million  for  paving  from 
Selma  to  Kenly;  and  $3  million  for 
grading  and  structures  from  US  15S 
to  the  Virginia  line. 

Proposed  1058  Work 

Proposed  Interstate  projects,  and  their 
estimated  costs  for  1958,  on  US  29  from 
the  South  Carolina  line  to  Greensboro 
include  $2  million  for  grading  and  struc- 
tures from  the  South  Carolina  line 
to  south  of  Kings  Mountain;  $1.4 
million  for  grading  structures  and 
paving  in  the  Kings  Mountain 
area;  $7.5  million  for  grading  and  struc- 
tures in  solving  the  Gastonia  bottleneck, 
termed  by  Babcock  as  the  "State's  worst"; 
$3  million  for  grading  and  structures 
from  Gastonia  to  the  Catawba  River; 
$500,000  for  paving  from  the  Catawba 
River  to  the  Charlotte  Bypass  (the  grad- 
ing and  structures  were  just  let  to  con- 
tract) ;  and  $10  million  for  right  of  way 
and  structures  in  bringing  the  already 
four-laned  section  from  the  Yadkin  River 
to  Greensboro  up  to  the  Interstate  stand- 
ards. 

For  US  70-15  work  from  Greensboro 
via  Durham  and  Henderson  to  the  Vir- 
ginia State  line,  projects  proposed  for 
1958  include  $1.5  million  for  right  of 
way  and  structures  in  gaining  full  control 
of  access  on  the  Greensboro  bypass, 
south  of  the  city;  $5  million  for  grading 
and  structures  in  building  an  additional 


lane  from  Greensboro  to  Etland;  $2  mil- 
lion for  paving  from  Efland  to  Durham 
( $5  million  has  already  been  set  up  for 
grading  and  structures  through  this 
stretch  this  year)  ;  $2.5  million  for  grad- 
ing and  structures  for  complete  dual- 
laning  of  the  Durham  Bypass  with  com- 
plete control  of  access;  $2.5  million  for 
paving  the  dual-laned  section  of  Hender- 
son to  the  Virginia  line  which  is  now 
underway  for  grading  and  structures. 

Piedmont  To  Mountains 

The  Greensboro  to  Asheville  link  along 
US  29.  64.  and  70  has  the  following 
tentatively  programmed  for  1958: 

$5  million  for  grading  and  structures 
in  the  eastern  extension  of  the  Winston- 
Salem  Expressway;  $500,000  for  right  of 
way  from  the  Yadkin  River  along  US 
158  and  64  to  Statesville;  $5  million  for 
dual-lane  grading  and  structures  from 
Glen  Alpine  to  Marion:  $2.5  million  for 
paving  from  Statesville  to  Conover;  $1.5 
million  for  paving  from  Morganton  to 
Glen  Alpine;  $8  million  for  grading  and 
structures  from  Marion  to  Old  Fort; 
and  $2  million  for  right  of  way  to  a  point 
south  of  Asheville  and  for  tying  in  with 
the  proposed  Asheville-Hendersonville 
segment  of  the  Interstate. 

For  western  North  Carolina,  $15  mil- 
lion was  tentatively  scheduled  for  the 
grading  and  structures  in  building  from 
Cove  Creek  along  the  Pigeon  River  route 
to  the  Tennessee  State  line. 

Mountain  Work  Expensive 

Other  Interstate  jobs  west  of  Asheville 
should  be  delayed,  Babcock  said,  because 
of  the  high  construction  costs  through 
the  rugged  mountainous  terrain.  The 
construction  costs  might  run  as  high 
as  $750,000  to  $1  million  per  mile,  he 
added.  Immediate  construction  of  all  the 
Interstate  jobs  in  the  west  might  take 
up  the  bulk  of  the  State's  Interstate  funds 
for  the  next  few  years.  As  a  result,  it 
wouldn't  be  possible  to  complete  all  the

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County  Road  Plans 
Will  be  Developed 

The  Commission  at  its  second  two- 
day  meeting  in  Raleigh  in  September  ap- 
proved procedures  for  the  development 
by  July  1,  1958,  of  individual  county 
secondary  roads  plans  on  a  state-wide 
basis. 

A  survey  is  being  conducted  by  the 
Division  Engineers  to  determine  the 
secondary  road  needs  on  a  county  by 
county  and  state-wide  level. 

Highway  Director  W.  F.  Babcock  in 
outlining  the  plan  to  the  Commission 
explained  that  since  secondary  road 
allocations  to  the  various  counties  would 
be  made  on  a  needs  basis,  the  first  step 
must  be  the  determination  of  total  state- 
wide needs  for  general  improvements, 
paving,  realignment  and  new  construc- 
tion. Upon  completion  of  the  study  in 
the  next  two  months,  he  said  a  secondary 
roads  program  can  be  established  and 
funds  allocated  on  a  more  realistic  basis 
by  the  Commission. 

The  approved  procedures  outline 
allocation  methods,  minimum  and  de- 
sirable levels  of  service  for  secondary 
roads  and  administrative  procedures  to 
be  followed  by  boards  of  County  Com- 
missioners, highway  employees  and  the 
general  public. 

To  insure  there  will  be  no  slow  down 
in  current  secondary  road  work  while 
the  needs  survey  is  being  made  and  the 
county  plans  formulated,  the  Commis- 
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sion  gave  its  approval  to  an  interim  plan 
for  maintenance,  paving  and  betterments 
until  July  1,  1958. 

The  interim  plan  gives  Division  Engi- 
neers and  boards  of  County  Commis- 
sioners as  much  latitude  as  possible  in 
using  currently  available  funds  where 
the  greatest  need  is  determined. 

Division  Engineers  may  allot  funds  to 
the  various  counties  and  make  recom- 
mendations for  expenditures — subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Sec- 
ondary Roads  and  the  Director  of  High- 
ways. These  recommendations,  in  turn, 
will  be  submitted  to  the  County  Boards 
of  Commissioners  for  their  study  and 
recommendation. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  set  aside  main- 
tenance funds  first  to  take  care  of  "what 
we  now  have,"  Babcock  said.  Consider- 
able leeway  will  be  given  Division  Engi- 
neers and  County  Commissioner  in  de- 
ciding the  best  use  of  remaining  funds 
after  maintenance  costs  are  deducted. 
Some  Division  Engineers  and  Boards 
of  County  Commissioners  may  decide 
their  greatest  need  is  bringing  rural 
roads  up  to  a  minimum  level  of  service 
while  others  may  decide  that  the  re- 
maining funds  may  be  used  to  the  best 
advantage  by  paving  rural  secondary 
roads. 

The  state-wide  survey  of  rural  sec- 
ondary roads,  now  being  made,  will  de- 
termine the  cost  of  bringing  these 
facilities  up  to  a  minimum  or  acceptable 
level  of  service.  In  mountainous  areas, 
the  minimum  service  level  should  pro-

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Right  of  Way 
Discussed 

At  its  August  meeting  the  Commission 
authorized  Highway  Director  W.  P.  Bab- 
cock  to  revamp  the  Commission's  general 
right  of  way  policies. 

Governor  Hodges  was  present  to  ex- 
press his  concern  over  this  phase  of 
highway  operations  and  to  urge  more 
long-range  planning  on  right  of  way  nego- 
tions  and  acquisitions. 

Babcock  said  that  acquiring  right  of 
way  was  "one  of  the  most  critical  prob- 
lems" facing  the  big  Interstate  construc- 
tion program  in  the  State. 

He  pointed  out  that  there  was  physi- 
cally not  enough  time  lag  between 
advertising  a  job  for  contract  bids, 
awarding  the  contract  to  the  low  bidder, 
and  appraising  property  in  the  line  of 
right  of  way  and  negotiating  for  its 
purchase  at  a  fair  and  equitable  rate. 

He  said  that  the  federal  government 
now  requires  that  a  disinterested  ap- 
praisal of  property  to  be  acquired  must 
be  made  by  one  group  while  a  different 
group  must  negotiate  for  the  purchase  of 
the  property.  To  receive  federal-aid  In- 
terstate, primary  and  urban  funds,  the 
State  must  meet  strict  new  right  of  way 
requirements  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Public  Roads.  However,  it  isn't  clear  yet 
how  much  leeway  the  State  has  in  making 
settlements  for  less  or  more  than  the 
price  fixed  by  appraisers.  Assistant  At- 
torney General  Brookes  Peters  inter- 
preted the  new  requirement  to  mean  that 
right  of  way  agreements  could  not  rep- 
resent "a  substantial  variation"  from  the 
appraised  value. 

Right  of  Way  Claims 

Babcock  said  that  right  of  way  claims 
pile  up  when  road  construction  crews 
move  onto  right  of  way  property  under 
the  Commission's  condemnation  powers 
before  agreements  are  finally  reached. 

Under  the  power  of  eminent  domain, 
the  highway  department  can  begin  work 
while  the  condemnation  proceedings  are 
carried  through  and  is  liable  for  damages. 
The  Commission  pays  a  property  owner 
on  the  difference  in  fair  market  value 
of  his  land  immediately  before  taking 
the  right  of  way  and  immediately  after 
construction. 

Babcock  suggested  that  one  solution 
to  the  problem  would  be  to  create  a  time 
spread  of  as  much  as  three  months  be- 
tween road  planning  and  actual  con- 
struction. This  would  give  the  right  of 
way  engineers  more  time  to  negotiate 
for  the  property.  Another  aid  would 
be  to  employ  outside  appraising  teams 
to  make  the  appraisals  for  the  highway 
department  to  use  in  its  negotiations.

vide  at  least  a  12-foot  wide  road  with 
its  surface  consisting  of  4  to  6  inches  of 
granular  material.  Outside  the  moun- 
tains, a  minimum  level  of  service  road 
would  be  at  least  18  feet  wide  with  a 
surface  of  at  least  two  inches  of  granu- 
lar material. 


Minimum  Level  of  Service- 
Other  minimum  level  of  service  stand- 
ards include  adequate  drainage  for  all 
but  abnormal  conditions  and  secondary 
road  bridges  would  be  at  least  18  feet 
wide  with  a  minimum  load  capacity  of 
eight  tons.  Where  a  bridge  already  has 
an  eight-ton  capacity,  widths  less  than 
IS  feet  may  be  considered  as  meeting 
minimum  service  levels  in  some  cases. 

Under  the  "desirable  level  of  service" 
standard,  all  rural  roads  with  average 
traffic  volumes  in  excess  of  50  vehicles 
per  day  are  to  be  considered  for  paving 
on  a  state-wide  criteria  which  will  be 
used  in  developing  a  paving  priority  list 
in  each  county. 

Every  rural  secondary  road  carrying 
an  average  of  50  vehicles  per  day  will 
be  rated  on  the  basis  of  its  land  use 
characteristics,  its  public  service  charac- 
teristics, and  its  traffic  characteristics. 

Land  use  characteristics  include 
occupied  houses,  schools,  churches, 
stores,  and  community  centers,  etc.  Pub- 
lic service  characteristics  include  school 
bus  and  mail  routes,  commercial  routes, 
adjacent  public  lands,  etc. 

Traffic  characteristics  include  the 
average  annual   2  4-hour  traffic  count. 

Also  included  in  the  "desirable  level 
of  service"  standard  are  heavily-traveled 
roads  which  may  be  considered  for  im- 
provement of  alignment  to  provide  safer 
service.  Such  alignment  changes  may  be 
necessary  even  though  the  facility  may 
now  meet  an  acceptable  or  minimum 
level  of  service. 


Petitions  for  Addition  or 
Improvement 

Citizen  petitions  for  the  addition  of 
rural  roads  should  be  prepared  on  Form 
R-10  and  submitted  to  the  appropriate 
County  Board  of  Commissioners.  The 
board  will  inspect  the  petition  and  sub- 
mit its  findings  and  recommendations  to 
the  Division  Engineer  who  will  study 
the  proposed  addition  and  send  his 
recommendation  to  the  Department  of 
Secondary  Roads,  along  with   an  esti- 


mate of  the  cost  of  bringing  the  road  u«j 
to  minimum  standards  of  service. 

The  Department  of  Secondary  Roadjfl 
will,  in  turn,  notify  the  County  BoardH 
the  Division  Engineer  and  the  petitioneiB 

of  action  taken.  Petitions  for  additio; 
may  be  filed  with  County  Boards  at  ani 
time. 

Additions  to  the  secondary  system 
will  be  considered  twice  each  year — i] 
January  and  July. 

Petitions  for  improvement  or  pavini 
of  rural  secondary  roads  may  also  b 
filed  on  Form  R-10  with  County  Boardl 
of  Commissioners.  These  petitions  wil 
be  handled  and  routed  in  the  same  wa; 
as  a  request  for  additions.  In  prepara 
tion  of  individual  county  plans,  sue] 
petitions  will  be  analyzed  carefully  am 
the  results  incorporated  in  the  overal 
proposals  to  be  filed  with  the  variou 
County  Boards  prior  to  July  1,  1958. 

Participation  Paving 

Some  rural  roads,  including  those  ii 
subdivisions,  will  be  judged  for  pavinj  1 
on    a   participation    basis.    Under  thi 
procedure  plan,  property  owners  ma;| 
consult  with  Division  Engineers  as  t< 
the  eligibility  of  their  road  for  partici" 
pation  paving.  The  Division  Enginee 
will  classify  the  road  in  question  and,  is 
it  is  eligible  he  will,  on  request,  surve; 
the   facility   and   inform   the  property 
owners  of  the  total  cost  of  paving  at  th< 
rate  of  $1.00  per  square  yard  of  surface! 
as  well  as  the  approximate  time  the  roac' 
can  be  paved. 

The  total  payment  for  such  pavinj 
must  be  made  by  the  property  owners  oil 
their  representative  to  the  Highway 
Commission  before  work  can  be  com 
menced  under  the  participating  plan. 

N.  C.  Leads  Nation 
In  Interstate  Jobs 

North  Carolina  continues  to  lead  tht 
nation  in  the  number  of  miles  of  Inter' 
state  highways  that  it  has  put  to  con 
tract  for  construction. 

A  recent  report  from  the  U.  S 
Bureau  of  Public  Roads  in  Washington 
D.  C,  showed  that  from  Januarj 
through  June  this  year.  North  Carolim 
put  157  miles  of  Interstate  routes  to  con 
tract.  Texas  followed  North  Carolina  ba 
putting  150  miles  of  Interstate  routes 
to  contract  during  the  six-month  period' 

The  Interstate  system  is  a  projected 
41,000-mile  national  defense  network  ol| 
superhighways  connecting  the  principal 
population  areas.

major  new  Interstate  routes  in  this  area 
for  perhaps  ten  years. 

Babcock  said  that  an  expressway 
through  Canton  had  been  proposed  before 
the  Interstate  location  was  approved 
through  the  Pigeon  River  area.  One 
million  dollars  was  allocated  for  its  con- 
struction several  years  ago  although  it  is 
estimated  that  it  will  cost  $2.5  million. 
Serious  design  problems  have  been  en- 
countered because  of  the  terrain.  How- 
ever, there  is  a  possibility  that  the  bypass 
for  the  Interstate  route  and  the  Express- 
way through  Canton  might  be  combined 
into  a  single  facility  to  serve  both  as  a 
bypass  and  as  an  expressway. 

Traffic  studies  are  now  being  made  of 
the  critical  traffic  bottleneck  on  US  29 
at  Gastonia.  Bypasses  north  and  south  of 
the  city  as  well  as  an  expressway 
through  the  city  have  been  proposed. 
Babcock  said.  However,  an  origin  and 
destination  study  will  be  made  to  de- 
termine the  most  feasible  highway  faci- 
lity to  be  built  in  the  Gastonia  area.

W.  F.  Babcock  to  positions  of  Assistant 
Chief  Engineer. 

Irving',  former  State  Construction 
Engineer,  will  be  in  charge  of  four 
highway  functions:  Landscape,  Mainte- 
nance, Construction,  and  Laboratory. 

Crump,  former  Division  Engineer  at 
Durham,  will  be  in  charge  of  four  pre- 
construction  phases  of  road  work:  Road- 
way Location  Surveys,  Design,  Estimates 
and  Contracts,  and  Right  of  Way. 

The  two  appointees  join  Assistant 
Chief  Engineer  for  administration  Louis 
W.  Payne  and  Assistant  Chief  for  Struc- 
tures T.  B.  Gunter,  Jr.,  working  directly 
under  Chief  Engineer  W.  H.  Rogers,  Jr. 

The  two  additional  positions  were 
created  in  line  with  recommendations  of 
several  study  groups,  including  the 
Highway  Study  Commission.  Babcock 
said  the  sharing  of  engineering  responsi- 
bilities in  the  large  and  expanding  high- 
way program  would  streamline  the  or- 
ganization's administration  and  estab- 
lish more  definite  lines  of  responsibility. 

In  administration,  Payne  will  be  re- 
sponsible for  all  federal  contacts,  work 
orders,  equipment  and  stores.  Gunter 
will  oversee  all  bridge  work:  location, 
design,  construction  and  maintenance. 

Each  of  the  Assistant  Chief  Engineers 
will  be  responsible  for  the  work  of  300 
to  700  employees. 

Before  creating  the  two  new  positions 
of  Assistant  Chief  Engineer,  some  27 
departments,  including  personnel  from 
the  14  divisions,  reported  directly  to 
Chief  Engineer  Bill  Rogers.  The  tremen- 
dous work  load  can  be  handled  more 
effectively  with  the  assistant  engineers 
responsible  for  some  of  the  work  which 
was  formerly  carried  alone  by  the  Chief 
Engineer,  Babcock  added. 


CRUMP 


Earl  Crump 

Crump,  57,  dates  his  highway  career 
from  1926  when  he  started  as  a  rodman 
on  construction.  In  his  31  years  of  con- 
tinuous State  highway  service,  he  has 
had  experience  on  all  phases  of  road 
work,  ranging  from  location  and  right 
of  way  to  construction  and  maintenance. 

During  his  first  years  of  highway 
work,  he  was  an  instrumentman  on  sev- 
eral construction  jobs  in  Yadkin  and 
Surry  Counties.  Next,  he  was  a  Junior 
Resident  Engineer  on  projects  in  Wilson, 
Wayne,  Pitt,  and  Greene  Counties.  In 
1935,  he  was  promoted  to  Senior  Resi- 
dent Engineer  in  charge  of  road  and 
bridge  construction  jobs  in  Craven, 
Onslow,  and  Carteret  Counties  and  later 
in  Robeson,  Vance,  Johnston,  and 
Wayne  Counties.  For  two  years,  he 
was  Claims  Engineer  at  Asheboro. 

In  1941,  he  was  promoted  to  Assistant 
Division  Engineer  at  Wilson.  In  1953,  he 
was  transferred  to  Raleigh  to  head  up 
the  Highway  Department's  first  person- 
nel office — answering  a  long-time  need 
to  set  up  a  systematic  record  of  the 
9,000  permanent  highway  employees. 

In  1956,  Crump  was  transferred  to 
Durham  as  Division  Engineer  of  the 
Fifth  where  he  was  in  charge  of  main- 
tenance and  construction  in  seven  Pied- 
mont Counties. 

He  was  born  and  educated  in  Lumber- 
ton.  He  spent  three  years  studying  civil 
engineering,  first  at  Tri-State  College  of 
Engineering  in  Indiana  and  later  North 
Carolina  State  College.  Crump  is  a 
former  State  President  of  the  N.  C.  State 
Highway,  Prison  Employees  Association. 

Hunter  Irving 

Hunter  Irving,  55,  started  his  road 
career  in  1921  as  an  instrumentman  on 
construction  out  of  the  Pittsboro  office. 
In  1928',  he  was  promoted  to  Resident 
Engineer  and  supervised  construction  of 
the  four-laned  road  between  Southern 
Pines  and  Pinehurst.  For  two  years,  he 
was  a  claims  adjuster  on  Right  of  Way.

Babcock  Addresses  Convention 


neither  highway  work,  nor  state  em- 
ployment, nor  North  Carolina  is  new 
to  me.  I  have  spent  most  of  my  adult 
life  here  as  a  Professor  of  Civil  En- 
gineering at  State  College  and  I  have 
served  as  consultant  on  many  street 
and  highway  projects  in  a  great  many 
sections  of  my  adopted  State.  I  have 
accepted  this  responsibility  with  an 
earnest  desire  to  serve  the  people  of 
North  Carolina  as  efficiently  and  effec- 
tively as  my  abilities  allow. 

The  1957  General  Assembly  created 
the  position  of  Director  of  Highways 
and  assigned  to  the  Director  a  series  of 
very  clear  and  very  definite  responsi- 
bilities. The  Dh-ector  is  responsible  for 
the  overall  administration  of  our  high- 
way program  as  set  down  by  the  Com- 
mission. I  must  put  Commission  policy 
into  Administrative  action  and,  to  do 
so  successfully,  your  continued  support 
is  essential.  One  of  the  major  reasons 


for  assuming  this  task  was  my  knowl- 
edge of  the  loyal  service  of  the  thou- 
sands of  persons  like  yourselves  in  every 
section  of  our  State.  I  assure  you  I  have 
the  utmost  confidence  in  your  capacity 
and  your  ability. 

It  is  only  natural  that  a  great  many 
of  you  and  those  you  represent  here  to- 
day should  ponder  the  question  .  .  . 
"What  is  this  reorganization  and  how 
will  it  affect  my  position  with  the  Com- 
mission?" 

Basically  the  changes  are  these:  the 
elimination  of  Division  Commissioners 
and  the  establishment  of  the  new  seven- 
member  Highway  Commission  to  serve 
as  the  policy-making  body  for  the  entire 
State  on  all  Highway  matters.  It  is 
the  duty  of  these  Commissioners  to 
set  down  the  gi'ound  rules  by  which  all 
of  us  will  be  guided  in  our  future  work. 
Already,   in    the   two   full  Commission

Babcock  Talks

meetings  which  we  have  had,  general 
policies  on  Secondary  Roads  have  been 
approved  as  well  as  a  plan  to  maintain 
and  improve  these  roads  until  July  1, 
1958  when  we  shall  be  presenting  more 
detailed  schedules  for  work  in  each 
county.  The  Commission  has  approved 
a  state-wide  needs  survey  to  be  con- 
ducted in  each  county  by  Division  Engi- 
neers. Once  this  survey  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  that  should  be  before  60 
more  days  have  passed,  the  Division 
Engineers  will  be  submitting  to  us 
their  preliminary  recommendations  for 
improvements  or  paving  in  each  County. 
Then  they'll  be  meeting  with  each 
County  Board  of  Commissioners,  dis- 
cussing these  plans  openly  and  com- 
pletely for  the  purpose  of  getting  more 
ideas  and  more  information  on  what  is 
needed  most  in  each  county.  In  each 
case  the  Engineers  and  the  Commission- 
ers will  be  applying  state-wide  standards 
which  the  Commission  has  already  ap- 
proved. 

This  will  be  important  to  you  be- 
cause it  is  a  basic  change  in  philosophy; 
for  we  will  be  building,  maintaining  and 
improving  those  Secondary  Roads,  where 
in  the  considered  judgment  of  these 
local  officials  and  my  office  the  need 
is  greatest. 

Public  Relations  Areas 

Our  State  Highway  Commissioners 
have  been  assigned  certain  areas,  ir- 
respective of  Division  boundaries,  for 
the  purpose  of  public  relations.   It  is

important  that  our  people  understand 
the  policies  of  the  Commission  and  the 
men  who  set  that  policy  are  being  urged 
to  avail  themselves  of  every  opportunity 
to  explain  the  new  state-wide  concept 
and  how  it  is  being  implemented  by 
Commission  action. 

I  am  quite  sure  that  many  of  them 
will  be  calling  on  you  for  information 
and  I  know  that  you  will  provide  it  as 
completely  and  as  accurately  as  pos- 
sible. However,  and  this  is  important, 
our  Highway  Commissioners  are  not 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  guid- 
ing your  actions.  The  Legislative  Act 
is  very  specific  on  this  point.  The  Di- 
rector of  Highways  is  directed  very 
emphatically  to  carry  out  all  Com- 
mission policies  at  all  levels  of  ad- 
ministration. Shorn  of  all  its  legal  ver- 
bage,  the  Act  states  that  all  Highway 
personnel  will  be  responsible  through 
the  chain  of  authority  to  the  Director. 
I  am  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  this 
chain  of  authority  has  not  been  outlined 
in  the  past  as  it  should  be  and  I  would 
like  to  go  into  the  steps  we  are  taking 
on  this  issue  later  on. 

Long-Range  Planning 

I  shall  be  very  frank  to  say  that 
a  greater  emphasis  than  ever  before 
will  be  placed  on  long-range  planning  in 
all  phases  of  our  work.  This  is  manda- 
tory in  our  Interstate  work  and  will 
become  more  and  more  important  in 
Primary  and  Secondary  Road  plans. 
I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  that 
this  is  the  only  sensible  approach  in 
this  automotive  age  when  our  citizens 
are  constantly  "on  the  go". 

A  tentative  schedule  has  already 
been  set  up  for  the  Interstate  building 
program  and  presented  for  discussion 
at  the  last  Commission  session.  I  think 
you  know  that  we  will  have  available 
for  these  projects  something  over  a 
hundred  million  dollars  during  this 
1958-59  biennium.  We  are  working  hard 
to  use  this  Interstate  money  just  as 
we  use  the  Secondary  Road  funds.  .  . 
where  there  is  greatest  state-wide  need. 

Conferred  With  Contractors 

We  have  held  sessions  with  officials 
of  the  various  contracting  firms  which 
deal  with  the  Commission.  The  purpose 
is  to  improve  relations,  to  improve  per- 
haps our  methods  of  taking  bids  and 
to  avoid  wherever  possible  costly  dupli- 
cation of  work  by  the  administrative 
branch  of  the  Commission  and  the  pri- 
vate contractors.  We  have  met  also 
with  many  municipal  officials  in  an 
effort  to  gain  closer  cooperation  be- 
tween cities  and  the  State  and  to  become 
acquainted  more  fully  with  their  prob- 


R.  B.  Fitzgerald,  newly-elected  head  of 
the  highway  and  prison  employees  associa- 
tion, says  that  he  has  no  political  ambitions 
and  wants  it  understood  that  the  associa- 
tion is  neither  a  political  nor  a  labor  organi- 
zation. "We  have  never  been  affiliated,  and 
we  don't  intend  to  affiliate  with  any  labor 
union.

Fitz  is  the  13th  man  to  head  the  organi- 
zation since  it  was  formed  in  1945. 

He  has  spent  28  of  his  47  years  with 
the  Highway  Commission.  He  started  off 
at  19  as  rodman  on  a  construction  job  at 
Rainbow  Springs.  Since  then,  he's  lived  in 
a  dozen  towns,  including  Murphy,  Fontana, 
Highlands,  Sylva,  Bakersville,  Lumberton, 
Hickory,  and  Raleigh.  For  the  past  ten  years 
he  has  lived  in  Winston-Salem  and  has  been 
the  Assistant  Division  Engineer  of  the  Ninth 
since  1953. 

lems  and  their  methods  of  handling 
them. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  all  such  steps 
will  result  in  more  efficient  handling  of 
our  public  trust. 

Believes  In  Job  Security 

Now  .  .  .  the  second  part  of  the  ques- 
tion we  posed?  How  will  this  reorgani- 
zation affect  each  employee?  First  I 
would  like  to  state  my  firm  belief  in 
the  principle  of  job  security.  To  be 
happy  in  his  position  every  employee 
who  is  doing  good  work  should  feel 
reasonably  sure  that  he  will  remain 
in  that  position  for  a  long  time  and  be 
eligible  for  promotion  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible .  .  .  this  briefly  stated  will  be  my 
policy. 

I  invite  comment  and  open  discussion 
of  issues  and  shall  be  guided  by  th*em 
for  I  place  great  reliance  in  you,  but, 
once  a  decision  has  been  made  firm  I 
expect  and  I  know  I  shall  receive  your 
loyal    support   even   though   you  may 
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not  agree  entirely  with  the  decision.  You 
have  displayed  this  kind  of  support  in 
the  past  and  I  am  confident  it  will 
continue,  as  we  face  the  tremendous  task 
ahead. 

I  wonder  sometimes  how  many  of 
us  realize  the  magnitude  of  the  total 
highway  job  in  North  Carolina.  If  you 
were  to  drive  over  all  the  streets  and 
roads  and  highways  maintained  by  the 
State;  if  you  were  to  drive  8  hours  a 
day  at  45  miles  an  hour,  it  would  take 
some  six  months  just  to  see  our  re- 
sponsibility. If  I  were  to  talk  with  each 
of  our  employees  for  one  hour,  the 
conversations  alone  would  require  a 
time  span  of  over  three  years.  Or  look 
at  it  this  way;  almost  one  out  of  every 
hundred  persons  gainfully  employed  in 
our  State  work  with  the  State  Highway 
Commission.  It  can  truly  be  said  .  .  . 
this  is  the  largest  single  enterprise  in 
North  Carolina.  To  accomplish  our 
purposes  successfully,  and  to  serve 
efficiently  and  effectively,  we  must  have 
a  closely  knit  and  more  standardized 
operation.  I  would  like  to  deal  with 
this  in  more  detail  in  a  few  moments. 
Big  Responsibility 

The  magnitude  of  our  responsibility 
is  shown  again  in  the  matter  of  public 
funds.  The  people  of  North  Carolina 
along  with  the  Federal  Government  en- 
trust to  us  almost  200  million  dollars 
each  year  and  tell  us,  in  essence,  "spend 
this  money  wisely  in  the  best  interests 
of  all  citizens".  Each  family  in  North 
Carolina  is  giving  us,  through  State 
and  Federal  taxation,  almost  200  dollars 
a  year.  It  is  essential  that  we  give  an 
accurate  accounting  of  our  stewardship 
in  this  matter,  and  this  we  are  going 
to  do. 

I  would  like  to  touch  briefly  on  a 
subject  which  concerns  each  and  every- 
one of  us  and  represents  one  of  the 
greatest  challenges  we  shall  face  to- 
gether. It  has  been  said  many  times 
that,  while  we  have  been  doing  a  rela- 
tively good  job  in  building  highways 
and  providing  as  nearly  adequate  trans- 
portation facilities  as  possible,  we  have 
not  always  dealt  with  the  people  as  we 
should. 

Better  Understanding 

I  know  of  very  few  services  which 
interest  the  citizens  of  our  State  more 
than  their  public  highways.  This  is  both 
natural  and  proper.  It  is  essential  that 
we  so  perform  our  tasks  as  to  promote 
public  confidence  rather  than  public  mis- 
understanding. Knowing  highway  work 
as  I  do  and  looking  about  me  as  I  drive 
over  our  roads,  I  realize  full  well  that 
there  are  many  people  who  are  perform- 
ing their  tasks  well  but  it  is  so  easy  to 
destroy  that  performance  record  with 
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a  hasty  or  ill-advised  remark.  I  am  not 
suggesting  that  you  sugar  coat  every- 
thing you  say,  but  I  do  feel  very  strongly 
that  it  is  essential  we  treat  the  real 
owners  of  our  highways  with  every 
courtesy,  and  that  we  explain  with 
simplicity  and  with  sincerity  those 
things  which  they  do  not  understand  or 
do  not  know.  Misunderstandings  crop 
up  easily  and  quickly. 

Let  me  give  you  an  example  of  what  I 
mean.  At  a  recent  Commission  meeting 
it  was  reported  that  a  member  of  one 
of  our  survey  teams  told  an  eastern 
North  Carolina  farmer  it  would  not  be 
wise  to  plant  crops  in  a  particular  area 
next  year  because  it  was  probable  a 
highway  would  be  built  there.  Natural- 
ly disturbed  about  this,  the  farmer  took 
the  matter  to  one  of  our  Commissioners 
who  asked  us  to  investigate.  It  then 
developed  that  the  survey  was  a  very 
preliminary  study  to  analyze  one  of 
several  possible  routes  of  the  Interstate 
Highway  System.  Construction  might 
begin  along  any  one  of  the  possible 
routes  in  perhaps  five  years,  but  the 
farmer  would  be  taking  no  risk  in  plant- 
ing his  crop  as  usual.  No  amount  of 
publicity  in  the  newspapers  could  cor- 
rect this  idle  statement  by  one  unin- 
formed person.  His  supervisors  were  em- 
barrassed, and,  in  a  very  real  sense, 
the  Highway  Commission  was  mis- 
represented. 

Observe  Golden  Rule 

I  realize  that  this  business  of  public 
relations  is  not  an  exact  science,  but 
is  essentially  the  ability  to  get  along 
with  people  and  to  explain  to  them  the 
responsibilities  you  have  to  the  Com- 
mission and  the  public  which  it  repre- 
sents. It  is  not  an  easy  task  but,  as 
Governor  Hodges  pointed  out  at  the 
first  meeting  of  our  Commission,  it  can

be  accomplished  to  a  marked  degree 
if  we  but  observe  the  Golden  Rule  in 
our  everyday  dealings  with  the  public. 

I  know  that  one  of  the  biggest  prob- 
lems you  face  in  your  day  to  day  con- 
tacts is  the  problem  of  explaining  why 
it  isn't  possible  to  accomplish  in  the 
wink  of  an  eye  what  every  citizen  wants. 
It  might  be  possible  to  pave  all  our 
roads  and  maintain  them  in  ideal  con- 
dition if  we  had  four  times  the  number 
of  employees  and  a  readily  available 
highway  fund  of  about  a  billion  dollars. 
Neither  the  money  nor  the  people  are 
available  and  we  must  tell  them  honest- 
ly and  accurately  why  we  cannot  pave 
every  road  and  why,  following  a  hard 
rain,  we  cannot  bring  all  of  them  out 
of  the  mud  in  a  day's  time. 

Courtesy  Stressed 

Our  Department  Heads,  I  assure  you, 
will  endeavor  to  keep  you  as  well  in- 
formed as  possible  of  our  overall 
activities  so  that,  wherever  you  are  and 
on  whatever  task  you  ai-e  concentrating 
your  principle  effort,  you  will  be  ac- 
quainted with  the  tremendous  state- 
wide tasks  which  face  us  and  the  limited 
forces  and  finances  we  have  to  do  the 
job.  But,  and  I  would  like  to  emphasize 
this,  the  ultimate  responsibility  for 
dealing  properly  with  the  public  rests 
with  you.  I  think  it  will  require  dili- 
gence, and  understanding,  a  goodly 
measure  of  sympathy  with  the  opinions 
of  the  people  you  contact,  and  .  .  .  above 
all  .  .  .  courtesy. 

Free  of  Political  Pressure 

I  would  like  right  here  to  assure  you 
that  I  shall  give  you  every  support  I

possibly  can  to  see  that  you  are  given 
the  opportunity  to  do  your  job  well 
and  as  free  as  possible  from  political 
pressure.  I  will  back  you  up  completely 
as  you  perform  your  tasks  in  your  best 
judgment  and  I  will  defend  them  100 
per  cent  from  unjustified  criticism  when- 
ever and  wherever  it  is  pointed  out. 

I  am  well  aware  of  the  advantages 
of  this  Highway  Employee's  Association 
and  its  value  as  an  effective  spokesman 
for  many  thousands  of  employees  scat- 
tered across  our  State.  Your  history  has 
been  one  of  stability  and  your  leader- 
ship has  been  outstanding.  It  will  be  a 
pleasure  for  me  to  work  with  you  and, 
I  would  like  to  assure  you,  when  each 
of  your  requests  or  resolutions  reach 
my  desk  they  will  be  given  my  most 
earnest  consideration  in  the  light  of  the 
total  responsibility  of  my  office  to  the 
Highway  Commission  and  to  the  people 
of  North  Carolina.  However  obvious  it 
may  seem,  I  would  like  to  state  clearly 
that  I  have  a  very  great  interest  in  the 
well  being  of  all  the  employees  ...  in 
providing  them  the  best  possible  work- 
ing conditions,  the  safest  and  most  ef- 
ficient equipment  which  it  is  possible  to 
provide  and  salaries  in  keeping  with 
employee  responsibility  and  authority. 

Organizational  Manual 

I  am  most  happy  to  tell  your  Asso- 
ciation that  we  have  begun  intensive 
studies  covering  many  personnel  phases 
of  this  organization.  It  would  seem  to 
me,  and  I  believe  you  will  agree,  that 
no  State  agency  as  large  as  we  are  can 
operate  efficiently  without  a  definite 
and  specific  organizational  chart  and 
manual  which  sets  forth  both  responsi- 
bility and  authority.  Such  a  manual  of 
operation  is  now  being  prepared  to  out- 
line not  only  the  administrative  organi- 
zation but  the  Division  organization  as 
well.  In  this  we  are  striving  for  uni- 
formity of  working  conditions  and  more 
standardized  types  of  jobs  and  classifi- 
cations. This,  of  course,  must  precede 
a  complete  series  of  salary  classifica- 
tions which  are  also  being  planned. 

Maintenance  to  be  Classified 

On  this  issue  of  classifications,  I 
would  like  to  say  that  one  of  our  major 
goals  for  this  year  is  the  classification 
of  those  persons  who  have  been  work- 
ing for  the  Commission  for  a  long  period 
of  time  without  classification.  This  is 
true  in  the  maintenance  section  now. 
When  these  classifications  are  made  it 
is  my  hope  that  pay  scales  commensurate 
with  maintenance  activities  can  be  estab- 


lished. I  would  like  to  make  it  clear 
that  I  do  not  feel  we  can  operate  ef- 
ficiently so  long  as  we  have  one  standard 
in  one  field  of  activity  and  another 
standard  in  other  work.  The  results  of 
this  study  should  be  known  by  July  1, 
1958,  and  I  feel  that  it  will  become  the 
basis  for  very  important  clarification  of 
duties.  Employees  will  know  where  they 
stand  in  the  organization. 

Very  serious  consideration  has  been 
given  to  the  possibilities  of  shortening 
the  work  week  of  those  maintenance 
employees  now  on  a  50-hour  schedule. 
According  to  present  indications,  it 
would  seem  that  we  may  be  able  to  les- 
sen this  work  load  during  the  fall,  win- 
ter and  perhaps  the  spring  months,  but 
it  would  seem  this  reduction  will  not 
be  possible  during  the  heavy  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  season  at  least  in 
the  near  future.  I  mention  this  because 
I  want  to  assure  you  we  are  working 
very  hard  in  an  effort  to  ease  work 
loads  where  it  is  possible  without  sacri- 
ficing the  essential  services  to  the  people 
which  we  must  I'ender. 

More  Electronic  Equipment 

I  wish  that  it  were  possible  to  secure 
the  services  of  additional  engineering 
personnel  to  relieve  the  current  short- 
age which  is  state-wide.  If  one  of  you 
would  tell  me  where  such  personnel  are 
available  in  large  numbers,  I  would  be 
very  grateful ;  but,  you  and  I  both 
know  that  there  are  simply  not  enough 
trained  professional  engineers  to  go 
around.  The  shortage  is  acute  in  North 
Carolina  and  in  every  State  in  the  Union. 
However,  we  feel  there  are  some  steps 
which  may  be  taken  to  assure  that  pro- 
fessional engineers  will  be  assigned  only 
to  engineering  work.  A  survey  has  been 


made  leading  toward  a  greater  use  of 
electronic  equipment  for  detailed  and 
lengthy  computations  which  have  been 
occupying  far  more  engineering  time 
than  is  either  practical  or  economical. 
Using  such  equipment  we  can  speed  up 
our  work  also  in  such  areas  as  de- 
sign. It  has  also  come  to  my  attention 
that  we  should  concentrate  on  conserv- 
ing engineering  manpower  by  assigning 
these  highly  trained  professional  people 
to  engineering  work  exclusively  and 
reserving  technical  work  for  those  tech- 
nicians qualified  for  it. 

New  accounting  procedures  have  been 
inaugurated  which  will  give  all  of  us 
a  much  clearer  picture  of  how  our  money 
is  being  spent.  Once  that  is  determined 
we  will  be  in  a  far  better  position  to 
recommend  more  efficient  use  of  avail- 
able funds. 

Such  equipment  will  also  expedise 
payroll  records  and  I  am  anxiously  look- 
ing forward  to  the  time  we  may  estab- 
lish a  regular  pay  day  for  all  highway 
employees  whether  they  work  in  Murphy, 
Manteo,  or  Raleigh. 

New  Accounting  Procedures 

Here  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  ap- 
preciate your  cooperation  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  new  work  order  system. 
I  know  that  these  changes  have  been 
confusing  to  you  in  many  instances  but 
I  am  equally  confident  that  these  and 
other  accounting  procedure  changes 
which  we  may  adopt  in  the  coming 
months  will  result  in  easier  and  more 
efficient  operation  for  our  entire  organi- 
zation. 

All  of  us  realize  that  highway  em- 
ployees cannot  work  office  hours  in  many 
cases.  All  kinds  of  factors  including  the

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Hutchison  Named 
Division  Engineer 

The  newly-appointed  Division  Engi- 
neer for  the  mountainous  14th  Division 
is  Frank  L.  Hutchison,  a  45-year  old 
Resident  Engineer  of  Waynesville,  who 
has  been  with  the  Commission  since 
1935. 

He  succeeded  Cameron  W.  Lee  who 
was  promoted  to  Assistant  Director  of 
Highways  with  his  office  in  the  Raleigh 
headquarters. 

Hutchison  will  be  responsible  for  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  State 
highways  and  roads  in  ten  rugged  moun- 
tain counties:  Haywood,  Henderson, 
Polk,  Transylvania,  Cherokee,  Clay, 
Graham,  Jackson,  Macon  and  Swain. 
Division  headquarters  are  in  Sylva.  Paul 
J.  Dupre  is  the  Assistant  Division  Engi- 
neer. 

The  new  Division  Engineer  is  a  civil 
engineering  graduate  from  N.  C.  State 
College  and  started  with  the  Commission 
as  a  rodman  on  construction  at  Roxboro. 
In  1940,  he  was  promoted  to  instru- 
mentman.  During  World  War  II,  he 
served  with  a  consultant  engineering- 
firm  on  construction  of  Army  and  Navy 
airports  in  the  Norfolk  area. 

After  the  war,  he  returned  to  North 
Carolina  and  highway  work  as  a  Resi- 
dent Engineer  on  construction  and  sub- 
sequently worked  out  of  the  Asheville, 
Murphy,  Bryson  City,  and  Waynesville 
highway  offices.

liability  and  claim  reserves.  When  this 
reserve  is  built  where  the  Actuary  says 
it  is  sound  again,  is  possible  for  future 
waivers  of  premiums  as  we  once  had. 
Prison  Department  has  separated  from 
our  contract  and  are  now  with  State 
Capital  Life  Insurance  Company. 

EXPERIENCE  for  the  Policy  Year 
ending  September  30,  1957  shows  a 
total  return  of  83.5%  on  Life,  98.4% 
return  on  Accident  and  Sickness,  95.2% 
return  on  Hospitalization;  a  total  com- 


bined return  of  92.2%  to  us  on  claims 
paid  against  premiums  paid;  the 
guarantee  under  the  contract  is  90.5% 
return  to  us,  and  we  are  over  again, 
hence  additional  necessity  of  increased 
premium  to  build  up  reserves.  The 
Prison  Department  for  the  year  just 
ended  had  a  return  of  120.0%  on  Life, 
153.4%  on  Accident  and  Sickness, 
108.8%  on  Hospital,  for  a  combined 
total  return  of  114.9%.  Their  experience 
will  not  reflect  in  that  of  the  Highway  in 
the  future  since  they  have  their  own 
separate  contract. 

PREMIUM  RATES  effective  with  the 
new  contract,  beginning  October  1, 
1957,  are  as  follows:  Life  924  per  $1000 
— Accidental  Death  and  Dismemberment 
$0,115  per  $1000— Accident  and  Sick- 
ness to  $0,739  per  $10  weekly  indemnity 
— Hospital  and  Surgical  for  the  Em- 
ployee $1,674  per  employee  per  month; 
for  Family  Members  $4,365  per  em- 
ployee per  month. 

SPECIAL  HOTEL  RATES  have  been 
offered  our  members  by  the  Hotel  Robert 
E.  Lee  at  Winston-Salem,  when  travel- 
ling on  State  business.  The  rate  is  $4 
per  person  per  day,  plus  free  parking 
from  5:00  P.M.  to  9:00  A.M.  It  will  be 
necessary  that  you  present  your  As- 
sociation Dues  Card  for  identification  at 
the  hotel  desk.  This  will  be  a  great  help 
to  you  in  your  per-diem  allowance  and 
we  hope  to  get  this  plan  through  with 
other  Hotels  in  other  sections  of  the 
State.  The  Robert  E.  Lee  is  a  splendid 
hotel,  offering  excellent  service,  and  I 
hope   our   employees   who   travel  thru

opportunity. 

CONVENTION  is  now  history,  and  we 
are  already  working  on  tentative  plans 
for  the  1958  affair  at  Winston-Salem. 
Dates  have  been  set  for  September  25- 
27,  with  headquarters  at  the  Hotel 
Robert  E.  Lee.  RESOLUTIONS  adopted 
at  this  Convention  are  being  processed 
and  plans  are  being  made  for  thorough 
discussion  of  these  with  proper  officials, 
with  the  Retirement  System  Board  of 
Trustees,  with  the  State  Personnel 
Council,  and  others.  We  are  to  secure 
data  from  other  States  on  working  hours 
for  a  detailed  report  at  our  next  Con- 
vention, this  Committee  being  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  continuous 
work  on  this  one  problem  until  we 
secure  shorter  working  hours,  without 
reduction  in  pay,  for  our  forces  over  the 
State.  We  are  now  in  the  group  of  only 
3  States  in  the  Nation  whose  field  forces 
work  50  hours  per  week  or  more.  All 
others  work  less  than  50  hours,  many 
less  than  45.  It  is  our  goal  to  lower  our 
hours  accordingly  in  the  future. 

MEMBERSHIP  at  present  is  ahead  of 
last  year's,  with  a  few  more  yet  to  be 
reported.  That  is  a  mighty  fine  record — 
this  is  not  an  "off"  year  but  the  year 
in  which  we  must  actually  prepare  our- 
selves for  the  "on"  year,  or  the  Legisla- 
tive Year.  Let  us  all  continue  to  work 
for  progress  in  our  working  conditions, 
in  our  salaries,  at  the  same  time  pledg- 
ing ourselves  to  continued  loyalty  and 
faithful  performance  of  our  duties  with 
the  Highway  Commission.  The  Director 
has  told  us  his  plans,  and  has  pledged 
his  support  and  his  willingness  to  work 
for  the  good  of  all,  without  detriment 
to  the  State.  Let  us  continue  the  good 
Association  we  have  for  that  same  pur- 
pose. 

NEW  NAME  adopted  at  Convention 
— the  Association  is  now  the  State  High- 
way and  Prison  Employees'  Association. 
The  separated  Prison  Department  still 
continues  as  an  integral  part  of  this 
organization,  and  it  is  the  intent  of  all 
concerned  to  work  the  same  as  we  did 
prior  to  separation.  All  resolutions 
affecting  the  employees  will  be  discussed 
with  the  Director  of  Prisons  the  same  as 
with  the  Director  of  Highways.  Con- 
tinuing together,  as  over  the  past  years, 
will  be  beneficial  to  all  concerned.

Beginning  with  this  issue  of  ROADWAYS,  I  hope  to  use  this  space  as  a  regular  feature  of  the 
magazine   in  dealing  with   issues  of   mutual   interest  to  us. 

Since  it  is  difficult  for  me  to  meet  and  know  each  of  you  personally,  I'd  like  to  use  this  method 
of  keeping  in  touch.  I  have  several  thoughts  in  mind  for  this  letter  and  I  hope  that  you  will  give 
me  the  benefit  of  your  thoughts  and  suggestions.  I  welcome  any  constructive  criticism  that  will 
make  us  a  stronger  and  more  effective  organization. 

Speaking  of  our  organization,  I  know  that  the  many  changes  we  are  undergoing  have  been  at 
times  a  bit  difficult.  However,  I  do  appreciate  your  cooperation  and  understanding  in  this  transition 
period.  Without  your  loyalty  and  support  these  changes  could  not  be  effected. 

With  Christmas  in  the  offing,  I  want  to  wish  each  of  you  a  joyous  and  safe  holiday  season.  Safe 
in  the  sense  that  you'll  be  alert  in  preventing  possible  accidents  in  the  home  as  well  as  on  the  road. 
Please  drive  carefully  so  that  after  the  holidays  are  over,  we'll  all  be  back  on  the  job  with  renewed 
vision  and  energy.  May  the  true  spirit  of  Christmas  be  in  our  hearts  not  only  as  we  celebrate  His 
birthday  but  also  as  we  face  the  challenge  of  the  year  ahead. 

As  you  know,  1958  also  means  that  every  Tar  Heel  automobile  owner  must  establish  financial 
responsibility  in  case  of  accident  before  he  gets  his  1958  license  plate. 

Unless  we  put  up  $11,000  cash  or  post  a  $15,000  bond,  each  of  us  must  have  automobile  liability 
insurance. 

But  that's  not  all.  The  fact  that  we  carry  motor  vehicle  insurance  is  not  enough.  We  must  also 
have  the  canary  yellow  "Form  FS-1",  furnished  by  our  insurance  companies.  Neither  a  wallet  card 
stating  that  we  have  insurance  nor  the  insurance  policy  itself  will  be  enough.  We  must  present 
the  special  yellow  form  itself  before  we  can  get  a  license  plate. 

As  you  know,  the  1957  Vehicle  Financial  Responsibility  Act,  usually  called  the  "Compulsory  In- 
surance Laws",  requires  that  insurance  companies  mail,  before  January  1,  a  certificate  of  insurance, 
Form  FS-1,  to  everyone  who  already  carries  liability  insurance.  Anyone  who  buys  insurance  after 
the  first  of  the  year  will  get  his  forms  at  that  time. 

A  separate  certificate  is  required  for  each  vehicle.  If  you  carry  insurance  and  do  not  receive 
your  certificate  by  January  1,  write  for  it  immediately.  If  you  buy  your  insurance  after  January  1, 
make  sure  you  get  your  certificate  at  once. 

The  minimum  amount  of  insurance  required  must  provide  $5,000  for  the  bodily  injury  of  one 
person,  $10,000  for  the  bodily  injury  of  two  or  more  persons,  and  $5,000  for  property  damage.  The 
new  law  stipulates  that  those  now  uninsurable  can  buy  policies  under  the  "assigned  risk  plan." 
But  they  will  have  to  pay. 

What  your  insurance  will  cost  depends  on  your  past  accident  record,  who  drives  your  automobile, 
where  you  live  and  what  you  do.  Each  of  us  will  have  to  get  the  figures  from  his  insurance  agent. 

We  must  carry  insurance  throughout  the  year.  If  your  policy  lapses,  the  insurance  company 
will  notify  the  State  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles.  The  law  requires  that  you  either  buy  new 
insurance  or  surrender  your  license  plate. 

The  1957  Legislature  passed  this  law  to  give  us  added  protection  against  injuries  or  property 
damages  resulting  from  an  accident  with  an  uninsured  motorist.  The  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
is  striving  to  make  the  new  law  work  smoothly  and  effectively.  I  am  sure  that  all  of  us  employed  by  the 
Highway  Department  will  cooperate  in  their  efforts.

weather  determine  what  we  are,  and 
are  not  able  to  do.  Extra  working 
hours,  beyond  an  8  or  9  hour  day, 
are  essential  in  some  instances  and 
compensatory  time  is  allowed  employees 
called  upon  for  such  additional  work. 
However,  I  know  there  are  cases  where 
this  compensatory  time  is  not  being 
used ;  that  there  are  times  when  an 
employee  allows  earned  time  off  to 
build  up  to  such  a  degree  that,  in  the 
end,  it  might  be  written  off.  I  do  not 
feel,  on  the  one  hand  that  any  high- 
way employee  should  be  called  upon  for 
such  a  sacrifice,  and  secondly,  I  do 
not  feel  the  employee  concerned  is  be- 
ing fair  to  himself  or  to  his  family  in 
ignoring  what  is  rightfully  his.  It  is 
imperative  that  such  inequities  be  clear- 
ed up  as  soon  as  possible  whenever  and 
wherever  they  appear. 

My  many  years  as  a  professor  of  Civil 
Engineering  have  taught  the  value  of 
adequate  training,  and  I  should  like  to 
emphasize  my  feeling  that  we  should 
broaden  and  expand  our  in-service  train- 
ing program  just  as  quickly  as  possible. 
The  developments  and  changes  in  high- 
way design  and  construction  are  just  as 
rapid  as  the  growth  of  traffic  demand 
and  it  is  essential  that  all  involved  with 
this  work  keep  up  with  the  pace. 

Increase  Training  Programs 

I  shall  recommend  that  we  increase 
our  present  training  efforts  to  produce 
better  informed  personnel.  We  should 
expand  these  programs  for  training- 
graduate  civil  engineers  and  technicians 
in  such  fields  as  design  and  construction 
and  in  such  new  fields  as  photogram- 
metry.  I  am  hopeful  that  we  may  soon 
offer  a  scholarship  for  outstanding  first 
year  students  at  the  Civil  Technology 
School  in  Gastonia  now  being  conducted 
in  cooperation  with  the  State  College 
Extension  Division. 


Engineers  Note 

Duke  Morgan  of  the  highway  re- 
search laboratory  in  Raleigh  has 
been  assigned  the  rewriting  of  the 
"Standard  Specifications  for  Roads 
and  Structures" — the  little  green 
manual  with  the  standards  by  which 
we  build  our  roads.  It  was  last  re- 
vised in  1952. 

"Please  send  any  changes  or  sug- 
gestions for  the  revised  specifications 
to  me.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  complete 
the  rewriting  as  early  as  possible 
in  1958,"  Morgan  said. 


The  availablility  of  such  programs  as 
these  act  as  increased  incentive  to  those 
of  our  employees  who  display  the  capa- 
city for  further  training  to  improve 
their  positions  in  the  Highway  Com- 
mission and  to  serve  our  people  better. 

It  has  even  been  suggested  that  we 
place  "suggestion  or  complaint  boxes" 
throughout  the  State  in  order  that  our 
employees  may  give  us  the  benefit  of 
their  thinking.  I  mention  this  because 
it  is  essential  that  I  have  your  opinions 
on  many  different  matters,  and  I  be- 
lieve that  is  one  of  the  basic  reasons 
for  establishing  this  Association. 

With  the  conscientious  help  of  every 
employee  .  .  .  with  the  assistance  of 
this  Association  of  Highway  personnel 
and  with  the  support  of  the  public  which 
all  of  us  must  have,  I  am  confident  of 
the  future. 

Statewide  Planning 

It  is  my  hope  that  together,  we  can 
build  and  maintain  State  Highways 
equitably  for  all  of  our  people  without 
regard  to  geographic  area  or '  political 
influence.  Under  studies  already  begun 
we  can  determine  highway  needs  on  a 
state-wide  basis  and  recommend  the 
use  of  our   available   funds,   in  those 


areas  where  the  need  is  greatest. 

We  can  build  safer  highway  facilities 
for  ourselves  and  our  children's  use  to 
eliminate  wherever  possible  the  danger 
points  which  are  taking  a  tragic  toll  in 
human  life. 

We  can  provide  better  avenues  of 
commerce  and  assist  in  the  future  busi- 
ness and  industrial  development  of  our 
State,  and,  in  the  building  attract  more 
and  more  tourists  who  have  found  North 
Carolina  a  beautiful  and  varied  play- 
ground. 

Appreciates  Loyalty 

Of  the  greatest  importance,  together 
we  can  provide  better  transportation  for 
the  people  of  North  Carolina  who  travel 
our  streets  and  roads  and  highways  and 
acquaint  them  with  the  fine  and  loyal 
service  being  provided  them  by  High- 
way employees. 

Again,  I  recommend  that  you  de- 
liberate carefully  the  vital  role  you  will 
be  playing  in  the  highway  affairs  of  our 
State.  Once  you  have  counseled  among 
yourselves  completely,  I  believe  I 
should  be  the  first  one  to  know  of  your 
opinions  and  your  requests. 

With  such  help  from  you,  I  pledge 
I  will  do  everything  within  my  power 
to  give  you  the  things  which  you  seem  to 
need  to  do  the  best  possible  job  and 
shall  at  all  times  strive  to  act  in  your 
best  interests,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
the  best  interests  of  all  the  people  whom 
we  jointly  serve.

T.  B.  Gunter,  Jr. 

T.  B.  Gunter,  Jr.,  55,  has  worked  with 
the  State  Highway  Commission  contin- 
uously since  July,  1923,  starting  as  a 
bridge  draftsman  shortly  after  gradua- 
tion from  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina with  a  B.S.  degree  in  civil  engineer- 
ing. 

In  1925,  he  was  promoted  to  bridge 
designer.  For  three  years,  1926-29,  he 
was  an  engineer  inspector  and  resident 
engineer  on  bridge  and  roadway  pro- 
jects. He  was  then  transferred  back  to 
Raleigh  as  a  bridge  designer  and  subse- 
quently promoted  to  chief  draftsman  in 
1929.  In  1939,  he  was  again  promoted  to 
assistant  bridge  engineer  for  the  State. 

Gunter  served  as  acting  bridge  engi- 
neer from  November,  1943,  until  he 
was  named  Chief  Bridge  Engineer  in 
May,  1944 — a  post  he  has  held  with 
distinction  ever  since. 

Louis  W.  Payne 

Louis  W.  Payne,  67,  has  been  As- 
sistant Chief  Highway  Engineer  since 
1935,  serving  under  the  late  Vance  Baise 
and  W.  H.  Rogers,  Jr.  He  first  came 
with  the  Commission  in  1923,  as  an 
instrumentman  on  construction.  He  sub- 
sequently served  as  Resident  Engineer 
till  1929  when  he  was  transferred  to 
Raleigh  as  a  draftsman.  He  moved  up 
the  engineering  ladder,  holding  the 
positions  of  squad  leader,  assistant  esti- 
mate engineer,  federal  contact  engineer, 
and  chief  roadway  draftsman. 

He  was  born  in  Ashland,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  educated  there  in  the  public 
schools  as  well  as  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
He  studied  engineering  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia,  and  then  spent  six 
years  in  Panama  on  construction  of  the 
canal  locks,  roads,  streets,  water  and 
sewer  systems.  He  next  spent  two  years 
in  Chile  on  construction  of  a  copper 
mill,  roads,  and  a  60-mile  water  line. 
Payne  spent  a  year  in  Bolivia  on  sur- 
veys for  a  tin-mining  project  and  then 
returned  to  the  United  States  for  three 
years  with  the  Pennsylvania  Highway 
Department  as  a  Resident  Engineer  on 
location  and  construction. 

During  World  War  I,  he  started  off  as 
a  private  and  wound  up  a  Second  Lieu- 
tenant with  the  22nd  Engineers,  serving 
12  months  in  France. 

He  first  came  to  North  Carolina  in 
February,  1923,  as  superintendent  for 
a  highway  contractor. 
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Joseph  Graham  Dies 

A  70-year  old  former  member  of  the 
State  Highway  Commission,  Joseph 
Graham,  died  October  8,  at  the  Graham 
homeplace,  Forest  Home,  in  east  Lincoln 
County. 

Graham  was  appointed  Commissioner 
of  the  old  Ninth  Division  at  Shelby  dur- 
ing the  administration  of  former  Gover- 
nor Kerr  Scott.  He  served  from  1949  to 
1953  during  the  $200  million  secondary 
road  bond  program. 

Sorrell  Named 

A  32-year  old  civil  engineering  grad- 
uate of  Duke  University,  Quinton  L. 
Sorrell,  Jr.,  was  recently  promoted  to 
District  Engineer  at  Durham  when 
Merle  Adkins  moved  up  to  Assistant 
Division  Engineer.  Sorrell  will  be  re- 
sponsible for  maintenance  in  Durham, 
Granville  and  Person  Counties. 

The  Durham  native  graduated  from 
Bethesda  High  School  in  Durham  in 
1942  and  then  served  with  the  Armed 
Forces  during  World  War  II.  He  grad- 
uated from  Duke  in  1950. 

His  road  experience  dates  from  sum- 
mer work  while  attending  Duke.  In 
1948,  he  obtained  information  for  cul- 
ture maps  used  by  the  Statistics  De- 
partment. The  summer  of  1949,  he 
worked  with  Resident  Engineer  W.  S. 
Sizer  in  Durham  on  general  construc- 
tion work. 

When  he  came  with  the  Commission 
on  a  permanent  basis  in  1950,  he  again 
worked  with  Sizer  and  later  with 
Resident  Engineers  Roger  P.  Dowtin 
and  Joe  B.  Cutchin.  In  1956,  Sorrell 
was  promoted  to  Resident  Engineer  and 
was  in  charge  of  paving  the  concrete 
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link  between  US  70  and  US  15,  east  of 
Durham,  as  well  as  the  grading  and 
structures  of  the  western  Durham  By- 
pass on  US  15-501. 

His  wife  is  the  former  Arlene  Hop- 
son.  They  have  two  sons. 

Hartsock  Promoted 

Charlie  Hartsock,  Division  Right  of 
Way  Engineer  in  the  Durham  office,  has 
recently  been  transferred  to  Raleigh  to 
head  up  the  new  Appraisal  section. 

Acquiring  land  for  highway  purposes 
has  assumed  increasing  importance  with 
the  State  engaged  in  the  largest  and 
most  accelerated  roadbuilding  program 
in  its  history. 

As  the  Chief  Right  of  Way  Appraiser, 
Hartsock  will  review  all  appraisals  made 
by  outside  firms  as  well  as  by  the  State's 
right  of  way  engineers.  He'll  also  be 
responsible  for  employing  outside  ap- 
praisers. Interstate  jobs  require  one  out- 
side appraisal  for  each  parcel  of  resi- 
dential property,  and  two  appraisals 
for  commercial  or  business  property. 

In  1949,  he  came  with  the  Commission 
and  worked  with  Sig  Hardesty  in  the 
Second  Division.  He  subsequently  work- 
ed with  0.  T.  Green  and  J.  G.  Gibbs  till 
1952,  when  he  was  transferred  to  Dur- 
ham as  Senior  Right  of  Way  Engineer. 
He  went  to  Greensboro  when  the  new 
divisions  were  set  up  in  1953.  The  fol- 
lowing year  he  returned  to  Durham  to 
succeed  Green. 

He  assisted  on  right  of  way  negotia- 
tions and  acquisitions  for  US  70  from 
Efiand  west  to  Randolph  County,  the 
Oxford  Bypass,  most  of  the  Durham 
Bypass,  US  1  Bypass  at  Henderson,  a 
small  portion  of  the  Downtown  Boule- 
vard in  Raleigh,  and  the  US  1  extension 
of  the  Downtown  Boulevard  north. 

Hartsock  was  born  36  years  ago  in 
Kansas.  He  graduated  from  the  John 
Marshall  High  School  in  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia and  then  earned  his  B.  S.  degree 
in  forestry  from  N.  C.  State  College. 


His  father  was  an  engineer  for  many 
years  in  the  Raleigh  office  of  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  Public  Roads.

Broughton  Named 
When  Joyner  Retires 

When  Col.  William  T.  Joyner,  right 
below,  recently  stepped  down  as  High- 
way Chairman,  J.  Melville  Broughton, 
Jr.,  was  named  the  Chairman  by  Gov- 
ernor Hodges. 

Col.  Joyner  resigned  on  the  advice 
of  his  doctors  to  reduce  the  work  load 
in  the  interest  of  his  health.  In  an- 
nouncing his  resignation,  Governor 
Hodges  said,  "He  has  made  an  out- 
standing contribution  to  the  administra- 
tion of  our  Highway  Commission  since 
he  became  chairman  on  July  1.  He  has 
furnished  wise  leadership  and  counsel." 

The  new  Highway  Chairman  is  a 
graduate  of  Wake  Forest  College,  where 
he  served  as  President  of  the  Student 
Body.  He  then  served  for  three  and  one- 
half  years  with  the  U.  S.  Marine  Corps 
during  World  War  Two,  part  of  the 
time  in  the  China  Theatre,  as  a  First 
Lieutenant.  After  the  war,  he  entered 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  Law 


School,  and  was  awarded  the  L.L.B.  de- 
gree in  1950.  Since  then,  he  has  become 
recognized  as  a  successful  young  at- 
torney in  Raleigh.  He  was  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Personnel  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Hospitals 
Board  of  Control,  to  which  he  was  ap- 
pointed in  1954. 

Heide  Trask  Passes 

The  second  former  Commissioner  to 
die  recently  was  Heide  Trask  of  Wilm- 
ington on  November  3. 

Trask  just  completed  his  four-year 
term  on  the  Umstead-appointed  Com- 
mission. For  12  years,  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Selective  Service  Board  of  New 
Hanover  County.  He  also  served  on  the 
board  of  the  James  Walker  Memorial 
Hospital. 

A  prominent  farmer  in  southeastern 
North  Carolina,  he  was  a  pioneer  in 
refrigeration  and  transportation  of 
vegetables  and  fresh  produce. 

He'll  be  remembered  best  by  the  Ra- 
leigh employees  as  the  man  who  annual- 
ly sent  up  a  truckload  of  long-stemmed 
gladioli  for  distribution  to  all  employees. 

Reorganization 

The  administrative  reorganization 
plan  as  charted  on  the  opposite  page 
went  into  effect  October  21.  The  plan, 
prepared  by  the  Director  of  Highways, 
was  approved  by  the  Commission  at  its 
October  meeting  in  Asheville.  Major 
changes  in  organization  and  responsi- 
bility include: 

A  Department  of  Planning  under  the 
direction  of  J.  S.  Burch,  assigned  to  the 
Director's  staff. 

The  Department  of  Traffic  Engineer- 
ing under  the  direction  of  R.  A.  Burch, 
assigned  to  the  Director's  staff. 

The  Safety  Department,  assigned  to 
the  Personnel  Department. 

The  Insurance  and  Compensation 
Office  will  work  directly  with  the  Con- 
troller and  his  staff. 

At  some  future  date,  the  Purchasing 
Agent  will  be  responsible  for  setting  up 
a  centralized  duplicating  operation  for 
the  Raleigh  office. 

The  Landscape  Department,  the  Main- 
tenance Department,  the  Construction 
Engineer  and  his  department,  the 
Bituminous  Engineer,  and  all  Materials 
and  Testing  personnel  in  Raleigh  will 
report  to  Hunter  Irving,  Assistant  Chief 
Engineer  of  Construction  and  Mainte- 
nance Operations.  T.  J.  McKim  replaces 
Irving  as  State  Construction  Engineer. 
Details  of  this  organization  will  be 
worked  out  by  Irving'  and  Chief  Engi- 
neer Rogers. 


The  Location  Department,  the  Road- 
way Department,  and  the  Right  of  Way 
Department  will  report  to  Earl  Crump, 
Assistant  Chief  Engineer  of  Roadway 
and  Right  of  Way.  R.  W.  McGowan  is 
assigned  to  Crump's  staff  and  will  have 
certain  responsibilities  for  preliminary 
layout  and  design.  Details  of  the  re- 
organization within  this  division  will  be 
worked  out  by  Crump  and  Chief  Engi- 
neer Rogers. 

Revisions  in  the  field  divisional  opera- 
tion include: 

The  Landscape  Supervisor  and  his 
crews  are  assigned  to  the  Division  and 
will  report  directly  to  the  Division  Engi- 
neer. Landscape  policies  will  be  deter- 
mined by  the  State  Landscape  Engineer. 

Materials  Inspectors  are  assigned  to 
the  Division  Engineer. 

Right  of  Way  Engineers  will  be  gen- 
erally supervised  by  the  Division  Engi- 
neer, however,  authority  for  right  of 
way  settlements  and  all  policy  matters 
and  assignment  of  personnel  are  vested 
in  the  State  Right  of  Way  Engineer. 

A  position  of  Division  Construction 
Engineer  is  established.  The  Division 
Engineer  may  request  such  a  position  to 
the  Chief  Engineer  and  the  Director  of 
Highways  giving  the  reasons  thereof. 

A  Division  of  Research  on  the  Direc- 
tor's staff  will  be  established  later. 

The  four  Assistant  Chief  Engineers 
are  responsible  for  establishing  and  en- 
forcing statewide  policies  in  the  fields 
of  their  operations.  On  all  matters  of 
roadway,  right  of  way,  construction, 
maintenance,  and  related  problems,  the 
Division  Engineers  should  work  directly 
with  the  appropriate  Assistant  Chief 
Engineer. 


The  Albemarle  Bypass  required  construc- 
tion of  one  of  the  largest  box  culverts  in 
the  State.  NC  27  is  being  built  on  a  new 
location  to  bypass  this  busy  Piedmont  town 
in  the  south.  W.  F.  Brinkley  is  the  structure 
contractor  while  Grannis  and  Sloan  are  the 
roadway  contractors.  G.  B.  Strickland  is  the 
Resident  Engineer. 
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The  Highway  Commission  is  cooperating  with  the  Governor's 
Committee  for  Clean  Highways  by  putting  up  new  signs  and  trash 
cans  at  strategic  points  along  the  State's  more  heavily-traveled 
primary  routes.  In  addition,  a  "Litter  Deposit"  sign  is  being  added 
below  the  "Roadside  Table  1,000  Ft."  signs.  Governor  Hodges 
made  the  new  signs  and  cans  possible  by  allocating  $10,000  from 


the  highway  surplus  fund.  The  trash  containers  are  being  installed 
by  the  Landscape  Department  under  the  direction  of  State  Land- 
scape Engineer  Frank  N.  Brant  while  the  sign  installation  is  being 
directed  by  State  Traffic  Engineer  Robert  A.  Burch. 

The  yearly  clean-up  bill  along  the  State's  70,000-mile  public 
road  system  amounts  to  an  estimated  $250,000.

More  Interstate 
Mileage  Awarded 

North  Carolina  received  an  additional 
allocation  of  Interstate  mileage  in  a 
surprise  announcement  by  Federal  High- 
way Administrator  Bertram  Tallamy,  in 
October.  The  newly-proposed  Interstate 
link  will  run  from  Canton,  Ohio,  across 
the  West  Virginia  Turnpike,  through 
southwestern  Virginia,  and  terminate  at 
Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

Tallamy  wrote  Highway  Director  Bab- 
cock  that  "we  feel  that  the  Canton,  Ohio, 
to  Dublin,  Virginia  route  as  proposed  by 
Ohio,  West  Virginia,  and  Virginia  and 
now  being  approved  should  be  extended 
southward  to  the  vicinity  of  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina  to  make  direct  connec- 
tion between  the  southeastern  United 
States  and  large  areas  of  Ohio,  West 
Virginia,  western  Pennsylvania,  and 
western  New  York." 

The  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads 
rates  this  route  very  high  on  the  basis 
of  four  factors:  national  defense,  indus- 
try, and  population,  as  well  as  the  tying 
together  of  the  entire  Interstate  system. 

Babcock  expressed  his  pleasure  over 
the  additional  Interstate  mileage  grant- 
ed to  North  Carolina  and  said  that  "it 
will  do  much  in  connecting  the  heavily 


industrialized  areas  of  Ohio  with  North 
Carolina  and  at  the  same  time  provide  a 
wonderful  new  outlet  for  North  Caro- 
lina's  industrial  output." 

Extensive  surveys  will  be  required, 
however,  before  determining  the  precise 
location  of  the  new  link  in  the  State. 
The  Commission  will  analyze  carefully 
several  possible  locations  before  tying 
down  any  one  route.  In  line  with  its  new 
policy  of  holding  public  hearings,  the 
Commission  will  hear  groups  interested 
in  the  new  location  at  its  January  6-7 
meeting  in  Winston-Salem. 

Ultimately,  however,  the  Commission 
will  determine  the  final  location. 

Earlier,  the  Department  of  Commerce 
authorized  the  431-mile  Canton,  Ohio- 
Charlotte,  North  Carolina  link  as  a  part 
of  the  original  40,000-mile  Interstate  sys- 
tem. At  the  same  time,  the  Commerce 
Department  announced  the  allocation  of 
1,102  miles  which  represented  savings 
made  possible  by  more  direct  routings  of 
the  Interstate  mileage  among  the  many 
large  centers  of  population.  It  was  from 
this  savings  in  mileage  that  the  Ohio- 
North  Carolina  route  was  made  possible. 

In  addition  to  the  saving,  1,000  miles 
of  Interstate  highways  were  added, 
bringing  the  total  available  mileage  to 
41,000  under  the  entire  Interstate  sys- 
tem. 


Makepeace  Confers 

County  commissioners  from  all  over 
the  state  have  enthusiastically  received 
the  Highway  Commission's  plan  for  ad- 
ministering secondary  roads,  Harold 
Makepeace,  Secondary  Roads  Chief,  re- 
ports. 

After  conferring  with  the  100  boards 
of  county  commissioners  during  October 
and  November,  he  commented  that  the 
meetings  had  been  a  "rewarding  expe- 
rience." He  was  accompanied  to  the  va- 
rious meetings  by  his  assistant,  Bill  In- 
gram, State  Maintenance  Engineer  B.  W. 
Davis,  and  Public  Relations  Officer  Sam 
Beard. 

Field  engineers  from  the  respective 
divisions  were  on  hand  with  the  Raleigh 
group  at  each  meeting  when  the  county 
commissioners  from  three  to  ten  coun- 
ties in  a  division  heard  the  new  secon- 
dary roads  approach  explained  by  Make- 
peace. 

To  further  simplify  and  explain  the 
new  policies,  some  20,000  copies  of  an 
attractive  four-page  brochure,  prepared 
by  Sam  Beard,  have  been  distributed  in 
the  State. 

Complaints  and  correspondence  from 
individuals  on  secondary  road  matters 
have  steadily  decreased  since  the  meet- 
ings, Makepeace  added.

Interstate  System  Designed 

For  Greater  Travel  Safety 


Last  year  in  America,  40,000  persons 
lost  their  lives  in  traffic  accidents.  An 
additional  1,350,000  were  injured  with 
some  100,000  suffering  some  kind  of  per- 
manent physical  impairment.  According 
to  the  National  Safety  Council,  some  $5 
billion  dollars  worth  of  property  was 
damaged. 

If  the  giant  net  work  of  Interstate 
Highways  had  been  completed  before 
1956,  experts  estimate  3,500  lives  would 
have  been  saved. 

The  Interstate  system  will  serve  North 
Carolina  and  the  nation  in  many  other 
ways  but  its  principle  asset  will  be  great- 
er safety  to  the  motoring  public. 

Imagine  driving  from  Henderson  to 
Asheville  and  beyond  without  a  single 
stop  sign  or  stop  light  and  without  the 
danger  of  someone  pulling  off  a  side  road 
in  your  path.  Imagine  driving  from 
Greensboro  to  Los  Angeles  without  a 
single  delay  point  on  your  route.  Impos- 
sible? Not  under  the  expansive,  far- 
reaching  road  plans  on  the  drawing 
boards,  as  well  as  under  construction 
across  the  country  for  the  nation's  first 
coordinated  and  planned  transportation 
system — the  Interstate  Highway  System. 

Road  planners  are  engaged  in  the  most 
accelerated  and  large-scale  road-building 
program  in  the  history  of  the  nation. 
They  are  looking  ahead,  planning  and 
constructing  big  toll-free  expressways 
which  will  connect  the  nation's  major 
population  centers,  its  farming  and  in- 
dustrial areas,  and  its  military  defense 


installations — from  Canada  to  Mexico, 
and  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific. 

Construction  of  the  vital  Interstate 
system  promises  to  bring  automobility 
back  to  the  open  road  and  uncork  some 
of  the  traffic  bottlenecks  now  strangling 
our  cities. 

These  superhighways  of  tomorrow  re- 
cently moved  a  step  closer  to  reality  in 
North  Carolina  when  the  State  Highway 
Commission  established  top  priority  for 
design  and  early  construction  of  20  im- 
portant links  on  the  Interstate  system. 

Upon  recommendation  of  Highway  Di- 
rector W.  F.  Babcock,  the  Commission 
approved  a  $123,800,000  construction  pro- 
gram for  the  next  three  to  five  years  on 
the  Interstate  routes  in  the  State. 

Completion  of  the  entire  677-mile  In- 
terstate system  in  North  Carolina  has 
been  estimated  to  cost  $300-$400  million 
and  may  take  from  13  to  15  years,  and 
possibly  longer,  to  build.  North  Carolina 
is  scheduled  to  receive  over  $100  million 
dollars  in  Federal  funds  in  the  current 
biennium.  Federal  funds  pay  90%  of 
the  overall  cost  and  the  State  must  pro- 
vide the  additional  10%. 

Interest  in  the  Interstate  System  in 
North  Carolina  recently  received  a  shot 
in  the  arm  with  the  announcement  from 


Washington  that  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads  would  approve  an  extension  of  a 
proposed  link  into  Charlotte  from  Canton, 
Ohio.  Original  plans  had  been  to  termi- 
nate the  Ohio  road  at  Dublin,  Virginia. 

Both  North  Carolina  and  Virginia 
Highway  Officials  have  given  preliminary 
approval  to  the  Bureau  proposal  but  final 
approval  must  await  an  agreement  be- 
tween Virginia  and  North  Carolina  con- 
cerning the  proposed  location  of  the  ex- 
tension. 

Highway  Director  W.  F.  Babcock  is- 
sued a  prompt  statement  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  this  extension  of 
the  Ohio-Virginia  route  would  serve  a 
most  useful  purpose  in  connecting  North 
Carolina  to  the  heavily  industrialized 
regions  of  Ohio  in  addition  to  bringing 
more  tourists  into  North  Carolina. 

Although  the  Highway  Commission 
will  have  the  final  say-so  in  tying  down 
the  exact  location  of  this  new  Interstate 
mileage  in  North  Carolina,  Babcock  said 
that  public  hearings  would  be  held,  be- 
ginning at  the  January  meeting  of  the 
Commission  in  Winston-Salem,  so  that 
interested  road  groups  in  the  Piedmont 
could  express  their  opinions  on  its  loca- 
tion.

Nationally,  the  Interstate  system 
dates  from  1947  when  Congress  directed 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  in  co- 
operation with  the  various  states,  to 
designate  a  40,000-mile  regional  road  net- 
work to  connect  the  principal  cities,  sea- 
coasts  and  military  areas  of  the  nation. 
These  highways  were  envisioned  as  broad 
traffic  corridors  funneling  vast  vehicle 
loads  into  and  around  densely-populated 
urban  areas,  as  well  as  tying  town  and 
country  together. 

The  Interstate  system  will  join  42  state 
capitols  and  90  per  cent  of  all  cities  over 
50,000  population.  North  Carolina  is  one 
of  the  six  states  that  does  not  have  its 
capital — Raleigh — on  the  Interstate  sys- 
tem, and  Raleigh  is  the  largest  of  the  six 
capitals  excluded.  When  Congress  in  1956 
approved  the  gigantic  $50  billion  13-16- 
year  accelerated  construction  program  on 
the  Interstate  system,  it  also  approved  an 
additional  1,000  miles  to  be  added  to  the 
40,000-mile  network.  In  addition,  location 
engineers  saved  1,102  miles  by  more  di- 
rect routings  between  major  connecting 
points  and  it  was  from  this  saving  in 


mileage  that  the  Ohio-Charlotte  link  was 
made  possible. 

North  Carolina  has  applied  for  the  ad- 
dition of  North-South  US  I  to  the  Inter- 
state system  since  it  would  connect  three

What  is  the  status  of  the  Interstate 
construction  program  today  in  North 
Carolina?  Tar  Heel  road  planners  antici- 
pated the  current  accelerated  construc- 
tion program  on  the  Interstate  routes 
and  for  the  past  decade  have  been  build- 
ing and  planning  for  the  big  superhigh- 
ways. Formerly,  the  road  designers  used 
a  260-foot  wide  right  of  way  to  build  two 
24-foot  wide  one-way  traffic  lanes,  sep- 
arated by  a  grassed  median  strip,  and 
flanked  by  parallel  paved  service  roads 
for  local,  slow-moving  traffic.  Partial 
control  of  access  was  acquired  by  re- 
quiring homes  and  businesses  to  be  lo- 
cated on  the  parallel  frontage  roads. 
Strangling  roadside  build-up  was  pre- 
vented along  the  main  highway.  Local 
farm  roads  with  low  traffic  counts  were 
allowed  to  tie  in  at  grade  with  the  big 
Interstate  route.  To  date,  the  State  has 
built  73  miles  of  four-lane  divided  high- 
ways, with  partial  control  of  the  en- 
trances, which  have  been  opened  to  traffic. 
However,  to  meet  the  high  design  stand- 
ards and  full  control  of  access  now  re- 
quired on  the  Interstate  routes,  consider- 
able work  must  be  done  to  bring  these 
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sections  up  to  the  ultimate  standards, 
e.g.,  additional  grade  separations,  re- 
moval of  surface  cross-overs  between 
opposing  lanes  of  traffic,  and  acquisition 
of  additional  right  of  way  to  completely 
control  all  entrances  to  the  big  express- 
ways. 

In  addition,  the  State  has  71  miles  of 
two-laned  roads  on  the  Interstate  routes 
open  to  traffic.  To  meet  the  ultimate  de- 
sign standards,  however,  additional  lanes 
must  be  built  and  full  control  of  access 
acquired. 

To  date,  the  State  has  174  miles  of 
Interstate  routes  which  have  been  let 
to  contract  and  are  still  in  various  stages 
of  construction,  ranging  from  house- 
moving,  clearing  the  right  of  way,  build- 
ing bridges,  grading  for  two  lanes  or 
four  lanes,  to  paving  two  to  four  lanes. 

Since  1947  when  the  State  has  been 
building  these  expressways,  about  $91 
million  has  been  spent  or  is  under  con- 
tract on  318  miles  of  Interstate  routes 
in  the  State. 

In  1956,  along  with  the  tremendous 
increase  in  Interstate  funds  made  avail- 
able to  the  states  came  higher  engineer- 
ing standards,  e.g.,  complete  control  of 
access,  for  safe,  modern  throughways 
capable  of  carrying  the  traffic  loads  of 
1975.  The  design  standards  have  been 
geared  to  the  100  million  vehicles  antici- 
pated 20  years  from  now. 

The  higher  design  standards  now  speci- 
fy that  parallel  frontage  roads  will  no 
longer  be  built  except  where  the  Inter- 
state route  passes  through  or  is  located 
in  already  built-up  areas.  On  most  new 
locations,  no  service  or  frontage  will  be 
allowed.  The  only  entrance  to  the  Inter- 
state routes  will  be  at  traffic  inter- 
changes or  grade  separations  where  side 
traffic  from  crossing  highways  and  roads 
may  enter  on  specially-designed  ramps.

Highway  engineers  have  found  that 
this  one  design  feature — controlled  ac- 
cess— is  the  key  to  the  safety  and  perma- 
nence of  the  Interstate  routes.  The  last 
State  survey  showed  that  the  four-laned 
highway  with  even  partially  controlled 
access  or  entrances  is  34  per  cent  safer 
than  the  conventional  highway  with  ran- 
dom and  unrestricted  entrances  from  the 
side.  National  accident  statistics  show 
a  reduction  by  1/3  of  the  fatal  accidents 
and  a  reduction  by  2/3  of  all  other  acci- 
dents where  the  number  and  location  of 
entrances  are  controlled. 

The  controlled  access  highway  is  one 
that  is  especially  designed  for  through, 
fast-moving   traffic    since   its   side  en- 


trances are  limited  to  only  safe  points 
of  entry — at  the  traffic  interchanges.  Con- 
trolled access  permits  the  through  traffic 
to  flow  freely  at  road  speed,  in  compara- 
tive safety  free  of  the  distraction  or  in- 
terference of  side  traffic  or  sudden  left- 
turn  movements  of  other  cars. 

Requiring  strict  control  of  access  on 
Interstate  construction  incorporates  the 
most  advanced  engineering  thinking — 
that  the  safety  and  permanence  of  a 
highway  depends  as  much  on  the  road- 
side conditions  as  on  the  pavement  itself. 
Because  controlled  access  assures  perma- 
nence to  the  highway  location,  it  won't 
soon  grow  outmoded  from  roadside  build-

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For  the  third  time  in  less  than  a  year  at  this  same  spot  on  NC  105,  the  road  has  been 
blocked  by  a  slide.  This  big  rock,  measuring  92  feet  by  40  feet  and  averaging  1  VSt-f eet 
in  thickness,  contained  about  3,000  cubic  yards.  W.  E.  Graham  and  Son,  contractors,  re- 
moved the  rock  and  debris  from  the  road. 


Priority  Paving 

Division  Engineers  have  just  completed 
conferences  with  County  Board  of  Com- 
missioners across  the  State  regarding  the 
Priority  Paving  Program  on  secondary 
roads  this  spring  construction  season. 

All  roads  carrying  50  or  more  vehicles 
per  day  were  rated  for  possible  paving 
in  the  order  of  their  importance  to  the 
motoring  public  in  each  county.  The  roads 
were  rated  on  the  basis  of  land-use  char- 
acteristics, public  service  characteristics, 
and  traffic  count.  The  point-count  system, 
similar  to  ones  already  used  in  some  of 
the  divisions,  was  applied  on  a  Statewide 
basis. 

Division  Engineers  requested  the  Coun- 
ty Commissioners  to  review  the  paving 
priority  list  carefully  and  make  sugges- 
tions as  to  how  it  might  be  improved. 
Following  this  conference  in  each  county, 
priority  lists  and  county  maps  showing 
the  exact  location  of  all  the  priority 
roads  were  posted  for  the  information  of 
the  general  public. 

Before  July  1,  1958,  County  Commis- 
sioners and  Division  Engineers  will  have 
an  opportunity  to  make  recommendations 
on  the  individual  county  by  county  sec- 
ondary plan,  prepared  by  the  Department 
of  Secondary  Roads  and  the  Director  of 
Highways. 

When  approved  by  the  County  Com- 
missioners and  the  Highway  Commission, 
the  individual  county  plan  will  become 
a  work  schedule  for  improvement  and 
paving  of  rural  secondary  roads.

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up  and  have  to  be  moved  to  a  new  loca- 
tion. The  sites  around  the  traffic  inter- 
change areas  where  crossing  roads  enter 
the  Interstate  route  on  acceleration  lanes 
will  be  in  great  demand  for  new  indus- 
tries, housing  developments,  shopping 
and  service  centers. 

Closeness  to  a  modern,  limited  access 
highway  is  of  particular  benefit  to  and 
a  definite  encouragement  for  industrial 
establishments.  Construction  of  these  new 
routes  will  materially  change  the  land-use 
patterns  since  suburban  and  rural  devel- 
opments will  be  drawn  to  locate  near 
these  modern  transportation  arteries. 
New  plants,  mills,  and  shopping  areas 
will  be  built  near  these  efficient,  modern 
roads. 

Not  only  will  the  routes  bring  town 
and  country  closer  together,  but  they 
will  provide  ample  traffic  capacity  for 
the  millions  of  vehicles  now  thronging 
the  nation's  highways. 

Of  necessity,  many  of  the  Interstate 
locations  will  bypass  or  skirt  cities  and 
towns.  However,  the  old  notion  that  a 
controlled  access  bypass  was  injurious  to 
the  bypassed  community  has  been  re- 
pudiated. After  a  four-laned  partially- 
controlled  access  highway  was  built  sev- 
eral years  ago  in  the  Piedmont,  and 
opened  to  traffic,  the  manager  of  the 
local  chamber  of  commerce  recently  com- 
mented, "Property  values  in  town  and 


along  the  bypass  have  increased  con- 
siderably. None  of  the  businesses  in  the 
affected  area  has  re-located.  There  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  stores 
in  the  downtown  area,  and  there  has  also 
been  an  increase  in  new  businesses  along 
the  bypass.  The  bypass  relieved  conges- 
tion in  the  downtown  business  district 
by  routing  the  through  traffic  around  the 
city.  At  the  same  time,  it  increased  local 
traffic  in  the  downtown  area,  thus  help- 
ing retail  businesses.  Retail  sales  have 
greatly  increased  because  residents  from 
the  surrounding  area  can  now  get  to  the 
downtown  businesses  easier  and  quicker. 
Traffic  accidents  have  materially  decreas- 
ed, due  primarily  to  the  lack  of  conges- 
tion in  this  area." 

In  recent  years,  California  which  is  a 
national  leader  in  building  limited  access 
expressways,  has  made  over  20  different 
detailed  studies  concerning  the  economic 
impact  of  such  highways  on  various  ur- 
ban and  rural  communities,  both  large 
and  small.  The  studies  document  the 
same  conclusion  reached  by  the  Tar  Heel 
city  in  the  Piedmont — the  limited  access 
highway  provides  superior  transportation 
service  resulting  in  great  economic  ad- 
vantage to  the  communities  involved. 

Land  values  near  the  expressways  more 
than  doubled,  even  tripled,  in  value.  New 
industry  was  drawn  to  locate  near  the 
modern  highways  in  confidence  that 
"Controlled  access"  would  protect  and 
preserve  the  permanence  of  the  road  lo- 
cation. 

Recently  the  route  numbering  commit- 
tee of  the  American  Association  of  State 
Highway  Officials  and  the  U.  S.  Bureau 
of  Public  Roads  approved  a  special  num- 
bering system  and  highway  sign  to  dis- 
tinguish the  Interstate  routes  from  other 
highways.  It  was  agreed  that  uneven 
numbers — 95,  85,  etc. — would  designate 
north-south  Interstate  routes  while  even 
numbers — 26,  40,  etc., — would  signify 
east-west  routes. 

In  North  Carolina,  the  new  route  paral- 
leling north-south  US  301  from  Maine  to 
Florida,  will  be  designated  Interstate  95. 
The  second  north-south  route  through  the 
State  from  Petersburg,  Virginia  via 
Henderson,  Durham,  Greensboro,  and 
Charlotte  to  South  Carolina  and  on  to 
Montgomery,  Alabama,  has  been  desig- 
nated Interstate  85.  The  newly-designat- 
ed north-south  route  from  Charlotte  to 
Canton,  Ohio,  has  not  been  assigned  an 
Interstate  route  number  as  yet. 

The  two  east-west  routes  have  been 
assigned  even  numbers — Interstate  40, 
beginning  in  Greensboro  and  running  to 
Winston-Salem,  Asheville  and  along  the 
Pigeon  River  route  to  Tennessee  and  on 
to  the  Pacific  coast;  the  Interstate  26, 
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Limited  access  in  action  becomes  understandable  if  you  examine  the  above  aerial  shots 
of  the  new  Winston-Salem  Expressway.  Note  that  no  side  roads  tie  directly  into  the  main 
thoroughfare  except  at  interchanges  where  specially-designed  connected  ramps  convey 
traffic  on  and  off  the  main  route.  One  of  the  finest  urban  expressways  in  the  Southeast,  the 
Winston-Salem  Expressway  features  four  to  six  traffic  lanes  which  carry  either  over  or 
under  all  intersecting  roads. 

The  top  picture,  from  left,  shows  the  stretch  from  the  Stratford  Road  interchange  to  the 
Cloverdale  interchange  at  right. 

The  lower  picture,  from  top  to  bottom,  shows  the  Cloverdale  interchange  again,  the 
Stratford  Road  interchange,  and  the  Knollwood  diamond-shaped  interchange.  W.  S.  Sizer 
of  Winston-Salem  was  Resident  Engineer  on  the  work.

To  meet  the  challenge  of  the  Interstate 
construction  program  in  North  Carolina, 
Highway  Director  Babcock  and  the 
Highway  Commission  have  placed  great- 
er emphasis  on  long-range  planning  and 
roadway  design. 

However,  to  systematize  its  overall 
planning  on  the  Interstate,  the  Commis- 
sion has  given  a  first  priority  rating  for 
programming,  design  and  prompt  con- 
struction within  the  next  three  to  five 
years  of  20  links  on  the  Interstate  system 
in  North  Carolina.  The  following  links 
have  been  scheduled  for  early  construc- 
tion:

At  its  January  meeting  in  Winston- 
Salem,  the  Commission  voted  to  include 


the  Canton  Bypass  in  its  first  priority 
rating  group  for  early  programming,  de- 
sign, and  construction  within  the  next  3-5 
year  period. 

Engineers  and  Canton  residents  have 
long  regarded  the  traffic  congestion  in 
and  near  Canton  as  one  of  the  most  seri- 
ous in  the  entire  State. 

Director  Babcock  said  it  was  impossible 
to  build  a  bypass  close  to  the  city  limits 
of  Canton  because  of  the  rugged  moun- 
tain terrain  flanking  the  town  on  both 
the  north  and  south  side.  He  suggested 
that  a  possible  solution  to  the  problem 
would  be  to  design  and  locate  the  Inter- 
state route  north  of  Canton,  where  topo- 
graphy would  permit,  with  tie-ins  to 
US  19  and  23  near  Clyde  in  the  west  and 
near  the  Buncombe  County  line  in  the 
east. 
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RESOLUTIONS— discussed  in  detail 
with  Director  of  Highways  Babcock  and 
Assistant  Director  Lee  in  December  by 
Personnel  Committee  Chairman,  Ivan 
Hardesty,  and  your  Secretary.  Mr.  Bab- 
cock very  much  interested  in  the  prob- 
lems of  our  employees  and  willing  to  do 
anything  possible  to  provide  better  work- 
ing conditions  and  salaries.  More  study 
is  being  given  to  the  problem  of  Stenos 
in  the  field  offices;  study  of  construction 
expense  allowance  with  view  toward  more 
uniformity  will  be  made;  the  problem  of 
transportation  is  under  consideration  al- 
though nothing  definite  in  the  way  of 
changes  from  the  present  formula  for 
the  time  being;  matters  of  leave  discuss- 
ed in  detail — more  on  that  later.  Com- 
pensatory time  is  to  be  discussed  further 
with  the  Department  Heads  and  Division 
Engineers,  with  view  toward  uniformity 
and  clarification.  We  plan  also  to  go  into 
these  matters  in  detail  with  the  State 
Personnel  Director,  and  we  will  also  go 
before  the  Retirement  System  Board  of 
Trustees  in  the  near  future  with  those 
resolutions  pertaining  to  retirement  prob- 
lems. Mr.  Yelton  has  discussed  these  with 
Retirement  Committee  Chairman,  K.  R. 
Scott,  and  your  Secretary  previously  and 
has  requested  information  from  the  Act- 
uary in  New  York  for  the  Board  Meeting. 

WORKING  HOURS  REDUCED— you 
are  familiar  by  now  with  the  directive 
from  the  Director  of  Highways  reducing 
the  work-week  schedule  to  45  hours  or 
9  hours  daily,  effective  January  1.  This  is 
a  splendid  action,  and  I  have  neard  high 
praise  for  it  in  my  travels  over  the  Statr\ 
It  will  bring  our  maintenance  forces  more 
in  line  with  other  States,  since  there  were 
only  3  States  that  worked  these  forces 
50  hours  weekly  or  more,  including  North 
Carolina.  It  must  be  remembered  that  this 
is  a  trial  period  for  the  next  few  months 
— it  is  up  to  us  to  prove  that  the  work 
load  can  be  maintained  as  it  has  been  in 
the  past,  in  order  for  this  to  be  continued 
through  the  spring  and  summer  months. 
You  men  will  really  enjoy  this  shorter 
work  week  when  the  longer  days  come 
along — so  let's  all  pull  together  and  prove 
ourselves  so  we  can  keep  this  schedule. 
It  means  a  great  deal  to  all  of  us — equip- 
ment employees  will  be  relieved  of  the 
extra  hours  on  duty  awaiting  return  of 
maintenance  forces  in  the  afternoons;

Additional  groups  of  LIFE 
have  been  added  with  the  new  contract 
year — new  booklets  are  being  printed  for 
distribution,  and  these  will  have  all  facts 
and  figures  contained  therein,  with  prop- 
er distribution  of  the  various  group 
classes  as  compared  with  weekly-benefits, 
etc. 

MEMBERSHIP  NOW  HIGHER  than 
at  the  close  of  last  year — reported  offici- 
ally as  of  this  writing  is  a  total  member- 
ship of  8,506,  and  I  know  of  more  to  be 
reported.  This  is  very  fine,  and  proves 
the  faith  our  employees  have  in  our  or- 
ganization. We  face  a  Legislative  Year 
in  the  very  near  future,  and  must  make 
our  plans  accordingly.  We  must  not  lose 
ground — we  must  gain.  All  of  us  can  re- 
member the  long  work  week  of  just  a  few 
years  ago,  the  low  salaries,  less  vacation, 
no  increments,  reduced  workmen  com- 
pensation, limited  insurance  program, 
limited  retirement  program — all  of  us  can 
realize  now  the  results  of  combined  ef- 
forts and  a  justifiable  program  presented 
in  the  proper  manner  with  steady  work 
to  push  the  program  on  through.  We  have 
more  yet  to  do — we  can  do  it  together, 
not  alone.

NORTH  CAROLINA  ROADWAYS 


Hodges  Addresses 
Right  of  Way  Meet 


Above  shot  by  Pete  Bourke  shows  the  dual-laned  section  on  the  Henderson  Bypass  where 
NC  39,  near  Henderson,  crosses  the  new  location  of  US  1.  The  handsome  10.25-mile  long 
Henderson  Bypass,  under  construction  for  over  2'/2  years,  was  completed  and  opened  to 
traffic  the  last  of  December.  The  new  highway  location  of  US  1  runs  from  one  mile  north 
of  Kittrell  north  around  the  east  side  of  Henderson  to  tie  back  in  with  US  1  at  Graystone. 
Costing  almost  $l'/2  million,  the  new  road  features  one  24-foot  wide  two-way  traffic  lane, 
except  where  NC  39  crosses  over  a  dual-lane  section.  Four-foot  wide  all-weather  stone- 
stabilized  shoulders  flank  the  new  roadbed  for  greater  driving  safety.  Henry  Shaw  of 
Henderson  was  Resident  Engineer.  J.  C.  Critcher  of  Asheville  was  the  grading  contractor; 
the  late  Claude  C.  Wheeler  of  Oxford  built  the  many  structures;  and  J.  B.  Watkins  of 
Creedmoor  moved  the  buildings  off  the  right  of  way.  Propst  Construction  Company  of 
Concord  paved  the  road. 


At  a  recent  all-day  meeting  in  Ra- 
leigh of  both  Right  of  Way  and  Location 
Personnel  from  across  the  State  with 
Director  Babcock,  Governor  Luther 
Hodges  said,  "I  think  the  problem  of 
rights-of-way  acquisition  is  one  of  the 
most  serious  problems  which  the  High- 
way Commission  and  its  engineers  face." 

Continuing,  he  said,  "Meetings,  such 
as  this,  bringing  together  rights-of-way 
and  survey  engineers  from  all  parts  of 
the  State  are  a  healthy  sign,  for  it  is 
important  that  we  operate  on  a  basic 
and  standard  State-wide  policy.  We  may 
as  well  face  the  fact  that  we  have  not 
operated  consistently  in  the  past  from 
division  to  division  in  acquiring  rights- 
of-way. 

"I  think  consistency  in  the  matter  of 
rights-of-way  is  mandatory  ...  I  hope 
you  will  go  away  from  this  session  with 
solid  agreement  of  your  method  of  ap- 
proach. Such  agreement  can  only  come 
from  a  careful  study  of  the  documents 
given  you  today  ...  I  believe  I  know 
Bill  Babcock  well  enough  to  say  that 
he  does  not  expect  nor  want  any  "yes" 
men  in  his  organization.  He  wants  your 
suggestions  and  he  must  have  your  help 
in  setting  up  this  plan  on  a  State-wide 
basis. 

"As  your  Governor,  I  can  tell  you  very 
frankly  that  I  am  well-acquainted  with 
the  serious  problems  which  the  Highway 
Commission  and  you  will  face  in  the 
future  in  securing  private  land  for 
public  highway  use.  I  know  that  you 
people  are  working  in  a  critical  area 
with  pressures  on  all  sides.  You  are 
rarely  given  enough  time  to  finish  your 
work  on  rights-of-way  before  State 
forces  or  contracting  firms  move  in  to 
build  or  improve  a  highway. 


Grant  La  Fevers  displays  the  proof  of  his 
hunting  prowess— an  11  point  185-pound 
buck.  Although  R.  L.  Marlowe,  J.  C.  Wilker- 
son,  and  C.  W.  Browning— all  from  McDowell 
County— accompanied  him,  La  Fevers  is  the 
only  one  who  had  a  kill. 


"You  are  constantly  in  a  rush.  You 
face  additional  problems  when  you  come 
in  contact  with  the  owners  of  private 
property,  for  in  practically  all  cases,  you 
face  an  unwilling  seller.  I  know  there 
are  times  when  your  patience  is  worn 
threadbare  in  trying  to  meet  deadlines 
and  keep  all  people  reasonably  happy. 
With  the  Interstate  program  in  its  early 
stages  and  with  its  requirements  for 
limited  and  controlled  access,  your  pro- 
blems will  not  be  made  easier  unless  you 
attack  them  as  a  team. 

Backlog   of   Unsettled  Claims 

"There  is  the  additional  problem  of 
a  tremendous  back-log  of  unsettled 
rights-of-way  claims  which  will  rise  up 
to  haunt  you,  if  they  are  not  settled  and 
settled  soon.  I  understand  that  an  effort 
is  now  being  made  to  determine  the 
size  of  this  back-log  as  a  first  step 
toward  reducing  it  ...  I  am  especially 
aware  of  this  problem  because  of  the 
scores  of  letters  which  come  to  mj 
office  demanding  action  on  long-overdue 
property  negotiations. 

"I  have  reviewed  with  keen  interest 
the  rights-of-way  documents  approved 
by  the  Commission  at  the  policy-making 
level  and  the  procedures  of  the  admini- 
stration designed  to  set  that  policy  in 
motion.  I  have  concluded  that  there  are 
at  least  five  important  advantages  in 
the  new  plan. 

"First  of  all,  there  is  the  obvious  merit 
of  setting  up  a  standard  State-wide 
manual  of  operation.  Secondly,  there  is 
the  new  effort  to  determine  the  fair 
market  value  of  damages  to  property 
resulting  from  highway  construction. 
This  will  be  done,  I  am  told,  by  com- 
petent appraisers,  trained  to  determine 


to  the  best  of  their  ability  the  dollars 
and  cents  effect  to  property  from  a 
highway  proposal. 

"Thirdly,  there  is  stressed  the  im- 
portance of  settling  rights-of-way  claims 
with  property  owners  in  line  with  these 
appraisals.  I  think  it  is  important  for 
all  of  us  to  remember  that  rights-of- 
way  claims  are  settled  with  public  funds 
and  the  time  is  long  past  when  we,  as 
highway  people,  can  afford  to  engage 
in  'horse-trading.'  We  have  now  reached 
the  stage  where  rights-of-way  acquisi- 
tion is  big  business,  amounting  to  from 
ten  to  20  per  cent  of  the  total  construc- 
tion costs.  If  we  are  to  build  the  high- 
ways we  hope  to  construct,  it  is  manda- 
tory that  we  hew  to  the  line  rather 
closely  and  avoid  excessive  and  unreason- 
able payments  to  some  property  owners 
at  the  expense  of  their  neighbors  and 
of  the  general  public.  I  can  see  no  logic 
in  the  policy  of  offering  a  property 
owner  less  than  his  actual  damages  to 
allow  for  increased  offers  at  a  later 
time,  nor  can  I  see  any  reason  to  offer 
him  far  more  than  the  appraised  dam- 
age if  it  is  not  adequately  justified. 
Further,  the  law  provides  that  you  take 
into  consideration  values  added  to  his 
property  because  of  the  highway. 
Inform  the  Public 

"There  are  two  other  important  merits 
to  this  procedure  in  my  estimation  and 
both  of  them  concern  the  vital  issue  of 
public  relations.  As  you  will  see,  when 
you  go  into  this  plan  thoroughly,  that 
new  importance  has  been  placed  on  the 
matter  of  keeping  property  owners  in- 
formed of  highway  proposals  at  the  time 
of  survey — when  courthouse  maps  are

State's  Roads 

Damaged  By  Severe 
Winter  Weather 

The  unseasonably  cold  winter  has 
dealt  a  double  blow  to  the  work  of  the 
Highway  Commission. 

Persistent  bad  weather  during  Novem- 
ber, December,  and  January  has  kept 
regular  maintenance  forces  off  the  roads 
in  many  areas  of  the  State.  Continued 
wet  ground  and  unusually  cold  weather 
have  combined  to  damage  the  highways. 

It  is  too  early  to  estimate  in  dollars 
and  cents  the  actual  damage  to  the 
highways  but  preliminary  estimates 
from  the  Division  Engineers  indicate  the 
damage  may  be  extensive. 

In  Division  Eight,  in  the  central  sec- 
tion of  the  State,  there  is  considerable 
damage  to  the  surface  and  edges  of 
secondary  roads.  A  few  of  the  unpaved 
secondary  roads  were  impassable  for 
school  busses  for  short  periods.  Main- 
tenance forces,  however,  have  worked 
week-ends,  when  weather  permitted,  to 
restore  surfaces  to  usable  condition. 

It  is  difficult  at  this  time  to  estimate 
the  damage  to  roads  in  western  North 
Carolina  although  it's' probable  that  the 
mountainous  areas  will  suffer  the  great- 
est damage  from  the  cold  weather. 

In  the  Third  Highway  Division  at 
Wilmington,  in  southeastern  North  Caro- 
lina, some  weather  damage  is  already 
predicted  on  53  miles  of  primary  high- 
ways and  on  297  miles  of  secondary 
roads. 

Weather  Bureau  records  bear  out  the 
statements  of  several  Division  Engi- 
neers that  the  1957-58  winter  has  been 
unusually  hard.  These  records  show  that 
November,  which  is  usually  one  of  the 
driest  months  in  the  year,  to  have  been

Today,  Senior  Locating  Engineer  Chappell 
directs  the  work  of  eight  party  chiefs  on  road 
surveys  in  Divisions  Five,  Seven,  Eleven, 
Thirteen,  and  Fourteen. 

the  wettest  month  in  1957.  The  heavy 
moisture  left  the  earth  soaked  at  the 
beginning  of  the  winter  season  and  the 
subsequent  cloudy  weather  has  prevented 
a  thorough  drying-out  during  December 
and  January. 

Average  temperatures  in  January  were 
five  to  ten  degrees  below  normal  in 
many  sections  of  the  State.  January, 
1958,  on  an  average,  was  the  coldest 
January  of  the  past  ten  years.  Freezing 
weather  occurred  over  most  of  the  State 
on  25  of  the  31  days  in  January. 

It  will  be  March  15  or  later  before 
accurate  estimates  of  weather  damage 
to  roads  can  be  made  and  evaluated.  In 
all  probability,  there  will  be  a  consider- 
able amount  of  heaving  and  cracking 
on  many  of  the  State's  roads.  This  dam- 
age could  be  increased  materially  if  there 
is  a  sudden  thaw.

John  Thomas  Winkler  of  West  Jeffer- 
son and  Road  Maintenance  Supervisor 
of  Ashe  and  Avery  Counties  has  been 
named  the  new  District  Engineer  at 
Boone,  Division  Engineer  J.  H.  Coun- 
cill  of  North  Wilkesboro  recently  an- 
nounced. 

In  announcing  the  promotion  of  Wink- 
ler, Councill  said  that  he  was  replacing 
the  veteran  District  Engineer,  C.  A. 
"Buck"  Hayworth  of  Boone,  who  is 
retiring  March  1,  after  almost  37  years 
of  continuous  highway  service. 

He  commended  Hayworth  for  his 
many  years  of  fine  public  road  service, 
dating  from  May  1,  1921,  when  he  came 
with  the  fledgling  Highway  Commission 


after  three  years  of  college  work  at 
Carson  Newman  College  and  Baker 
Heimel.  Hayworth  started  out  as  a 
resident  engineer  on  construction  and 
was  in  charge  of  building  many  of  the 
roads  in  the  northwestern  part  of  the 
State.  Moving  up  the  engineering  ladder, 
Hayworth  worked  briefly  in  the  Raleigh 
office  as  a  resident  maintenance  engi- 
neer and  then  returned  to  field  work 
where  he  handled  construction  work  in 
all  of  western  North  Carolina  for  several 
years.  From  1937  to  1941,  he  was  as- 
sistant division  engineer  on  maintenance 
and  construction  out  of  the  North 
Wilkesboro  office.  Since  1941,  he  has 
been  District  Engineer  in  charge  of 
road  maintenance  in  Ashe,  Avery,  Cald- 
well and  Watauga  Connties.

Dear  Fellow  Employees: 

Now  that  we  have  completed  the  first  six  month  period  under  the  Highway  re-organization  pro- 
gram, I  think  it  is  a  good  idea  to  review  briefly  some  of  the  things  which  have  been  done  as  well  as 
the  reasons  for  doing  them. 

It  is  important  to  remember  that  we  are  working  under  a  legislative  mandate  to  improve  and 
streamline  our  department  so  far  as  administration  and  engineering  is  concerned,  to  determine  more 
accurately  what  the  over-all  highway  needs  of  our  State  are  and  work  to  fill  that  need,  establish  and 
maintain  closer  contact  with  the  people  of  the  State  and  to  let  them  know  more  and  more  about  the 
responsibilities,  the  problems  and  aims  of  our  work. 

From  the  standpoint  of  administration,  we  are  working  hard  to  build  up  state-wide  standards  of 
operation,  from  Division  to  Division.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  improve  working  conditions  especially 
in  the  important  area  of  maintenance.  We  hope  to  complete  a  classification  program  for  our  5,600 
maintenance  employees  in  the  near  future.  A  study  of  Division  organization  is  well  along  and  we 
trust  it  will  show  us  the  way  toward  a  more  satisfactory  definition  of  individual  job  responsibilities. 

Our  Commission  has  been  pleased  with  the  results  of  its  Public  Hearings  as  a  means  of  determin- 
ing highway  need  in  various  areas  in  terms  of  what  our  people  want.  Our  administrative  staff  has 
begun  a  series  of  informal  highway  meetings  which  we  hope  to  continue  around  the  State  where  City 
and  County  officials  meet  on  common  ground  to  air  their  views  and  problems. 

Whatever  has  been  accomplished  or  remains  to  be  done — this  much  can  be  said:  We  hold  our 
jobs  to  serve  the  public.  In  providing  adequate  service  there  are  but  two  rules  which  must  be  observed 
by  all  of  us.  First,  we  must  perform  our  duties  with  the  kind  of  efficiency  that  will  bring  credit  to 
ourselves  and  our  Highway  Department.  Secondly,  we  must  so  conduct  ourselves  in  public  that  no 
person  can  doubt  our  sincerity  in  trying  to  do  a  good  job.  Each  of  us  meets  the  public  daily.  There 
is  no  substitute  for  courtesy  in  such  contacts. 

I  would  like  to  again  express  my  confidence  in  your  sincerity  and  in  your  ability  to  get  1958's 
big  highway  job  done  efficiently  and  effectively  in  the  public  interest.

posted,  when  public  hearings  are  sched- 
uled, and  when  appraisals  are  made. 

"I  cannot  stress  too  strongly  my  own 
feeling  in  this  matter.  The  Highway 
Commission  is  not  an  all-powerful 
agency  which  can  afford  to  run  rough- 
shod over  the  rights  of  any  individual 
or  any  group  of  individuals.  We  must 
keep  our  citizens  informed  of  what  our 
responsibility  is  and  of  what  their  rights 
are.  The  two  are  not  poles  apart,  and 
it  will  be  your  responsibility  to  mediate 
between  your  highway  responsibility 
and  these  individual  rights. 

"I  can  recommend  no  standard  of 
operation  in  this  area  other  than  the 
standard  of  the  'Golden  Rule'.  Treat 
others  as  you  would  like  to  be  treated 
yourself,  and  if  you  cannot  answer  a 
question  or  furnish  an  individual  the 
information  he  wants,  don't  hesitate  to 
refer  the  matter  to  higher  authorities. 
If  you  have  to  say  'no',  as  you  will  be 
required  in  some  cases  to  do,  I  hope 
you  will  say  it  with  firm  conviction,  but 
with  a  good  measure  of  courtesy.  People 
don't  mind  a  'no'  answer  if  they  think 
you  are  fair,  but  they  want  an  answer 
of  some  kind. 

"I  am  told  that  several  brochures  are 
being  prepared  which  set  forth  the 
reasons  for  making  property  surveys, 
the  procedures  for  acquiring  rights-of- 
way,  and  the  reasons  for  holding  public 
hearings.  This  material  will  be  in  your 
hands  as  soon  as  it  comes  from  the 
printer   and  will  b?   available  for  you

to  hand  out  to  property  owners  who 
have  questions.  I  am  sure  these  broch- 
ures will  be  of  help  to  you  in  explaining 
your  task  to  our  people. 

"As  Governor,  I  would  like  to  em- 
phasize the  point  that  you  are,  on  many 
occasions,  the  sole  representative  of 
your  entire  State  government.  When 
you  call  on  a  property  owner,  you  repre- 
sent the  State,  the  Governor,  the  State 
Highway  Commission  and  the  entire 
administrative  wing  of  the  Highway  De- 
partment. You  ARE  State  Government 
in  the  eyes  of  that  man. 

"He  may  regard  you  fearfully.  He 
may  resent  you.  He  may  use  intemperate 
language  and  he  may  even  order  you 
off  his  property,  but  I  know  that  you 
will  remember  that  he  is  a  tax-paying 
citizen  and  he  does  have  certain  rights. 
It  has  been  my  experience  that  the 
hottest  temper  can  be  cooled  off  con- 
siderably by  common  courtesy.  There 
may  be  times  when  it  is  hard  for  you 
to  hold  your  tongue  and  far  easier  to 
blow  off  steam,  but  I  hope  you  will  al- 
ways regard  yourself  as  such  an  im- 
portant member  of  a  hardworking  team 
that  you  cannot  afford  to  compromise 
your  dignity. 

"I  have  said  this  to  you  because  I 
have  a  basic  confidence  in  your  ability  to 
do  the  job  which  is  yours.  We  have 
methods  of  dealing  with  impossible  peo- 
ple through  condemnation  procedures 
but  we  must  never  use  this  authority 
as  a  club  over  the  head  of  any  citizen. 
It  must  be  used  only  as  a  last  resort 
and  then  only  after  careful  consideration 
by  persons  with  great  authority. 

"I  shall  be  very  frank  to  tell  you  that 
I  am  expecting  great  things  of  this  new 
right-of-way  procedure  and  I  am  fully 
aware  of  the  fact  that  it  will  stand  or 
fall  on  the  results  of  your  performance. 
Think  over  it  carefully  today  and  change 
it  if  it  needs  changing.  Then,  work  as 
hard  as  you  can  to  make  it  succeed. 

"I  want  to  thank  you  for  the  oppor- 
tunity of  meeting  with  you  today  and 
I  am  sure  each  of  you  will  'play  on  the 
team'  and  do  the  best  job  possible  in 
this  important  'right-of-way'  field."

Expressway  Opened 

The  first  sections  of  Winston-Salem's 
ultra-modern  Interstate  Expressway 
were  opened  in  an  impressive  ribbon- 
cutting  ceremony  at  the  viaduct  over 
Cloverdale  Avenue  Monday,  January  6. 
Within  minutes  after  Joseph  T.  Bailey, 
general  manager  of  the  outdoor  lighting- 
department  of  the  General  Electric  Com- 
pany, snapped  the  switch  that  turned 
on  the  extensive  lighting  system  of  the 
middle  section,  streams  of  vehicles  were 
moving  along  the  four  lanes  — two  east- 
bound  and  two  westbound — of  the  3.11- 
mile-long  freeway. 

Following  the  lighting,  Mayor  Mar- 
shall C.  Kurfees  acted  as  master  of 
ceremonies  at  a  brief  ceremony  during 
which  J.  Melville  Broughton,  Jr.  of 
Raleigh,  Chairman  of  the  State  High- 
way Commission;  and  Rex  S.  Anderson 
of  Atlanta,  Regional  Engineer  of  the 
U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  spoke 
briefly.  Mayor  Kurfees,  Broughton  and 
Anderson  then  cut  the  gold  ribbon  across 
the  viaduct  and  the  expressway  was 
open. 

Music  for  the  occasion  was  provided 
by  the  Reynolds  High  School  marching- 
band.  A  martial  note  was  added  by  color 
guards  from  the  22nd  Rifle  Company  of 
the  U.  S.  Marine  Corps  Reserve. 

Members  of  the  highway  commission, 
the  Winston-Salem  Board  of  Aldermen, 
and  other  guests  were  seated  on  an  open 
trailer  parked  on  one  lane  of  the  high- 
way. Tribute  was  paid  to  two  former 
chairmen  of  the  highway  commission, 
Dr.  Henry  Jordan  of  Cedar  Falls  and 
A.  H.  (Sandy)  Graham  of  Hillsboro, 
who  were  instrumental  in  initiating  the 
project  which  took  three  years  and  ap- 
proximately $8  million  to  build. 

Banquet  Followed 

Following  the  ribbon-cutting,  the  com- 
missioners and  other  guests  were  feted 
at  a  banquet  held  at  the  Forsyth  Coun- 
try Club.  Dr.  Dale  Gramley,  president 
of  Salem  College,  was  the  featured 
speaker.  He  emphasized  the  new  ex- 
pressway's contribution  both  to  the  city 
and  to  the  State.  Highway  Chairman 
Broughton  gave  the  Commission's  re- 
sponse. 


Up  in  Asheville,  the  highway  folks  are  nicely  situated  in  their  handsome  new  two-story 
brick  office  building  in  downtown  Asheville.  Administrative  division  office  personnel  are 
located  here  as  well  as  office  personnel  from  District  Two.  The  office  is  located  on  the  corner 
of  Central  Avenue  and  Orange  Street,  fronting  on  the  latter. 


James  A.  Gray,  former  Ninth  Division 
Highway  Commissioner,  presided.  A 
speech  of  welcome  was  made  by  E.  G. 
Lackey,  chairman  of  the  highway,  street 
and  traffic  committee  of  the  Winston- 
Salem  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Entertain- 
ment was  provided  by  the  Salem  College 
Choral  Ensemble. 

The  Interstate  Expressway  is  one  of 
the  biggest  urban  highway  projects  ever 
undertaken  in  North  Carolina.  The  city 
of  Winston-Salem  put  up  $1,000,000  for 
right  of  way  acquisition  and  spent  many 
thousands  more  in  moving  water  and 
sewer  lines.  The  City  installed  traffic 
signals  and  improved  city  access  streets 
as  well.  The  state  has  already  let  about 
$3,000,000  in  contracts  to  extend  -  the 
express  lanes  ten  miles  westward  across 
the  Yadkin  River  into  Davie  County. 

Modern  Design  Standards 

The  expressway  was  constructed  on 
design  standards  tested  on  similar  ex- 
press-type superhighways  in  other  parts 
of  the  nation.  Entrances  and  exits  are 
carefully  controlled.  There  are  only  eight 
places  to  get  on  and  off  the  entire 
three-mile  western  section.  Highway 
officials  have  emphasized  that  there 
will  be  no  parking  or  storage  space  on 
the  expressway. 

The  three-year  construction  project 
was  supervised  by  Ninth  Highway  Divi- 
sion Engineer  Z.  V.  Stewart  and  R.  B. 
Fitzgerald,  Assistant  Division  Engineer. 
Day-to-day  work  was  directed  by  resi- 
dent engineer,  W.  S.  Sizer.  He  was  as- 


sisted by  Dewey  Rothrock,  Joe  Berrier, 
T.  L.  Myers,  S.  O.  Tally,  Jr.,  Don 
Rentz,  Edgar  Morris  and  R.  L.  Johnson. 

The  first  1.6-mile  long  link  was  graded 
and  built  on  a  joint  contract  by  the 
Sanford  Construction  Company  of  San- 
ford  and  the  J.  K.  Cecil  and  Son  Com- 
pany of  Lexington.  A  second  contract 
involved  1.51  miles  of  grading  and  struc- 
tures from  the  west  end  of  the  first  job 
to  the  west  city  limits.  The  contractor 
was  F.  A.  Triplett,  Inc.  of  Chester,  S.  C. 
The  Wright  Contracting  Company  of 
Columbus,  Georgia  was  awarded  work 
on  1.2  miles  of  subgrade  reinforcement 
and  concrete  paving  from  Main  to 
Cloverdale,  and  the  concrete  paving  of 
the  western  1.45  mile  line  from  Clover- 
dale to  the  west  city  limits.  The  final 
contract  to  be  let  was  to  Dick  Electrical 
Company  of  Wilson  for  the  lighting- 
system. 

Last  Link  Is  Let 

The  third  and  final  link  of  the  ulti- 
mately five-mile  long  expressway  was  let 
to  contract  in  February.  The  job  in- 
volves 3.15  miles  of  dual-laned  grading 
and  structures  on  the  Interstate  reloca- 
tion of  US  158  and  the  extension  of  the 
expressway  from  the  South  Main 
terminus  east  to  the  intersection  of  US 
158  and  421.  On  a  combined  bid  of  A.  B. 
Burton  Company,  Inc.,  F.  A.  Triplett. 
Inc.,  and  James  T.  Triplett,  Inc.,  of 
Lynchburg,  Virginia,  and  Chester,  South 
Carolina,  respectively,  the  project  will 
be  built  for  a  contract  estimate  of 
$2,298,371.70.

He  started  his  survey  work  November 
1,  1929,  and  worked  in  the  old  Ninth  Di-

vision  when  J.  C.  Walker  was  Division 
Engineer.  A  true  "mountain  man,"  Lil- 
lard has  spent  most  of  his  engineering 
work  years  on  location  and  construction 
of  railroads,  highways  and  bridges  in  the 
mountains  of  North  Carolina. 

His  early  work  years,  however,  were 
spent  in  surveying  and  mapping  in 
Florida.  He  worked  in  the  Everglades  of 
Florida  when  now  hotel-lined  Miami 
Beach  was  a  desolate,  sandy  waste.  Lil- 
lard later  made  the  survey  for  the  rail- 
road connection  from  Newport,  Tennes- 
see, to  Walters  Dam  via  Pigeon  River 
gorge  before  coming  with  the  Highway 
Commission.  He  also  spent  several  years 
surveying  and  mapping  for  the  Blue 
Ridge  Parkway — the  beautiful  non-com- 
mercial mountain  highway  extending 
over  250  miles  through  western  North 
Carolina. 

As  it  was  necessary  for  the  State  to 
provide  a  map  showing  five-foot  contours 
for  the  entire  route,  Lillard  took  most  of 
the  contours  in  the  field — through  rugged 
terrain,  especially  during  the  snow  and 
ice  of  the  winters  he  worked.  A  fellow- 
employee  commented  that  Lillard  did  the 
work  assigned  to  him  "most  efficiently, 
and  his  enthusiasm  and  interest  in  doing 
the  best  job  possible  never  flagged." 
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Record  Road  Work  Completed 

And  Underway  Across  State 


During  1957,  the  Highway  Commission 
set  a  record  rate  of  construction  progress. 

Contract  jobs  completed  last  year  in- 
volved $40,388,613.  A  total  of  $65,335,481 
worth  cf  contracts  was  let  last  year.  The 
value  of  active  contracts  increased  from 
$43,222,561  at  the  beginning  of  1957  to 
$68,169,429  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  1957,  a  total  of  $108,558,042  in 
contract  work  was  active  at  sometime 
during  this  time. 

Work  on  the  State's  677-mile  Inter- 
state highway  system  accounted  for  much 
of  the  construction  progress.  About  one- 
fifth  of  the  contract  work  completed  last 
year  was  on  the  Interstate.  Contract 
lettings  during  the  year  on  the  Inter- 
state amounted  to  about  40  per  cent  of 
the  total  contract  value  while  40  per  cent 
of  the  highway  work  still  underway  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  on  the  Interstate. 

Last  year,  the  Commission  let  269  im- 
provement contracts  on  some  1,254  miles 
of  roadway  involving  some  108  contract- 
ing firms. 

A  total  of  44  of  the  269  contracts  was 
on  the  Interstate  system  with  a  value  of 
$25,924,248.  A  total  of  106  of  the  1957 
contract  lettings  was  completed  with  a 
total  value  of  $11,310,629.  Nine  of  the 
finished  jobs  let  last  year  were  on  the 
Interstate  with  a  total  value  of  $2,087,- 
197. 

While  the  contract  value  was  approxi- 
mately $65  million,  the  figure  does  not 
include  right  of  way  acquisition,  engi- 
neering or  contingencies.  If  right  of  way 
and  engineering  were  included,  the  cost 
of  last  year's  improvements  would  exceed 
$85  million. 

Following  is  a  list  of  some  of  the 
"major  projects,"  with  a  contract  cost  of 
over  $200,000,  which  were  completed  last 
year: 

Avery — The  old  secondary  road  be- 
tween Banner  Elk  and  Linville  Gap  was 
reconstructed  to  modern  highway  stand- 
ards at  a  cost  of  $223,888  for  a  distance 
of  2.7  miles.  NC  184  is  now  routed  on 
this  section  of  the  mountain  highway. 

Beaufort  —  US  264  between  Bunyan 
and  Leechville  was  completely  modern- 
ized to  a  24-foot  wide  roadway  for  32 
miles.  Cost  of  the  grading,  structures, 
and  paving  was  $1,128,280. 

Bertie — The  grading  and  structures  for 
the  Windsor  Bypass  were  finished  at  a 
cost  of  $204,984  for  5.5  miles.  The  project 
enables  US  13  traffic  to  bypass  Windsor 
on  the  west,  and  includes  a  spur  per- 
mitting US  17  traffic  to  bypass  the  town 
to  the  south. 

Bladen — US  701  was  widened  to  24 
feet,  with  a  relocation  at  Clarkton,  from 
the  Columbus  County  line  to  Elizabeth- 
town.  The  grading,  structures  and  paving 


cost  of  the  12.1  mile  improvement  cost 
$524,300. 

Brunswick — A  new  highway  between 
Bolton,  in  Columbus  County,  and  Supply, 
through  Green  Swamp  was  finished  at  a 
cost  of  $220,738  for  paving  the  14.4  mile 
section. 

Burke — The  grading  and  structures  for 
a  future  24-foot  wide  roadway  were  com- 
pleted on  the  Interstate  relocation  of  US 
70  between  Valdese  and  Hildebran.  The 
work  for  the  8.8  mile-long  section  cost 
$993,317. 

Caswell— Grading  at  a  cost  of  $462,532 
was  finished  on  NC  86  from  Yanceyville 
for  9.8  miles  to  the  Virginia  State  line, 
relocating  one  of  the  most  obsolete  high- 
ways in  the  Piedmont. 

Catawba— US  321  between  US  70  and 
the  Catawba  River  was  graded,  struc- 
tures built,  and  paved  on  a  new  location, 
bypassing  Hickory  to  the  west.  The  2.6- 
mile  relocation,  relieving  traffic  conges- 
tion in  Hickory,  cost  $502,518. 

Craven — A  1.6-mile  long  72-foot  wide 
curb  and  gutter  street  section,  parallel- 
ing existing  US  17,  was  built  inside  New 
Bern  from  Broad  Street  to  the  west  city 
limits.  Costing  $271,141,  it  relieves  traf- 
fic congestion  on  narrow  sections  of  Pol- 
lock Street. 

Craven — Two  24-foot  wide  traffic  lanes 
of  US  70  between  Havelock  and  Riverdale 
were  paved  at  a  cost  of  $1,196,043.  The 
limited  access  expressway  with  its  paral- 
lel service  roads  for  local,  slow-moving 
traffic  has  relieved  the  traffic  congestion 
from  the  Cherry  Point  Marine  Air  Base 
to  New  Bern. 

Cumberland — A  major  traffic  relief 
to  Fayetteville  was  the  improvement  of 
Grove  Street  between  Green  Street  and 
Bragg  Boulevard.  The  grading,  struc- 
tures, and  paving  in  creating  this  new 
0.6-mile  expressway  cost  $626,189. 

Davidson — NC  49  through  a  corner  of 
Davidson  County  was  rebuilt  for  8.7 
miles  to  a  modern  24-foot  wide  modern 
roadway  at  a  cost  of  $322,239  for  the 
grading  and  paving. 

Durham — Grading  at  a  cost  of  $570,- 
597  was  completed  on  the  new  4.2-mile 
long  westside  Durham  Bypass,  linking 
US  501-15  with  US  70  via  Duke  Forest. 

Durham — Paving  was  completed  on  the 
6.1-mile  relocation  of  US  15  from  Ferrell 


Road  to  the  Neuse  Road  at  a  cost  of 
$744,778.  The  controlled  access  highway 
is  a  part  of  the  Interstate. 

Forsyth — A  1.5-mile  relocation  of  US 
158,  east  of  Winston-Salem,  with 
an  interchange  at  its  junction  with 
the  Winston-Salem-Greensboro  Inter- 
state route  was  finished  at  a  cost  $282,- 
251  for  the  grading,  paving  and  struc- 
tures. 

Forsyth — Recently  completed  was  the 
paving  on  the  1.2-mile  section  of  the 
Winston-Salem  Expressway  between  Lib- 
erty Street  and  Cloverdale  Avenue.  In- 
cluding right  of  way,  grading  and  struc- 
tures, the  urban  link  ranks  among  the 
highest  per-mile  cost  highway  jobs  ever 
undertaken  by  the  State.  The  paving  cost 
$490,942  and  the  project  is  a  major  traf- 
fic relief  artery  for  the  city's  downtown 
traffic. 

Gaston — A  6.4-mile  section  of  18-foot 
wide  pavement  on  NC  277  was  widened 
out  to  24  feet  from  Dallas  to  Cherryville 
at  a  cost,  of  $287,407  for  the  grading, 
paving  and  structures. 

Graham — A  3.6-mile  long  mountainous 
section  of  NC  28  at  Stecoah  was  remodel- 
ed at  a  cost  of  $241,522  for  the  grading 
and  paving  from  US  19  to  Fontana  Vil- 
lage. 

Guilford— Over  $1,086,175  was  spent 
on  the  grading  and  structure  work  in  re- 
locating 9.1  miles  of  US  421  (Winston- 
Salem  to  Greensboro  highway)  from  NC 
68  to  US  29.  The  four-laned  divided  ex- 
pressway features  control  of  access  and 
is  a  vital  link  of  the  Interstate  system. 
The  paving  should  be  completed  this 
spring. 

Guilford-Alamance — Final  paving  at  a 
cost  of  $325,066  was  completed  on  US  70 
from  Greensboro  for  19.1  miles  to  NC  49, 
south  of  Burlington. 

Hyde — US  264  was  widened  from  16 
to  22  feet  and  resurfaced  for  19.4  miles 
between  Leechville  and  Swanquarter  at 
a  cost  of  $465,249  for  the  grading,  struc- 
ture and  paving  work. 

Hyde — The  first  paved  road  on  Ocra- 
coke  Island  was  completed  last  year  at  a 
cost  of  $261,985.  The  deep  sandy  trails 
were  replaced  by  a  two-laned  paved  road 
extending  from  Hatteras  Inlet  on  the 
northeast  for  11  miles  to  the  community 
of  Ocracoke.

ROAD  WORK

Iredell — The  structures  on  two  lanes  of 
the  Interstate  relocation  of  US  70  be- 
tween the  Statesville  Bypass  and  the 
Catawba  River  were  completed  at  a  cost 
of  $285,054.  This  link  of  the  Interstate  is 
now  being  graded  for  an  additional  two 
lanes. 

Jackson — NC  281  was  reconstructed  at 
a  cost  of  $330,589  for  4.2  miles  of  grad- 
ing and  paving  between  Tuckaseigee  and 
Lake  Toxaway. 

Johnston — Two  lane  grading  for  the 
relocation  of  US  301  between  the  Harnett 
County  line  and  US  701  was  finished  at 
a  cost  of  $219,564  for  11.9  miles.  The  job 
features  controlled  access  and  is  a  part 
of  the  Interstate. 

Johnston — Grading  and  structures  at 
a  cost  of  $391,584  were  finished  for  7.1 
miles  on  a  two-laned  controlled  access 
link  of  the  Interstate  from  US  701  to  US 
70-A  near  Selma. 

Lee — The  6.1-mile  long  Sanford  Bypass 
on  US  1  was  completed  last  year.  Grad- 
ing and  paving  cost  $358,541  in  building 
the  two-laned  controlled  access  road  to 
carry  US  1  as  well  as  US  15  and  501 
around  the  west  side  of  Sanford. 

Lee — Southeast  from  Sanford,  NC  87 
was  reconstructed  for  six  miles  to  the 
Harnett  County  line  at  a  cost  of  $264,333 
for  the  grading,  structures  and  paving. 

Macon — A  12.5-mile  long  section  of 
US  23  was  completely  renovated  from 
the  South  Carolina  state  line  to  Frank- 


lin at  a  cost  of  $535,799  for  the  grading 
and  paving. 

Martin — The  old  18-foot  wide  roadway 
between  Williamston  and  Hamilton  on 
NC  125  was  widened  out  to  22  feet  and 
resurfaced.  Grading,  paving  and  struc- 
tures cost  $377,813  for  the  14.5-mile  long 
improvement. 

Martin — US  17  was  widened  and  re- 
surfaced from  the  Beaufort  County  line 
for  10.3  miles  to  Williamston  at  a  cost 
of  $336,171  for  the  grading  and  struc- 
ture work. 

McDowell — The  Rutherfordton-Marion 
highway  along  US  221  was  relocated 
from  NC  26  for  19.8  miles  to  the  Ruther- 
ford County  line  at  a  cost  of  $753,180 
for  the  grading,  paving  and  structures. 

Mecklenburg — Grading  was  completed 
on  the  four-laned  relocation  of  US  29, 
bypassing  Charlotte  on  the  northwest. 
Structure  work  alone  on  this  11 -mile 
Interstate  link  cost  $1,243,353.  Paving  is 
well-advanced. 

Mecklenburg — A  4.9  mile  section  of 
Tremont  Avenue  in  Charlotte  was  re- 
constructed to  various  widths,  ranging 
from  24  feet  to  44  feet,  with  curb  and 
gutter  from  near  Magnolia  Avenue  to 
Sharon  Road.  Grading,  paving  and  struc- 
tures cost  $806,621. 

Mitchell — A  4.2-mile  long  section  of 
NC  26  was  widened  at  a  cost  of  $286,944 
between  Gillespie  Gap,  at  the  Blue  Ridge 
Parkway,  and  Spruce  Pine.  The  work  in- 
cluded grading,  paving  and  structures. 

Moore — Paving  was  finished  on  the 
four-laned  divided  Southern  Pines  Bypass 
at  a  cost  of  $393,540.  The  5.3-mile  long 


limited  access  expressway  along  US  1 
has  already  relieved  the  traffic  delays 
within  Southern  Pines. 

Moore — The  existing  33-foot  wide  link 
of  US  1  was  widened  to  72  feet  with  a 
four-foot  median  divider  strip  between 
Aberdeen  and  the  end  of  the  Southern 
Pines  Bypass.  Grading,  structures  and 
paving  for  the  urban  area  improvement 
cost  $277,643  for  2.5  miles. 

New  Hanover — Coastal  Carolina  beach 
traffic  will  greatly  benefit  from  a  new 
east-side  Wilmington  Bypass  running 
from  Castle  Hayne  to  Monkey  Junction, 
near  Winter  Park.  The  lower  link,  from 
Monkey  Junction  to  US  17,  for  7.7  miles 
cost  $608,650  for  the  grading  and  struc- 
tures while  the  upper  section,  from  US 
17  to  Castle  Hayne,  for  7.6  miles  cost 
$292,130  for  the  grading  and  structures. 
The  paving  on  the  upper  section  should 
be  completed  soon. 

Onslow — A  12-mile  section  of  county 
road  running  north  from  Hollyridge  to- 
ward Kenansville  was  completely  mod- 
ernized last  year  and  posted  as  NC  50. 
Grading,  paving  and  structures  cost 
$364,723  in  building  a  much  more  direct 
travel  route  between  Burgaw  and  Jack- 
sonville to  coastal  Carolina  near  Surf 
City. 

Pitt  —  The  4.4-mile  long  westside 
Greenville  Bypass  was  paved  at  a  cost  of 
$313,660.  The  bypass,  carrying  US  13 
and  NC  11,  extends  from  near  House, 
north  of  Greenville,  to  Dickson  Avenue, 
near  the  southwest  city  limits  of  Green- 
ville. It  has  already  relieved  the  con- 
gested section  of  Greene  Street,  includ- 
ing the  old,  narrow  Tar  River  Bridge. 

Rockingham — NC  87  was  reconstruct- 
ed to  a  24-foot  wide  roadway  from  Reids- 
ville  for  5.5  miles  to  Thompsonville  at  a 
cost  of  $270,155  for  the  paving  alone. 

Rowan — Grading  and  structures  for  the 
four-lane  divided  controlled  access  sec- 
tion of  the  Interstate  between  Salisbury 
and  China  Grove  were  completed  at  a 
cost  of  $851,669  for  8.6  miles.  Paving 
has  since  been  completed  and  the  new 
road  posted  for  60  m.p.h.  speed  limit  in 
sections. 

Sampson  —  Grading,  structures  and 
paving  were  finished  on  US  421  from 
Beaman's  Cross  Roads  to  the  Harnett 
County  line.  The  old  18-foot  wide  road- 
way was  widened  out  to  24  feet.  The 
grading,  structures  and  paving  on  the 
11.7-mile  improvement  cost  $409,958. 

Swain — Grading,  paving  and  structures 
at  a  cost  of  $200,092  were  finished  in  the 
one-mile  long  relocation  of  NC  28  be- 
tween the  Nantahala  River  and  US  19. 

Union — Within  Monroe,  a  new  wide 
street  was  opened  between  US  74  and 
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Aerial  pictures  by  retiring  Editor  Margaret  Burk  were  made 
from  Dickerson's  business  plane  on  a  recent  quick  flight  along 
US  301  from  Benson  to  Rocky  Mount.  At  upper  left,  see  a  county 
road  overpass,  east  of  Four  Oaks  on  the  Interstate  relocation  of 
US  301  from  NC  50  in  Benson  north  for  10.08  miles  to  US  701. 
Resident  Engineer  J.  H.  Davis  is  in  charge  of  the  work  started 
last  October  which  involves  grading  and  structures  for  an  addi- 
tional lane  along  the  already-graded  Interstate  route.  B.  H.  Barbour 
and  Sons  had  the  house-moving  contract  while  Dickerson  has  the 
roadway  and  structure  contract. 

The  picture  at  upper  right  shows  big  concrete  piles  being  driven 
for  an  overpass  for  another  county  road,  near  Four  Oaks,  along 
the  same  project. 

The  lower  left  picture  shows  the  overpass  of  US  70,  east  of 
Smithfield.  The  new  Interstate  route  of  dual-lane  graded  US  301 
goes  under  the  bridge.  The  7.13  mile  long  Interstate  job,  under 


the  direction  of  Resident  Engineer  J.  H.  Davis,  involves  grading 
and  structures  for  an  additional  lane  on  US  301  from  US  701  to 
US  70-A,  south  of  Selma.  Dickerson  has  the  roadway  contract 
while  Magill  Contracting  has  the  structures. 

The  middle  picture  shows  the  dual-laning  of  existing  US  301  at 
Kenly.  Bailey  Brothers  and  J.  B.  Watkins  did  the  house-moving 
while  Dickerson  has  the  grading  work.  Kitchin  Construction  has  the 
structure  contract,  which  was  completed  last  November.  Resident 
Engineer  S.  O.  Southall,  Jr.,  is  in  charge  of  the  6.83-mile  long 
job  which  involves  building  an  additional  lane  on  US  301  from 
Kenly  to  a  point  west  of  Lucama.

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TAX  REPORT  TIME  is  here  again. 
Am  informed  that  the  allowable  deduc- 
tion to  be  figured  for  Connecticut  Gen- 
eral Hospital  coverage,  and  only  in  con- 
nection with  medical  expense  as  shown 
on  the  forms  and  in  the  instructions,  is 
as  follows:  1/1/57  to  10/1/57,  the  em- 
ployee only  premium  deductible  is  $1.52, 
family  members  is  $5.49;  from  10/1/57 
to  1/1/58,  employee  premium  is  $1.67 
and  family  is  $6.04 — this  premium  is 
monthly. 

Don't  forget  you  are  entitled  to  cer- 
tain deductions  for  sick  leave  paid  during 
the  year,  under  regulations  of  the  Federal 
Government  and  allowable  in  certain  in- 
stances and  amounts  as  explained  in  the 
instructions.  This  must  be  substantiated 
by  your  employer,  and  forms  are  fur- 
nished to  field  forces  to  be  filed  with  each 
payroll  if  needed.  If  these  are  properly 
filed  when  an  employee  is  out  on  paid 
sick  leave,  then  the  payment  is  shown 
on  the  Tax  Form  W-2  at  the  end  of  the 
year  for  your  use  in  filing  your  return. 
If  you  do  not  file  the  forms  with  the 
payrolls,  the  amount  is  not  shown  on  the 
W-2  and  you  may  have  trouble  substan- 
tiating any  amount  you  may  have  deduct- 
ed. When  out  on  sick  leave,  ask  your 
immediate  superior  to  provide  you  a  form 
to  fill  out  and  file  with  your  payroll  at 
the  end  of  each  month;  these  forms  have 
been  furnished  them  since  last  year,  and 
it  may  mean  the  savings  of  many  dollars 
to  those  out  on  sick  leave  any  length  of 
time.  I  have  been  told  that  some  em- 
ployees did  not  know  about  this,  but  the 
forms  are  available  at  each  payroll  time 
if  needed — so  ask  for  them  if  you  do 
need  them. 

UNITS  AND  CHAPTERS— it  will  be 
time  very  shortly  to  begin  our  new  mem- 
bership drive  for  the  next  fiscal  year, 
and  it  will  soon  be  time  to  hold  our 
Annual  Unit  Meetings  for  elections  of 
Unit  Officers  and  Convention  Delegates. 
This  is  to  urge  the  various  Chapters  to 
arrange  to  hold  their  local  meetings  be- 
tween now  and  June  15  to  elect  their  local 
officers  and  their  delegates  to  the  Unit 
Meetings,  which  will  begin  after  June 
15  and  continue  through  July.  Our  pres- 
ent membership  totals  8,545,  which  is 
more  than  100  increase  over  the  close  of 
last  fiscal  year.  Let's  determine  to  in- 
crease this  total  again  this  year — in  the 
face  of  a  coming  Legislative  session  in 
which  there  will  be  many  problems  to 
confront  us.  We  have  made  great  prog- 
ress this  year — let's  make  more. 


EQUIPMENT  DEPARTMENT  new 
payroll  handling  procedure  began  Jan- 
uary 1.  This  will,  and  already  has,  shor- 
ten the  period  of  payroll  handling  each 
month  and  eliminate  a  great  deal  of  ac- 
tual paper  work  in  the  field.  It  is  planned 
eventually  that  this  method  will  be  used 
by  all  Departments,  and  this  will  mean 
considerable  shortening  of  handling  time 
in  the  field  and  in  Raleigh,  resulting  in 
checks  being  returned  to  the  field  more 
quickly.  Under  this  new  system,  as  now 
used  in  Equipment,  tax  deductions  are 
figured  and  made  in  Raleigh  by  use  of 
a  machine  method  of  percentage  as  al- 
lowable by  the  Federal  Government.  The 
old  bracket-salary  plan  is  not  being  used. 
This  results  in  some  slight  variation  in

amounts  deducted  as  compared  to  the 
former  method,  but  very  slight  difference 
is  noted,  some  a  few  cents  more,  some 
a  few  cents  less.  However,  the  method 
is  figured  to  be  more  equitable  to  what 
you  are  actually  supposed  to  pay  than 
formerly;  any  differential  at  the  end  of 
the  year  when  Tax  Returns  are  filed  still 
is  returnable  or  payable.  Under  the  new 
plan,  if  your  payroll  check  is  slightly 
more  or  slightly  less,  it  is  the  new  tax 
deduction.  The  formula  being  used  sounds 
complicated  and  is  not  reproduced  here — 
it  is  figured  in  Raleigh  and  under  formu- 
la provided  by  Uncle  Sam. 

SURVEY  OF  ALL  STATES,  as  re- 
ported by  Highway  Research  Board  of 
AASHO,  and  now  using  the  new  work- 
week schedule  of  our  field  forces,  gives 
the  following  information: 

Working  Hours — 50  hours  weekly  or 
more,  3  States;  less  than  50  hours  week- 
ly, 44  States  (including  N.  C.)  with  1 
State  on  County  Organizations;  45  hours 
weekly  on  regular  schedule,  9  States  (in- 
cluding N.  C);  less  than  45  hours  week- 
ly, 30  States;  40-hour  weekly  schedule, 
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27  States;  working  more  than  5  days 
weekly  are  6  States. 

Vacation — over  15  days  per  year,  6 
States;  less  than  15  days,  28  States;  15 
days  only,  14  States;  accumulation  more 
than  30  days,  4  States;  accumulate  less 
than  30  days,  18  States;  no  limitation, 
no  States;  30  days  maximum,  14  States 
(including  N.  C.) ;  no  accumulation  at  all, 
12  States. 

Sick  Leave — limited  maximum,  39 
States;  no  limitation,  9  States  (incl. 
N.  C);  no  accumulation,  no  State;  accu- 
mulate less  than  100  days,  33  States; 
accumulate  100  days  only,  3  States;  accu- 
mulate more  than  100  days,  11  States, 
including  no  maximums  and  North  Caro- 
lina. 

Overtime — paid  by  41  States  on  per- 
centage basis  from  100%  overtime  to 
150%. 

PRISON  SURVEY  made  by  this  office 
about  completed  on  hours,  etc.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  compare  all  States  in  this  field 
since  so  many  report  only  on  penitentia- 
ries, and  not  on  county  camps  as  we  have. 
However,  I  find  work  weeks  from  5  days 
to  7  days;  weekly  hours  from  40  to  84.  Of 
those  States  reported  in  the  survey,  18 
work  more  than  5  days  weekly,  15  work 
just  5  days  weekly;  17  States  work  more 
than  45  hours  weekly,  and  16  States  work 
less  than  45  hours  weekly.  It  must  be  re- 
membered, however,  that  the  shorter 
hours  shown  are  in  those  reporting  on 
Institutions,  not  county  road  camps 
which  make  up  our  majority.  The  majori- 
ty of  States  as  reported  either  do  not 
furnish  meals,  or  make  a  charge  for  the 
meals  to  personnel.  The  large  majority 
make  a  regular  charge  for  housing  fur- 
nished, or  else  do  not  furnish  housing  at 
all.  Uniforms  are  furnished  in  the  great 
majority,  with  some  charging  for  these 
at  cost;  laundry  is  furnished  to  the  ma- 
jority, with  some  making  a  small  charge 
for  this.  It  would  seem  that  at  present, 
comparing  as  best  we  possibly  can,  that 
North  Carolina  is  at  least  holding  its 
own  in  the  Prison  System  under  the  way 
presently  operated.  We  hope — and  have 
the  assurance  of  Prison  Officials — that 
funds  will  be  available  in  the  near  future 
to  further  reduce  the  work-week  load  of 
Prison  Employees.  We  have  had  a  reduc- 
tion this  past  year,  and  the  current  short- 
er hours  in  Maintenance  means  additional 
help  to  these  people — we  have  hopes  for 
more  consideration  in  the  next  budget.

Highway  officials  arrived,  surveyed  the 
situation,  and  destroyed  the  offending 
dam — leaving  the  beavers  high,  dry  and 
most  unhappy.

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Director  Proposes  Improved 

Right-of-Way  Procedure  Policy 


At  a  recent  statewide  meeting  of 
Right-of-Way  and  Location  officials  held 
in  Raleigh,  Director  Babcock  submitted 
the  following  suggestions  for  more  effi- 
cient right-of-way  acquisition: 

1.  Following  the  preliminary  planning 
for  a  new  highway  facility  or  an  im- 
provement to  an  existing  facility  where 
additional  rights-of-way  are  needed, 
engineers  will  stake  out  the  project  on 
the  ground.  In  all  instances  where  pos- 
sible to  contact  property  owners,  survey 
engineers  will  do  so  before  entering  the 
property.  At  the  same  time  of  the  stak- 
ing operation,  Highway  personnel  shall 
prepare  a  property  map  showing  the 
center  line  of  the  new  facility  or  the  im- 
provement with  property  lines  drawn  in. 
Field  personnel  will  also  provide  a  list 
of  property  owners  with  their  addresses 
to  the  Right-of-Way  Department  in 
Raleigh,  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
State  Statute  calling  for  written  notifi- 
cation to  affected  property  owners. 

2.  Any  highway  personnel  coming  in 
contact  with  the  property  owners  should 
assure  them  that,  at  this  stage,  the  pro- 
posed project  is  tentative  and  subject  to 
major  change  later. 

3.  The  Commission,  complying  with 
Federal  regulations,  will  hold  public 
hearings  where  a  proposed  highway  facil- 
ity would  affect  a  town  or  city.  In  each 
case,  a  sketch  map  will  be  prepared  and 
posted  at  the  Courthouse  in  each  county 
where  the  project  is  located.  This  map 
will  show  existing  facilities  and  new 
proposals.  Due  notice  must  be  given  in 
each  County  that  this  map  has  been  post-

ed  and  that  individuals  or  groups  may 
request  a  public  hearing. 

Arrangements  for  a  public  hearing- 
shall  be  made  by  the  Division  Engineer 
in  whose  jurisdiction  the  project  is  lo- 
cated. He  is  responsible  for  notifying  all 
property  owners,  the  Director  of  High- 
ways, the  Chief  Engineer,  the  Assistant 
Chief  Engineer  for  Roadway  and  Rights- 
of-Way  and  the  Public  Relations  Officer 
as  well  as  the  Division  Engineer  of  the 
Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  of  the  time  and 
place  of  each  public  hearing. 

The  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  requires 
a  simultaneous  recording  of  the  hearing 
to  be  filed  with  the  Bureau  in  Raleigh. 

4.  Whenever  a  new  facility  or  the  im- 
provement of  an  existing  facility  involves 
acquisition  of  additional  right  of  way, 
State  Statutes  require  proper  notification 
of  all  property  owners  involved  and  meth- 
ods of  requesting  public  hearings. 

When  preliminary  plans  have  been 
completed,  and  the  Department  wishes  to 
proceed  with  construction,  a  sketch  map 
shall  be  prepared  showing  the  proposed 
improvement  in  relation  to  existing 
roads.  The  map  shall  be  personally  de- 
livered to  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Com- 
missioners in  the  affected  counties.  The 
Division  Engineers  will  notify  the  Chief 
Engineer  that  the  map  has  been  posted. 
In  addition,  the  Division  Engineer  shall 
complete  a  form  letter  describing  the 
project  in  general  terms,  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  map  at  the  Court  House.  He 
either  will  mail  a  copy  of  this  explana- 
tory letter  to  each  affected  property  own- 
er by  certified  mail  with  a  return  receipt 
requested,  or  will  personally  deliver  it. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Division 
Engineer  to  see  that  each  notice  is  pub- 
lished in  local  newspapers  once  a  week 
for  four  consecutive  weeks.  In  the  event 
no  newspaper  is  published  in  the  affected 
county,  this  notice  must  be  posted  at  the 
Court  House  and  at  four  other  public 
places  for  thirty  days.  Carrying  out  this 
procedure  is  required  by  General  Statute 
136-55.1  and  is  deemed  adequate  notice 
to  all  property  owners  affected  by  the 
proposed  project. 

5.  The  County  Board  of  Commissioners 
or  local  municipal  officials  in  the  affect- 
ed county  have  30  days  in  which  to  file 
written  notice  of  protest  and  request  a 
public  hearing.  If  the  County  Commis- 
sioners file  a  written  protest  with  the 


Highway  Department  in  Raleigh,  the 
Commission  is  required  by  State  Statute 
136-55  to  designate  three  members  of 
the  Commission,  one  of  whom  may  be 
the  chairman,  to  hear  the  protest.  The 
place  of  the  public  hearing  shall  be  lo- 
cated within  the  county  filing  the  pro- 
test. Each  hearing,  according  to  law, 
must  be  held  publicly  with  members  of 
the  Commission  announcing  their  decision 
at  the  end.  Should  protesting  parties 
wish  further  recourse  against  the  pro- 
posal, they  may  request  a  hearing  with 
the  entire  Commission.  This  hearing,  ac- 
cording to  law,  shall  be  conducted  either 
at  a  regular  or  a  duly-called  meeting  of 
the  Commission  in  Raleigh  with  proper 
notification  to  the  appellants. 

6.  Federal  Regulations  require  that, 
on  all  projects  involving  Federal  Aid 
funds  where  additional  rights-of-way  are 
required,  that  an  appraisal  shall  be  made 
of  all  properties  involved.  The  Right-of- 
Way  Department  may  appoint  one  of  its 
members  to  appraise  the  property  or  may 
designate  qualified  "outside"  appraisers. 
Where  residential  or  farm  property  is 
involved,  the  Right-of-Way  Department 
may  use  a  single  appraiser.  Where  prop- 
erties are  developed  industrially  or  com- 
mercially, Federal  Regulations  require 
two  or  more  appraisals. 

7.  Such  appraisals  shall  be  submitted

8.  Once  the  property  appraisal  has 
been  approved  by  the  Right-of-Way  De- 
partment, the  amount  of  the  appraisal 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  individual  prop- 
erty owner — either  by  personal  delivery 
or  by  mail.  The  Right-of-Way  Depart- 
ment has  been  directed  to  reveal  ap- 
praisals only  to  the  property  owner  in- 
volved. 

9.  Following  notification  of  che  affect- 
ed property  owners,  Highway  personnel 
shall  personally  call  on  the  property  own- 
er to  affect  settlement.  There  has  been 
no  clear-cut  determination  of  the  range

of  possible  negotiation  where  Federal 
funds  are  involved.  (The  Bureau  may  not 
approve  rights-of-way  settlements  which 
vary  "substantially"  from  the  appraised 
valuation.)  The  Bureau  has  also  indicated 
that,  should  the  amount  of  the  negotiated 
right-of-way  agreement  vary  "substant- 
ially" from  the  appraised  market  value 
of  the  property,  that  funds  over  and 
above  the  approved,  appraised  valuation 
will  probably  have  to  come  from  State 
funds,  unless  the  variation  can  be  justi- 
fied to  the  satisfaction  of  Federal  au- 
thorities. 

10.  Should  negotiations  between  the 
Highway  Department  and  affected  prop- 
erty owners  reach  an  impasse  where  no 
negotiated  settlement  is  deemed  practical, 
the  Highway  Commission,  by  State  Sta- 
tutes, has  the  authority  to  condemn  such 
property  and  proceed  with  the  proposed 
project. 

Should  an  individual  property  owner 
desire  to  file  suit  against  the  Commis- 


sion for  alleged  right-of-way  damages, 
State  Statutes  require  that  he  file  notice 
of  suit  with  the  Clerk  of  Superior  Court 
in  the  county  in  which  the  property  is  lo- 
cated. Upon  completion  of  any  project, 
the  Highway  Department  will  notify  any 
property  owner  who  either  has  not  enter- 
ed suit,  that  he  has  a  six-months  period 
— beginning  with  the  map  posting  or  a 
completion  notice — or  to  settle  his  claim 
or  to  enter  his  suit.  Otherwise,  the  Statute 
will  be  plead  in  bar  of  recovery.  The 
Highway  Department,  in  filing  such 
notification,  posts  at  the  Court  House  a 
letter  notifying  the  public  that  the  proj- 
ect has  been  completed.  A  sign,  posted 
at  each  end  of  the  job,  states  the  project 
is  completed. 

11.  The  Public  Relations  Department 
is  preparing  a  brochure  explaining  the 
entire  Highway  Department's  procedure 
for  acquisition  for  rights-of-way.  When 
the  letter  is  sent  to  property  owners 
notifying  them  of  the  Court  House  map, 
this  brochure  will  be  enclosed.  It  shall 
set  forth  not  only  the  procedure  of  the 
Department  in  acquiring  the  needed 
rights-of-way,  but  will  also  call  attention 
to  the  rights  of  individuals  to  protest 
such  highway  plans  and  call  for  public- 
hearings  to  express  their  views.

Dear  Fellow  Employees: 

As  you  know,  this  has  been  the  worst  winter  for  both  our  primary  and  secondary  roads  since 
1935  and  1936.  The  extreme  cold  weather  and  snow,  followed  by  the  sudden  thawing  and  warm  weather 
experienced  last  month,  left  many  of  the  roads  severely  damaged,  and  in  some  places,  completely 
impassable. 

The  resulting  conditions  of  the  roads  made  it  imperative  to  allocate  almost  one  million  dollars  to 
three  highway  divisions  in  the  west  in  order  to  bring  roads  back  into  the  condition  of  last  fall.  Three 
hundred  thousand  dollars  was  made  available  to  each  of  the  11th,  13th  and  14th  highway  divisions 
from  a  special  reserve  fund  for  storm  damage  work. 

In  an  effort  to  minimize  the  damage  to  highways,  Division  Engineers  were  issued  blanket  authority 
to  place  restrictive  load  limits  on  both  primary  and  secondary  roads  at  their  discretion.  Even  now,  a 
completely  accurate  estimate  of  highway  damage  throughout  the  State  is  not  available. 

In  several  divisions,  it  was  necessary  for  work  crews  to  work  throughout  the  weekends  and  around 
the  clock  to  make  roads  serviceable  that  had  been  damaged  by  the  warm  rain  which  followed  the 
heavy  snow  and  severe  cold.  These  men  gave  unselfishly  of  their  time  to  insure  the  maximum  safety 
of  their  motoring  friends  and  neighbors.  Because  of  their  fine  spirit  during  this  time  of  crisis,  the 
Commission  passed  a  special  resolution  commending  the  work  of  highway  crews  over  the  State  in 
keeping  traffic  moving  over  heavily  damaged  roads. 

It  is  impossible  to  thank  each  person  individually  for  the  service  rendered  in  helping  to  maintain 
the  roads  during  the  unexpected  weather  break,  but  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
every  man  who  had  a  part,  however  large  or  small,  in  keeping  the  roads  passable.  Without  loyalty 
such  as  you  displayed  in  this  emergency,  the  Highway  Commission  would  not  be  as  effective  and 
efficient  as  it  is  today.  Not  only  do  I  personally,  but  also  the  people  of  North  Carolina  commend  each 
of  you  for  a  job  well  done.

Bridge  Work 
Commended 

After  State  Bridge  Maintenance  work- 
ers in  February  restored  the  ice-damag- 
ed Wright  Memorial  Bridge  across 
Currituck  Sound  in  five  days,  the  Eliza- 
beth City  Daily  Advance  commented, 
"State  Highway  Department  officials  and 
workers  deserve  a  pat  on  the  back  for 
the  fine  work  they  did  .  .  .  The  bridge, 
damaged  by  the  heavy  ice  caused  by  an 
extended  freezing  spell,  was  closed  to 
traffic  on  Thursday  afternoon  and  then 
despite  continued  unfavorable  weather, 
was  re-opened  to  traffic  on  Tuesday 
morning." 

And,  "the  entire  Albemarle  section,  es- 
pecially residents  of  Dare  County,  owe 
the  highway  workers  a  big  thanks  for 
their  efforts.  Being  virtually  isolated  is 
bad,  but  being  isolated  over  a  long  period 
of  time  could  prove  disastrous  in  more 
ways  than  one.  The  Daily  Advance  joins 
in  a  salute  to  those  who  rushed  the  proj- 
ect along." 

Assistant  Chief  Engineer  for  Bridges, 
T.  B.  Gunter,  Jr.,  reported  that  State 
Bridge  Maintenance  Engineer  C.  B.  Tay- 
lor directed  the  rush  repair  job  with  the 
assistance  of  John  H.  Warren,  Bridge 
Maintenance  Superintendent;  First  Di- 
vision Engineer  W.  N.  Spruill;  District 
Engineer  George  Mack;  and  two  Bridge 
Foremen,  Jim  Twiford  and  L.  P.  Jordan. 


Additional  piles  were  driven  to  jack 
up  the  bridge  which  had  sagged  where 
the  pilings  were  damaged  by  the  ice 
build-up.  Highway  Director  Babcock 
praised  the  work  of  the  Bridge  Mainte- 
nance forces  in  effecting  the  speedy  re- 
pairs under  the  trying  conditions  of  freez- 
ing weather.  Also,  he  added,  "Our  forces 
had  to  work  both  Saturday  and  Sunday 
to  minimize  the  inconvenience  to  motor- 
ists and  facilitate  the  bridge  work." 

The  Unsung  Heroes 

Many  glowing  lines  have  been  written 
about  the  engineer  who  creates  our  vast 
highways,  mighty  bridges,  huge  power 
plants  and  the  untold  energy  of  his  great 
mind.  The  same  sort  of  things  have  been 
said  of  the  builder,  the  man  who  puts  to- 
gether the  creative  cerebral  efforts  of 
the  engineer.  This  is  as  it  should  be  be- 
cause without  the  engineer  and  the  build- 
er, civilization  would  certainly  not  be 
where  it  is  today. 

We  think  there  is  another  group  that 
should  be  paid  homage.  That  is  the  high- 
way worker,  the  maintenance  man,  the 
foreman,  the  superintendent.  No  matter 
what  his  station,  we  could  not  get  along 
without  him  and  his  kind.  To  our  way  of 
thinking,  he  is  the  unsung  hero. 

With  wintry  blasts  in  the  offing,  the 
maintenance  forces  of  the  various  high- 
way departments  are  busy  readying  their 
crews  and  equipment,  so  that  come  what 
may  during  the  coming  winter  months, 
you  and  I  can  move  with  safety  on  the 
highway.  Every  highway  maintenance 
man  is  assigned  a  specific  duty  when  it 
begins  to  snow  or  ice  begins  to  form.  He 
starts  to  move  when  you  and  I  are  in  a 
warm  bed.  It  is  not  generally  realized 
by  the  general  public,  but  the  highway 
maintenance  man  at  this  time  of  year  is 
on  a  24-hour  basis.  This  means  that  when 
snow  and  ice  hits,  he  stays  on  the  job

until  all  routes  are  open.  An  8-hour  day 
is  not  for  him,  he  knows  that  his  effort 
means  the  school  bus  will  get  our  kids 
to  school  on  time,  police,  medical  aid  and 
fire  apparatus  will  be  able  to  get  through 
to  protect  our  health  and  property.  Also 
that  you  and  I  can  get  to  the  next  town 
with  safety  and  with  little  delay. 

In  carrying  out  his  work,  the  highway 
worker  is  in  constant  danger.  He  must 
always  be  on  the  alert  for  the  careless 
driver.  He  must  carry  on  his  own  work 
and  watch  his  own  safety,  because  he 
too  has  a  family.  They  also  need  protec- 
tion. 

When  driving  this  winter  on  roads  that 
are  free  of  snow  and  ice,  think  of  the 
highway  maintenance  man  because  if  it 
weren't  for  him,  you  wouldn't  be  driving. 
Thank  him  and  his  efforts,  for  he  is  the 
unsung  hero. — George  Crider  in  Mid-

New  Service  Begun 

In  order  to  furnish  detour  and  road 
condition  information  as  promptly  as 
possible  after  the  establishment  or  de- 
letion of  a  detour  and  on  primary  and 
major  secondary  roads  where  condition-; 
may  involve  prolonged  inconvenience  to 
motorists,  a  special  card  has  been  pre- 
pared to  provide  such  information. 

When  a  resident  or  district  engineer 
establishes  or  deletes  a  detour  on  a  pri- 
mary or  major  secondary  road,  he  noti- 
fies the  Public  Relations  Office  which,  in 
turn,  issues  a  news  release  to  the  weekly 
and  daily  newspapers  concerned. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  new  service  will 
enable  the  office  to  provide  much  faster 
notification  to  the  public  of  needed  road 
work  and  save  them  undue  inconvenience.

Bitter  Winter  Deals  Severe  Blow  To  State's  Roads 


The  hard  freeze  of  mid-February  followed  by  the  sudden  thaw 
and  heavy  rains  wreaked  havoc  with  many  of  the  State's  roads— 
both  primary  and  secondary.  Chief  Highway  Engineer  W.  H. 
Rogers,  Jr.,  made  an  asset  of  the  damages  by  a  quick  tour  through 
the  badly  damaged  areas— Divisions  11,  12,  and  13. 

The  ground  froze  18  to  24  inches  below  the  road  surface  of 
the  New  Beaver  Creek  Road  in  Wilkes  County.  A  sudden  thaw 
then  blew  up  the  paved  surface  and  wilhin  a  48-hour  period  the 
link  of  the  secondary  road  was  turned  into  a  quagmire.  When 
Rogers,  Assistant  Division  Engineer  Jimmy  Doughton,  and  District 
Engineer  Tom  Winkler  were  looking  over  the  road  situation,  they

found  a  North  Wilkesboro  salesman's  car  bogged  down  in  the 
mud  so  they  helped  pull  him  out. 

The  scene  at  upper  right  was  made  along  NC  105  where  a 
slide  occurred  between  Linville  and  Boone.  The  highway  men 
noted  that  the  heaviest  road  damage  occurred  at  high  elevations. 

The  lower  left  picture  shows  what  the  hard  freeze,  thaw  and 
warm  rains  did  to  the  Arbucle  Road  in  Yancey  County. 

Highway  maintenance  employees  did  a  heroic  job  by  working 
night  and  day  to  clear  the  roads  and  make  them  passable  for 
traffic.

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About  The  Cover 

Sixty  mile  per  hour  speed  zones  re- 
cently have  been  set  up  on  carefully 
selected  sections  of  North  Carolina's  pri- 
mary highway  system. 

The  60-mile  zones,  all  more  than  five 
miles  in  length,  were  recommended  by 
Director  Babcock  and  approved  by  the 
Commission  at  its  January  meeting  in 
Winston-Salem. 

Signs  permitting  60  miles  per  hour  for 
passenger  vehicles  and  50  miles  per  hour 
for  commercial  vehicles  have  been  erect- 
ed on  the  approved  highway  sections  in 
several  Divisions. 

Approval  was  given  on  two  highway 
sections  allowing  60-mile  per  hour 
speeds  for  commercial  vehicles.  One  of 
these  sections  is  on  US  421,  a  part  of  the 
Interstate  Highway  System,  from  the 
junction  of  US  29-70,  south  of  Greens- 
boro, northwest  along  US  421  to  the 
Forsyth  County  line,  a  distance  of  14 
miles.  A  second  link,  approved  for  60- 
mile  per  hour  commercial  speeds,  is  on 
the  Salisbury  Bypass,  from  the  Yadkin 
River  Bridge  along  Interstate  8  5  (US 
29)  to  a  junction  with  NC  152,  east  of 
China  Grove. 

Signs  are  erected  1,500  feet  in  ad- 
vance of  the  60-mile  zone  and  1,500  feet 
ahead  of  reduced  speed  zones. 


Traffic  engineering  studies  indicated 
that  the  approved  6  0-mile  per  hour 
sections  had  adequate  sight  distance  for 
the  increased  limits  and  adequate  protec- 
tion from  the  marginal  friction  of  access 
roads  and  build-up  adjacent  to  the  high- 
way. 

Approximately  140  miles  were  ap- 
proved for  60-mile  zones  on  sections  of 
US  70,  US  421,  US  301,  US  15,  US  1, 
US  501,  US  64,  US  29,  US  52,  NC  49, 
and  US  21.

June  Meeting 

The  dedication  and  opening  of  the 
Charlotte  By-Fass  will  highlight  the 
June  meeting  of  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission on  Monday  and  Tuesday,  June 
9-10.  The  By-pass  will  carry  US'  29 
traffic  around  northern  city  limits,  and 
is  a  part  of  the  Interstate  Highway  Sys- 
tem which  will  eventually  be  designated 
as  Interstate  Route  85.  The  Highway,  as 
envisioned  by  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads,  will  run  from  Petersburg,  Vir- 
ginia to  Montgomery,  Alabama. 

The  By-pass  is  constructed  according 
to  the  high  standards  of  the  Interstate 
System  and  features  four  lanes  of  con- 
crete pavement. 

City  officials  of  Charlotte  are  in 
charge  of  the  dedication  ceremony,  ten- 
tatively scheduled  for  10:30  A.M.  Tues- 
day, June  10. 

The  Commission  will  hold  public 
hearings  at  its  June  meeting  for  all 
persons  interested  in  presenting  high- 
way viewpoints  to  the  full  seven-member 
policy-making  group. 


assification  of  Maintenance 


Employees   Is  Completed 


The  five  member  State  Personnel 
Council  recently  approved  job  classifi- 
cation and  salary  ranges  for  5,650  main- 
tenance employees  of  the  State  High- 
way Commission. 

The  action  brings  the  maintenance 
employees  within  the  same  framework 
as  other  State  employees  and,  in  addi- 
tion, defines  or  describes  the  actual  work 
and  qualifications  for  each  position.  The 
plan  goes  into  effect  on  July  1.  The 
present  policy  on  salary  increments  will 
be  continued  until  the  new  classification 
and  pay  plan  goes  into  effect. 

Under  the  approved  classification 
plan,  142  maintenance  employees  will 
receive  salary  adjustments  amounting  to 
a  total  of  $21,482. 

The  classification  followed  an  exten- 
sive survey  of  all  personnel  in  the  main- 
tenance section  in  which  employees 
were  asked  to  prepare  a  complete  de- 
scription of  the  positions  held.  These 
questionnaires  were  sent  to  the  office  of 
Personnel  Officer  Sam  Badgett  of  the 
Highway  Commission.  Information  pro- 
vided by  employees  on  the  questionnaire 
forms  was  carefully  reviewed  by  the 
State  Personnel  Department  in  coopera- 
tion with  various  members  of  the  High- 
way Department  staff.  Division  Engin- 
eers were  also  consulted  and  asked  to 
recommend  changes  they  felt  might  be 
necessary  in  a  series  of  meetings  in 
Raleigh  last  month.  From  the  question- 
naires and  the  conferences  of  review,  the 
classification  program  and  pay  scale 
were  established. 

Following  Personnel  Council  action, 
.lohn  McDevitt,  State  Personnel  Director, 


pointed  out  that  there  would  be  no 
salary  reductions  and  that  the  majority 
of  maintenance  employee  salaries  fall 
within  the  range  of  the  new  classifica- 
tion. 

Under  the  plan  as  approved,  3,724 
employees  are  within  the  approved  sal- 
ary ranges  at  the  present  time.  1,463 
employees  were  already  earning  the 
maximum  or  more  than  the  maximum 
provided  for  under  the  old  salary  range 
and  job  titles.  With  the  new  classifica- 
tion 1,763  employees  are  now  earning 
an  amount  equal  to  or  in  excess  of  their 
classification. 

Maintenance  employees  have  always 
received  annual  increments  and  other 
benefits  under  the  same  general  policy 
as  other  classified  employees.  However, 
under  the  old  plan  this  policy  was  not 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  uniform 
salary  ranges  established  on  the  basis 
of  standard  job  descriptions  providing 
an  equal  number  of  steps  from  the  mini- 
mum to  the  maximum  of  each  salary 
range  for  all  employees. 

Formerly,  positions  carried  a  variable 
number  of  steps  from  the  minimum 
wage  to  the  maximum  salary. 

State  Personnel  Director  McDevitt 
said  the  classification  plan  streamlined 
job  titles  as  well  as  responsibilities  and 
resulted  in  the  grouping  together  of 
positions  into  a  more  realistic  and  man- 
ageable program.  With  the  plan  in  ef- 
fect, Maintenance  employees  who  repre- 
sent a  majority  of  the  9,500-man  high- 
way force  will  be  given  the  same  con- 
sideration, and  their  job  classifications 


will  be  subject  to  the  same  periodic 
review  as  is  the  case  with  thousands  of 
other  State  employees. 

Participating  in  the  various  confer- 
ences and  studies  which  led  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  classification  and  pay 
plan  were  several  members  of  the  High- 
way Administrative  Staff,  including 
Highway  Director  W.  F.  Babcock,  As- 
sistant Director  Cameron  W.  Lee  and 
Highway  Personnel  Officer  Sam  Badgett. 

McDevitt  pointed  out  that  considerable 
research  work  preceded  the  approval  by 
the  Personnel  Council.  Comparable  wage 
data  from  cities  and  towns  throughout 
the  State  and  from  private  firms  was 
reviewed  along  with  classification  and 
salary  information  from  other  States. 

In  commenting  on  the  classification 
results,  Highway  Director  Babcock  prais- 
ed the  work  of  the  Personnel  Depart- 
ment for  the  thoroughness  with  which 
it  approached  the  problem.  "What  has 
come  out  of  these  studies,"  said  Bab- 
cock, "represents  in  my  thinking  an 
acceptable  and  reasonable  classification 
and  salary  scale  program  which  com- 
pares favorably  with  the  personnel 
picture  in  private  industry  and  in  other 
public  service  agencies." 

On  the  following  page,  ROADWAYS 
is  publishing  a  chart  showing  each 
general  classification  of  maintenance 
employees  and  the  annual  salary  incre- 
ments applying  to  each  classification. 

Also  shown  are  the  salaries  in  each 
step  from  the  minimum  to  the  approved 
maximum.  To  find  the  correct  stage  of 
your  progress  under  this  classification, 
first  locate  that  salary  in  the  pay  plan 
which  comes  closest  to  your  present 
wages,  and  then  look  at  the  number  of 
the  section  at  the  top  of  the  column.

Dear  Fellow  Employees: 

The  classification  and  pay  plan  for  maintenance  employees  will  become 
effective  July  1,  1958. 

In  this  connection  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  this  plan  represents 
months  of  review  and  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  Highway  Administrative 
staff,  the  State  Personnel  Department,  Division  and  District  Engineers,  as 
well  as  other  highway  field  employees. 

In  adopting  this  plan  we  have  brought  all  maintenance  employees  under 
a  uniform  program  with  other  State  employees  which  provides  standard 
salary  ranges  and  job  definitions. 

After  the  basic  classifications  were  established,  a  very  complete  survey 
was  made  to  determine  the  existing  wages  paid  for  jobs  that  are  similar  to 
ours,  such  as  Motor  Grader  Operators,  Bulldozer  Operators,  Truck  Drivers, 
Carpenters,  etc.  As  a  result  of  this  survey,  uniform  salary  ranges  for  our 
maintenance  positions  have  been  established.  Of  course,  some  of  our  jobs 
such  as  Area  Foreman,  Gang  Foreman,  and  Road  Oil  Foreman  could  not  be 
compared  because  this  type  of  work  does  not  exist  outside  the  Highway 
Commission.  On  these  positions,  salary  ranges  were  established  by  comparing 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  this  work  with  other  jobs  such  as  Machine 
Operators,  Truck  Drivers,  etc. 

I  believe  this  is  a  reasonable  and  acceptable  plan  at  the  present  time, 
based  on  going  rates  of  pay  and  other  fringe  benefits  now  enjoyed  by  workers 
outside  of  State  services  as  well  as  employees  in  other  State  agencies.  It  is  my 
desire  that  our  Classifications  and  salaries  will  continue  to  be  revised  and 
adjusted  from  time  to  time  in  order  that  our  employees  may  enjoy  the  highest 
standards  of  living  possible.

Three  Year  Planning  Program 

Announced  By  Commission 


The  State  Highway  Commission  re- 
cently released  a  long  list  of  Primary 
road  improvements,  major  urban  pro- 
jects, bridge  work,  resurfacing  and 
minor  road  improvement  projects  to  be 
undertaken  during  the  next  three  years, 
as  funds  become  available. 

Included  in  the  long-range  plans  ap- 
proved are  65  projects  involving  the  ex- 
penditure of  between  $40  and  $50  million 
dollars.  The  list  represents  approximately 
one-third  to  one-half  of  the  highway 
improvements  to  be  scheduled  eventually 
during  the  coming  3  6  months. 

Further  action  on  the  projects  was 
deferred  by  the  Commission  in  its 
March  27-29  meeting  in  Wilmington, 
until  necessary  information  on  Federal 
allocation  is  available. 

Following  is  a  list  of  improvements 
in  the  3-year  planning  program: 

Major  Primary  road  improvements:  four-lane 
divided  highway  along  US  17  from  city  limits  of 
New  Bern,  southwest  to  the  Jones  County  line; 
construction  of  a  similar  four-lane  divided  facility 
along  US  64  from  Rocky  Mount  to  Nashville ;  con- 
struction of  US  1  from  Hillsboro  Street  in  Raleigh 
south  and  west  to  Macedonia  Road  and  along  it 
to  Chatham  County  line,  and  to  a  junction  with 
NC  55  ;  addition  of  2  lanes  on  US  70  from  Raleigh, 
south  through  Garner  ;  grade  separation  in  Guilford 
County  at  intersection  of  US  220  and  US  158 ; 
construction  of  two  additional  lanes  from  Greens- 
boro to  Guilford-Rockingham  County  line  along 
US  29  ;  addition  of  two  lanes  on  US  220  from  old 
Greensboro  city  limits,  south  to  Randolph  County 
line-  building  of  new  4-lane  divided  facility  along 
US  52  from  Pilot  Mountain,  south  to  the  northern 
city  limits  of  Winston-Salem  ;  construction  of  a 
new  facility  for  US  421  from  a  point  near  Vilas 
to  Tennessee  State  line ;  construction  of  new 
facility  replacing  present  US  421  from  its  inter- 
section with  US  601  near  Yadkin ville  to  a  point 
near  the  Yadkin  River;  relocation  and  reconstruc- 
tion of  NC  28  from  Nantahala  River  Bridge  at 
Almond  to  Wolf  Creek.

Interstate  Location 
Proposed 


At  its  March  3  meeting  in  Raleigh,  the 
State  Highway  Commission  unanimously 
endorsed  a  recommendation  locating  por- 
tions of  the  new  Canton,  Ohio-Charlotte 
Interstate  route  from  a  point  just  south 
of  Charlotte,  north  to  the  vicinity  of 
Elkin. 

The  proposed  route,  approved  by  the 
Commission,  would  have  a  southern  ter- 
minus at  an  intersection  with  a  proposed 
belt-line  around  the  southern  city  limits 
of  Charlotte.  From  this  terminus,  the 
superhighway  would  move  through 
Charlotte  on  an  expressway-type  of 
construction  and  follow  along,  or  ad- 
jacent to,  the  present  US  21,  north  of 
Charlotte,  bypassing  Mooresville  to  the 
west,  Statesville  to  the  east,  to  a  point 
near  or  slightly  east  of  Elkin. 

Location  of  the  route  north  of  Elkin  is 
pending  completion  of  joint  engineering 
studies  with  the  State  of  Virginia,  to 
determine  a  common  meeting  point  at 
the  North  Carolina-Virignia  line. 

Locating  the  Canton-Charlotte  road 
presents  serious  problems  near  the  State 
line  because  of  the  mountainous  terrain 
and  the  necessity  of  building  the  super- 
highways on  rights-of-way  up  to  250 
feet  in  width.  These  factors  indicate  it 
is  not  probable  the  route  could  be  lo- 
cated along  existing  US  52,  US  21,  or 
NC  89. 

The  Commission's  decision  was  based 
on  both  studies  of  the  overall  highway 
needs  of  the  Piedmont,  and  the  relation- 
ship of  the  proposed  route  to  existing 
trunk-line  highways. 

At  the  same  meetmg  the  Commission 
approved  partial  location  of  the  Inter- 
state route,  support  was  given  to  the 
plan  for  improving  US  5  2  from  Mount 
Airy  south  through  Winston-Salem  to 
Lexington,  as  well  as  NC  66  which  con- 
nects US  52  with  US  421  around  the 
north  side  of  Winston-Salem. 

These  routes  were  favored  for  im- 
provement in  order  to  give  Winston- 
Salem,  Greensboro,  Burlington  and  east- 
ern North  Carolina  cities  the  shortest 
and  best  possible  access  to  the  Inter- 
state. These  highways  will  be  improved 
to  four-lane  divided  design,  bringing 
them  close  to  the  high  engineering 
standards  of  the  Interstate.

Bringing  the  new  superhighway  in 
close  to  Winston-Salem  is  apt  to  create 
serious  congestion  problems  in  the  area 
and  could  well  cause  a  traffic  bottleneck 
once  it  intersected  with  the  already 
critical  Interstate  route  from  Lexington 
and  Salisbury  to  Charlotte. 

The  approved  location  will  place  the 
route  halfway  between  Salisbury  and 
Hickory,  as  well  as  equi-distant  from 
Concord  and  Lincolnton.  Good  primary 
highway  service  will  be  available  to 
traffic  moving  to  and  from  the  Inter- 


state on  US  70  from  Statesville  to  Salis- 
bury, on  US  64  from  Statesville  to  Hick- 
ory, on  NC  150  from  Mooresville  to  the 
Lincolnton-Shelby  area,  on  NC  152 
to  China  Grove  and  over  NC  73  to  Con- 
cord and  Kannapolis. 

It  was  also  pointed  out  that  construc- 
tion on  the  straight  north-south  location 
is  expected  to  stimulate  the  growth  of 
business  and  industry  throughout  the 
Piedmont  area.

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SEMI-ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  INSUR- 
ANCE COMMITTEE  on  April  1  in  Ra- 
leigh brought  out  some  very  interesting 
facts  about  our  current  insurance  con- 
tract. The  Committee  and  the  Associa- 
tion's General  Officers  meet  twice  each 
year  with  Mr.  Witherspoon,  officials  of 
the  Home  Office  of  the  Connecticut 
General  Life  Insurance  Company,  and 
others  to  discuss  current  experience, 
proposed  changes,  etc.,  prior  to  annual 
renewal  date  in  September.  The  follow- 
ing is  for  your  information,  to  show  you 
that  your  insurance  contract  is  really 
"big  business"  and  must  be  carefully 
guarded  at  all  times  for  your  own  safety, 
that  changes  should  not  be  made  unless 
warranted  for  the  benefit  of  the  policy 
holders  as  a  majority,  that  the  CG  Life 
Insurance  Company  is,  and  has  always 
been,  willing  to  work  with  us  in  any 
way  to  improve  our  contract  and  at  the 
same  time  keep  it  on  ;i  sound  basis: 

Claim  Reserve-  now  estimated  to  be  in 
deficit  in  the  sum  of  $95,000;  this  figure 
is  needed  in  addition  to  the  present  re- 
serve of  $85,000.  The  current  experience 
points  to  this  reserve  being  gained  in  the 
not  too  distant  future. 

Special  Reserves— to  help  stabilize  the 
liability  rapidly  building  on  retired  em- 
ployees. We  do  not  have  such  reserve  at 
present,  and  it  is  estimated  we  will  need 
eventually  at  least  $100,000. 

Retired  Employees— A10  on  these  rolls 
at  beginning  of  policy  year,  with  a  volume 
of  $1,204,625.  This  is  building  rapidly 
every  year  with  the  increase  in  retire- 
ments. It  is  a  "must"  factor  in  our  in- 
surance for  the  protection  of  those  who 
work  long  years,  retire,  and  desire  to  con- 
tinue insurance  protection  under  our 
group. 

Premium  Waivers — called  "Christmas 
Presents"  in  the  past  when  they  could  be 
granted.  We  look  forward  to  more  of 
these  in  the  next  few  years,  as  our  ex- 
perience is  improving  in  that  premiums 
and  claims  paid  are  getting  more  closely 
together  in  our  policy  guarantee.  Separa- 
tion of  Prison  improved  our  contract 
tremendously,  due  to  their  consistant  loss 


ratio  in  the  past.  It  is  firmly  believed  by 
all  that  we  can  build  our  reserves  to  the 
sound  point  required  by  the  Actuary, 
continue  reasonably  good  experience,  and 
have  surplus  funds  to  grant  premium 
waivers — not  too  distant.  In  the  mean- 
time, we  desire  to  keep  close  check  on  our 
contract,  make  improvements  where 
needed  and  where  possible. 

Group  Participation  —  excellent  in  a 
group  the  size  of  ours.  Approximately 
89.2%  of  employees  insured  for  Life,  in- 
cluding retired;  84.6%  insured  for  D  &  D 
(some  over  age  70  have  D  &  D  cancelled)  ; 
84.4%  insured  for  accident  and  sickness; 
85.6%  of  employees  carry  hospitalization 
personally;  85%  to  90%  carry  Family 
Benefits  hospitalization. 

Experience  to  date  —  from  10/1/57  to 
3/1/58:  Total  premiums  paid  in  the 
Highway  Group  amount  to  $440,570.43; 
total  claims  or  return  are  $341,419.44,  or  a 
percentage  of  return  in  the  amount  of 
77.5%  under  all  coverages.  The  Prison 
Group  had  no  premiums  in  this  period  of 
time,  due  to  separation  from  the  contract 
as  of  9/30/57;  however,  there  were 
"carry-over"  claims  to  be  paid,  amounting 
to  a  total  to  date  of  $19,255.00.  This  will 
gradually  diminish  and  will  not  be  shown 
in  our  reports  eventually.  The  combined 
groups,  necessary  until  all  Prison  Claims 
depleted,  show  a  total  premium  of  the 
same  $440,570.43  for  this  same  period; 
total  return  to  both  groups  of  $360,674.44; 
a  percentage  return  of  81.9%  to  3/1/58. 
This  is  a  very  good  experience  record  to 
date,  and  we  hope  it  will  continue  thru 
the  end  of  the  policy  year;  if  so,  we  will 
build  our  reserves  more  quickly  than 
anticipated  and  can  look  toward  improve- 
ments otherwise  at  an  earlier  date. 

PLANS  FOR  CERTAIN  CHANGES  be- 
ing considered  for  the  Insurance  Contract 
by  your  Insurance  Committee — such  as 
increasing  the  daily  allowance  for  hospital 
room  and  board,  increasing  the  allowance 
for  dependent  surgical,  possible  increase 
in  surgical  for  employee  and  dependent 
to  more  than  current  maximum  allowed 
for  employee,  and  possible  addition  of 
dependent  life  coverage  for  employee  de- 
pendents in  the  amount  of  $500  maximum. 
All  these  things  are  to  be  considered 
in  the  future,  but  must  be  based  on 
condition  of  our  contract,  additional  pre- 
mium costs  to  the  employees  (we  must 
always  consider  the  majority  of  employ- 
ees, not  the  minority).  The  Committee 


plans  to  make  spot  surveys  in  their  own 
localities  among  various  groups  of  em- 
ployees on  these  items  and  be  prepared 
to  make  a  report  at  our  next  meeting  in 
August,  prior  to  renewal  date. 

RETIREMENT — those  of  you  plan- 
ning to  retire  as  of  July  1  should  be  sure 
that  all  your  service  credits  are  in  order 
with  the  Retirement  System;  that  all  ser- 
vice prior  to  7/1/41  has  been  duly  certi- 
fied. If  your  original  beneficiary  is  not 
now  living,  have  you  changed  your  be- 
neficiary in  the  System?  If  you  originally 
named  your  Estate  or  other  beneficiary, 
have  you  since  married  or  remarried,  do 
you  desire  to  change  beneficiaries,  or 
have  you  done  so?  Is  your  wife's  birth 
date  shown  correctly?  Is  your  own  birth 
date  shown  correctly?  These  are  some  of 
the  items  that  cause  confusion  and  dif- 
ficulty at  the  last  minute,  and  you 
should  be  certain  your  record  is  straight 
before  retirement  time.  Also,  be 
sure  your  required  number 
of  quarters  coverage  under  Social  Security 
have  been  earned  and  that  you  will  be  in 
a  position  to  prove  your  birth  date  when 
you  apply  to  SS  on  retirement.  Those  who 
are  not  yet  ready  to  retire,  but  might  be 
approaching  that  time,  should  get  all 
these  records  cleared  NOW  so  as  not  to 
be  concerned  later;  gather  necessary  data 
to  prove  date  of  birth  NOW  and  eliminate 
delay  later.  Social  Security  has  represent- 
atives visiting  practically  every  town  at 
intervals,  and  you  can  determine  from  the 
Post  Office  or  Court  House  when  they  will 
be  in  your  town,  or  the  nearest  town.  For 
your  information,  the  following  District 
Offices  of  SS  are  on  full-time  basis:

Throughout  the  area  north  of  Char- 
lotte, the  new  route  will  provide  a  cor- 
ridor through  the  State  for  future  ex- 
pansion and  short  travel  distances  for 
all  parts  of  the  Piedmont. 

Since  improvements  to  US  52  and  NC 
6  6  are  included  in  the  overall  plan,  the 
projected  route  will  give  Eastern  North 
Carolina  its  shortest  route  to  the  mid- 
west. 

Recommendations  to  carry  the  super- 
highway through  Charlotte  on  an  ex- 
pressway-type construction  and  to  term- 
inate the  route  at  an  intersection  with 
the  proposed  southern  belt-line  around 
Charlotte  were  strongly  supported  by  the 
Commission.  Such  an  intersection  will 
provide  excellent  highway  connections 
both  east  and  west  of  Charlotte,  as  well 
as  into  South  Carolina. 

An  intersection  with  the  belt-line 
would  provide  direct  connection  with 
US  74-29,  west  toward  Gastonia,  US  74 
south  toward  Monroe,  US  21  and  NC  16 
into  South  Carolina,  and  NC  27,  east  to 
Albemarle. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  Director  Bab- 
cock  that,  even  though  the  action  of  the 
Commission  may  be  considered  final,  the 
matter  of  Interstate  location  must  be 
given  ultimate  approval  by  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  Public  Roads  in  Washington, 
which  makes  90  per  cent  of  the  funds 
necessary  for  the  project,  available  to 
the  State. 

Actual  construction  of  the  approved 
portions  of  the  Canton-Charlotte  route 
remains  in  the  unforeseeable  future. 
Congress  has  approved  an  accelerated 
Interstate  program  which  may  permit 
preliminary  designing  shortly,  but  under 
the  presently  constituted  Federal  pro- 
gram, the  link  could  be  several  years 
away. 

The  Canton-Charlotte  route  was  first 
proposed  by  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads 
on  October  18,  1957.  At  that  time,  the 
Bureau  announced  it  would  approve  the 
addition  of  such  a  route  to  the  national 
network  of  Interstate  and  Defense  High- 


ways if  the  States  concerned  would  ap- 
prove and  apply  for  it. 

The  1956  Federal  Highway  Act  orig- 
inally called  for  the  building  of  a  40,000 
mile  network  of  highways  which  would 
connect  90  per  cent  of  the  major  urban 
areas  of  50,000  or  more  population  from 
coast  to  coast,  and  from  Canada  to  the 
Southern  United  States.  Congress  later 
added  1,000  miles  to  the  original  alloca- 
tion. 

An  additional  1,0  00  miles  were  saved 
by  Location  Engineers  in  the  various 
States  by  selecting  more  direct  routes 
between  various  control  points.  This 
1,000-mile  saving  was  re-allocated  to  the 
States  and  it  was  from  this  conservation 
of  mileage  that  the  Canton-Charlotte 
superhighway  was  proposed. 

North  Carolina's  share  of  the  Inter- 
state prior  to  October  was  677  miles. 
With  the  addition  of  the  new  connection, 
Tar  Heel  Interstate  mileage  will  be  ap- 
proximately 775  miles.

Scheduled

Members  of  the  Commission,  Highway 
Director  Babcock,  Secondary  Roads 
Officer  Harold  Makepeace,  Public  Rela- 
tions Officer  Sam  Beard,  and  Assistant 
Chief  Engineer  Earl  Crump  have  at- 
tended various  area  meetings  along  with 
Division  and  District  Engineers. 

The  area-wide  meetings  generally  in- 
clude six  to  eight  County  Boards  of  Com- 
missioners and  all  municipal  officials  in 
those  counties.  The  informal  conferences 
have  already  been  held  in  Kinston,  Eden- 
ton,  Shelby,  Gastonia,  Henderson.  Elkin, 
Graham,  Aberdeen,  Fayetteville,  and 
Whiteville. 

A  May  14  session  is  scheduled  for 
western  counties  and  cities  in  Marion, 
to  be  followed  on  May  15  by  a  similar 
meeting  in  Bryson  City  and  Andrews. 

The  purpose  of  such  meetings  is  to 
acquaint  local  officials  with  allocations 
and  road  work  planned  for  the  various 
sections  and  to  gain  an  impression  of 
local  needs  through  the  eyes  of  its 
residents. 

Following  the  western  North  Carolina 
meetings,  three  other  sessions  will  be 
planned  for  late  May  or  early  June  to 
complete  the  State-wide  tour.

$14  Million  Projects 
Approved 

In  its  May  5  meeting  in  Raleigh,  the 
State  Highway  Commission  approved  59 
road  construction  projects  to  be  built  at 
a  cost  of  nearly  $14  million  under  an 
emergency  program  recently  approved 
by  Congress  to  combat  the  recession. 

The  projects,  to  be  built  by  December, 
1959,  were  recommended  by  Director 
W.  F.  Babcock. 

The  list  or  projects  together  with 
their  estimated  costs  follows: 

Dare — New  bridge  over  canal  on  US 
6  4  and  US  264  between  Whalebone  and 
Roanoke  Sound  Bridge,  $40,000. 

Hertford — Widening  and  resurfacing 
8.8  miles  of  US  2  58  from  Meherring 
River  Bridge  to  Virginia  State  line, 
$310,000. 

Northampton — New  bridge  over  Me- 
herring River  on  N.  C.  35,  $70,000. 

Northampton — Resurfacing  9  miles  of 
US'  301  from  Weldon  to  Virginia  State 
line,  $200,000. 

Halifax — Resurfacing  6  %  miles  of 
US  158  from  Roanoke  Rapids,  west, 
$140,000. 

Pitt  -  -  Widening  and  resurfacing  6 
miles  of  US  64  from  Edgecombe  County 
line  Martin  County  line,  $200,000. 

Martin — Widening  and  resurfacing  17 
miles  of  US  64  from  Pitt  County  line  to 
Williamston,  $500,000. 

Pitt — Widen  to  four  lanes  1.9  miles  of 
NC  11  from  junction  of  US  2  64-A  to 
junction  with  US  264,  $414,000.

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Wilmington  Public  Hearing 
Highlights  Commission  Meeting 


The  March  meeting  of  the  State  High- 
way Commission  was  held  in  Wilming- 
ton, at  which  time  the  full  Commission 
held  a  Public  Hearing  for  private  citi- 
zens and  groups  interested  in  road 
matters  in  Eastern  North  Carolina. 

Sixteen  groups  appeared  before  the 
Commission  at  its  third  "out  of  Raleigh" 
meeting,  required  by  the  19  57  General 
Assembly.  Recordings  were  made  of  the 
full  presentations  of  all  persons  appear- 
ing before  the  Commission,  and  a  writ- 
ten transcript  prepared  for  later  con- 
sideration by  the  seven-member  policy- 
making group. 

Several  delegations  appeared  in  Wil- 
mington to  offer  suggestions  on  Second- 
ary Road  matters.  These  requests  were 
handled  individually  by  Secondary  Roads 
Officer  Harold  Makepeace. 

Rocky  Mount  Requests 

The  Rocky  Mount  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce was  represented  at  the  meeting 
by  Messrs.  Graham  Dozier  and  E.  L. 
Washburn.  Five  requests  by  the  group 
included  the  dual  laning  for  the  301 
Bypass  of  Rocky  Mount,  extension  of 
the  dual  laning  on  301  to  the  proposed 
site  of  the  Methodist  College,  the  ex- 
tension of  NC  9  5,  east  over  US  301-A  to 
an  intersection  with  the  Rocky  Mount 
Bypass,  Interstate  interchanges  at  US 
6  4  and  NC  9  5  west,  and  an  eastern 
Bypass  for  Rocky  Mount. 

A  delegation  appeared  from  Chatham 
and  Moore  Counties  to  propose  the  con- 
struction of  a  road  from  Carthage  in 
Moore  County,  north  to  the  vicinity  of 
Pittsboro  in  Chatham  County. 

The  city  of  Fayetteville  requested  a 
spur  off  Interstate  9  5  from  the  Fayette- 
ville area,  east  to  the  coast  and  west  to 
an  intersection  with  the  new  Interstate 
Highway  79,  which  has  been  approved  by 
the  Commission  from  Charlotte,  north  to 
the  vicinity  of  Elkin.  This  is  the  pro- 
posed Canton,  Ohio-Charlotte  route  sug- 
gested by  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads 
on  October  18,  1957. 

Approval  Expressed 

Mayor  Glenn  Tucker  of  Carolina 
Beach  appeared  before  the  Commission 
expressing  the  approval  by  his  area  of 


the  overall  plans  of  the  Commission  in 
that  section  of  the  State.  Mayor  Tucker 
presented  no  requests. 

C.  D.  Pickerel,  City  Manager  of  South- 
port,  asked  the  Commission  to  give  con- 
sideration to  re-designating  NC  130  from 
Supply  to  Southport  to  make  it  a  contin- 
uation of  NC  211.  Mr.  Pickerel  stated 
such  a  designation  would  assist  the 
town  of  Southport  in  its  advertising 
program  and  aid  travelers  to  Southport. 

Appearing  for  the  Ocean  Highway  As- 
sociation, J.  D.  Hobbs  requested  the 
four-laning  of  US'  17  over  its  entire 
route  from  Virginia  to  South  Carolina. 
Hobbs  indicated  the  completion  of  the 
Norfolk  Tunnel  projects  will  send  an 
increased  traffic  load  over  US  17. 

Avery  Thompson  of  Columbus  County 
appeared  before  the  Commission  to  re- 
quest improvements  on  US  74  and  76, 
and  approaches  to  and  bridge  construc- 
tion over  the  Lumber  River. 

A  request  to  construct  a  new  road 
from  the  vicinity  of  Burgaw  across  Holly 
Shelter  Bay  to  a  connection  with  US  17 
in  the  vicinity  of  Hollyridge  was  pre- 
sented by  D.  N.  Lucas  of  Pender  County. 

Appearing  on  behalf  of  Shallotte, 
James  C.  Bowman  presented  a  request 
before  the  Commission  for  as  speedy 
action  as  possible  on  US  17,  the  repair 
of  which  was  delayed  during  the  past 
winter  because  of  bad  weather. 

The  city  of  Wilmington  presented  a 
documented  request  which  included  some 
nine  projects  for  improvements  within 
Wilmington  on  US  76,  17  and  74.  Mayor 
J.  E.  Wade  led  the  delegation. 

J.  M.  Hall,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  New  Han- 
over County's  Board  of  Commissioners, 
requested  the  extension  of  17th  Street, 
south  to  the  Wilmington  city  limits  and 
beyond,  and  requested  the  new  draw- 
bridge over  the  Inland  Waterway  to 
Wrightsville  Beach  be  named  in  honor 
of  the  late  D.  Heide  Trask,  a  former 
Highway  Commissioner.

Access  Road  Policy 
Adopted 

At  its  May  5  meeting  in  Raleigh,  the 
State  Highway  Commission  adopted  a 
new  State-wide  policy  on  the  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  access  roads  to 
public  buildings  and  industrial  facilities. 

Access  roads  to  new  industrial  facili- 
ties will  be  constructed  from  existing 
roads  on  the  State  maintained  system  to 
or  along  the  property  line  of  the  pro- 
posed industrial  facility.  Any  road,  thus 
constructed,  would  be  a  part  of  the 
State  system  and  open  for  general  public 
use.  Roads  contained  entirely  within  the 
property  of  the  industrial  facility  and 
not  open  for  public  use  will  be  consid- 
ered as  private  driveways  and  will  not 
be  constructed  or  maintained  by  the 
Commission. 

Where  an  existing  industrial  facility 
is  located  on  the  county  road  system, 
the  road  serving  the  industry  will  be 
paved  according  to  its  priority,  as  out- 
lined in  the  county  priority  paving 
program  in  the  Secondary  Road  Plan. 

When  a  school  drive  comes  under  the 
legal  responsibility  of  the  Commission 
for  maintenance  (where  it  is  used  by  a 
public  school  bus  transporting  children 
to  and  from  home  to  school),  the  State 
Highway  Commission  will  pave  and 
maintain  it.  Parking  areas  for  buses  will 
be  stabilized  only. 

The  improvement,  paving  and  main- 
tenance of  roads  on  the  system  serving 
hospitals,  health  centers,  and  all  other 
similar  activities  will  be  handled  ac- 


cording to  the  Secondary  Road  Plan. 
Driveways  to  these  activities  will  not 
come  under  State  jurisdiction.  Roads 
will  be  added  to  the  State  maintained 
system  as  they  qualify  with  the  Secon- 
dary Road  Plan.

U.  S.  Highway  29  Bypass  Opened  In  Charlotte 


The  U.  S.  Highway  2 9  bypass  was 
opened  to  traffic  at  11:00  A.M.  on  Tues- 
day, June  10  following  dedication  cere- 
monies, featuring  a  brief  speech  by 
Lieutenant  Governor  Luther  E.  Earn- 
hardt of  Concord. 

Ben  E.  Douglas,  chairman  of  the 
dedication  committee,  introduced  Mr. 
Barnhardt  and  presided  over  the  cere- 
monies which  took  place  at  the  inter- 
section of  the  new  bypass  and  Statesville 
Road. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  cere- 
mony— and  a  definite  first  in  the  area — 
was  the  firing  of  a  rocket  to  cut  the 
ribbon.  Building  and  firing  of  the  rocket 
was  supervised  by  officials  of  the  Douglas 
Aircraft  Company  plant  in  Charlotte  and 
their  sons.  It  was  fired  after  a  countdown 
by  Mr.  Douglas.  After  rising  in  the  air 
several  hundred  feet,  the  rocket  descend- 
ed to  the  ground  by  parachute. 

Following  the  rocket  firing,  the  High- 
way Commissioners,  city  officials  and 
several  hundred  guests  toured  the  road 
by  bus  and  car.  The  cavalcade  then  re- 
turned to  the  city  for  a  luncheon  at  the 
Barringer  Hotel. 

The  bypass  is  the  first  highway  project 
built  in  North  Carolina  on  complete  con- 
trol of  access  basis  with  access  provided 
only  at  well-designed  interchanges,  and 
with  frequent  grade  separations.  It  is 
also  the  largest  link  of  US  Route  85, 
which  will  eventually  stretch  from 
Petersburg.  Virginia  to  Montgomery. 
Alabama. 

Ultimately,  this  Interstate  route  will 
enter  North  Carolina  from  Virginia  just 
east  of  Buggs  Island  Lake,  bypassing  the 
following  towns:  Henderson,  Durham. 
Graham,  Burlington,  Greensboro,  High 
Point,  Thomasville,  Lexington,  Salisbury. 
Kannapolis,  Concord,  Charlotte  and  Gas- 
tonia,  and  entering  South  Carolina  south 
and  west  of  Kings  Mountain. 

The  new  2  9  bypass  is  located  north  of 
Charlotte  from  a  temporary  tie-in  with 
US  29-49  west  to  a  point  0.6  mile  east 
of  Tuckaseigee  Road.  A  temporary  tie-in 
has  been  constructed  on  the  west  end  of 
the  bypass  to  Wilkerson  Boulevard  at 
Little  Rock  Road. 

Constructed  according  to  the  high- 
design  standards  of  the  Interstate  sys- 
tem, the  new  2  9  bypass  is  1  1.4  7  4  miles 
in  length.  It  is  of  dual-lane  construction, 
with  24-foot  wide  pavements  and  a  30- 
foot  median  strip.  It  is  composed  of  a 


9-inch  continuous  concrete  pavement 
on  a  4-inch  reinforced  sub-grade  base. 
It  features  10-foot  stabilized  shoulders. 
Service  roads.  18  feet  in  width,  are  pro- 
vided. 

Begun  in  January  of  1957,  the  grading 
contract  was  let  to  Suber  and  Company, 
Inc..  of  Whitmire,  S.  C.  at  a  contract 
price  of  $962,410.  The  contract  for 
structures  was  awarded  to  Wannamaker 
and  Wells,  Inc..  of  Orangeburg,  S.  C,  at 
a  cost  of  $1,243,35:5.  Will  J.  Widenhouse 
of  Concord  was  awarded  the  contract  for 
moving  houses  at  a  contract  cost  of  $4.- 
650.  The  paving  contract  was  awarded 
to  Southern  Road  Builders.  Inc..  of 
Augusta.  Georgia,  at  a  cost  of  $2,516,- 
115.  Total  contract  price  tor  (lie  project 
was  $4,721,878. 

Right  of  way  width  on  the  29  bypass 
is  2  60  feet.  Interchanges  are  provided 
on  the  bypass  at  the  Little  Rock  Road, 
the  Mulberry  Road,  NC  27.  Glen  wood 
Drive,  Beatty  Ford  Road,  US  21,  Derita 
Road,  Sugar  Creek  Road,  and  at  the  in- 
tersection of  I'S  29-49.  Provision  has 
been  made  for  a  connection  with  the 
future  Interstate  Highway  at  the  east 
end  of  the  bypass  at  a  point  approximate- 
ly 34  miles  due  west  of  the  existing  US 
29-49  intersection. 

Grade  separations  are  provided  at: 
Tuckaseigee  Road.  Tilman  Road,  Old  NC 
16,  and  for  the  Piedmont  and  Northern 
Railroad,  the  Seaboard  Railroad,  and  the 
Southern  Railroad. 


Resident  engineer  for  the  US-29  by- 
pass was  L.  A.  Brown  of  the  State  High- 
way Commission. 

Route  Approved 

It  was  announced  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau 
of  Public  Roads  on  June  5  that  the  North 
Carolina  route  of  the  proposed  Charlotte- 
Canton.  Ohio  Interstate  Highway  had  been 
approved  by  that  body. 

The  Commission  was  notified  that  the 
Bureau  had  approved  the  Interstate  link 
on  May  23.  but  had  not  been  notified  of  the 
route  approved. 

As  recommended  by  the  Commission, 
the  route  would  run  from  an  intersection 
with  a  proposed  belt-line  route  south  of 
Charlotte,  through  Charlotte  on  an  ex- 
pressway and  then  along,  or  adjacent  to, 
the  present  US  21  north  to  a  point  slightly 
east  of  Elkin. 

No  recommendation  has  been  made  by 
the  State  Highway  Commission  as  to  the 
location  of  the  route  north  of  Elkin,  pend- 
ing completion  of  engineering  studies  to 
determine  a  common  meeting  point  on  the 
North  Carolina-Virginia  line.

29  Bypass  In 
One  A.  D.? 

In  connection  with  the  opening  of  the 
Charlotte  Bypass  on  June  10,  a  luncheon 
was  held  at  the  Hotel  Barringer  for  visit- 
ing officials.  John  R.  Knott,  Chairman  of 
the  Traffic  Committee  of  the  Charlotte 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  provided  the  group 
with  a  most  entertaining  talk,  which  is 
printed  below,  with  his  permission. 


Now,  with  your  permission,  I  would  like 
to  make  a  few  concluding,  or  "wrap-up" 
comments. 

These  comments  will  include  some  data 
compiled  with  the  aid  of  some  of  my 
engineering  friends. 

Insurance  statisticians  tell  us  (and  I 
have  a  profound  respect  for  the  accuracy 
of  their  computations)  that  of  all  the 
people  who  have  lived  on  the  earth  since 
recorded  history  began,  four  out  of  each 
100  are  alive  today.  This  startling  fact 
points  up  two  implications  worth  noting: 

(1)  To  provide  the  arteries  of  trans- 
portation needed  to  move  this  mass  of 
living  humanity,  our  Highway  Commis- 
sion isn't  likely  to  get  "caught  up"  with 
its  work  at  any  time  in  the  foreseeable 
future. 

(2)  These  four  living  out  of  each  100 
who  have  lived,  involves  us — the  living 
today — with  all  past  and  future  history. 

Since  this  is  true,  let  us  turn  the  clock 
back  to  the  year  One,  A.  D.,  to  the  day 
that  Christ  was  born.  Let  us  assume  that 
the  decision  at  that  moment  had  been  to 
build  highway  29  Bypass — beginning  im- 
mediately— and  dedicate  it  at  11:00  A.M. 
on  June  10th  in  the  Year  of  Our  Lord, 
1958,  or  714,467  days  later. 

In  the  face  of  such  an  assumption,  these 
questions  naturally  arise  and  demand  an 

answer: 

(1)  Could  it  have  been  done?  And 
could  it  have  been  done  without  any  of 
the  technological  advances  that  are  part 
and  parcel  of  our  every  move  in  this, 
the  20th  Century  Space-Age? 


(2)  How  many  men  would  have  been 
required  to  do  this  job,  assuming  no 
technological  assistance? 

(3)  What  would  the  cost  have  been? 

The  answers  to  these  questions,  with  the 
aid  of  my  engineering  friends,  are  based 
on  the  best  information  available,  and 
represent — on  the  whole,  we  believe — 
conservative  answers. 

Question  One:  "Could  it  have  been 
done?"  The  answer  is,  "yes".  We  say  this 
for  three  reasons: 

(1)  The  grading  could  have  been  done 
by  digging  the  dirt  with  crude  imple- 
ments, and  manually  carrying  it  in 
crude  containers. 

(2)  Cement  in  its  natural  form  was 
known  in  those  days  and  there  are 
standing  today  cement  forms  or  struc- 
tures, poured  when  Christ  was  an  infant. 

(3)  The  bridges  at  the  interchanges 
would  not  have  been  as  streamlined  as 
are  our  Mr.  Rogers'  today,  but  they 
could  have  been  built.  There  was  suf- 
ficient engineering  skill  available  to 
have  built  them,  using  the  principle  of 
arches  that  was  employed  at  that  time. 


Looking  down  the  median  strip  toward 
one  of  the  structures  on  the  Charlotte 
bypass,  which  was  opened  to  traffic  on 
June  10. 

We  now  turn  to  Question  Two:  "How 
many  men  would  have  been  required?" 
The  answer  to  this  question  became  a  little 
involved,  and  required  a  few  minutes 
figuring,  for  everything  had  to  be  reduced 
to  pounds,  such  as: 

426,650  square  yards  of  paving 
1,264  cubic  yards  of  concrete 
5,281  feet  of  concrete  piling 
2,190  feet  of  steel  piling 

426,650  square  yards  of  4"  granular  base 
2,395,000  cubic  yards  of  dirt  and  stone 
to  which  was  added,  4,846,970  pounds  of 
steel. 

When  the  computation  was  completed, 
we  had  on  our  hands  9,450,762,970  pounds 


of  "road  ingredients"  to  be  moved.  The 
engineers  told  us  that  on  the  average, 
these  pounds  had  to  be  moved  one-half 
mile. 

Now  we  have  to  make  a  few  assump- 
tions. Assuming  a  "back-load"  of  50 
pounds,  and  a  10-hour  day,  a  man  could 
dig  and  move  500  pounds  of  dirt  a  day, 
walking  the  necessary  10  miles  to  ac- 
complish this.  Multiplying  the  714,467  days 
since  the  birth  of  Christ  by  500  pounds, 
we  find  that  one  man  could  have  moved 
357,233,500  pounds.  Dividing  this  into  the 
total  poundage  to  be  moved  of  9,450,762,- 
970  pounds,  we  find  it  would  have  required 
26  men  working  365  days  a  year  since  the 
birth  of  Christ  to  have  had  our  29  Bypass 
ready  for  dedication  today. 

Assuming  further  a  25-year  working 
span  of  life,  we  find  that  78  generations 
would  have  been  involved,  or  a  total  of 
2,028  different  men. 

Now  the  third  and  final  question :  "What 
would  the  cost  have  been?"  This  is  the 
easiest  question  of  all,  for  everything 
has  been  reduced  to  pounds  and  hours. 
Twenty-six  men  working  10  hours  per 
day,  times  the  total  number  of  days,  gives 
an  answer  of  185,761,420  hours  which,  at 
$1.00  per  hour,  produces  a  cost  of  $185,761,- 
420.  Even  at  10c  per  hour,  the  cost  would 
have  been  eighteen  and  one-half  million 
dollars. 

Now  that  my  historical  29  Bypass  has 
been  completed,  the  cost  established,  and 
all  of  my  2028  workmen  laid  to  rest,  except 
the  last  26,  who  unfortunately  could  not 
be  at  the  dedication  today,  I  want  to  be 
the  first  to  say  to  you,  that  your  structure 
is  far  superior  to  mine. 

Your  bypass  is  a  living  memorial  to  one 
of  our  greatest  blessings — technological 
advancement.  Completed  in  a  fraction  of 
the  time  and  at  a  fraction  of  the  cost  of 
mine,  it  stands  gleaming  and  beautiful 
and  ready  for  use. 

I  wish  to  thank  each  of  you  for  your 
presence  today  and  your  assistance  in  the 
dedication  of  this  facility,  which  has  now 
become  an  integral  part  of  the  fast-grow- 
ing system  of  more  adequate  and  safer 
highways  in  North  Carolina. 

This  meeting  stands  adjourned.

Now  that  our  new  Highway  Program  has  passed  through  its  first  year  of  operation,  I  would  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  personal  appreciation  for  the  fine  efforts  of  all  of  our  em- 
ployees in  carrying  out  routine  work  and,  at  the  same  time,  assisting  in  the  development  of  new  pro- 
cedures which  we  hope  will  increase  both  the  effectiveness  and  efficiency  of  our  service  to  the  public. 

Setting  this  program  into  operation  has  meant  long  hours  of  work  for  many  of  you,  especially 
supervisory  personnel,  but  I  believe  that  in  such  matters  as  long  range  planning,  construction  where 
the  need  is  shown  greatest,  building  according  to  good  standard  engineering,  and  better  public  rela- 
tions, the  results  will  prove  that  the  efforts  you  have  exerted  have  been  well  worthwhile. 

As  an  engineer  myself,  I  can  appreciate  the  many  problems  which  have  confronted  all  of  you.  There 
is  the  rush  of  the  Interstate  program,  the  critical  problem  of  right  of  way  acquisition,  the  delays  of  get- 
ting our  construction  season  underway,  and  the  constant  pressure  from  our  people  to  move  ahead 
rapidly.  This,  combined  with  the  worst  weather  of  twenty  years,  has  made  our  job  a  difficult  one. 

I  would  like  to  re-state  my  confidence  in  the  engineering  abilities  of  our  personnel.  With  the  limited 
funds  you  have  to  work  with,  I  think  you  are  doing  a  splendid  job.  I  have  said  this  publicly  before,  and 
will  continue  to  express  my  personal  appreciation  for  jobs  well  done. 

I  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  feelings  of  our  Commission  and  this  administration  in  the  matter 
of  good  public  relations,  and  this  is  a  job  for  all  9,500  employees.  The  people  whom  we  serve  must  be 
treated  with  courtesy  and  understanding,  and  this  is  especially  true  whenever  any  of  our  people  enter 
private  property.  Strict  orders  have  been  issued  to  notify  property  owners  or  their  agents  before  survey- 
ing begins,  and  compliance  with  this  directive  is  essential. 

As  in  the  past,  all  of  you  will  be  asked  many  questions  concerning  your  work  and  Highway  Commis- 
sion plans.  If  you  are  sure  of  your  ground  in  answering  questions,  I  hope  you  will  supply  information  as 
politely  as  you  know  how.  If  you  don't  know  the  answer,  don't  hesitate  to  refer  the  matter  to  higher 
authority. 

In  all  that  we  do,  let's  remember  to  take  time  to  be  nice  to  the  people  who  pay  for  our  highways  and 
pay  our  salaries.  Most  of  them  are  just  as  interested  in  a  good  job  as  you  are,  and  most  of  them  will  try 
to  understand  if  their  questions  are  met  with  a  polite  reply.  We  must  have  your  help  in  this  matter,  just 
as  much  as  we  need  your  professional  skills,  and  I  am  sure  we  will  have  it.

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Planning  Department  Releases  Report 


The  eleventh  consecutive  annual  re- 
port on  disbursements  and  receipts  for 
street  purposes  inside  North  Carolina 
municipalities  has  been  prepared  by  the 
Planning  Department  of  the  State  High- 
way Commission,  in  cooperation  with  the 
U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  report  is  to  summarize,  by 
population  groups,  total  street  expend- 
itures and  receipts  from  all  govern- 
mental sources  within  active  cities  and 
towns,  along  with  street  debt  service 
data. 

In  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30. 
1957,  a  total  of  $45,538,648  was  spent 
by  all  agencies  for  street  purposes  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  413  active 
municipalities.  This  was  a  25  percent 
increase  over  the  $36,450,602  expended 
in  fiscal  year  1956.  Expenditures  for 
construction  and  maintenance  amounted 
to  $28,524,595.  Of  the  total  expend- 
itures, $26,705,538,  or  59  percent,  came 
from  local  revenue  sources  and  proceeds 
of  bonds  and  notes;  $14,708,607,  or  32 
percent,  from  receipts  from  State  Gov- 
ernment; and  $4,124,503,  or  9  percent, 
from  Federal  Aid  participation  for  con- 
struction. Over  fiscal  year  1956,  receipts 
from  these  sources  showed  increases  of 
20  percent,  23  percent,  and  87  percent, 
respectively. 

State  Planning  Engineer  .lames  S. 
Burch  of  Raleigh  reported  that  this 
data  was  obtained  from  the  following 
sources:  officials  of  the  413  active  cities 
and  towns;  records  of  the  local  Govern- 
ment Commission  (a  State  agency)  ;  and 
records  of  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion. Questionnaires  and  personal  visits 
were  used  to  obtain  the  information 
from  the  municipalities. 

Two  different  forms  were  used  to 
gather  the  data  compiled  in  this  report. 
The  first  form  presents  a  summary  of 
expenditures  and  receipts  for  street 
purposes  within  the  413  active  munici- 
palities from  local,  State  and  Federal 
funds  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
19  57.  Disbursements  are  indicated  in  one 
section  of  the  form,  as  to  purpose  of  ex- 
penditure and  source  of  funds.  Receipts 
are  indicated  in  the  second  section  of 
the  form,  segregated  by  source  of  funds. 

The  second  form,  used  in  the  munici- 
pal local  road  finance  report,  gives  a  sum- 
mary of  street  bond  and  note  data  for  all 
municipalities  by  population  groups.  Al- 
so indicated  are  the  amounts  issued, 
total  proceeds  of  sale,  amounts  redeemed 
and   interest   paid   during   the  current 


fiscal  year.  All  this  information  was 
obtained  from  the  records  of  the  local 
Government  Commission,  which  is  a 
State  agency. 

Also  included  in  the  fiscal  question- 
naire sent  to  the  413  towns  and  cities 
was  an  item  requesting  the  number  of 
gallons  of  gasoline  purchased  for  use 
in  all  municipally  owned  or  operated 
vehicles.  A  total  of  5,941,077  gallons 
was  reported,  which  is  an  11  percent 
increase  over  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

A  parking  facility  questionnaire  was 
sent  to  the  195  cities  and  towns  having 
a  population  of  1.000  or  more.  The  89 
towns  with  on-street  parking  meters 
reported  28,345  meters  and  the  23  towns 
with  off-street  meters  reported  2,498 
meters,  for  a  total  of  30,843  meters  in  89 
municipalities.  As  compared  with  19  56 
figures  gathered  from  S7  cities,  on- 
street  parking  meters  increased  by  1,- 
059  (4  percent),  and  off-street  parking 
meters  increased  by  59  meters  (2  per- 
cent). 

The  number  of  revenue-producing  park- 
ing lots  increased  by  12  in  1957  over  1956, 
with  an  inci-ease  of  6  30  parking  spaces. 
Free  lots  increased  by  2  over  the  116 
lots  reported  in  19  56  and  the  number  of 
parking  spaces  rose  from  7,614  to  7,722 
— an  increase  of  108  spaces. 

The  data  was  gathered  and  analyzed 
by  G.  C.  Farmer  and  Walter  Wiley,  Re- 
search Analysts. 

Coastal  Routes 
Improved 

Vacationers  visiting  the  Outer  Banks  of 
North  Carolina  during  the  summer  months 
will  find  two  major  highway  improve- 
ments, making  travel  easier  in  the  Hat- 
teras  and  Ocracoke  areas. 

During  the  past  winter,  the  State  High- 
way Commission  dredged  a  new  nine-foot 
approach  channel  and  basin  on  Adams 
Creek  on  Hatteras  Island,  and  built  a  new 
ferryboat  dock.  In  addition,  approximately 
one-half  mile  of  highway,  leading  from 
Hatteras  Village  south  to  the  new  dock 
site,  was  paved. 

The  dredging  contract  was  let  in  Sept- 
ember 1957  at  a  contract  price  of  $42,250. 
The  dock,  constructed  by  the  State  High- 
way Commission  Bridge  Maintenance  De- 
partment, cost  approximately  $17,000. 
State  forces  constructed  the  new  18-foot 


wide  asphalt  paved  road  from  Hatteras 
Village,  south  to  the  ferryboat,  dock. 

The  ferryboat  "William  B.  Umstead" 
makes  six  round  trips  across  the  five-mile 
Hatteras  Inlet  daily.  The  "Umstead" 'is 
back  in  service  now  after  an  extensive 
overhauling  at  the  Spencer  Creek  Ship- 
yard at  Manns  Harbor.  The  15-car  ferry 
was  cleaned  and  painted  and  underwent 
extensive  engine  repairs. 

Now,  motorists  using  the  new  Hatteras 
Island  dock  are  able  to  drive  directly  on 
the  stern  of  the  boat  and  leave  the  boat 
by  the  bow  at  Ocracoke  Island.  Formerly, 
only  bow  loading  was  possible  on  the 
Hatteras  side.  On  the  Ocracoke  side  of 
Hatteras  Inlet,  three  miles  of  metal  land- 
ing '  mats  are  provided,  from  the  ferry 
slip  at  the  north  end  of  Ocracoke  Island 
south  toward  Ocracoke  Village.  An  18-foot 
wide  pavement  is  provided  for  motorists 
from  this  point  on  to  Ocracoke  Village. 

Currently,  the  Commission  is  operating 
seven  ferryboats  in  Eastern  North  Caro- 
lina. In  addition  to  the  "William  B.  Um- 
stead" across  Hatteras  Inlet,  the  "Gover- 
nor Cherry,"  the  "A.  H.  Graham",  and  the 
"Emmett  Winslow"  are  operating  across 
the  Alligator  River.  Carrying  motorists 
across  the  Oregon  Inlet  are  the  "Herbert 
Bonner",  the  "Linsay  Warren",  and  the 
"Conrad  Wirth". 

In  addition  to  the  improvements  in  the 
vicinity  of  Hatteras  and  Ocracoke,  a  new 
6.2  mile  section  of  dual-lane  highway  on 
US  70  between  New  Bern  and  Cherry 
Point  was  opened  in  late  May,  making 
travel  in  that  area  of  the  coast  both 
quicker  and  safer. 

Completion  of  this  project  makes  a  16.7 
mile  highway  between  New  Bern  and  the 
Marine  base  dual  lane.  The  new  section  of 
US  70  was  paved  at  a  cost  of  $260,000. 
It  has  partial  control  of  access,  with  serv- 
ice roads  provided  where  needed.

Compensatory  Leave 
Defined 

A  recent  clarification  of  regulations 
concerning  compensatory  leave  was  is- 
sued by  Personnel  Officer  Sam  W.  Bad- 
gett,  in  order  to  establish  a  uniform 
practice  regarding  such  leave.  The  gen- 
eral policy  is  reprinted  below. 

The  State  does  not  pay  directly  for 
overtime  work  as  such;  however,  when 
an  employee  is  required  by  his  depart- 
ment head  or  supervisor  to  work  during 
hours  over  and  beyond  those  required 
in  a  work  day,  or  to  work  on  a  non- 
working  day,  such  overtime  may  be 
compensated  for  by  giving  equivalent 
time  off.  In  other  words,  if  overtime 
work  is  officially  scheduled  for  an  em- 
ployee, he  may  be  granted  time  off,  hour 
for  hour,  covering  such  overtime.  How- 
over,  if  an  employee  leaves  the  Com- 
mission, his  separation  date  cannot  be 
moved  forward  or  extended  in  order 
to  pay  for  compensatory  time.  The  de- 
cision to  grant  compensatory  leave  is 
an  administrative  one  for  which  the 
department  head  or  Division  Engineer 
must  assume  full  responsibility.  Since 
compensatory  leave  is  the  only  pro- 
vision by  which  an  employee  can  be 
given  consideration  when  required  to 
work  overtime,  the  granting  of  equi- 


valent time  off  for  overtime  work  should 
be  given  as  accurately  as  possible. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  employee 
and  his  immediate  supervisor  to  main- 
tain an  accurate  and  up-to-date  record 
of  the  amount  of  scheduled  overtime 
work  performed  and  compensatory  leave 
taken. 

Compensatory  leave  is  not  accumula- 
tive beyond  a  twelve  month  period.  For 
this  reason  the  employee  must  be  re- 
quired to  take  any  compensatory  leave 
which  may  be  granted  him  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  date  it  was  earned.  In 
some  cases,  it  is  impossible  to  grant 
compensatory  leave  within  a  short  period 
of  time  after  it  has  been  earned  by  the 
employee.  This  is  due,  of  course,  to  sea- 
sonal work,  emergencies,  weather  con- 
ditions, and  other  circumstances  which 
require  as  much  work  as  possible  within 
a  given  time.  However,  with  accurate 
records  of  the  overtime  put  in  by  per- 
manent employees,  it  is  possible  to  allow 
them  compensatory  time  either  during 
periods  of  forced  inactivity  because  of 
weather  or  because  of  other  seasonal 
operations  which  provide  opportunities 
for  compensatory  time.  For  example,  it 
is  general  throughout  the  State  for  the 
Roal  Oil  forces  and  Construction  Person- 
nel  to   work   longer   hours   during  the

Classification  of  Maintenance 

Employees   Is  Completed 

The  five-member  State  Personnel  Council  recently  approved  job  classification  and  salary  ranges  for  5,650  maintenance 
employees  of  the  State  Highway  Commission. 

The  classification  followed  an  extensive  survey  of  all  personnel  in  the  maintenance  section  in  which  employees  were  asked 
to  prepare  a  complete  description  of  the  position  held. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Council,  ROADWAYS  is  publishing  job  definitions  and  qualifications  for  each  position.  Also 
reprinted  from  the  May-June  issue  of  the  magazine  is  the  chart  showing  each  general  classification  of  maintenance  employees 
and  the  annual  salary  increments  applying  to  each  classification.  The  salaries  in  each  step  from  the  minimum  to  the  approved 
maximum  are  indicated  on  the  chart.  To  find  the  correct  stage  of  your  progress  under  this  classification,  first  locate  that 
salary  in  the  pay  plan  which  comes  nearest  your  present  wages,  and  then  look  at  the  number  of  the  section  at  the  top  of  the 
column. 

ROAD  OIL  FOREMAN 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  supervises  an  entire  road  oil  crew  and  is  responsible  for  coordinating  men  and  equipment  in 
surfacing  or  resurfacing  roads.  Work  is  carried  out  on  a  division-wide  basis.  Employee  receives  instructions  as  to  where 
and  what  type  of  surfacing  will  take  place  and  carries  out  instructions  with  no  further  supervision.  Work  is  evaluated  in 
terms  of  endurance  and  smoothness  of  road. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OP  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed,  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Supervises  placement  of  bituminous  materials  on  roadway. 

Supervises  operation  of  surface  treatment  equipment. 

Organizes  and  works  a  floating  crew  including  supervision  of  area  used  for  living  quarters. 
Supervises  stock  piling  of  stone. 
Enforces  employee  safety  regulations. 
Keeps  records  of  materials,  time,  and  equipment. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 
Considerable  knowledge  of  bituminous  work. 

Considerable  knowledge  of  grades  and  types  of  asphalt  and  aggregate. 

Working  knowledge  of  records  and  record  keeping. 

Working  knowledge  of  all  road  oil  machines. 

Skill  in  organizing  and  supervising  subordinate  personnel. 

Ability  to  keep  concise  and  clear  records. 

Ability  to  plan  operation  to  insure  constant  availability  of  needed  road  oil  materials. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 
Completion  of  high  school. 

Four  years  of  experience  in  the  paving,  patching  and  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  bituminous  highways  including 
at  least  one  year  of  supervisory  responsibility. 

(Two  years  of  the  above  experience  will  be  evaluated  equal  to  one  year  of  high  school.) 

MAINTENANCE  FOREMAN  IV 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  is  responsible  for  maintaining  roads  and  rights-of-way  and  supervision  of  subordinate  personnel 
within  an  assigned  area.  (There  will  be  one  Maintenance  Foreman  IV  to  each  400-600  miles  of  road — with  a  minimum  of  one 
Maintenance  Foreman  IV  to  each  county.)  Work  involves  instructing,  planning,  and  reviewing  work  of  subordinate  foremen 
and  machine  operators.  Employee  often  originates  work  orders  for  maintenance  of  road  areas  although  orders  also  may  be 
given  by  the  Road  Maintenance  Supervisor  who  checks  the  area  for  condition  of  road  and  right-of-way. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Inspects  work  of  Machine  Operators  III  for  correct  ditching  or  levelness  of  roadbeds. 

Inspects  work  of  subordinate  Maintenance  Foremen  for  proper  drainage  of  road,  cleanliness  of  right-of-way,  sufficient 
patching. 

Reports  irregularities  of  above  inspections  to  subordinates  for  correction. 
Inspects  all  bridges  and  reports  any  irregularities  to  Bridge  Maintenance  Department. 
Inspects  for  encroachment  by  public  on  right-of-way. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Thorough  knowledge  of  road  maintenance  and  construction. 

Working  knowledge  of  prison  rules  and  procedures  for  working  prisoners. 

Ability  to  organize  work  and  supervise  subordinates. 

Ability  to  use  lock  levels  and  tapes. 


Ability  to  maintain  concise  and  clear  records. 

Ability  to  establish  and  maintain  effective  working  relationship  with  all  employees  and  the  public. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 
Completion  of  high  school. 

Four  years  of  experience  in  road  maintenance  and  construction,  including  at  least  one  year  of  supervisory  responsibility. 
(Two  years  of  the  above  experience  will  be  evaluated  equal  to  one  year  of  high  school.) 

MAINTENANCE  FOREMAN  III 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

Work  in  this  class  involves  responsibility  for  and  the  supervision  of  construction  workers  and  coordination  of  machines  on 
one  or  more  construction  or  major  improvement  projects.  Employee  receives  instructions  from  technical  supervisor  and  re- 
lays instructions  to  subordinates.  Work  is  inspected  and  tested  by  technicians  for  completeness  and  quality. 
ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  AVORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Directs  and  instructs  foremen  and  other  employees,  machine  operators,  inspects  their  work  methods  and  results. 

Works  as  lower  level  foreman  when  betterment  work  is  not  in  process. 

Assists  Engineer  in  laying  out  work. 

Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Thorough  knowledge  of  road  construction  work. 

Working  knowledge  of  all  roadway  construction  equipment. 

Skill  in  organizing  and  supervising  subordinates. 

Skill  in  judging  without  measurement  the  level  or  cant  of  a  grade. 

Ability  to  plan  operations  for  utilization  of  machinery  efficiently. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

Completion  of  high  school. 

Three  years  of  experience  in  the  use  and  operation  of  major  construction  equipment  on  construction  or  major  improve- 
ment projects. 

(Two  years  of  the  above  experience  will  be  evaluated  equal  to  one  year  of  high  school.) 

MAINTENANCE  FOREMAN  II 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  supervises  a  group  of  subordinate  workers  in  the  maintenance  of  road  or  rights-of-way.  General- 
ly, work  instructions  are  received  daily  from  the  supervisor.  Employee  has  regular  supervision  over  an  assigned  group  of 
subordinate  workers.  Work  is  checked  at  intermittent  intervals  by  supervisors  and  is  evaluated  in  terms  of  cleanliness  and 
condition  of  roads  and  rights-of-way. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may-not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.)

These  duties  are  generally  performed  with  the 
help  of  one  or  two  subordinates  but  occasionally  small  groups  of  free  labor  or  prisoners  may  be  assigned  if  work  requires. 
Other  employees  in  this  class  serve  as  truck  foremen,  crusher  formen,  and  asphalt  plant  foremen  supervising  a  small  crew  and 
equipment. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.)

Instructions  are  received 
from  a  supervisor  on  unusual  work  problems.  Work  is  inspected  by  the  supervisor  for  completeness  and  quality.

An  employee  in  this  class  performs  skilled  and  supervisory  work  in  directing  drilling  and  blasting  operations  in  connection 
with  quarrying  and  road  building.  Employee  may  supervise  a  small  crew  of  unskilled  laborers  in  the  handling  of  power  drills, 
dynamite  and  related  equipment.  Work  is  reviewed  during  operations  or  on  completion  by  supervisor  for  correctness  and 
completeness.

Dear  Fellow  Employees : 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  have  the  opportunity  again  of  addressing  this  letter  to  all  the  employees 
of  the  Highway  Commission  and  to  relay  to  you  some  thoughts  of  mine  as  we  try  to  continue  improv- 
ing our  services  to  our  four  and  one-half  million  bosses — the  people  of  North  Carolina. 

As  I  have  said  before  in  these  letters.  1  have  a  very  high  regard  for  the  dedication  and  efficiency  of  our 
employees.  I  think  this  regard  has  been  demonstrated  in  the  fact  that  there  have  been  very  few  changes 
in  personnel.  While  personnel  changes  have  been  few,  there  have  been  many  changes  in  the  way  each 
of  us  performs  our  work  as  our  organization  has  been  revised  from  largely  a  division  organization  to 
a  State-wide  department. 

While  many  progressive  steps  have  been  made,  I  feel  that  one  of  our  weakest  points  is  internal 
communication — letting  our  own  people  know  what's  going  on  in  all  fields  of  highway  work.  This  lack 
of  adequate  communication  is  most  obvious  when  controversies  break  into  the  open  and  your  superiors 
don't  have  the  facts  as  to  why  certain  action  was  taken  or  why  you  may  have  made  a  certain  decision. 

Whenever  you  have  a  serious  situation  to  deal  with,  when  your  actions  may  be  subject  to  public 
criticism,  it  is  essential  that  you  let  your  superiors  know  the  facts.  It  is  essential  also  that  you  request 
that  the  information  be  passed  along  to  the  appropriate  Division  Engineer,  who  in  turn  will  relay  it 
to  the  Director  of  Highways  or  a  member  of  his  staff. 

We  are  not  only  willing,  but  anxious,  to  defend  your  position  and  your  actions  when  you  are  acting 
according  to  direction,  but  we  must  have  the  facts  of  the  case  before  we  can  adequately  defend  you. 
(living  us  the  facts  will  not  only  help  all  of  your  superiors  but.  in  the  long  run,  will  protect  you.  In 
this  matter,  a  good  rule  to  follow  would  be — when  in  doubt  about  the  seriousness  of  a  situation,  report 
it  anyway  and  let  your  superiors  make  the  decision  for  you. 

All  of  us  must  constantly  remember  that  our  work  is  with  the  public  and  our  responsibility  lies  jusl 
as  much  with  the  public  as  with  the  Highway  Comimission.  Keeping  everybody  informed  on  your 
decisions  and  actions  is  an  important  way  to  improve  our  service  to  ourselves,  our  Highway  Commis- 
sion and  our  public.

US  421,  from  a  point  east  of  Kerners- 
ville  to  Greensboro,  was  officially  opened 
to  the  public  on  Friday  morning,  August  1. 

Of  dual-lane  construction,  the  16.3 
mile  section  of  US  421  will  eventually 
be  incorporated  into  North  Carolina's 
Interstate  Highway  network  as  Inter- 
state Route  40,  which  will  extend  from 
Greensboro  to  Los  Angeles,  California. 

The  highway  is  constructed  according 
to  the  high  design  standards  of  the  Inter- 
state System,  featuring  24-foot  wide 
pavements  with  a  3  0-foot  median  strip, 
9-inch  concrete  and  10-foot  stabilized 
shoulders. 

There  are  seven  diamond-type,  one 
partial  clover,  one  full  clover,  and  two 
fly-over  type  connections  on  the  new 
highway. 

The  contracts  for  this  project  were 
let  in  two  sections,  with  work  beginning 
on  September  6,  1955  and  July  8,  1955. 
The  first  grading  contract  was  awarded 
to  J.  K.  Cecil  &  Son  of  Lexington  at  a 
contract  value  of  $537,300.71.  Beaver 
Construction  Company  was  awarded  the 
contract  for  moving  buildings  at  a  cost 
of  $21,850.00;  and  John  H.  Brinkley 
of  Thomasville  was  awarded  the  contract 
for  structures  at  a  cost  of  $601,600.00. 
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W.  E.  Graham  &  Son  was  awarded  the 
second  contract  for  grading  at  a  cost  of 
$63,269.20.  Jesse  M.  Coble  was  awarded 
the  contract  for  structures  for  $247,- 
700. 6S;  and  Bare  Brothers  of  West 
Jefferson  was  awarded  the  contract  for 
moving  buildings  for  $13,000.00  Total 
paving  contract  for  the  project  went  to 
Ballenger  Paving  Company  of  Greenville, 
South  Carolina  for  $2,694,940.  Right  of 
Way  costs  for  the  job  involved  some 
$771,000.00

treatment  season  than  is  provided 
for  by  the  regular  hours  of  work.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  may  be  periods  dur- 
ing the  winter  months  when  weather 
conditions  force  a  curtailment  of  activi- 
ties, and  at  this  time  compensatory  leave 
may  be  granted.  This,  too,  would  apply 
to  periods  in  the  summer  when  weather 
or  other  forces  would  deter  employees' 
services.  If  compensatory  time  is  not 
taken  at  times  suggested  by  his  super- 
visor, the  employee  may  lose  that  com- 
pensatory time. 

Compenatory  time  does  not  apply  to 
temporary  personnel.  Temporary  or 
hourly  employees  are  paid  for  the  act- 
ual hours  worked.

(Two  years  of  above  experience  will  be  evaluated  equal  to  one  year  of  school.) 

MAINTENANCE  YARD  TRADESMAN 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  performs  journeyman  level  work  in  one  or  more  trades  in  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  highway 
equipment  and  buildings. 

This  class  is  similar  to  the  Maintenance  Yard  Assistant  class  in  that  the  incumbent  remains  at  the  yard  a  large  portion 
of  his  working  hours  and  is  responsible  for  the  custody  of  the  yard.  However,  in  this  class  an  employee  is  primarily  responsible 
for  work  in  a  skilled  trade,  whereas  a  Maintenance  Yard  Assistant's  principal  work  is  of  a  clerical  nature.  Instructions  and 
work  orders  are  received  from  a  superior. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Repairs  shovels,  brush  hooks,  mowing  machine  blades,  knives,  tar  kettles,  water  pumps,  etc. 

Builds  prison  cages. 

Paints  buildings. 

Does  carpentry  work. 

Does  rough  electrical  wiring. 

Performs  electrical  welding,  acetylene  cutting,  welding,  and  brazing. 

Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Working  knowledge  of  the  methods,  practices,  tools,  and  materials  used  in  the  Highway  Department  for  general  mainte- 
nance and  repair  work  of  buildings  and  machines. 

Skill  in  the  use  and  care  of  tools  and  equipment  necessary  to  the  work. 

Ability  to  operate  the  more  common  types  of  machine  shop  or  woodworking  equipment. 

Ability  to  follow  oral  and  written  instructions. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

One  year  of  experience  performing  a  variety  of  semi-skilled  tasks  in  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  buildings  and  related 
equipment  and  machinery. 

Completion  of  grammar  school. 

(Two  years  of  the  above  experience  will  be  evaluated  equal  to  one  year  of  school.) 

TYPIST  CLERK  II 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  performs  a  variety  of  clerical  tasks  necessitating  the  use  of  a  typewriter  in  the  processing  of  forms 
and  records  which  require  the  application  and  interpretation  of  office  procedures  and  departmental  rules  and  regulations. 
Work  may  include  the  supervision  of  a  number  of  clerks  performing  routine  and  repetitive  tasks. 

Work  is  performed  in  accordance  with  departmental  policies,  but  it  requires  the  making  of  independent  decisions  and  the 
use  of  judgment  in  applying  these  procedures  within  the  limits  of  established  work  methods.  Training  in  the  more  complex 
work  is  usually  received  on  the  job,  but  after  these  methods  are  learned  an  employee  will  carry  out  assignments  independently 
and  will  be  given  instructions  only  on  new  work  or  changes  in  established  work  methods.  Work  may  include  the  incidental 
operation  of  the  common  types  of  office  equipment.  Recurring  work  assignments  are  not  given  detailed  review  but  are  spot 
checked  to  determine  that  the  employee  is  adhering  to  established  regulations  and  departmental  policies.  Special  work  as- 
signments are  reviewed  by  a  supervisor  for  accuracy  and  compliance  with  instructions.  Work  is  also  subject  to  review  through 
its  use  by  other  operating  units. 
ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK 

Sets  up  and  types  reports,  tables,  and  a  variety  of  other  complex  forms  from  copy  or  rough  draft. 

Composes  and  types  a  variety  of  correspondence  requiring  the  application  of  office  procedures  and  departmental  policies 
in  preparation  of  correspondence. 

Collects  a  variety  of  data  from  existing  office  records  and  prepares  typewritten  reports  for  use  of  supervisor  or  other 
employees. 

Inspects  reports  and  forms  for  accuracy,  completeness,  and  compliance  with  established  policies  and  departmental  require- 
ments. 

Receives  standardized  reports,  and  compiles  data  into  summary  or  consolidated  form. 

Checks  cash  receipts  records  for  mathematical  accuracy  and  posts  payments  to  ledgers,  all  of  which  requires  an  interpre- 
tation of  office  practices  and  procedures. 

Receives,  sorts  and  separates  incoming  mail  according  to  subject  matter  which  requires  a  knowledge  of  departmental 
practices  and  procedures. 

Assigns  work  to  and  reviews  the  work  of  a  group  of  subordinate  clerks  for  accuracy,  completeness,  and  compliance  with 
established  office  procedures. 

Orders,  receives  and  checks  incoming  office  supplies  against  requisitions  and  keeps  required  records. 
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Collects  a  variety  of  data  from  existing  office  records  and  compiles  into  required  form  for  use  of  supervisor  or  related  work- 
ing units. 

Gives  information  to  public  or  other  employpps  which  requires  a  knowledge  of  nffu-p  rules  and  regulations. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Working  knowledge  of  office  practices,  business  English,  spelling,  grammar,  and  commercial  arithmetic. 
Ability  to  type  at  a  rate  of  50  words  a  minute. 

Ability  to  make  minor  decisions  in  accordance  with  laws  and  established  departmental  regulations  and  to  apply  these 
policies  to  a  variety  of  work  situations. 

Ability  to  maintain  routine  clerical  records  and  to  prepare  typewritten  reports  from  these  records. 

Ability  to  maintain  effective  working  relationships  with  other  employees  and  the  public. 

Ability  to  understand  and  follow  oral  and  written  instructions. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

Eighteen  months  of  paid  employment  in  clerical  work. 

Completion  of  high  school. 

(Successfully  completed  training  in  an  accredited  college,  university  or  business  school  may  be  substituted  for  the  required 
experience  on  the  basis  that  one  year  of  training  is  equivalent  to  six  months  of  experience.) 

CLERK  II 

NATURE  OE  WORK 

Work  in  this  class  requires  the  performance  of  a  variety  of  clerical  tasks  in  the  processing  of  forms  and  records  requiring 
the  application  and  interpretation  of  office  procedures  and  departmental  rules  and  regulations.  Work  may  include  the  super- 
vision of  a  number  of  clerks  performing  routine  and  repetitive  tasks. 

Work  is  performed  in  accordance  with  departmental  policies,  but  it  requires  the  making  of  independent  decisions  and  the 
use  of  judgment  in  applying  these  procedures  within  the  limits  of  established  work  methods.  Work  may  include  the  incidental 
operation  of  common  types  of  office  equipment.  Recurring  work  assignments  are  not  given  detailed  review  but  are  spot- 
checked  to  determine  that  the  employee  is  adhering  to  established  regulations  and  departmental  policies.  Special  work  as- 
signments are  reviewed  by  a  supervisor  for  accuracy  and  compliance  with  instructions.  Work  is  also  subject  to  review  through 
its  use  by  other  operating  units. 
ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK 

Inspects  applications,  reports  and  forms  for  accuracy,  completeness  and  compliance  with  established  policies  and  depart- 
mental requirements. 

Receives  standardized  reports,  and  compiles  data  into  summary  or  consolidated  form. 

Checks  cash  receipts  records  for  mathematical  accuracy  and  posts  payments  to  ledgers,  all  of  which  requires  an  application 
of  office  practices  and  procedures. 

Orders,  receives,  and  checks  incoming  office  supplies  against  requisitions  and  keeps  required  records. 

Collects  a  variety  of  data  from  existing  office  records  and  compiles  into  required  form  for  use  of  supervisor  or  related 
working  units. 

Gives  information  to  public  or  other  employees  which  requires  a  knowledge  of  office  rules  and  regulations. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Working  knowledge  of  office  methods  and  procedures. 

Working  knowledge  of  business  English,  spelling,  and  commercial  arithmetic. 

Ability  to  make  minor  decisions  in  accordance  with  laws  and  established  departmental  regulations  and  to  apply  these  poli- 
cies to  a  variety  of  work  situations. 

Ability  to  maintain  routine  clerical  records  and  to  prepare  reports  from  these  records. 

Ability  to  maintain  effective  working  relationships  with  other  employees  and  the  public. 

Ability  to  understand  and  follow  oral  and  written  instructions. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

Eighteen  months  of  paid  employment  in  clerical  work. 

Completion  of  high  school. 

(Successfully  completed  training  in  an  accredited  college,  university,  or  business  school  may  be  substituted  for  the  required 
experience  on  the  basis  that  one  year  of  training  is  equivalent  to  six  months  of  experience. 

MAINTENANCE  YARD  ASSISTANT 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  performs  work  of  a  clerical  nature  in  a  yard,  office  or  storehouse.  He  keeps  records  of  equipment 
and  performs  other  clerical  tasks  such  as  typing  and  filing.  He  may  also  perform  minor  maintenance  on  highway  equipment. 
This  class  differs  from  the  Maintenance  Yard  Tradesman  in  that  the  principal  duties  are  record  keeping  and  stock  clerk 
work;  while  work  of  the  tradesman  class  is  at  a  journeyman  level  in  one  or  more  trades.  Work  is  generally  routine  and  any 
change  from  the  normal  work  assignments  is  a  result  of  instructions  from  the  supervisor. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Supervises  one  or  more  prisoners  doing  routine  tasks  (i.  e.  greasing,  oiling  vehicles,  cleaning  area) 

Keeps  time  and  prepares  payrolls. 

Keeps  records  and  issues  gas,  oil,  grease,  and  other  yard  materials. 
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Helps  to  maintain  the  yard  buildings. 
Replaces  handles  on  small  tools. 

Answers  telephone  and  receives  complaints  from  public. 

Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  and  ABILITIES 

Working  knowledge  of  office  procedures  and  ability  to  type  if  necessary. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

Completion  of  two  years  of  high  school. 

One  year  of  experience  in  construction  or  maintenance  of  highways. 

(Two  years  of  the  above  experience  will  be  evaluated  equal  to  one  year  of  high  school.) 

COOK  (HIGHWAY) 

NATURE  OP  WORK 

An  individual  in  this  class  prepares  and  cooks  food  items  in  quantity  lots. 

Work  assignments  are  received  from  a  superior  and  the  employee  performs  his  work  under  indirect  supervision  of  Road 
Oil  Foreman.  Assignments  include  cooking  entire  meals.  Employee  exercises  some  judgment  in  his  work  and  may  supervise 
subordinate  workers.  Work  is  reviewed  by  a  superior  to  determine  that  food  is  properly  prepared  according  to  schedule. 
ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  AVORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Prepares  a  complete  meal  by  starting  the  cooking  process,  seasoning,  observing  while  cooking,  removing  when  done,  and 
placing  food  in  warming  devices. 

Secures  necessary  items  used  in  the  meal  preparation  and  prepares  or  supervises  the  preparation  of  this  food  for  cooking. 

Makes  salads  and  prepares  desserts  such  as  puddings,  stewed  fruits,  and  custards. 

Bakes  cornbread  or  biscuits. 

May  assist  food  servers  in  serving  food,  setting  up  trays,  and  cleaning  kitchen  and  kitchen  equipment  after  meals  have 
been  prepared  and  served. 

Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Working  knowledge  of  methods  of  preparation  and  cooking  of  food  in  quantity  lots. 

Working  knowledge  of  the  uses  and  adaptabilities  of  various  pieces  of  cooking  equipment  used  in  commercial  or  institu- 
tional kitchens. 

Ability  to  maintain  high  standards  of  personal  cleanliness  as  well  as  food  sanitation. 

Ability  to  instruct  subordinate  workers  in  food  preparation  activities. 

Ability  to  understand  and  to  follow  oral  and  written  instructions. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

One  year  of  experience  in  cooking  or  food  preparation. 

Completion  of  grammar  school. 
NECESSARY  SPECIAL  QUALIFICATION 

Possession  of  or  ability  to  secure  a  valid  health  certificate  issued  by  the  County  Health  Department. 

TRUCK  DRIVER 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  operates,  as  a  principal  task,  a  motor  vehicle  with  a  capacity  of  up  to  five  tons. 

Work  requires  the  use  of  judgment  in  loading  the  vehicle  to  insure  the  proper  amount  and  distribution  of  weight. 
ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Drives  a  truck  to  haul  such  items  as  building  or  road  construction  materials,  laundry,  groceries,  trash  freight,  and  other 
materials,  and  to  transport  passengers. 

Follows  a  regular  routine  of  pick-up  and  deliveries  or  follows  detailed  oral  or  written  instructions  for  assignments. 

Makes  regular  trips  to  deliver  and  pick  up  mail,  packages,  and  supplies. 

Relieves  foreman,  runs  mower,  loaders,  other  machinery,  and  does  other  tasks  at  supervisor's  discretion  to  facilitate  the 
accomplishments  of  related  work. 

Does  routine  manual  labor  and  guard  duty  at  a  prison  gate,  around  the  grounds,  and  in  the  buildings. 

Services  and  makes  minor  repairs  to  the  truck. 

Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Considerable  knowledge  of  the  rules  and  practices  of  safe  operation  of  motor  vehicles. 

Considerable  knowledge  of  the  proper  methods  of  loading  vehicles. 

Ability  to  service,  maintain,  and  make  minor  repairs  to  automotive  equipment. 

Ability  to  understand  and  carry  out  oral  and  written  instructions. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

Completion  of  grammar  school. 
NECESSARY  SPECIAL  QUALIFICATIONS 

Possession  of  a  valid  North  Carolina  driver's  license. 
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LABORER  —  SPECIAL 


NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  individual  in  this  class  performs  physical  labor  with  some  skill  and  knowledge  of  the  operation.  Work  requires  some 
experience  in  particular  types  of  work  which  are  not  characteristic  of  common  laborers. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Rakes  bituminous  materials  to  smooth  grade. 

Does  rough  carpenter  work. 

Performs  as  a  blacksmith-in-training. 

Works  as  a  concrete  finisher. 

Operates  a  chain  saw. 

Plants  and  maintains  trees  and  shrubs. 

Performs  routine  clerical  work  as  required. 

Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AXD  ABILITIES 

Sufficient  skill  to  perform  task  ably  without  constant  instruction. 

Ability  to  perform  hard  physical  labor  for  long  periods. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AXD  TRAINING 

Sufficient  education  to  be  able  to  read  and  write. 

WATCHMAN 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

Employees  in  this  class  protect  State  property  against  damage  and  theft  by  making  periodic  rounds  of  assigned  areas  to 
determine  if  equipment,  buildings  and  grounds  are  safe  from  fire,  thievery,  and  similar  hazards.  Additional  work  assignments 
may  include  operation  of  a  small  heating  plant  and  routine  cleaning  duties. 

General  work  assignments  are  performed  according  to  an  established  routine.  Irregular  circumstances  are  reported  immedi- 
ately to  the  proper  authority  if  a  preliminary  investigation  appears  to  warrant  such  action.  Prompt  and  thorough  performance 
of  duties  is  evaluated  by  a  supervisor  through  examination  of  time  clock  records  and  observation  of  the  extent  to  which 
property  is  actually  protected. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Makes  hourly  rounds  of  an  assigned  area,  punching  a  watchman's  clock  at  designated  stations. 

Maintains  an  alertness  and  notifies  proper  authorities  of  all  indications  of  trespassing,  fire,  or  other  emergency. 

Builds  fire  in  furnace  and  stokes  with  fuel,  maintaining  a  desired  temperature  throughout  the  buildings  which  the  heating 
unit  serves. 

Sweeps  and  mops  floors;  dusts  and  straightens  desks  and  furniture;  and  cleans  rest  rooms. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Some  knowledge  of  the  uses  of  basic  fire  fighting  equipment. 
Some  knowledge  of  methods  of  firing  furnaces. 

Ability  to  observe  and  detect  anything  out  of  the  ordinary  which  might  result  in  damage  to  State  property. 
Ability  to  remain  awake  and  alert  during  normal  sleeping  hours. 
Ability  to  act  quickly  and  intelligently  in  the  event  of  emergency. 
Ability  to  carry  out  effectively  oral  and  written  instructions. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

One  year  of  experience  in  work  related  to  the  protection  of  property. 
Completion  of  grammar  school. 

LABORER 

NATURE  OF  W  ORK 

Work  in  this  class  involves  physical  labor  in  the  performance  of  a  variety  of  manual  tasks. 

Work  is  performed  under  direct  supervision  with  detailed  verbal  directions  for  each  new  assignment.  The  work  of  employ- 
ees in  this  class  is  evaluated  by  a  supervisor  through  observation  of  the  promptness  and  thoroughness  with  which  each  task 
is  carried  out. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  nis.l 

include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  clasay  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 

Works  as  a  tradesman's  helper,  keeping  tradesman  supplied  with  materials,  tools,  and  supplies;  cleaning  working  area  and 
assisting  skilled  worker  as  directed. 

Loads  and  unloads  materials  such  as  coal,  heavy  equipment  and  parts,  and  building  supplies  received  or  issued  via  freight 
cars  and  motor  trucks. 

Operates  a  manual  crane  in  moving  heavy  articles  and  equipment. 

Moves  material  and  equipment  manually  or  otherwise  as  required. 

Performs  cleaning  duties  such  as  sweeping  floors  and  washing  windows. 

Cuts  and  weeds  grass,  picks  up  trash,  excavates  ditches,  and  spreads  gravel. 

Occasionally  drives  a  truck  in  making  deliveries  of  materials. 

Uses  hand  shovel  to  load  trucks  or  spread  aggregate. 
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Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AXD  ABILITIES 

Ability  to  understand  and  carry  out  instructions. 

Ability  to  perform  work  involving  physical  strain  for  extended  periods  of  time. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 
Ability  to  read  and  write  is  preferred. 

LANDSCAPE  SPECIALIST 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  perforins  skilled  landscape  work  under  the  direction  of  a  landscape  supervisor.  This  employee 
has  a  wide  practical  knowledge  of  specialized  landscape  work  and  equipment  and  uses  this  specialized  knowledge  in  performing 
assigned  tasks.  Work  involves  working  from  landscape  plans  and  specifications.  Work  is  reviewed  by  landscape  supervisor  for 
conformity  to  plans  and  specifications,  and  policies  of  the  department. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Prunes  trees  (off  ground). 

Fertilizes  large  trees  and  growth  areas. 

Takes  charge  of  sub-gang. 

Grows,  plants,  maintains,  and  moves  shrubbery. 
Inspects  utilities  for  closeness  to  trees. 
Interprets  plans. 
Lays  out  work. 
Takes  final  measurements. 
Sprays  insecticides  and  herbicides. 
Handles  public  contacts. 
Does  selective  cutting  and  trimming. 
Cares  for  and  repairs  park  facilities. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Thorough  knowledge  of  growing  and  caring  for  plants. 

Working  knowledge  of  different  types  of  insecticides  and  herbicides. 

Working  knowledge  of  specialized  equipment. 

Ability  to  perform  in  an  acceptable  manner  the  majority  of  phases  of  landscape  work. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 
Completion  of  grammar  school. 

Three  years  of  experience  in  specialized  landscape  work  including  some  supervisory  responsibilities. 
(Two  years  of  the  above  work  will  be  evaluated  equal  to  one  year  of  school.) 

SIGN  SHOP  FOREMAN 

N  ATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  plans  and  supervises  work  of  all  employees  in  a  division  sign  shop.  Work  instructions  are  received 
from  the  Sign  Supervisor  and  the  Sign  Erector's  requests  for  signs.  This  employee  is  responsible  for  all  design  construction, 
remaking  and  storing  of  signs  and  all  records  kept  in  the  sign  shop.  Under  his  supervision  are  the  Sign  Painter  and  several 
Sign  Helpers.  Work  is  performed  by  policies  detailed  in  "Manual  on  Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices."  Work  is  reviewed  by 
Sign  Supervisor  for  conformity  to  specifications. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Arranges  work  program  of  sign  shop  employees  and  plans  methods  and  procedures  for  constructing  signs. 

Estimates  materials  needed,  orders  necessary  amounts  and  supervises  storing  and  control  of  stocks. 

Prepares,  or  supervises  the  preparation  of,  sign  layouts  and  stencils. 

Supervises  and  participates  in  the  design,  painting,  and  lettering  of  signs. 

Operates  simple  power  tools. 

Keeps  records  of  materials  used  and  employees'  time. 

Rides  to  detours  and  determines  what  signs  are  necessary  for  safety  and  efficiency. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS.  AXD  ABILITIES 

Thorough   knowledge  of   the  methods,  equipments  and  materials  used  in  the  construction  of  signs. 
Skill  in  the  use  of  equipment  used  in  sign  shop. 

Ability  to  interpret  and  work  from  specifications  and  pencil  layouts. 
Ability  to  plan,  assign,  and  supervise  subordinates. 
Ability  to  keep  concise  and  clear  records. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 
Equivalent  to  high  school  graduation. 

Three  years  of  experience  in  the  preparation,  location,  and  erection  of  highway  signs  and  markers,  one  year  of  which 
has  been  in  a  semi-supervisory  capacity. 

(Two  years  of  related  work  will  be  considered  equivalent  to  one  year  of  high  school.! 
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TRAFFIC  LINE  FOREMAN 


NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  supervises  a  crew  of  men  who  paint  center  and  curb  lines  on  a  highway.  Work  orders  and  in- 
structions are  received  from  the  Sign  Supervisor,  who  also  inspects  work  for  neatness  and  completeness.  Work  is  evaluated 
as  to  proper  application  of  paint. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Plans  work  and  schedules  operations  in  order  to  avoid  lost  time  and  availability  of  materials. 

Drives  and  operates  traffic  line  machine. 

Directs  the  work  of  crew  in  painting  line. 

Directs  the  dropping  and  picking  up  of  cones. 

Insures  paint  is  distributed  at  desired  rate. 

Keeps  records  of  each  day"s  operations  including  materials  used,  mileage  covered,  equipment  used,  employee's  time. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Considerable  knowledge  of  all  mechancial  equipment  used  in  marking  traffic  lines. 

Considerable  knowledge  of  proper  applications  of  paint  including  desired  rates,  viscosity,  and  color. 

Considerable  knowledge  of  "Manual  on  Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices"  as  well  as  State  policies  on  pavement  markings. 
Ability  to  drive  and  operate  all  line  marking  machines. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 
Equivalent  to  a  high  school  graduation. 

Three  years  of  experience  in  traffic  line  work;  at  least  one  year  of  which  shall  have  been  spent  as  a  machine  operator. 
(Two  years  related  work  will  be  considered  equivalent  to  one  year  of  high  school.) 

TRAFFIC  LINE  MACHINE  OPERATOR 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  operates  a  traffic  line  machine,  a  fairly  complex  vehicle  which  paints  all  three  center  lines 
simultaneously.  Work  on  this  machine  is  complex  in  that  this  employee  must  be  aware  of  several  dials,  indicating  amount  of 
paint  and  amount  being  sprayed,  a  speedometer  and  the  position  of  the  machine  on  the  highway  at  all  times.  Furthermore, 
the  employee  must  watch  and  be  cautious  of  regular  roadway  traffic  while  painting  lines.  Work  is  evaluated  on  neatness  and 
proper  thickness  of  painted  lines. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Drives  traffic  line  machine  painting  lines  on  roadway. 

Supervises  other  employees  in  traffic  line  operations. 

Assists  in  building,  painting,  and  lettering  sign. 

Assists  in  operating  curb  machine. 

Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Considerable  knowledge  of  "Manual  on  Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices"  as  well  as  State  policies  on  pavement  marking. 

Considerable  knowledge  of  traffic  line  machines  and  procedures  of  laying  lines. 

Ability  to  instruct  other  employees  in  gangs  in  order  to  obtain  efficient  organization. 

Ability  to  make  quick  and  accurate  minor  adjustments  in  machine  to  true  line.

Instructions  are  received  from  the  Traffic  Line  Foreman  daily.  This  employee  adjusts  and  cleans  gun  to  obtain  proper  dis- 
tribution of  paint.  He  is  responsible  for  the  neat  appearance  of  the  work  performed.  Work  is  evaluated  on  neatness  of  line 
and  proper  distribution  of  paint. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 
Adjusts  and  cleans  gun. 

Determines  if  paint  is  being  applied  true  and  under  right  pressure. 
Greases  gun,  maintains,  and  keeps  it  in  good  working  order. 
Mixes  paints  to  a  consistency  for  spraying. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Considerable  knowledge  of  traffic  line  machinery  and  operation. 

Considerable  knowledge  of  "Manual  on  Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices"  as  well  as  State  policies  on  pavement  marking. 
Ability  to  judge  consistency  of  paint. 
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Ability  to  make  quick  and  accurate  minor  adjustments  in  machine  to  true  line. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  A XI)  TRAINING 

Completion  of  two  years  of  high  school. 
Two  years  of  affiliated  work.

SIGN  PAINTER 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  individual  in  this  class  designs,  lays  out,  and  paints  signs  on  doors,  trucks,  buildings,  traffic  signs,  and  similar  surfaces. 
Work  may  also  include  the  freehand  painting  of  show  cards. 

Work  assignments  result  from  work  orders  from  supervisor  and  are  in  the  nature  of  the  type  of  sign  to  be  painted.  Em- 
ployee clears  questions  regarding  color  or  design  with  the  recipient  of  services  or  employs  State  Highway  Commission  policies; 
and  works  with  technical  independence  in  the  performance  of  color  making  and  application  of  lettering  and  designs.  Work 
is  reviewed  by  supervisor  through  inspection  of  completed  work  and  is  further  evaluated  on  the  basis  of  reactions  of  those 
receiving  services. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 
Designs,  lays  out,  mixes  paints,  and  paints  signs  and  show  cards. 

Transfers  design  from  paper  to  sign  by  perforating  lines  on  paper  and  transferring  design  to  sign  surface  by  pouncing  with  a 
bag  of  charcoal  or  powder. 

Traces  and  fills  in  marked  letters  with  various  size  brushes. 

Letters  signs  on  windows  by  chalking  design  and  painting  letters  with  brushes. 

Follows  "Manual  on  Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices"  and  Stite  Highway  Commission  policies  in  marking  sign. 

Does  freehand  lettering  in  the  making  of  show  cards  or  in  s  milar  sign  painting  assignments. 

Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS.  AND  ABILITIES 

Considerable  knowledge  of  the  methods  and  procedures  used  in  sign  painting. 

Skill  in  mixing  paints  and  in  matching  and  blending  colors. 

Skill  in  the  use  and  care  of  tools  used  in  sign  painting. 

Ability  to  plan,  design,  and  lay  out  work  to  he  done  on  signs  and  posters. 

Ability  to  use  imagination  in  the  design  and  lay  out  of  new  type  signs. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

Three  years  of  experience  in  sign  painting. 

Completion  of  grammar  school. 

SIGN  ERECTOR 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  maintains  and  erects  roadway  signs.  He  may  have  an  assigned  area  or  work  division  wide.  Work 
requires  the  employee  to  use  individual  judgment  in  the  locauon,  erection,  and  design  of  sign  assemblies  and  in  determining 
unusual  needs  for  signs.  This  employee  may  receive  signs  he  has  requested  from  the  sign  shop  or  he  may  in  a  few  instances 
construct  his  own  signs.  His  work  is  checked  by  the  Sign  Supervisor  of  his  area  for  neatness  and  completeness. 
ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Erects  signs  with  help  of  sign  helper. 

Makes  notes  as  to  location  and  need  for  new  signs. 

Receives  complaints  and  requests  from  public. 

Devises  adequate  substitute  work  when  weather  conditions  do  not  allow  sign  erection  for  sign  helpers. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Considerable  knowledge  of  "Manual  on  Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices"  as  well  as  State  policies  on  sign  erection. 
Ability  to  distinguish  a  need  for  signs. 

Ability  to  decide  on  neat  looking  and  safe  location  for  sign. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

Completion  of  two  years  of  high  school. 

Two  years  of  experience  in  location  and  erection  of  signs  or  work  as  a  utility  sign  helper  in  sign  shop. 
(Two  years  of  related  work  will  be  evaluated  equal  to  one  year  of  high  school.) 

SIGN  HELPER 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  performs  as  a  general  utility  worker  in  a  sign  shop  or  assists  a  sign  erector.  He  is  instructed  by 
his  supervisor  on  each  task  performed.  His  work  does  not  require  any  skilled  techniques.  He  may  at  different  times  perform 
different  duties  under  different  supervisors. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Operates  a  two  ton  truck. 

Uses  tools  to  dig  holes  for  erection  of  sign. 

Mixes  paints  for  sprayers. 
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Helps  in  center  lining  operations. 
Keeps  office  records. 
Operates  a  vacuum  applicator. 
Uses  squeegee. 
Operates  a  spray  gun. 

Dips  signs  into  acid  solution  for  stripping. 

Uses  paint  brush  and,  or,  saw. 

Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Sufficient  skill  to  perform  tasks  ably  without  constant  instruction. 

Ability  to  perform  hard  physical  labor  for  long  periods. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

Ability  to  read  and  write  sufficiently  to  understand  written  instructions. 

CARPENTER  I 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

Work  in  this  class  involves  the  performance  of  semi-skilled  duties  in  the  maintenance,  alteration,  and  repair  of  buildings  or 
in  fabricating  and  repairing  a  variety  of  wooden  articles  and  equipment. 

Assignments  are  received  from  a  foreman  who  gives  instructions  in  the  principles  and  techniques  to  be  used.  The  degree  of 
supervision  received  will  vary  depending  upon  the  variety  of  assignments  and  the  person's  aptitude  and  ability  to  acquire  the 
skills  required.  Work  is  reviewed  by  a  foreman  to  determine  that  the  employee  understands  the  basic  principles  and  techni- 
ques as  well  as  for  the  satisfactory  completion  of  assignments. 
ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK 

Works  in  woodworking  shop  making  highway  signs,  wooden  trailers  and  truck  bodies  under  supervision  of  journeyman 
carpenter  or  foreman. 

Performs  general  carpentry  work  such  as  patching  breaks  in  floors  or  roofs. 

Realigns  doors  and  windows,  and  replaces  broken  glass. 

Builds  rough  concrete  forms  and  scaffolds. 

Makes  general  repairs  to  tables,  chairs,  desks,  window  frames,  doors,  door  checks  and  other  related  wooden  articles. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Some  knowledge  of  the  techniques  and  methods  involved  in  performing  carpentry  work. 
Some  skill  in  the  performance  of  duties  relating  to  the  carpentry  trade. 

Ability  to  use  and  operate  the  various  tools,  machines  and  instruments  used  in  the  fabrication  and  repair  of  a  variety  of 
wooden  articles  and  equipment. 

Ability  to  follow  oral  and  written  instructions. 

Physical  strength  sufficient  to  work  at  heavy  manual  labor  for  considerable  periods  of  time. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 
Three  years  of  experience  in  carpentry  work. 
Completion  of  grammar  school. 

CONSTRUCTION  SUPERINTENDENT 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  supervises  a  large  crew  of  workers  in  the  construction  of  buildings. 

He  has  full  responsibility  for  a  building  construction  project,  and  is  instructed  only  by  a  work  order  and  a  set  of  plans 
and  specifications.  He  carries  the  responsibility  of  the  construction  from  first  estimates  to  completion;  however,  the  Bridge 
Maintenance  Engineer  gives  general  supervision  and  reviews  during  construction  and  on  completion. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Estimates  and  secures  building  materials. 

Supervises  construction  equipment  and  operators. 

Supervises  journeymen  and  laborers  including  hiring  and  discharging. 
Instructs  foremen  as  to  how  and  when  work  should  be  performed. 
Inspects  work  performed  by  subordinate  personnel. 
Supervises  and  is  responsible  for  all  records. 
Coordinates  materials,  men,  and  equipment. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Considerable  knowledge  of  all  construction  tools,  machinery,  methods,  and  procedures. 
Working  knowledge  of  record  keeping. 

Ability  to  organize,  instruct,  and  supervise  a  construction  crew  in  all  facets  of  construction. 
Ability  to  do  necessary  engineering  work  to  layout  and  contract. 

Ability  to  use  individual  initiative  and  judgment  in  solving  various  problems  concerning  construction  of  building. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

Graduation  from  college  with  a  major  in  engineering,  preferably  civil  or  structural. 
Three  years  in  construction  work. 
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OR 

substitution  of  construction  work  for  college  on  year  for  year  basis. 

BRIDGE  MAINTENANCE  FOREMAN  II 

-NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  supervises  a  crew  of  men  constructing  and  maintaining  bridges  within  an  assigned  area.  Work 
involves  coordination  of  crews,  equipment,  and  machinery.  Assignments  include  the  construction  of  prisons,  highway  office 
buildings,  and  quarries.  Work  instructions  are  received  from  a  supervisor  and  methods  of  accomplishment  are  derived 
from  experience  and  knowledge  of  departmental  regulations  governing  the  maintenance  and  construction  of  bridges.  This 
employee's  work  is  reviewed  and  inspected  while  in  progress  and  on  completion  by  superiors  and  technicians. 
ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Hires  and  discharges  with  superior  approval. 

Supervises  drilling  and  blasting,  form  building,  and  pile  driving. 
Supervises  all  record  keeping. 
Devises  methods  for  work  procedures. 
Plans  distribution  of  materials. 

Investigates  reports  and  complaints  of  bridge  conditions. 
Supervises  painting  and  welding. 
Makes  out  monthly  payrolls  and  reports. 
Estimates  needed  materials. 
Supervises  operators  of  all  bridge  machinery. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITD>]S 

Considerable  knowledge  of  all  machinery  and  materials  used. 

Considerable  knowledge  of  methods  and  procedures  of  bridge  maintenance  and  construction. 
Skilled  in  the  majority  of  phases  of  bridge  work. 
Ability  to  supervise  and  organize  a  crew  of  workers. 

Ability  to  read  plans,  understand  specifications,  interpret  blueprints,  and  estimate  materials. 
Ability  to  keep  concise  and  clear  records. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

Eight  years  in  related  work,  four  of  which  have  been  in  charge  of  a  bridge  crew. 
Completion  of  high  school. 

(Two  years  of  the  above  experience  will  be  evaluated  equal  to  one  year  of  high  school.) 

BRIDGE  MAINTENANCE  FOREMAN  I 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  of  this  class  supervises  a  small  crew  of  men  constructing  and  maintaining  bridges  in  an  assigned  area.  Work 
involves  the  coordination  of  a  crew  and  its  equipment  and  machinery-  Work  of  this  class  differs  from  that  of  Bridge  Mainte- 
nance Foreman  II  in  that  an  employee  of  this  class  supervises  a  smaller  crew,  assumes  less  individual  responsibility,  re- 
ceives more  supervision,  and  is  assigned  chiefly  to  timber  bridge  construction  and  maintenance.  Work  is  reviewed  while  in 
progress  and  on  completion  by  superiors  and  technicians. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Hires  and  discharges  with  superior  approval. 

Supervises  all  record  keeping. 

Supervises  painting. 

Makes  out  monthly  payrolls  and  reports. 
Follows  instructions  of  work  procedures. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Working  knowledge  of  all  machinery  and  materials  used. 

Working  knowledge  of  methods  and  procedures  of  bridge  maintenance  and  construction. 
Skilled  in  some  phases  of  bridge  work. 

Ability  to  supervise  and  organize  a  small  crew  of  workers. 

Ability  to  read  plans,  understand  specifications,  interpret  blueprints,  and  estimate  materials. 
Ability  to  keep  concise  and  clear  records. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

Five  years  of  related  work,  two  of  which  have  been  spent  in  a  semi-supervisory  capacity. 
Completion  of  high  school. 

(Two  years  of  the  above  experience  will  be  evaluated  equal  to  one  year  of  high  school.) 

BRIDGE  SUB-FOREMAN 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  supervises  and  works  with  a  bridge  gang.  He  is  supervised  by  and  acts  as  an  assistant  to  a 
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Bridge  Maintenance  Foreman  who  gives  him  verbal  instructions  on  each  task  to  he  performed.  The  supervisor  is  present  or 
nearby  the  majority  of  the  time  unless  the  work  is  routine  or  nearing  completion.  Work  is  reviewed  by  t lie  supervisor  while 
in  progress  and  on  completion. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 
Acts  as  a  lead   worker  and  a  supervisor: 


Keeps  records  on  employees  and  materials  for  each  job. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Working  knowledge  of  all  machinery  and  materials  used. 

Working  knowledge  of  methods  and  procedures  of  bridge  construction  and  maintenance. 
Ability  to  act  as  lead  worker. 
Ability  to  perform  hard  physical  labor. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 
Completion  of  two  years  of  high  school. 
Three  years  of  experience  in  related  work. 

(Two  years  of  experience  will  be  evaluated  equal  to  one  year  of  high  school. 


NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  performs  with  a  high  degree  of  skill  the  majority  of  tasks  confronting  a  bridge  construction  and 
maintenance  worker. 

Work  is  performed  under  the  guidance  of  a  supervisor  who  devises  this  employee's  methods  and  procedures.  The  supervisor 
constantly  inspects  all  work  performed  for  quality  and  compliance  with  instructions. 

ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK  (Any  one  position  may  not  include  all  of  the  duties  listed  nor  do  the  listed  examples 
include  all  tasks  which  may  be  found  in  positions  of  this  class.) 

Erects  steel  girders  and  supports. 

Rigs  hoists  for  moving  heavy  materials. 

Operates  pile  driver. 

Installs  or  assists  in  installing  drawbridge  machinery. 
Builds  forms. 
Welds,  paints,  rivets. 
Performs  carpenter  work. 

Performs  concrete  work  including  use  of  concrete  gun. 

Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Working  knowledge  of  bridge  construction  and  maintenance  tools  and  methods  with  a  specialty  in  one  phase  of  this  work. 

Skill  in  one  or  more  building  trades. 

Ability  to  perform  hard  physical  labor. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

Completion  of  grammar  school. 

Three  years  of  experience  in  bridge  work. 

(Two  years  of  the  above  work  will  be  evaluated  equal  to  ons  year  of  school.) 


NATURE  OF  WORK 

Work  in  this  class  requires  the  performance  of  a  variety  of  clerical  and  manual  tasks  in  requisitioning,  receiving,  storing, 
and  issuing  of  supplies,  materials,  and  equipment.  Work  may  include  the  independent  operation  of  a  small  storeroom  and  the 
supervision  of  a  small  number  of  employees  and/or  prison  help. 

Work  is  performed  in  accordance  with  established  stockkeeping  procedures,  but  requires  the  use  of  some  judgment  in 
indentifying  stock,  in  substituting  stock  items,  and  in  selecting  and  requisitioning  new  supplies  as  required.   When  work 
methods  or  supply  procedures  are  changed,  instructions  are  received  from  a  departmental  superior  through  occasional  physical 
check  of  items  stored  and  is  further  reviewed  for  accuracy  of  records  and  conformance  with  supply  regulations. 
ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OF  WORK 

Receives  authorized  requisitions  or  oral  requests  for  suppli?s  and  equipment;  identifies  and  selects  requested  items  by 
physical  inspection  or  requisitions  non-unit  items  from  itemized  lists  of  supplies ;  and  delivers  materials  to  authorized  person- 
nel. 

Supervises  and  participates  in  assembling,  packing,  and  shipping  a  variety  of  material,  supplies,  and  equipment. 

Receives  written  authorizations  for  the  shipment  of  supplies  such  as  license  plates  and  surveying  instruments  from  agen- 
cies or  departmental  personnel  located  throughout  the  State,  counts  and  checks  number  and  type  of  supplies  requested,  and 
wraps  and  mails  material  to  specified  personnel. 

Maintains  an  inventory  showing  the  date,  number,  and  type  of  supplies  received  or  issued;  and  keeps  a  running  balance  of

Installing  bridge  railing.

BRIDGEMAN  (SKILLED) 


STOCK  CLERK  II 
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stock  on  hand. 

Assists  the  supervisor  in  estimating  needed  stock  and  prepares  necessary  requisitions  and  purchase  orders. 
Makes  a  count  of  the  number  and  type  of  files,  office  furnishings,  and  equipment;  maintains  records  of  these  items;  and 
under  close  supervision  estimates  the  value  of  items  listed. 
Locates  and  purchases  emergency  items  of  limited  value. 

Maintains  time  records  for  janitorial  personnel  or  laborers  hired  for  temporary  work. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGES,  SKILLS,  AND  ABILITIES 

Working  knowledge  of  stockkeeping  and  shipping  procedures  and  practices. 
Working  knowledge  of  inventory  record  keeping  methods  and  procedures. 

Ability  to  examine  incoming  supplies  to  ascertain  adherence  to  purchase  order  and  specification  requirements. 
Ability  to  maintain  routine  clerical  records  and  to  prepare  reports  from  these  records. 
Ability  to  make  rapid  and  accurate  arithmetical  calculations. 
Ability  to  understand  and  follow  oral  or  written  instructions. 
Ability  to  maintain  effective  working  relationships  with  other  employees. 
Physical  strength  sufficient  to  lift  and  move  relatively  heavy  objects. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

Two  years  of  experience  in  the  receipt,  storage,  and  issuance  of  variety  of  material,  supplies  or  equipment. 
Completion  of  high  school. 

LABOR  FOREMAN 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

Work  in  this  class  involves  the  responsibility  for  planning  and  directing  the  work  of  a  group  of  laborers  engaged  in  perform- 
ing routine  manual  tasks.  Work  may  include  the  maintenance  of  routine  clerical  records  and  work  reports. 

Work  assignments  are  received  from  a  superior  and  the  Labor  Foreman  will  act  with  independence  in  laying  out  and 
directing  recurring  tasks;  however,  detailed  oral  or  written  instructions  will  accompany  new  or  special  work  tasks.  Difficult 
or  ususual  work  problems  are  referred  to  a  superior  for  advice  and  final  decision. 
ILLUSTRATIVE  EXAMPLES  OP  WORK 

Directs  laborers  in  loading,  unloading,  moving  or  storing  materials  and  equipment. 

Supervises  the  erection,  repair,  and  removal  of  portable  benches  and  bleachers. 

Supervises  minor  repairs  of  streets  and  cleaning  of  water  catch  basins. 

Supervises  mowing  and  cutting  grass,  grading  of  lawns,  and  planting  and  trimming  trees  and  shrubbery. 
Makes  reports  and  keeps  simple  clerical  records  of  work  accomplished  or  materials  used. 
Performs  related  work  as  required. 
KNOWLEDGE,  SKILLS,  ABILITIES 

Working  knowledge  of  the  methods  and  practices  used  in  loading,  and  storing  materials  or  heavy  objects. 

Working  knowledge  of  the  equipment  used  to  move  or  lift  heavy  objects. 

Ability  to  plan  and  direct  a  group  of  employees  performing  routine  manual  tasks. 

Ability  to  understand  and  carry  out  oral  or  written  work  assignments. 

Ability  to  maintain  effective  working  relationships  with  other  employees. 

Ability  to  maintain  routine  clerical  records. 

Physical  strength  and  agility  sufficient  to  move  and  lift  relatively  heavy  objects. 
ACCEPTABLE  EXPERIENCE  AND  TRAINING 

Two  years  of  experience  in  performing  manual  tasks,  with  some  experience  as  a  lead  worker  preferred. 
Completion  of  grammar  school. 

BRIDGEMAN  (SEMI-SKILLED) 

NATURE  OF  WORK 

An  employee  in  this  class  works  on  bridge  construction  and  maintenance.  Work  requires  some  experience  in  this  field 
above  what  is  characteristic  of  common  laborers. 

This  employee  works  under  the  close  direction  of  a  supervisor  and  performs  tasks  as  instructed.

Able  to  read  and  write. 

One  year  of  experience  in  bridge  construction  and  maintenance,  or  a  related  work. 
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The  1^.8-mile  long  Salisbury  Bypass,  located  on  US  29  and  70,  was  opened  to  traffic  during  July.  Con- 
structed according  to  the  high  design  standards  of  the  Interstate  System,  the  bypass  features  two  2U-foot  wide 
pavements,  a  30-foot  wide  median  strip,  10-foot  shoulders,  and  ten  interchanges.

About  The  Cover 

One  of  the  major  construction  jobs  now 
in  progress  in  North  Carolina  is  the 
Pigeon  River  project  located  near  Waynes- 
ville  in  Haywood  County.  Work  on  this 
3.63-mile  segment  was  begun  on  February 
11,  1958  by  the  Asheville  Co.ntracting  Com- 
pany, which  was  awarded  the  contract  for 
both  roadway  and  structures. 

This  project,  which  will  eventually  be 
incorporated  into  the  Interstate  Highway 
System  as  a  part  of  Interstate  Route  40, 
extends  from  the  Waterville  Dam  on 
Pigeon  River  to  approximately  0.5  mile 
northwest  of  Fines  Creek. 

Estimated  contract  cost  for  this  project 
is  $1,471,274.55.  S.  T.  Usry  of  Waynesville 
is  the  Resident  Engineer  on  the  job.

The  ten-mile  link  of  US'  19A-23 
between  Balsam  and  Sylva  was  dedi- 
cated and  officially  opened  to  traffic 
in  ceremonies  led  by  Highway  Com- 
mission Chairman  J.  Melville  Brough- 
ton,  Jr.   on  September  29. 

Let  by  the  Commission  in  two  con- 
tracts, this  stretch  of  highway  rep- 
resents a  total  cost  of  $1,265,000.  The 
new  link,  eliminating  many  of  the 
mountain  curves,  shortens  considerab- 
ly the  distance  between  Balsam  and 
Sylva. 

The  first  of  the  two  contracts,  in- 
volving approximately  seven  miles,  ex- 
tended from  Sylva  to  a  point  one  mile 
east  of  Willets.  The  grading  on  this 
section  was  begun  on  October  29,  19  56 
and  work  on  the  structures  was  begun 
in  December.  At  a  cost  of  $925,000,  the 
work  was  completed  in  102  weeks. 

The  second  project,  involving  slight- 
ly over  three  miles  in  length,  began  at 
the  end  of  the  first  project  and  extend- 
ed to  the  top  of  Balsam  Mountain, 
6V2  miles  from  Waynesville.  Work  on 
this  link  began  in  January,  19  57  and 
was  completed  on  August  31,  1958  at 
a  cost  of  approximately  $340,000. 
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Contractors  for  the  first  project  were 
Bower  and  Hurley  of  West  Jefferson, 
W.  B.  Dillard  Construction  Company 
of  Sylva  and  Nello  L.  Teer  of  Durham. 

For  the  second  project,  the  contrac- 
tors included  Bower  and  Hurley,  W.  B. 
Dillard,  and  J.  C.  Critcher,  Inc.  of 
Asheville  was  awarded  the  contract  for 
paving. 

Resident  engineer  for  the  project  was 
S.  T.  Usry  of  Waynesville.

New  Link  Opened 


Beaufort  Bridge 
Opened 

The  new  Beaufort  Channel  Bridge 
was  officially  opened  to  traffic  and 
dedicated  on  September  8  in  ceremon- 
ies held  on  the  west  end  of  the  new 
structure.  Principal  speaker  for  the  oc- 
casion was  Congressman  Graham  Bar- 
den. 

Cutting  the  ribbon  and  leading  the 
procession  across  the  bridge  to  Beau- 
fort was  Beaufort's  first  lady,  "Ma" 
Taylor.  Daniel  L.  Walker,  Beaufort 
town  manager,  acted  as  master  of  cere- 
monies at  the  bridge  ceremony. 

Surveys  for  the  new  span  began  on 
September  24,  1956.  The  new  struc- 
ture replaces  the  obsolete  Beaufort 
Bridge,  damaged  in  1954  by  Hurricane 
Hazel,  and  in  service  since  1927. 

The  67  3-foot  structure  and  its  ap- 
proaches are  located  on  US  70.  It  is 
constructed  with  a  28-foot  wide  road- 
way and  is  bordered  by  3-foot  walk- 
ways on  either  side.  It  is  formally 
known  as  a  Hopkins'  Trunion  Bascule. 

The  contract  for  the  new  bridge  was 


let  on  September  13,  1956,  and  was 
awarded  to  McMeekins  Construction 
Company  of  Cheraw,  South  Carolina. 
L.  O.  Hopkins  and  Sons  of  Nashville, 
Tennessee  served  as  consulting  engi- 
neers on  the  draw  span. 

Total  cost  of  the  structure  was  $851,- 
296.26,   plus    $24,000    for   removal  of 


the  old  bridge.  A  total  of  43  7  working 
days,  including  a  delay  because  of 
steel  shipment,  was  required  for  the 
completion  of  the  bridge. 

The  draw  spans  a  60-foot  clear 
channel.  It  is  a  Hopkins  Trunion  Bas- 
cule span  of  100  feet  distance  from 
trunion  to  trunion  and  80  feet  from 
face  of  pier  to  face  of  pier. 

The  entire  cost  of  the  project,  in- 
cluding grading,  drainage  curb  and 
gutter,  coarse  aggregate  base  course 
and  paving  approaches  and  relocation 
of  US  70  was  $129,048.30.  Contractor 
for  this  work  was  Barrus  Construction 
Company  of  Kinston,  and  the  contract 
was  let  on  March  7,  19  58.

Black  Base  Construction

A  group  of  North  Carolina  State 
Highway  engineers  journeyed  up  into 
Virginia  not  long  ago  to  look  over  a 
type  of  base  course  now  being  used  on 
Virginia's  primary  system.  These  High- 
way Engineers,  in  their  never  ending 
search  for  ways  and  means  to  build 
better  roads,  were  pleased  with  what 
they  found,  and  now  a  similar  project 
has  been  started  on  I  9  5  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Fayetteville.  The  method  has 
the  full  approval  of  the  Bureau  of 
Public  Roads  as  it  is  on  the  new  In- 
terstate System  and  is  part  of  the  90-10 
payment  method  as  are  all  Interstate 
Highway  projects. 

The  project,  identified  as  8.13438, 
extends  from  Eastover  to  the  Harnett 
County  line.  The  subgrade  on  this  par- 
ticular location  was  a  challenge  within 
itself,  and  a  full  amount  of  engineer- 
ing skill  was  necessary  to  bring  it  up 
to  specifications.  The  natural  location 
consists  of  sections  of  sand,  clay  and 
swamp-like  materials.  In  many  instan- 
ces, these  sections  make  a  direct  change 
from  one  to  another  about  every  20  00 
feet. 

The  grading  contractor  on  this  pro- 
ject, C.  C.  Mangum,  found  it  neces- 
sary to  haul  enough  suitable  material 
to  the  swampy  sections  to  build  up  the 
subgrade  as  much  as  two  feet.  The 
water  table  in  these  sections  ranged 
as  close  as  seven  feet  and  drainage 
problems  had  to  be  solved  as  the  work 
progressed.  Many  wells  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  project  required  a  boring  of 
only  30  feet  before  sufficient  water 
was  obtained. 

At  present,  the  subgrade  work  is  about 
finished  and  it  is  doubtful  if  fur- 
ther work  will  continue  until  next 
spring.  At  that  time,  however,  the  fol- 
lowing procedure  will  be  used.  Twelve 
inches  of  Soil  Type  Base  Course  will 
be  added  to  the  clay  sections,  and  seven 
inches  to  the  sand  sections.  This  creates 
quite  a  hauling  problem  because  of 
the  location  of  the  borrow  pits.  The  ma- 


terials needed  to  meet  S.T.B.C.  specifi- 
cations are  located  at  opposite  ends  of 
the  project. 

After  rolling  is  accomplished,  proper 
density  obtained  and  other  require- 
ments are  met  on  the  S.T.B.C,  the 
"Black  Base"  will  then  be  applied.  This 
will  consist  of  two  3-inch  layers  of 
binder-like  material  tacked  together  to 
form  a  6-inch  base.  Each  loose  layer 
will  contain  330  pounds  of  material 
which  will  compact  down  to  three  inch- 
es after  rolling.  A  special  job-mix  form- 
ula has  been  designed  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Materials  to  keep  the  mix  with- 
in specifications  according  to  the  ma- 
terials used. 

Another  unusual  thing  about  the  mix 
is  that  the  2-inch  Hubbard-Field  Sta- 
bility Test  on  the  minus  ten  material 
only  (the  fines  in  the  coarse  aggregate 
not  included)  will  be  used  to  determine 
stability  requirements  instead  of  the 
usual  Unconfined  Compression  Test.  It 
is  generally  believed  that  if  the  fines 
produce  proper  stability,  there  is  no 
need  to  worry  about  the  total  aggre- 
gate combination  so  long  as  it  meets 
grading  requirements  and  the  Los  An- 
geles Wear  Test,  etc. 

A  Bituminous  Concrete  Surface 
Course,  Class  "I",  Type  1-1  will  then 
be  applied  to  the  new  base.  It  will  con- 
form to  the  usual  300  P.  S.  I.  using 


the  Unconfined  Compression  Test  A.  S. 
T.  M.  D-1074.  Nello  L.  Teer  of  Durham 
is  the  contractor  on  all  the  work  ex- 
cept the  grading. 

A  Visual-Aids  type  motion  picture  is 
being  made  during  the  various  stages 
of  construction  on  this  unusual  project 
and  will  be  shown  to  State  Highway 
Commission  construction  personnel. 
This  movie  will  also  be  used  in  the 
Commision's  program  of  exchanging 
ideas  and  research  information  with 
that  of  other  State  Highway  Depart- 
ments across  the  nation.

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City-State  Highway  Planning 


North  Carolina — ranking  tenth  in  pop- 
ulation with  four-and-a-half  million  peo- 
ple— has,  with  increased  industrializa- 
tion, shifted  its  census  constituents  from 
ninety  percent  rural  in  1900  to  forty- 
two  percent  urban  in  1950.  It  is  estimat- 
ed that  by  1960,  more  than  half  of  North 
Carolina's  resdents  will  live  in  urban 
areas. 

This  shift  in  population,  induced  by 
the  growth  of  the  State's  textile  indus- 
try supplemented  by  increasingly  diver- 
sified economy — coupled  with  a  rapidly 
growing  recreation  industry  has  brought 
difficult  highway  and  traffic  problems.  In 
the  State's  early  development,  small  towns 
— created  primarily  as  farm  markets 
about  thirty  miles  apart — grew  at  cross- 
roads or  near  railway  stations.  Agricul- 
ture, then,  was  the  basis  of  the  area's 
economy,  tobacco  the  leading  crop. 

Today,  North  Carolina's  rapidly  grow- 
ing cities  are  primarily  in  the  10,000  to 
100,000  population  class.  They  have  not 
reached  the  point  where  complete  traffic- 
stagnation  has  taken  place.  Sound,  co- 
operative planning  between  the  State 
and  cities  will,  therefore,  make  it  pos- 
sible to  develop  street  systems  for  high- 
way and  local  use,  constructed  at  a  rea- 
sonable cost,  in  a  manner  to  insure  the 
prosperous  growth  of  the  area. 

Previous  to  1930,  most  of  the  rural 
secondary  roads  in  the  State  were  ad- 
ministered, built  and  maintained  by  the 
counties.  During  the  depression,  many 
counties  found  themselves  unable  to 
maintain  adequately  the  roads  under 
their  jurisdiction;  therefore,  the  1931 
legislature  placed  all  county  roads  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Highway 
Commission  for  administration,  main- 
tenance, and  construct:on.  A  summary 
of  the  mileage  for  which  the  Commis- 
sion became  responsible  follows: 

A.  Rural    state    highway  system: 
11,160  miles. 

B.  Rural    secondary   highway  sys- 
tem (county  roads) :  56,615  miles. 

C.  Municipal,  primary  and  second- 
ary highways:  2,702  miles. 

A   total   highway   responsibility  of 
70,477  miles. 

The  total  of  2,702  of  municipal,  pri- 
mary and  secondary  highways  in  the 
urban  area  includes  those  numbered 
highways  passing  through  the  city  as 
well  as  many  secondary  road  connec- 
tions that  tie  into  the  through-number-

ed  routes.  This  system  in  mileage,  larger 
than  the  total  mileage  of  the  fourteen 
largest  cities  in  the  state,  represents 
almost  forty  percent  of  the  street  sys- 
tem within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
cities. 

By  the  legislative  act,  one-half  of  one 
cent  of  the  gasoline  tax  per  gallon  is  re- 
turned to  the  municipalities  for  im- 
provements of  streets  in  the  urban  area 
not  on  the  highway  system.  This  amounts 
to  almost  seven  million  dollars  a  year. 
The  2,702  miles  of  primary  and  second- 
ary roads  in  the  urban  area  are  main- 
tained and  improved  by  the  State  High- 
way Commission  with  its  maintenance 
and  construction  funds.  Although  the 
State  maintains  and  constructs  its  urban 
roads  in  the  ciity,  the  cities  have  juris- 
diction for  the  operation  of  these  routes 
including  such  items  as  signalization, 
channelization  and  other  traffic  engi- 
neering operations. 

Because  of  this  joint  relationship  and 
the  high  mileage  of  State  Highway 
streets  in  urban  areas,  it  is  axiomatic 
that  city  and  State  must  work  closely 
together  if  an  economical  and  practi- 
cal system  of  highways  is  to  be  develop- 
ed to  serve  State  Highway  traffic 
through  the  city,  traffic  moving  into  the 
city  and  the  local  traffic.  When  new 
routes  are  constructed  or  present  routes 
reconstructed  within  the  corporate  lim- 
its of  the  city,  legislative  act  requires 
that  the  city  pay  twenty  percent  of  the 
right-of-way  costs,  and  that  the  State 
Highway  Commission  pay  the  full  con- 
struction costs  with  the  exception  of 
the  removal  and  changes  in  urban  utili- 
ties. 

In  the  past,  the  lack  of  co-operative 
State  and  city  planning  has  brought  about 
premature  highway  obsolescence.  One 
of  the  most  important  examples  of  this 
has  been  in  the  construction  of  bypasses 
within  the  urban  areas.  Failure  to  plan 
the  land  use  along  the  bypass  and  the 
failure  to  assure  adequate  rights-of-way 
and  reasonable  control  of  access  has 
made  many  of  the  bypasses  obsolete 
within  a  few  years  after  the  construct- 
ion. In  several  instances  it  has,  therefore, 
been  necessary  to  bypass  a  recently  con- 
structed bypass  because  of  lack  of  land-use 
planning  and  roadside  development  con- 
trol. 

Obviously,  such  practices  waste  limit- 
ed available  construction  funds  and  in- 
jure  property   values   and  development 


in  the  cities.  There  has  also  been  a  ten- 
dency to  assume  that  the  urban  problem 
could  be  solved  by  a  bypass.  A  small  por- 
tion of  the  total  traffic  may  be  removed 
by  such  construction,  but  the  bulk  of 
the  traffic  volumes  in  most  cases  has 
continued  to  enter  the  city  on  the  high- 
ly congested  urban  streets.  It  is  apparent 
that  the  cities  and  the  State  must  now 
work  in  harmony  to  develop  the  more 
important  routes  carrying  traffic  from 
the  outer  suburban  and  rural  areas  into 
the  cities,  as  well  as  bypass  routes  to 
carry  the  through  traffic  around  the 
cities,  and  circumferential  or  loop  streets 
in  cities  for  internal  city  traffic  dis- 
tribution. 

Proper  development  of  the  major  radial 
routes  into  the  cities  is  of  prime  import- 
ance and  will  require  the  utmost  in  co- 
operative planning.  Because  of  existing 
narrow  right-of-way  and  high  costs  of 
obtaining  necessary  right-of-way  for  new 
facilities,  available  funds  do  not  permit 
the  construction  of  all  of  these  urban 
arterial  highways  immediately.  There- 
fore, plans  for  thoroughfare  construction 
must  be  made  for  the  future  with  the 
city  and  the  State  working  cooperatively 
in  the  acquisition  of  necessary  rights- 
of-way  for  the  proposed  facilities  at  a 
time  when  the  properties  involved  have 
not  been  developed  fully. 

Obviously,  it  is  not  possible  to  know 
where  these  new  highways  should  be  and 
how  they  should  connect  with  other  ma- 
jor urban  streets  unless  some  finely  de- 
tailed form  of  planning  has  taken  place. 
Actually,  the  planning  of  highways  in 
the  urban  area  is  even  more  desirable 
and  necessary  from  the  cities'  point  of 
view  than  from  that  of  the  Highway 
Commission.  The  location  of  highways 
in  urban  areas — in  fact,  the  very  ex- 
istence of  highways — can  profoundly  af- 
fect the  cities'  development.  It  should 
be  insured  that  the  impact  on  cities  is 
beneficial,  not  detrimental. 

ADV  ANTAGE  OF  A  MASTER  PLAN 

Development  of  the  Interstate  High- 
way System,  bringing  changes  in  the 
transportation  pattern,  will  accelerate 
the  shifts  in  population  more  rapidly 
than  in  the  past.  Similarly,  major  pri- 
mary route  improvements  will  also  have 
a  profound  effect  on  the  urban  develop- 
ment pattern.  A  well  conceived  city  plan 
can  help  the  cities  attain  greater  ad- 
vantages from  highway  construction. 
The  proper  planning  of  the  city  should

be  based  on  a  master  plan,  often  called 
a  comprehensive  city  plan,  which  em- 
braces all  of  the  elements  of  the  plans 
for  the  orderly  growth  and  development 
of  the  city.  These  include  the  future 
land-use  plan,  public  works  or  communi- 
ty facilities  plan  and  the  fiscal  plan 
(most  notably  the  capital  improvements 
budget  part  of  the  fiscal  plan)  and  the 
thoroughfare  plan. 

This  master  plan  must  provide  first 
for  a  balanced,  attractive  general  de- 
sign; second,  be  suited  to  present  and 
future  needs  of  the  city;  third,  be  in 
keeping  with  the  economic  and  popula- 
tion outlook  of  the  city;  fourth,  be  in 
line  with  the  community's  financial  re- 
sources for  carrying  it  out  and  finally, 
it  must  be  attuned  to  community  senti- 
ments and  values.  The  comprehensive 
plan  also  has  the  duty  of  suggesting  to 
the  community  new  ideas  for  its  devel- 
opment and  function.  To  achieve  the 
master  plan  of  the  type  outlined  above 
requires  considerable  application  of 
scientific  and  artistic  effort. 

A  large  body  of  facts  about  the  past 
as  well  as  the  present  must  be  gathered 
and  analyzed.  Intelligent  estimates  must 


be  made  about  the  future  based  upon 
past  performance  and  foreseeable  chang- 
es. The  scientific  effort  mentioned  above 
requires  several  complete  studies,  in- 
cluding the  urban  economy,  employment, 
population,  urban  land  studies  and  the 
transportation  system  as  related  to  pres- 
ent and  future  land  use.  The  thorough- 
fare plan,  which  will  attempt  to  solve 
the  State  Highway  Commission's  high- 
way needs  in  the  area  as  well  as  the  lo- 
cal street  needs  in  the  area,  must  be 
developed  jointly  with  the  projection  of 
future  land  uses  after  these  basic  fact- 
finding studies  are  completed  and  must 
be  worked  out  jointly  by  the  Highway 
Commission  and  the  city. 

Assuming  for  the  moment  that  such 
plans  are  worked  out  in  the  community, 
this  planning  cannot  stop  here.  Their 
effectuation  should  be  brought  about  by 
the  city  through  several  devices,  in- 
cluding the  zoning  ordinance  as  derived 
from  the  land-use  plan,  which  divides 
the  city  into  districts  for  the  purpose 
of  regulating  the  use  of  the  land  and 
buildings,  heights  or  bulk  of  buildings, 
the  proportion  of  a  lot  that  may  be  cov- 
ered by  them  and  the  density  of  popu- 
lation. This  zoning  ordinance  has  a  par- 
ticular   significance    for  thoroughfare 


planning  in  that  with  it  future  traffic 
volumes  and  types  of  traffic  can  be  an- 
ticipated. 

In  addition,  the  cities  must  develop 
adequate  sub-division  regulations  to 
guide  the  development  and  sub-division 
in  terms  of  standards  for  street  align- 
ment and  width  as  to  conformity  with 
the  major  plans.  It  is  through  appropri- 
ate sub-division  regulations  that  ade- 
quate rights-of-way  can  be  developed  over 
the  years  for  future  State  and  city  urban 
construction.  In  addition,  if  the  thor- 
oughfare plans  are  to  be  practicable  and 
workable,  the  city  should  develop  ade- 
quate future  street  line  and  driveway 
ordinances  and  must  ultimately  operate 
the  future  highway  system  in  an  effi- 
cient manner.  The  cities  must  finally 
work  with  the  Highway  Commission  in 
other  types  of  planning  control  which 
will  limit  and  control  the  access  on  ma- 
jor thoroughfares  carrying  traffic  into 
and  out  of  the  cities. 

Although  the  Highway  Comm'ssion 
has  not  the  power  to  undertake  complete 
planning  programs  in  cities,  it  realizes 
that  the  best  results  in  thoroughfare 
planning  can  be  achieved  through  such 
programs  and  it  will  strongly  urge  com- 
munities to  undertake  them. 

Most  of  the  larger  cities  in  the  State 
have  complete  planning  programs  of  the 
type  described  above  and  employ  a  pro- 
fessional staff.  Some  of  the  smaller  cit- 
ies employ  consultants  or  at  least  have 
planning  commissions  and  many  of  them 
have  zoning  ordinances.  Only  a  few  of 
the  cities  have  qualified  traffic  engineers 
and  persons  qualified  in  the  design  of 
thoroughfare  systems.  In  these  cities  the 
Highway  Commission  will  work  closely 
with  the  local  planners  and  traffic  en- 
gineers in  order  to  facilitate  this. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in 
the  State  Highway  Commission  organi- 
zation. The  first  of  these  is  in  the  traf- 
fic engineering  department.  Three  area 
traffic  engineers  have  been  added  to  the 
staff  to  work  closely  with  the  municipal- 
ities concerning  traffic  problems  on  the 
urban  highway  system.  These  area  traf- 
fic engineers  will  make  recommendations 
for  more  efficient  operation  of  these  sys- 
tems when  requested  by  the  cities.  In 
addition  they  will  make  studies  with  the 
cities  on  local  traffic  engineering  prob- 
lems. In  general,  the  work  on  the  system 
streets  is  provided  free  of  cost  to  the 
cities  for  routine  traffic  operations. 
Specialists  in  signalization  will  also  be 
added  to  help  the  cities  at  their  request. 

For  major  traffic  engineering  studies 
in  the  urban  area  which  involve  not  only

J.  Jj.  Morson 

Roadway  Planning  Engineer  John  L. 
Morson  retired  on  July  1. 

Born  on  July  10,  1888  in  Raleigh,  he 
prepared  for  college  at  his  father's  Ra- 
leigh Male  Academy.  His  father  was  the 
first  principal  of  the  high  school  named 
for  him,  Hugh  Morson  High  School.

He  was  promoted  to  Chief 
Roadway  Draftsman  in  1931,  and  in 
1933  was  appointed  to  Roadway  Plan- 
ning Engineer. 

While  serving  as  Roadway  Planning 
Engineer,  Morson's  work  consisted  of 
the  design  and  working  up  of  all  road 
plans  and  estimates  of  highways,  the 
advertising  and  preparing  of  the  pro- 
posals to  be  let,  the  preparing  of  all 
let  contracts  and  the  checking  of  all  final 
estimates. 

He  is  an  Episcopalian  and  holds  mem- 
bership in  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  in  Raleigh.  He's  a  member 
of  the  N.  C.  Society  of  Engineers  and 
the  Neuseoco  Fishing  Club.  His  main 
hobbies  are  fishing  and  hunting.

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CITY-STATE  HIGHWAY  PLANNING 

(Continued  from  page  4) 

the  system  streets  but  also  other  urban 
streets,  an  arrangement  has  been  worked 
out  for  these  studies  whereby  the  State 
Highway  Commission  will  bear  seventy- 
five  percent  and  the  city,  twenty-five 
percent  of  the  cost  of  these  studies.  This 
service  is  available  to  the  cities  upon 
request  with  the  full  understanding  that 
the  repsonsibility  for  the  operation  of 
the  system  streets  by  law  is  vested  sole- 
ly with  the  cities  for  parking  regula- 
tions which  may  be  passed  by  ordinance 
by  the  State  Highway  Commission.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  addition  of  these  quali- 
fied traffic  engineers  will  be  able  to  im- 
prove the  operation  of  the  highly  con- 
gested urban  street  system.  Their  pur- 
pose is  to  aid  the  municipalities  and  not 
to  supplant  traffic  engineers  as  full  time 
employees  for  the  larger  cities. 

N.  C.'s  Advance  Planning  Unit 

Traffic  engineering  can  only  make 
the  best  use  of  existing  street  system 
and  this  system  will  be  running  to  ca- 
pacity within  a  few  years.  A  major  re- 
vision in  thinking  is  directed  toward 
long-range  planning  worked  co-operative- 
ly with  the  urban  areas.  In  order  to 
develop  this  cooperative  arrangement,  the 
North  Carolina  State  Highway  Com- 
mission has  developed  an  advance  plan- 
ning unit  within  the  planning  depart- 
ment. It  has  also  enlarged  its  planning 
department  for  the  purpose  of  making 
additional  surveys.  The  enlargement  of 
the  planning  department  makes  it  pos- 
sible to  undertake  more  detailed  traffic 
analysis  in  the  cities  and  to  make  more 


elaborate  origin  and  destination  surveys 
as  well  as  other  types  of  surveys  needed 
for  thoroughfare  planning. 

The  advance  planning  department  in- 
cludes project  engineers  who  make  the 
preliminary  planning  and  layout  studies 
for  all  rural  and  urban  highways.  Within 
this  advance  planning  unit  are  special- 
ists in  regional  planning,  urban  planning, 
and  specialists  in  urban  transportation 
problems.  This  section  of  the  depart- 
ment is  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  developing  an  overall  master  highway 
plan  for  the  State  as  well  as  for  working 
on  local  planning  and  transportation 
problems. 

The  urban  planning  section  of  this 
department  makes  continuing  population 
studies  of  the  various  rural  and  urban 
areas  to  aid  in  understanding  the  growth 
pattern  of  the  State.  In  addition  the  ur- 
ban planner  will  work  closely  with  the 
communities  in  land-use  and  other  com- 
prehensive planning  studies  that  will 
be  beneficial  to  both  the  State  Highway 
Commission  and  the  cities. 

The  State  Department  of  Conservation 
and  Development  recently  instituted  a 
local  planning  assistance  program  that 
will  distribute  federal  aid  for  planning 
in  the  small  communities.  The  Depart- 
ment also  maintains  a  professional  con- 
sultant service  for  small  communities. 
In  communities  in  which  the  Department 
of  Conservation  and  Development  staff 
is  developing  planning  programs,  the 
Highway  Commission's  advance  planning 
staff  will  work  closely  with  it  in  prepar- 
ing thoroughfare  plans.  The  Commis- 
sion will  bear  seventy-five  precent  of  the 
thoroughfare  planning  costs  in  such 
cases. 

Where  there  are  no  planning  programs 
in  progress,  co-operative  studies  with 
the  municipalities  of  the  State  take 
several  forms.  One  instance  is  a  major 


study  being  undertaken  with  the  City 
of  Charlotte,  making  use  of  federal  aid 
planning  funds  and  the  employment  of  a 
consultant  to  make  an  overall  thorough- 
fare plan  for  the  greater  Charlotte  area. 
In  this  instance,  the  Highway  Commis- 
sion is  employing  the  consultant  to  work 
on  the  thoroughfare  problems  in  co-oper- 
ation with  the  Highway  Commission  and 
in  co-operation  with  the  planning  depart- 
ment of  the  city  to  develop  a  thorough- 
fare plan  based  on  the  land  development 
plans  of  the  city.  The  Highway  Commis- 
sion bears  seventy-five  percent  of  the 
cost  of  the  consultant  with  the  city's 
bearing  twenty-five  percent.  The  activ- 
ities in  this  area  are  co-ordinated  by  the 
planning  department  of  the  State  High- 
way Commission. 

As  a  second  instance,  one  or  two  of 
the  smaller  communities  are  making  use 
of  the  federal-aid  planning  funds  for  the 
development  of  land  use  and  other  plans. 
As  these  are  completed,  the  advance 
planning  department  of  the  Highway 
Commission  will  work  co-operatively 
with  the  local  planning  assistance  pro- 
gram in  developing  the  long  range 
thoroughfare  plans  based  upon  the  data 
as  developed  by  the  community  planning 
program. 

In  another  instance,  the  Highway 
Commission  is  working  co-operatively 
with  an  entire  county  which  has  em- 
ployed a  consultant  to  make  an  overall 
county-wide  development  plan.  The  Com- 
mission will  provide  manpower  from  the 
advance  planning  department  to  work 
with  the  consultants  to  develop  a  long- 
range  thoroughfare  plan. 

In  other  cases,  the  advance  planning 
department  will  work  directly  with  the 
community  making  use  of  federal-aid 
highway  planning  funds  with  the  High- 
way Commission's  bearing  seventy-five 
percent  of  the  cost  and  the  municipality, 
twenty-five  percent  of  the  cost  and  the 
municipality,  twenty-five  percent  for  the 
development  of  an  overall  comprehen- 
sive thoroughfare  plan  to  serve  the  needs 
of  both  the  highway  and  the  local  street 
systems. 

Although  this  co-operative  planning 
program  has  only  been  in  existence  ap- 
proximately six  months,  and  all  of  the 
formal  procedures  for  co-operation  have 
not  yet  been  implemented,  it  appears 
to  be  well  on  its  way  to  success.  In  the 
past,  there  have  been  major  difficulties 
between  the  State  and  the  city  because 
the  State  has  certain  responsibilities  in 
the  city  and  is  charged  with  the  major 
construction  costs,  whereas  the  city  is 
charged  with  the  operation  of  the  facil-

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ity.  Too  often  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission has  not  been  as  cognizant  of  the 
municipal  problems  as  it  might  have 
been.  Similarly,  the  city  in  development 
has  not  been  as  cognizant  of  the  State 
Highway  problems  as  it  might  have  been. 
These  co-operative  thoroughfare  plan- 
ning studies  will  save  the  State  and  the 
city  large  sums  of  money,  if  cities  will 
work  toward  the  development  of  ade- 
quate planning  controls  to  insure  ade- 
quate rights-of-way  and  land  develop- 
ment in  an  economic  manner,  and  if  the 
State  Highway  Commission  will  work 
realistically  with  these  long-range  plans 
developed  over  many  years. 

North  Carolina's  urban  problems  can 
be  solved  by  the  co-operative  State-city 
approach  that  brings  the  two  agencies  of 
government  in  close  harmony,  each  real- 
izing its  joint  responsibility  and  the  need 
for  continuity  of  program  if  the  trans- 
portation problem  is  to  be  solved.  To  this 
end,  the  Highway  Commission  is  dedicat- 
ed in  the  matter  of  long-range  planning 
with  the  many  urban  communities  of 
the  State.

90  Projects  Approved  For  Study 


At  its  October  meeting  in  Raleigh,  the 
State  Highway  Commission  approved  for 
further  study,  a  list  of  90  projects  on 
the  primary  highway  system,  located 
throughout  the  State.  Estimated  cost 
of  these  projects  is  between  75  to  80 
million  dollars. 

The  projects  were  presented  before 
the  Commission  during  its  many  public 
hearings  and  area  meetings  during  the 
14  months.  By  approving  the  list,  the 
Commission  has  enabled  State  Highway 
engineers  to  begin  work  on  location  and 
design  leading  up  to  contract  lettings 
over  the  coming  three-year  period.  The 
list  is  a  combination  of  all  projects 
which  have  been  under  consideration  by 
the  Commission  during  the  past  year. 
These  projects  are  in  addition  to  those 
already  programmed.

One  of  the  major  bridge  projects  now 
underway  in  the  State  is  the  Gaston-Meck- 
lenburg County  job  involving  the  construc- 
tion of  dual  bridges  over  the  Catawba 
River. 

Blythe  Brothers  Company  of  Charlotte 
was  awarded  the  contract  for  the  construc- 
tion, and  work  was  begun  on  October  23, 
1957.  At  present,  it  is  more  than  half-way 
complete. 

The  major  structure  is  910  feet  long, 
with  a  roadway  width  of  28  feet.  It  is  a 
continuous  steel  plate  girder  construction, 
with  a  concrete  floor. 

Contract  estimate  on  the  entire  project, 
including  several  smaller  structures,  is 
$1,485,000.00.  It  is  being  constructed  on 
the  relocation  of  US  29-74  and  will  event- 
ually be  a  part  of  Interstate  Route  85, 
which  extends  from  Petersburg,  Virginia 
to  Montgomery,  Alabama.

B.  Dunbar  of  the  Asphalt  Institute. 

In  addition  to  the  general  sessions, 
panel  discussions  have  been  scheduled  to 
cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects,  including 
maintenance  and  construction  of  both 
bituminous  and  concrete  surfaces.  The 
relationship  between  contractors  and  en- 
gineers will  be  discussed,  along  with  the 
special  problems  of  cities  and  towns  in 
their  street  construction  and  maintenance. 


Invitations  to  attend  will  be  sent  to  field 
forces  of  the  Highway  Commission,  con- 
tractors,, equipment  representatives,  and 
municipal  officials.

IBM  Data  Processing  System  To  Be  Installed 


Modern  highway  engineering  requires 
large  volumes  of  precise  and  accurate 
calculations.  Much  of  the  highway  en- 
gineer's time  is  thereby  consumed  in 
doing,  or  supervising,  this  mounting  load 
of  calculating  work. 

Realizing  the  need  for  relieving  some 
of  this  work  from  the  engineer,  over 
twenty  States  have  already  installed  the 
electronic  brain  known  as  the  IBM  650 
RAMAC,  and  others — among  them  our 
own  State — are  in  the  process  of  doing 
so.  This  machine,  capable  of  making 
138,000  logical  decisions  per  minute,  is 
assisting  the  highway  engineer  at  every 
stage  of  his  work,  from  the  preliminary 
planning  to  post-construction  evaluation. 
With  the  aid  of  this  machine,  the  en- 
gineer can  devote  more  of  his  time  to 
projects  requiring  both  his  skill  and 
experience. 

The  IBM  6  50  unit  is  a  high  speed  cal- 
culating machine  that  is  capable  of 
storing  data  to  be  used  in  a  series  of 
multiple  operations.  The  speed  with 
which  this  machine  operates  is  a  little 
beyond  normal  conception.  The  value  of 
this  system  to  the  Highway  Department 
lies  wholly  in  the  personnel's  being  able 
and  willing  to  utilize  its  service  for  their 
many  problems. 

Basically,  the  computer  is  an  advanced 
step  in  mechanical  calculation.  Many 
will  recall  the  days  prior  to  calculating 
machines  ...  all  computations  were 
done  on  a  scratch  pad  in  long  hand 
method  and  by  means  of  logarithims  or 


looking  up  tables  and  constants  to  aid 
in  these  computations.  Then,  along  came 
an  adding  machine,  of  great  value  be- 
cause of  the  previous  time-consuming 
and  laborious  job  of  adding  long  col- 
umns of  figures  when  tabulating  large 
quantities.  The  next  step  was  a  hand 
operated  calculating  machine  which  was 
another  stride  forward.  Next  came  the 
first  electrically  operated  calculating 
machine  which  was  nothing  more  than 
a  motorized  hand  calculator.  Since  then, 
advanced  steps  have  been  taken  in  de- 
veloping from  the  desk  calculator  to  the 
high  speed  efficient  piece  of  machinery 
that  it  is  today.  The  IBM  6  50  is  another 
step  in  the  field  of  electronics  for  cal- 
culating and  solving  both  simple  and 
complex  problems. 

The  IBM  6  50  will  enable  engineers  to 
utilize  their  time  in  productive  and  cre- 
ative work.  The  field  engineers  will  be 
relieved  of  the  time  consuming  chore  of 
endless  detail  in  computing  final  pay 
quantities  on  contract  jobs.  The  locating 
engineer  will  be  able  to  tie  his  surveys 
into  the  co-ordinate  system  without  go- 
ing through  a  long  series  of  calculations. 
There  are  many  problems  that  can  and 
will  be  programmed  for  use  on  the  650 
that  will  save  time  and  labor.  There 
are  many  problems  that  can  be  pro- 
grammed for  solution  by  these  methods 
that  have  not  been  used  in  the  past  be- 
cause time  did  not  permit  going  through 
the  calculations.  This  will  enable  the 
design  engineer  to  introduce  many  re- 
finements into  his  analysis  of  a  particu- 


lar problem  that  have  been  by-passed 
in  the  past. 

Programming  work  for  the  650  is  a 
specialized  type  of  work.  Personnel  are 
being  trained  to  understand  the  machine 
itself,  and  also  to  understand  the  format 
that  has  to  be  prepared  in  order  to  in- 
troduce the  material  into  the  650.  Once 
a  program  for  a  particular  problem  is 
written  and  proved  out,  then  it  can  be 
used  from  then  on,  or  until  such  time 
as  the  method  of  doing  this  work  is 
changed.  One  exception  to  this  is  that 
the  written  programs  that  are  in  use 
may  be  simplified  and  condensed  as  the 
engineers  and  programmers  become 
more  familiar  with  the  intricate  details 
of  just  what  the  6  50  can  digest  and  in 
what  form  it  will  accept  this  information. 

The  IBM  650  RAMAC  is  a  stored  pro- 
gram data  processing  machine.  It  has 
the  ability  to  store  internally  both  data 
processing  instructions,  known  as  the 
program,  and  the  data  to  be  processed. 
The  basic  6  50  is  a  punched  card  operated 
machine  with  a  magnetic  drum  memory 
that  will  store  up  to  20,000  digits.  A 
great  variety  of  input,  output  and  stor- 
age devices  is  available  in  the  650 
system.  The  system  may  be  magnetic 
tape  operated.  Up  to  six  IBM  magnetic 
tape  units  can  be  connected  to  the  basic 
computer  through  a  600  digit,  high- 
speed magnetic  core  memory  storage 
unit.  An  IBM  accounting  machine  can 
also  be  connected  to  the  system  to  give 
it  a  printer  output. 


A  recent  addition  to  the  650  is  the 
random  access  memory,  a  storage  med- 
ium in  which  any  group  of  data  may  be 
reached   quickly  and   directly,  without 

search. 

Up  to  four  memory  units  can  be  con- 
nected to  this  650  system.  A  memory 
unit  is  a  stack  of  50  metal  disks,  each 
two  feet  in  diameter.  Both  sides  of  the 
metal  disks  are  treated  so  that  100  disk 
faces  are  available  for  storage.  On  each 
disk  face,  there  are  100  concentric  data 
tracks.  Six-hundred  digits  of  recorded 
data  can  be  stored  on  each  track  or,  in 
other  words,  each  track  holds  60  words 
with  signs. 

Each  memory  unit  has  a  capacity  for 
6,000,000  digits.  Using  the  maximum 
of  four  units  which  the  6  50  can  have, 
24,000,000  digits  are  available  in  the 
random  access  memory.  This  is  equal 
to  a  file  of  records  stored  on  300,000 
punched  cards. 

In  order  to  process  file  data,  the  in- 
formation stored  in  the  memory  is  read 
from  and  written  into  the  data  tracks 
on  the  magnetic  disks  by  access  arms. 
In  each  unit,  the  magnetic  disks  rotate 
past  three  independent  access  arms  at 
1200  RPM,  and  each  arm  can  move  to 
any  data  track. 

The  access  arms  move  under  instruc- 
tions stored  in  the  650.  A  seek  instruc- 
tion sends  an  arm  to  the  addressed  data 
track.  A  read  instruction  causes  the 
access  arm  to  read  the  addressed  data 
track  into  immediate  access  storage  (the 
magnetic  core  memory).  A  write  instruc- 
tion causes  the  arm  to  write  into  the 
addressed  data  track  the  information 
that  is  in  immediate  access  storage. 

Another  important  feature  of  the  650 
RAMAC  is  the  facility  for  quick  com- 
munication with  the  system,  with  mini- 
mum interference  with  the  routine 
operating  procedure,  to  inquire  into  the 
status  of  records  or  to  enter  new  infor- 
mation. This  is  handled  through  the  In- 
quiry Station.  Using  a  modified  IBM 
electric  typewriter,  inquiries  and  data 
can  be  sent  to  the  650  and  in  turn,  the 
650  can  send  replies.  Ten  inquiry  sta- 
tions are  available  for  each  650  RAMAC 
system. 

Any  inquiry  or  information  to  be  sent 
to  the  650  is  typed  on  a  form  at  the 
inquiry  station  at  the  same  time  it  is 
transmitted  to  the  processing  unit.  The 
650  stored  programming  processess  the 
inquiry  and  transmits  the  reply  back 
to  the  inquiry  station  where  it  is  then 


typed  on  the  form.  Complete  flexibility 
and  positive  control  of  inquiry  station 
operation  is  provided  by  a  plastic  pro- 
gram tape  at  each  station  operation  in 
conjunction  with  the  stored  program. 
The  program  tape  also  provides  flexibil- 
ity in  the  format  of  the  printed  docu- 
ment at  the  inquiry  station. 

Among  the  rather  routine  jobs  the  650 
RAMAC  will  do  for  the  engineer  is  the 
monthly  equipment  summary  program, 
affording  an  accurate  analysis  of  the 
operating  and  maintenance  costs  of  each 
piece  of  equipment  in  the  highway  de- 
partment. This  summary  furnishes  a 
detailed  report  of  separate  fuel  quanti- 
ties and  costs,  tires  and  labor  costs,  re- 
pairs, rental,  average  costs,  and  deprec- 
iation. 

The  IBM  650  is  designed  to  perform 
computations  required  for  detailing 
bridge  structures  on  a  horizontal  curve. 
In  detailing  structures  alone,  it  is  esti- 
mated that  the  machine  saves  50%  of  the 
engineering  man-hours  previously  re- 
quired for  this  one  process. 

A  design  engineer  using  an  IBM  650 
can  quickly  design  alternate  road  lay- 
outs, from  which  a  selection  of  the  most 
desirable  route  can  be  made.  By  using 
the  computer,  one  can  select  the  most 
economical  route,  taking  all  factors  into 
consideration. 

Adequate  information  describing 
tracts  of  land  affected  by  construction  of 
new  or  altered  roads  can  be  obtained 
from  the  IBM  650.  This  description  in- 
cludes new  boundary  lines  and  areas  of 
each  segment  of  land  acquired  for  the 
construction.  This  operation,  itself,  saves 
approximately  two-thirds  of  the  en- 
gineering man-hours  before  required. 

The  IBM  6  50  system  will  be  installed 
in  the  State  Highway  Department  in 
two  phases.  The  basic  machine  is  to  be 
installed  some  time  in  the  spring  of  this 
year.  This  will  be  integrated  with  the 
IBM  equipment  that  is  now  in  use  in  the 
accounting  department.  The  initial  use 
of  the  650  will  be  almost  entirely  con- 
cerned with  engineering  problems.  Later, 
the  complete  magnetic  tape  and  RAMAC 
storage  units  will  be  installed.  Then, 
with  the  complete  system  in  use,  the  ac- 
counting system  will  be  geared  to  con- 
form to  this  complete  system.  With  the 
installation  of  the  basic  unit  and  later 
the  complete  unit,  some  of  the  peripheral 
equipment  will  necessarily  be  changed  to 
conform  to  the  flow  of  work  being  done. 
In  the  same  light,  some  of  the  accounting 
machines  now  in  use  will  be  discontinued 
because  of  the  650's  capacity  to  do  the 
same  work. 


Durham  Bypass 
Opened 

The  west  side  of  the  Durham  Bypass, 
located  on  US  15  &  501,  was  opened  to 
traffic  on  November  21  at  noon. 

Let  in  two  separate  projects,  work  was 
first  begun  on  this  section  in  July,  1956. 
The  first  project,  involving  grading  and 
structures  on  4.21  miles  of  US  15  &  501, 
was  awarded  to  Nello  L.  Teer  Company  of 
Durham.  Work  on  the  roadway  was  begun 
by  Teer  on  July  23,  1956  and  work  on  the 
structures  was  begun  on  August  20,  1956. 
The  cost  involved  $571,156.  73  for  roadway 
and  $522,179.63  for  structures. 

Nello  L.  Teer  Company  was  also  award- 
ed the  contract  for  paving  on  the  bypass. 
Work  was  begun  on  March  21,  1958,  and 
the  cost  for  paving  4.12  miles  was  $450,- 
139.50. 

W.  E.  Hawkins,  Jr.  of  Durham  served 
as  Resident  Engineer  on  the  first  project, 
and  C.  L.  Edwards  of  Durham  served  as 
Resident  Engineer  on  the  second  job.

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Albemarle  Bypass  Dedicated 


In  ceremonies  held  on  November  26, 
Highway  Commissioner  J.  Lee  White  of 
Concord  cut  the  ribbon  officially  opening 
the  Highway  27  Bypass  and  the  North 
First  Street  Extension  in  Albemarle. 

Mayor  D.  A.  Moose  presided  over  the 
opening  ceremonies,  which  were  held  on 
the  bridge  over  the  grade  separation 
where  the  bypass  crosses  Highway  52  in 
the  southern  section  of  the  city.  In  addi- 
tion to  Moose,  others  taking  part  in  the 
ceremony  were  Harry  T.  Murrell,  president 
of  the  Albemarle  and  Stanly  County 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Senator  Sta- 
ton  P.  Williams. 

Representing  the  Highway  Commission 
in  addition  to  White  were  Director  W.  F. 
Babcock,  Tenth  Division  Engineer  M.  E. 
Beatty,  H.  M.  Burgin,  Assistant  Division 
Engineer;  C.  R.  Smith,  T.  F.  Royal,  J.  B. 
Graham,  Banks  Thomas,  W.  J.  Murray, 
Geddie  B.  Strickland,  and  Sam  Beard. 

Two  projects  were  involved  in  the 
construction  of  the  bypass.  The  first  of 
these,  awarded  to  Blankenship  Brothers 
of  Charlotte,  involved  fine  grading,  sta- 
bilized aggregate  base  course  and  bitu- 
minous surface  treatment  for  a  distance 
of  five  miles.  The  work  was  begun  on 
July  24,  1958  and  the  contract  estimate 
came  to  $409,925.00. 

The  second  project,  involving  grading, 
stabilized  base  course,   bituminous  con- 


crete binder  and  surface  and  structures 
was  awarded  to  three  contractors.  Will  J 
Widenhouse  of  Concord  was  low  bidder 
for  clearing  the  right  of  way;  W.  F 
Brinkley  &  Son  Construction  Company 
Inc.  of  Granite  Quarry  received  the  con 
tract  for  the  structures;  and  W.  E.  Gra 
ham  &  Son  of  Cleveland  was  low  bidder 
for  roadway.  Work  was  begun  by  Widen- 
house on  February  24;  by  Graham  on 
February  27  and  by  Brinkley  on  March  7. 


Contract  estimates  included:  Right  of  way 
—  $10,870.00;  Roadway  —  $205,598.00;  and 
Structures  —  $126,458.20. 

The  length  of  this  second  job  was  1.21 
miles  in  the  relocation  of  US  52,  from  the 
intersection  of  North  First  Street  and 
Wilson  Street  in  Albemarle,  north  along- 
First  Street  to  Leslie  Street  ;  thence  to  a 
point  on  the  existing  US  52. 

Resident  Engineer  on  the  entire  project 
was  G.  B.  Strickland  of  Albemarle.

Perhaps  White  planned  to  pull 
another  of  his  well-known  tricks  on  his 
fellow  Commissioners  with  the  scissors 


The  new  bridge  spanning  the  Pee  Dee 
River  in  Anson-Richmond  Counties  was 
officially  dedicated  on  Friday,  November 
21  and  named  for  former  Tenth  Division 
Highway  Commissioner  James  A.  Har- 
dison. 

The  decision  to  name  the  bridge  for 
Hardison,  who  served  as  Commissioner 
from  1933  to  1937  and  again  from  1943  to 
1947,  came  as  a  joint  resolution  from  the 
Anson  and  Richmond  County  Boards  of 
Commissioners. 

With  approaches  on  US  74  at  the  Anson- 
Richmond  County  line,  the  new  bridge 
is  1,582%  feet  long  and  has  28-foot  clear 
roadway    width.    Built    adjacent   to  the 


existing  bridge,  the  project  features  24- 
foot  wide  roadway  approaches. 

Let  on  April  23,  1957,  the  contract  for 
roadway  and  structures  was  awarded 
to  Bowers  Construction  Company  of  Ra- 
leigh at  a  contract  cost  of  $638,471.56.  The 
contract  for  moving  buildings  was  award- 
ed to  John  A.  Weaver  of  West  Jefferson 
at  a  contract  cost  of  $1,995. 

Resident  Engineer  on  the  project  was 
R.  G.  Southall  of  Wagram. 

Cutting  the  ribbon  to  open  the  bridge 
to  traffic  was  Mary  Adele  Smith,  daughter 
of  Mr.  Hardison.  Master  of  ceremonies 
was  H.  P.  Taylor,  Sr.  of  Wadesboro. 


.  .  .  who  knows? 

At  any  rate,  the  dedication  cere- 
monies progressed  smoothly  according 
to  schedule.  There  were  welcomes,  re- 
sponses, notes  of  appreciation  and  con- 
gratulatory remarks  by  both  the  Albe- 
marle and  visiting  dignitaries.  Came 
time  for  the  dramatic  ribbon  cutting. 

Alas!  No  scissors! 

Firmly  believing  that  a  "stitch  in 
time  saves  nine",  Commissioner  White 
there  upon  whipped  out  the  toy  scissors 
from  his  overcoat,  stepped  up  to  the 
ribbon,  and  snipped  it  in  two,  losing  no 
time  in  presenting  the  new  highway  to 
the  public.  The  scissors,  having  played 
their  part  in  history,  were  then  pre- 
sented to  the  mayor  of  Albemarle. 

And  what,  you  say,  of  the  grand- 
neice?  Today,  she  sports  a  brand  new 
pair  of  toy  scissors,  direct  from  neigh- 
boring Albemarle. 


Sections  of  US  74  between  Kings  Mountain  and  Shelby  were  opened  for  traffic 
during  late  November.  Completed  at  a  contract  cost  of  approximately  one  million 
and  a  half  dollars,  the  project  adds  two  twelve-foot  wide  pavements  and  a  median 
strip  to  US  74,  making  the  eleven  mile  section  a  four-lane  pavement.  Grading  was 
completed  by  Burns  and  Spangler  of  Shelby,  and  the  structures  by  Dickerson,  Inc. 
of  Monroe.  Paving  was  completed  by  Propst  Construction  Company  of  Concord. 
Resident  Engineer  on  the  project  was  W.  A.  McNeill.

Dear  Fellow  Employees: 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  to  each  of  you  my  personal  good  wishes 
for  a  very  prosperous  and  happy  new  year. 

During  the  year  that  has  just  passed,  we  have  witnessed  a  great  deal  of 
progress  on  our  highway  system — both  primary  and  secondary  improvements 
have  been  accomplished  on  a  new  scale.

There  may  be  certain 
groups  (Inspectors,  for  instance)  with 
some  in  a  higher  range  than  shown  for 
North  Carolina,  some  in  a  lower,  since  all 
groups  could  not  be  shown  and  in  some 
instances  the  middle-range  group  is 
shown  only.

With  the  November  19  letting,  the 
State  Highway  Commission  placed  to 
contract  a  total  of  62  projects  for  high- 
way improvements,  using  the  special 
emergency  funds  appropriated  by  Con- 
gress in  April,  19  58  as  an  anti-recession 
measure.  Two-thirds  of  the  money  is  pro- 
vided by  the  Federal  Government. 

North  Carolina  received  a  total  of 
$14,818,310.00,  including  the  State's 
matching  funds  for  these  emergency 
projects,  which  had  to  be  placed  to  con- 
tract by  December  1,  19  58  and  completed 
before  December  1,  1959.  Because  of  the 
necessity  of  getting  the  contract  work 
underway  promptly,  the  Commission 
placed  most  of  the  work  on  resurfacing 
projects  and  on  the  reconstruction  or 
improvement  of  highway  bridges,  where 
little  or  no  right-of-way  acquisition  was 
necessary. 

The  actual  contract  value  for  the 
construction  of  these  62  projects  in- 
volves a  total  of  $13, 826, 971. S2.  When 
engineering  costs  and  right-of-way  con- 
tingencies are  added  to  this  figure,  it 
will  match  the  sum  allocated  to  the 
State  for  this  purpose.

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Gus  Hasty  Bridge  Opened 


The  300-foot  span  over  the  Cape  Fear 
River  at  Tar  Heel  was  dedicated  in  cere- 
monies held  on  Thursday,  October  30  and 
named  for  former  Sixth  Division  High- 
way Commissioner,  C.  A.  "Gus"  Hasty. 

In  addition  to  Hasty,  others  taking  part 
in  the  dedication  service  included:  Fred 
Keith  of  St.  Pauls;  Senator-elect  Cutlar 
Moore  of  Lumberton;  Mayor  L.  L.  Mc- 
Donald of  Parkton;  Dr.  M.  B.  Pate,  Jr., 
Mayor  of  St.  Pauls  and  Robeson  County 
Municipal  Association  Chairman;  Hector 
MacLean  of  Lumberton;  and  Mayor  R.  A. 
Hedgpeth  of  Lumberton.  Highway  officials 
in  attendance  included  Director  W.  F. 
Babcock,  Commissioner  James  W.  Mason 
of  Laurinburg  and  Sam  Beard. 

The  bridge  has  55  feet  of  clearance  for 
vessels  passing  underneath,  and  it  is  the 
only  bridge  for  passenger  cars  across  the 
Cape  Fear  between  Fayettville  and  Eliza- 
bethtown.  The  steel  truss  concrete  struc- 
ture replaces  a  ferry  that  served  the 
river  for  many  years  prior  to  the  coming 
of  the  bridge. 


There  may  be  people  who  honestly  be- 
lieve that  they  are  too  important,  and  too 
occupied  with  aflairs,  to  spend  time  with 
books.

The  average  reader  can  read  an  average 
book  at  the  rate  of  300  words  a  minute. 
The  means  4,500  words  in  quarter  of  an 
hour,  or  1,642,500  words  in  a  year.  If  you 
spend  just  fifteen  minutes  a  day,  you  can 
read  twenty  average-length  books  between 
January  1st  and  December  31st.

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Ten  Year  Traffic  Trends

Across  the  nation  in  the  last  ten  years, 
highway  traffic  engineers  and  officials 
have  witnessed  an  unprecedented  up-surge 
in  traffic  demand.  It  has  generally  doubled 
—a  fact  that  is  almost  wholly  accountable 
for  the  obsolescence  and  inadequacy  so 
prevalent  in  highways,  roads,  and  streets. 

During  the  late  years  of  World  War  II, 
everyone  recognized  the  pent-up  demand 
for  cars,  gasoline,  and  tires,  and  expected 
greatly  increased  traffic  volumes  in  1946 
and  1947.  The  increase  developed  as  ex- 
pected. 

What  was  not  fully  anticipated  was  that 
the  increase  would  continue  at  rates  and 
to  levels  higher  than  anyone  then  imagin- 
ed. During  this  period,  growth  rates  of 
eight  to  twelve  percent  each  year 
became  commonplace.  A  100  percent  in- 
crease in  ten  years  was  observed  in  most 
sections.  During  the  same  period  the 
population  of  the  nation  grew  only  about 
fifteen  percent,  and  the  majority  of  this 
population  growth  was  among  babies  and 
children  too  young  to  drive. 

Many  serious,  basic  questions  faced 
highway  officials  and  engineers  in  their 
planning.  How  long  could  such  traffic 
growth  rates  continue?  When  would  the 
growth  curve  return  to  the  traditional 
four  percent  or  five  percent  annual  growth 
rate?  What  economic  factors  were  sup- 
porting this  abnormal  growth?  With  so 
many  highways  and  streets  obsolete  and 
inadequate,  how  could  logical  plans  be 
drawn  to  provide  traffic  facilities  ade- 
quate for  the  subsequent  fifteen  or  twenty 
years?  Would  the  growth  curve  turn 
abruptly  downward?  This  was  a  period 
in  which  all  the  usual  methods  of 
traffic  forecasting  proved  to  be  unreliable. 
Indeed,  the  expression  "normal  traffic 
growth"  ceased  to  have  any  meaning. 

This  was  also  the  golden  era  for  the 
toll  turnpikes  in  areas  where  the  public 
traveler  demanded  better  highways  than 
the  public  taxpayer  would  provide — albeit 
the  gasoline  taxpayer  was  usually  the 
same  individual  as  the  traveler.  During 
the  latter  years  of  the  decade,  Con- 
gress recognized  the  demand  and  set  in 
motion  the  expanded  1956  Federal  High- 
way Program.  The  fulfillment  of  this 
program  is  now  taxing  the  best  efforts  of 
all  the  state  highway  departments  and 
highway  contractors.  The  greatest  peace- 
time construction  program  in  history  is 
now  in  full  swing. 


In  late  1957,  those  who  had  followed 
traffic  trends  for  years  observed  a  pro- 
nounced reduction  in  the  rate  of  climb. 
Indeed,  flat  spots  and  reductions  were 
noted  in  the  traffic  curve  in  many  states. 
First,  there  was  the  erratic  stock  market 
activity  and  break  in  values  in  October. 
Then  the  advent  of  Russia's  Sputnik  seem- 
ed to  have  an  adverse  psychological  effect 
on  travel  demand,  and  finally  there  devel- 
oped the  recession  of  the  1957-1958  winter 
and  spring. 

Traffic  flow  did  not  increase  generally 
during  this  seven  or  eight  month  period, 
and  showed  appreciable  reductions  in 
many  states.  This  flattening  of  the  growth 
curve  marked  the  end  of  a  very  pro- 
nounced ten-year  traffic  cycle  and  provided 
answers  to  many  of  the  questions  listed 
above. " 

A  backward  look  at  these  trends  may 
be  of  value  in  penetrating  the  uncertain- 
ties of  the  traffic  future.  The  writer  sent 
questionnaires  to  the  state  highway  plan- 
ning engineers  in  eleven  southeastern 
states,  requesting  data  on  traffic  growth 
factors  for  the  ten  years,  1948-1957. 

VTehicle  Miles  of  Travel 

The  nature  of  the  data  requested  was 
the  total  vehicle-miles  of  travel  each  year 
on  primary  highways  outside  cities  in  all 
these  individual  states.  Where  these 
specific  data  were  not  available,  similar 
data  were  obtained  such  as  on  total 
system  travel,  total  travel  on  all  roads 
and  highways,  total  gasoline  consumption, 
etc.  Data  were  also  requested  on  state 
motor  vehicle  registration  and  estimated 
population.  Significant  comments  were 
also  solicited.  The  resulting  data  were 
tabulated,  analyzed  and  studied  as  dis- 
cussed below. 

Perhaps  Table  I  reflects  the  most  sig- 
nificant data.  Traffic  grew  from  59  percent 
to  114  percent  in  the  several  southeastern 
states  during  the  nine-year  period  1948- 
1957.  With  few  minor  exceptions,  a 
seventy-four  percent  traffic  growth  was 
noted  in  all  these  states.  The  weighted 
average  traffic  growth  was  eighty-nine 
percent.

For  the  eight-year  period  1948-1956  the 
growth  was  eighty  percent.  This  compares 
with  nationwide  increases  during  the  same 
period  of  sixty-one  percent  on  rural  main 
highways,  as  noted  in  "Public  Roads." 
Probable  reasons  are  discussed  later. 

Other  data  were  obtained  on  business 
volume  in  the  South  from  the  "Blue  Book 
of  Southern  Progress'  (Manufacturers 
Record),  for  the  years  1949-1957.  Business 
volume  in  the  South  grew  by  eighty-five 
percent,  as  compared  to  eighty  percent 
in  the  nation.  It  was  also  noted  that  there 
was  a  general  trend  relationship  between 
traffic  growth  and  business  volume  in  the 
South  as  noted  below.  (Business  volume, 
being  expressed  in  dollars,  included  the 
effect  of  inflated  values,  while  traffic 
data  were  based  on  actual  counts.)

An  exact  comparison  between  data  for 
two  slightly  different  eight-year  periods 
is  not  to  be  expected.  There  are  also  many 
types  of  business  and  industry  where 
growth  would  not  be  necessarily  related 
to  traffic  increase.  It  does  appear,  however, 
that  traffic  was  growing  substantially  with 
business.  Probably  traffic  would  have  far 
exceeded  the  business  growth,  had  high- 
way-street facilities  been  adequate.  These 
were  peak  years  for  street  and  highway 
buses,  as  well  as  for  scheduled  aviation. 
Both  show  phenomenal  rates  of  growth, 
restraining  motor  vehicle  use. 

Motor  Vehicle  Registration 

The  expanding  ownership  of  motor 
vehicles  in  the  South  is  revealed  from  the 
following  data  on  growth  of  motor  vehicle 
registration,  as  compared  to  traffic  growth, 
both  being  for  the  eight-year  period  1948- 
1956  in  percentage. 

Because  of  varying  state  laws  and  rates 
for  licenses,  reciprocity,  etc.,  registration 
data  are  not  always  directly  comparable. 
The  growth  of  eighty-two  percent  in 
eleven  southern  states,  however,  exceeded 
the  growth  in  the  nation  of  fifty-nine  per- 
cent. In  almost  all  cases,  the  registration 
growth  exceeded  the  traffic  growth:  Un-

doubtedly  due  to  (1)  the  increase  of  two- 
car  families,  (2)  the  longer  service  life 
of  the  modern  vehicle,  (3)  the  growing  use 
of  trucks,  and  (4)  suppressed  growth  in 
total  traffic,  due  to  inadequate  highways 
and  streets,  and  airplane  travel. 


Increased  Motor  Vehicle  Ownership 

In  the  South  in  1948,  there  were  213 
vehicles  per  1,000  persons.  In  1957,  there 
were  357  per  1,000,  or  one  registered  ve- 
hicle for  every  2.8  people.  Not  only  was 
this  a  sixty-eight  percent  increase;  it 
could  be  said  that  everybody  could  now 
ride  at  once,  and  only  use  the  front  seat. 
There  are  weekends  when  it  seems  that 
this  has  literally  occurred. 

One  wonders  whether  the  public  can 
absorb  and  efficiently  use  substantially 
more  cars  and  trucks.  Granting  that  popu- 
lation and  registration  will  grow,  will  the 
2.8  ratio  ever  be  materially  reduced  in  a 
wide  region?  The  recent  trend  would  in- 
dicate a  negative  answer.  With  scheduled 
and  private  aviation  each  year  absorbing 
more  of  the  long-trip  travel  demand,  and 
with  the  parking  problem  limiting  urban 
traffic  growth,  it  is  not  likely  that  per- 
capita  ownership  of  motor  vehicles  will 
increase  greatly,  especially  when  one  con- 
siders the  appreciable  annual  cost  of 
motor  vehicle  ownership  and  operation. 
At  this  writing,  one  may  not  observe  any 
price  reductions  in  cars,  fuel,  tires  or 
accident  insurance.  Indeed,  the  car  is  a 
significant  part  of  the  average  family's 
total  budget. 

Automobile  production  has  finally  ex- 
ceeded demand,  and  labor  unions  in  this 
industry  are — for  the  first  time — working 
without  a  new  contract.  These  develop- 
ments occurred  simultaneously  with  the 
end  of  the  abnormal  post-war  traffic 
growth  cycle. 


The  Two-Car  Family 

A  substantial  percentage  of  the  increase 
in  post-war  motor  vehicle  ownership  may 
be  accounted  for  by  the  greatly  enlarged 
proportion  of  families  who  have  two  or 
more  cars.  A  high  percentage  of  families 
is  now  in  this  category.  It  does  not  fol- 
low, however,  that  such  ownership  in- 
creases the  total  travel  per  family. 

Indeed,  one  of  the  reasons  for  multiple 
car  ownership  is  to  avoid  unnecessary 
travel  in  the  daily  comings  and  goings  of 
various  members  of  the  family.  Reliable 
data  now  available  show  that,  for  the 
last  few  years,  we  have  had  an  actual 
reduction  in  travel  per  vehicle  and  in 
gasoline  consumption  per  vehicle.  Total 
travels  is  related,  not  so  much  to  motor 
vehicle  registration,  as  it  is  to  the  follow- 
ing four  factors: 

Total  population  of  driver  age,  indivi- 
dual time  available  for  travel,  net  indivi- 
dual income  in  excess  of  cost  of  living,  and 
freedom  from  traffic  congestion  in  urban 
areas. 

The  fact  that  the  family  yard  and  drive- 
way are  now  full  of  cars  does  not  result 
in  more  travel  per  car,  but  in  less. 

Southern  State  Characteristics 

Great  basic  changes  have  occurred  in 
the  South  within  the  last  twenty  to  thirty 
years.  Those  who  consider  the  South  as 
the  mint  julep,  showboat,  fatback  area  are 
misinformed. 

A  recent  survey  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Commerce  shows  that  the 
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seven  southeastern  states'  area  doubled 
its  manufacturing  pace  in  the  eight  years 
1949-1956  and  moved  into  fourth  place 
among  regions  of  the  nation,  thereby  dis- 
placing New  England.  The  100  percent 
increase  in  this  group  of  states  compares 
with  the  national  average  of  eighty-five 
percent  for  the  same  period.  North  Caro- 
lina led  individual  states  in  the  group  with 
production  valued  at  $17.2  billion. 

Originally  based  almost  solely  on  the 
growth  of  basic  crops,  such  as  cotton, 
tobacco,  and  rice,  the  South  has  grown 
in  terms  of  industry,  commerce,  proces- 
sing and  distribution  to  the  point  where 
it  is  well  above  that  in  the  average  state, 
and  far  greater  than  in  many  areas.  Its 
great  growth  and  economic  strength  lie  in 
diversification:  its  welfare  is  no  longer 
dependent  upon  a  single  or  upon  several 
basic  segments  of  the  economy. 

Advantages  of  this  diversification  are 
reflected  in  the  unusual  growth  character- 
istics in  traffic,  motor  vehicle  ownership, 
and  travel-growth  in  the  South  as  com- 
pared to  that  of  the  nation.  It  will  be 
recalled  that  the  southern  traffic  growth 
from  1948  to  1956  was  eighty  percent  as 
compared  to  only  sixty-one  percent  in  the 
nation  as  a  whole. 

What  of  the  Future? 

Forecasting  is  recognized  as  a  precar- 
ious business.  However,  one  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  Federal  Aid  Highway  Act 
of  1956  was  that  each  of  the  states  would 
predict  traffic  demands  to  1975,  as  a  basis 
for  location,  design,  and  cost  features  of 
needed  traffic  facilities  built  to  last  at 
least  twenty-five  years  and  initially  ade- 
quate for  the  traffic  of  1975.  This  require- 
ment for  forecast  involved  elaborate  and 
extensive  studies  by  the  highway  plan- 
ning survey  engineers  in  each  of  the 
states.  The  writer,  one  of  these,  after 
forecasting,  compared  notes  with  engi- 
neers in  the  other  southern  states. 

These  studies,  independently  made,  re- 
sulted in  the  expectation  that  total  motor 
vehicle  travel  would  increase  in  southern 
states  by  from  70  percent  to  100  percent 
between  1955  and  1975.  While  this  anti- 
cipated growth  is  not  so  great  as  that 
experienced  during  the  recent  decade,  it 
nonetheless  portends  a  significant  increase. 
The  basic  reasons  for  this  increase  are 
related  to  growth  in  population,  more 
than  to  any  other  single  factor. 

Certain  facilities,  especially  the  inter- 
state expressways,  probably  will  lead  all 
others  in  traffic  growth  because  of  their 
capacity  and  mutual  support  and  inter- 
action in  relation  to  land-use,  industrial 
growth,  population  attraction,  and  atten- 
dant traffic  generation. 


The  primary  highway  system  and  the 
arterial  urban  streets  will  develop  sub- 
stantial increases  in  traffic  demand.  Their 
capacity  will  determine  their  level  of 
traffic  service.  Except  on  expressways  with 
reserve  capacity,  vehicular  movement  in 
the  traffic-saturated  central  business  dis- 
tricts of  cities  will  likely  grow  but  little 
more.  Mass  use  of  street  buses  appears 
to  be  the  ultimate  solution  for  traffic  ser- 
vice in  these  areas. 

It  is  believed  that  the  average  highway 
trip  length  will  continue  to  be  relatively 
short,  i.e.,  less  than  thirty-five  miles.  It 
is  also  believed  that  prevailing  rural 
speeds  will  increase  little  above  their 
present  fifty  to  fifty-five  mph  overall  aver- 
age, even  though  design  speeds  are  higher, 
legal  limits  may  increase,  and  the  driver 
could  voluntarily  choose  speeds  higher 
than  now  prevailing.  Repeated  observa- 
tions show  that  the  modern  driver  in  the 
prevalent  high-speed-high-horsepower  car 
seldom  wants  to  travel  more  than  sixty 
mph,  even  on  excellent,  adequate  high- 
ways. 


It  appears  that  the  growth  in  size  and 
weight  of  tractor-truck-semi-trailers  has 
become  stabilized,  and  that  the  present 
combination  may  be  expected  to  continue 
with  its  prevailing  basic  weight  -  size 
characteristics  for  a  great  many  years  to 
come. 

Finally,  the  outlook  for  future  traffic 
growth,  in  terms  of  vehicle  miles  in  the 
majority  of  the  states,  may  be  about  three- 
and-a-half  percent  a  year.  Even  so,  high- 
way and  street  officials  face  almost  insur- 
mountable problems  in  their  efforts  to 
bring  existing  facilities  up  to  current 
traffic  needs,  and  keep  pace  with  growing 
demands  in  the  years  to  come.  Even  a 
three-and-a-half  percent  a  year  growth, 
compounded,  means  a  100  percent  increase 
in  about  twenty  years. 


The  greatest,  most  expensive  of  these 
problems  remains  in  and  near  urban 
areas  where  congestion  is  at  its  worst, 
where  there  is  no  unused  space  for  ex- 
pressway street  construction,  and  where 
costs  for  such  facilities  begin  at  a  million 
dollars  a  mile. 

Although  the  post-war  up-surge  in  traf- 
fic demand  has  been  replaced  by  a  more 
rational  growth  rate,  it  will  take  every- 
thing we  have  for  the  next  twenty  years 
to  bring  our  traffic  facilities  up  to  the 
point  of  general  adequacy  and  public 
satisfaction.  The  question  of  how  to  do  it 
is  squarely  before  us.  We  can  begin  no 
sooner  than  now  to  find  the  answers.

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William  W.  Hampton 

On  November  17,  1958,  Mr.  William  W. 
Hampton,  better  known  as  "Bill,"  suffered 
a  severe  heart  attack,  from  which  he  did 
not  recover.  The  news  of  his  sudden 
death  was  a  great  shock  to  his  many 
friends  and  acquaintances  throughout  the 
state.  He  is  survivied  by  his  widow, 
Ermine  Baldwin  Hampton,  and  daughter 
Ermine  "Boots"  Hampton,  and  the  sym- 
pathy of  all  Mr.  Hampton's  acquaintances 
certainly  goes  to  them  in  this  time  of 
affliction. 

Mr.  Hampton  was  employed  by  the 
Locat:on  Department  of  the  State  High- 
way Commission  on  September  1,  1927, 
and  after  serving  on  several  different 
survey  parties  on  highway  location,  he 
was  promoted  to  draftsman  and  assigned 
to  a  position  in  the  headquarters  office  in 
Raleigh.  In  June  1933  he  was  promoted 
to  Assistant  to  Mr.  Getty  Browning,  who 
at  that  time  had  charge  of  all  the  location 
surveys  and  claim  adjustments  through- 
out the  state. 

Mr.  Hampton's  ability  and  pleasing- 
personality  enabled  him  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  this  office  very  successfully.  As 
the  work  in  the  office  increased  in  volume, 
his  duties  became  more  and  more  exacting 
and  required  that  he  acquaint  himself 
not  only  with  the  details  of  his  particular 
assignment,  but  also  to  acquire  general 
knowledge  of  the  work  of  practically  all 
of  the  other  departments  of  the  Commis- 
sion. In  connection  with  the  location  and 
claim  work,  this  department  also  kept 
the  official  state  highway  map  up-to-date, 
and  arranged  for  it  to  be  issued  each 
year;  and  it  also  drew  up  the  first  county 
maps  after  the  Commission  took  over  all 
of  the  county  roads.  Later  on  when  the 
Commission  decided  to  issue  a  colored 
tourist  map,  this  work  also  was  handled 


by  the  Location  Department.  In  all  these 
activities  Mr.  Hampton  was  required  to 
take  an  active  part.  The  fact  that  he  was 
so  popular  with  the  Commission  personnel 
throughout  the  state,  as  well  as  with  the 
general  public,  was  of  great  benefit  to  the 
Commission.  By  disposition  and  training 
he  was  particularly  qualified  for  the 
position  he  held,  which  involved  so  many 
different  phases  of  highway  work.  His 
friendly  and  cooperative  attitude  toward 
all  of  his  co-workers  will  always  be  re- 
membered, and  his  place  will  be  most 
difficult  to  fill.

E.  H.  Webb  retired  July  1  after 
serving  with  the  Highway  Commission 
for  thirty  years.  He  went  to  work  with 
the  Highway  in  October,  1927  under 
Division  Engineer  J.  C.  Walker  in  the 
Construction  Department.

Record  Progress  Made 

The  North  Carolina  State  Highway 
Commission  has  made  giant  strides  in 
highway  construction,  improvement,  and 
maintenance  since  its  reorganization  al- 
most two  years  ago,  according  to  a  re- 
cent survey  made  by  the  Carolina  Motor 
Club. 

The  administration  shift  reduced  the 
Commission  from  14  to  7  members,  ap- 
pointed for  staggered  terms  to  serve  as 
Commissioners  at  large.  W.  F.  Babcock 
was  named  Director. 

North  Carolina  ranks  second  in  the 
nation  with  the  number  of  Interstate 
highway  miles  let  to  contract.  Approxi- 
mately 380  miles  of  the  77  5  miles  sys- 
tem already  are  under  contract.  At  year- 
end,  53.3  miles  of  the  Interstate  System 
were  open  to  traffic.  Another  71.4  miles 
of  four-lane  roads  on  the  Interstate  are 
open,  but  additional  grade  separations 
and  more  complete  control  of  access 
will  be  needed.  Seventy-one  miles  of  two- 
lane  pavements  are  open  to  traffic.  At 
year-end,  215  miles  of  the  Interstate 
were  still  under  construction  with  a 
total  contract  value  of  $3  8,17  4,7  84. 

In  the  fiscal  year(  July,  19  57  -  July, 
1958)  a  total  of  $65,000,000  in  contract 
construction  was  let  by  the  Commission. 
When  right-of-way  costs  and  engineer- 
ing contingency  needs  are  added,  the 
total  will  be  more  than  $86,000,000 — a 
new  12-month  construction  record  for 
the  State. 

In  addition,  the  Commission  has  ap- 
proved  for  early   programming,   on  a 


priority  basis  for  the  next  three  to  five 
years,  a  total  of  $200,000,000  in  Inter- 
state highway  construction.  The  Com- 
mission also  has  approved  some  $80,- 
000,000  in  primary  road  improvements, 
along  with  what  has  been  established 
as  the  trunkline  system  of  highways 
in  the  State,  such  as  highways  US  17, 
NC  50,  US  1,  US  220,  US  64,  and  US  74. 
Eighteen  highways  have  been  designated 
as  trunks. 

The  Commission  has  placed  new  em- 
phasis on  Advance  Planning,  with  an 
eight-man  Advance  Planning  Depart- 
ment including  experienced  transporta- 
tion engineers,  rural  and  urban  socio- 
logists, economists,  etc. 

A  completely  new  Department  of 
Secondary  Roads  has  been  established  to 
handle  maintenance  and  improvements 
on  the  58,000  mile  secondary  road  sys- 
tem, and  definite  procedures  have  been 
established  for  the  paving  of  rural 
secondary  roads  which  carry  50  vehicles 
or  more  a  day  on  a  priority  basis. 

Surveys  show  that  approximately 
$130,000,000  would  be  needed  to  pave 
all  secondary  roads  carrying  50  vehicles 
a  day.  An  additional  $60,000,000  would 
be  needed  to  reconstruct  or  replace  sub- 
standard bridges  (a  total  of  5,000  on  the 
system ) . 

The  total  demonstrated  highway  needs 
of  North  Carolina  are  slightly  over  $1,- 
000,000,000.  During  each  calendar  year, 
the  Commission  can  spend  approximately 
$40,000,000  on  these  needed  improve- 
ments, thus  taking  care  annually  of 
about  four  per  cent  of  the  need.

Photogrammetry  Department  Organized 


North  Carolinians  glancing  skyward 
this  summer  may  see  a  brand  new  activ- 
ity of  the  State  Highway  Commission 
without  realizing  it.  The  new  twin- 
engine  plane  they  will  see  will  be  main- 
taining a  steady  course  with  constant 
altitude  and  speed,  but  the  pilot  and  his 
lone  companion  won't  be  out  on  a 
pleasure  spin.  Instead,  they  will  be 
gathering  photographic  information  for 
the  recently  established  Photogrammetry 
Department  and  from  the  pictures,  engi- 
neers can  locate  and  design  new  and 
modern  highways  quicker  and  more  effi- 
ciently. 

Mounted  in  the  cabin  floor  of  the 
plane  will  be  an  extremely  accurate 
camera,  and  its  operator  will  keep  care- 
ful check  as  the  automatic  shutter  clicks 
open  every  few  seconds  for  a  different 
picture. 

Photogrammetry  is  definitely  not  a 
new  field.  Reduced  to  its  basic  meaning, 
it  is  simply  the  science  of  obtaining  re- 
liable measurements  by  means  of  photo- 
graphy. The  value  of  aerial  photographs 
has  been  known  for  many  years,  dating 
back  almost  a  hundred  years  ago  to  the 
Civil  War. 

During  the  War  Between  the  States, 
both  sides  used  balloons  in  gathering 
information  about  the  surrounding 
country  side,  enemy  encampments,  and 


troop  concentrations.  Later  in  1885,  a 
rather  crude  form  of  photogrammetry 
was  used  in  mapping  the  city  of  Paris 
with  aerial  pictures  taken  from  a  bal- 
loon. 

Neither  is  photogrammetry  new  to 
many  highway  engineers  and  officials  in 
North  Carolina.  Actually,  it  has  been 
used  extensively  in  recent  years  in  both 
road  location  and  design  work,  but  prior 
to  this  year,  almost  all  of  the  State's 
work  was  contracted  out  to  commerical 
firms  in  other  states.  Last  year,  for  ex- 
ample, North  Carolina  let  to  contract 
over  $282,000.00  in  photogrammetry, 
and  it  was  anticipated  that  contract  costs 
for  this  work  could  easily  reach  half  a 
million  dollars  annually  as  the  expand- 
ing road-building  program  moves  for- 
ward. 

In  the  spring  of  1958,  the  Highway 
Commission  requested  that  engineers 
look  into  the  possibility  of  establishing 
a  complete  photogrammetry  section 
within  the  Highway  Department  of 
North  Carolina.  The  results  of  the  study, 
conducted  by  Chief  Locating  Engineer 
Lloyd  Cook,  were  quite  revealing.  It  was 
found  that  North  Carolina  could  estab- 
lish its  own  department  for  aerial  sur- 
veys for  less  than  the  amount  spent  for 
contract  photogrammetry  during  a  single 
year.  This  included  the  purchase  of  an 


airplane  and  camera,  the  necessary 
stereo  plotters  and  laboratory  equipment 
needed  to  convert  the  aerial  photographs 
into  highly  accurate  contour  or  topo- 
graphic maps. 

It  was  determined  that,  once  establish- 
ed, the  entire  department  could  function 
with  far  greater  flexibility  and  conveni- 
ence and  at  the  same  for  less  cost  than 
commercial  work.  Too,  there  would  be 
the  time-saving  factor  of  being  able 
to  schedule  survey  work  at  the  time 
it  would  be  most  needed,  and  the  entire 
function  could  be  tailored  to  the  par- 
ticular needs  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
Highway  Department.  The  Commission 
put  its  stamp  of  approval  on  the  plan 
in  the  summer  of  last  year  and  the  job 
of  getting  the  equipment  and  the  per- 
sonnel began. 

The  tools  of  the  photogram  metric 
trade  are  many  and  varied,  but  the  en- 
tire science  is  based  on  the  stereoscopic 
use  of  photography.  Almost  everyone 
is  familiar  with  this  phenomenon  from 
using  simple  stereoptic  viewers,  popular 
many  years  ago.  By  looking  through  the 
viewer  at  two  pictures  of  the  same  scene 
— taken  from  slightly  different  angles, 
the  photographed  objects  appear  in  rea- 
listic three  dimensions.  Things  in  the 
foreground  appear  closer  to  the  viewer, 
while  background  objects  seem  much 
farther  away. 


The  above  vertical  aerial  photograph,  showing  NC  49  weaving  its  way  through  Harrisburg  in  Cabarrus  County,  was  taken 
0,000  feet  above  the  ground  with  a  six-inch  lens  giving  it  a  scale  of  one  inch  to  lOOO  feet. 
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Heading  the  new  photogrammetric 
section  of  the  Location  Department  is 
Edgar  Page,  a  veteran  of  twenty-three 
years  in  the  science  of  photogrammetry. 
Page  entered  the  field  in  1934  when  the 
use  of  aerial  photography  for  engineer- 
ing purposes  was  limited  to  two  dimen- 
sion measurements.  In  the  late  1930's 
when  three  dimensional  measurements 
of  aerial  photographs  became  a  reality, 
Page  trained  in  the  use  of  early  stereo 
plotting  instruments  and  continued  his 
association  with  the  science  throughout 
its  development.  Later,  he  served  with 
the  Army  Map  Service  for  nine  years, 
gaining  valuable  experience  in  all  phases 
of  photogrammetry. 


In  the  same  manner,  aerial  pictures 
of  the  same  geographic  area  taken  from 
two  different  positions  or  altitudes  will 
provide  the  experienced  photogrammet- 
rist  with  a  highly  useful  three  dimen- 
sional effect.  Using  an  instrument  known 
as  a  stereo-plotter  and  working  from 
several  reference  points  of  known  alti- 
tude, the  operator  can  draw  in  contour 
lines  and  determine  the  elevation  of 
all  points  pictured  with  a  high  degree 
of  accuracy. 

The  plane,  flying  at  altitudes  which 
may  vary  from  1,200  to  12,000  feet,  is 
merely  a  platform  from  which  the  pic- 
tures are  taken.  The  plane  camera  is  a 
high-precision  instrument  which  records 
the  photographic  information  with  a 
minimum  of  distortion  even  though  the 
plane  is  moving  at  ground  speeds  in  ex- 
cess of  120  miles  per  hour.  Information 
which  ground  survey  parties  might 
spend  months  in  compiling  can  be  re- 
corded on  film  in  a  matter  of  minutes. 
Translating  the  pictures  into  topographic 
maps  takes  much  longer,  but  it  is  still 
quicker  than  the  old  survey  methods. 


Although  the  basic  job  of  the  photo- 
grammetric section  will  involve  the  com- 
pilation of  topographic  data  necessary 
for  preparing  preliminary  and  final  high- 
way plans  and  cost  estimates,  there  are 
many  uses  for  photogrammetry.  By  this 
method,  earthwork  quantities  and  cross 
sections  can  be  determined,  and  in- 
ventory of  stock-piles  and  drainage  in- 
formation can  be  gathered.  It  can  also 
be  used  in  planning  and  designing  major 
thoroughfares  and  in  studying  right-of- 
way  problems. 

In  establishing  its  own  Photogram- 
metry Department,  North  Carolina  joins 
a  growing  list  of  states  already  gather- 
ing and  processing  aerial  surveys.  The 
nearby  states  of  Virginia  and  Georgia 
are  well  along  with  their  own  sections; 
Ohio  and  California  have  long  been 
leaders  in  the  field,  while  Kentucky, 
Indiana  and  Florida  are  in  the  process 
of  expanding  their  operations.  Some 
states  have  found  this  section  so  valua- 
ble that  they  now  have  more  than  one 
plane  and  camera  in  service. 

North  Carolina  placed  its  order  for  a 
plane  in  late  19  58  and  delivery  is  ex- 
pected in  April.  Two  stereo-plotters  have 
already  been  installed  in  the  Raleigh 
office,  and  the  aerial  camera  is  on  order. 
The  entire  department,  under  the  super- 
vision of  Locating  Engineer  Cook,  will 
be  installed  and  functioning  by  the  first 
of  July.  When  in  full  operation,  the 
section  will  be  able  to  schedule  aerial 
surveys  over  a  much  broader  area  than 
was  possible  when  the  work  was  let  to 
contract. 


With  a  photogrammetry  section,  engi- 
neers and  planners  will  have  available 
to  them  far  more  topographic  informa- 
tion than  ever  before.  It  will  be  possible 
to  plot  and  study  many  alternate  high- 
way locations  and  designs  in  determin- 
ing which  will  be  better.  Comparative 
right-of-way  and  construction  costs  can 
be  studied  more  completely  before  a  final 
line  is  selected.  Other  states  report  that 
the  opportunity  of  choosing  from  several 
locations  and  designs  has  saved  count- 
less thousands  of  dollars — more  than 
enough  to  pay  for  all  the  equipment  of 
photogrammetry. 

Planning  funds  from  the  Federal 
Government  are  available  and  will  be 
used  in  maintaining  the  Photogramme- 
try Department  and  tax  dollars  which 
before  have  gone  out  of  the  State  for 
similar  work  will  now  remain  in  North 
Carolina. 

In  addition,  the  colorful  and  refined 
science  of  photogrammetry  will  offer 
new  and  attractive  positions  to  highway 
personnel,  while  giving  motorists  the 
best  highway  designs  and  locations  that 
modern  technology  can  provide.

All  of  us  in  Raleigh  are  extremely  proud  of  the  way  you  pitched  in  to  clear  roads  of 
snow,  ice  and  slush,  and  we  have  had  many  letters  and  newspaper  articles  calling 
attention  to  both  the  efficiency  and  speed  with  which  you  returned  highways  to  a  safe 
condition.  I  urge  you  to  take  advantage  of  the  compensatory  time  which  is  due  you  for 
all  work  over  the  usual  working  hours. 

Many  of  you  did  not  see  the  articles  and  letters  written  about  your  efforts  and,  for 
that  reason,  ROADWAYS  is  publishing  a  representative  number  of  these  accounts 
in  this  issue. 

The  unusually  heavy  snows  of  December  and  January  pointed  out  several  problems 
which  we  need  to  solve,  among  them  the  shortage  of  blades  and  the  need  to  extend 
our  radio  network  to  all  areas  of  the  State  as  quickly  as  possible.

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Public  Relations 
Importance  Stressed 

A  most  interesting,  thought-provoking 
and  helpful  paper  on  public, relations  was 
presented  at  the  recent  Highway  Con- 
ference in  Raleigh  by  District  Engineer 
Charles  Snell.  Roadways  is  pleased  to 
present  the  full  text  of  his  remarks. 

Public  relations  is  a  broad  term  which 
takes  in  the  whole  field  of  contacts  be- 
tween an  individual  or  organization  and 
the  public.  It  is  the  molding  or  shaping 
of  public  opinion  by  one  means  or  an- 
other. Public  relations  operates  through 
various  media,  such  as  newspapers,  radio 
and  television  programs,  magazines, 
motion  pictures,  personal  contacts  and 
correspondence. 

That  part  of  my  work,  in  the  field  of 
public  relations,  as  District  Engineer 
for  the  State  Highway  Department,  is 
mainly  through  personal  contacts  with 
the  local  property  owners  and  officials 
of  the  various  municipalities  within  the 
district. 

If  we  as  city  or  highway  officials  ex- 
pect to  maintain  our  streets  and  roads 
in  an  efficient  manner,  it  is  vital  that 
we  first  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
our  profession  and  the  ambition  to  study 
daily.  Secondly,  we  must  have  rules, 
regulations,  and  policies  to  guide  us  so 
as  to  minimize  the  conflicts  or  disorders 
with  the  public.  These  rules,  regulations 
and  policies  should  be  studied,  discussed 
and  understood  by  all  employees  so  that 
there  will  not  be  any  misunderstanding 
in  the  actual  performance  of  mainten- 
ance operations.  Another  reason  for 
knowing  the  rules,  etc.  is  that  every  em- 
ployee, in  effect,  is  a  publicity  medium 
for  or  against  that  organization.  An 
employee  while  on  duty,  and  often  while 
not  on  duty,  in  conveying  information 
will  make  an  impression,  either  good  or 
bad.  This  will  tend  to  make  a  friend 
or  to  irritate  someone.  Friends,  from  the 
standpoint  of  an  individual,  cannot  be 
valued  in  dollars  and  cents,  yet  friends 
of  the  Highway  Commission  save  the 
tax  payers  thousands  of  dollars  each 
year.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  un- 
justified complaints  in  my  district  have 
been  reduced  considerably,  probably  as 
much  as  50%  during  the  past  eighteen 
months  due  primarily  to  the  expanded 
program  of  the  public  relations  depart- 
ment. 

Before  making  our  personal  contacts 
with  local  property  owners  and  munici- 
pal officials,  it  is  always  advantageous 
to  know  all  we  can  about  the  local  pro- 
blems in  the  vicinity  which  we  are  visit- 
ing. Some  sections  have  acute  drainage

problems,  some  have  soil  erosion  pro- 
blems, some  have  dust  problems  and 
there  are  others  that  have  acute  Are  pro- 
blems in  thickly  wooded  sections.  We 
should  never  approach  an  individual  or 
group  with  a  defeatist  attitude.  The 
best  type  of  approach  is  self-confidence 
void  of  all  egotistical  airs.  Just  being 
ourselves  by  making  conservation  about 
things  of  mutual  interest  will  ease  the 
tension  and  make  our  jobs  much  easier. 
In  making  our  personal  contacts  we 
should  be  properly  dressed.  A  person 
who  takes  pains  to  be  neat  and  bright 
and  cheerful  has  a  decided  advantage 
over  one  who  neglects  his  personal  ap- 
pearance. It  is  true  that  clothes  may 
not  make  the  man,  but  they  do  give  the 
public  an  impression  of  the  man  and 
impressions  help  to  form  public  opinions. 

The  above  would  also  apply  to  the 
care,  upkeep  and  maintenance  of  our 
equipment,  in  that  impressions  are  made 
by  the  way  our  equipment  looks  and  is 
handled  by  our  operators. 

Once  a  personal  contact  has  been 
made,  we  should  listen  patiently  and 
intently  to  the  complainer  or  inquirer, 
even  though  it  may  not  be  soothing  to 
the  ear,  before  attempting  to  make  a 
decision.  Many  times  the  real  gripe 
or  complaint  is  not  brought  out  in  the 
open,  yet  it  may  be  inferred,  which  will 
help  solve  other  problems  before  they 
arise. 

Self  control  is  greatly  to  be  desired, 
especially  in  the  face  of  unreasonable 
requests  and  unwarranted  criticism,  for 
if  we  lose  our  temper  we  are  defeated 
and  our  usefulness  is  greatly  impaired. 


An  example  of  this  occurred  during  the 
recent  snowstorms.  An  unidentified  lady 
called  and  requested  that  the  snow  be 
removed  from  her  dirt  road  because  she 
had  a  sick  husband  who  had  to  go  to  the 
hospital  and  she  also  needed  groceries.  I 
explained  that  our  equipment  was  work- 
ing on  the  main  routes  and  we  would  get 
to  the  paved  secondary  roads  and  dirt 
roads  just  as  soon  as  possible.  I  offered 
to  take  her  husband  to  the  hospital  and 
she  replied,  "Never  mind,  just  get  the 
snow  off  when  you  can."  It  is  a  time  like 
this  that  we  are  given  a  chance  to  de- 
velop tolerance  and  patience.  The  act  of 
knowing  what  to  do  and  say  at  the 
right  time  is  also  very  important.  The 
ability  to  put  one's  self  in  another's 
place  and  to  appreciate  his  point  of  view 
is  especially  valuable.  One  has  to  be 
firm,  yet  absolutely  fair,  with  all  in 
dividuals  regardless  of  their  standing  in 
society.  Several  years  ago  a  contractor 
was  moving  a  board  fence  for  a  lady 
property  owner  who  was  very  unhappy 
and  remarked  that  the  fence  was  uneven 
and  had  scallops  in  it.  She  said  to  the 
contractor  and  the  State  employee,  "You 
do  know  what  scallops  are,  don't  you?" 
The  State  employee,  in  an  endeavor  to  be 
humorous  and  to  break  the  tension 
replied,  "Yes  'mam,  scallops  are  a  type 
of  sea  food."  The  lady  in  disgust  said  the 
State  certainly  employed  ignorant 
people.  The  employee  in  this  case  was 
trying  to  be  tactful,  but  ended  up  em- 
barrassed by  being  criticized. 

The  regularity  and  promptness  with 
which  one  meets  his  obligations,  ap- 
pointments and  answers  his  correspond- 
ence is  an  index  to  his  character.  Regu- 
larity and  promptness  indicate  a  whole- 
some respect  for  the  rights  of  others. 
Since  we  are  all  specialized  public  ser- 
vants, and  because  the  lives  of  so  many 
people  are  affected  by  our  work,  it  is 
mandatory  that  we  show  a  fine  spirit 
of  cooperation.  Doing  things  together 
is  one  of  the  best  ways  to  make  friends. 
So,  the  more  people  that  we  can  include 
in  our  accomplishments  will  lessen  the 
rebellious  attitude  of  all  people.  Main- 
tenance of  our  county  road  connections 
and  urban  routes  within  cities  requires 
joint  efforts  on  the  part  of  town  officials 
and  the  Highway  Commission  in  is- 
suing driveway  permits,  encroachment 
contracts,  etc.  Consequently,  the  better 
acquainted  we  are  with  each  other  will 
enable  us  to  do  a  better  job  for  the 
public. 

In  my  opinion,  there  is  no  perfect 
public  relations  man,  therefore,  it  will 
always  be  to  our  interest  to  try  to 
improve  ourselves  by  gaining  some  new 
knowledge  from  each  contact  we  have 
with  others.

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Contractor-Engineer 
Relations  Discussed 


By  It.  W.  Parks 

Gentlemen: 

Professor  Mann  has  given  us  a  very 
fine  general  outline  of  the  Contractor- 
Engineer  Relationship.  My  remarks  are 
meant  to  be  complimentary,  with  added 
emphasis  on  some  phases  I  consider  most 
important. 

First,  I  would  like  to  make  it  emphatic 
that  a  satisfactory  relationship  between 
contractors  and  engineers  must  be  based 
on  mutual  trust  and  respect.  This  mutual 
trust  and  respect,  if  anything,  must  be 
stronger  between  these  two  groups  than 
that  between  most  any  other  business 
group.  Their  relationship  is  very  much 
in  the  nature  of  a  marriage  between  a 
man  and  woman.  It  is  for  "better  or 
worse"  for  the  duration  of  the  project 
or  the  life  of  the  contract.  Neither  can 
walk  off  the  job  without  forfeiting  a 
great  deal.  So,  as  in  marriage,  it  be- 
hooves the  engineer  and  contractor  on 
a  job  to  make  the  best  possible  adjust- 
ment to  each  other's  problem.  Where  a 
wife  and  husband  enjoy  mutual  trust 
and  respect  for  each  other's  position, 
we  see  a  happy  and  contented  partner- 
ship. But  where  there  is  suspicion  and 
distrust  between  man  and  wife,  there 
can  be  no  sucessful  marriage.  Just  as 
in  marriage,  it  isn't  easy  to  operate  at 
loggerheads  when  a  contractor  and  engi- 
neer are  joined  together  to  construct  a 
certain  project,  or  engage  in  the  carry- 
ing out  of  a  construction  program. 

A  willingness  to  consider  the  problems 
of  your  opposite  number  is  the  mark  of  a 
big  man.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  he  is 
in  dead  earnest  about  his  problem.  To

listen  to  him  with  an  open  mind  doesn't 
mean  that  you  have  to  agree  with  him, 
but,  it  is  just  as  much  a  part  of  the 
engineer's  job  to  listen  to  the  contrac- 
tor's problem  as  it  is  to  provide  him 
with  slope  stakes  or  bench  marks.  Con- 
versely, the  contractor  should  under- 
stand the  limitations  placed  on  the  judg- 
ment of  the  engineer  by  the  specifications 
and  orders  of  his  superiors.  But  both  the 
engineer  and  the  contractor  should  feel 
free  to  discuss  each  problem  on  its 
merits.  The  contractor  should  be  entitled 
to  suggest  changes  and  improvements 
in  the  specifications  and  in  the  projection 
of  the  work,  and  the  engineer  should  be 
interested  enough  to  listen,  evaluate  and 
pass  on  these  suggestions.  If  it  is  some- 
thing detrimental  to  the  job  he  should 
firmly  and  openly  say  so  without  resort- 
ing to  evasion  or  subterfuge.  If  the  sug- 
gestion has  merit,  he  should  accept  it, 
or  if  beyond  his  authority  to  do  so,  he 
should  pass  it  on  to  his  superior  for 
consideration.  Refusing  to  show  consid- 
eration and  taking  blanket  refuge  be- 
hind the  specification  book  indicts  an 
engineer  as  being  unfit  for  his  job 
quicker   than   any   other   thing.   If  all

engineers,  and  I  speak  as  one,  took  that 
attitude  we  would  still  be  in  the  horse 
and  buggy  days.  But  thank  goodness, 
there  are  many  with  an  open  mind, 
searching  continually  for  ways  to  im- 
prove their  work  and  product,  and  who 
are  willing  and  eager  to  learn  all  they 
can  from  every  possible  source.  To  them 
we  owe  our  progress  in  civilization. 

Mutual  trust  and  respect  can  only 
come  from  honest  and  truthful  deal- 
ing. From  personal  experience  as  an  en- 
gineer, I  know  that  engineering  in- 
spectors make  mistakes  through  ignor- 
ance or  errors  in  judgment.  A  good 
inspector  will  frankly  admit  such  mis- 
takes. Some  take  other  courses.  Some 
will  deny  any  error  and  try  to  place  the 
blame  on  the  contractor.  Still  others 
will  deny  their  fault  publicly  but  admit 
privately  to  the  Resident  Engineer  that 
he  made  a  mistake  and  ask  the  Resident 
Engineer  to  back  him  up  in  his  denial. 
In  either  case  the  worst  error  the  engi- 
neer can  commit  is  to  blindly  back  up 
the  inspector.  He  doesn't  fool  the  con- 
tractor and  thereby  forfeits  his  faith  and 
respect.  Conversely,  the  contractor's 
superintendent  and  man  also  make  mis- 
takes. If  he  tries  to  cover  up  these  mis- 
takes and  the  engineer  discovers  it,  he 
then  thinks  the  contractor  is  deliberately 
trying  to  put  over  a  shoddy  job.  The  con- 
tractor makes  a  mistake  if  he  tries  to 
justify  his  man's  error.  If  there  is  mu- 
tual confidence  and  respect  between  the 
contractor  and  engineer,  either  one  will 
feel  free  to  admit  his  mistakes  to  the 
other  with  the  assurance  that  his  pro- 
blem will  be  dealt  with  fairly  and  equal- 
ly. The  state  does  not  demand  or  expect 
the  engineer  to  put  the  "squeeze"  on  the 
contractor  by  demanding  that  he  do 
more  than  his  contract  calls  for,  or  by 
trying  to  withhold  full  payment  for  work 
done,  or  to  penalize  him  for  the  mistakes 
of  the  inspector  or  engineer.  But  the 
State  does  expect  him  to  see  that  the

contractor  furnish  the  materials  and  do 
the  work  in  full  accordance  with  the 
specifications  and  contract.  When  he 
does  that  fairly  and  justly,  he  may  not 
have  some  contractor's  goodwill,  but  he 
will  have  his  respect.  Likewise,  if  the 
contractor  lives  up  to  his  contract,  then 
he  will  have  gained  the  respect  of  the 
engineer. 

Please  be  assured  that  when  contrac- 
tors bid  on  jobs,  one  of  the  factors  taken 
into  consideration  is  the  quality  of  treat- 
ment he  expects  to  get  from  the  engi- 
neers. What  he  expects  may  be  from  ex- 
perience or  hearsay.  A  cantankerous 
engineer  can  cost  his  employer  a  great 
deal  of  money  as  reflected  in  the  bids 
of  the  contractors.  Conversely,  if  an 
engineer  has  a  reputation  for  honesty 
and  fair  dealing,  then  his  employer 
benefits  greatly.  One  of  the  greatest 
contributions  an  engineer  can  make  to 
the  welfare  of  his  employer  is  to  see 
that  his  engineering  subordinates  have 
this  lesson  instilled  into  them. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  have 
been  in  the  construction  field  all  my  life; 
first  as  an  engineer,  then  as  contractor. 
I  have  enjoyed  myself  to  the  present  and 
this  has  been  made  possible  through  the 
friendships  I  have  made  among  the 
engineers  and  the  contractors  with  whom 
I  have  worked.  We  have  our  differences 
and  disagreements,  but  if  they  are  honest 
disagreements  we  work  them  out  on  an 
equitable  basis,  and  still  retain  these 
friendships.  And  in  my  book,  friends 
are  the  most  satisfying  benefits  we  accu- 
mulate throughout  our  lifetime.  A  man 
without  friends  is  to  be  pitied.

1.  Human  understanding  —  Knowing  why  people  act  as  they  do  and  seeking 
reasons  for  any  change  from  their  usual  pattern.  This  is  a  supervisor's  first 
and  most  important  tool. 

2.  Knowledge  of  your  work  —  Keeping  up-to-date  on  techniques  and  methods.  No 
leader  can  keep  his  group's  respect  without  really  knowing  his  work. 

3.  Advance  planning  —  Keeping  the  jobs  under  control.  This  pays  off  well  for 
the  supervisor  by  helping  to  assure  confidence,  promoting  order  instead  of 
confusion,  and  securing  cooperation  instead  of  contention. 

4.  Clearness  of  expression  —  Giving  instructions  clearly  and  simply,  taking  time 
to  go  into  detail  when  necessary.  This  helps  prevent  many  misunderstandings. 

5.  Sincere  interest  —  Showing  interest  in  the  employee  himself,  as  well  as  his 
job.  A  friendly  attitude  encourages  cooperation. 
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RETIREMENTS 


P.  A.  Jeims 


On  the  first  of  January  1959,  P.  A. 
Jenns  retired. 

Jenns  spent  many  years  in  Alaska  on 
railroad  location,  construction,  mining, 
assaying,  and  other  activities;  and  when 
the  North  Carolina  Highway  program 
was  getting  underway  in  the  early  20's, 
no  doubt  he  had  become  tired  of  the 
pioneer  conditions  in  Alaska  and  the 
continued  frigid  weather,  so  he  con- 
cluded his  stay  there  to  enjoy  the 
sunny  south  for  awhile.  He  secured  a 
position  with  the  Construction  Depart- 
ment of  the  Highway  Commission  in 
January  19  22.  In  February  192  5  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Location  Department 
as  party  chief  and  continued  in  that  ca- 
pacity until  his  retirement.

He  was  al- 
ways an  industrious,  capable  and  loyal 
employee,  and  Jenns  leaves  the  Com- 
mission without  a  single  blot  on  his 
record.

for  many  more  years  of  health  and  con- 
tentment.

Obie  Dean  Bentley,  son  of  Violet  Lowe 
and  William  W.  Bentley,  was  born  in 
Wilkes  County  on  January  23,  1893.  He 
attended  Glade  Valley  High  School  in 
Alleghany  County,  and  in  1913  he  was 
married  to  the  former  Grace  Greene 
in  North  Wilkesboro. 

Bentley  worked  on  the  Wilkes  County 
roads  in  1918,  helping  build  the 
wooden  bridges  over  streams  on  Old 
No.  60.

ROADS,  STREETS  CLEARED  PROMP- 
LY  IN  GRANVILLE  —  Oxford  Public 
Ledger — 1-13-59. 

The  "all  clear"  signal  for  Granville 
County  roads  was  flashed  at  noon  Satur- 
day and  by  mid  -  afternoon,  highway 
forces  had  sand  spread  on  all  known  icy 
spots  on  county  roads. 

"I  never  saw  a  more  loyal  bunch  of 
men  working  in  an  emergency,"  Super- 
visor Giles  Crutcher  remarked  yesterday 
as  he  looked  back  over  sleepless  nights 
of  toil. 

Road  forces  came  in  from  their  as- 
signments in  mid-afternoon  Thursday 
when  rain  began  falling.  When  the  rain 
changed  to  snow,  they  began  putting 
snow  ploughs  on  trucks  and  cranking 
the  motor  graders. 

"Before  nightfall,  ploughs  and  motor 
graders  were  fanning  out  over  all  the 
main  highways  and  as  they  were  cleared, 
the  machines  continued  work  on  the 
secondary  and  county  roads,"  Crutcher 
explained. 

Crutcher  himself  stayed  with  his  men. 
"Several  of  them  went  through  3  6  hours 
without  sleep,"  he  said,  "and  that's  an 
ordeal  when  working  in  sub-freezing 
weather." 


The  supervisor  shares  the  pride  of  the 
men  of  his  organization  in  the  good  job 
that  was  done.  Twenty  ploughs  and  nine 
motor  graders  covered  the  758  miles  of 
roads  in  Granville. 

Although  the  City  of  Oxford  has  limit- 
ed equipment,  plows  and  blades  were 
brought  into  operation  and  loaders  were 
used  throughout  the  day  Friday  picking 
up  piled-up  snow  from  the  down-town 
streets.  Sidewalks  were  cleared  by  shovel 
forces  and  sand  applied  to  ice  on  pro- 
tected areas  which  were  not  cleared  by 
the  warming  sun. 

Traffic  moved  with  relative  safety 
and  slight  delay  in  the  city  and  county 
Saturday  and  through  the  remainder  of 
the  weekend.

FLAN  L  (>  X  (i  BEFORE  TROUBLE 
STARTS  .  .  .  Burlington  News — Decem- 
ber 18,  1958. 

Graham  —  It  was  no  accident  that 
state  highway  crews  in  Alamance  County 
were  out  in  full  force  one  hour  after  the 
snow  started  falling  last  Thursday. 

Although  the  snow  was  unexpected, 
the  highway  crews  had  been  preparing 
for  just  such  emergencies  since  before 
Thanksgiving,  L.  H.  Gunter,  district 
highway  engineer,  said. 

The  rapid  manner  in  which  the  crews 
got  started  on  clearing  the  snow  from 
highways  did  much  to  prevent  extensive 
traffic  snarls  from  developing. 

Gunter  says  that  his  crews  begin 
preparing  for  snow  before  Thanksgiving. 
Each  snow  plow  or  scrape  is  assigned  a 
certain  territory  in  the  county  to  cover 
in  the  event  of  heavy  snow. 

The  crews  work  out  their  areas  on 
maps  and  then  go  out  and  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  roads  in  the  area. 
Then  come  actual  drills  to  see  that  every- 
thing can  move  smoothly. 

Gunter  says  this  is  done  so  that  when 
just  such  an  emergency  as  occurred  last 
Thursday  comes,  the  crews  are  ready 
and  few  decisions  have  to  be  made. 

The  drills  and  preparations  paid  off 
Thursday  and  made  it  possible  for  many 
a  motorist  to  get  his  car  home  that 
otherwise  would  have  been  stranded. 


A  snow-bound  mother-to-be  is  very 
grateful  for  the  prompt  efforts  of  the 
highway  employees  in  removing  the 
snow  from  the  Washington  area  in  De- 
cember. 

It  seems  the  stork  was  coming  in  for 
a  landing  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Willis 
Carawan  of  Route  3,  Washington  just 
when  the  entire  area  was  covered  with 
11  inches  of  snow.  A  sister-in-law  ap- 
pealed to  the  Highway  Department  for 
help  when  it  was  discovered  that  local 
ambulances  were  unable  to  get  through 
I  the  snow.  Otis  Denby  responded  to  the 
emergency  call  and  sped  to  the  Car- 
awan home  in  a  pickup  truck,  tires 
equipped  with  chains. 

The  trip  to  the  Beaufort  County 
Hospital  was  a  race  against  time,  and 
both  Denby  and  Mrs.  Andrews — at- 
tired in  hip  boots  to  get  through  the 
snow  —  were  relieved  upon  entering 
the  hospital  and  turning  their  patient 
I  over  to  its  capable  staff.

I  feel  that  there  are  two  groups  of 
people  in  Hoke  County  who  deserve  a  big 
pat  on  the  back  for  what  they  have  done 
in  the  past  week.

Considering  that  they  do 
not  face  the  problem  of  heavy  snowfall 
but  once  every  10  or  2  0  years  they  have 
done  an  excellent  job.

Welcome  Signs  was  installed  last  month 
on  US  1  at  the  Virginia  line  north  of 
Henderson.  Of  metal  construction,  the 
words  "North  Carolina"  are  red  on  a 
field  of  blue.  Other  lettering  is  in  white. 

The  Highway  Commission  approved 
erection  of  the  signs  late  last  year  and 
plans  are  being  made  for  at  least  21 
other  installations  on  major  highways 
entering  North  Carolina  from  South 
Carolina,  Tennessee  and  Georgia. 


AIRPLANE  ARRIVES 

The  Highway  Commission's  new  Aero- 
Commander  plane  arrived  at  the  Ra- 
leigh-Durham Airport  from  Atlanta  in 
mid-April. 

Following  inspections  and  tests, 
special  camera  equipment  was  installed 
in  the  plane.  The  pilot,  Donald  R.  Os- 
borne, given  an  orientation  course  at  the 
factory  in  Oklahoma.  First  assignment 
for  the  plane  probably  will  be  in  the 
Hamlet  and  Laurinburg  areas. 

The  purchase  of  the  plane,  at  a  cost 
of  $83,500,  completes  another  phase  of 
the  establishment  of  a  Photogrammetric 
Department  within  the  Highway  Com- 
mission. The  Commission  had  previously 
secured  aerial  pictures  by  letting  con- 
tracts to  out-of-State  Arms  at  an  annual 
cost  of  almost  $300,000. 


Osborne,  a  native  of  West  Virginia, 
has  lived  in  North  Carolina  for  several 
years  and  has  some  4,000  hours  flying 
time.

STUDIES  RELEASED 

Ask  Mr.  Average  Motorist  where 
North  Carolina's  biggest  traffic  head- 
aches are  and  the  chances  are  he'll 
give  you  the  correct  answer  -  -  in  and 
around  the  State's  cities  and  towns. 

It  doesn't  take  a  traffic  expert  to 
locate  the  problem,  but  it  will  require 
the  very  best  planning  and  engineering 
ability  to  unscramble  the  serious  traffic 
tie-ups  which  are  plaguing  municipal 
officials.  The  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion, through  its  Advance  Planning  Di- 
vision, has  begun  a  concentrated  ser- 
vice to  several  North  Carolina  cities  and 
the  program  has  already  begun  to  bear 
fruit. 

An  expanded  program  of  State- 
Municipal  cooperation  was  approved  by 
the  State  Highway  Commission  last 
year.  More  than  a  score  of  cities  and 
towns  have  already  asked  for  Highway 
Commission  help  in  solving  local  traf- 
fic problems,  and  major  thoroughfare 
plans  have  been  designed  and  submitted 
to  city  officials  of  two  North  Carolina 
municipalities. 


Under  the  supervision  of  planning 
Engineer  James  S.  Burch,  the  Advance 
Planning  Division  is  headed  by  Robert 
Kimley,  who  holds  a  Masters  Degree  in 
Transportation  Engineering  from  North 
Carolina  State  College.  He  came  to  the 
Highway  Commission  from  Greensboro 
where  he  was  City  Traffic  Engineer. 

With  Kimley  is  a  staff  of  trained 
planners  and  traffic  engineers  whose 
talents  lie  in  rural  highway  planning,

as  well  as  city  work.  All  projected  high- 
way improvements  are  considered  by  the 
Advance  Planning  Division  and  their 
recommendations  are  based  on,  not  only 
the  present  traffic  need,  but  on  the  need 
which  may  be  expected  in  the  next 
twenty  years. 

Dealing  with  rural  and  urban  de- 
velopment for  the  next  two  decades 
isn't  crystal-balling;  it's  based  on  well 
established  trends  of  traffic  and  popu- 
lation growth,  economic  potential  and 
the  migration  of  people  from  one  area 
to  another. 

One  of  the  most  noticeable  trends 
in  North  Carolina  is  the  move  from  the 
rural  to  the  urban  areas.  Population 
charts  for  the  Tar  Heel  State  show, 
that  by  1980,  well  over  half  our  popu- 
lation will  live  in  urban  and  suburban 
areas.  This,  along  with  the  normal  popu- 
lation growth,  will  place  an  added 
strain  on  State  Highways  in  urban 
areas,  as  well  as  on  the  various  street 
systems.  However,  much  of  the  traffic 
stagnation,  which  is  so  evident  in  large 
cities  of  the  northeast,  can  be  prevented 
in  North  Carolina  if  an  adequate  pro- 
gram of  long-range  transportation  plan- 
ning is  established  today. 

The  State  Highway  Commission 
has  a  vital  stake  in  seeing  that  local 
municipalities  develop  such  long-range 
plans  in  cooperation  with  the  State. 
Over  2,700  miles  of  city  streets  are  a 
part  of  the  State  Highway  System,  and 
that's  more  mileage  than  the  15  largest 
North  Carolina  cities  have  in  their  en- 
tire street  system.  Over  the  years, 
hundreds  of  miles  have  been  added  to 
the  State  System  and  the  time  for 
careful  planning  is  at  hand  before 
rapidly  expanding  cities  and  towns 
dwarf  their  street  systems  further. 

A  Major  Thoroughfare  Plan,  such 
as  has  been  designed  by  Advance  Plan- 
ning for  the  cities  of  Roanoke  Rapids 
and  Canton,  is  a  comprehensive  study  of 
a  municipality's  street  system  with  re- 
commendations   as   to   which  arteries

should  be  designated  as  major  tho- 
roughfares and  which  should  be  im- 
proved first  to  uncork  traffic  bottle- 
necks. Recommendations  may  include 
the  widening  of  some  streets,  the  con- 
struction of  other  new  streets  or  con-

necting  links,  the  development  of  one- 
way streets  patterns  or  the  building  of 
cross-town  expressways.  Advance  Plan- 
ning may  also  propose  construction  of 
traffic  islands  to  channelize  vehicle 
movement  or  recommend  traffic  signals 
which  are  timed  properly  for  the  freest 
movement  of  traffic. 

When  completed,  the  thorough- 
fare plan  may  be  prepared  in  booklet 
form  and  presented  to  local  officials, 
as  was  the  case  in  both  Roanoke  Rapids 
and  Canton.  As  such,  it  is  merely  a  pre- 
liminary recommendation,  but  it  is  bas- 
ed on  extensive  study  of  traffic  infor- 
mation, as  well  as  anticipated  develop- 
ment of  the  town  or  city  itself.  Many 
weeks  of  intensive  research  go  into  pre- 
paration of  the  document,  which  may 
well  serve  as  a  long-range  guide  for 
the  municipality  to  plan  around. 

Advance  Planning  has  six  project 
engineers  who  gather  statistical  infor- 
mation and  confer  with  municipal  of- 
ficials concerning  their  big  traffic  pro- 
blems. Generally,  the  study  begins  with 
a  review  of  origin-destination  traffic 
study  reports.  These  are  statistics  com- 
piled to  determine  where  most  people 
began  their  trip  and  where  they  intend 
to  go.  There  is  a  study  of  land  uses  to 
plot  existing  residential,  business  or 
industrial  properties.  A  trained  econo- 
mist, who  is  also  on  Kimley's  staff, 
review  the  economic  condition  of  the 
area  and  its  potential  for  development 
over  the  next  twenty  years. 


Information  is  gathered  on  exist- 
ing street  widths  and  on  various  turn- 
ing movements  of  motorists.  Even  the 
water  and  sewer  service  of  the  city  is 
plotted  along  with  a  complete  study  of 
the  topography  of  the  city  and  its  sur- 
rounding areas. 

From  such  information,  Advance 
Planning  Engineers  are  able  to  predict 
future  subdivision  projects  and  areas 
where  commercial  or  industrial  expan- 
sion will  be  likely.  Each  of  these  grow 
will  generate  traffic  in  future  years  and 
city  street  systems  must  be  prepared 
to  take  the  load. 

In  recommending  street  patterns 
or  changes,  Advance  Planning  starts  at 
a  person's  residence  and  carries  him 
over  the  various  streets  that  will  be 
needed  to  take  him  to  his  most  likely 
destination. 

For  the  most  part,  the  specialists 
in  the  Advance  Planning  Division  are 
North  Carolina  products.  Regional 
Planner  George  Stephens  is  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
while  the  urban  planner,  Billy  Rose,  and 
five  project  engineers  are  North  Caro- 
lina State  College  graduates.  One  pro- 
ject engineer,  J.  M.  Greenhill,  is  a  gra- 
udate  of  Duke  University  while  Mrs.  A. 
Caroline  Wagner,  the  economist  and 
research  analyst  is  from  the  University 
of  Illinois.  Rural  Engineer  J.  H.  Prince 
is  a  graduate  of  Clemson  College. 


Graham,  and  thoroughfare  plans  will 
be  made  in  five  more  cities  within  the 
next  one  to  two  years.

Within  the  past  month,  thorough- 
fare plans  have  been  submitted  to  city 
officials  of  Roanoke  Rapids  and  Canton. 
Others  are  in  the  offing  for  Wilmington 
and  Elizabeth  City,  where  major  origin- 
destination  surveys  have  been  complet- 
ed recently.  Advance  Planning  is  also 
working  with  municipal  officials  in 
Concord,     Asheville,     Greenville  and 


Billy  Rose,  Urban  Planner,  and  the 
newest  member  of  the  Advance  Planning 
Staff. 

North  Carolina  has  long  been  a 
leader  in  the  construction  of  bypasses 
to  take  through  traffic  around  the 
fringes  of  the  larger  cities  and  towns. 
While  the  bypass  program  has  been 
most  successful,  it  leaves  unanswered 
one  of  the  major  problems  facing  both 
the  Highway  Commission  and  the  city. 
A  very  high  percentage  of  traffic  either 
originates  or  is  destined  to  a  point 
within  a  city  or  town  and  this  becomes 
much  more  apparent  with  the  larger 
cities.  For  cities  like  Raleigh,  Charlotte, 
Winston  -  Salem,  Wilmington,  and 
Greensboro,  only  about  five  per  cent  of 
the  traffic  at  the  city  limits  line  is 
interested  in  byjassing  the  city,  while 
95  per  cent  is  in-town  or  out-town 
bound. 

In  the  case  of  Canton,  it  was  found 
that  between  50  and  60  per  cent  of  the 
traffic  was  bypassable  .  .  hence  the  first 
priority  reccommendation  of  Advance 
Planning  called  for  construction  of  the 
Canton  Bypass  on  Interstate  Route  40. 
For  the  other  50  per  cent  of  the  traffic 
interested  in  bypassing  the  city,  while 
recommendation  was  for  the  creation  of 
one-way  streets  one  block  apart,  some 
new  street  construction  and  signal  lights 
timed  for  free  traffic  flow  on  routes  19 
and  23  through  the  main  part  of  town. 

The  thoroughfare  plan  for  Roanoke 
Rapids  was  designed  by  Advance  Plann- 
ing to  tie  in  closely  with  plans  to  con- 
struct Interstate  Route  95  between  Roa- 
noke Rapids  and  Weldon  and  with  pos- 
sible revisions  in  the  existing  road  con- 
necting the  two.  While  the  Interstate  it-

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APPROPRIATIONS  COMMITTEE: 
As  of  this  advance  writing,  we  have 
just  recently  appeared  before  the  Joint 
Appropriations  Committee  to  present 
our  case  for  various  items  of  legisla- 
tion, with  particular  emphasis  on  salary 
increases.  By  the  time  you  read  this, 
it  is  very  possible  that  further  action 
will  have  been  taken,  since  they  are 
now  awaiting  further  information  on 
tax  revenues  after  the  April  15  filing 
date.  Our  hearing  on  March  31  was 
very  good,  in  that  we  were  received 
very  cordially.  Mr.  Beckwith  of  the 
NCSEA,  his  officers,  and  our  own  group 
represented  the  membership.  The  iden- 
tical programs  of  the  two  Associations 
were  presented  in  detail,  questions  were 
asked  from  the  floor  and  we  felt  that 
we  had  made  a  very  good  impression. 
We  were  followed  by  Mr.  John  Mc- 
Devitt,  State  Personnel  Director,  who 
spoke  in  defense  of  the  Governor's  bud- 
get, which,  as  you  know,  makes  no  pro- 
visions at  all  for  any  salary  increases 
but  does  request  $2  millions  for  special 
adjustments  to  be  made  by  the  Person- 
nel Department.  The  impression  was 
left  by  Mr.  McDevitt  with  the  com- 
mittee members  that  our  salaries  at 
present  are  fairly  well  competitive  with 
private  industry.  This  impression  has 
hurt  our  cause,  naturally.  A  meeting 
was  held  in  the  Highway  Building  Au- 
ditorium to  which  all  employees  of  the 
area  were  invited  for  the  purpose  of 
explaining  our  legislative  actions  to 
date  and  to  discuss  future  plans. 

In  our  appearance  before  Appropria- 
tions, we  spoke  of  the  need  of  general 
increases  in  our  salaries,  the  turn-over 
in  employment,  the  difficulty  in  getting 
competent  replacements,  and  the  plight 
of  our  "grozen"  employees  who  can 
expect  no  relief  except  by  legislation. 
The  odds  are  heavy  at  this  time,  and 
the  picture  at  this  writing  is  not  bright 
at  all;  however,  we  have  had  this  sti- 
tuation  before.  We  still  believe  we  can. 
by  working  together  with  our  friends 
in  the  Legislature,  that  we  will  come 
out  with  some  definite  gains.  We  can 
certainly  accomplish  a  great  deal  be- 
tween now  and  the  date  of  adjourn- 
ment. 

BILLS: — At  this  date,  several  salary 
bille  are  pending.  The  Everett-Phelps- 
Cohoon  bill  for  5%  increases  is  in  Com- 
mittee; the  Jordan  bill  has  been  dis- 
cussed before  Finance  since  it  carries 


finance-revenue  measures  in  it;  an 
identical  bill  is  to  be  introduced  in  the 
House  to  go  before  Appropriations 
shortly.  The  problems  of  increased 
taxes  faces  all  of  the  Legislators,  and 
thef  are  very  hesitant  to  increase  taxes, 
as  you  know.  There  is  a  definite  move- 
ment on  foot,  and  apparently  gaining 
head-way,  to  "hold  the  line"  on  the 
budget  as  presented.  The  so-called 
"cemetery  road  bill"  is  in  committee  at 
this  time- — the  Buchanan  bill  asking  for 
a  Study  Commission  to  hold  hearings 
over  the  State,  to  study  the  merits  fo 
the  present  operations  of  the  High- 
way Commission  as  compared  with  for- 
mer systems  and  report  to  the  19  61 
General  Assembly  is  still  in  committee 
— the  Jones  Bill  to  in  crease  Commis- 
sion membership  to  14  is  in  Commit- 
tee, and  the  outcome  of  the  Buchanan 
bill  will  probably  greatly  affect  this 
one,  since  the  Bunchanan  bill  has  al- 
ready passed  the  House — HB  No.  118, 
prohibiting  State  Employees  from  mem- 
bership in  any  labor  unions,  not  out  of 
Committee  at  this  writing;  am  told 
some  wording  will  be  changed  in  this 
and  it  will  not  affect  us,  nor  was  it  in- 
tended to  at  the  beginning — Fishing 
from  State  bridges  where  catwalks  or 
sidewalks  provided  has  passed  the 
House — no  action  as  of  now  on  the  bill 
to  prohibit  department  heads  and  /or 
Chairman  from  lobbying  activities — 
Bill  has  been  introduced  for  extension 
of  Social  Security  to  those  members  of 
Law  Enforcement  Fund — Legislator  tra- 
vel-pay bill  postponed  until  date  action 


is  taken  on  Appropriations  Bill;  the 
same  for  the  proposed  Legislative 
Building  Commission. 

SUB-COMMITTEE:  will  be  the  key 
for  our  legislation;  some  feeling  there 
may  not  be  one  appointed,  and  if  one 
is,  it  will  be  later  in  the  session.  Some 
thoughts  now  the  Appropriations  Bill 
may  be  reported  out  as  early  as  May 
15,  with  adjournment  around  June  1. 

RETIREMENT  MEASURES:  at  date 
of  this  writing,  bill  prepared  and  will 
be  introduced  shortly;  will  provide 
matching  funds  age  60  to  65;  increases 
minimum  from  $60  to  $70  for  20  years 
service;  increase  in  value  of  prior  ser 
vice.  It  is  believed  these  measures  will 
be  enacted  since  no  special  appropria- 
tions are  requested  of  this  General  As- 
sembly. Mr.  Yelton  has  already  explan- 
ed  these  to  Appropriations  Committee, 
and  we  feel  we  have  strong  support  for 
them. 

INSURANCE  COMMITTEE:  meeting 
on  April  7  to  review  our  experience  to 
this  date  and  to  discuss  possible  re- 
visions in  our  contract  when  it  comes 
up  for  renewal  on  October  1.  Another 
meeting  will  be  scheduled  at  a  later 
date,  and  employees  will  be  notified  of 
any  possible  changes  planning.  To  be 
considered  are  extension  of  accident 
coverage  for  on-the-job  accidents;  polio 
rider;  extension  of  hospital-surgical 
after  retirement;  increase  in  daily  al- 
lowances, and  other  such  items.  Of 
course,  the  premium  costs  will  have 
to  be  the  deciding  factor  for  your  Com- 
mittee to  consider.

self  will  take  care  of  bypassable  traffic 
for  both  Roanoke  Rapids  and  Weldon, 
Highway  Commission  engineers  recom- 
mended creation  of  one-way  streets,  both 
north-south  and  east-west,  to  handle  what 
is  expected  to  be  a  big  traffic  increase 
over  the  next  twenty  years. 

Kimley  reports  that  city  officials 
have  been  enthusiastic  about  the  work  of 
his  department  thus  far  and  have  been 
of  great  assistance  in  the  development  of 
the  plans. 

"Most  of  the  local  officials  have 
accepted  the  plan  in  its  proper  light  .  . 
as  a  preliminary  recommendation  based 
on  a  few  months'  study,"  he  said.  "I 
think  all  of  them  realize  that  changes 
may  be  necessary  later  to  establish  con- 
struction details  and  the  plans  have  been 
designed  with  necessary  flexibility  in 
them." 

Preparation  of  thoroughfare  plans 
points  up  the  need  for  more  sub-divi- 
sion control  on  the  part  of  cities  and 
more  and  more  municipalities  are  seeing 
the  need  for  developing  long-range  plans 
to  prevent  needed  existing  and  future 
rights  of  way  from  developing  to  a  point 
where  a  new  street  or  widening  of  an 
existing  street  is  impractical  or  too  cost- 
ly. 

As  Kimley  points  out,  "it's  just  a 
matter  of  knowing  where  you're  going 
before  you  go,  which  is  just  as  good  an 
idea  in  street  and  highway  planning  as  it 
is  in  planning  a  vacation."

KAY  -  JUNE,  1950 
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1-77  PLANS  READY  BY  JUNE 

Formal  plans  for  the  location  of  Inter- 
state 77  between  Charlotte  and  the  vicinity 
of  Elkin  will  be  submitted  to  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  Public  Roads  for  approval 
around  June  1.  Eventually,  1-77  will  run 
from  the  vicinity  of  Charlotte  to  the  vi- 
cinity of  Canton,  Ohio.  North  Carolina's 
share  of  the  highway  is  being  divided  into 
two  sections — the  portions  between  Elkin 
and  Charlotte  and  the  section  from  Elkin 
northward  to  the  Virginia  State  line. 

Director  W.  F.  Babcock  said  it  is  his 
understanding  that  Federal  funds  can  be 
used  in  constructing  the  Charlotte-Elkin 
section  even  though  the  location  of  the 
route  north  of  Elkin  had  not  finally  been 
determined. 

Preliminary  recommendations  for  loca- 
ting the  route  north  of  Elkin  will  probably 
be  in  the  hands  of  a  Tri-State  Committee 
in  July.  This  committee  is  composed  of 
highway  engineers  and  planners  from 
North  Carolina,  Virginia  and  West  Virgin- 
ia. North  Carolina  members  are  Chief 
Engineer  W.  H.  Rogers,  Jr.,  and  Advance 
Planning  engineer  R.  J.  Kimley. 

The  Tri-State  Committee  will  study  the 
various  proposals  submitted  to  it  from 
consulting  engineers  in  each  State  and 
recommend  a  location  to  the  respective 
State  Highway  Commissions. 

Babcock  said  he  is  pleased  over  the  pro- 
gress being  made  in  locating  Route  77 
both  north  and  south  of  Elkin.  Several 
years  of  study  preceded  the  location  of 
other  Interstate  Routes  in  the  Tar  Heel 
State.  1-77  was  first  proposed  by  the 
Bureau  of  Public  Roads  on  October  18, 
1957. 

First  construction  on  the  route,  still 
many  months  away,  will  probably  be  in 
the  Statesville-Mooresville  area. 


COMMISSION  IN  EDENTON 

The  State  Highway  Commission  an- 
nounced recently  in  Raleigh  that  it's  next 
meeting  will  be  held  May  28  in  Edenton. 

There  will  be  public  hearings  in  con- 
nection with  the  meeting  and  the  com- 


missioners will  tour  the  sites  of  recently- 
proposed  bridges  over  the  Alligator  River 
and  Oregon  Inlet. 

A  delegation  of  eastern  North  Carolina 
citizens  and  legislators  appeared  before 
the  commission  at  its  May  3rd  meeting 
in  Raleigh  to  plead  for  the  structures.  The 
delegation  was  led  by  Sen.  Lindsay  War- 
ren. 

The  last  "out-of-Raleigh"  public  hearing 
was  held  in  Tryon  in  April,  at  which  time 
a  large  delegation  from  southwestern 
North  Carolina  appeared  with  road  re- 
quests. Of  prime  importance  was  the  loca- 
tion of  Interstate  26  through  Polk  County. 

Eventually,  1-26  will  be  constructed  from 
the  vicinity  of  Asheville  to  the  South  Caro- 
lina line  near  Tryon  and  will  by-pass 
Hendersonville. 


MAP  BY  JULY

VISITORS  STUDY  COMMISSION 

Several  delegations  from  other  states 
have  made  recent  trips  to  North  Carolina 
to  study  the  organization  and  procedures 
of  our  Highway  Commission. 

Several  Oklahoma  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives studied  North  Carolina's  secon- 
dary road  program  with  eye  toward  possi- 
ble legislation. 

Oklahoma's  Highway  Commission  now 
has  charge  only  of  primary  and  interstate 
roads,  while  the  counties  maintain  and 
construct  secondary  roads.  A  move  is  ap- 
parently gaining  headway  to  give  the 
Commission  jurisdiction  over  all  public 
roads. 

This  move  was  made  in  North  Carolina 
in  1931,  and  since  then,  we  have  had  the 
largest  State-maintained  network  of  high- 
ways in  America. 

The  Province  of  Ontario  is  interested 
in  the  same  idea.  Liberal  party  member 
Dr.  Boyd  Upper  flew  to  Raleigh  recently 
from  Ottawa  to  study  the  secondary  road 
program.  Dr.  Upper  said  he  was  especially 
impressed  with  the  quality  of  North  Caro- 
lina's roads  and  the  points  priority  pro- 
gram for  paving  secondary  roads  on  a 
needs  basis. 


MAY  -  JUNE.  1959 
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Some  24  other  states  have  launched 
studies  of  North  Carolina's  road  program 
in  recent,  months. 

All  the  delegations  which  have  come  to 
Raleigh  and  toured  the  State  have  given 
high  praise  to  the  employees  of  the  Com- 
mission for  the  fine  conditions  of  North 
Carolina's  facilities. 


1-85  Follows  US  29-70 

Interstate-85  will  follow  the  present 
US-29-70  route  between  Lexington  and  the 
Yadkin  River  if  right-of-way  can  be  pro- 
vided, according  to  Highway  Director  W. 
F.  Babcock. 

In  a  recent  announcement,  Babcock 
said  it  is  possible  to  use  the  present  road, 
with  revisions,  if  right-of-way  can  be 
obtained  at  the  appraised  value.  He  said 
negotiations  for  needed  properties  will  get 
underway  as  soon  as  appraisals  have  been 
completed,  probably  in  June.  Although 
one  series  of  appraisals  has  been  made, 
Federal  regulations  call  for  a  second  ap- 
praisal on  all  properties  of  over  $25,000. 

Last  year's  public  hearing  in  Lexington 
revealed  that  the  majority  of  affected 
property  owners  favor  using  the  present 
road,  with  service  roads  built  to  accomo- 
date local  roadside  developments.  Both 
the  Highway  Commission  and  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  Public  Roads  favor  using  the 
existing  road  with  revisions  to  bring  it 
up  to  the  high  engineering  standards  of 
the  Interstate  System. 

Interstate  standards  call  for  a  four-lane 
divided  highway  with  complete  control  of 
access.  Grade  separations  will  be  provided 
at  all  important  road  crossings  and  direct 
accesses  to  the  present  road  eliminated. 
Frequent  interchanges  would  be  provided 
to  accommodate  local  traffic.  Six  inter- 
changes are  proposed  at  NC-150,  Belmont 
Road,  Hargrave  Road,  at  a  street  just 
south  of  the  highly-developed  area  and  at 
two  county  roads. 

Service  roads  will  be  built  alongside 
the  present  road  in  developed  areas  and  a 
median  or  divided  strip  averaging  36  feet 
in  width  will  be  provided  at  places  where 
it  does  not  now  exist. 

Right-of-way  widths  will  average  around 
260  feet,  although  additional  property 
will  be  needed  for  construction  of  grade 
separations  and  interchanges. 


Retires 


T.  G.  Poindexter,  a  veteran  of  almost  30 
years  with  the  Highway  Commission,  re- 
tired  in  April  due  to   ill  health. 

Poindexter  had  been  head  of  the  High- 
way Commission's  Eighth  Division  since 
1949.  His  career  dates  from  March  1931, 
when  he  was  employed  as  a  rodman. 

During  his  years  of  service,  he  served 
with  the  Bridge  Maintenance  Department 
as  assistant  foreman,  constructing  county 
bridges  in  Lee  and  Chatham  Counties  and 
the  Trent  River  Bridge  at  New  Bern.  He 
was  maintenance  supervisor  at  North 
Wilkesboro,  and  also  superintendent  in 
charge  of  bridge  maintenance  forces  in  the 
Third  and  Fourth  Division. 

For  five  years,  he  was  District  Engineer 
at  Sanford,  supervising  the  maintenance 
of  State  and  county  roads  in  four  counties. 
He  became  Assistant  Division  Engineer 
in  the  Sixth  Division  in  1945,  and  four 
years  later,  was  elevated  to  the  post  of 
Division  Engineer  in  the  Sixth  Division. 

He  also  served  as  Division  Engineer  at 
Asheboro,  and  in  1953,  when  the  Commis- 
sion was  enlarged  to  14  divisions,  he  was 
named  head  of  the  Eighth,  with  head- 
quarters in  Aberdeen. 

A  native  of  Virginia,  he  attended  Fish- 
bourne  Military  School,  and  received  his 
civil  engineering  degree  from  Georgia 
Tech.  Following  his  graduation  from  col- 
lege, he  spent  a  year  with  a  construction 
company  in  Florida,  working  on  the 
Florida  East  Coast  Railroad.  Prior  to 
coming  with  the  Highway  Commission,  he 
worked  for  two  years  with  Donald  J.  Ross, 
famous  golf-course  designer,  making  topo- 
graphic and  golf  course  surveys  at  Pine- 
hurst. 

Poindexter  is  married  to  the  former 
Annie  L.  Lack  of  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  and 
they  have  three  children. 


At  its  April  meeting,  the  Highway  Com- 
mission directed  that  a  resolution  of  com- 
mendation for  Mr.  Poindexter  be  prepared. 
A  copy  of  this  resolution  follows: 

"WHEREAS,  Mr.  T.  G.  Poindexter  of 
Aberdeen  tendered  his  resignation  as 
Eighth  Division  Highway  Engineer  for 
the  State  Highway  Commission  to  be  ef- 
fective on  April  1,  1959,  and 

"WHEREAS,  Mr.  T.  G.  Poindexter  came 
with  the  Highway  Commission  on  March 
16  of  1931  as  an  Instrumentman,  and 

"WHEREAS,  through  his  efficiency  and 
devotion  to  duty,  he  was  advanced  to  the 
positions  of  Resident  Engineer,  Mainte- 
nance Supervisor,  Bridge  Construction 
Superintendent,  District  Engineer  and  As- 
sistant Division  Engineer,  and

on  July,  1  of  1949,  and 

"WHEREAS,  he  has  served  with  a  high 
measure  of  loyalty,  devotion  and  engineer- 
ing efficiency  as  Division  Engineer  in  eight 
North  Carolina  counties  for  almost  ten 
years, 

"NOW,  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLV- 
ED that  the  members  of  the  State  High- 
way Commission  commend  most  highly 
Gwyn  Poindexter  on  his  twenty-eight 
years  of  distinguished  public  service,  and 
that  the  members  of  the  Highway  Com- 
mission, representing  all  Highway  em- 
ployees, do  hereby  extend  to  him  th 
sincere  appreciation  of  the  Commission, 
and  further  extend  to  him  every  best 
wish  for  the  future. 

"IT  IS  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this 
resolution  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  of 
the  Highway  Commission  meeting  of  April 
3,  1959,  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be 
sent  to  Mr.  Poindexter,  and  the  action  of 
the  Commission  be  publicized  throughout 
the  Eighth  Highway  Division."

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Twin  bridges  on  Interstate  85  over 
the  Catawba  River  were  completed 
during  June.

Used  in  the 
construction  of  the  bridges  was  3000 
cubic  yards  of  concrete,  1,360  tons  of 
structural  steel  and  374  tons  of  re-in- 
forced  steel.

IBM  650  Now  At  Work 


Machine  Now  Working 
Engineering  Calculations 

A  maze  of  wires,  vacuum  tubes,  control 
buttons  and  flashing  red  lights — all  this 
contained  in  neat  grey  cabinets  and  in- 
stalled on  the  third  floor  of  the  Highway 
Building.  It's  the  latest  engineering  and 
accounting  workhorse  of  the  Highway 
Commission — the  IBM  650. 

Placed  in  operation  on  April  3,  the 
computer  is  already  solving  complex  engi- 
neering problems  and,  in  the  doing,  is 
saving  countless  hours  of  hand  computing 
time  by  engineers  and  accountants.  It  is 
being  used  in  both  bridge  and  roadway 
design  and  about  one-tenth  of  employee 
payrolls  have  been  mechanized. 

North  Carolina  now  joins  some  42 
other  States  which  have  installed  elec- 
tronic computers  and  data  processing 
centers  to  handle  detailed  work  of  calcu- 
lation, thereby  saving  key  personnel  for 
more  important  work  where  their  training 
and  talents  can  be  utilized  to  the  fullest. 

In  reality,  the  installation  of  the  IBM 
650  computer  is  just  another  step  in  the 
process  of  establishing  a  complete  "in  line 
data  processing  center"  for  IBM  machines 
have  been  used  by  the  Commission  for 
many  years.  It's  an  important  step,  how- 
ever, for  the  computer — unlike  other  ma- 
chines— has  the  ability  to  store  informa- 
tion and  follow  instructions  to  the  letter 
in  arriving  at  logical  conclusions.  It's 
amazingly  true  that  the  computer  can 
make  138,000  logical  decisions  per  minute 
when  instructed  properly,  and  when  the 
decisions  are  purely  mathematical. 

The  IBM  650  can't  think  for  itself.  It 
can  only  follow  a  well  designed  series 
of  instructions  called  programs.  Behind 
these  programs  must  be  engineers  and 
accountants  who  not  only  understand 
their  own  profession  but  understand  the 
limitation  of  the  computer  itself. 

Such  personnel  have  been  employed  and 
trained  by  the  Highway  Commission  to 
direct  computer  work  and  try  to  ease  the 
burden  of  work  which  has  always  faced 
such  departments  as  Roadway  and 
Bridges.  With  the  computer  in  operation, 
bridge  and  roadway  designers  and  the 
location  departments  can  try  new  ideas 
and  let  the  computer  worry  about  figuring 
out  the  details. 


Really,  the  computer  is  rapidly  becom- 
ing just  another  aid  in  the  construction 
of  better  roads.  Prior  to  its  installation, 
men  were  selected  and  trained  in  all  the 
requirements  necessary  for  its  use  in 
highway  engineering  and  accounting.  Most 
of  them  attended  schools  in  Atlanta  or 
other  cities  to  become  proficient  in  taking 
a  given  problem  and  writing  it  out  in 
computer  language.  The  computer  lang- 
uage is  a  series  of  cards  with  punched 
holes  which  automatically  give  instruc- 
tions to  the  machine  or  set  up  the  many 
parts  of  a  problem. 


Each  problem  must  be  specifically  de- 
fined, the  method  of  solution  selected  and 
the  mathematical  equations  formulated. 
Then,  since  the  computer's  mathematical 
capabilities  are  limited  to  addition,  sub- 
traction, multiplication  and  division,  the 
mathematical  equations  must  be  reduced 
to  these  basic  arithmetic  operations. 

Programming  a  typical  problem  is  very

The  various  States  and  the  U.  S.  Bureau 
of  Public  Roads  are  cooperating  to  save 
time  in  programming.  When  any  High- 
way Department  works  up  a  new  pro- 
gram, it  is  sent  to  the  Bureau  and  is 
available  for  any  other  State  which  wishes 
to  use  it. 

The  program  itself  is  set  up  on  punch 
cards.  When  a  new  program  is  to  be  used, 
the  operator  first  clears  the  machine,  then 
runs  through  it  the  program  punch  cards 
suitable  for  the  next  problem.  The  punch 
cards  automatically  set  up  the  machine 
as  the  problem  punch  cards  are  fed  in. 

Recently  a  curious  group  of  onlookers 
watched  Percy  Atkins  and  his  boys  run 
the  payroll  account  of  the  Equipment  De- 
partment. Into  the  hopper  went  some  800 
punch  cards  one  at  a  time,  at  intervals 
of  less  than  a  second.  Each  time  a  card 
dropped  through,  lights  flashed  on  the 
control  panel — a  slight  noise  was  heard— 
and  another  employee's  pay  had  been 
figured  with  all  deductions.  At  a  hundred 
cards  per  minute,  the  whole  process  took 
a  scant  eight  minutes. 

As  an  example  of  how  the  computor  will 
help  in  saving  our  engineers  for  engineer- 
ing rather  than  computing  work,  let's 
take  the  example  of  figuring  quantities 
on  cut  or  fill  work.

In  computing  volumes  of  earthwork  to 
be  moved  in  construction  of  a  highway, 
about  80  to  90  man-hours  are  required 
per  mile  using  the  traditional  method. 
By  using  a  design  cut  and  fill  program 
already  worked  out,  the  IBM  650  will 
compute  quantities  of  earth  excavation, 
rock  excavation  and  embankment,  mass 
ordinate,  accumulated  rock  excavation, 
slopes  to  be  used,  distance  to  slope  stakes, 
as  well  as  cut  and  fill  at  slope  stakes  in 
only  about  15  minutes  per  mile. 

In  other  types  of  problems,  even  more 
impressive  savings  are  attained.  The  com- 
putation of  the  dimensions  and  elevations 
needed  for  laying  out  fabrication  and 
constructing  mult-span  curved  bridges 
with  variously  skewed  piers  and  abut- 
ments is  tedious  and  time  consuming  by 
hand  or  desk  calculator. 

Computor  time  on  one  of  these  problems 
with  a  28-foot  roadway  and  5  span  bridge 
is  about  six  minutes.  The  same  problem, 
it  is  estimated,  would  have  taken  12  man- 
days  with  a  desk  calculator. 

A  good  many  programs  have  already 
been  worked  out  in  engineering  for  the 
Commission's  new  computor  by  B.  C. 
Cannon  and  Bill  Turner  of  Roadways 
and  Owen  Reagan  and  Larry  Colbert  of 
the  Bridge  Department.  Among  them  are: 
Design,  Cut  and  Fill,  Clearing  and  Grub- 
bing, Rock  Reduction,  Earthwork  in  Final 
Estimates,  Traverse,  Traverse  Adjust- 
ment and  Seeding. 

Structure  programs  include:  Curb  and 
Crown  Elevations,  Curb  Elevations  for 
Bridges  on  Horizontal  Curves,  Long  Chord 
Geometry,  Composite  Beam  Design,  Pre- 
tensioned,  Prestressed  Concrete  Girder. 
Single  Reinforced  Concrete  Box  Culvert 
Design,  Layout  of  Bridge  on  a  Horizontal 
Curve  and  Bid  Computation. 

The  650  isn't  trained  to  accept  estimates. 
Neither  will  it  tolerate  errors  in  punch 
cards.  When  an  illogical  one  comes  along, 
out  comes  the  card  and  off  goes  the  ma- 
chine until  the  incorrect  card  is  located 
and  replaced. 

The  computor  was  first  used  in  compu- 
ting a  letting  on  May  26.  It  worked  con- 
tinously  until  it  happened  on  one  rather 
unusual  total  submitted  by  a  contractor. 
The  machine  ground  to  a  halt  until  the 
apparent  error  could  be  located.  It  turned 
out  the  contractor  had  estimated  the  total, 
rather  than  added  his  figures. 

There's  no  central  heating  in  the  room 
where  the  IBM  is  installed.  It  isn't  needed. 
The  machine  builds  up  about  55,000  BTU 
all  its  own,  enough  to  heat  an  average  size 
5-room  house.  Actually,  40  tons  of  air 
conditioning  are  needed  to  keep  the  room 
cool  enough  for  efficient  machine  operation 


With  side  panels  removed,  the  con- 
trol console  is  a  maze  of  wires  and 
other  electronic  equipment  needed  to 
operate  the  thousands  of  vacuum  tubes 
which  the  computor  uses. 

and  automatic  equipment  keeps  the  tem- 
perature near  72  degrees  at  all  times  and 
humidity  around  the  50%  mark. 

The  story  of  any  machine,  however,  is 
the  people  behind  it  who  set  up  its  pro- 
grams, handle  its  operation,  punch  its 
cards  and  print  out  the  results  of  its 
calculations. 

For  a  capable  director  of  computor 
operations,  the  Commission  had  to  look 
no  farther  than  Wake  County  to  find 
Percy  Atkins.  A  1938  graduate  of  Wake 
Forest  College,  Atkins  worked  for  several 
years  with  the  N.  C.  State  Board  of 
Health,  in  punch  card  accounting.  He's  a 
veteran  of  the  European  Theatre  in  World 
War  II,  and,  before  coming  with  the  Com- 
mission, was  an  Assistant  Department 
Head  in  the  Employment  Security  Com- 
mission, working  continuously  in  punch 
card  capacities. 

The  heart  of  the  engineering  section 
of  computor  work  is  in  the  establish- 
ment   of   engineering  programs. 

Programmers  from  Roadway  Design 
Department  are  B.  C.  Cannon,  Jr.,  and 
W.  R.  Turner,  Jr.  A  native  of  Hickory, 
Cannon  received  his  education  at  State 
College,  and  worked  for  Cannon  Mills 
before  joining  the  Commission  more 
than  four  years  ago. 

Turner  is  a  native  of  Henderson,  and 
attended  Wake  Forest  College.  He  was 
employed  by  Martin  Aircraft  Corp., 
prior  to  coming  with  the  Commission. 

Bridge  Design  programmers  are  L. 
A.  Colbert  and  O.  W.  Reagan. 

Larry  Colbert  came  to  this  country 
a  little  over  three  years  ago  from 
London,  England.  He  graduated  from 
Queen  Mary  College  in  London  and  was 
employed  by  a  contractor  there.

Congratulations  to  each  of  you  who  had  a  part  in  winning  the  National  Safety 
Council's  "Award  of  Honor"  for  1958. 

This  is  the  highest  citation  given  by  the  Safety  Council,  and  the  Highway  Com- 
mission earned  it  for  a  record  last  year  of  39  million  man  hours,  with  an  accident 
frequency  record  of  only  6.49  accidents  per  million  man  hours  worked.  This 
was  well  below  the  national  average  of  15.04  accidents  per  million  hours  tabulated 
from  other  reporting  highway  commissions. 

Each  of  you  is  to  be  commended  for  the  part  you  played  in  bringing  this  award 
to  North  Carolina. 

We  are  doubly  proud,  since  the  award  comes  during  one  of  the  busiest  construc- 
tion periods  in  history.  Our  giant  Interstate  program  was  in  high  gear  last  year, 
and  North  Carolina  was  among  the  leaders  in  construction  progress  of  the  Interstate 
System. 

Safety  is  not  something  new.  Over  the  past  10  years,  more  than  77%  of  our  high- 
way employees  have  had  accident-free  records.  This  is  a  record  we  have  high  hopes 
of  surpassing. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Tarvia  Jones,  our  safety  program  is  one  of  the  nation's 
best.  Many  of  you  have  availed  yourselves  of  the  First  Aid  and  other  safety  courses 
offered,  and  we  hope  that  this  award  will  serve  to  encourage  others  to  participaie 
with  pride  in  our  safety  program. 

The  battle  for  safety  is  still  on.  With  one-third  of  the  present  year  in  the  books, 
I  am  reminded  that  employees  have  3  2  more  lost  time  injuries  than  for  the  same 
period  last  year,  a  frequency  to  date  of  8.2,  as  compared  with  5.7  for  the  correspond- 
ing time  last  year. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  each  of  you  to  practice  safety  at  all  times,  if  we  are 
to  maintain  the  high  standards  which  this  award  carries  with  it.

Perspectives  ana 

Pointers 


This  is  the  first  in  a  series  of  articles 
to  appear  in  the  Roadway  Magazine  con- 
cerning personnel  matters  which  are  of 
interest  to  all  of  us.  This  article  is  about 
recent  changes  in  the  Retirement  Act,  and 
also  includes  important  points  concerning 
our  policy  on  compensatory  time  which 
I  believe  needs  clarifying  in  some  areas. 


IMPROVEMENTS  IN  RETIREMENT 
PLAN 

The  General  Assembly  has  recently  en- 
acted certain  changes  in  the  Retirement 
Act  which  will  result  in  increased  retire- 
ment benefits  to  State  employees. 

1.  A  bill  has  been  passed  which  pro- 
vides for  the  employee's  contribution  to  be 
matched  by  the  State  until  the  employee 
reaches  65  years  of  age.  You  will  recall 
that  when  the  Highway  Employees  were 
brought  under  Social  Security  in  1955, 
contribution  made  by  each  employee  was 
at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent  to  the  Retire- 
ment System,  and  2  per  cent  was  deducted 
for  the  purpose  of  Social  Security.  The 
Highway  Commission  has  always  contri- 
buted a  matching  per  cent  for  Social 
Security  purposes,  regardless  of  an  em- 
ployee's age,  but  has  not  made  any  match- 
ing contribution  to  the  Retirement  System 
after  an  employee  reached  the  age  of  60. 
Under  the  new  law  recently  passed,  The 
Highway  Commission  will  now  put  in  an 
amount  of  3  per  cent  to  match  the  em- 
ployee's contribution  until  the  employee 
has  reached  the  age  of  65.  This  means, 
of  course,  that  the  total  contributions 
made  to  the  Retirement  System  by  the 
employee  and  the  Highway  Commission 
will  result  in  an  increased  monthly  bene- 
fit at  the  time  of  retirement. 

2.  Another  change  which  will  result  in 
increased  monthly  benefits  was  made  in 
the  method  of  figuring  prior  service  cred- 
its. As  you  know,  employees  who  retire 
at  age  65,  retire  under  the  provisions  of 
Service  Retirement  which  means  that  our 
service  credit  is  divided  into  two  different 
types:  (1)  "Prior  Service",  which  means 
all  service  to  which  a  member  is  entitled 
before  the  Retirement  System  went  into 
effect  July  1,  1941;  (2)  "Membership  Serv- 
ice" which  means  all  service  for  which  an 
employee  receives  credit  because  of  his 
contributions  to  the  Retirement  System 
since  July  1,  1941.  Before  the  new  Legis- 
lation several  weeks  ago,  prior  service 


was  figured  on  the  basis  that  an  employee 
had  contributed  five  per  cent  of  his  income 
up  to  1941.  This  amount  was  then  set  up 
by  the  Retirement  System  to  the  employ- 
ee's credit  and  figured  in  as  part  of  his 
total  contributions  at  the  time  of  retire- 
ment. The  new  law  provides  that  all  em- 
ployees who  have  credit  for  prior  service 
will  have  their  contributions  for  prior 
service  figured  at  6.25  per  cent  in  the 
credit  given  for  contributions  allowed 
for  prior  service.  This  means  also  that 
the  Highway  Commission  will  contribute 
a  matching  amount  for  the  increased  per- 
centage in  computing  prior  service.  All  of 
this  increases  total  contributions  and 
consequently  increases  monthly  retire- 
ment benefits. 

3.  Another  significant  change  increased 
the  minimum  retirement  allowance  for 
employees.  For  example,  employees  who 
retire  with  20  years  or  more  of  creditable 
service  will  be  entitled  to  a  total  retire- 
ment allowance  of  not  more  than  $70  per 
month.  This  allowance  was  $60  per  month 
prior  to  the  new  Legislation.  This  $70 
minimum  holds  true  in  all  cases  as  a  mini- 
mum allowance  for  employees  with  20 
years  or  more  service,  unless  an  employee 
has  selected  an  optional  allowance  which 
would  reduce  his  individual  monthly 
check  in  order  to  provide  benefit  for  some 
other  person. 

4.  A  change  was  also  made  in  the  pre- 
sent retirement  provisions  which  is  of 
benefit  to  employees  who  retire  due  to 
dissability.  If  it  is  necessary  for  an  em- 
ployee to  retire  on  disability  retirement, 
the  employee  receives  a  Service  Retire- 
ment allowance  if  he  has  reached  the  age 
of  60,  this  part  of  the  Retirement  Act 
has  not  been  changed.  Also,  as  in  the  past, 
an  employee  who  has  not  attained  the 
age  of  60  but  retires  on  disability  receives 
a  Disability  Retirement  allowance.  This 
retirement  allowance  is  figured  in  two 
parts.  First,  the  employee  receives  an 
annuity  which  is  the  actual  equivalent 
of  his  accumulated  contributions  at  the 
time  of  his  retirement.  In  addition,  he  has 
received  in  the  past  a  pension  equal  to  75 
per  cent  of  the  pension  that  would  have 
been  payable  to  him  if  he  had  gone  on 
Service  Retirement  at  the  age  of  60  and 
the  employee  has  been  in  service  until  he 
reached  the  age  of  60  without  any  further 
change  in  the  compensation.  The  second 
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part  of  this  has  been  changed  to  the  effect 
that  the  employee  would  now  receive  75 
per  cent  of  retirement  at  age  65  rather 
than  at  age  60. 

Another  change  in  disability  retirement 
provides  that  an  employee  who  has  20 
years  or  more  service  is  entitled  to  a 
disability  retirement  allowance  of  not 
less  that  $70.  The  new  Legislation  in- 
creased the  present  minimum  of  $60  per 
month  to  $70  per  month. 

5.  The  new  Legislation  also  made  it 
possible  for  all  employees  who  are  now  on 
retirement  to  receive  an  increase  in  their 
monthly  benefits  check  of  15  per  cent  or 
$15,  which  is  the  lesser. 

6.  There  was  no  change  in  the  present 
policy  which  allows  an  employee  who  has 
20  years  of  service  and  who  separates 
from  the  State,  to  leave  his  contributions 
in  the  Retirement  System  until  he  reaches 
age  60  and  at  that  time  retires.  There 
was  also  no  change  in  the  provision  that 
employees  who  have  under  20  years  of 
service,  and  separate  from  the  State,  may 
leave  their  contributions  intact  for  a 
period  of  5  years.  However,  a  change  did 
take  place  concerning  the  repayment  of 
contributions  that  have  been  withdrawn 
by  the  employee  due  to  his  separation. 
This  change  provides  that  an  employee 
who  has  withdrawn  his  contributions 
prior  to  July  1,  1958  may  redeposit,  if  it 
is  opposed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
amount  of  his  original  contribution  in  a 
single  payment  and  it  will  become  a  part 
of  his  accumulated  contributions  as  if  this 
amount  had  initially  been  contributed 
within  a  single  calendar  year.  This  means 
that  the  amount  redeposited  is  not  distri- 
buted over  the  actual  years  he  originally 
made  contributions,  but  is  considered  as 
a  redeposit  within  a  one  year  period.  The 
new  law  also  provides  that  in  no  event 
shall  any  former  member  of  the  Retire- 
ment System  be  permitted  to  redeposit  any 
amount  withdrawn  after  July  1,  1959.  In 
addition  it  will  not  be  possible  in  the 
future  for  an  employee  to  withdraw  a 
partial  amount  of  his  contributions,  if  a 
withdrawal  is  desired  by  an  employee  he 
must  withdraw  the  full  amount  of  his 
contribution  plus  the  interest  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

All  of  the  new  Legislation  which  re- 
sulted in  increased  benefits  to  the  employ- 
ee were  made  effective  as  of  July  1,  1959. 
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This  means,  of  course,  that  all  of  our 
employees  who  retire  effective  July  1, 
1959  will  receive  benefits  of  the  new 
Legislation. 

I  am  sorry  that  it  is  impossible  to 
tell  you  in  terms  of  dollars  and  cents 
how  much  these  increased  benefits 
will  mean.  As  you  know,  each  em- 
ployee's benefit  is  figured  individually 
on  the  basis  of  the  employee's  length 
of  service,  which  includes  prior  ser- 
vice and  membership  service,  and  nuisr 
also  take  into  consideration  the  salary 
earned  by  the  employee.  This  makes  it 
impossible  to  determine  what  the  in- 
creased benefit  would  mean  to  an  in- 
dividual. In  spite  of  this,  I  do  have 
personal  knowledge  of  one  of  our  em- 
ployees who  retired  effective  July  1, 
19  59,  and  who  had  worked  for  the 
Commission  for  a  period  of  3  5  years. 
This  employee  had  18  years  of  prior 
service  with  the  Commission  and  at  the 
time  of  his  retirement  was  classified 
as  Maintenance  Foreman  II.  It  this  em- 
ployee had  retired  before  the  new  Leg- 
islation went  into  effect,  he  would  have 
received  approximately  $93.00  dollars 
per  month.  Under  the  provisions  made 
possible  under  the  new  Legislation  this 
employee  retired  at  141.00  dollars  per 
month.  This  example  should  not  be  con- 
sidered as  a  basis  for  determining  what 
the  increased  benefits  will  mean  for 
you.  I  only  mention  it  to  point  out  that 
the  changes  mentioned  above  are  in  ef- 
fect and  will  continue  to  be  of  material 
benefit   to  State  employees. 

COMPENSATORY  TIME 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Highway  Com- 
mission that  each  and  every  employee 
including  administrative  and  supervi- 
sory personnel  understand  the  policy  on 
compensatory  leave. 

Compensatory  leave,  stated  in  its 
simplest  terms,  is  a  policy  which  makes 
it  possible  for  an  employee  to  have 
equal  time  off  for  the  overtime  he  is 
required  to  work.  Stated  in  another 
way  the  policy  says  that  an  employee 
who  is  required  by  his  department  head 
or  supervisor  to  work  during  hours 
over  and  beyond  those  scheduled  in  a 
day,  or  to  work  on  a  non-work  day, 
that  such  overtime  may  be  compensated 
for  by  giving  the  employee  an  equiva- 
lent time  off,  hour  for  hour. 

The  policy  also  states  that  the  de- 
cision to  grant  compensatory  leave  is 
an  administrative  one  for  which  the 
department  head  or  division  engineer 
must  assume  full  responsibility.  This 
does  not  mean  that  it  is  a  decision  of 
the  department  head   or   division  en- 


gineer as  to  whether  compensatory 
leave  will  be  granted.  The  decision 
that  employees  will  be  given  equal  time 
off  for  overtime  work  is  a  decision  that 
has  already  been  made  by  the  Highway 
Commission.  Therefore,  the  decision  of 
the  department  head  or  division  engi- 
neer is  not  "if"  compensatory  time 
will  be  granted,  but  it  is  their  respon- 
sibility to  determine  "when"  this  leave 
will  be  granted. 

As  we  all  know  it  is  often  very  dif- 
ficult for  an  employee  to  be  off  im- 
mediately after  working  overtime.  It 
is  also  difficult  to  always  give  an  em- 
ployee compensatory  time  off  on  days 
that  are  suitable  for  going  hunting  or 
fishing.  This  arrangement  would  be 
desirable,  but  at  best  about  all  we  can 
hope  for  is  that  both  weather  and  work- 
ing conditions  will  be  such  that  the 
hours  or  days  taken  as  compensatory 
time  will  average  out  in  the  long  run.  At 
any  rate  it  should  be  worked  out  so 
that  employees  can  take  their  compen- 
satory leave  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  date  it  was  earned. 

All  of  this  adds  up  to  the  fact  that  it 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  department 
head  or  division  engineer  to  make  pro- 
visions within  his  overall  operation 
whereby  employees  who  have  been  re- 
quired to  work  overtime  may  be  grant- 
ed equal  time  off.  A  further  responsibi- 
lity is  placed  on  the  individual  em- 
ployee and  his  immediate  supervisor 
in  maintaining  an  accurate  and  up-to- 
date  record  of  the  amount  of  scheduled 
overtime  work  and  the  compensatory 
leave  taken. 

Please  remember  that  compensatory 
leave  does  not  apply  to  temporary 
or  hourly  employees  who  are  paid  for 
the  actual    number    of   hours  worked.

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DIFFICULT  to  give  you  the  latest 
news  when  this  must  be  written  far  in 
advance  of  actual  printing;  however, 
will  attempt  some  information  on  legis- 
lative matters  for  your  benefit.  When 
you  read  this,  we  hope  final  action  in 
every  case  will  have  been  taken  by  the 
General  Assembly  and  you  will  be  well 
informed. 

SALARY  INCREASES — as  of  this 
writing,  the  Joint  Appropriations  Com- 
mittee has  adopted  the  report  of  the 
Sub-Committee,  with  some  few  amend- 
ments made  by  the  full  committee.  The 
Sub-Committee  had  originally  recom- 
mended one  increment  for  all  employees, 
but  certain  language  in  their  recom- 
mendations pertained  to  these  not  af- 
fecting the  salary  ranges  as  establish- 
ed by  the  Personnel  Department.  The 
full  committee  has  eliminated  that  sec- 
tion, so  it  is  hoped  that  the  ranges 
will  be  moved  upwards  the  amount  of 
this  legislative  increment  increase,  so 
that  employees  still  within  their  range 
will  continue  on  the  same  relative  step 
or  grade.  As  you  know,  no  recommen- 
dation was  originally  made  for  any  in- 
crease, and  we  were  working  toward 
a  10%  increase.  Opposition  was  strong 
the  revenue  picture  was  not  good,  and 
the  opposition  to  additional  taxes  was 
too  strong.  Therefore,  it  was  necessary 
at  the  last  to  compromise  for  the  one 
increment  increase,  and  we  were  con- 
ferred with  about  this.  This  is  a  vic- 
tory, as  it  is  certainly  more  than  it  looked 
as  if  we  would  get  at  all  at  one  time. 
I  am  informed,  and  the  report  as  of 
this  date  recommends,  that  every  em- 
ployee shall  receive  this  raise — which 
means  those  "frozen"  and  otherwise. 
Also,  it  is  not  supposed  to  interfere 
with  any  normal  automatic'  or  merit 
increments  earned  by  the  employee  in 
the  usual  manner,  but  is  to  be  separate 
and  apart.  I  hope,  when  you  read  this, 
that  all  of  this  has  been  made  clear  to 
all  employees. 

RETIREMENT — Several  amendments 
to  the  Retirement  Act  to  clarify  langu- 
age, to  bring  the  Act  to  date,  etc.  These 
were  more  technical  in  nature,  and  I 
will  not  attempt  to  explain  here.  MA- 
JOR AMENDMENTS  for  improvement 
to  the  System  and  to  materially  in- 
crease  benefits   are :    ( 1 )    match  em- 


ployee contributions  from  age  60  to 
age  65,  retroactive  for  those  past  60; 
(2)  increase  guaranteed  minimum 
monthly  pension  to  $70  for  20  years  of 
creditable  service  (was  $60) ;  (3)  in- 
crease value  of  service  prior  to  July  1, 
1941,  by  25%;  (4)  compulsory  retire- 
ment at  age  65  unless  requested  to  re- 
main by  Department  Head,  which  re- 
quest must  be  approved  by  the  Retire- 
ment System  Board  of  Trustees  and  for 
a  period  of  1  year;  (5)  disability  re- 
tirement to  be  figured  to  age  6  5  instead 
60;  an  employee  retiring  on  disability 
with  as  much  as  10  years  service  (ne- 
cessary) and  under  age  60  will  have 
the  value  of  his  own  contributions  from 
retiring  age  to  age  65  figured  into  the 
System,  retirement  figured  as  of  age 
65,  and  75%  paid  at  the  retiring  age  on 
disability;  (6)  "average  final  salary" 
to  be  based  on  actual  compensation  the 
last  5  years  of  service,  the  actual  average 
for  the  total  service  and  nor  the  ear- 
nable;  this  simply  means  contributions 
on  the  actual  salary  paid,  I  am  inform- 
ed, and  not  the  monthly  salary  earn- 
able  in  case  of  leave  without  pay,  etc ; 

(7)  merger  of  the  Annuity  and  Pension 
Reserve  Funds  into  the  Pension  Ac- 
cumulation Fund  to  provide  for  only  1 
check  each  month  instead  of  two  where 
a  supplemental  payment  was  granted: 

(8)  member  separating  from  service 
except  by  death  or  retirement  to  be 
paid  (on  withdrawal  of  funds)  his  con- 
tributions plus  %  of  the  accumulated 
regular  interest;  if  reenters  System 
later,  no  credit  for  prior  service;  (9) 
if  member  withdraws  contributions  on 
separation,  must  withdraw  all  of  funds, 
and  cannot  leave  any  part  of  it  in  the 
System;  if  has  20  years  of  service  or 
more,  can  leave  all  of  funds  intact  for 
retirement  at  or  after  age  60;  (10) 
women  retiring  at  age  62  can  select 
"level  life  income"  payments  to  include 
Social  Security  if  already  covered,  this 
to  conform  with  the  new  SS  Law  al- 
lowing them  to  begin  receiving  Social 
Security  at  age  62  instead  of  age  65. 
All  in  all,  as  stated,  these  are  very 
definite  improvements  to  the  Retire- 
ment System,  and  in  my  opinion,  about 
the  most  major  improvements  we  have 
had. 

These  will  materially  increase  future 
benefits  to  those  employees  retiring  on 
or  after  July  1,  1959.  IN  ADDITION, 


those  employees  who  have  already  re- 
tried, prior  to  the  effective  date  of  July 
1st,  will  receive  an  increase  in  their 
monthly  pension  of  15%  or  $15,  which- 
ever is  the  smaller  amount.  This  is 
done  to  give  them  some  benefit  of  the 
changes,  and  it  would  be  practically 
impossible  to  go  back  and  refigure 
their  pensions  on  the  basis  of  the 
amendements  since  many  have  been  re- 
tired years  and  have  used  part  of  their 
annuity,  some  have  died  and  widows 
are  receiving  pension  on  options  where 
the  annuity  has  been  used  in  whole  or 
in  part. 

HIGHWAY  COMMISSION  affected  by 
several  other  bills  enacted  by  Legisla- 
ture, but  these  pertain  to  rights-of-way 
attainment,  easements,  signs  on  right- 
of-way,  cemetery  roads,  and  other  mat- 
ters which  are  technical  and  not  of  in- 
terest to  the  average  employee;  how- 
ever, these  are  of  definite  interest  to 
certain  phase  of  our  work  and  will  be 
handled  accordingly  by  the  officials 
affected. 

THE  1959  LEGISLATURE  has  been 
a  long,  arduous  session.  We  feel  that  we 
have  won  definite  gains  by  cooperative 
effort  of  our  entire  membership,  that 
some  of  these  gains  would  not  have 
been  made  without  our  organization's 
work,  particularly  in  the  face  of  opposi- 
tion from  many  sources  as  to  new 
taxes,  holding  expenditures  in  line  with 
anticipated  revenues,  and  no  original 
recommendations  for  salary  increases 
by  the  Advisory  Budget  Commission. 
The  value  of  your  Association  is  cer- 
tainly proven  herewith. 

MEMBERSHIP  is  now  renewable— we 
urge  every  employee  to  become  mem- 
bers again  for  the  new  year  beginning 
July  1st.  Will  you  receive  your  money's 
worth?  Let  me  give  you  an  example: 
the  smallest  increase  will  be  $84  per 
year  to  the  lowest  salaried  employee, 
or  $168  for  the  biennium.  Dues  for  the 
two  years  of  the  biennium  will  be  $8, 
a  net  profit  of  $160.  Is  that  a  gooi  in- 
vestment? I  think  so.  You  can  figure 
your  own  net  profit  according  to  your 
own  increment  and  think  whether  or 
not  you  would  receive  this  had  it  not 
been  for  the  work  of  your  Association. 
Add  to  that  the  retirement  benefits  to 
be  received  in  the  future.  LET'S  HAVE 
100%  MEMBERSHIP  THIS  YEAR.

Broad  Traffic  Study 
Being  Made  In 

Piedmont  Area 

By  James  S.  Burch 

We  have  all  noted  the  way  in  which 
our  North  Carolina  cities  are  growing. 
Little  vacant  property  can  be  found,  vast 
new  suburban  developments  are  completed 
each  year,  and  the  City  Limits  are  con- 
stanty  being  pushed  out  to  include  sec- 
tions which  were  farms  and  pastures  only 
a  few  years  ago.  In  North  Carolina,  as  in 
most  of  the  states,  the  cities  are  growing 
much  faster  than  the  rural  areas.  Already, 
about  half  our  North  Carolina  people  live 
in  urban  areas. 

We  have  also  observed  that  more  people 
now  drive  longer  distances  to  and  from 
their  work  every  day.  Twenty  miles  each 
way  is  no  longer  unusual.  Many  people 
live  in  one  City,  work  in  another,  and 
divide  their  shopping  with  still  a  third. 
The  good  highways  and  fast  cars  continue 
to  change  our  way  of  life. 

Along  with  these  trends,  and  indeed  a 
part  of  them,  is  the  growth  of  industry 
in  North  Carolina.  Within  the  past  20 
years,  the  number  of  North  Carolina 
manufacturing  establishments  has  more 
than  doubled,  growing  from  3,225  in  1939 
to  7,000  in  1958.  The  gain  in  the  industrial 
working  force  was  209,770  employees  1939 
to  1957.  The  new  and  expanded  plant 
investment  was  $193  million  in  1956,  and 
grew  to  $253  million  in  1958,  an  all-time 
high  figure.  This  rate  is  higher  than  in 
any  southern  state  east  of  Texas.  In  1959 
the  growth  is  continuing  at  about  the 
same  rate,  and  we  have  every  reason  to 
expect  further  industrial  expansion. 

While  we  have  no  exact  data  on  the 
point,  it  is  generally  observed  that  the 
vast  majority  of  these  new  industries 
are  locating  outside  the  cities,  but  near 
them;  thus  obtaining  adequate  space  as 
well  as  the  benefit  of  city  services  and  an 
urban  labor  supply.  Of  course,  adequate 
highways  are  essential  to  such  a  develop- 
ment, both  for  the  movement  of  workers 
and  goods. 

As  any  industry  starts  new  operations 
or  expands,  it  draws  its  enlarged  work- 
ing force  from  a  wide  area,  and  many  of 
its  employees  readjust  their  method  of 
living  from  rural  to  urban.  The  transpor- 


tation picture  changes,  and  new  traffic 
services  are  required,  both  for  the  em- 
ployees and  for  the  hauling  of  raw  and 
finished  products,  along  with  incidental 
services  connected  with  the  plant. 

Every  new  home  in  a  community  is 
welcomed  as  a  symbol  of  growth  and  pro- 
gess,  enlarging  the  population  and  the 
local  market.  This,  of  course,  is  true.  But 
it  is  also  true  that  each  new  home  adds 
to  the  needed  services  in  the  community, 
and  these  cover  many  phases.  Included 
are  enlarged  schools,  churches,  local  gov- 
ernment, hospitals,  courts,  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal,  garbage  handling,  police 
and  fire  protection,  libraries,  entertain- 
ment, stores,  repair  shops,  telephones, 
power  and  light,  streets,  highways,  and 
many  more.  In  the  field  of  traffic,  for 
example,  in  Charlotte  we  find  over  seven 
daily  motor  vehicle  trips  per  dwelling 
unit.  Every  new  home  adds — directly  and 
indirectly — more  than  seven  vehicle  trips 
per  day  to  the  traffice  burden.  It  is  well- 
known  that  most  of  our  major  streets 
are  already  traffic-saturated. 

As  these  cities  grow  and  expand  out- 
ward, they  also  grow  closer  to  each  other. 
We  have  cases  in  North  Carolina  where 
cities  of  considerable  size  have  virtually 
joined  each  other,  at  least  in  their  sub- 
urban areas.  As  this  development  con- 
tinues, we  soon  have  a  situation  called  a 
"metropolitan  complex",  and  the  com- 
munity problems  become  more  difficult 
with  respect  to  all  necessary  services. 

This  expanding  urban  growth  is  occur- 
ring in  many  sections  of  the  State,  but 
is  most  prevalent  in  the  area  called  the 
"Industrial  Crescent".  This  area  runs 
generally  along  the  main  line  of  the 
Southern  Railroad  from  Gastonia-Char- 
lotte  to  Greensboro  and  Winston-Salem 
and  then  through  Burlington,  Durham  and 
Raleigh.  Within  this  area,  the  greatest 
concentration  of  Cities  is  in  and  near 
the  Tri-City  area  of  Winston-Salem, 
Greensboro,  and  High  Point.  A  few  years 
ago,  the  writer  made  a  study  of  this  Tri- 
City  area  and  found  that  the  municipal 
population  was  greater  than  in  any  area 
of  similar  size  in  Virginia,  the  Carolinas 
or  Georgia,  except  for  Richmond,  the 
Norfolk  Bay  area  and  Greater  Atlanta. 
Although  recent  census  data  is  not  avail- 
able, it  is  believed  that  the  statement  is 
still  true. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  trends,  the 
community  service  problems  of  the  im- 
mediate future  are  important  and  com- 


plex. Realizing  this  situation,  a  joint 
study  was  started  over  a  year  ago  by  the 
Planning  Department  of  the  State  High- 
way Commission  in  cooperation  with  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Public  Roads 
and  the  Urban  Studies  Program  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel 
Hill,  to  gather  the  pertinent  data  basic 
to  a  study  of  the  traffic  phase  of  the 
problem.  Other  studies  are  underway  by 
the  Chapel  Hill  group  in  other  fields  such 
as  Schools,  Government,  Taxation,  Water 
supply,  recreation,  use  of  land,  and  the 
like.  In  the  transportation  study,  the 
basic  question  was:  how  will  these  trends 
effect  our  plans  for  expanded  highway 
facilities  to  serve  this  growth,  and  to 
further  stimulate  it? 

The  five  city  area  of  Winston-Salem, 
Greensboro,  High  Point,  Thomasville,  and 
Lexington  were  chose  for  the  study.  More 
than  315,000  people  are  now  living  within 
these  five  cities,  in  an  area  little  larger 
than  two  ordinary  counties.  Scores  of  the 
thousands  enter  and  leave  the  five  cities 
daily.  The  area  contains  a  complex  net- 
work of  Highways  and  paved  secondary 
roads. 

To  obtain  the  basic  traffic  data,  roadside 
interview  stations  were  set  up  between 
and  around  all  the  cities  at  a  total  of  31 
highway  points  where  over  40  trained 
interviewers  asked  question  of  over  145,- 
000  car  and  truck  drivers  about  their 
trips. 

The  information  obtained  was,  the  ori- 
gin and  destination  of  each  trip,  number 
of  passengers,  trip  purpose,  type  of  build- 
ing and  type  of  area  at  beginning  and 
ending  of  trip,  and  other  similar  data  for 
each  of  the  145,000  trips.  All  this  informa- 
tion has  been  punched  on  IBM  cards,  and 
some  of  the  first  steps  in  the  analysis 
have  been  taken.  It  is  expected  that  the 
Planning  Department  will  complete  the 
Transporation  phase  of  the  study  by  mid- 
August,  and  provide  for  their  analysis 
in  the  field  of  social  science  and  Urban 
Planning. 

This  is  the  most  extensive  study,  and 
one  of  the  most  complex,  ever  undertaken 
by  our  Planning  Department.  New  how- 
to-do-it  problems  arise  every  day,  and  we 
are  working  with  a  million  items  of  infor- 
mation. When  the  study  is  completed,  we 
expect  to  know  much  more  about  the 
traffic  picture  in  a  growing  Urban  Complex 
area  than  we  now  know.  More  important, 
we  will  be  in  a  much  better  position  to 
forecast  developments  to  come  and  to  plan 
highway  improvements  to  serve  these 
developments.

Nashville  By-Pass 
Is  Approved 

The  Commission's  proposal  to  re- 
locate sections  of  US  64  between  Nash- 
ville and  Rocky  Mount  in  Nash  and 
Edgecombe  Counties  met  general  ap- 
proval at  a  public  hearing  held  in  Nash- 
ville on  May  22. 

The  project,  which  will  be  let  to  con- 
tract this  summer,  begins  about  a 
mile  west  of  Nashville  and  bypasses  the 
town  near  its  north  City  Limits  line. 
The  road  will  be  built  on  a  controlled 
access  basis  with  provisions  made  for 
two  lanes  at  the  present  time.  Sufficient 
right  of  way  will  be  purchased  to 
expand  the  facility  to  four  lanes  in  the 
future. 

The  eastern  terminus  of  the  project 
would  be  at  Englewood  although  a 
spur  road  would  be  built  to  tie  into 
NC  43  just  north  of  Rocky  Mount.  Two 
accesses  would  be  provided  for  Nasn- 
ville  and  Rocky  Mount. 

Former  Rocky  Mount  Mayor  P.  K. 
Graveley  led  the  delegation  favoring 
the  Commission's  plan,  urging  that  the 
contract  be  let  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
Nashville  Chamber  of  Commerce  pre- 
sented to  Commission  officials  a  resolu- 
tion expressing  no  preference  on  road 
location  but  urging  early  completion 
of  the  plans  and  contract  letting. 

It  was  explained  to  all  persons  at- 
tending the  hearing  that  US  6  4  is  a 
portion  of  the  Trunk  Line  Highway 
System  on  which  the  Commission  has 
scheduled  some  93  improvement  pro- 
jects over  the  next  three  year  period. 


Gloomy  Opening

"I  got  me  boughs  from  many  a  tree" — 
Sir  Alan  Herbert. 

Gordon  Gibbs  not  only  collects  tree 
boughs,  he  uses  them  in  making  pictures. 

Samples  of  his  work  are  exhibited  in 
his  second-floor  office  of  the  Right-of-Way 
Department. 

His  hobby  of  making  wood  inlays, 
known  as  intarsia,  stems  from  Gibb's  love 
of  nature,  especially  trees. 

A  single  picture  may  require  as  many 
as  500  tiny  pieces  of  carefully-selected 
wood,  gathered  from  the  ends  of  the  earth, 
and  then  cured  in  a  baking  oven.  As  much 
as  90  hours  is  sometimes  required  for 
merely  sawing  the  wood  into  tiny  pieces, 
and  even  15  to  20  hours  is  taken  for 
examining  woods  for  proper  grains. 

Gibbs  obtains  the  wood  for  his  pictures 
from  the  North  Carolina  mountains,  and 


some  of  it  is  imported  from  as  far  away 
as  Japan  and  India.  In  all,  he  uses  133 
species  of  wood,  such  as  Amaranthe,  a 
beautiful  purple  wood;  Tamo,  the  sacred 
wood  from  Japan;  Padouka,  a  redwood 
from  India,  and  the  expensive  Amboyna, 
from  the  Spice  Islands  of  the  South  Pa- 
cific. 


"Independence  March"  one  of  Gibb's 
pictures.  He  used  sycamore  from 
Palestine  for  the  drummer's  hair;  holly 
for  the  shirt;  satin  wood  from  India 
for  the  socks;  Balustra  from  the  West 
Indies;  rosewood  for  the  wheen;  and 
Circasian  walnut  from  Russia  for  the 
trousers.  The  background  is  made  of 
Harewood   from  England. 

Some  of  his  pictures  are  made  from 
patterns,  while  Gibbs  has  designed  a  few 
of  his  own,  such  as  the  large  castle  scene 
which  hangs  near  his  desk.  Gibbs  put 
28  species  of  wood  into  this  picture.  In  all, 
he  has  made  150  pictures,  some  Biblican 
scenes,  the  Pony  Express,  a  Fourth  of 
July  scene,  and  a  portrait  of  Franklin 
Roosevelt,  which  now  hangs  in  the  late 
president's  Hyde  Park  home. 

The  handiwork  of  which  he  is  most 
proud  is  not  merely  a  picture.  He  has 
made  two  large  desks,  with  maps  inlaid 
in  their  tops.  One  he  presented  in  person 
to  former  president  Harry  Truman.  The 
other  desk,  which  was  given  to  Governor 
Umstead,  has  the  map  of  North  Carolina 
inlaid  in  its  top.  Gibbs  estimates  it  took 
him  a  total  of  five  years,  gathering  wood 
from  throughout  the  State  and  the  world 
to  complete  the  desk  for  the  late  governor. 

Aside  from  his  pictures,  Gibbs  makes 
furniture  of  all  kinds  in  his  home  work- 
shop. He  made  a  set  of  10  salad  bowls,

using  a  different  type  of  wood  for  each; 
and  recently  completed  two  step  tables 
and  a  coffee  table  for  his  son.  In  one  year, 
he  made  and  sold  seven  drop  leaf  tables 
during  his  spare  time. 

His  pictures  have  been  exhibited 
throughout  the  State,  and  frequently  he 
gives  lectures  on  woodwork. 

The  fact  that  he  is  able  to  spend  so 
much  time  on  a  single  picture  is  attri- 
buted to  his  philosophy  that  "patience  is 
interest."

New  Hatteras  Ferry 
In  Operation 

A  new  ferry,  "The  Ocracoke"  was 
put  into  service  recently  between  Hat- 
teras and  Ocracoke,  replacing  the  "Go- 
vernor Umstead,"  which  has  been  re- 
converted for  service  at  Oregon  Inlet. 

"The  Ocracoke,"  a  converted  Navy 
landing  craft,  has  a  capacity  of  16  to 
18  vehicles.  It  has  been  converted  and 
equipped  to  conform  with  Coast  Guard 
regulations,  and  is  powered  by  three 
165  horsepower  diesel  engines.  Join- 
ing the  "Ocracoke"  soon  as  a  standby 
ferry  will  be  the  "Hatteras,"  which  is 
being  converted  at  Norfork,  Va.  at  the 
present  time. 

Three  miles  of  steel  landing  mats 
on  the  north  end  of  Ocracoke  Island 
connect  the  landing  point  on  the  beach 
with  the  end  of  paved  surface.  The 
mats  are  laid  to  a  point  where 
the  bow  landing  apron  rests  on  or 
near  the  mats,  depending  on  the 
elevation  of  sea  tide  at  landing  time. 
Shoaly  waters  and  shifting  sands  some- 
times make  it  necessary  to  shift  the 
point  of  landing  a  few  feet. 

Vehicles  are  loaded  and  unloaded  on 
the  Hatteras  side  of  Hatteras  Inlet  at 


the  stern  of  the  vessel  on  the  conven- 
tional dock  and  apron  attached  to  the 
dock.  On  the  Ocracoke  Island  side  of 
the  inlet,  vehicles  are  loaded  and  un- 
loaded on  the  beach  by  lowering  a 
movable  apron. 

Crossing  time  on  "The  Ocracoke"  is 
about  4  5  minutes,  depending  on  the 
shoals,  depth  of  water,  tide,  and  wind 
and  weather  conditions. 

Two  crews  operate  the  ferry.  Pilots 
are  F.  L.  Peele  and  W.  W.  Monroe 
Stowe,  with  deckhands  C.  S.  Austin, 
J.  W.  Austin,  L.  L.  Austin  and  C.  H. 
Balance.  Each  crew  operates  the  ferry 
for  three  and  a  half  days  at  a  time. 


Assembly  Adjourns 

The  General  Assembly  adjourned  on 
Saturday,  June  20,  and  several  important 
pieces  of  legislation  affecting  the  Highway 
Commission  were  approved. 

Because  ROADWAYS  went  to  press  in 
advance  of  the  adjournment,  we  could  not 
include  a  summary  of  this  legislation,  but 
it  will  be  included  in  the  next  issue  of  the 
magazine. 


Plans  Ready  Soon 

Secondary  road  plans  for  the  individual 
counties  for  the  1959-60  fiscal  year  will  be 
readied  as  soon  as  possible  after  county 
allocations  are  made  by  the  State  Highway 
Commission. 

Division  Engineers  and  Secondary  Road 
Department  officials  will  be  meeting  with 
the  various  boards  to  go  over  the  plans 
during  July. 


NC  Still  Near  Top 
In  Interstate  Work 

North  Carolina  remains  among  the 
top  States  in  the  progress  of  Interstate 
construction. 

At  the  present  time,  56.6  miles  of  Inter- 
state is  up  to  final  standards  and  open 
to  traffic. 

North  Carolina  has  260.95  miles  under 
construction  now,  at  a  cost  of  $51,998,160. 
In  all,  contract  work  in  varying  degrees 
has  been  let  on  389.8  net  road  miles  of  the 
775-mile  Interstate  System,  or  slightly 
under  50  per  cent  of  the  total  mileage. 
Much  contract  work  remains  on  many  on 
these  miles  to  bring  them  to  Interstate 
standards. 

Currently  under  contract,  North  Caro- 
line has  142.98  miles  of  Interstate  grading 
and  117.97  miles  of  paving. 

The  Commission  anticipates  letting  ap- 
proximately 120  miles  of  Interstate  paving 
during  the  current  construction  season, 
with  the  roads  open  to  traffic  during  1960. 

The  most  needed  improvements  which 
will  be  opened  as  four-lane  sections  next 
year  are  the  portion  of  1-85  between 
Greensboro  and  the  west  end  of  the  Dur- 
ham By-pass  and  sections  of  1-95  between 
the  present  four  laning  north  of  Fayette- 
ville  on  US-301  and  the  present  four 
laning  in  the  vicinity  of  Kenly. 

Under  intensive  engineering  study  at 
the  present  time  is  the  Canton,  Ohio- 
Charlotte  Interstate  route,  approved  in 
1957.  The  corridor  for  1-77  from  the  vicini- 
ty of  Charlotte  to  the  vicinity  of  Elkin  will 
be  set  forth  in  detail  to  the  U.  S.  Bureau 
of  Public  Roads  for  approval  and  fund 
allocation  sometime  this  summer.  Inten- 
sive study  is  being  given  also  to  the 
portions  of  1-77  from  the  vicinity  of  Elkin 
northward  to  the  Virginia  line  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Highway  Commissions  and 
consultants  of  Virginia  and  West  Virginia. 


What  this  country  needs  is  a  lower 
interest  rate  on  money,  and  a  higher 
interest  in  work.

Highway  Director 
Addresses  Realtors 

The  route  of  Interstate-26,  between 
Asheville  and  Hendersonville  w'll  be 
known  by  late  fall,  Director  of  High- 
ways W.  F.  Babcock  said  in  an  address 
before  the  Hendersonville  Board  of 
Realtors. 

A  public  hearing  on  one  of  the  three 
proposed  routes  will  be  held  within  60 
to  9  0  days,  Babcock  added.  Following 
the  hearing,  studies  will  be  made  to 
determine  the  actual  route  the  high- 
way will  follow. 

Director  Babcock  said  the  section  of 
1-26  from  Asheville  to  Hendersonville 
is  one  of  the  most  difficult  projects  in 
the  entire  State.  It  must  link  with  In- 
terstate 4  0  south  of  Asheville  and  the 
two  routes  north  of  Asheville  must  be 
located  to  tie  in  conveniently  with  five 
numbered  U.  S.  highways. 

He  added  that  1-2  6  must  be  as  close 
as  possible  to  Hendersonville,  tie  in 
with  US-25  south  of  the  town,  and  pro- 
vide for  a  tie-in  with  US-74  (from  Char- 
lotte to  Asheville)  south  of  Hender- 
sonville in  the  approximate  vicinity  of 
Mill  Spring. 

Heading  south  from  Hendersonville 
to  the  South  Carolina  line,  the  high- 
way must  get  down  the  mountain 
through  difficult  terrain,  Babcock  said, 
adding  that  estimates  indicate  the  link 
from  Hendersonvile  to  South  Carolina 
alone  would  cost  as  much  as  North 
Carolina  is  allocated  for  the  Interstate 
System  for  two  years. 

Reviewing  the  Interstate  project,  he 
said  the  system  was  approved  by  the 
Federal  government  in  19  56  and  is 
scheduled  to  be  completed  in.  19  73.  It 
will  include  41,000  miles  of  roads, 
financed  on  the  basis  of  9  0  per  cent 
federal  and  10  per  cent  state  money. 
The  original  estimated  cost  was  $38 
billion — now  much  higher.  It  was  to  be 
financed  from  the  federal  gasoline  tax, 
which  is  not  meeting  increased  cost 
each  year. 

States  are  allocated  funds  on  the 
basis  of  one-seventeenth  of  the  total 
each  year,  the  director  said.  On  the 
basis  of  present  costs  and  funds,  the 
completion  of  the  system  will  require 
23  instead  of  17  years,  he  predicted.

Director  Babcock  addressed  the  en- 
tire convention  briefly  on  Tuesday 
afternoon,  and  brought  the  commissio- 
ners up  to  date  on  secondary  road  plans 
for  the  coming  year. 

Staff  Members  Attend 
Asheville  Meetings 

The  Commission's  new  Aero-Com- 
mander completed  flights  over  several 
cities  and  towns  during  the  past  month. 

The  plane's  initial  fi  ght  took  it  over 
portions  of  NC-11,  in  the  Green  vilie- 
Kinston  area.  Other  flights  have  been 
made  over  US-7  4  in  the  vicinity  of 
Monroe,  and  US-17,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Hertford  and  Elizabeth  City. 

Flying  at  an  altitude  of  about  6,000 
feet,  more  than  800  exposures  of  film 
was  used  by  photographer  Charles 
Watson  to  obtain  information  for  pre- 
liminary engineering  studies  on  some 
200  linear  miles  of  work. 

The  camera  is  a  high  precis'on  in- 
strument which  records  the  photograp- 
hic information  with  a  minimum  of  dis- 
tortion even  though  the  plan  moves  at 
ground  speeds  exceeding  120  miles  an 
hour.  Film  can  record  in  a  matter  of 
minutes,  the  information  which  might 
require  months  of  work  by  survey  par 
ties. 

Pilot  of  the  plane  is  Donald  Osborne. 


Secondary  Road  Signs  Go  Up  Soon 


New  black  and  white  signs  will  go  up 
soon  on  county  roads  across  North  Caro- 
lina. 

This  is  the  final  step  in  the  Highway 
Commission's  plans  to  number  every  one 
of  the  State's  Secondary  Roads. 

The  signs,  which  are  the  same  size  as 
the   automobile   license   tags,  are  being 


made  now  at  the  Prison  Shop  in  Raleigh. 
The  background  will  be  black,  with  white 
numerals,  reflectorized  for  night-time 
driving.  The  large  number  on  the  signs 
will  indicate  the  road  number,  and  the 
small  numeral  in  the  lower  right-hand 
corner  designates  the  number  which  has 
been  assigned  to  the  respective  county. 


A  total  of  230,000  signs  will  go  up  be- 
tween now  and  January  1st,  at  a  cost  of 
$60,000.  Each  sign  costs  $.27%. 

The  first  Secondary  Road  signs  will  go 
up  in  Wake  County,  where  the  largest 
number  of  signs,  5,900,  will  be  used. 
Randolph  County,  with  5,700,  will  require 
the  second  largest  number  of  signs. 
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The  Cover 


This  month's  cover  picture  shows  a 
portion  of  Interstate  Route  9  5,  from 
a  point  east  of  Benson,  to  a  point  near 
Selma,  currently  under  paving  contract 
by  Nello  L.  Teer  Company  of  Durham. 
The  project,  17.105  miles  in  length,  con- 
sists of  two  24-foot  wide  lanes  of  con- 
crete pavement,  nine  inches  in  depth. 

Cost  of  the  job  is  $2,754,059.75  and 
it  has  550,735  square  yards  of  9-inch 


concrete.  The  concrete  mix  for  the  job 
involved  50,000  tons  of  cement,  92,000 
tons  of  sand,  181,000  tons  of  stone  and 
993,000  gallons  of  water. 

The  pavement  was  laid  on  a  prepared 
base  of  four  inches  of  crushed  stone  con- 
crete, spread  by  means  of  a  mechanical 
spreader.  At  one  time,  Teer  used  three 
pavers  on  this  job  and  during  one  day 
paved  (4400  feet). 

Final  touching  up  was  given  by  fin- 
ishers with  hand  floats.  Curing  is  ac- 
complished by  spraying  the  finished  sur- 
face with  a  compound  that  seals  the 
water  and  the  concrete  and  keeps  it  from 
drying  out  too  rapidly. 

A  part  of  the  Interstate  System,  this 
project  is  scheduled  for  completion  by 
June  of  1960. 

North  Carolina  remains  in  second 
place  in  the  nation  in  the  progress  of  its 
Interstate  construction  program  in  spite 
of  recent  shortages  in  the  Federal  high- 
way trust  fund. 

At  the  present  time,  North  Carolina 
has  5  6.6  miles  of  Interstate  highways 
of  four-lane  design  open  to  traffic  and 
virtually  up  to  the  high  engineering 
standards  of  the  Interstate. 

An  additional  68.65  miles  of  four-lane 
design  is  open  in  eventual  Interstate 
corridors  where  additional  grade  separa- 


tion or  acquisition  of  right  of  way  for 
access  control  will  be  required.  North 
Carolina  has  30.1  miles  of  two-lane 
design  along  ultimate  Interstate  corri- 
dors. 

Approximately  $3,800,000  of  Inter- 
state contracts  were  approved  by  the 
Highway  Commission  at  its  Statesville 
meeting  on  August  4  and  an  additional 
$2,417,589.12  in  Interstate  contract  low 
bids  were  included  in  the  August  25  let- 
ting. 

The  State  Highway  Commission  an- 
nounced at  its  Statesville  meeting  that 
it  would  continue  all  location  and  design 
work  on  Interstate  projects  at  the  pre- 
sent pace,  until  such  time  as  Congress 
acts  to  supplement  lagging  Federal  aid 
Highway  Trust  funds.  (Staff  Photo  By

New  Payroll  Plan  Will  Be  Effective  Soon 


During  September,  the  Highway  Com- 
mision  announced  intentions  of  moving 
into  the  new  bi-weekly  payroll  plan  on 
October  1  for  all  Equipment  employees 
and  on  November  1  for  all  other  per- 
manent employees. 

Letters  were  mailed  to  employees  on 
September  9  and  again  on  September 
18th  setting  forth  the  methods  for  mov- 
ing into  the  uniform  payday  which  has 
been  a  common  goal  of  both  the  High- 
way Commission  and  the  Employees  As- 
sociation for  a  long  time. 

In  his  September  18th  letter  Director 
W.  F.  Babcock  announced  that  a  special 
procedure  had  been  developed  to  issue 
an  additional  check  to  employees  with 
delivery  of  their  first  regular  checks  on 
the  bi-weekly  plan.  The  additional  check 
will  be  equivalent  to  two  weeks  pay  and 
will  act  as  a  buffer  to  tide  employees 
over  until  the  bi-weekly  plan  is  firmly 
established.  Under  the  plan  the  extra 
pay  would  be  deducted  from  subsequent 
pay  checks  in  small  equal  installments 
over  the  next  eight  month  period  or  until 
June  30,  1960. 

In  his  note  to  employees  Babcock 
said,  "it  is  my  feeling  that  employees 
who  depend  on  regularity  of  pay  checks 
to  meet  pressing  bills  should  not  be 
made  to  suffer  simply  to  establish  a 
better  pay  plan.  It  is  my  hope  that  the 
extra  check  will  alleviate  any  hardship 
and  permit  establishment  of  the  new 
uniform  payday  more  easily." 

The  first  checks  for  Equipment  De- 
partment employees  will  be  in  the  hands 
of  employees  on  October  23.  One  of  the 
checks  will  be  pay  for  the  first  six  cal- 
endar days  of  October.  The  second  check 
will  also  be  enclosed  and  will  cover  a 
sum  equivalent  to  two -weeks  pay. 

All  other  employees  who  will  switch 
to  the  bi-weekly  plan  on  November  1 
will  receive  their  first  checks  on  Novem- 
ber 20.  One  of  these  checks  will  cover 
the  first  nine  calendar  days  in  November 
while  the  second  check  will  carry  an 
amount  equal  to  two  weeks  pay. 

In  his  letter  to  employees,  Director 
Babcock  pointed  out  that  all  permanent 
employees  will  thus  receive  compensa- 
tion for  three  weeks.  In  the  case  of  both 
Equipment  employees  and  other  em- 
ployees, pay  checks  will  be  received  on 
every  other  Friday  after  the  first  checks 
are  received. 

Subsequent  by-weekly  pay  checks 
would  thus  be  received  by  Equipment 
employees  on  October  6,  October  20, 
December  4  and  December  18.  Under 
this  plan  Equipment  employees  would 


receive  checks  for  an  equivalent  of 
eleven  weeks  pay  between  October  1  and 
December  18. 

For  all  other  employees,  beginning 
the  plan  on  November  1,  regular  pay 
checks  would  be  received  for  the  month 
of  October  at  the  regular  time.  After 
changing  to  the  bi-weekly  plan  on  No- 
vember 1,  employees  would  receive  two 
checks  on  November  2  0  with  the  equiva- 
lent of  three  weeks  pay.  Subsequent 
pay  checks  would  be  received  on  Decem- 
ber 4  and  December  18.  Thus  all  em- 
ployees other  than  Equipment  employees 
would  receive  pay  for  seven  weeks  bet- 
ween the  first  of  October  and  the 
eighteenth  of  December. 

Babcock  pointed  out  in  his  letter  that 
the  additional  check,  tabbed  as  a  Pay 
Adjustment  Check  would  help  consider- 
ably in  "minimizing  delay  in  pay  and 
inconvenience  to  employees  at  this  ap- 
proaching Thanksgiving  and  Christmas 
season." 

The  deduction  in  equal  installments 
of  the  amount  of  this  check  over  the 
next  eight  month  period  will  "enable 
the  Commission  to  establish  the  pro- 
cedure of  paying  all  employees  after 
work  is  completed,  vouchers  submitted 
and  pay  checks  prepared.  Under  the 
present  system,  some  employees  are 
paid  before  they  actually  do  the  work 
while  other  employees,  mainly  in  the 
field,  are  delayed  considerably  in  receipt 
of  their  checks  after  completion  of  the 
work  period.  Maintenance  employees  are 
generally  delayed  longest  under  the  pre- 
sent system  which  is  being  discarded. 

What  this  means  to  all  employees 
and  why  the  change  is  being  made  is  of 
great  importance.  This  article  sets  forth 
some  of  the  reasons  involved. 

First  of  all,  such  a  change  has  been 
the  subject  of  resolutions  to  the  Com- 
mission from  the  North  Carolina  Highway 
Employees'  Association  for  several  years. 
Employees,  through  their  Association, 
have  asked  for  a  uniform  pay  day  for  all 
employees  on  which  they  could  rely  each 
pay  period. 

In  addition  to  filling  a  long-time  re- 
quest of  employees,  the  new  system  will 
have  other  major  advantages.  It  will  re- 
duce, and  in  some  cases  eliminate,  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  clerical  work  by  de- 
partmental and  divisional  personnel  who 
now  prepare  payroll  vouchers  for  pro- 
cessing. A  great  deal  of  this  work  will  be 
handled  mechanically  on  the  electronic 
data  processing  equipment  recently  in- 
stalled by  the  Commission. 

Advantages  to  the  Commission  include 
a  more  accurate  method  of  accounting 


for  work  order  costs,  leave  records,  and 
other  personnel  information.  It  will  also 
help  the  Commission  in  meeting  changing 
requirements  of  accounting  for  the  U. 
S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads. 

The  most  substantial  effect,  however, 
will  be  on  employees  themselves  and  this 
has  been  given  a  lengthly  and  detailed 
study  by  both  the  Highway  Commission 
and  the  Accounting  Department  since  the 
uniform  pay  day  was  first  mentioned 
as  an  objective  by  Director  Babcock  in 
an  address  before  the  annual  State  Con- 
vention of  Employees  in  Raleigh  in  the 
fall  of  1957. 

To  the  employee,  the  change  simply 
means  that  the  payroll  period  will  be  two 
weeks  instead  of  one  month.  There  will  be 
no  effect  on  the  amount  of  yearly  pay  and 
no  effect  on  automatic  and  merit  incre- 
ment salary  increases.  During  the  fiscal 
year,  there  will  be  26  pay  periods  in- 
stead of  12  and  employees  will  receive  26 
rather  than  12  checks  each  year. 

Temporary  employees  who  work  on  an 
hourly  rate  will  continue  the  same  rate 
of  pay,  but  as  in  the  case  of  permanent 
employees,  they  will  receive  a  greater 
number  of  checks  each  year. 

Under  the  bi-weekly  pay  plan,  it  will 
not  be  necessary  for  employees  to  fill  out 
the  presently  used  monthly  salary  vouch- 
er, Form  600.  New  payroll  forms  have 
been  prepared  and  instructions  as  to  the 
proper  method  of  completing  these  forms 
will  be  issued  to  the  employees  who  will 
be  responsible  for  filling  out  and  process- 
ing the  new  forms. 

Records  will  continue  to  be  maintain- 
ed by  your  immediate  supervisor  or  others 
assigned  to  payroll  work  and  these  re- 
cords will  continue  to  show  the  time  and 
attendance  of  employees  on  the  job  and 
the  time  employees  spend  on  each  work 
order. 

There  is  one  distinct  advantage  to 
the  new  plan  in  this  regard.  It  will  no 
longer  be  necessary  for  employees  to  es- 
timate the  amount  of  time  they  will  work 
or  use  as  earned  leave  or  leave  without 
pay  during  the  last  ten  days  of  each 
month.  All  payroll  forms  will  be  complet- 
ed after  a  pay  period  has  ended  so  that 
payment,  in  all  cases,  will  be  for  work 
already  accomplished. 

From  the  incoming  payroll  source  in- 
formation, the  Accounting  Department 
will  prepare  a  bi-weekly  report  on  the 
amount  of  gross  pay  for  the  pay  period 
as  well  as  the  various  deductions  made 
along  with  the  net  pay  to  each  employee. 
This  information  will  appear  on  a  stub 
attached  to  the  pay  check  which  em- 
ployees receive  entitled  "Statement  of 
Earnings."  Certain  other  information  will 
also   appear  on   the   stub   such   as  the 
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Commission  Approves 
Routing  For  1-77 

The  corridor  for  routing  Interstate  77 
between  Charlotte  and  a  point  near 
Elkin  was  officially  approved  by  the 
Commission  at  its  Statesville  meeting 
on  August  4. 

The  location  would  roughly  parallel 
U3  21  from  a  point  on  the  Charlotte 
By-pass,  northward,  by-passing  Moores- 
ville  on  the  west,  Statesville  on  the  east 
and  terminating  a  few  miles  east  of 
Elkin.  Sections  of  US  21  may  be  brought 
up  to  Interstate  standards,  especially 
the  bypass  on  the  east  side  of  States- 
ville, which  is  already  graded  for  four- 
lane  construction.  Additional  grade 
separation  and  access  control  on  the 
bypass  would  be  required. 

North  Carolina  thus  becomes  the  first 
of  four  States  involved  in  the  Canton, 
Ohio-Charlotte  road  to  pinpoint  its  re- 
commendations as  to  location. 


Interstate  77  was  first  suggested  by 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  in  a 
sudden  and  unexpected  announcement 
on  October  18,  1957.  It  is  to  be  construc- 
ted out  of  mileage  which  engineers 
actually  saved  by  shortening  routes 
between  various  points  on  the  original 
10,000-mile  Interstate  system. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  the  Commis- 
sion's location  recommendation  between 
Charlotte  and  Elkin  is  an  effort  to  dis- 
perse some  of  the  heavy  strip  develop- 


ment now  going  on  along  sections  of 
Interstate  8  5  through  the  Piedmont 
Crescent.  It  is  expected  1-7  7  will  carry 
very  heavy  volumes  of  traffic  but  con- 
struction of  the  route  is  many  months 
distant. 

The  location  is  particularly  advantage- 
ous to  Statesville  and  it  becomes  the 
only  city  in  North  Carolina  to  be  located 
at  the  crossroads  of  two  through  Inter- 
state highways.  Interstate  4  0  sweeps 
south  from  Winston-Salem,  through 
Davidson  and  Iredell,  to  bypass  it  on  the 
north. 

The  study  of  1-77  and  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Commission  are  being  sub- 
mitted to  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads  for  approval.  The  first  construc- 
tion on  the  selected  route  probably  will 
be  in  the  Statesville-Mooresville  area. 

Location  studies  are  continuing  on 
the  sections  from  Elkin  north  to  the 
Virginia  state  line.  The  studies  are  being 
made  by  engineers  and  planners  from 
the  highway  departments  of  North  Caro- 
lina, Virginia  and  West  Virginia,  and 
also  by  private  consultants. 

North  Carolina's  portion  in  Interstate 
construction  remains  good.  On  July  1. 
19  59,  some  55  millions  in  contract  con- 
struction was  underway.  56.6  miles  of 
four-lane  Interstate  is  now  open  to  traf- 
fic and  virtually  up  to  standards.  An- 
other 68.65  miles  of  4-lane  design  is 
under  traffic  but  additional  access  control 
and  grade  separations  are  needed  to 
complete  the  projects  to  Interstate 
standards.  The  longest  single  stretch  of 
Interstate  work  now  being  done  is  on 
route  1-8  5  between  Greensboro  and  Dur- 
ham. Paving  contracts  are  now  being  let 
on  several  projects,  from  Greensboro 
east,  toward  the  Durham  and  Hillsboro 
by-passes. 

New  Bern  Man  Named 
To  Commission 

Ralph  T.  Morris  of  New  Bern  has  been 
appointed  by  Governor  Hodges  to  fill 
the  Commissioner  post  left  vacant  by 
the  death  of  E.  L.  White  of  Wilmington. 

Morris,  38,  is  a  native  of  Davidson 
County  and  attended  public  schools  in 
Lexington.  A  veteran  of  World  War  II, 
he  received  the  Distinguished  Flying- 
Cross  four  times,  the  Air  Medal  twice 
and  the  Purple  Heart. 

He  is  associated  with  his  father-in-law 
and  brothers-in-law  in  the  operation  of 


Eastern  Rulane  Sales  Corporation  of 
New  Bern,  Kinston,  Jacksonville  and 
Beaufort;  Stallings  Brothers,  and  East- 
ern Gas  and  Oil  Company.  The  latter 
is  a  distributor  for  Phillips  66  Products 
in  Craven,  Pamlico  and  Carteret  Coun- 
ties.

Comm.  White  Dies 

The  Commission  was  sadened  by  the 
death  in  June  of  one  of  its  commissioners, 
E.  L.  White  of  Wilmington. 

The  following  is  a  resolution  passed  by 
the  Commission  at  its  August  4  meeting, 
in  memory  of  Mr.  White. 

"WHEREAS,  on  the  27th  day  of  June,

"WHEREAS,  each  member  of  this  Com- 
mission will  sorely  miss  his  wise  and 
thoughtful  counsel  and  the  influence  evi- 
denced by  his  sincere  devotion  to  his  res- 
ponsibilities in  serving  all  the  people  of 
North  Carolina;  and 

"WHEREAS,  the  members  of  this  Com- 
nrssion  wish  to  express  to  his  family 
their  regret  at  his  passing  and  extend  to 
them  the  sincerest  sympathies; 


Gwyn  Poindexter 

Gwyn  Poindexter,  former  Eighth  Divi- 
sion Engineer,  died  July  26  following 
a  long  illness. 

Poindexter  came  with  the  Highway 
Commission  in  1931  as  an  instrument- 
man  and  was  promoted  to  Division 
Engineer  for  the  Eighth,  with  head- 
quarters in  Aberdeen,  in  1949.  He  had 
also  served  as  Resident  Engineer, 
Maintenance  Supervisor,  Bridge  Con- 
struction Superintendent,  District  En- 
gineer and  Assistant  Division  Engineer. 

Poindexter  had  retired,  due  to  illness, 
on  April  1  of  this  year,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  T.  C.  Johnston,  Jr. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  the 
former  Annie  Louise  Lacy,  of  Tennes- 
see, and  three  children. 

Commenting  on  Poindexter's  death, 
Director  W.  F.  Babcock  said  "All  of 
us  with  the  Highway  Commission  who 
worked  with  and  knew  Mr.  Poindexter 
well  will  sorely  miss  him.  Even  though 
illness  forced  his  retirement  from  the 
Commission  in  April,  he  never  lost 
interest  in  highway  work  and  was  ex- 
tremely helpful  to  T.  C.  Johnston,  Jr.. 
wrho  replaced  him. 
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Personnel 
Perspectives  and 
Pointers 


For  the  past  several  weeks,  while  at- 
tending the  Unit  Chapter  Meetings,  I 
had  an  opportunity  to  discuss  personnel 
questions  with  many  of  our  employees 
throughout  the  State.  One  question  par- 
ticularly was  asked  more  often  than 
any  other.  This  question  was  stated  in 
several  different  ways;  however,  it  al- 
ways boiled  down  to  this,  "How  am  I 
recommended  for  a  merit  salary  in- 
crease?". In  answering  this  question,  I 
would  like  to  point  out  the  over-all 
policy  which  applies  to  increases  re- 
ceived by  an  employee  within  his  sal- 
ary range.  This  explanation  should  be 
divided  into  two  parts.  First,  the  "Auto- 
matic increment"  and  second,  the  "merit 
salary  increment". 

An  automatic  increase  simply  means 
that  all  employees  whose  salary  is  be- 
low the  mid-point  of  the  salary  range 
will  receive  an  increase  each  year  until 
he  has  reached  the  mid-point  or  third 
step  within  his  salary  range.  Money  is 
always  provided  in  the  budget  for  these 
automatic  increases,  and  the  employee 
receives  one  each  year  without  it  being 
necessary  for  his  foreman  or  immediate 
supervisor  to  recommend  that  the  in- 
crease be  given.  For  example,  the  salary 
range  shown  below  is  the  present  range 
for  a  Truck  Driver.  An  employee  who 
comes  to  work  as  a  Truck  Driver  on  a 
permanent  basis,  would  normally  start 
at  the  minimum,  which  is  $2544  per 
year  or  $212  per  month.  At  the  end  of 
the  first  twelve  months  of  employment, 
the  employee  receives  an  increase  of 
$8  per  month,  raising  his  monthly  sal- 
ary to  $220.  At  the  end  of  another 
twelve  months  or  a  total  of  two  years, 
the  employee  receives  another  auto- 
matic increment  or  $8  per  month,  mak- 
ing his  salary  $228.  At  the  end  of  an- 
other twelve  months,  a  total  of  three 
years,  he  receives  an  additional  $8, 
which  is  $236  per  month  or  $2832  an- 
nually. You  will  notice  from  the  salary 
range  that  this  third  increase  places 
the  employee  at  the  third  step  in  his 
salary  range. 


After  an  employee  reaches  this  point 
in  his  salary  range,  he  is  then  eligible 
for  consideration  by  his  foreman  or 
other  supervisory  personnel  to  be  re- 
commended for  the  merit  salary  in- 
creases. 

A  merit  salary  increment  is  the  term 
used  for  increases  an  employee  receives 
beyond  the  third  step  in  his  salary 
range.  All  employees  at  or  above  the 
third  step  in  his  salary  range,  must  be 
considered  each  year  by  his  supervisor 
and  must  be  recommended  by  him  to 
receive  a  merit  salary  increase. 

It  is  impossible  for  every  employee 
who  has  passed  the  third  step  in  his 
range  to  receive  a  merit  increase.  The 
reason  for  this  is  the  fact  that  each 
division  or  department  is  only  allowed 
two-thirds  of  the  total  amount  of 
money  required  to  raise  all  employees 
who  are  beyond  the  third  step  in  the 
range.  Oftentimes,  this  is  misleading 
because  when  a  department  or  division 
receives  two-thirds  of  the  amount  of 
money  it  would  take  to  raise  all  em- 
ployees, it  does  not  mean  that  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  employees  will  be 
recommended  to  receive  an  annual  in- 
crease. Therefore,  the  foreman  and 
other  supervisory  personnel  must  make 
a  selection  as  to  who  will  receive  an 
annual  merit  increase  in  accordance 
with  the  amount  of  money  provided. 
They  must  select  those  employees  whom 
they  feel  have  done  the  most  out- 
standing job,  in  other  words  they  must 
select  those  employees  who  in  their 
opinion  are  more  deserving  than  others. 
These  employees  are  selected  once  each 
year  and  their  names  submitted  to  the 
Raleigh  office  for  record  keeping  and 
bookkeeping  purposes.  This  means  that 
an  employee  may  receive  a  merit  in- 
crease every  year,  until  he  reaches  the 
maximum  of  his  range,  if  recommended 
by  his  superior,  while  another  employee 
may  not  receive  a  merit  increment  for 
several  years,  if  not  recommended.  The 
Raleigh  office  does  not  change  the  re- 
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commendations  submitted  by  the  divi- 
sions or  departments.  Once  an  employee 
has  been  recommended  he  will  receive 
the  increase  unless  his  department  head 
or  division  engineer  notifies  Raleigh 
that  for  some  reason  the  recommenda- 
tion he  has  previously  made  should  be 
canceled. 

MAINTENANCE  STUDY 

Another  question  which  was  asked 
concerns  the  filling  of  vacant  positions 
in  our  maintenance  operations.  Posi- 
tions which  have  become  vacant  over 
the  past  several  months  have  not  been 
filled  due  to  the  organizational  study 
being  made  throughout  our  entire 
maintenance  operations.  This  study  is 
being  conducted  in  order  to  determine 
the  number  and  type  of  permanent  posi- 
tions necessary  to  perform  the  work 
required  in  all  of  our  various  mainten- 
ance activities.  This  study  may  not  be 
totally  completed  until  several  months 
from  now.  However,  enough  work  has 
been  done  on  this  study  to  enable  us 
to  fill  a  good  many  of  the  vacant  posi- 
tions which  have  come  about  due  to  our 
normal  turnover.  These  vacant  posi- 
tions will  be  filled  up  to  a  point  not  to 
exceed  the  total  number  of  positions 
authorized  within  a  particular  opera- 
tion. Such  positions  will  be  filled  by  our 
present  employees  using  the  same  pro- 
motional procedures  we  have  used  in  the 
past.  In  some  cases,  this  will  also  result 
in  placing  some  of  the  temporary  em- 
ployees on  a  permanent  basis  in  order  to 
bring  our  total  number  of  permanent 
authorized  positions  to  full  strength. 

IN-SERVICE  TRAINING 

Plans  are  now  under  way  to  get  the 
In-Service  training  program  for  engi- 
neering trainees  startel  this  fall.  The 
first  class  will  be  composed  of  those  stu- 
dents who  took  the  entrance  examina- 
tion given  last  fall,  and  who  were  ad- 
vised that  they  had  teen  accepted  for 
the  training  program. 

Instructors  have  been  selected  in  ali 
of  the  fourteen  divisions,  and  in  the 
near  future  there  will  be  a  meeting  to 
revise  the  curriculum  to  better  suit  the 
needs  of  the  students.  One  possible  re- 
vision is  the  division  of  the  course 
material  given  last  time  into  two  parts,

SPECIAL  NOTICE  regarding  Credit 
Union  loans — In  the  past,  employees,  in 
many  cases,  have  borrowed  from  the 
State  Employees'  Credit  Union  in  Ra- 
leigh, using  their  retirement  contribu- 
tions as  collateral  and  filing  forms  with 
the  Retirement  System  to  name  the 
Credit  Union  as  beneficiary  in  event  of 
death.  The  filing  of  this  beneficiary  form 
was  legal  and  official;  however,  in  such 
case,  when  the  loan  is  paid,  it  is  neces- 
sary that  a  new  beneficiary  change  form 
be  filed  with  the  Retirement  System, 
naming  the  person  you  desire  as  benefi- 
ciary, since  one  official  form  stands  until 
changed.  If  this  has  not  been  done,  or  is 
not  done  when  the  loan  is  completed,  the 
Credit  Union  remains  the  beneficiary 
and,  in  the  event  of  death  without 
change,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  sur- 
vivors to  go  through  legal  procedures 
with  the  Court  Clerk  to  clear  any  re- 
maining funds  in  the  Retirement  System. 
There  have  been  several  cases  where  the 
employee  failed  to  file  new  beneficiary 
change  forms  after  completion  of  pay- 
ment of  a  loan.  The  employee  died  and  the 
family  had  to  go  through  legal  proced- 
ures to  clear  his  retirement  funds.  The 
Credit  Union  cooperates  to  the  utmost 
in  this,  but  it  requires  time  and  unneces- 
sary procedures.  I  suggest  that  if  you 
have  a  loan  completed,  and  you  had  used 


your  retirement  funds  as  collateral  with 
the  Credit  Union  as  beneficiary,  you  be 
sure  that  a  new  beneficiary  form  has 
been  filed,  or  file  one.  Those  who  still 
have  loans  outstanding,  made  prior  to 
July  1,  19  59,  with  the  Credit  Union  as 
beneficiary,  be  sure  to  make  the  neces- 
sary change  when  the  loan  is  completed. 
Effective  July  1,  19  59,  the  Credit  Union 
is  following  a  new  procedure  on  loans, 
which  will  be  explained  by  them  to  the 
borrowers  as  they  apply.

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The  Future  Highways  for  the  State  of  N.  C. 


The  following  are  excerpts  taken 
from  a  recent  speech  by  Chairman 
Broughton  before  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  North  Carolina  Bus  Association 
held  recently  at  the  Barringer  Hotel, 
Charlotte. 

It  was  suggested  to  me  that  the 
topic  for  this  address  should  be  "The 
Future  Highways  for  the  State  of  North 
Carolina."  The  topic  is  indeed  both  a 
thrilling  and  provocative  one.  The  North 
Carolina  road-building  program  is  a  dy- 
namic challenge  to  all  of  us,  to  design 
and  construct  highway  facilities  for  the 
future  requirements  of  our  rapidly- 
growing  and  developing  state. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  you  ask  me 
to  speak  on  this  subject,  for  you  have 
a  vital  stake  in  the  orderly  and  rapid 
development  of  our  transportation  sys- 
tem. The  Highway  Commission  shares 
your  enthusiasm  and  earnestly  solicits 
your  support  and  advice  in  its  future 
endeavors. 

Our  highway  building  program  in 
North  Carolina  is  now  in  a  transition 
period.  As  a  means  of  emphasizing  its 
importance  and  gauging  the  impact  of 
present-day  expressway  and  freeway 
construction,  and  what  we  can  expect 


in  the  future,  1  would  like  to  refer 
briefly  to  the  history  of  our  highway 
program  in  North  Carolina. 

North  Carolina's  modern  highway 
program  may  be  considered  as  begin- 
ning in  the  year  1921.  The  Highway 
Commission,  with  a  fifty-million-dollar 
bond  issue  as  its  principle  tool,  em- 
barked on  a  program  of  constructing 
hard-surfaced  highways  to  connect  the 
principal  cities  of  our  state  and  the 
various  county  seats.  The  automobile, 
the  bus  and  the  truck  were  in  their 
infancy. 

With  its  fifty-million-dollar  bond 
issue,  the  Commission  paved  over  five- 
thousand  miles  of  primary  facilities. 
Among  the  other  states,  North  Carolina 
became  a  pioneer  in  the  construction  of 
highway  facilities  which  were  deemed 
adequate  for  the  day  in  which  they  were 
built.  North  Carolina  has  maintained  a 
high  rating,  stands  second  in  the  nation 
in  the  progress  of  Interstate  highway 
construction.  Paving  projects  for  over 
118  miles  of  this  ultra-modern  system 
will  be  let  to  contract  during  this  con- 
struction season  and  those  118  miles  will 
be  under  traffic  and  giving  a  return  on 
the  investment  during  19fi0. 


In  spite  of  an  impressive  past,  the 
Commission  is  now  engaged  in  the 
largest  highway-building  program  of  its 
history.  The  Interstate  highway  program 
promises  for  all  of  us,  both  private  and 
commercial  user,  the  most  modern  trans- 
portation network  which  engineering 
experts  have  ever  designed.  North  Caro- 
lina's share  in  this  Interstate  and  de- 
fense program  comprises  775  miles  of 
multi-laned,  controlled-access  highways. 
These  major  arteries  will  be  constructed 
between  now  and  19  75  and  it  is  con- 
servatively estimated  that  the  total  cost 
will  range  over  the  $4  million  mark. 

One  of  our  important  accomplish- 
ments has  been  the  establishment  of 
state-wide  construction  standards.  No 
longer  do  we  build  highways  22  feet 
wide  in  one  division,  18  feet  wide  in 
another,  and  24  feet  wide  in  a  third.  No 
longer  do  we  construct  three-lane  high- 
ways in  one  division  and  four-lane 
facilities  in  another.  No  longer  do  we 
design  our  highways  for  the  traffic  of 
today  or  tomorrow.  All  highways  are 
designed  in  terms  of  1980  and  later. 
All  primary  highways  are  constructed  to 
standard  24-foot  widths.  Sufficient  right- 
of-way  is  acquired  for  later  expansion.

The 
Advance  Planning  Depart- 
ment has  designated  the 
trunk  lines  as  the  most  im- 
portant cross-State  roads. 
The  Highway  Commission 
has  approved  $115  millions 
in  construction  projects  on 
this  trunkline  system  for  the 
next  three-year  period. 


Limited  access  and  controlled  access 
facilities  are  being  designed  and  con- 
structed in  areas  where  intensive  land 
build-up  would  soon  clog  the  highway 
with  grade  intersections  and  entrances 
and  exits  at  grade. 

The  Advance  Planning  Department 
has  prepared  and  the  Commission  has 
approved  a  trunk  line  system  of  high- 
ways which  may  be  considered  the 
major  traffic  arteries  of  the  future  in  all 
areas  of  the  state.  Eighteen  such  trunk 
line  highways  have  been  designated. 
Trunk  line  highway  No.  1  is  US  17  as  it 
crosses  the  eastern  quadrant  of  our 
state.  A  three-year  program  of  improve- 
ments on  US  17  or  Trunk  Line  Number  1 
has  been  approved  which  totals  over  $7 
million.  Other  trunk  line  highways  are 
US  1,  US  15,  US  220,  US  29,  US  52,  NC 
27,  and  in  the  far  west,  US  19  and  23  and 
441.  East-west  trunk  lines  include  US  74 


in  the  southern  section  of  the  state;  NC 
49  in  the  mid-section;  US  64,  a  major 
east-west  highway  in  the  midsection;  US 
70  and  US  421.  This  is  only  part  of  the 
entire  system.  The  Commission  last  Oc- 
tober approved  some  9  3  projects  on 
these  18  highways  which  will  cost  an 
estimated  80  to  90  million  dollars. 

North  Carolina  now  has  well  over  150 
urban  bypasses  and  is  one  of  the  nation's 
leaders  in  this  type  of  construction.  It 
has  been  the  experience  of  all  our  muni- 
cipalities that  by-passes  have  not  hurt 
their  business  or  their  development,  but, 
indeed,  have  helped  such  development. 
Cities  which  once  opposed  bypasses  are 
now  urgently  requesting  the  Commis- 
sion to  construct  additional  ones. 

The  Highway  Commission,  within  the 
past  few  months,  has  approved  a  pro- 
gram of  municipal-state  cooperation  to 
design  and  to  construct  major  thorough- 


fare improvements  in  urban  areas.  Major 
thoroughfare  plans  are  being  designed 
for  several  major  North  Carolina  cities 
now.  Among  them  are  Roanoke  Rapids 
in  the  East  and  Canton  in  the  West, 
which  already  have  Commission-design- 
ed thoroughfare  plans  before  them  for 
their  consideration.  Municipal  officials 
in  both  Roanoke  Rapids  and  Canton 
have  been  most  anxious  to  cooperate 
with  the  Commission  in  dovetailing 
municipal  plans  with  state  plans,  as  a 
means  of  developing  efficient  urban 
street  systems. 

Thoroughfare  plans  are  now  being 
designed  by  the  Commission  for  the 
cities  of  Wilmington  and  Elizabeth  City; 
for  Concord,  Asheville,  Greenville,  Gra- 
ham, and  several  others.  In  each  case,  a 
priority  list  is  established  for  the  most 
important  improvements  scheduled  to 
come  first.

social  security  number  of  the  employee, 
department  number,  county  location,  ob- 
jective code,  work  schedule,  rate  of  pay 
and  the  time  for  which  you  are  paid  in  the 
particular  pay  period  involved.  This  stub 
will  be  provided  on  each  pay  check  to  em- 
ployees and,  if  kept  in  your  personal 
files,  can  be  of  great  value  at  income  tax 
time. 

In  addition,  the  Accounting  Department 
will  prepare  records  on  annual  leave  and 
sick  leave.  Copies  of  this  leave  report  will 
be  made  available  to  all  Departments,  Di- 
visions, District  and  County  Maintenance 
Yards.  Thus,  it  will  be  possible  for  em- 
ployees to  check  balances  wh'ch  remain 
on  both  his  annual  and  sick  leave  re- 
cord. These  records  will  be  prepared  for 
each  two-week  period  so  that  employees 
may  have  available  up-to-date  and  ac- 
curate information. 

All  supervisory  and  other  personnel 
who  handle  preparation  of  payroll  ac- 
counts will  be  instructed  fully  on  how 
forms  should  be  prepared  in  order  that 


they  may  be  processed  quickly  and  ac- 
curately by  the  Accounting  Department. 

The  important  thing  to  remember  in  the 
change-over  is  that  you  will  receive  more 
checks  per  year-over  twice  as  many-but 
each  bi-weekly  check  will  be  for  approxi- 
mately half  the  amount  you  presently 
draw  for  each  month. 

The  Highway  Commission  is  happy  to 
be  able  to  provide  a  single  uniform  pay 
day  for  all  employees.  It  is  a  goal  which 
all  of  us  have  been  working  toward  for  a 
long  time.  It  is  impossible  to  move  into 
any  type  of  payroll  plan  such  as  this 
without  a  slight  time  lapse  between  com- 
pletion of  work,  submission  of  forms, 
check  preparation,  and  finally — receipt 
of  the  check  by  the  employee. 

Several  meetings  on  the  bi-weekly  plan 
have  been  held  throughout  the  State  at 
various  Unit  Chapter  Meetings  of  the 
Employees'  Asociation.  Members  of  the 
Accounting  Department  will  continue  to 
make  themselves  available  to  explain  the 
program  fully  as  the  October  1  and  No- 
vember 1  target  dates  for  beginning  the 
plan  approach.

with  each  part  being  expanded  into  a 
full  length  course,  thus  making  two 
courses  from  the  material  previously 
covered  in  the  one. 

Some  of  the  students  who  were  noti- 
fied of  their  acceptance  for  the  training 
program  on  the  basis  of  their  entrance 
examination  scores  have  been  inquiring 
about  the  possible  starting  date.  All 
that  we  can  say  now  is  that  we  plan  to 
have  the  course  under  way  by  the  begin- 
ning of  winter.  Each  student  accepted 
will  be  notified  later  of  the  exact  star- 
ting date. 

Last  fall  a  questionnaire  went  out  to 
those  students  who  took  the  entrance 
examination  but  were  not  accepted 
because  of  their  score?,  asking  if  they 
would  like  a  refresher  course  in  math- 
matics.  (This  would  possibly  help  them 
to  pass  the  entrance  examination  for  the 
Engineering  Course).  Several  expressed 
a  desire  for  such  a  course.  If  we  can 
secure  as  many  as  ten  in  a  community 
who  are  interested  in  such  a  course, 
arrangements  will  be  made  through 
local  vocational  teachers  for  teaching 
it.  If  you  are  among  those  who  would 
like  to  have  such  a  course  and  have  not 
expressed  your  desire,  please  let  us 
know  so  that  we  may  plan  accordingly. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  working 
with  you  in  the  coming  months  in  the 
In-Service  Training  Program.

You  may  ask  this  question:  "Why 
should  the  State  Highway  Commission 
be  so  concerned  with  the  municipal 
street  systems  of  our  State?"  The  an- 
swer is  simple.  The  State  Highway 
Commission  is  responsible  for  the 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  all 
highway  system  streets  within  urban 
areas.  At  the  present  time,  more  than 
2,700  miles  of  municipal  streets  are 
on  the  state  highway  system  and  the 
state  is  responsible  for  construction  and 
maintenance. 

Careful  planning  is  always  rewarding. 
For  example,  the  Winston-Salem  Ex- 
pressway, a  portion  of  Interstate  40, 
serves  as  a  vital  traffic  artery  in  the 
downtown  area  of  Winston-Salem.  It 
was  opened  in  January  1958.  One  week 
after  this  double  dead-end  road  was 
dedicated,  it  was  carrying  17,000  vehi- 
cles per  day.  It  now  carries  about  25,000 
vehicles  daily. 

All  of  our  highways  must  be  con- 
structed to  allow  for  such  traffic  develop- 
ment over  short  periods  of  time. 

This  Commission  is  anxious  to  keep 
close  counsel  with  organizations  such 
as  your  Bus  Association.  We  want  you 
to  know  our  problems  and  we  want  to 
know  and  understand  yours.  As  the 
seven-member  Commission  continues  its 
tour  of  various  North  Carolina  areas 
this  summer  and  fall,  we  hope  to  see 
some  of  you  at  our  public  hearings. 
These  meetings  are  designed  to  give  you 
a  sounding  board  before  the  full,  policy- 
making highway  body  and  we  want  you 
to  use  them  as  such. 

If  you  ask  me,  "What  of  the  future?" 
I  would  tell  you  the  North  Carolina 
network  of  highways  faces  a  promising 
future.  The  transition  period  which  we 
are  now  in  is  a  movement  toward  con- 
struction of  freeways,  expressways  and 
modern  four-lane  highways  engineered 
with  a  new  degree  of  safety  and  service.

The  National  Safety  Council's  Award 
of  Honor  was  presented  to  the  High- 
way Commission  recently  in  ceremonies 
at  Asheville. 

Howard  Pyle,  president  of  the  Na- 
tional Safety  Council,  made  the  presen- 
tation and  Commissioner  Robert  Bun- 
nelle accepted  the  plaque  on  behalf  of 
the  Commission.  Safety  Engineer  Tarvia 
Jones  was   present   for  the  ceremony. 


which  marked  the  high  point  in  his  11- 
year  drive  for  safety. 

This  is  the  highest  award  given  by  the 
Safety  Council  and  the  Commission  is 
one  of  only  six  similar  State  agencies  to 
receive  such  recognition  in  the  47-year 
history  of  the  Council.  Only  one  other 
State,  Texas,  received  the  1958  award. 

During  the  winning  year,  1958,  some 
1  5.982    highway   workers    and  prison 


laborers  chalked  up  more  than  39  mil- 
lion man  hours  with  an  accident  fre- 
quency record  of  only  6.49  accidents  per 
million  man  hours  worked.  North  Caro- 
lina's record  was  some  46%  below  the 
national  average  of  15.04  accidents  per 
million  hours,  tabulated  from  other  re- 
porting highway  departments. 

At  the  same  ceremony,  the  Highway 
Commission  Safety  plaque  was  presented 
by  Jones  to  Thirteenth  Division  Engi- 
neer W.  M.  Corkill.  This  award  is  made 
annually  to  the  top-ranking  division. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Jones,  the 
safety  program  has  advanced  rapidly.  At 
the  present  time,  there  are  more  than 
5,000  employees  qualified  in  First  Aid, 
400  First  Aid  instructors  and  over  500 
advanced  First  Aid  students.  More  than 
100  highway  department  vehicles  are 
equipped  with  first  aid  facilities,  form- 
ing the  largest  such  mobile  service  of 
any  highway  department  in  the  nation. 
These  mobile  units  are  available  to  the 
public  and  are  used  frequently  in  high- 
way accidents  and  related  mishaps.

Slip-form  Paver  Used 
On  Moncure  By-pass 

Something  new  and  quite  unusual  has 
been  added  to  North  Carolina's  methods 
of  building  modern  highways  and  those 
who  have  seen  the  slip-form  paver  in 
operation  in  Lee-Chatham  county's  US 
1  project  are  ready  to  admit  that  the 
innovation  has  great  promise. 

Popularly  described  as  the  "tooth- 
paste" method  of  building  roads,  the 
slip-form  concrete  paver  eliminates  the 
necessity  of  installing  stationary  forms 
as  well  as  the  three  phase  spreading  and 
finishing  technique.  The  new  machine 
handles  the  entire  operation  in  one  pass 
over  the  stabilized  base  course,  into  the 
front  end  of  the  slip-form  paver  goes 
a  standard  concrete  mix.  Fifty  or  so  feet 
behind  a  brand  new  concrete  highway 
twenty  four  feet  wide  ami  ei^li (  inches 
thick  emerges  ready  for  the  curing 
compound  and  eventual  traffic  service. 


What  happens  in,  around  and  tinder 
the  machine  is  quite  a  story — a  story 
told  partly  in  the  pictorial  side  of  this 
article.  Seeing  is  believing,  however,  and 
Resident  Engineer  E.  T.  Hranie  and 
Hallenger  Paving  Company  Superinten- 
dent R.  S.  Woodlief  confidently  expect  a 
host  of  engineering  and  laymen  visitors 
from  our  own  and  other  stales  as  soon 
as  the  project  sets  moving  at  full  speed. 


Although  North  Carolina  has  become 
the  first  of  the  southeastern  states  to 
utilize  slip-form  paving,  it  is  by  no 
means  an  experimental  or  untried  pio- 
cess.  Iowa  was  the  first  state  to  venture 
into  "one  pass"  concrete  paving  with  28 
miles  now  in  place.  Colorado  has  built 
well  over  a  hundred  miles  of  its  Inter- 
state System  with  slip-form  pavers.  Sev- 
eral other  states  have  now  joined  in. 

A  group  of  North  Carolina  engineers 
visited  Iowa  last  July  to  see  a  paver 
in  operation  and  the  Ballenger  Paving 
Company  of  Creenville,  South  Carolina 
sent  representatives  to  Colorado  before 
embarking  on  the  5.56  mile  Moncure 
bypass  in  North  Carolina. 

The  slip-form  paver  was  born  in  Iowa 
as  a  result  of  the  inventive  genius  of 
highway  engineer  James  Johnson.  Built 
in  the  1940's,  Johnson's  machine  would 
handle  a  four  foot  wide  slab  of  concrete 
four  inches  in  depth.  The  success  of  his 
early  efforts  attracted  attention  of  com- 
mercial developers  and,  by  early  1950, 
machines  which  would  place  a  twenty- 
four  foot  wide  pavement  twelve  inches 
deep  were  developed.  With  this,  the  slip- 
form  paver  moved  from  the  theoretical 
to  the  practical  stage  to  take  its  place 
among  other  tried  and  proven  construc- 
tion practices. 

The  slip-form  paver  is  completely 
self-contained  and  several  steps  are  re- 
quired between  the  time  concrete  mix 
is  shoveled  into  advance  forms  until  the 
edge  of  the  attached  forms  slip  by  leav- 
ing a  completed  surface.

Workmen  using  a  straight  edge  smooth  concrete  surface  following  passage  of  the 
slip-form  paver.  Trailing  edge  of  slip  forms  is  just  behind  this  operation. 


Concrete  material  is  delivered  in  the 
traditional  manner  to  the  constantly 
moving  slip-form  paver.  Laborers  shovel 
material  into  the  paver  bed  keeping 
quantities  as  uniform  as  possible.  First 
action  is  for  a  strike  off  screed  which 
distributes  a  uniform  supply  of  mix  to 
each  section  of  the  paver.  The  strike  off 
screed  also  is  the  first  leveling  action  of 
the  paver. 

Close  behind  are  two  pan  vibrators 
which  are  constantly  in  motion  vertically 
vibrating  the  raw  concrete  with  up  to 
7,000  motions  per  second.  On  the  Mon-

cure  bypass  job,  vibrations  were  mea- 
sured by  a  tachometer  at  approximately 
4,600  per  second. 

Next  in  line  is  a  mechanical  tamping 
bar  which  exerts  a  tremendous  down- 
ward force  on  the  concrete  mixture, 
extruding  just  the  right  amount  at  the 
right  compression.  Here  the  full  weight 
of  the  slip-form  paver  is  brought  to  bear 
on  the  mix,  a  total  of  some  sixteen  tons. 
The  concrete  mix  is  then  floated  with  a 
stationary  drag  float  after  which  a  two 
and  a  half  foot  rubber  belt  moving 
longitudionally  smoothes  the  surface 
once  more  with  both  a  side  to  side  and 
forward  motion. 

Several  feet  farther  back  on  the  paver 
is  a  metal  access  ramp  which  allows 
workmen  to  move  freely  from  side  to 
side  of  the  machine  even  though  it  is 
in  operation. 

Just  to  the  rear  of  the  access  platform 
two  workmen  with  six  foot  straight 
edges  dress  the  concrete  surface  to  clear 
up  any  imperfections  and  check  to  see 
that  an  adequate  amount  of  concrete 
mix  is  being  supplied  to  the  outer  slip 
forms  as  they  move  by. 

Trailing  along  behind  the  paver  is  a 
twenty-four  foot  wide  strip  of  burlap 
material  which  rides  the  surface  to 
remove  excess  moisture  and  give  the 
final  product  a  slightly  roughened  or 
non-skid  surface. 

One  of  the  most  impressive  features 
of  the  slip-form  paver  is  that  it  is  in 
almost  constant  motion  at  speeds  vary- 
ing from  eighteen  inches  per  minute 
up  to  eight  feet  per  minute.  When  the 
trailing  edge  of  the  slip  forms  move  by 
a  precisely  measured  amount  of  concrete 


Expansion  joints  are  provided  every 
90  feet  during  the  construction  process 
and  later,  other  permanent  joints  are 
sawed  in  the  concrete  at  30-foot  inter- 
vals. 

has  been  put  in  place,  dressed,  edged  and 
ready  for  the  curing  compound.  Forward 
speed  of  the  paver  is  generally  adjusted 
to  the  delivery  speed  of  the  concrete 
mix,  when  two  mixers  are  used,  one  on 
each  side  of  the  roadbed,  the  paver  can 
move  at  a  faster  clip. 

The  entire  paver  moves  forward  over 
the  base  course  on  tractor  treads  and  is 
kept  on  a  near  perfect  course  by  the 
paver  operator  who  is  seated  high  on  the 
left  side  of  the  paver.  His  job  is  to  keep  a 
plumb,  suspended  from  the  machine, 
exactly  over  a  string  line  provided  to 
show  him  exactly  where  the  paver 
should  be  at  any  given  point.  Variations 
from  the  true  course  are  kept  to  a  bare 
minimum. 


Final  action  of  the  slip-form  paver 
is  the  application  of  curing  compound. 
This  operation  is  handled  with  a  spray 
that  moves  longitudionally  across  the 
pavement  as  the  paver  moves  forward 

Watching  the  slip-form  paver  for  just 
a  few  moments  gives  even  the  casual 
observer  the  impression  that  here,  in  a 
machine,  which  combines  many  opera- 
tions into  one,  is  a  method  of  providing 
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a  perfectly-formed  concrete  surface  on 
almost  a  "cash  and  carry  basis." 

It's  a  little  wider,  a  little  thicker — and 
quite  a  bit  more  permanent  than  the 
perfectly  rounded  ribbon  of  toothpaste 
you'll  see  emerge  tonight  from  the  tube 
of  your  favorite  brand,  but  the  principle 
is  the  same.

Draws  Crowd 

The  Highway  Commission  unveiled 
preliminary  plans  for  four  sections  of 
Interstate  and  primary  highways  in  the 
Asheville  area  at  a  recent  meeting  in 
that  city  which  attracted  upwards  of 
450  people. 

Preliminary  location  of  1-2  6  between 
Asheville  and  Hendersonville  was  dis- 
cussed, along  with  a  section  of  1-4  0  from 
the  Buncombe-Haywood  County  line 
eastward  to  the  vicinity  of  Black  Moun- 
tain, by-passing  Asheville  to  the  south. 
Rebuilding  roads  from  Asheville  to 
Weaverville  and  from  Weaverville  to 
Marshall  also  came  up  for  discussion. 

The  general  concensus  of  opinion 
among  those  attending  the  meeting  was 
that  the  Advance  Planning  Department 
had  done  an  excellent  job  in  preparing 
the  detailed  chart  showing  the  general 
corridor  through  which  the  highways 
would  run. 

Of  greatest  interest  was  the  location 
of  Interstate  2  6  south  of  Asheville.  Two 
alternate  locations  were  presented,  1 
east  and  1  west  of  existing  US  25.  Ad- 
vance Planning  engineers  favored  the 
western  line  and  found  no  opposition 
developed  to  that  location. 


Robert  Burch  Elected 
By  Traffic  Engineers 

State  Traffic  Engineer  Robert  A. 
Burch  was  elected  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  Institute  of  Traffic  Engineers  at  its 
recent  annual  meeting  in  New  York  City. 

Burch  won  the  election  over  W.  R. 
Marston,  Traffic  Engineer  for  the  City  of 
Chicago.  He  is  a  long-time  member  of 
the  Institute  and  will  serve  a  two-year 
term.  Previously,  he  was  a  member  of  its 
Board  of  Directors  for  two  years. 

Traffic  Engineering  is  one  of  the 
youngest  specialized  branches  of  engi- 
neering and  is  that  phase  of  engineering 
which  deals  with  the  planning  and  geo- 
metric design  of  streets,  highways  and 
abutting  lands,  and  with  traffic  opera- 
tion thereon,  as  their  use  is  related  to 
the  safe,  convenient  and  economic  trans- 
portation of  persons  and  goods. 


Geologist  Presents 
Paper  Before  AASHO 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Ameri- 
can Association  of  State  Highway  Of- 
ficials held  in  Boston,  A.  C.  Dodson, 
chief  geologist  for  the  North  Carolina 
State  Highway  Commission,  presented 
a  paper  on  "The  Use  of  Geological  Sur- 
veys in  the  Construction  of  Roads  and 
Bridges." 

In  his  paper,  Dodson  noted  that  the 
first  geologist  was  employed  by  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  in  1818  for  the 
purpose  of  locating  a  particular  route 
between  Fayetteville  and  Salisbury  and 
to  study  the  materials  of  construction 
encountered  along  the  route. 

He  cited  the  progress  of  the  Highway 
Department's  Geological  Section  during 
the  past  10  years.  "The  present  pro- 
gram, he  said,  "consists  of  supplying 
geological  information  to  the  Location 
and  Design  engineers  to  be  used  in  the 
preparation  of  plans  for  roadways  and 
structures.  This  includes  the  determina- 
tion of  rock  quantities  for  computation 
of  excavation,  design  of  cut  slopes,  soil 
profiles  for  determining  physical  char- 
acteristics, of  earth  materials  encoun- 
tered, drainage,  and  other  pertinent 
data. 

"These  surveys  are  accomplished  by 
direct  boring  methods  and  to  some  ex- 
tent by  geophysical  methods,  including 
electrical  resistivity  and  to  a  limited 
extent,  air-photo  interpretation." 

Dodson  added  that  at  the  present 
time,  there  are  no  plans  to  utilize 
seismological  methods  of  exploration, 
since  such  would  involve  extensive 
handling  of  explosives. 

Plans  for  the  future,  he  said,  include 
the  training  of  several  or  all  of  the  staff 
geologists  in  geologic  interpretation  of 
aerial  photographs.  He  said  the  chief 
purpose  in  photo-geology  will  be  to 
develop  a  geological  strip  map  between 
two  designated  points  somewhere  in 
which  a  new  facility  is  to  be  built.  The 
map,  to  be  presented  as  a  mosaic  with 
overlays  showing  the  soils,  rocks,  drain- 
age and  engineering  characteristics  of 
each,  will  be  primarily  for  study  by  the 
Advance  Planning  engineers  and  subse- 
quently for  the  Preliminary  Design 
Department.

NORTH  CAROLINA  ROADWAYS 


Rains  Damage  Roads,  Bridges  Across 


State 


Flash  flooding  during  the  month  of 
October  caused  heavy  damage  to  roads 
and  bridges  in  several  areas  of  the  State. 

Heavy  rains  brought  damage  amount- 
ing to  $175,000  in  Alamance  County 
alone,  during  the  second  week-end  in 
October.  Four  bridges  were  put  out  of 
commission  in  the  area  of  the  new  Bur- 
lington reservoir.  The  structures  were 
swept  out  as  flood  waters  rose  and 
carried  trees  and  other  debris  down- 
stream from  the  area  of  the  reservoir. 
High  waters  were  reported  in  Caswell 
County,  also,  with  County  Line  Creek 
covering  every  bridge  in  the  area  with 
the  exception  of  one  at  old  highway 
62  and  highway  62. 

Damage  to  bridges  in  Forsyth,  Stokes, 
Guilford  and  Henderson  counties  was 
estimated  at  $50,000,  as  the  result  of 
torrential  rains. 

In  the  east,  more  than  Ave  inches  of 
rain  fell  in  less  than  six  hours,  leaving 
major  washouts  in  22  sections  of  Johns- 
ton County  roads  and  damage  in  excess 
of  $70,000. 

Portions  of  roadway  up  to  200  feet 
were  ripped  away.  Two  and  a  half  ton 
culverts  five  feet  in  diameter  were  up- 
rooted and  swept  downstream.  Bridges 
were  left  isolated  as  water  swirled  out 
of  creeks  and  streams.  There  were  four 
instances  where  automobiles  ran  into 
washouts  or  were  swept  off  the  roads  by 
the  water. 

In  Wilson  County,  NC  222  and  NC 
5  8  were  closed  by  high  water,  and  there 
were  reports  of  only  minor  damage  in 
Wayne  County. 

Maintenance  crews  from  Johnston  and 
Wayne  Counties  were  on  the  job 
throughout  the  night,  as  they  brought 
in  four  draglines,  55  2-ton  dump  trucks, 

2  4  100  HP  motor  graders  and  other 
equipment  to  cope  with  the  situation. 
Sections  of  a  large  number  of  county 
roads  had  to  be  blocked  off  because  of 
the  washouts. 

Here  are  some  of  the  major  wash- 
outs: near  Corinth-Holder  School  on  a 
hard  surface  road  where  a  96-inch  cul- 
vert  washed   out   over   Cattail  Creek; 

3  5-foot  bridge  over  Cattail  Creek 
knocked  out,  dirt  washed  out  at  both

road  about  four  miles  west  of  Wilsons  Mills  in  Johnston  County. 
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ends  of  the  bridge  over  Big  Arm's 
Creek;  two  4  8-inch  pipes  washed  out 
and  over  Buckhorn  Branch;  three  60- 
inch  pipes  and  the  20-foot  fill  and  pave- 
ment washed  out  on  Little  Creek  Church 
Road;  a  three-foot  wide  strip  of  pave- 
ment about  300  feet  long  broken  off  the 
east  side  of  NC  42  southeast  of  Clayton; 
bridge  abutments  at  Little  Creek;  bridge 
abutments  across  Buffalo  Branch  washed 
away;  and  fill  washed  out  at  Reedy 
Branch. 

While  the  rains  caused  thousands  of 
dollars  in  damage  to  highways  and 
bridges,  there  was  no  loss  of  life  re- 
ported as  a  result  of  the  downpour. 
Quick  work  by  maintenance  crews  put- 
ting up  barricades  as  roads  became 
dangerous  for  travel  averted  many  acci- 
dents. 

Nine  Negroes  escaped  injury,  as 
Buckhorn  Branch  near  Clayton  tore 
away  culverts  and  pavement  and  carried 
it  and  their  automobile  downstream.  The 
car  finally  wedged  between  trees  70 
yards  from  the  highway.  Eight  men  were 
standing  on  top  of  the  car  and  the 
ninth  was  perched  in  a  tree  downstream 
when  help  arrived. 

Another  accident  occurred  on  NC  42 
where  two  people  were  hospitalized  but 
not  seriously  injured,  and  there  were 
reports  of  cars  being  washed  off  roads 
at  other  points. 

Some  of  the  men,  along  with  all  mem- 
bers of  maintenance  crews  from  Johns- 
ton and  Wayne  Counties  who  deserve  a 
pat  on  the  back  for  their  around-the- 
clock  work  during  the  emergency  are:

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More  Than  400  Attend  Employees  Convention 


Durham's  Washington  Duke  Hotel 
was  buzzing  with  activity  recently  as  the 
State  Highway  and  Prison  Employees 
Association  held  its  annual  convention 
there  Sept.  2  4-2  6. 

Business  meetings,  socials,  a  tour  of 
the  city,  and  speeches  by  Governor 
Hodges,  Chairman  Broughton,  Director 
Babcock  and  Assistant  Director  Lee 
marked  the  three-day  meeting. 

Refreshment  hours  for  the  delegates 
were  sponsored  by  ARMCO,  and  Caro- 
lina Culvert  and  Metal,  while  Nello 
L.  Teer,  Co.,  of  Durham,  was  host  to  the 
ladies  on  a  tour  of  Durham. 

Highlighting  the  convention  was  the 
annual  banquet  Friday  night.  There 
were  miniature  orchids  for  the  ladies, 
transistor  radios  as  door  prizes  for  Mrs. 
K.  R.  Scott  and  C.  W.  Rink,  a  talk  by 
"Chub"  Seawell,  entertainment  by  the 
Haislip  Minstrels  of  Washington,  and 
dancing  to  the  music  of  Russ  Olson  and 
his  orchestra. 

Mike  Abernatby,  Shelby  superinten- 
dent, moved  up  to  the  presidency,  suc- 
ceeding Turner  Hight  of  Fayetteville. 
Other  officers  are  R.  L.  Turner  of  Green- 
ville; and  L.  H.  Gunter  of  Raleigh. 

The  Governor  had  high  praise  for 
highway  workers  in  his  talk  before  the 
opening  session.  He  said  "I  never  speak 
of  our  highway  program  in  North  Caro- 
lina without  a  sense  of  pride  in  the 
over-all  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of 
our  highway  employees'  work.  You  are 
doing  a  commendable  job  on  a  difficult 
and  hard  to  understand  task." 

Concluding  he  said  "As  you  continue 
to  bring  excellence  to  your  work  in  tak- 
ing highway  plans  and  transforming 
them  into  good  roads,  continue  to  main- 
tain our  highways  adequately,  continue 
surveys  of  highway  adequacy  and  inade- 
quacy and  report  your  findings  to  the 
Commission,  continue  to  turn  out  high- 
way work  at  an  unparalleled  pace,  then 
all  of  us  have  much  to  look  forward  to — 
for  ours  will  be  a  highway  system 
thoughtfully  planned,  well  located,  and 
designed  and  efficiently  reconstructed  to 
provide  long  and  useful  service  for  a 
growing  and  prosperous  State." 

Addressing  the  afternoon  session, 
Director  Babcock  pointed  out  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  new  bi-weekly  pay  plan 
for  highway  workers,  adding  that  "once 


we  get  into  this  plan,  we  are  sure  that 
you  will  be  heartily  in  favor  of  it." 

With  regards  to  the  new  retirement 
policy,  he  said  "for  many  years  a  uni- 
form policy  on  this  matter  had  been 
needed,  and  it  was  only  after  several 
months  of  study  that  the  Highway  Com- 
mission finally  developed  this  policy.  It 
is  naturally  of  great  importance  that  we 
have  a  specific  policy  so  that  any  em- 
ployee can  plan  ahead  for  his  retire- 
ment and  not  think  that  possibly  he 
might  be  held  on  to  70  and  then  find 
that  he  was  retired  at  6  5. 

"I  think  that  we  can  all  agree  on  the 
need  for  a  uniform  retirement  policy  so 
that  each  employee  fully  understands 
when  he  will  be  retired. 

"On  the  one  hand,  we  lose  the  serv- 
ices of  valuable  employees  that  have 
been  with  us  for  many  years.  On  the

other  hand,  if  we  attempt  to  keep  an 
employee  on  to  say  70  or  7  5,  we  tend 
to  freeze  the  organization  and  stiffle  to 
some  extent  the  opportunity  for  advance- 
ment by  our  younger  employees." 

The  Director  also  cited  the  chain  of 
promotions,  sometimes  numbering  more 
than  half  a  dozen,  which  follows  the 
retirement  of  a  single  division  engineer. 

Chairman  Broughton  made  a  few  in- 
formal remarks  before  the  Friday  after- 
noon session  and  Chief  Engineer  and 
Assistant  Director  Lee  spoke  at  the 
closing  session  Saturday  morning. 

Lee  emphasized  the  importance  of 
working  together  with  other  people, 
citing  the  monthly  meetings  which  are 
held  by  Prison  Department  and  High- 
way Department  representatives,  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  the  utilization  of 
prison  labor. 

Another  example  of  working  together, 
the  Chief  Engineer  said,  is  that  recent 
meeting  in  Raleigh  between  the  Director", 
Assistant  Director,  several  construction 
engineers  and  some  of  the  contractors 
who  are  involved  on  the  major  highway 
projects  in  the  State. 

Lee  praised  the  workers  for  the  job 
that  is  being  done  and  said  "I  am  proud 
to  be  one  of  you  and  I  hope  that  we  can 
build  a  team  in  the  future  which  will  be 
closer,  and  better  than  any  we  have  had 
in  the  past." 

He  also  announced  preliminary  plans 
for  a  second  State  Highway  Conference 
to  be  held  early  next  year.

This  will  not  affect 
the  present  plan  of  continuation  of  the 
life  portion  based  on  percentage  tables 
on  years  of  coverage,  nor  will  it  affect 
the  privilege  of  conversion  of  life  as  now 
allowed — the  individual  is  eligible  for 
either  or  all.  In  addition,  the  "open 
season"  period  was  allowed  for  those  not 
covered  by  the  group  insurance  contract, 
allowing  them  to  obtain  this  group  cov- 
erage if  not  formerly  rejected. 

Adoption  of  any  of  the  3  proposed 
increases  in  benefits  in  the  insurance 
contract  will  require,  of  course,  addi- 


tional small  monthly  costs  to  the  indivi- 
dual, which  were  also  explained  in  detail 
by  Mr.  Witherspoon.  In  addition,  the 
new  contract  has  a  slight  increase  in 
basic  premiums — these  due  to  the  in- 
creased costs,  and  the  fact  that  the 
company  has  been  returning  to  us  a 
great  deal  more  than  the  guaranteed 
return.  The  increase  is  effective  Novem- 
ber 1,  as  will  be  any  changes  voted  on, 
and  is  only  the  third  premium  increase 
in  30  years,  all  small.  Experience  figures 
indicate  now  that  the  return  to  us  this 
policy  year  is  as  follows:  life,  AD&D, 
100.9%;  accident  and  sickness  (weekly 
benefits),  85.9%;  hospital,  95.8%;  total 
return  to  us  being  95.3%  out  of  every 
premium  dollar  paid.  The  guarantee  is 
90.5%  return  to  us  in  claims,  reserves 
or  waivers,  with  the  company  retaining 
9.5%  for  administration,  out  of  which 
is  paid  2.5%  gross  premium  tax  to  the 
State  of  North  Carolina.  With  the  re- 
tention shown  above  of  only  4.7%  this 
year,  less  than  2.5%  premium  tax,  the 
company  has  a  net  of  2.2%.  The  pre- 
mium trend  in  other  states  with  similar 
group  contracts  is  a  gradual  increase  in

premium  costs  in  the  past  few  years, 
with  New  Jersey  recently  up  30.2%; 
New  York  up  38%.  This  should  give  a 
reasonably  good  reason  why  it  is  neces- 
sary for  our  very  small  increase,  which 
is  only  about  12%  total.  Also,  the  fact 
remains  that  our  reserves,  which  the 
actuary  says  should  be  $180,000  to  be 
sound  for  claim  reserves,  is  now  only 
$65,000,  or  a  deficit  now  of  $115,000 


which  is  a  very  important  and  necessary 
objective  to  reach.  We  desire  a  special 
reserve  for  our  retired  liability  of  at 
least  $100,000  and  we  have  $0.00  in  this 
as  of  now.  It  is  urgent,  and  necessary, 
that  we  have  some  increase  to  build  our 
contract  to  the  safe  ground  we  think 
it  should  be.  Interesting  to  note,  that 
with  the  increase  in  premium  rates,  with 
additional  premiums  coming  in,  the 
company  has  guaranteed  future  return 
to  us  of  92.5%,  leaving  them  only  7.5% 
retention,  less  2.5%  premium  tax  or  a 
net  of  5%.  This  is  a  good,  sound  con- 
tract— we  want  to  keep  it  intact,  and 
safe. 

CONVENTION  HIGHLIGHTS  —  the 
fourteenth  annual,  held  in  Durham  re- 
cently. This  was  the  largest  in  our 
history,  with  more  interested  visitors 
than  ever  before  (officials,  employees 
and  others).  Open  forum  meetings  were 
more  interesting  this  year  than  before, 
more  constructive,  and  delegates  were 
always  on  time,  and  interested  in  the 
business  at  hand.  After  hours  entertain- 
ment was  good,  and  the  banquet  was 
the  largest  in  our  history,  with  excellent 
speakers. 

The  resolutions  adopted  are  sound 
and  justifiable  in  the  majority,  and  will 
be  given  every  consideration  by  the 
proper  committees,  who  will,  in  turn, 
discuss  these  with  the  proper  authori- 
ties, boards  or  commissions.  Some  re- 
quire legislative  attention  and  are  to  be 
given  thought  this  year  with  view  of 
groundwork  for  later.  Resolutions  were 
explained  in  brief  in  the  October  issue 
of  the  ASSOCIATION  NEWS  and  copies 
of  the  official  minutes,  containing  resolu- 
tions, have  been  furnished  to  each  chap- 
ter chairman  and  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Committee. 

We  draw  close  to  the  end  of  another 
year — 1959 — and  can  look  back  on  ac- 
complishments this  year  that  have  been 
many  and  varied.  Our  progess  continues 
— we  will  continue  to  be  a  successful 
organization  so  long  as  we  conduct  our- 
selves in  the  proper  manner,  keep  our 
requests  reasonable  and  justifiable,  and 
maintain  our  good  public  relations  with 
our  "bosses",  the  tax-paying  public  of 
North  Carolina.

Newsman  Gives  Thanks 
For  Road  Improvement 

ROADWAYS  is  pleased  to  reprint  the 
following  article  by  Peter  T.  Hulth.  Jr.. 
of  the  SMITHFIELD  HERALD: 

"On  September  18  I  voiced  the  com- 
plaint in  this  column  that  something 
should  be  done  to  clear  up  the  hazard- 
ous situation  at  the  intersection  of 
Eighth  Street  (Highway  301)  and  Han- 
cock Street  in  Smithlield. 

"I  suggested  that  a  yellow  center  line 
be  painted  to  show  motorists  how  much 
of  the  road  they  were  entitled  to,  and 
I  suggested  that  the  curbing  be  painted 
to  show  that  the  Salvation  Army  lawn 
was  not  part  of  the  thoroughfare. 

"On  September  2  2  I  mentioned  the 
subject  again  and  reported  that  Chief  of 
Police  Bill  Norton  said  the  State,  not 
the  Town  of  Smithfleld.  would  have  to 
solve  the  problem. 

"Evidence  of  the  seriousness  of  the 
situation  on  that  corner  were  the  nu- 
merous accidents  and  near-accidents, 
one  of  which  occurred  around  3:45  a.m., 
October  4.  James  Edward  Lawhon,  20, 
of  Route  2,  Smithfleld,  suffered  seri- 
ous injuries  when  the  1953  Buick  he 
was  driving  failed  to  make  the  sharp 
turn  and  slammed  into  a  tree. 

"Lawhon  received  fractures  of  both 
arms  and  one  leg  and  internal  injuries 
in  the  accident. 

"That  was  just  a  single  example. 

"But  things  are  looking  up,  and  state 
officials  deserve  commendation  for 
prompt  action  once  they  were  made 
aware  of  the  situation. 

"State  workers  came  to  town  Monday 
and  erected  black  and  yellow  reflective 
posts  throughout  the  intersection.  On 
Tuesday  they  painted  a  centerline 
throughout  the  intersection. 

"Workers  at  B  and  R  Wilson,  Inc., 
Tractor  and  Implement  Division  de- 
clared Tuesday  afternoon  that  cars  no 
longer  scream  around  the  corner  on  two 
wheels  and  that  they  believe  the  bad 
situation  no  longer  exists. 

"They  join  with  other  local  residents 
— and  probably  a  large  number  of 
tourists — with  heaping  piles  of  thanks 
upon  the  heads  of  those  who  helped 
bring  about  the  improvements.

the  parkway  southward  past  Mouut, 
Mitchell,  south  of  Asheville,  and  then 
turn  westward  into  the  Great  Smoky 
Mountains  National  Park. 


The  ttrst  section  of  four  laning  be- 
tween Greensboro  and  Durham  on  In- 
terstate 85  was  opened  to  traffic  No- 
vember 14,  according  to  Hunter  Irving, 
Assistant  Chief  Engineer  for  Construc- 
tion. 

Approximately  11  miles  of  the  addi- 
tional lane  has  been  surfaced  and  con- 
tract provisions  allow  opening  to  traffic 
this  winter,  with  shoulder  work  to  be 
done  next  spring.  The  section  opened 
runs  from  Greensboro  eastward  to  NC  61 
near  Whitsett. 

Provided  with  an  s-inch  asphalt  sur- 
face over  a  fifteen  inch  base,  this  is  the 
highest  type  asphalt  design  ever  built 
in  North  Carolina.  The  roadways  pro- 
vides two  12-foot  lanes  and  is  construc- 
ted on  a  complete  control  of  access 
basis  with  all  intersecting  roads  carried 
over  the  rout  on  grade  separations.
